To  He  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

Id  coming  before  you  tor  the  first  time  as  Chief  Magistrate  of  this 
great  nation  it  is  with  gratitude  to  the  (liver  of  all  good  for  the  many 
benefits  we  enjoy :  we  are  blessed  with  peace  at  home,  and  are  without 
eQtitngling  alliances  abroad  to  forebode  trouble;  with  a  territory  unsur- 
passed in  fertility,  of  an  area  equal  to  the  abundant  supimrt  of  five 
hundred  millions  of  people,  and  abounding  in  everj^  variety  of  useful 
mineral  in  quantity  sufficient  to  supply  the  world  for  generations ;  with 
exuberant  crops;  with  a  variety  of  climate  adapted  to  the  produetion  of 
every  species  of  earth's  riches,  and  suited  to  the  habits,  tastes,  and  re- 
inirements  of  every  living  thing;  with  a  population  of  forty  inilHons  of 
free  people,  all  speaking  one  language;  with  facilities  for  e\"erj'  mortal 
to  acquire  au  education ;  with  institutions  closing  to  none  the  avenues 
to  fame  or  any  blessing  of  fortune  that  may  bo  coveted ;  with  freedom 
of  the  pulpit,  the  press,  and  the  school;  with  s  revenue  flowing  into  the 
national  treasury  beyond  the  requirements  of  the  government.

In 
a  short  time  we  miist,  each  of  us,  return  to  the  ranks  of  the  people  who 
have  conferred  upon  us  our  honors,  and  account  to  them  for  our  stew- 
ardship. I  earnestly  desire  that  neither  you  nor  I  may  be  condemned 
hy  a  free  and  enlightened  constituency,  nor  by  our  own  consciences. 

Emerging  from  a  rebellion  of  gigantic  magnitude,  aided  as  it  was  by 
the  siiinpathies  and  assistance  of  nations  witli  which  we  were  at  peace, 
eleven  Stales  of  the  Union  were,  four  years  ago,  left  without  legal  State 
fiovernineiits.  A  national  debt  had  been  contracted;  American  com- 
mene  was  almost  driven  from  the  seas ;  the  industry  of  one-lialf  of  the 
wiimtry  had  been  taken  from  the  control  of  the  capitalist  and  placed 
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Trliere  all  labor  rightfully  beloDgs — in  tUe  keeiiing  of  the  laborer.  Tlie 
work  of  wstoriug  State  goveruuieiits  loyal  to  the  Union,  of  protectiuj; 
and  fofiteriiig  frvG  labor,  iuid  providing  means  for  paying  the  interest  on 
the  public  debt,  ba»  received  ample  attention  from  Congreiis.  Although 
your  efforts  have  not  met  with  the  suceesw  in  all  partieulars  that  might 
have  been  desired,  yet,  on  the  whole,  they  have  been  more  succesBfiU 
than  could  have  been  reasonably  anticipated. 

Seven  States  wliidi  pasaetl  ordinances  of  secession  have  been  ftilly 
restored  to  tlieir  places  in  the  Union.  The  eighth,  Georgia,  held  an 
eleftion  at  which  slie  ratified  her  constitution,  republican  in  form,  elected 
a  govemor,'ineml>er8  of  Congress,  a  State  legislature,  and  all  other  •fflrers 
required.  The  governor  was  duly  installed,  and  the  legislatnre  met  and 
per 'oi-med  all  the  acts  then  required  of  them  by  the  reconstruction  acts 
of  Congress.  Subsequently,  however,  in  violation  of  the  constitution 
which  they  had  jnst  nitiftod,  (as  since  decided  by  the  supreme  court  of 
tlie  State,)  tbey  unseated  the  colored  members  of  the  legislature  and  ad- 
luittcxl  to  seats  some  members  who  are  disqualified  by  the  third  clause 
of  the  fourteenth  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  an  article  which  they 
themselves  had  contributed  to  ratify.  Uuder  these  cireumstances,  I 
would  submit  to  you  whether  it  would  not  be  wisi',  without  delay,  to 
eimct  a  law  authorizing  the  governor  of  Georgia  to  convene  the  mem- 
■bers  originally  elected  to  the  legislature,  requiring  each  member  to  take 
the  oath  prescribed  by  the  reconstruction  aets,  and  none  to  be  admitted 
who  are  ineligible  under  the  thinl  clause  of  the  fourteenth  nraciidmeiit. 

The  tVeedmen,  under  the  protection  which  they  have  receive<l,  are 
making  rapid  progress  in  learning,  and  uo  complaints  are  beard  of  lack 
of  industry  on  their  part  where  they  receive  fair  remunenition  for  their 
labor.  The  menus  provided  for  paying  the  interest  on  the  public  debt, 
with  all  other  expenses  of  government,  are  more  than  ample.  The 
loss  of  our  commerce  is  the  only  result  of  the  late  rebelliou  which  has 
jQOt  received  sufficient  attention  from  you.  To  this  sulfiect  I  call  your 
truest  attention.  I  will  not  now  suggest  plans  by  which  tliis  object 
amy  he  effected,  but  will,  if  necessary-,  make  it  the  subject  of  a  8i»eA-ial 
message  during  the  session  of  Congress. 

At  the  March  term.  Congress  by  joint  resolution  authorized  the  Ex- 
ecutive to  order  elections  in  tlie  States  of  Virginia,  Mississippi,  and 
Texas,  to  submit  to  them  the  constitutions  which  each  had  previously,  in 
eonvention,  framed,  and  submit  the  constitutions,  either  entire  or  in 
Jieparate  parts,  to  be  voted  upon,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Kxecutive. 
Under  this  authority  elections  were  called.  lu  Virginia  the  election 
took  place  on  the  0th  of  July,  1869.  The  govjmor  and  lieutenant 
governor  elected  have  been  installetl.  The  legisla^ire  met  and  did 
nil  requiretl  by  this  resolutiou  and  by  all  the  reconstmction  acts  of 
Congress,  and  abstained  fVom  all  doubtful  authority.  I  lecommend 
that  her  senators  and  representatives  be  promptly  admitted  to  their 
seats,  and  that  the  State  be  fully  restored  to  its  place  iu  the  family

of  States.  Elections  were  called  in  Mississippi  and  Texas,  to  eom- 
mence  on  tlie  30th  of  Novenibei',  18G9,  and  to  last  two  days  in  Mis- 
8is.iippi  and  four  days  in  Texas.  Tbe  elections  liave  taken  place,  but 
the  rewdt  is  not  known.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  tlie  acts  of  tbe  legisla 
tures  of  tliese  States,  when  they  meet,  will  be  such  as  to  receive  your 
approral,  and  thus  close  the  work  of  rcconatniction. 

Among  the  evils  growing  out  of  the  rebellion,  and  not  yet  referred  to, 
is  that  of  an  irredeemable  currency.  It  is  an  evil  which  I  hope  will 
receive  your  most  earnest  attention.  It  is  a  duty,  and  one  of  the  highest 
duties  of  government,  to  secure  to  the  citizen  a  medium  of.  exchange  of 
flxt^l,  unvarying  value.  This  implies  a  return  to  a  specie  basis,  and  no 
substitute  for  it  can  be  devi-setl.  It  should  be  commenced  now  and 
reached  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment  consistent  with  a  fair  regard 
to  tlie  interests  of  the  debtor  class.  Immediate  resumption,  if  pra«- 
ticahle,  would  not  be  desirable.  It  would  compel  the  debtor  class  to 
|iay,  beyond  their  contnuita,  the  premium  on  gold  at  the  date  of  their 
piin-hase,  and  would  bring  banlirupt«y  and  ruin  to  thousands.  Fluctu- 
ations, however,  in  the  paper  value  of  the  measure  of  all  values  (gold)  is 
'ictri mental  to  the  iiitt'rcsts  of  trade.  It  makes  the  man  of  business  an 
involuntary  gambler,  for,  in  all  siiles  where  fnture  payment  is  to  be  made, 
lioth  jHirtie-s  speculate  as  to  what  will  be  the  value  of  the  currency  to  be 
[Kiid  and  re<'eivcd,  I  earnestly  recommend  to  you,  then,  such  legishir 
tjon  as  will  insure  a  gradual  return  to  specie  iiayments  and  put  an 
immediate  stop  to  lluctuatious  in  the  value  of  currency. 

The  metlio<ls  to  Be<rnre  the  former  of  these  resiUts  are  as  numerous  as 
are  the  si>ecuhitors  on  iwlitical  economy.  To  secure  the  latt^^r  I  see  but 
one  way,  and  that  is  to  authorize  the  Treasurj'  to  redeem  its  own  pai>er, 
at  a  fixed  price,  whenever  presented ;  aud  to  withhold  from  circulation 
all  currency  so  ivdeemed  until  sold  agiun  for  gold. 

The  vast  resources  of  the  nation,  both  developed  and  undeveloped, 
onjtht  to  make  our  ci-edit  the  best  on  earth.  With  a  less  burden  of  tax- 
ation than  the  citizen  has  endured  for  six  years  past,  the  entii-e  public 
(lelit  could  be  paid  in  ten  years.  But  it  is  not  desirable  that  tbe  i)eople 
should  be  taxed  to  pay  it  in  that  time.  Ye^ir  by  year  the  ability  to  pay 
increases  in  a  nipid  ratio.  But  the  burden  of  interest  ought  to  be 
reduced  as  rapidly  as  can  be  done  without  the  violation  of  contract. 
The  public  debt  is  i-epi-esentcd,  in  great  part,  by  bonds  having  from  iive 
to  twenty  and  from  ten  to  forty  years  to  run,  bearing  interest  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  and  five  per  cent.  re.s])ectively.  It  is  optional  with 
the  government  to  pay  these  bonds  at  any  period  after  the  expiration  of 
tbe  least  time  mentioned  npon  their  fiice.  The  time  has  already  expired 
*hen  a  great  part  of  them  may  be  taken  up,  and  is  rapidly  approaching 
*lien  all  may  be.  It  is  believed  that  all  which  are  now  due  may  be 
reidaeed  by  bonds  bearing  a  rate,  of  interest  not  exceeding  four  and  a 
half  per  cent,,  and  as  rapidly  as  tbe  remainder  become  due  that  they 
may  be  replaced  in  tlie  same  way.    To  accomplish  this,  it  may  be  ueces* 
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sary  to  autliorize  the  interest  to  be  paid  at  eitber  of  tbree  or  four  of  tlie 
money  c^ntera  of  Europe,  or  by  auy  assistant  treasurer  of  the  United 
States,  at  tbe  option  of  tbp.  bolder  of  the  bond.  I  suggest  this  subjeet 
for  tbe  consideration  of  Congress,  and  also,  simultaneously  with  thi8, 
the  propriety  of  redeeming  onr  curreDcy,  as  before  suggested,  at  ib*  mar- 
ket value  at  the  time  the  law  goes  into  effect,  increasing  the  rate  at 
which  currency  shall  be  bought  and  sold  from  day  to  day,  or  week  to 
■week,  at  the  same  rat«  of  interest  as  government  pays  upon  its  bonds. 

The  8ubje(;t  of  tarifl'  and  internal  taxation  will  necessjvrily  receive 
your  attention.  The  revenues  of  the  country  are  greater  than  the  re- 
quirements, and  may  with  safety  be  reduced.  But,  as  the  funding  fit  tbe 
debt  in  a  four  or  a  four  and  a  balf  per  cent,  loan  would  reifuce  annual 
current  expenses  largely,  thus,  after  funding,  justifying  a  greater  reduc- 
tion of  taxation  than  would  be  now  expedient,  I  suggest  postponement 
of  this  question  until  tbe  next  meeting  of  Congress. 

It  may  be  advisable  to  modify  taxation  and  tiiritf,  in  iustanves  where 
unjust  or  burdensome  discriminations  are  made  by  the  present  laws;  but, 
a  general  revision  of  the  laws  regulating  this  subject  I  recommend  the 
postponement  of,  for  the  pre*?nt.  I  also  suggest  the  renewal  of  the  tax 
on  incomes,  but  at  a  reduced  rate,  say  of  three  per  cent.,  and  this  tax  to 
expire,  in  three  years. 

With  the  funding  of  the  uatioual  debt,  as  here  suggested,  I  feel  safe 
in  saying  that  taxes  and  the  revenue  from  iniportt^  may  be  reduced 
safely  from  sixty  to  eighty  millions  per  annum  at  once,  and  may  be  still 
further  reduced  from  year  to  year,  a^  the  resources  of  the  countrj*  are 
developed. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shows  the  receipts  of  the 
government  for  tbe  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1809,  to  be  8.^70,i)43,7-17, 
audtbe  expenditures,  including  interest,  bounties,  &c.,  to  be  1321,190,597. 
The  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year  are  more  favorable  to  the  govern- 
ment, and  will  no  doubt  show  a  much  larger  decrease  of  the  public 
debt. 

The  receipts  in  the  treasury,  beyond  expenditures,  have  exceeded  tbe 
amount  necessary  to  place  to  tbe  credit  of  the  sinking  fund  as  provided 
by  lav.  To  lock  up  the  surplus  in  the  Treasury  and  withhold  it  from 
circulation,  would  lead  to  such  a  contraction  of  the  currency  as  to  crip- 
ple trade  and  seriously  affect  the  prosperity  of  the  country.  Under 
these  circumstances,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  myself  heartily 
concurred  in  the  propriety  of  using  all  the  surplus  currency  in  the  Trea- 
sury in  the  purchase  of  government  bonds,  thus  reducing  the  interest- 
bearing  indebtedness  of  tbe  country,  and  of  submitting  to  Congress  the 
question  of  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  tbe  bonds  so  purchased.  The 
bonds  now  held  by  the  Treasorj'  amount  to  about  seveuty-flve  millious, 
including  those  belonging  to  the  sinking  fbnd.  I  recommend  that  the 
whole  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Biukiog  fund. 

Voor  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
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Secretary  of  the  Treasary  for  the  creation  of  the  office  of  CommisBioner 
of  Customs  Kevenae ;  for  the  iocrease  of  salaries  to  c«rtaiD  classes  of 
officials;  the  substitutiou  of  increased  national  bank  circalation  to  replaee 
tlie  outstanding  three  per  cent,  certificates ;  and  most  especially  to  his 
recommendation  for  the  repeal  of  laws  allowing  shares  of  fines,  penalties, 
forfeitures,  &e.,  to  odBeers  of  the  government  or  to  informers. 

The  office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  is  one  of  the  most 
arduous  and  responsible  under  the  government.  It  falls  but  little,  if 
any,  short  of  a  cabinet  position,  in  its  importance  and  responsibilities. 
I  would  ask  for  it,  therefore,  such  legislation  as,  in  your  judgment,  will 
placf^the  office  upon  a  footing  of  dignity  commensarate  with  its  import- 
ance, and  with  the  character  and  qusJifications  of  the  class  of  men 
required  to  fill  it  properly. 

As  the  United  States  is  the  freest  of  all  nations,  so,  too,  its  people 
sympathize  with  all  peoples  struggling  for  liberty  and  self  government. 
But  while  80  sympathizing,  it  is  due  to  onr  honor  that  we  should  abstain 
from  enforcing  our  views  upon  unwilling  nations,  and  from  taking  an 
interested  part,  witkout  invitation,  in  the  quarrels  between  different 
nations  or  between  governments  and  their  subjects.  Our  course  should 
always  be  in  conformity  with  strict  justice  and  law,  international  and 
local.  Such  has  been  the  policy  of  the  administration  in  dealing  with 
tliese  questions.  For  more  than  a  year,  a  valuable  province  of  Spain, 
and  a  near  neighbor  of  ours,  in  whom  all  our  people  cannot  but  feel  a 
deep  interest,  has  been  struggling  for  independence  and  freedom.  The 
people  and  government  of  the  United  States  entertain  the  same  warm 
feelings  and  sympathies  for  the  people  of  Cuba,  in  their  pending  strug- 
gle, that  they  manifested  throughout  the  previous  struggles  between 
Spain  and  her  former  colonies,  in  behalf  of  the  latter.  But  the  contest 
lias  at  no  time  assumed  the  conditions  which  amount  to  a  war,  in  the 
sense  of  international  law,  or  which  would  show  the  existence  of  a  de 
facto  political  organization  of  the  Insurgents,  safficient  to  Justify  a  recog- 
nition of  belligerency. 

The  principle  is  maintained,  however,  that  tbis  nation  is  its  own 
judge  when  to  accord  the  rights  of  belligerency,  either  to  a  people  strug- 
gling to  free  themselves  from  a  government  they  believe  to  be  oppress- 
ive, or  to  independe  it  nations  at  war  with  each  other. 

The  United  States  have  no  disposition  to  interfere  with  the  existing 
relations  of  Spain  to  her  colonial  possessions  on  this  continent.  They 
believe  that  in  due  time  Spain  and  other  European  powers  will  find  their 
interest  in  terminating  those  relations,  and  establishing  their  present 
dependencies  as  independent  powers — members  of  the  fiunily  of  nations. 
These  dependencies  are  no  longer  regarded  as  subject  to  transfer  fi:om 
one  Enropean  power  to  another.  When  the  present  relation  of  colonies 
ceases,  they  are  to  become  independent  powers,  exercising  the  right  of 
choice  and  of  self-control  in  the  determination  of  their  fntoie  conditioa 
and  relations  with  other  powers. 
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The  United  States,  in  order  to  jrat  a  stop  to  bloodshed  in  Caba,  and 
in  tlie  interest  of  a  neighboring  people,  proi>oaed  their  good  offices  to 
bring  the  eziatiug  contest  to  a  termination.  The  offer,  not  being 
accepted  by  Spain  on  a  basis  which  we  believed  could  be  received  by 
Cuba,  was  withdrawn.  It  is  hoped  that  the  good  offices  of  the  TTnited 
States  may  yet  prove  advantageous  for  the  settlement  of  this  onhappy 
strife.  Meanwhile  a  number  of  illegal  expeditions  against  Cuba  have 
been  broken  up.  It  has  been  the  endeavor  of  the  administration  to 
exeeate  the  neutrality  laws  in  good  faitb,  no  matter  how  unpleasant 
the  task,  made  so  by  the  sufferings  we  have  endured  Irom  lack  of  like 
good  faitb  toward  ns  by  other  nations.  , 

On  the  26th  of  March  last  the  United  States  schooner  Lizzie  Major 
was  arrested  on  the  high  seas  by  a  Spanish  frigate,  and  two  passengers 
taken  from  it  and  carried  as  prisoners  to  Cuba.  Representations  of 
these  facts  were  made  to  the  Spanish  government  as  soon  as  official  in- 
formation of  them  reached  Washington.  The  two  passengers  were  set 
at  liberty,  and  the  Spanish  government  assured  the  United  States  that 
the  captain  of  the  frigate  in  making  the  capture  had  acted  without  law, 
that  he  had  been  reprimanded  for  the  irregularity  of  his  conduct,  and 
that  the  Spanish  aothorities  in  Cuba  would  not  sanction  any  act  thnt 
could  violate  the  rights  or  treat  with  disrespect  the  sovereignty  of  this 
nation. 

The  question  of  the  seizure  of  the  brig  Mary  Lowell  at  one  of  the 
Bahama  Islands,  by  Spanish  authorities,  is  now  the  subject  of  corrct 
spondence  between  this  government  and  those  of  Spain  and  Great 
Britain. 

The  Captain  General  of  Cuba,  about  May  last,  issued  a  prpclamation 
authorizing  search  to  be  made  of  vessels  on  the  high  seas.  Immediate 
remonstrance  was  made  against  this,  whereupon  the  Captain  Genend 
issued  a  new  proclamation  limiting  the  right  of  search  to  vessels  of  tlie 
United  States  so  far  as  authorized  under  the  treaty  of  1795.  This  proc- 
lamation, however,  was  immediately  withdrawn. 

I  have  always  felt  that  the  most  intimate  relations  should  be  cultivated 
between  the  republic  of  the  United  States  and,  all  independent  nations 
on  this  conriiient.  It  may  be  well  worth  considering  whether  new  treaties 
between  us  and  them  may  not  be  profitably  entered  into,  to  secure  more 
intimate  relations,  friendly,  commercial,  and  otherwise. 

The  subject  of  an  inter-oceanic  canal,  to  connect  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  Oceana,  through  the  Isthmus  of  Darien,  is  one  in  which  commerce 
is  greatly  interested.  Instructions  have  been  given  to  our  minister  to 
the  republic  of  the  United  States  of  Colombia  to  endeavor  to  obtain 
authority  for  a  survey  by  this  government,  in  order  to  determine  the 
practicability  of  such  an  undertaking,  and  a  charter  for  the  right  of  way 
to  build,  by  private  enterprise,  such  a  work,  if  the  survey  proves  it  to  be 
praetf  cable. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  agreement  of  the  United  States  as  to  a 
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mixed  commission  at  Lima  for  ttie  H<]jn3tment  of  claims,  it  became 
necessary  to  send  a  commissioner  and  secretary  to  Lima  in  August  last. 
N'o  appropriation  having;  been  made  by  Congress  for  tbis  pnriwse,  it  is 
now  ftsked  tbat  one  be  ma^le  covering  tbe  past  and  future  expenses  of 
the  commission. 

The  good  offices  of  the  United  States  to  bring  about  a  peace  between 
Spain  and  the  Soutb  American  republics,  with  wliic^li  she  is  at  war,  having 
been  accepted  by  Spain,  Peru,  and  Cliili,  a  congress  has  been  invited,  to 
be  held  in  Washington  dnring  the  present  winter, 

A  grant  has  been  given  to  Europeans  of  an  exchisive  right  of  transit 
over  the  Ijprritory  of  Nicaragua,  to  wliich  Co8t«  Eica  has  given  its 
assent,  which  it  is  alleged  conflicts  with. vested  rights  of  citizens  of  the 
United  States.  The  Department  of  State  has  now  this  subject  under 
consideration. 

The  minister  of  Peni  ba\ing  made  representations  that  tliere  was  a 
state  of  war  between  Peru  and  Spain,  and  that  Spain  was  constructing, 
in  and  near  Xew  York,  thirty  gunboats,  wliich  might  be  used  Ity  Spain 
in  sncb  a  way  as  to  relieve  the  naval  force  at  Cuba  so  as  to  operate 
against  Peru,  orders  were  given  tojircvent  their  departure.  No  further 
steps  having  been  t^aken  by  the  repreaentati^'e  of  the  Peruvian  govern- 
ment to  prevent  the  departure  of  these  vessels,  and  I  not  feeling  author- 
ized to  detain  the  property  of  a  nation  with  which  we  are  at  pea<;e,  on 
a  mere  executive  order,  the  matter  has  been  referred  to  the  courts  to 
decide. 

The  conduct  of  the  war  between  the  allies  and  the  republic  of  Fara- 
way has  made  the  intereonrse  with  that  country  so  diHicnlt  that  it  has 
been  deemed  advisable  to  withdraw  our  representative  from  there. 

Toward  the  close  of  the  last  administration,  a  convention  was  signed 
at  London,  for  the  settlement  of  all  outstanding  claims  between  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States,  which  failed  to  receive  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate  to  its  ratification.  The  time  and  the  circumstances 
attending  the  negotiation  of  that  treaty  were  unfavorable  to  its  accept- 
ance by  the  people  of  the  Uniteil  States,  and  its  provisions  were  wholly 
inadequate  for  the  settlement  of  the  grave  wrongs  tbat  had  been  sus- 
tained by  this  government  as  well  as  by  its  citizens.  Tbe  injuries 
resulting  to  the  United  States  by  reason  of  the  course  adopted  by  Great 
Britain  during  our  late  civil  war,  in  the  increasetl  rates  of  insurance ;  in 
tbe  diminution  of  exports  and  importJ4,  and  other  obstructions  t^  domes- 
tic industry  and  production ;  in  its  eflect  npon  the  foreign  commerce  of 
tiie  country;  in  the  decrease  and  transfer  to  Great  Britain  of  our  com- 
mercial marine;  in  tbe  prolongation  of  the  war  and  the  increased  cost 
(both  in  treasure  and  in  lives)  of  ils  suppression,  conld  not  be  a(\justed 
and  satisfied  as  ordinary  commercial  claims,  which  continually  arise 
between  commercial  nations.  And  yet  tbe  convention  treated  them 
Rimply  as  aoch  ordinary  claims,  from  which  they  differ  more  widely  in 
the  gravity  of  then- character  than  in  tbe  magnitude  of  their  amount, 
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great  even  as  is  tbat  difference.  N'ot  a  word  was  found  in  the  treaty, 
and  not  an  inference  could  be  drawn  from  it,  to  remove  tUe  sense  of  tlie 
unfriendliness  of  the  coarse  of  Great  Britain,  in  our  struggle  for  exist- 
ence, which  had  so  deeply  and  universally  impressed  itself  upon  the 
people  of  this  country. 

Belie\i»g  that  a  convention  thus  misconceived  in  its  scope  and  inad- 
equate in  its  provisions  would  not  have  produced  the  hearty  cordial  set- 
tlement of  pendingquestions,  which  alone  is  consistent  with  the  relations 
which  I  desire  to  hare  firmly  established  between  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain,  I  regarded  the  action  of  the  Senate,  in  fcjecting  tlie 
treaty,  to  have  been  wisely  taken,  in  the  interest  of  peace,  and  as  a  neces- 
sary step  in  the  direction  of  a  perfect  and  cordial  friendship  between 
the  two  countries.  A  sensitive  people,  conscious  of  their  power,  are 
more  at  ease  under  a  great  wrong,  wholly  uuatoned,  than  under  the 
restraint  of  a  settlement  which  satisfies  neither  their  ideas  of  justice  nor 
their  grave  sense  of  the  grievance  they  have  sustained.  Tbe  rejection 
of  the  treaty  was  followed  by  a  state  of  public  feeling,  on  both  sides, 
which  I  thonght  not  favorable  to  an  immediate  attempt  at  renewed 
negotiations.  I  accordingly  so  instructed  the  minist«r  of  the  United  StaWs 
to  Great  Britain,  and  found  that  my  views  in  this  regard  were  shared  by 
her  Majesty's  ministers.  I  hope  that  the  time  may  soon  arrive  when 
the  two  governments  can  ai>proaeh  tbe  solution  of  this  momentous  ques- 
tion with  an  appreciation  of  what  is  due  to  the  rights,  dignity  and 
honor  of  each,  and  with  the  determination  not  only  to  remove  the  causes 
of  complaint  in  tlie  past,  but  to  lay  the  foundation  of  a  broad  principle 
of  public  law,  which  will  prevent  future  differences  and  tend  to  firm  and 
continue<l  peace  and  friendship. 

This  is  now  the  only  grave  question  which  the  United  State  has  with 
any  foreign  nation. 

The  question  of  renewing  a  treaty  for  reciprocal  trade  between  the 
United  States  and  the  British  provinces  on  this  continent,  has  not  been 
favorably  considered  by  the  administration.  The  ailvantages  of  such  a 
treaty  would  be  wholly  in  favor  of  the  British  producer.  Except,  pos- 
sibly, a  few  engaged  in  the  trade  between  the  two  sections,  no  citizen 
of  the  United  States  would  be  benefited  by  reciprocity.  Our  internal 
taxation  would  prove  a  protection  to  the  British  producer,  almost  equal 
to  the  protection  which  our  manufacturers  now  receive  from  the  tariff. 
Bonie  arrangement,  however,  for  the  regulation  of  commercial  inter- 
course between  the  United  States  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada  may  be 
desirable. 

Tbe  commission  for  adjusting  the  claims  of  the  *<  Hudson  Bay  and 
Puget's  Sound  Agricultural  Company"  upon  the  United  States,  has 
terminated  its  labors.  The  award  of  six  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars  has  been  made,  and  all  rights  and  titles  of  the  company  on  the 
territory  of  the  United  States  have  been  extinguished.  Deeds  for  the 
property  of  the  company  have  been  delivered.  An  iqppropriatioo  by 
Congress  to  meet  this  sum  is  asked. 
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The  commissi oDers  for  determiniDg  the  Northwestern  Laud  Boundary 
between  the  United  States  and  the  British  Possessions,  under  tlie  treaty 
of  1356,  have  completed  tUeir  labors,  and  tlie  commission  has  been  dis- 
solved. 

Id  conformity  with  the  recommendation  of  Congress,  a  proposition 
was  early  made  to  the  British  government  to  abolish  the  mixed  courts 
created  under  the  treaty  of  April  7, 1862,  for  the  suppression  of  the 
slave  trade.    The  subject  is  still  under  negotiation. 

It  having  come  to  my  knowledge  that  a  corporate  company,  organized 
tinder  Britiaji  laws,  proposed  to  laud  upon  the  shores  of  the  United 
States  and  to  operate  there  a  submarine  cable,  under  a  concessioa  irom 
his  Mty'esty,^  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  of  an  exclusive  right,  for 
twenty  years,  of  telegraphic  communication  between  the  shores  of 
France  and  the  United  States,  with  the  very  objectionable  feature  of 
subjecting  all  messages  conveyed  thereby  to  the  scrutiny  and  control  of 
tbe  Freuch  government,  I  caused  the  French  and  British  legations  at 
Washingtou  to  be  made  acquainted  with  the  probable  policy  of  Con- 
gress ou  this  subject,  as  foreshadowed  by  the  bill  which  passed  the  Sen- 
ate iu  Itlarch  last.  This  drew  from  tbe  representatives  of  the  company 
aD  agreement  to  accept,  us  the  basis  of  their  operations,  the  provisions 
of  that  bill,  or  of  such  other  enactment  on  the  subject  as  might  be 
passed  during  the  approachiug  session  of  Congress  j  also,  to  use  their 
influence  to  secure  from  the  Fi-ench  goverumeut  a  modification  of  their 
coucession,  so  as  to  penult  the  landing,  upon  French  soil,  of  any  cable 
beloDging  to  any  company  incorporated  by  the  authority  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  any  State  in  the  Union,  and,  on  their  part,  not  to  oppose 
the  establishment  of  any  such  cable.  In  consideration  of  this  agree- 
ment, I  directed  the  withdrawal  of  all  opposition  by  the  United  States 
Mithoritiea  to  the  landing  of  tbe  cable,  and  to  the  working  of  it,  until 
the  meeting  of  Congress.  I  regret  to  say  that  there  has  been  no  modi- 
fication made  iu.  the  company's  concession,  nor,  so  far  as  I  can  learn, 
bave  they  attempted  to  secure  one.  Their  concession  excludes  thecapi' 
tal  and  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  from  competition  upon  the 
shores  of  France.  I  recommend  legislation,  to  protect  the  rights  of  citi- 
zeoB  of  the  United  States,  aa  well  as  the  dignity  and  sovereignty  of  the 
nation,  against  such  an  assumption.  I  shall  also  endeavor  to  secure,  by 
negotiation,  an  abandonment  of  the  principle  of  monopolies  in  ocean 
telegraphic  cables.  Copies  of  this  correapondence  are  herewith  fur- 
nished. 

The  unsettled  political  condition  of  other  countries,  less  fortunate  than 
oar  own,  sometimes  induces  their  citizens  to  come  to  the  United  States 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  becomiug  naturalized.  Having  secured  this,  they 
retom  to  their  native  country  and  reside  there,  without  disclosing  theii 
change  of  allegiance.  They  accept  official  positions  of  trust  or  honor, 
vhich  can  only  be  held  by  citizens  of  their  native  laud;  they  joomey 
onder  passports  describing  them  as  such  citizens;  and  it  is  only  irhut 
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civil  dincon),  after  perhaps  years  of  quiet,  threntens  tlieir  persons^r  their 
proi>ertj-,  or  when  tlieir  native  state  draftji  them  into  its  militarj-  eenHce, 
tliat  the  fact  of  their  cban^  of  allegiance  is  made  known.  Tliey  reside 
permanently  away  from  the  United  States,  they  contribute  nothing  to  its 
revenues,  they  avoid  the  duties  of  its  citizenship,  and  they  only  make 
themselves  known  by  a  claim  of  protection.  I  have  directed  the  diplo- 
matic and  consular  officers  of  the  United  States  to  scrutinize  carefully 
all  such  claims  of  protection.  The  citizen  of  the  United  States,  whetbtr 
native  or  a<lopted,  who  discharges  his  duty  to  his  country,  is  entitled  to 
its  complete  protection.  Wliile  I  have  a  voice  in  the  direction  of  aSFaira, 
I  shall  not  consent  to  imperil  this  sacred  right  by  conferring  it  uiwn  ■ 
fictitious  or  fraudnlent  claimants. 

On  the  a-ccession  of  the  present  administi-ation,  it  was  fonnd  that  the 
minister  for  North  Germany  had  made  propositions  for  the  negotiation 
of  a  convention  for  the  prote<;tion  of  emigrant  passengers,  to  which  no 
response  had  been  given.  It  was conclnded  that,  to  be  eifectual,  all  the 
maritime  iwwers  engageil  in  the  trade  should  join  in  such  a  measure- 
Invitations  have  been  extended  to  the  cabinets  of  Iiondon,  Paris, 
Florence,  Berlin,  Brnsscis,  The  Hague,  Copenhagen,  and  Stockholm,  to 
empower  their  representatives  at  Washington  to  simultaneously  enter 
into  negotiations,  and  to  conclude  with  the  United  States,  conventions 
identical  in  form,  making  uniform  regulations  as  to  the  construction  of 
the  parts  of  vessels  to  be  devoted  to  the  use  of  emigrant  passengers,  as 
to  the  quality  and  quantity  of  food,  as  to  the  mediciil  treatment  of  the 
sick,  and  as  to  the  rnles  to  be  obsen'ed  during  the  voyage,  in  order  to 
secure  ventilation,  to  promote  health,  to  prevent  intrusion,  and  to  pro- 
tect the  females,  and  providing  for  the  establishment  of  tribunals  in  the 
several  countries,  for  enforcing  such  regulations  by  summary  proc«?ss. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  law  regulating  the  tariff 
on  Itussian  hemp,  and  to  the  question  whether,  to  fix  the  charges  on 
Bussian  hemp  higher  than  they  aie  fixed  upon  Manilla,  is  not  a  viola- 
tion of  our  treaty  with  Russia,  placing  her  products  upon  the  same  foot- 
ing with  those  of  the  most  favored  nations. 

Our  manufactures  are  increasing  with  wonderful  rapidity  under  the 
encouragement  which  they  now  receive.  With  the  improvcmeiita  in 
machinery  already  effected,  and  still  increasing,  causing  machinery  to 
take  the  place  of  skilled  labor  to  a  large  extent,  our  imports  of  many  ar- 
ticles must  iail  off  largely  within  a  very  few  years.  Fortunately,  too,  man- 
ufactures are  not  confined  to  a  few  localities,  as  formerly,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoi>ed  will  become  more  and  more  diffused,  making  the  interest  in  tbeuv 
equal  in  all  sections.  They  give  employment  and  support  to  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  people  at  home,  and  retain  with  us  the  means  which 
otherwise  would  be  shipped  abroad.  The  extension  of  railroads  in  Eii 
rope  and  the  East  is  bringing  into  competition  with  our  agricaltural 
products  like  products  of  other  countries.  Self-interest,  if  not  self-i>re8- 
ervation,  therefore,  dictates  caution  against  disturbing  any  industrial 
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interest  of  the  country.  It  teaches  hb  also  the  ueeessity  of  lookiug  to 
other  markets  for  the  sale  of  our  surplns.  Our  neighboia  south  of  us, 
Hod  China  and  Japao,  should  receive  our  special  attention.  It  will  he 
tlie  eodeavor  of  the  administration  to  cultivate  such  relations  with  all 
tbese  nations  as  to  entitle  us  to  their  confideuce,  and  make  it  their  in- 
terest, as  well  as  ours,  to  establish  better  commercial  relations. 

Through  the  agency  of  a  more  enlightened  policy  than  that  heretofore 
pursued  toward  China,  largely  due  to  the  sagacity  and  efforts  of  one 
of  ear  own  distinguished  citizens,  the  world  is  about  to  commence 
largely  incnwsed  relations  with  that  populous  and  hitherto  exclusive 
nation.  Aa  tJie  United  States  have  been  the  initiators  in  this  new 
policy,  BO  they  should  be  the  most  earnest  in  showing  their  good  faith 
iu  making  it  a  success.  In  this  connection  I  adnse  such  legislation  as 
will  forever  preclude  the  enslavement  of  the  Chinese  ui>on  our  soil, 
mider  the  name  of  coolies ;  and  also  prevent  American  vessels  fi-om 
eogaging  in  the  transportation  of  coolies  to  any  country  tolerating  the 
ostein.  I  also  recommend  that  the  mission  to  China  be  raised  to  one  of 
the  first  class. 

On  my  assuming  the  responsible  duties  of  Chief  M^istrate  of  the 
Uiuted  States,  it  was  with  the  convictioa  that  three  things  were  essen- 
tial to  its  peace,  prosperity  and  fullest  development.  First  among 
these,  is  strict  integrity  in  fulfilling  all  our  obligations.  Second,  to 
secure  protection  to  the  person  and  property  of  the  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  in  each  and  every  portion  of  onr  common  country, 
wherever  he  may  choose  to  move,  without  reference  to  original  nation- 
alrty,  religion,  color  or  politics,  demanding  of  him  only  ol>edience  to 
the  laws  and  proper  respect  for  the  rights  of  others.  Third,  union  of 
all  the  Stotes — with  equal  rights — indestructible  by  any  constitutional 
means. 

To  secure  the  first  of  these,  Congress  has  taken  two  essential  steps : 
first,  in  declaring,  by  joint  resolution,  that  the  public  debt  shall  be  paid, 
principal  and  interest,  in  coin ;  and  second,  by  providing  the  means 
for  paying.  Providing  the  means,  however,  could  not  secure  the  object 
desired,  without  a  proper  administration  of  the  laws  for  the  collection  of 
the  revennes,  and  an  economical  disbursement  of  them.  To  this  sub- 
ject the  administration  has  most  earnestly  addressed  itself,  witli  results, 
I  hope,  satisfactory  to  the  country.  There  has  been  no  hesitotion  in 
changing  officials  in  onler  to  secure  an  etticieut  execution  of  the  laws, 
sometimes  too,  when,  in  a  mere  party  view,  undesirable  political  results 
were  likely  to  follow ;  nor  any  hesitation  in  sustaining  efficient  officials, 
against  remonstiances  wholly  political. 

It  may  be  well  to  mention  here  the  embarrassment  possible  to  arise 
from  leaving  on  the  statute  books  the  so-called  "tenure-of-office  acts," 
and  to  earnestly  recommend  their  total  repeal.  It  could  not  have  been 
the  intention  of  the  framers  of  the  Constitution,  when  providing  that 
appointments  made  by  the  President  shoald  receive  the  consent  of  the 
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Senate,  that  tbe  latter  aboutd  Iiave  the  power  to  retain  inofBce  persons 
placed  there,  by  federal  appoliitment,  afniinst  the  will  of  the  Presideiit. 
The  law  is  inconsisteut  with  a  faithful  and  efficient  administration  of 
the  government.  What  faith  can  an  Execntive  put  in  ofiBcials  forced 
npon  him,  and  those,  too,  whom  be  has  suspended  for  reason  f  How  will 
snch  officials  be  likely  to  sen'e  an  administration  which  they  know  does 
not  tmst  them  t 

For  the  second  requisite  to  our  growth  and  prosperity,  time  and  a  firm 
but  humane  administration  of  existing  laws  (amended  from  time  to  time 
as  they  may  prove  ineffective,  or  prove  harsh  and  onnecesaiu'y)  are  prob- 
ably all  that  are  required. 

The  third  cannot  be  attained  by  special  legislation,  but  must  be  re- 
garded as  fixed  by  the  Constitution  itself,  and  gradually  acquiesced  in 
by  force  of  public  opinion. 

From  the  foundation  of  the  government  to  the  present,  the  manage- 
ment of  the  original  inhabitants  of  this  continent,  the  Indians,  has  been 
a  subject  of  embarrassment  and  expense,  and  has  been  attended  with 
continuous  robberies,  murders  and  wars.  From  my  own  experience 
upon  the  frontiers  and  in  Indian  countries,  I  do  not  bold  either  legisla- 
tion, or  the  conduct  of  the  whites  who  come  most  in  contact  with  the  In- 
dian, blameless  for  these  hostilities.  The  past,  however,  cannot  be 
undone,  and  the  question  must  be  met  as  we  now  find  it.  I  have 
attempted  a  new  policy  toward  these  wards  of  the  nation,  (they  cannot 
be  regarded  in  any  other  light  than  as  wards),  with  fair  results  so  far  as 
tried,  and  which  I  hope  will  be  attended  ultimately  with  great  success. 
The  Society  of  Friends  is  well  known  as  ha\'ing  succeeded  in  livingln 
peace  with  the  Indians,  in  the  early  settlement  of  Pennsylvania,  while 
their  white  neighbors  of  other  sects,  in  other  sections,  were  con- 
stantly embroiled.  They  are  also  known  for  their  opiwsition  to  all  strife, 
violence  and  war,  and  are  generally  noted  for  their  strict  integrity  and 
fair  dealings.  These  considerations  induced  me  to  give  the  mann^emeut 
of  a  few  reservations  of  Indians  to  them,  and  to  throw  the  burden  of  the 
selection  of  agents  upon  tlie  Society  itself.  Tiie  result  has  proven  moat 
satisfactory.  It  will  be  found  more  fully  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the 
Commissioner  of  ludian  Affairs.  For  snperintendents  and  Indian  agents 
not  on  the  reservations,  officers  of  the  army  were  selected.  The  reasons 
for  this  are  numerous.  Where  Indian  agents  are  sent,  there,  or  near 
there,  troops  must  be  sent  also.  Tlie  agent  and  the  commander  of  troops 
are  independent  of  each  other,  and  are  subject  to  orders  trom  different 
departments  of  the  government.  The  army  officer  holds  a  iwsition  for 
life  J  the  agent,  one  at  the  will  of  the  President,  The  former  is  i)er8on- 
ally  interested  in  living  in  harmony  with  the  Indian,  and  in  establisliing 
a  permanent  pea«e,.to  the  end  that  some  portion  of  his  life  may  be  spent 
within  the  limits  of  cirilized  society.  The  latter  has  no  snch  personal 
interest.  Another  reason  is  an  economic  one ;  and  still  another,  the 
hold  which  the  government  has  upon  a  life  officer  to  secure  a  faithful 
discharge  of  duties  in  cairyinp  out  a  given  policy. 
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The  building  of  railroads,  and  the  access  thereby  given  to  all  the  agri- 
coltoral  and  mineral  regions  of  the  country,  is  rapidly  bringing  civilized 
getttements  into  contact  with  all  the  tribes  of  Indians.  iN'o  matter  what 
ODgfat  to  be  the  relations  between  such  settlements  and  the  aborigines, 
tbe  fact  is  they  do  not  harmonize  well,  and  one  or  the  other  has  to  give 
way  io  the  end.  A  system  which  looks'to  the  extinction  of  a  race  is  too 
horrible  for  a  nation  to  adopt,  witbont  entailing  upon  itself  the  wrath  of 
HI  Christendom,  and  engendering  in  the  citizen  a  disregard  for  human 
life  and  the  rights  of  others,  dangerous  to  society.  I  see  no  substitnte 
for  SDch  a  system,  except  in  placing  all  the  Indians  on  large  reservations, 
as  rapidly  as  it  can  be  done,  and  giving  them  absolute  protection  tbere. 
As  soon  as  they  are  fitted  for  it,  they  should  be  induced  to  take  their 
lands  in  severalty,  and  to  set  up  territorial  governments  for  their  own 
protection.  For  full  details  on  this  subject,  I  call  your  special  attention 
to  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Indian  AfiEairs. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  shows  the  expenditures  of  the  War 
Department,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1869,  to  be  #$0,G14,042,  of 
which  ^23,882,310  was  disbursed  in  the  payment  of  debts  contracted 
during  the  war,  and  is  not  chargeable  t«  current  army  expenses.  His 
estimate  of  (34,531,031  for  tlie  expenses  of  the  army,  for  tbe  next  fiscal 
Tear,  is  as  low  as  it  is  believed  can  be  relied  on.  The  estimates  of  bureau 
officers  have  been  carefully  scrutinized,  and  reduced  wherever  it  has 
been  deemed  practicable.  If,  however,  the  condition  of  the  country 
should  be  such,  by  the  beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  year,  as  to  admit  of  a 
^ater  concentration  of  troops,  the  appropriation  ashed  for  will  not  be 
expended. 

The  appropriations  estimated  for  river  and  harbor  improvements 
and  for  fortifications,  are  submitted  separately.  Whatever  amount  Cou- 
?res8  may  deem  proper  to  appropriate  for  these  purposes,  will  be 
expended. 

The  recommendation  of  the  General  of  the  Army,  that  appropriations 
be  made  tbr  the  forts  at  Boston,  Portland,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  New 
Orleans  and  San  Francisco,  if  for  no  other,  is  concurred  in.  I  also  ask 
yoor  special  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  the  general  command- 
ing the  military  division  of  the  Pacific,  for  the  sale  of  the  seal  islauds  of 
SL  Paul  and  St.  George,  Alaska  Territory,  and  suggest  that  it  either  be 
complied  with,  or  that  legislation  be  had  for  the  protection  of  tbe  seal 
fisheries,  from  which  a  revenue  should  be  derived. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  contains  a  synopsis  of  the  reports 
of  the  heails  of  bureaus,  of  the  commanders  of  military  divisions,  and 
of  the  districts  of  Virginia,  Mississippi,  and  Texas,  and  the  report  of 
tUe  General  of  the  Army  in  full.  The  recommendations  therein  con- 
tained have  been  well  considereil,  and  are  submitted  for  your  action.  I, 
however,  call  special  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  of 
Ordnance,  for  the  sale  of  arsenals  and  lands  no  longer  of  use  to  the  gov- 
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erument ;  a)so,  to  the  recommendation  of  tlie  Secretary  of  War,  tbat  tlie 
act  of  34  March,  186!),  prohibiting  promotions  and  appointments  iu  tbe 
staff  corps  of  the  army,  bo  re|>eale(1.  The  extent  of  country  to  be  gar- 
risoned, and  the  number  of  military  posts  to  be  occupie^l,  is  the  same 
with  a  reduced  army  as  with  a  large  one.  The  number  of  staff  officers 
required  is  more  dependent  upon  the  latter  than  the  former  condition. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Savy,  accompanying  this,  shows 
the  condition  of  the  navy,  when  this  adiuinistration  came  into  office,  aud 
the  changes  miule  since.  Strenuous  efforts  have  beeu  made  to  place  as 
many  vessels  "  iu  commission,"  or  render  them  fttforaervice,  if  required, 
as  possible,  and  to  substitute  the  sail  for  steam  whilst  cruising,  thus  ma- 
terially reducing  the  expenses  of  the  navy  and  adding  greatly  to  its 
efficiency.  Looking  to  our  future,  I  recommend  a  liberal  though  not 
extravagnnt  policy  toward  this  branch  of  the  public  service. 

The  rei>oTt  of  the  Postmaster  General  furnishes  a  clear  and  compre- 
hensive exhibit  of  the  o[>erations  of  the  [Kistal  service,  and  of  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  Post  Office  Department.  The  ordinary  postal  rev- 
enues for  the  year  ending  the  30tb  of  June,  18tf!>,  amounted  to  $18.;{44,510, 
aud  the  expenditures  to  $23,6(18,131,  showing  an  excess  of  expendi- 
tures over  receipts,  of  |I5,3.'>.*S,020.  The  excess  of  exi>enditnres  over 
receipts,  for  the  previous  year,  amounted  to  ifet',-l''i",992.  The  increase  of 
revenues  for  ISO!),  over  those  of  I8f>8,  was  $2,001,909,  aud  the  increase  oi 
expenditures  was  $907,538.  The  increased  revenue  in  1809  exceeded 
the  increased  revenue  in  I8G8,  by  $!>96,33C;  and  the  increased  expendi- 
ture in  1809  was  $2,527,570  less  than  the  increased  expenditure  iu  1808, 
shoning  by  comi>arisou  this  gratifying  feature  of  improvement,  that 
while  the  increase  of  expenditures  over  the  increase  of  retwipts  in  1SC8, 
was  $2,439,535,  the  increase  of  receipts  over  the  increase  of  expendi- 
tures in  1809,  was  $1,084,371. 

Yoiur  attention  is  resi>ectfully  called  to  the  recommendations  made  by 
the  Postmaster  General,  for  authority  to  change  the  rate  of  compensation 
to  the  main  trunk  railroad  lines,  for  their  ser\-ices  in  carrying  the  mails; 
for  having  i>ost  route  maps  executed ;  for  reorganizing  and  increasing 
the  efficiency  of  the  si)ecial  agency  service;  for  increase  of  the  mail  ser- 
vice on  the  Pacific,  and  for  establishing  mail  service,  under  the  flag  of 
the  Union,  on  the  Atlantic ;  and  most  especially  do  I  call  your  attention 
to  bis  recommeudutioii  for  the  total  abolition  of  the  &aukiug  privilege. 
This  is  an  abuse  from  which  no  one  receives  a  commensurate  advantage; 
it  reduces  the  receipts  for  postal  service  from  twenty -five  to  thirty  per 
cent.,  and  largely  increases  the  service  to  be  iwrformed.  The  method 
by  which  postage  should  be  paid  upon  public  matter  is  set  forth  fnUy  in 
the  rejiort  of  the  Postmaster  Genend. 

The  reiMirt  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shows  that  the  quantity  of 
public  lands  disiwsed  of,  during  the  yearendiug  the  30th  of  June,  1809, 
was  7,006,152  acres,  exceeding  that  of  the  preceding  year,  by  1,010,409 
acres.    Of  this  amount,  2,899,544  acres  were  sold  for  cash,  aud  2,737,305 
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acres  entered  nnder  the  homestead  laws.    The  remiuDder  was  granted 

to  aid  in  the  construction  of  works  of  internal  improvement,  approved 
to  the  States  as  swamp  land,  and  located  with  warrants  and  scrip.  The 
cash  receipts  from  all  sources  were  $4,472,886,  exceeding  those  of  the 
preceding  year,  12,840,140. 

Duriag  the  last  fiscal  year,  23,196  names  were  added  to  the  pension 
rolls,  and  4,876  dropped  therefrom,  learing  at  its  close  187,963.  The 
amonnt  paid  to  pensioners,  including  the  compensation  of  disborsing 
agents,  was  $28,422,884,  an  increase  of  $4,411,902  on  that  of  the  pre- 
vions  year.  The  munificence  of  Congress  has  been  conspicaously  mani- 
fested in  its  legislation  for  the  soldiers  and  sailors  who  suffered  in  the 
recent  struggle  to  maintain  "  that  unity  of  government  which  makes  us 
one  people."  The  additions  to  the  pension  rolls  of  each  successive 
year,  since  the  conclusion  of  hostilities,  result  In  a  great  degree  from 
the  repeated  amendments  of  the  act  of  the  14th  of  July,  1862,  which 
extended  its  provisions  to  cases  not  &lling  within  its  original  acope. 
The  large  outlay  which  is  thus  occasioned  is  further  increased  by  the 
mote  liberal  allowance  bestowed,  since  that  date,  upon  those  who  in  the 
line  of  duty  were  wholly  or  permanently  disabled.  Public  opinion  has 
^ven  an  emphatic  sanction  to  these  measures  of  Congress,  aud  it  will 
be  conceded  that  no  part  of  our  public  burden  is  more  cheerfully  borne, 
Chan  that  which  is  imposed  by  this  branch  of  the  service.  It  necessi- 
tates for  the  next  fiscal  year,  in  addition  to  the  amount  justly  charge- 
able to  the  naval  iiension  fund,  an  appropriation  of  thirty  millions  of 
dollars. 

During  the  year  ending  the  30th  of  Septeml)er,  1809,  the  Patent  Office 
issued  13,762  patents,  and  its  receipts  were  $686,389,  i>eiug  $213,926 
more  than  the  expenditures. 

I  would  respectfully  call  yonr  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  for  uniting  the  duties  of  supervising  the  edu- 
cation of  freedmen  with  the  other  duties  devolving  npon  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Education. 

If  it  is  the  desire  of  Congress  to  make  the  oensus,  which  must  be  taken 
daring  the  year  1870,  more  complete  and  perfect  than  heretofore,  I  would 
suggest  early  action  upon  any  plan  that  may  be  agreed  upon.  As  Con- 
SKsa,  at  the  last  session,  appointed  a  committee  to  take  into  consideration 
such  measures  as  might  be  deemed  proper  in  reference  to  the  census, 
and  report  a  plan,  I  desist  from  saying  more. 

I  recommend  to  your  favorable  consideration  the  claims  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Bureau  for  liberal  appropriations.  In  a  country  so  diversified 
in  climate  and  soil  as  ours,  and  with  a  population  so  largely  dependent 
niKtn  agriculture,  the  benefits  that  can  be  conferred  by  properly  tbstering 
this  bureau  are  incalculable. 

I  desire  respectfully  to  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  inade- 
"[uate  salaries  of  a  nnmber  of  the  most  important  offices  of  the  govern- 
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ment.  In  this  message  I  will  not  ennmerate  them,  bnt  will  specify  only 
tbe  jnstices  of  the  Supreme  Goort  liTo  change  has  been  made  in  their 
salaries  for  fifteen  years.  Within  that  time,  the  labors  of  the  conrt  have 
largely  increased,  and  the  expenses  of  living  have  at  least  donbled. 
During  the  same  time,  Congress  has  twice  fooud  it  necessary  to  increase 
largely  the  compensation  of  its  own  members;  and  the  duty  which  it 
owes  to  another  department  of  the  government  deserves,  and  will 
nndonbtedly  receive,  its  dne  consideration. 

There  are  many  sulyects  not  allnded  to  in  this  message,  which  might 
with  propriety  be  introduced,  bnt  I  abstain,  believing  that  your  patriotism 
and  statesmanship  will  suggest  the  topics  and  the  legislation  moat  con- 
ducive to  the  interests  of  the  whole  people.  On  my  part,  I  promise  a 
rigid  adherence  to  the  laws,  and  their  strict  enforcement.

THE  COMmSSIONERS,  TTITDBR  THE  TREATY  OF  JULY  1, 1863, 
BETWEEN  GREAT  BRITAIN  AND  THE  UNITED  STATES, 
FOR  THE  FINAL  SETTLEMENT  OF  THE  CLAIMS  OF  THE 
HUDSON'S  BAT  AND  PtTGET  SOUND  AGRICULTURAL  COM- 
PASIES,  PRONOUNCED  SEPTEMBER  10, 1860. 


BRITISH  AND  AMERICAN  JOINT  COMMISSION  ON  THE  HUDSON'S  BAY  AND 
PIGET  SOUND  A6K1CULTUEAL  COMPANIES' CLAIMS  AGAINST  THE  UNITED 
STATES. 


The  treaty  of  Jaly  1,  18C3,  [between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Briiain,]  from  whicli  we  derive  our  authority  as  commissioDers,  fumishes 
Ds  vrith  the  rule  of  our  action,  in  the  declaration  required  to  be  made  by 
08  before  proceeding  to  any  business.  The  terms  of  that  declaration 
are,  that  we  will  impartially  und  carefully  examine,  and  decide,  to  the 
bwit  of  oar  judgment  and  according  to  justice  and  equity,  without  fear, 
lavor,  or  aflfection  to  our  own  country,  all  the  matters  referred  to  us  for 
oar  decision. 

These  matters  are  defined  in  the  first  article  of  the  treaty.  In  this 
article,  after  a  brief  recital  of  the  third  and  fourth  articles  of  the  Oregon 
treaty  of  June  15,1846,  and  a  declaration  that  it  is  desirable  that  all 
questions  between  the  United  States  authorities  on  the  one  hand  and 
the  Hudson's  Bay  and  Paget  Sound  Agricultural  Companies  on  the 
other,  with  respect  to  the  possessory  rights  and  claims  of  those  compa.- 
nies,  and  of  any  other  British  subjects  in  Oregon  and  Washington  Ter- 
ritorj-,  sliould  be  settled  by  the  transfer  of  those  rights  and  claims  to  the 
Bovemment  of  the  United  States  for  an  adequate  money  consideration,, 
it  is  agreed  that  commissioners  sliall  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  and  deciding  upon  all  claims  arising  out  of  the  provisions  of 
the  above-quoted  articles  of  the  Oregon  treaty. 

The  Oregon  treaty  recites  it  to  be  desirable,  for  the  future  welfare  of 
both  countries,  that  the  state  of  doubt  and  uncertainty  which  had  hith- 
iTto  prevailed  respecting  the  sovereignty  and  government  of  the  terri- 
tory on  the  northwest  coast  of  America  lying  westward  of  the  Rocky 
or  Stony  Mountains  should  be  finally  terminated  by  an  amicable  com- 
promise  of  the  rights  mutually  asserted  by  the  two  parties  oxn  the  said 
territory.  It  then,  in  its  first  article,  fixes  a  line  of  boundary  between 
the  territories  of  the  United  States  and  those  of  her  Britannic  Majesty. 
By  the  second  article,  the  navigation  of  the  great  northern  branch  of 
the  Columbia  River  to  its  junction  with  the  main  Htream,  and  thence  to 
tlie  ocean,  with  all  the  usual  portages,  is  declared  to  be  fl:ee  and  open 
to  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  and  to  all  British  subjects  trading  wiHk 
the  same.  -.  , 
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The  third  and  fourth  articles,  which  are  directly  in  qnestJon,  are  in 
these  words : 

Article  3.  In  the  ttatnre  appropriation  of  the  territory  soath  of  the 
forty-ninth  parallel  of  north  latitude,  as  provided  in  the  first  article  of 
this  treaty,  the  possessory  rights  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  and  of 
all  British  subjects  who  may  he  already  in  the  occnpation  of  land  or 
other  property  lawftilly  acquired  within  the  said  territorj',  shall  be 
reBpect«<l. 

Article  4,  The  forms,  lauds,  and  other  property  of  every  description, 
belonging  to  the  Puget  Sound  Agricultural  Company,  on  the  north  aitk 
of  the  Columbia  Biver,  shall  be  confirmed  to  the  said  company.  In 
case,  however,  the  sitaation  of  those  farms  and  lands  should  be  consid- 
ered by  the  United  States  to  be  of  public  and  political  importance,  and 
the  United  States  government  should  signify  a  desire  to  obtain  posses- 
sion of  the  whole,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  the  property  so  reqaii^  ehiiU 
be  transferred  to  the  said  government,  at  a  proper  vf^oation  to  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  parties. 

These  are  the  treaty  provisions  which  mainly  control  the  rights  and 
claims  upon  which  we  are  to  pronounce.  There  are,  however,  earher 
arrangements  between  the  two  governments  respecting  the  norihvest 
territory,  which  ought  to  be  kept  in  view. 

By  the  convention  of  October  20, 1818,  article  3,  it  was  agreed  that 
any  country  that  may  be  claimed  by  either  party  on  the  northwest  const 
of  America  westward  of  the  Stony  Mountains,  shall,  together  with  its 
harbors,  bays,  and  creeks,  and  the  navigation  of  all  rivers  within  the 
same,  be  ftee  and  open  for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the 
signature  of  the  present  convention,  to  the  vessels,  citizens,  and  suh 
jects  of  the  two  powers ;  it  being  well  understood  that  this  agieement 
is  not  to  be  construed  to  the  prejudice  of  any  claim  which  either  of  tbe 
two  high  contracHng  parties  may  have  to  any  part  of  the  said  couiitrj', 
nor  shall  it  be  taken  to  affect  the  claims  of  any  other  power  or  state  to 
any  part  of  the  said  countrj';  tlie  only  object  of  the  high  contracting 
parties,  in  that  respect,  being  to  prevent  disputes  and  difiereuees 
among  themselves. 

Subsequently,  on  the  6th  of  August,  1827,  by  another  convention,  the 
third  article  of  that  of  1818  was  indefinitely  extended  and  continued  in 
force,  subject,  however,  to  be  abrogated  on  twelve  months'  notice  by 
either  party  to  the  other.  And  it  was  further  declared  that  neither  con- 
vention should  be  construed  to  impair,  or  in  any  manner  affect,  the 
claims  which  either  of  the  contracting  parties  may  have  to  any  part  of 
the  country  westward  of  the  Stony  or  Rocky  Mountains. 

In  connection  with  the  negotiation  of  the  convention  just  mentioned, 
it  is  proper  to  notice  tlie  British  statement  annexed  to  the  protocol  of 
the  sixth  conference,  held  at  London,  December  18, 1826,  between 
Messrs.  Huskiason  and  Addington,  the  British  commissioners,  and  Mr. 
Gallatin,  the  ministerplenix>otentiary  of  the  United  States.  It  is  mainly 
a  discussion  of  the  grounds  of  claim  urged  by  the  United  States  to  tbe 
exclusive  sovereignty  of  the  territory,  and  so  far  is  not  material  to  be 
considered.  It  contains  also  a  statement  of  the  views  maintained  by 
the  British  government  in  respect  to  the  joint  occupation  of  the  terri- 
tory, which,  in  my  judgment,  have  a  bearing  on  the  question  before  UR. 

It  commences  by  stating  that,  iu  proposing  to  renew  the  arrangement 
for  joint  occupation  for  a  further  term  of  years,  the  British  govern- 
ment regrets  it  has  been  found  impossible,  in  tbe  present  negotiation, 
.to  agree  upon  a  line  of  boundary  which  should  separate  those  parts  of 
ihe  territory  which  might  thenceforward  be  occupied  or  settled  by 
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the  sntgects  of  Great  Britaiu  from  the  parts  which  votdd  remam  open 
to  oocnpfuacy  and  settlement  by  the  TJuited  States. 

After  a  diacnssion  of  the  claims  of  the  two  countries,  this  statement 
U  made :  "  la  the  interior  of  the  territory  in  question  the  subjectfl  of 
Great  Britain  have  had  for  many  years  numerous  settlements  and 
tratling  posts — several  of  these  posts  on  the  tributary  streams  of  the 
Columbia,  several  on  the  Columbia  itself,  some  to  the  northward,  and 
others  to  the  southward  of  that  river."  "  It  only  remains  for  Great 
Britain  to  maintain  and  uphold  the  qualified  rights  which  she  now 
possesses  over  the  whole  of  the  territory  in  question.  These  rights  are 
recorded  and  defined  in  the  convention  of  Nootka.  They  embrace  the 
right  to  navigate  the  waters  of  those  countries,  the  right  to  settle  in 
and  own  any  part  of  them,  and  the  right  freely  to  trade  with  the  inhab- 
itants and  oecapiere  of  the  Bame.  These  right*  have  been  peaceably 
exercised  ever  since  the  dat«  of  that  convention,  that  is,  for  a  period  of 
nearly  forty  years.  Under  that  convention  valuable  British  interests 
have  grown  up  in  these  countries."  ''To  the  interests  and  establish- 
meuts  which  British  industry  and  enterprise  have  created  Great  Britain 
awes  protection.  That  protection  will  be  given,  both  as  regards  settle- 
ment and  freedom  of  trade  and  navigation,  with  every  attention  not  to 
infriage  the  co-ordinate  rights  of  the  United  States." 

Even  prior  to  the  making  of  the  first  convention  of  joint  occupation 
posts  were  held  in  the  coon^  in  question,  both  by  the  Northwest  Com- 
pany and  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company.  These  posts  came  subsequently, 
%  agreement  between  the  two  companies,  into  the  sole  possession  of  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Companj',  These  establishments  had  been  greatly  in- 
creased in  number  and  valne  before  the  period  of  the  renewal  of  the 
convention  for  joint  occupation.  At  the  time  of  the  making  of  the  Ore- 
gon treaty  they  had  been  still  ftarther  extended  and  improved,  so  that 
the  actual  possessions  of  the  company  and  of  the  Puget  Sound  Agri- 
cnttural  Company  embraced  a  very  large  and  valuable  property  interest — 
iu  fact,  the  most  important  and  valuable  of  the  civilized  establishments 
within  that  territory.  This  result  had  been  facilitated  by  the  act  of 
Parliament  of  1821,  which  authorized  the  Crown  to  grant  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  twenty-one  years  the  exclusive  privilege  of  trading  with 
the  Indians — exclusive  as  against  all  British  subjects,  but  not  attempt- 
ing any  interference  with  the  rights  of  American  citizens.  In  pursuance 
of  this  act  a  grant  was  made  of  the  exclusive  trade  with  the  Indians, 
which  became  finally  vested  in  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  and  which 
by  renewal  was  in  force  in  1846,  when  the  Oregon  treaty  was  made,  and 
by  its  terms  was  to  expire  in  1859. 

In  addition  to  this  right  of  exclusive  trade  with  the  Indians,  various 
powers  and  duties  were,  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  Parliament  referred 
to,  conferred  upon  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  having  reference  to  an 
administration  of  justice  and  government.  It  thereby  became  a  quasi- 
governmental  agency  of  the  British  govenimeat  over  its  subjects  within 
that  territory.  Under  these  favoring  circumstaDces  the  company  in- 
creased largely  in  wealth  and  possessions,  and  was  in  great  prosperity 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  of  1816. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  not  only  were  the  rights  of  American  citizens 
not  interfered  with  by  the  act  of  Parliament,  but  no  right  was  denied 
within  the  territory  to  any  British  subject,  save  that  of  trading  with  the 
Indians.  The  whole  effect  in  this  regml,  therefore,  of  the  act  of  Parlia- 
ment and  the  grants  made  in  pursuance  of  it,  was  to  close  the  trade  with 
the  Indians  against  all  British  subjects  iu  favor  of  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company.    So  far  as  we  have  been  made  aware,  there  waa  no  otiier  legis- 
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lation,  by  either  gOTerDmeDt,  restricting  its  citizens  or  snbjectB  from  tbe 
full  and  free  enjoyment  of  all  the  rights  embraced  in  the  mntnal  decla- 
ration of  the  two  governments,  that  the  territory  should  be  free  and  open 
to  the  subjects  and  citizens  of  each.  Tlie  declaration  contains  no  limit 
upon  the  nature  of  the  use  to  be  made  of  the  territory'  by  those  who 
should  resort  to  it,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  snch  expressed  limit  the 
terms  employed  should  receive  a  large  and  beneficial  construction.  They 
who  went  into  the  territory  were,  I  think,  at  liberty  to  make  such  use  of 
it  as  it  was  found  to  be  capable  of,  for  trade  and  hunting  if  it  were  fit 
for  nothing  better,  for  civilization  and  settlement  if  that  were  found  to 
be  possible. 

The  main  purpose  and  ol>jcct  of  the  reservation  which  accompanied 
the  convention  of  joint  occupation  and  its  renewal  was  to  save  the  ques- 
tion-of  ultimate  sovereignty  from  prejudice.  And  although  the  legal 
title  to  the  land  may  be  necessarily  included  in  the  idea  of  sovereignty, 
so  that,  notwithstanding  settlements  and  improvements,  the  settler  must 
be  deemed  to  hold  subject  to  the  final  adjustment  of  the  question  of  sov- 
ereign dominion,  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  those  who  first  appro- 
priated the  lands  to  the  purposes  and  uses  of  civilized  life  would  have 
acijuired  an  equitable  claim  to  consideration  trom  whichever  party  should, 
in  the  end,  be  found  to  be  legally  the  sovereign.  Certainly  each  govem- 
Dieut  hoped,  by  emigration  and  settlement,  to  strengthen  itself  in  the 
territory  with  a  view  to  the  final  adjustment  of  the  question  wliich  was 
open  between  them.  And  I  think  it  can  scarcely  be  supposed  that  either 
government  ever  expected  that,  in  a  settlement  of  the  disputed  sover- 
eignty by  negotiation,  the  other  would  be  willing  to  abandon  its  citizens 
or  subjects,  as  the  case  might  be,  without  stipulating  for  appropriate  pro- 
tection. 

The  Hudson's  Bay  Company  had,  in  addition,  peculiar  claims  upon  the 
protection  of  the  British  government,  under  whose  sanction  its  establish- 
ments were  formed ;  for  while  it  was  carrying  on  trade,  doubtless  for  its 
own  benefit,  it  was  also  the  sole  governmental  agency  of  Great  Britain 
in  the  vast  region  in  question.  Its  position  of  actual  possession  in  the 
territory  afforded  the  stroTigest  ground  for  the  expectation,  on  the  part 
of  that  government,  of  maintaining  its  hold  upon  the  territory,at  least 
to  the  Columbia  Kiver, 

Under  these  circumstances  I  think  the  British  government  was  bound 
to  afford  its  protection,  and  that  the  statement  of  the  British  negotiators 
in  1827,  as  to  the  purpose  of  their  government  in  that  regard,  does  not 
go  beyond  the  measure  of  obligation  due  from  it  to  the  company. 

Nor  Would  the  measure  of  that  obligation  have  been  less  if  the  terri- 
tor:t-  had,  in  the  end,  fallen  to  Ureat  Britain.  The  possession  of  the 
company  in  the  territory,  acquired  with  the  assent  and  sanction  of  the 
government,  and  over  which  they  had  first  begun  to  extend  the  influ- 
ences of  civiUzation,  could  not  have  been  taken  from  them  without  a 
violation  of  natural  justice.  It  is  true  that,  for  the  purposes  of  civil  gov- 
ernment, and  the  convenient  devolution  of  j>roperty,  the  title  to  land  i» 
deemed  to  be  derived  from  the  sovereign,  biit  its  more  natural  founda- 
tion is  upon  the  enterprise  and  labor  of  those  who  first  subject  it  to  cul- 
tivation and  civilized  use.  So  strong  is  the  conviction  of  the  justice  of 
this  view,  in  this  country  at  least,  that  the  rights  of  original  settlers 
have,  I  think,  never  been  disregarded,  and  the  laws  have,  from  time  to 
time,  been  modified  and  hiolded  so  as  to  protect  this  equitable  right, 
even  where  it  had  its  inception  without  the  sanction  of  law.  The  same 
view  is,  in  my  judgment,  to  be  applied  to  the  possessions  of  the  Hud- 
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son's  Bay  Compan;  in  tliis  territory  with  respect  to  tlie  British  govetn- 
ment. 

They  were  not  held  by  grant  from  the  Crown,  but  they  were  held 
under  circumstances  which  bound  that  government  to  maintain  the  com- 
paDy  m  those  possessions. 

Earing  thus  stated  as  briefiy  as  I  am  able  the  condition  of  the  Hud- 
son's Bay  Company  at  the  time  of  the  Oregon  treaty,  aud  its  relations 
with  the  government  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  rights  and  duties  grow- 
ing ant  of  those  relatione,  I  proceed  to  coDBider  the  language  of  the 
treaty  in  its  application  to  these  subjects. 

The  preamble,  in  substance,  declares  that  the  treaty  is  an  amicable 
compromise  of  the  rights  mutually  asserted  over  the  territory,  and  made 
to  put  au  eud  to  a  state  of  doubt  and  uncertainty  respecting  the  sove- 
reignty and  government  over  it.  This  being  the  declaration  of  both 
goremments,  neither  is  at  liberty  in  my  judgment  to  go  behind  it,  or  to 
take  ground  iu  the  construction  of  the  provisions  of  the  treaty,  founded 
on  the  assertion  of  a  clear  previous  right.  The  government  of  the 
United'  States,  during  the  negotiations  which  preceded  the  treaty, 
asserted  a  right  to  the  whole  territory.  This  position  was  abandoned 
by  the  acceptance  of  the  treaty.  The  territory  is  now  held  as  the  result 
of  an  amicable  compromise  of  conflicting  rights,  in  which  there  is  no 
concession  by  either  party  of  any  previous  invasion  of  the  rights  of  the 
other.  Upon  such  an  amicable  compromise,  it  stood  upon  natural  jus- 
tice that  protection  should  be  extended  to  the  subjects  or  citizens  of 
dtber  government,  found  to  be  established  within  the  line  appropriated 
to  the  other,  and  that  the  measure  of  that  protection  should  be  equal  to 
the  rights  of  every  sort  which  existed  under  the  original  government. 

We  are  not,  however,  lett  to  determine  what  would  be  the  riglits  and 
duties  of  the  parties  were  the  treaty  silent  upon  the  subject.  They  have 
seen  fit  to  declare,  by  the  third  article  of  the  treaty,  that  the  possessory 
rights  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  by  name,  as  well  as  those  of  all 
British  subjects,  having  certain  qualifications,  should  be  respected. 

The  plain  object  of  this  provision  is  to  secure  protection  for  the  parties 
oniler  the  newly  acknowledged  sovereignty  of  tho  United  States.  It 
should  be  construed  with  a  view  to  the  fiirtherance  of  that  eud,  and  so 
»&  to  secure  ample  and  complete  protection  to  the  rights  which  were  its 
object. 

The  stipulation  for  protection  is  the  language  of  both  governments, 
and  therefore  whatever  possessory  rights  the  Hndsou's  Bay  Company 
had  against  either  of  them,  whatever  their  nature  or  completeness, 
whether  they  were  of  perfect  or  only  of  imperfect  obligation,  capable  of 
assertion  through  the  Judicial  power,  or  requiring  legislative  action  to 
perfect  them,  they  are  secured  and  established  in  right.  And  the  com- 
missioners, being  empowered  to  deal  with  these  questions  according  to 
jnstice  and  equity,  can  disiwse  of  them,  unembarrassed  by  considerations 
which  might  arrest  the  action  of  the  ordinary  judicial  tribunals,  and 
require  a  resort  to  the  power  of  legislation.  In  my  judgment,  then,  as 
weQ  for  the  reasons  I  have  stated  as  for  others  ably  set  forth  in  the 
argument  of  the  claimants,  the  possessory  rights  of  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company  included  all  their  rights,  save  those  which  related  solely  to 
government  and  administration. 

Upon  the  duration  of  their  enjoyment  of  those  rights  the  language 
"rf  the  treaty  imposes  no  limit.  Tliey  did  not  derive  them  from  the  e.i- 
dusive  license  to  trade  wjth  the  Indians.  The  force  of  that  license  was 
the  exclasion  of  others.  Had  it  failed  of  renewal  before  the  treaty,  none 
of  t'leir  rights  would  have  fallen  with  it,  save  those  of  govemmeut  and 
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admiaistratioii.  They  would  have  remained  in  posaession  of  the  lands 
they  occupied,  of  the  right  of  trade  in  general,  and  of  the  right  to  trade 
with  the  Indians  in  common  with  all  other  British  subjects  and  Ammcau 
citizens.  And  if  the  government  of  Great  Britain  haid  seen  fit  to  assert 
its  legal  oivnerahip  of  the  lands  possessed  by  the  company,  it  coidd  not 
have  done  so,  consistently  with  equity  and  justice,  without  providiag 
compenaatiML 

AH  these  rights  were  preserved  to  the  company,  in  my  judgmeut,  by 
the  treaty;  and  the  corresponding  obligations  were  assumed  by  the 
United  Statea. 

Upon  the  question  whether  these  tigbt«  have  been  reapect«d  as  the 
treaty  required,  I  do  not  propose  to  go  into  detail.  !No  one  who  reads 
the  history  of  the  affairs  of  the  company,  aa  related  in  the  evidence, 
&om  the  time  of  the  treaty  to  the  time  when  they  by  virtual  compulsion 
abandoned  their  establishments  south  of  the  American  line,  can  fail  to 
feel  that  such  respect  as  was  in  fact  received  was  scarcely  commensu- 
rate with  the  extent  of  the  obligations  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States.  This  result  was  due,  in  my  judgment,  in  great  part  to  an  erro- 
neous view  by  the  government  of  the  United  States  of  tJie  extent  of  its 
obligations  It  seems  to  have  assumed  that  it  had  no  dnty  in  the 
premises,  but  to  leave  the  company  to  the  assertion  of  its  rights  in  the 
ordinary  tribunals  of  the  country;  and  that  it  was  at  liberty  to  confine 
them  to  such  rights  aa  were  thus  capable  of  assertion;  and  it  finally 
arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  all  the  rights  of  the  company  terminated 
with  the  expiration  of  the  period  named  in  its  exclusive  license  to  trade. 
I  do  not  find  that,  from  the  time  of  the  treaty  to  the  present,  the  com- 
pany has  voluntarily  abandoned  any  part  of  its  possessions  or  rights, 
and  I  cannot,  therefore,  on  any  such  ground,  diminish  at  all  the  measure 
of  redress  to  which  I  conceive  the  company  to  be  entitled, 

Coming,  then,  in  the  last  place,  to  the  question  of  the  adequate  money 
consideration  spoken  of  by  the  treaty  for  the  transfer  to  the  United 
States  of  all  the  rights  and  claims  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company, 
under  the  third  article,  I  encounter  serious  embarrassments.  The  testi- 
mony, which  ia  exceedingly  voluminous,  and  drawn  on  each  side  from 
every  source  that  could  throw  light  upon  the  subject,  and  which  has 
been  presented  to  us  in  all  its  aspects  with  masterly  ability,  gives  a  very 
great  range  of  values  as  applicable  to  the  possessions  of  the  company. 
From  a  mere  trifle  on  the  one  side,  all  the  way  to  the  enormous  sum 
demanded  in  the  claimants'  memorial  on  the  other,  almost  any  sum 
could  be  supported  by  testimony,  free  from  criticism,  aS'ecting  either 
the  fidelity  or  intelligence  of  the  witnesses.  Under  these  cireumstauces, 
I  have  endeavored,  as  well  as  I  could,  to  arrive  at  an  amount  which 
should  do  injustice  to  neither  party.  Upon  comparing  my  views  with 
those  of  my  coUeagae,  after  we  had  each  separately  deliberated  upon 
the  evidence,  I  found  that  we  differed  in  amounts,  and  in  the  directious 
in  which  our  views  might  natorally  be  expected  to  incline. 

In  every  inquiry  in  respect  to  such  a  subject  as  value  an  uncertainty 
necessarily  exisfas  aa  to  the  correctness  of  any  particular  determination. 
When  upon  examination,  however  careful,  a  value  is  set,  it  is  not  cer- 
tain that  the  decision  is  free  from  error  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  and 
the  limit  of  this  possible  or  probable  error  will  be  greater  or  leas,  accord- 
ing to  the  number  and  relative  certainty  of  the  several  elements  which 
enter  into  the  calculation.  Taking  this  view  of  the  difterence  between 
my  colleague  and  myself,  I  could  not  feel  so  sure  of  the  absolute  cor- 
rectness of  my  own  valuation  as  to  warrant  me  in  refusing  to  yield  in 
the  direction  of  his  strong  convictions,  within  what  I  cou:;eived  to  be

the  limits  of  m^  possible  error,  especially  as  I  found  him  not  nnwilUng 
on  his  part  to  give  due  weight  to  tne  like  cousiderntions. 

I  cousidered,  moreover,  the  period  which  has  elapsed  even  since  the 
treaty  of  July  1,  18B3,  during  which  the  claimants  have  been  unavoid- 
ably delayed  in  the  receipt  of  their  compensation,  as  properly  bearing 
opoQ  the  amount  now  to  he  allowed.  Upon  these  grounds  I  have  con- 
duded  to  unite  in  an  award  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  doUus  in 
gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  to  be  paid  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
treaty,  ns  being  the  adetjuate  money  consideration  mentioned  in  the 
treaty  for  the  transfer  to  the  United  States  of  all  the  possessory  rights 
and  claims  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  under  the  third  article. 

It  should  be  added  that,  our  jurisdiction  relating  only  to  the  third  and 
fourth  articles  of  the  treaty  of  Oregon,  we  have  not  considered  in  any 
aspect  the  navigation  claims  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  which  are 
provided  for  in  the  second  article. 

3Iucb  that  has  been  said  in  the  discussion  of  the  claims  of  the  Had- 
son's  Bay  Company  is  also  applicable  to  the  consideration  of  those  of 
the  Puget  Sound  Agricultural  Company. 

Upou  the  language  of  the  fourth  article  a  questiou  is  raised  whether 
that  company  is  not  bound  to  show  a  title  anterior  to  the  treaty,  valid  la 
law  against  the  government  of  Great  Britain.  It  is  based  upon  the  foct 
that  the  treaty  speaks  of  farms,  lands,  and  other  property  "belonging" 
to  the  company,  and  which  it  declares  shall  be  confirmed  to  them. 

The  argument  in  favor  of  the  construction  of  the  treaty  which  I  have 
adopted  in  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company's  case  is  broad  enough  to  include 
this  also,  and  to  impose  upon  us,  as  a  duty,  the  application  of  these 
terms  of  the  treaty  to  the  farms,  lands,  and  other  property  at  the  time 
in  the  apparent  ownership  of  the  Pnget  Sound  Agricultural  Company. 
There  was  never  any  grant  of  lands  by  the  British  government  to  this 
company,  a  fact  iu  the  knowledge  of  both  governments,  and  the  con- 
BtmctioD  contended  for  would  render  the  provision  of  the  treaty  illusory. 

If  I  may  quote  authority  upon  such  a  point,  Vattel  says,  (Law  of 
Xfttions,  book  2,  ch.  17^  §  283:}  "  We  do  not  presume  that  sensible  per- 
sons h.id  nothing  in  view  in  treating  together  or  in  forming  any  other 
serious  agreement.  The  interpretation  which  renders  a  treaty  null  and 
without  effect  cannot,  then,  be  admitted.  It  ought  to  be  interpreted  in 
Bnch  a  manner  as  that  it  may  have  its  effect,  and  not  to  be  found  vain 
and  illusive.  It  is  necessary  to  give  the  wokIs  that  sense  which  ought 
to  be  presumed  most  conformable  to  the  intention  of  those  who  speak." 
Iu  illustration  of  these  principles  he  instances  the  case  of  the  Athen- 
ians, who,  after  having  promised  to  retire  from  the  territories  of  their 
enemy,  remained  in  the  country  under  the  pretense  that  the  lands  actu- 
ally occupied  by  their  army  did  not  belong  to  the  enemy.  He  rejects 
this  interpretation  in  language  more  energetic  thnn  I  wish  to  cite,  and 
declares  that  by  the  territory  of  the  enemy  ought  manifestly  to  have 
been  understood  everything  comprehended  ni  their  ancient  limits,  with- 
ont  excepting  what  had  been  seized  during  the  war. 

Upon  these  principles  of  interpretation  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying 
that  the  intent  of  the  parties,  as  manifested  by  the  terms  employed, 
included  all  the  lands  which  apparently  belonged  to  the  company.  The 
term  "  belonging"  is  not  a  condition,  and  iuii>ort8  none  into  the  pro- 
vision. It  is  used  merely  as  a  part  of  the  descriptive  designation  of  the 
property  intended.  A  question  is  also  presented  as  to  the  extent  of 
the  possessions  of  the  company,  and  the  outward  indicia  of  property 
necessary  to  bring  any  particular  lands  within  tlie  terms  of  the  ti'eaty. 
It  shonld  not  be  forgotten  that  at  the  period  when  the  treaty  W40 
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made  the  possessions  of  tlie  United  States  on  the  Pacific  coast  were 
comparatively  of  trifling  importance.  California  had  not  been  acquired, 
gold  had  not  been  discorered,  and  the  actual  population  of  American 
citizens  was  very  small.  Apart  from  the  oecnpiition  by  the  two  com- 
panies whose  claims  are  before  ns,  most  of  the  country  was  vacant^  To 
require,  uuder  these  cireumstaiices,  snch  evidence  of  apitropriation  and 
possession  as  are  usual  in  settled  countries,  would  be  \ery  unreasonable, 
lu  settled  countries  such  evidence  is  required,  because  inclosures  and 
other  like  marks  of  ownership  are  the  usunl  attendants  upon  proprietor- 
ship, and  serve  as  notice  to  others  who  may  have  or  claim  conflicting 
rights.  In  this  wilderness  they  would  have  been  mainly  useless  for  any 
purpose  of  enjoyment  by  tlie  company  of  their  lands,  and  idle  for  any 
other  purpose.  It  is  enough  if  their  lands  were  possessed  iu  any  sense, 
by  such  appropriation  to  the  uses  of  the  company  as  their  circum- 
stances called  for.  They  had  farms  within  inclosures,  and  they  grazed 
their  extensive  herds  of  cattle  over  certain  portions  of  the  territory 
near  their  main  establishments,  and  included  all  these  lands  within 
what  they  regarded  and  used  as  their  possessions  before  the  treaty. 

I  am  satisfied,  from  the  evidence,  that  their  claims  to  lands  both  at 
Cowlita  and  at  Nisqually  are  not  after-thoughts  as  to  tlieir  extent,  but 
are  substantially  in  acconlance  with  the  fact  as  it  existed  at  the  time 
of  the  treaty.  Two  considerations  strengthen  me  in  this  conclusiou. 
The  iirst  is,  that  were  their  possessions  so  limited  in  extent  as  is  claimed 
on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  they  could  not  have  been  deemed,  in  the 
then  condition  of  the  country,  of  enough  consequence  to  require  a  pro- 
vision looking  to  their  becoming  of  pubuc  and  political  importance,  and 
providing  iu  that  event  for  their  acquisition  and  purchase  by  the  United 
States.  It  is  only  to  a  tract  of  country  of  considerable  extent  that  such 
terms  can  have  been  thought  applicable.  This  is  not  a  mere  power  of 
eminent  domain,  by  which  public  necessity  is  provided  for  upon  com- 
pensation made.    It  is  political  importance  which  was  in  view. 

The  next  is,  that  the  United  States  has  never  proceeded  to  conflrni  to 
this  company  any  lands  whatever,  as  they  stipulated  that  they  would. 
In  the  absence  of  such  action  on  their  part,  I  think  it  my  duty  to  extend 
to  the  company  the  benefits  of  any  doubts  which  may  possibly  exist  as 
to  the  precise  extent  of  their  possessions  at  the  time  of  the  treaty. 

I  find  no  evidence  that  this  company  has  ever  voluntarily  submitted 
to  any  dismemberment  of  its  possessions ;  and  though  it  has,  in  fact, 
been  deprived  of  much  the  greater  part  of  all  its  lands,  I  must  consider 
its  rights  as  standing  unaffected  by  everything  which  has  taken  place 
since  the  date  of  the  treaty. 

In  consideiing  the  amount  which  ought  to  be  paid  by  the  United 
States  for  the  extinguishment  of  its  claims  and  the  acquirement  of  its 
rights,  I  feel  myself  pressed  upon  by  considerations  of  a  like  nature  to 
those  which  I  have  mentioned  iu  discussing  the  claims  of  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Company.  The  same  diversity  of  testimony,  and  the  same  diilerence 
of  views  between  myself  and  my  colleague,  as  to  questions  of  value,  have 
existed  in  this  case  as  in  that,  and  the  same  process  of  reasoning  and 
reflection  have  led  me  to  unite  with  him  in  awarding  to  the  Ihiget 
Sound  Agricultural  Company  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
in  gold,  to  be  paid  acconling  to  the  terms  of  the  treaty,  as  the  adequate 
money  consideration  for  the  transfer  to  the  United  States  of  all  the  ikps- 
Bessory  rights  and  claims  of  the  Puget  Sound  Agricultural  Comx>Hiiy, 
under  the  fourth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Oregon. 

In  conclusion,  I  think  it  due  to  the  distinguished  gentlemen  who,  aa 
counsel,  have  represented  before  us  the  UuitMl  States  and  the  claimants, 
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to  express  my  deep  sense  of  the  service  they  have  rendered  to  the  com- 
mtssioaera  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  The  thorough  presentation 
of  the  case  by  evidence,  and  the  full,  able,  and  enlightened  discnssion 
of  all  the  topics  involved  on  either  side,  have  greatly  lightened  oiir  labors. 
And  if  the  results  at  which  we  have  arrived  shall  prove  not  wholly  un- 
satisfiictory  to  the  parties  interested,  we  shall  feel  that  it  is  in  no  small 
measnre  due  to  the  assistance  we  have  thus  received.

BSmSH  ASD  AMERICAN  JOINT  COMMISSION  ON  THE  HUDSON'S  BAY  AND 
PUGET  SOUND  AGKICULTUBAL  COMPANIES'  CLAIMS  AGAIN8T  THE 
UNITED   STATES. 


In  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company. 

In  entering  upon  the  duty  of  considering  the  case  of  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Company  as  presented  to  the  commissioners,  it  would  appear  to 
be  unnecessary  to  review  at  length  the  numeroua  propositions  stated  in 
the  memorial,  and  which  are  supported  in  argument  by  the  counsel  for 
the  claimants,  and.  controverted  on  the  part  of  the  United  States.  The 
connsel  for  the  company  has  brought  out  every  possible  fact  which  could 
iceigli  in  favor  of  the  claim,  and  has  supported  his  views  by  arguments 
singularly  able  and  exhaustive.  The  reply  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States,  in  its  turn,  presents  every  aspect  favorable  to  that  government 
80  amply  that  the  commissioners  will  best  discharge  their  functions  by 
espressing,  with  as  little  amplitude  of  language  as  possible,  the  opinions 
they  have  formed  on  tliose  points  which  are  necessary  to  guide  them  to 
a  correct  conclusion. 

I  do  not  consider  it  expedient,  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
imposed  on  the  commissioners  under  the  treaty,  that  we  should  express 
a  separate  opinion  on  the  many  important  and  debatable  propositions 
that  have  beeu  submitted  on  either  side,  and  supported  with  so  much 
ability ;  or  that  we  should  attempt  to  place  a  distinct  value  oq  each  item 
in  the  claim  of  the  company  as  it  has  been  laid  before  us. 

The  respective  counsel  have  left  nothing  to  be  said  either  in  the  way 
of  argument  on  the  legal  interpretation  to  be  given  to  the  language  of 
the  treaty  of  1840,  or  of  comment  on  the  very  lengthy  evidence  bearing 
on  the  question  of  value. 

I  propose,  therefore,  to  confine  myself  to  a  consideration  of  two  points, 
viz: 

Ist.  What  were  the  rights  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  as  under- 
stood by  the  treaty  of  1846 1  And  what  obligations  did  the  United 
States  of  America  thereby  assume  in  respect  of  them  ! 

3d.  What  is  now  an  adequate  money  consideration  for  these  rights 
and  claims  T 

L  The  powers  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  as  recognized  by  the 
Grown  and  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  for  many  years  previous  to 
the  treaty  of  1846,  were  not  merely  those  of  a  trading  compauy.  Motives 
of  public  policy  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain  had  prompted  that  govom- 
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ment  to  confer  on  the  company,  in  the  nncivilized  territory  over  which 
they  extended  their  oi>ei'ations,  authority  of  a  judicial,  political,  and 
quasi-sovereign  character.  So  far  from  being  coaMdered  as  intruders 
on  the  public  domain,  eucouragement,  in  the  shape  of  exclusive  rights 
of  trade,  and  otherwise,  was  held  out  to  the  company  as  an  inducement 
to  carry  their  enterprise  to  regions  into  which  they  might  extend,  and 
be  the  representatives  of  British  interests. 

The  public  fiiith  was,  therefore,  pledged  toward  the  company  to 
secure  just  and  friendly  consideration  for  these  interests  wherever  the 
authority  of  England  extended  and  in  wliatever  form  it  might  properly 
be  exercised.  This  duty  has  invariably  been  recognized  in  every  nego- 
tiation of  an  international  character  by  which  their  rights  could  subsid- 
iarily be  aftiected;  and  from  the  prominence  given  to  the  position  of  the 
company  in  the  treaty  of  1846,  it  is  evident  that  the  duty  of  providing 
adequately  for  their  protection  was  considered  a  paramount  one  by  the 
govemmeut  of  Great  Britain. 

The  rights  and  Interests  of  the  company  could  hardly  be  more  com- 
prehensively defined  than  by  the  expression  "possessory  rigiits."  They 
exercised  no  rights  which  they  had  not  acquired,  and  which  they  did 
not,  long  before  the  date  of  the  treaty,  possess,  with  the  knowledge  and 
by  the  sanction  of  the  Crown.  I  am  anable  to  coincide  with  the  argu- 
ment of  the  counsel  of  the  United  States,  that  the  expression  "posses- 
soTy  rights'*  imported  only  snch  fixed  improvements  on  land  as  a  tenant 
at  sufferance  might  claim.  I  am,  on  the  contrary,  impelled  to  adopt,  as 
the  legitimate  interpretation,  tJie  general  view  urged  by  the  claimants : 
that  it  comprehended  all  things,  corporeal  and  incorporeal,  of  an  appre- 
ciable character,  of  which  the  company  bad  the  enjoyment. 

It  is  urged,  however,  that  during  the  joint  occupation  preceding  tlie 
treaty  of  1846,  the  United  States  were  sovereign,  dejure,  of  the  country 
over  which  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company's  operations  extended ;  that  tlie 
convention  of  1818  merely  suspended  the  exercise  of  such  sovereignty} 
that  Great  Britain  could  not  confer,  nor  could  the  Hudson's  Bay  Com- 
pany acquire,  any  rights  in  the  interim,  except  those  of  ordinary  occu- 
pants ;  and  that  the  treaty  of  1846  imposed  no  new  obligation  od  the 
United  States  beyond  what  its  laws  extended  to  other  persons  in  the 
nnauthorized  possession  of  its  public  lands. 

The  convention  of  1818  cannot,  in  my  opinion,  be  conatmed  to  recog- 
nize, in  either  party,  an  exclusive  right  to  the  territory,  hut,  on  the  con- 
trarj-,  only  to  declare  what  the  previous  circumstances  in  relation  to  the 
country,  and  the  concurrent  statement  of  the  two  governments,  im- 
ported :  that  the  title  of  neither  nation  was  clear.  I  do  not,  however, 
consider  it  necessary  to  found  an  argument  on  this,  because  the  lan- 
guage of  the  treaty  of  1846  seems  to  be  clearly  to  imply  on  the  part  of 
the  United  States  an  acknowledgment  of,  and  to  concede  a  rightful 
possession  and  property  in,  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  of  the  character 
I  have  defined,  which  the  govemmeut  of  the  United  States  assumed  the 
important  and  substantial  obligation  of  respecting. 

This  obligation  their  counsel  contends  was  fulfilled  if  the  United  States 
government,  by  itself  or  its  officers,  refrained  from  direct  violation  of 
snch  rights  as  the  treaty  referred  to,  and  permitted  the  company  to 
exercise  the  judicial  remedies  customary  to  tiie  country. 

The  claimants  contend  for  a  broader  view  of  the  duty,  and  thatnuder 
the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  country,  and  the  position  in  which  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  was  placed,  the  attitude  taken  by  the  govern- 
ment and  its  officers  in  regard  to  the  rights  of  the  company  under  the 
treaty,  and  the  &ct  that  trespass  and  violation  in  every  fonu  were 
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practiced,  shoved  a  substantial  failure  to  respect  and  accord  tbat  reaa- 
DMble  measnre  of  protectiou  to  tlieir  rigbts  wliich,  in  a  treaty  stipular 
tioo  of  this  character,  and  with  reference  to  righta  of  so  peculiar  a 
nature,  one  nation  has  the  right  to  look  for  at  the  hands  of  another. 

It  wonld  be  productive  of  no  practical  benefit  to  attempt,  by  general 
rules,  to  define  the  exact  measure  of  duty  devolving  on  the  United 
States  in  each  particular  case  where  a  breach  of  the  treaty  stipulation  is 
complaioed  of. 

It  was  obvions  at  the  time  of  the  treaty,  that  the  position  of  a  foreign 
corporation,  claiming  to  exercise  almost  every  right  not  incompatible 
with  sovereignty  in  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  was  an  anoma- 
lous one,  and  one  whidL  would,  as  between  any  nations,  and  even  in  a 
matiirer  state  of  society,  have  given  rise  to  innumerable  difficulties  that 
could  neither  be  foreseen  nor  goarded  against. 

Those  difficulties  were  aggravated  in  the  present  case  by  the  twofold 
exercise  of  anthority  by  the  State  and  the  Federal  governments ;  by  the 
rude  and  immature  condition  of  society ;  and  by  the  spirit  of  individual 
liberty,  bordering  on  lawlessness,  which  exists  in  a  new  country.  It  is 
hardly  possible  to  interpret  the  precise  obligation  which  the  words  of 
tJie  treaty  import,  without  reference  to  the  practical  difficulties  which 
subsequently  arose,  and  which  could  not  then  but  have  been  anticipated, 
and  most  be  presumed  to  have  been  in  the  minds  of  the  high  contract- 
ing parties.  Keeping  t^ese  consideratinns  in  view,  I  regard  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  United  States  under  the  treaty  to  mean  that,  cognizant  of 
this  state  of  thiugs,  they  undertook  the  correspondingly  extensive  duty 
of  seeing  that  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  should  not  suffer  fh)m  them, 
bat  that  the  company  would  be  maintained  in  the  exercise  of  their 
rights  aud  property  as  fully  and  amply  as  they  had  been  previous  to  the 
treaty. 

The  cooneel  on  both  sides  have  presented  every  possible  aspect  in 
which  the  words  of  the  treaty  might  be  interpreted,  and  they  have 
exhibited  ^at  learning  in  their  citation  of  authorities  and  acumen  in 
the  reaaonmg  applicable  to  them.  Having  given  the  most  anxious  and 
repeated  consideration  to  their  respective  views,  I  feel  it  impossible  to 
eacape  Irom  the  conclusion  which  I  have  now  indicated  as  to  the 
character  of  the  rights  which  the  company  possessed,  and  the  extent  of 
obligation  assumed  by  the  United  States  in  respect  of  them. 

Before  entering  on  a  consideration  of  the  second  branch  of  the  case  it 
is  proper  to  notice  the  objection  taken  as  to  the  duration  of  the  com- 
pany's righta.  It  is  contended  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  that 
any  rights  which  the  company  might  have  had  were  limited  as  to  time 
bj  the  licenses  of  exclusive  trade  granted  by  Great  Britain,  which 
finally  expired  In  the  year  1859,  and  that  after  that  day  the  company's 
possession  was  without  any  color  of  right  whatever. 

I  canuot  acquiesce  iu  this  proposition.  The  Ucenses,  in  my  opinion, 
had  for  object  to  prevent  the  danger  to  the  peace  of  the  country  aud 
the  well-being  of  the  Indians,  which  might  have  arisen  i^om  the  com- 
petition of  rival  traders  witlun  the  territory.  The  rights  which  were 
recognized  in  the  company,  as  national  pioneers,  were  both  antecedent 
to  and  independent  of  these  licenses. 

Their  occupation  of  the  lands,  their  trading,  their  posts  and  other 
possessions,  were  not  dependent  on  the  licenses,  which  only  superadded 
the  prirUege  of  exclusiveness  in  favor  of  the  company  against  all  but 
the  citizens  of  the  Unit«d  States.  If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  liceuses, 
the  British  government  had  not  seen  fit  to  renew  them,  the  rights,  prop- 
erty, and  interests  of  the  company  wonld  not  have  been  impaired,  bat 
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must  have  continaed  to  be  reBpected  by  the  Crown  on  the  grounds  oi 
natural  justice  and  equity,  although  the  company  would  have  been  de- 
prived of  the  power  of  excluding  other  British  subjects  from  trading  is 
the  country. 

Such  is  the  aspect  in  which,  according  to  my  judgment,  the  license  oi 
trade  ought  properiy  to  be  regarded. 

II.  The  duty  of  ascertaining  the  adequate  money  coDsideratioa  to  be 
paid  to  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  by  the  United  States  is  one  of  ex- 
treme difficulty,  especially  if  the  determination  of  the  sum  is  to  depend 
on  the  legal  appreciation  of  the  evidence  which  has  been  submitted  to 
the  commissioners. 

The  claim  ia  presented  to  the  commissionffl^  under  certain  specified 
heads  of  demand,  viz: 

Ist.  The  value  of  the  varioos  posts  of  tJie  company. 

2d.  The  valne  of  its  trade. 

3d.  The  value  of  the  right  of  navigating  the  Columbia  Biver. 

4th.  The  loss  and  damage  occasioned  by  the  acts  of  the  United  States. 

The  means  which  have  been  afforded  the  commissioners  of  arriving 
at  a  conclusion  on  these  points  are — 

Ist.  The  opinions  of  numerous  witnesses  who  have  been  examined  on 
both  sides. 

2d.  The  offers  that  have  been  made,  sa  well  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States  as  on  the  part  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  at  various  times 
since  the  date  of  the  treaty. 

3d.  Other  documentary  evidence,  and  a  variety  of  circumstances 
connected  with  the  claim,  bearing  on  the  question  of  value,  which  have 
taken  place  since  1846. 

With  reference  to  the  it«m  of  claim  founded  on  the  right  of  navigat- 
ing the  Columbia  Biver,  (So.  3,)  the  treaty  under  which  the  commission- 
ers exercise  jurisdiction  empowers  them  to  examine  and  decide  on  all 
claims  arising  out  of  the  3d  and  1th  articles  of  the  treaty  of  June, 
1846. 

These  articles  relate  to  the  possessory  rights  of  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company,  and  to  the  lands  of  the  Puget  Sound  Agricultural  Company 
only ;  and  the  stipulations  relating  to  the  navigation  of  the  Columbia 
Biver  are  to  be  found  in  another,  the  2d  article  of  the  treaty  of  1846. 

No  reference  ia  made  to  the  2d  article  of  the  Oregon  treaty  in  that 
nnder  which  the  commissioners  bold  jurisdiction.  It  would,  therefore, 
appear  that  their  functions  are  limited  to  a  consideration  of  those  claims 
only  which  arise  out  of  the  provisioua  of  the  3d  and  4th  articles. 

The  counsel  for  the  claimants,  however,  contends  that,  even  assum- 
ing the  alternative  that  the  right  cannot  now  be  dealt  with  "  as  a  dis- 
tinct and  Independent  groiind  of  claim  under  the  2d  article  of  the 
treaty,  it  is  nevertheless  a  possessory  rtgkt,  giving  an  enhanced  value  to 
all  the  other  posse^saions  of  the  company." 

I  have  given  my  anxious  consideration  to  the  aspect  of  the  case  with 
reference  to  the  Columbia  River  which  is  thus  presented,  and  am  com- 
pelled to  adopt  the  conclusion  that  dealing  with  any  right  of  naviga- 
tion secured  by  the  2d  article  of  the  Oregon  treaty  must  be  considered 
as  ultra  vires  of  the  commissioners. 

I,  therefore,  proceed  to  discuss  the  remaining  three  items  of  claim 
presented  to  the  commissioners,  viz:  the  value  of  the  company's  posts 
and  lands,  the  value  of  the  trade,  and  the  loss  and  damage  residting 
from  the  acta  which  have  been  committed. 

It  is  but  due  to  the  counsel  engaged  to  say  that  the  manner  in  which 
the  extremely  voluminous  evidence  has  been  analyzed,  and  the  tables 
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and  indices  which  hav«  been  prepaied,  have  afforded  means  of  reference 
to  the  commissioners  which  have  greatly  facilitated  tlieir  labors,  and 
enabled  them  to  appreciate  the  testimwiy  under  the  difierent  headings 
in  a  more  satisfactory  way  than  it  would  otherwise  have  been  {tossihle 
to  do.  The  difficulty  of  forming  a  correct  judgment  and  meeting  the 
real  jostice  of  the  case  is  uot,  however,  dimiuished. 

The  evidence  of  the  claimants,  if  it  stood  alone,  might  be  appealed  to 
to  sustain  an  award  of  more  than  a  million  of  dollars,  while  the  weight 
of  the  evidence  addaced  by  the  Uoited  States  would  reduce  the  claim 
to  a  very  insignificant  sum, 

Ofl'ers  on  the  part  of  certain  functionaries  of  the  United  States  were 
matle  at  one  time  to  pay  $1,000,000  for  the  rights  of  the  two  companies, 
iDC'luding  the  navigation  of  the  Columbia  liiver,  as  expressed  iu  the 
ilranght  of  a  convention  prepared  by  Mr.  Webster  in  1852;  while  at  an- 
other time,  in  1860,  the  company,  through  Lord  Lyons,  agreed  to  accept 
?.j(H),000  as  in  fnU  of  their  demands. 

During  the  negotiations  various  intermediate  sums  were  named  as  a 
proi>er  indemnity  which  it  would  be  juat  to  pay.  I  cannot  reganl  these 
ric^tiations  a«  any  evidence  of  the  appreciation  by  the  company  of  the 
triie  value  of  their  rights.  The  company  then  had  well-grounded  appre- 
lifDsion  that  they  might  receive  nothing.  Congress  had  declined  to 
vote  any  sum  whatever.  The  company  no  doubt  feared  that  the  treaty 
Htipiilation  could  only  be  enforced  at  the  risk  of  involving  national  strife. 
They  knew  that  privato  interests  must  succumb  in  the  presence  of.  and 
to  avert,  so  vast  a  danger,  and  were  ready  to  accept  any  thing  which  the 
British  government  might  indicate  its  readiiiess  to  stand  on.  I  am  dis- 
jiowd.  therefore,  to  regard  the  wide  range  of  these  negotiations  and  the 
diversity  in  the  sums  oSered  and  agreed  to  be  accepted  chiefly  as  indic- 
ative of  the  desire  of  the  executive  governments  of  both  countries  to 
arrive  at  some  adjustment  of  a  national  controversy,  and  as  evidence 
of  the  extreme  difficulty  of  forming  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  real 
value  oi  the  rights  which  were  in  dispute. 

If  we  recur  to  the  opinion  of  the  witnesses  as  to  the  value  of  the  posts 
and  land,  and  of  the  trade,  those  of  the  claimants  would  tairly,  and  after 
iDHking  very  ample  allowance  for  over  estimate,  justify  an  award  con-  - 
iiiderably  in  excess  of  the  lowest  snm  wliicli  the  company  was  at  one 
time  prepared  to  accept,  while  iu  the  opinion  of  the  witnesses  for  the 
Tnited  States  those  it€ms  of  claim  are  hardly  of  any  appreciable  value. 
It  cannot  be  denied  but  that  during  the  interval  which  elapsed  iKitween 
the  date  of  the  Oregon  treaty  and  their  fin^  abandonment  of  the  country 
the  company  suftere<l  a  series  of  wrongs  iu  disregard  of  the  treaty  stipu- 
lations, for  which  iudemnity  is  properly  due  to  them ;  but  it  would  serve 
no  good  purpose  to  refer  in  det-ail  to  these  acts  of  aggression,  or  to  the 
obstacles  which  from  the  first  have  been  interposed  in  the  company's 
way. 

While  1  hold  these  general  views  with  respect  to  the  rights  of  the 
claimants,  and  to  the  measiu-e  of  indemnity  they  ought  to  receive,  I  am 
not  intlifierent  to  the  great  imirortance  of  arriving  at  a  conclusion  in 
reference  t«  the  amount  to  be  awarded,  in  which  both  commissioners 
may  concur. 

It  is  obvious  that  in  a  case  of  this  nature,  where  there  is  ground  for 
much  honest  difference  of  opinion  both  as  to  the  law  and  fiicts  of  the 
eontroversy,  each  commissioner  must  be  prepared  to  make  some  eonces- 
RioD  iu  the  views  he  holds,  if  a  common  judgment  is  to  be  reached. 
There  is  no  rule  by  which  the  testimony  can  be  appreciated,  to  warrant 
3k 
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tlie  conclu8ioD  tbat  a  positive  som — no  more  and  uo  less — ^is  made  out 
in  proof.  Upwards  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  witnesses  from  every 
part  of  the  continent,  and  in  every  possible  sphere  of  life,  have  been 
examined  in  the  two  claims  before  us;  while  the  evidence,  both  docu- 
mentary and  other,  with  the  arguments  upon  it,  cover  more  than  thirty- 
five  huudred  pages  of  printed  matter.  The  uumber  and  character  of 
these  witnesses;  their  means  of  information;  their  disptisition  to  view 
the  claims  favorably  or  the  reverse ;  the  grounds  they  assign  in  support 
of  their  opinions ;  the  elements  of  value  on  which  each  relies  in  support 
of  hia  opinion,  have  all  to  be  weighed,  and  often  with  reference  to  fa^ta 
themselves  controverted.  By  no  process  of  rcAsoning  can  I  satisfy  my 
mind  that  I  ought  to  fix  on  a  particular  sum,  above  or  below  which, 
within  a  reasonable  range,  there  would  be  error  in  going.  I  have  endeav- 
ored to  form  some  estimate  of  the  mean  sum  which  the  several  opinions 
of  the  witnesses  named  give;  but  this  attempt  is  equally  impracticable. 
The  items  in  controversy  are  so  numerous,  and  so  varied  in  their  char- 
acter; the  range  over  which  the  inquiry  extends  is  so  wide;  and  the 
nature  of  the  interests  themselves  is  such,  that  anything  like  precision 
as  to  value  is  impossible.  In  fine,  probably  no  two  minds  could  be  found 
whose  opinions  on  the  evidence  would  be  likely  even  to  approximate 
to  the  same  conclusion;  and  an  unbiassed  appreciation  of  it  cannot  bnt 
lead  to  the  conviction  that,  within  a  wide  range  of  value,  there  is  room 
for  possible  error  of  judgment. 

My  individual  opinion  would  have  been  in  favor  of  awarding  a  con- 
siderably larger  sum  to  the  claimants  than  that  in  which  my  colleague 
is  willing  to  concur.  Yet  the  inherent  difficulties  of  the  case,  to  some  of 
which  I  have  adverted,  would  seem  to  impose  on  one  seeking  to  perform 
bis  judicial  functions  with  impartiality,  and  to  accomplish  effectual  re- 
sults, the  duty  of  not  pushing  to  the  limit  of  irreconcilable  tlifference 
the  opinion  be  holds ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  of  modifying  his  own  views 
to  some  extent  within  the  range  to  which  the  testimony  may  reasonably 
be  held  to  apply,  where  he  finds  an  honest  opinion,  equally  strong,  ad- 
verse to  his. 

After  much  anxious  and  lengthy  comparison  of  opinions  with  my  col- 
league, and  on  the  fullest  and  most  careful  consideration  I  have  been 
able  to  give,  I  believe  it  to  be  my  duty  to  acquiesce  in  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  gold,  as  an  adequate  money  con- 
sideration to  be  paid  to  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  for  the  transfer  of 
the  rights  and  claims  to  the  government  of  the  United  States,  specified 
in  the  treaty  of  the  1st  July,  1803,  and  do  award  that  sum  to  be  paid 
accordingly  in  terms  (d  the  said  treaty.

Id  the  matter  of  tlio  clnim  of  the  Paget  Soond  A^cnltural  Company.  I 

In  considering  the  claims  of  the  Paget  Sound  Agricultural  Company, 
the  same  observations  of  a  preliminary  nature,  which  are  made  iu  titu 
opinion  expressed  in  the  case  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  will  equally   | 
apply.    The  arguments  on  both  sides  in  that  case  may  be  read  in  con- 
nection with  those  offered  in  the  present    Tbe  same  tribute  must  be  i 
paid  to  the  clear,  exhaustive,  and  able  manner  in  which  the  case  of  the  ' 
claimants  has  been  presented  in  argument;  to  the  lucid  arrangement  of  i 
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the  testimony ;  and  to  the  facility  wfaich  haa  tlnis  been  afforded  the  com- 
missioners for  a  right  apprehension  of  its  merits. 

Tlie  dnties  of  the  counsel  for  the  United  States  have  been  performed 
with  equal  ability,  and  it  may,  without  exaggeration,  be  stated,  that  on 
neither  side  has  a  single  point  been  unnoticed  which  could  in  the  one 
case  support  or  in  the  other  tend  to  destroy  the  merits  of  the  demand. 

The  Jth  article  of  the  Oregon  treaty  provides  that  the  farms,  lands, 
and  other  property  of  every  description  belonging  to  the  company,  on 
the  north  side  of  the  Columbia  Biver,  should  be  confirmed  to  them ;  bat 
that  "in  case  the  situation  of  those  farms  and  lands  should  be  consid- 
ered by  the  United  States  to  be  of  public  and  political  imimrtance,  aud 
the  United  States  government  should  signify  a  desire  to  obtain  posses- 
eion  of  the  whole  or  any  part  thereof,  the  projierty  so  required  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  said  government  at'a  proper  valuation  to  be  agreed 
uptm  between  the  parties." 

The  two  points  which  now  present  themselves  for  adjudication  seeiu 
tome  to  be- — 

I.  Of  what  do  the  farms,  lands,  and  other  property  consist  1 

II.  What  is  an  adequate  money  consideration  for  their  transfer  f 
The  claimants  aver  the  property  to  consist  of — 

IsE.  A  tract  at  Nisqually,  containing  about  167,040  acres,  with  build- 
ings and  improvements : 

M.  The  lands  at  the  Cowlitz  Biver,  containing  about  3,572  acres,  with 
buildings  and  improvements ; 

3d.  Live  stock  driven  away  or  destroyed,  and  other  personal  prop- 
erty, for  the  loss  of  which  they  claim  compensation. 

The  counsel  for  the  United  States,  however,  takes  issue  on  the  exist- 
eace  of  the  legal  status  of  the  company,  averring  it  to  be  a  fraudulent 
and  illegal  oflsboot  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company ;  denies  that  the  treaty 
acknowledges  any  property  whatever  in  the  company,  confirming  only 
to  it  such  property  as  it  may  prove  lawfully  belonged  to  it ;  insists  that 
tbeproofof  lawful  ownership  is  in  no  way  dispensed  with;  contends  that 
if  any  compensation  at  all  is  due,  it  must  be  confined  to  improvements 
only,  and  to  those  on  lands  actually  inclosed ;  that  no  claim  can  be  pre- 
femd  under  the  treaty  for  loss  of  live  stock  or  other  personal  property ; 
but  that  if  any  loss  in  respect  of  these  had  been  sustained,  the  company 
could  only  have  recourse  to  the  courts  of  law,  like  other  inhabitants  of 
Ihe  Territory  of  Washington. 

I  have  read  and  considered  with  mach  care  the  ingenious  arguments, 
and  the  numerous  authorities  offered,  to  sustain  these  several  proposi- 
tious.  I  fail  to  be  convinced  of  the  legal  incapacity  of  the  company  to 
acqiure  property.  I  can  see  no  ground  whatever  for  attributing  to  it  any 
fnmduleot  or  even  questionable  character.  I  consider  that  the  treaty 
of  1&16,  aa  well  as  that  of  186^,  conceded  beyond  all  doubt,  both  in  spirit 
and  iu  explicit  terms,  the  right  of  the  company  to  possess  its  lands  and 
property  north  of  the  Columbia  Biver. 

The  only  questions  involving  serious  difficulty  or  embarrassment  in  my 
nind  are  to  ascertein  the  extent  aud  boundaries  of  the  farms,  lands,  and 
other  property  of  the  company,  and  to  decide  as  to  what  is  the  proper 
valuation,  or  adequate  money  consideration,  to  be  paid  on  their  transfer 
(0  the  United  States. 

The  sources  to  which  the  commissioners  have  to  look  for  guidance,  in 
endeavoring  to  arrive  at  a  just  conclusion  on  these  jmints,  are  subston- 
tially  the  same  as  those  to  which  reference  has  been  made  in  the  case  of 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Company. 

The  same  difficulties  attach  to  an  intelligent  appreciation  of  the  eri- 
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dence  offered  in  this  case  as  in  tiiat,  whether  ve  refer  to  the  opinions 
and  assertions  of  witnesses ;  to  the  weiglit  to  be  attached  to  the  offers  of 
compromise;  or  to  the  several  facts  (such  as  the  assessed  value  for  taxa- 
tion by  the  local  authorities  of  the  property)  enumerated  iu  the  evideDco 
as  bearing  both  on  the  question  of  ext«nt  and  value. 

The  position  of  the  Puget  Soand  Company  under  the  treaty  of  1846 
was  equally  anomalous  and  unsatisfactory  with  that  of  the  Hudsou's 
Bay  Comi>any.  It  had,  in  addition,  to  wait  for  the  signification  of  a 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  to  acquire  its  lands  and  property; 
and  it  was,  in  the  mean  time,  subject  to  the  inroads  of  settlers  claiming 
under  the  local  law. 

It  was  exposed  to  the  same  recurring  acts  of  aggression,  against  which 
it  was  difficult  to  obtain  protection  from  the  local  tribunals;  and  tlie 
testimony  produced  by  the  (daim'ants  evinces  a  state  of  popular  feeling 
within  the  Territory,  against  which  it  seemed,  from  the  outset,  hopeless 
for  the  company  to  contend.  There  is  much  force  in  the  argument  tint 
the  United  States,  standing  in  the  double  relation  of  sovereign  of  the 
newly  acquired  territory  and  purchaser  at  option  of  the  laud,  ought 
not  to  have  the  advantage  of  any  depreciation  consequent  on  its  own 
acts.  While  giving  due  weigbt  to  this  aspect  of  the  case,  it  would  \wi- 
haps  be  of  little  avail,  practically,  to  refer  in  detail  to  the  difficulties 
which  beset  the  company  from  tlie  year  1846  downwards,  and  which 
are  so  pointedly  enumerated  in  the  evidence  before  the  commissioners. 
I  propose  to  content  myself  with  stating,  in  general  terms,  the  views  I 
have  formed  touching  the  character  and  extent  of  the  property  for  which 
indemnity  ought  to  be  given,  and  what  I  think  has  l>een  shown  to  tw 
the  proiwr  valuation  and  measure  of  indemnity  in  respect  of  it. 

I  have  already  stated  it  to  be  my  opinion  that  the  title  was  recog- 
nized by  the  high  contracting  parties  to  be  a  right  of  ownership  in  tbe 
company,  and  that  the  use  of  the  word  "belonging"  did  not-,  as  con- 
tended for  by  the  United  St'ates,  imply  a  restriction  to  such  projiertyaB 
the  company  could  prove  a  legal  title  to  or  ownership  in.  The  extcut 
of  its  possessions,  however,  was  left  undecided,  and  that  question  now 
presents  considerable  difilculty  in  forming  a  correct  judgment  with  refer- 
ence to  it 

The  company  carried  on  the  work,  not  only  of  farming,  but  of  raising 
sheep  and  cattle.  That  business  required  the  occupation  and  use  of 
large  tracts  for  pasturage;  and  this  state  of  things  was  known  at  the 
time  of  the  treaty  of  1840.  That  treaty  makes  use  of  language  which  is 
manifestly  intended  to  include  the  lands  and  all  the  property  of  every 
description  whicli  the  company  used  or  possessed;  and  I  cannot  accept 
the  modified  interpretation  contended  for  by  the  United  States,  that  it 
meant  to  confirm  only  what  the  company  could  prove  a  legal  ownership 
in,  or  that  iu  any  case  its  claim  must  be  confined  to  such  land  as  was 
actually  inclosed.  The  company  had  no  different  title  to  the  lands  within 
iuclosures,  from  what  they  had  to  those  over  which  their  pastoral  occu- 
pations extended.  Both  rested  on  the  fact  of  possession  and  use.  In- 
closures  were  unnecessary  either  for  tbe  convenience  of  the  company's 
business,  or  as  evidence  of  possession  in  them,  for  there  wore  no  other 
occupants  in  the  country.  They  alone  possessed,  and  the  segregation  of 
what  they  possessed  by  defined  boundaries  from  other  tracts  was  a  fonn 
wholly  unsuited  to  the  primitive  condition  of  the  territory.  It  is  evident 
that  in  the  contemplation  of  both  parties  this  property  was  understood 
to  be  extensive,  for  it  is  anticipated  in  the  language  of  the  treaty  that 
they  might  be  of  public  and  political  importance.  I  am,  therefore,  of 
opinion  that  tbe  estimate  of  value  should  extend  to,  and  be  held  to 
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inclade,  all  the  lands  in  tlie  geographical  tract  at  Xisquallf,  which  the 
(ompaDy  used  for  its  agriculturai  and  pastoral  pnrposeH. 

"Gte  farm  and  establishment  at  Cowlitz  olFer  less  difficulty  as  to  the 
question  of  boundary  and  extent;  and  I  think  the  claimants  have  made 
oat  a  aatdsfactory  case  to  the  possession  of  abont  three  thousand  acres 
there. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  construction  which,  in  my  judgment,  should 
be  given  to  the  treaty,  with  ret'erence  to  the  extent  of  the  company's 
projierty  for  which  indemnity  is  rightly  due—viz  :  that  it  comprehends 
all  tbat  the  company  possessed  for  agricultui'al  as  well  as  for  pasturage 
pnrposes — that  applying  the  evidence  of  record  to  those  principles  of 
coiistrnctiou,  the  measure  of  indemnity  should  be  a  large  one. 

I  make  due  allowance  for  exaggeration  of  opinion  on  the  one  side  and 
midue  disparagement  on  the  other;  and  I  appreciate  the  objections 
Kbich  attach  to  adopting,  as  an  absolute  criterion  of  value,  the  assess- 
ment by  the  local  authorities  of  the  company's  property  at  Nisqually. 

The  intrinsic  difficulties  in  the  way  of  a  just  estimation,  after  a  close 
and  rigid  scrutiny  of  the  evideuee,  are  very  great,  even  if  there  were  no 
(.■ontroversy  on  the  construction  of  the  treaty,  as  to  the  items  to  which 
die  evidence  should  apply. 

A  comparison  of  views  by  the  commissioners  has  ser^'ed  but  to  show 
hov  great  the  difierence  of  judgment  may  be  on  the  conHicting  and 
Taried  state  of  facta  presented,  even  when  no  other  influence  than  that 
of  a  siugle-miuded  desire  to  appreciate  it  intelligently  and  impartially 
inspires  them. 

The  rule  which  they  have  thought  it  their  duty  to  be  guided  by  has 
been  to  form  what  the  separate  judgment  of  each  pointed  at,  as  a  fair 
estimate  of  value;  and  then,  after  discussion,  that  each  should  acquiesce 
in  such  a  reasonable  modilicatiou  of  opinion,  within  a  certain  range  of 
valae,  as  might  be  necessary  to  arrive  at  a  common  conclusion.  Tbis 
vould  seem  to  be  the  only  alternative  open,  but  that  of  remitting  the 
nue  tothe  single  judgment  of  the  umpire. 

While,  therefore,  according  to  my  individual  judgment,  the  measure 
of  compensation  ought  to  be  sensibly  larger  than  that  which  is  arrived 
at,  I  have,  on  the  whole,  though  with  some  misgivings,  felt  it  the  part  of 
duty  to  acquiesce  in  a  modified  amount,  in  order  that  the  united  award 
of  the  two  commissioners  might  set  at  rest  a  controversy  which  has  been 
already  prolonged  to  an  extent  seriously  injurious  to  the  interests 
affected  by  it.  I,  therefore,  decide  that  the  adequate  money  considera- 
tion to  be  paid  by  the  United  States  of  America  to  the  Puget  Sound 
Agricultural  Company  for  the  transfer  of  their  rights  and  claims  to  the 
Cuited  States,  is  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  gold,  and  do  accord- 
iagly  award  that  that  sum  shall  be  paid,  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
treaty.

all  the  possessory  rights  and  claims  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  and 
of  the  Pnget  Sound  Agricultural  Company,  under  the  first  article  of  the 
treaty  of  July  1,  1863,  and  the  third  and  fourth  articles  of  the  treaty  of 
June  15, 1848,  commonly  called  the  Oregon  Treaty,  and  iu  full  satisfac- 
tion of  all  such  rights  and  claims,  there  ought  to  be  paid  in  gold  coin  by 
the  United  States  of  America,  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner  provided 
by  the  fourth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Jnly  1,  1863,  on  account  of  the 
possessory  rights  and  claims  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  four  hnn- 
dred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars;  and  on  account  of  the  possessory  rights 
and  claims  of  the  Puget  Sound  Agricultural  Company,  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars;  and  that,  at  or  before  the  time  fixed  for  the 
first  payment  to  be  made  in  pursuance  of  the  treaty  and  of  this  award, 
each  of  the  said  companies  do  execute  and  deliver  to  the  United  States 
of  America  a  sufficient  deed  or  transfer  and  release  to  the  United 
States  of  America,  substantially  in  the  form  hereunto  annexed.

TRANSLATION  OF  CONCESSION  ("CAHIER  DE3  CHARGES'")  FOR  THE  ES 
TABIJ8HMENT  OF  A  SUBMARINE  LINE  OF  TELEGRAPH  BETWEEN  FRANCE 
A.\D  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  MOKTH  AMERICA. 

The  concession  of  a  submarine  line  of  telegraph  between  France  and 
the  United  States  of  America  will  be  made  at  the  ofBce  of  the  director 
^neral  of  telegraph  lines  on  the  6th  of  July,  ISGS,  at  two  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon,  to  the  persons  whose  tender  shall  offer  the  greatest  reduc- 
tion on  the  term  of  twenty  years,  mentioned  in  the  second  article  of  the 
present  "cahier  des  charges,"  and  upon  the  tariff  of  one  hundred  francs, 
mentioned  in  the  fourth  article. 

First.  The  line  will  commence  at  Brest,  and  terminate  at  some  point 
of  the  coast  of  the  United  States  of  America  between  Boston  and  New 
York.  It  will  not  touch  on  its  course  tlie  territory  of  any  foreign  state, 
but  may  pass  by  St.  Pierre,  Newfoundland,  French  territory;  it  must  be 
completed  and  in  worliing  order  by  the  Ist  September,  1869. 

Second.  The  government  engages  not  to  grant  other  concessions  for 
lines  between  France  and  North  America  during  a  maximum  period  of 
twenty  years  from  the  Ist  of  September,  1869. 

Third.  The  rales  of  the  telegraphic  convention  of  Paris,  or  of  any 
other  international  convention  which  may  be  hereafter  substituted  for 
it,  shall  be  adopted  on  this  line. 

Fourth.  The  tariff  for  messages  of  twenty  words  through  the  length  of 
the  cable  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  francs. 
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Fifth.  This  tariff  shall  be  redticed  by  one-half  foi  government  dis- 
patches, which  shall  have  precedence. 

Sixth.  The  government  reserves  to  itself  the  right  of  establishing,  at 
the  expense  of  the  concessionaires,  such  control  over  the  senice  of  the 
line  as  it  may  judge  convenient;  for  this  purgtose  the  ser^'ice  of  the  line 
shAll  have  its  office  in  one  of  the  rooms  belonging  to  the  telegrapb  office 
of  Brest,  the  rent  of  which  room  shall  be  repaid  to  the  state  by  the  con- 
cessionaires. The  clerks  of  the  telegraph  office  of  the  stat«  shall  be  the 
indispcn»able  intermediaries  between  the  public  and  the  agent  of  the  con- 
cessionaires in  the  transmission  of  messages.  The  messages  received  by 
the  cable  shall  be  immediately  handed  to  them  and  be  delivere<l  through 
their  agency ;  the  messages  to  be  transmitted  by  the  cable  shall,  in  like 
manner,  be  lodged  with  them  and  handed  by  them  to  the  agents  of  the 
concessionaires. 

Seventh.  The  company  which  will  be  formed  by  the  concessionaires 
cannot  amalgamate  with  any  other  company,  whether  French  or  foreign^ 
having  a  concession  for  a  transatlantic  cable,  nor  transfer  or  loaao  its 
line  without  permission  from  the  governments 

Eighth.  If,  during  the  duration  of  the  concession,  one  cable  sbalt 
become  insufficient,  by  reason  of  the  traffic  or  from  any  other  cause,  the 
concessionaires  shall  be  bound  to  lay  down  a  second  within  eighteen 
months  after  notice  given  to  them  by  the  administration,  unless  they 
prefer  to  renounce  the  privilege  belonging  to  them  according  to  article 
2d  of  the  present  "cahier  des  charges."  In  the  latter  ca«e  they  shall 
make  known  their  decision  within  three  months  from  the  above-men- 
tioned notice.  The  course  above  stated  will  he  followed  with  reference 
to  all  other  supplementary  cables  which  may  have  to  be  laid. 

Ninth.  If,  during  the  duration  of  the  concession,  telegraphic  commu- 
nication shall  be  interrupted  for  a  consecutive  period  of  eighteen 
months,  the  privileges  granted  in  favor  of  the  concessionaires  shall  ipm 
facto  cease,  and  the  government  shall  resume  the  right  of  granting  such 
other  concessions  as  it  may  desire. 

Tenth.  No  one  shall  be  admitted  to  tender,  without  being  previously 
approved  by  the  minister  of  the  interior,  and  unless  he  has  paid  at  the 
caisse  des  depots  et  consignations  at  Paris  cautiou  money  to  the  amount 
of  five  hundred  thousand  francs.  The  parties  tendering  sliall  prove  the 
payment  of  this  caution  money  by  annexing  to  their  tender  a  certificate 
issued  by  the  caisse  des  depots  et  eonsiijnalions. 

Eleventh.  The  concessionaires  shall  be  bound  to  prove  between  this 
date  and  the  IQth  of  September  next  the  legal  constitution  of  their  com- 
pany with  a  capital  of  twenty-seven  million  five  hundred  thousand 
firancs,  and  also  the  subscription  for  the  whole  of  the  shares  amounting 
to  this  capital.  In  default  of  their  fulfilling  this  condition,  their  caution 
money  shall  belong  to  the  state  and  the  concession  annulled.  In  case 
the  concessionaires,  after  having  made  studies,  should  find  this  sum  in- 
sufficient, they  will  be  allowed  to  increase  the  capital  to  the  sum  of  forty 
million  francs. 

Twelfth.  An  agent  of  the  administration  of  telegraph  lines  shall  l»e 
admitted  to  the  factory  where  the  transatlantic  cable  will  be  made  as 
often  as  the  administration  may  demand  it  of  the  concessionaires.  The 
administration  may  also  commission  one  of  its  agents  to  examine  when 
finished,  and  put  on  board  the  cable.  The  cost  of  this  inspection  shall 
be  borne  by  the  concessionaires. 

Thirteenth.  The  caution  money  paid  by  the  concessionaires  shall  be 
repaid  when  the  cable,  complete  and  put  on  board  ready  to  l>e  sub- 
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nei^,  and  shall  be  acknowledged  to  be  in  good  condition  by  the 
Mlminietration. 

Fourteenth.  The  nOD-compliance  by  the  concessionaires  with  any  of 
the  articles  of  the  cahter  deg  charges  involves  ipso  facto  withdrawal  of  con- 

Fi/teenth.  The  tenders,  which  must  be  writt«n  on  stsmjied  paper  and 
in  accordance  with  the  form  below,  must  not  contAin  any  n^striction  or 
resen'e,  on  pain  of  nullity.  They  shall  contain  an  election  by  the  coii- 
eesaiouaires  of  a  domicile  at  Paris  for  all  acts  relative  to  the  conces- 
sion. The  tenders,  ineloned  under  envelopes  sealed  with  wax,  shall  be 
put  in  the  hands  of  the  director  general  of  telegraph  lines  at  the  time 
of  adjudication.  In  case  any  tender  is  signed  by  procuration,  the  person 
i^i^iDg  shall  annex  a  notarial  copy  of  his  power  of  attorney.  Tenders 
made  by  telegraph  will  not  be  accepted.  If  none  of  the  offers  are  below 
the  figares  fixed  in  articles  two  and  four,  the  competitors  may  be  admit- 
te<l  tlien  and  there  to  make  fresh  offers.  These  fresh  offers  shall  be 
written  at  the  foot  of  their  tenders  and  set  forth  in  the  procea  reriah 

Sirteenth.  Keductions  on  the  maximum  tariff  of  messages  can  only  be 
of  five  francs  or  multiples  of  five  francs.  Reduction  in  the  duration  of 
the  concession  can  only  be  for  one  or  more  yesirs  without  fraction.  A 
reduction  of  one  year  will  be  considered  equivalent  to  a  reduction  of  five 
francs. 

:iepettteenth.  Any  dispute  which  may  arise  between  the  cwncession- 
aires  and  the  government  on  the  subject  of  the  execution,  or  of  the 
interpretation,  of  the  present  cahier  des  charges  shall  be  decided  admin- 
istratively by  the  council  of  the  prefect  of  the  department  of  the 
Seiue,  with  appeal  to  the  (council  of  state.

In  conformity  with  the  deciaion  of  his  excellency  the  minister  of  the 
interior,  dated  2.^d  June,  18«8,  the  director  general  of  telegraph, 
nKsisted  by  M.  M.  Baron  Amiot,  inspector  general,  Raymond,  insi>e<^tor, 
and  G.  La'lK>ussiere,  sub-inspector  secretary,  proceeded  to  the  concession 
of  a  submarine  telegraph  line  between  France  and  the  United  States  of 
Sorth  America.  The  proceedings  were  opened  at  two  o'clock ;  one  tender 
™iy  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  director  general,  and  opened  at 
five  minutes  i>a8t  two ;  the  Baron  Erlanger  and  Mr.  Julius  Renter,  the 
parties  tendering,  engage  to  complete  the  submarine  commiuiication  on 
rondition  of  obtaining  an  exclusive  privilege  for  twenty  years  and  flx- 
iiig  the  maximum  tariff  applicable  to  messages  of  twenty  words  at 
I'W  franca.  They  further  engage  to  fulfill  all  the  clauses  and  conditions 
of  the  cAliier  de^  charges  drawn  upon  the  23d  of  June  by  his  excellency 
the  minister  of  the  interior.  Annexed  to  their  tender  was  a  receipt 
from  the  caisse  des  depots  et  cdnsiguatious,  showing  the  payment 
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made  by  them  of  the  caution  money  of  500,000  fraticB,  required  by  the 
teuth  article  of  the  cahier  des  charges.  The  Baron  Emile  D'Erlanger 
and  Mr.  Julius  Beuter,  having  complied  with  all  the  conditions  fixed  by 
the  cahier  des  charges,  are  declared  concessionaires.  Their  tender 
remains  annexed  to  the  present  proces  verbal,  which  will  be  submitted 
for  approval  to  bis  excellency  the  minister  of  the  interior.

DEPARTlttENT  OF  STATE, 

Washington,  July  10,  1869. 

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  ask  your  attention  to  tbe  subject  of  a  trans- 
Atlantic  telegraphic  connection  which  it  is  understood  is  expected  to  be 
made  between  the  empire  of  France  and  the  shores  of  tbe  United 
States  by  means  of  a  cable,  to  be  laid  under  the  auspices  and  in  the 
proprietorship  of  a  British  private  corporation,  and  under  authority 
of  a  concession  from  the  government  of  France.  The  project  of  this 
enterprise  embraces  a  connection  direct  from  the  coast  of  France  to  the 
island  of  St.  Pierre,  and  thence  to  a  point  on  the  Atlantic  coast  of  the 
United  States.  It  is  only,  of  course,  in  respect  to  this  last  division  of 
the  projected  cable  connection  between  the  territory  of  Prauce  and  of 
the  United  States  that  I  have  occasion  to  ask  your  attention  to  the 
views  of  this  government  as'  to  its  authority  and  duty  in  the  premises. 

It  ia  not  doubted  by  this  government  that  the  complete  control  of  tlie 
whole  subject,  both  of  the  permission  and  the  regulations  of  this  mode 
of  foreign  intercourse,  is  with  the  government  of  tbe  United  States;  and 
that  however  suitable  certain  legislation  on  the  part  of  a  State  of  tbe 
Union  may  become  in  respect  of  its  proprietary  righta  in  aid  of  such 
enterprises,  tbe  entire  question  of  the  allowance  or  prohibition  of  such 
means  of  foreign  intercourse,  commercial  and  jiolitic^,  and  of  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  its  allowance,  is  under  the  control  of  the  government 
of  the  United  States. 

As  the  projectors  of  tbe  enterprise  now  in  progress  have  not  received 
or  awaited  the  permission  of  this  government  either  to  tbe  establish- 
ment of  this  telegraphic  connection  or  to  its  use  for  such  iutercourse 
with  the  ctiast  of  France,  I  have  thought  it  projier  to  call  the  atteutiou 
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of  the  diplomatic  representatives  of  the  two  powers  ander  whose  an- 
tbority  the  private  rights  involved  have  been  acquired,  to  the  position 
and  authority  of  this  govemmeut  od  tfae  subject. 

In  thus  distinctly  notifying  you  that,  in  the  absence  of  the  assent  to 
or  concurrence  in  the  prop<»ed  telegraphic  connection  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  the  proceedings  of  the  parties  interested 
must  be  taken  in  submi^ion  to  the  authority  of  this  government  in  the 
premises,  I  am  actuated  as  well  by  a  desire  that  these  private  interests 
ghonld  not  suffer  unnecessary  disappointment  as  by  the  purpose  to  place 
before  you  tlie  authority  of  the  United  States  on  the  general  subject  in 
its  proper  light. 

liie  policy  of  this  government  in  respect  to  the  allowance  and  regu- 
lation of  foreign  telegraphic  intercourse  received  very  deliberate  consid- 
eration from  Congress  during  its  session  of  the  last  winter,  and  a  bill 
covering  the  whole  subject  was  sustained  and  passed  in  the  Senate,  but 
at  so  late  a  day  of  the  session  as  to  have  failed  to  be  reached  in  the 
House  of  Bepresentatives.  It  is  quit«  probable  that  this  bill  announces 
the  policy  and  piupose  of  Congress,  and  the  propriety  of  its  provisions 
can  hardly  fail  to  secure  assent  I  therefore  beg  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  inclosed  copy  of  the  bill,  as  probable  evidence  of  what  conditions 
of  pennisttiou  and  of  regulation  of  foreign  telegraphic  intercourse  are 
to  be  insisted  upon  by  the  United  States.

Fifth.  It  shall  be  at  all  times  within  the  power  of  Congress  t«  determine  the  rates  to 
be  chtttged  for  the  transmisHion  of  me«Hages  and  com municftt  ions  over  any  such  line  or 
nble,  and  to  flx  and  eetabliah  such  rules  and  regulations  in  relation  thereto  aa  it  may 
jndge  necessary. 

Hiith.  Before  extending  and  establishing  any  snch  line  or  rable  in  or  over  any  waters, 
wefa,  idands,  shores,  and  lands  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  a  vritten 
acceptance  of  the  terms  and  conditions  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be  filed  in  tlie  office  of 
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the  Secretory  of  State  by  the  company,  corporatioa,  or  party  propofliug  to  eslabliah 
teleftnkphic  communicatioD. 

Skc.  3.  And  be  it /»rther  eatKltiJ,  That,  subject  to  the  foregoing  oinditioDH,  HtipalntioDti, 
and  reiiervatioDR,  the  conxcnt  of  CoDgress  is  hereby  given  to  the  laying  and  maialAining 
of  tiileipaphic  or  magnetic  lines  or  cables  between  the  United  States  and  foreign  cord- 
tries,  in  and  over  the  watera,  reefs,  islands,  shores,  and  lands  nitliin  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States;  snhject,  however,  to  any  and  all  rights  of  property  and  State  juciH- 
diction  in  and  over  the  same :  Provided,  That  the  privileges  conferred  by  this  act  hIiuH 
not  be  eigoyed  by  any  company  or  persons  whose  line  or  cable,  by  its  connectintlH  nr 
otherwise,  terminates  in  or  exlends  to  any  foreign  country  in  an<l  by  which  Bimllar 
privilege  are  not  conferred  upon  coNpaniea  incorporated  by  the  authority  of  tlie 
United  States  or  of  any  Stato  of  this  Uuiou.

Sib  :  I  have  the  bonor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  jour  note  of  to- 
day's date  relative  to  the  traiisatlaotic  telegraphic  commuiiicatioD  which 
is  being  made  between  France  and  the  United  States,  and  I  shall  not 
fail  to  forward  a  copy  of  it  to  her  JJInjesty's  goTernment.  In  the  mean 
time  I  have,  addressed  a  letter  upon  the  subject  to  the  company's  agent, 
who,  as  I  believe,  is  now  at  New  York,  Jn  OKler  that  he  may  be  ac- 
quainted with  the  \iews  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  with 
regard  to  the  landing  of  the  cable  on  the  shores  of  this  country.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  address  yon  on  behalf  of  the  Society  du 
Cable  Transatlantiqae  Fran^ais,  whose  interests  I  represent  in  the 
United  States. 

Ua\-lng  been  informed,  in  the  first  instance,  by  Mr.  Thornton,  her 
Britannic  Majesty's  minister,  and  afterward  by  Count  de  Favemey,the 
French  cliarg^  d'affaires,  of  the  views  of  the  United  States  govern- 
ment as  to  its  authority  and  duty  regarding  the  proposed  undertaking, 
I  have  lost  no  time  in  coming  to  Washington  iu  order  to  confer  with  you 
apon  ttie  subject,  and  as  the  result  of  the  interview  which  I  had  the 
honor  of  ha^'ing  with  you  this  morning,  iu  company  with  Count  de  Fa- 
vemey,  I  beg  to  assure  you  that  the  French  Cable  Company  agree  to  a«- 
aept  as  the  basis  upon  which  their  operations  are  to  be  conducted  the 
provisioua  of  the  bill  of  which  a  copy  was  iuclosed  in  your  letter  to 
Count  de  Faverney,  or  of  such  other  enactment  as  may  be  passed  during 
the  approaching  session  of  Congress  with  a  view  to  wgnlating  the 
operation  of  telegraphic  cable  compauies  connecting  the  United  States 
witli  foreign  countries. 

The  Societe  du  Cable  Transatlantiqae  Francis  will,  moreover,  do 
their  utmost  to  induce  the  government  of  his  Majesty  the  Emi>aror  of 
the  French  so  far  to  modify  the  concession  under  which  the  company 
has  been  established  as  to  permit  the  landing  upon  French  soil  of  any 
cable  belonging  to  any  company  incorporated  by  the  authority  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  any  State  in  the  Union ;  and  they  furtlier  agree,  on 
tlieir  own  i>art,  not  to  oppose  the  establishment  of  any  such  cable  be- 
longing to  any  company  iucoqwrated  by  the  authority  of  the  United 
States  or  of  any  State  in  the  Union.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  re<wipt  of  yonr  letter  of 
Jwly  16  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  assuring  him  that  the  Society  du 
Cable  Trausatlantique  Fran9ai8,  (limited,)  which  you  represent,  accept, 
as  the  basis  upon  which  their  operations  are  to  be  conducted,  the  pro- 
visions of  the  bill  which  passed  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  last 
winter,  or  of  such  other  enactment  as  may  be  paased  during  the  ap- 
proachiug  session  of  Congress,  with  a  view  to  regulating  the  operation 
of  t«legnipbic  cable  compauies  connecting  the  United  States  with  foreign 
countries,  and  further  informing  him  that  the  society  would  do  their 
utmost  to  induce  the  government  of  his  Majesty  the  Kmi>eror  of  the 
French  so  far  to  modify  the  concessions  under  which  the  company  is  es- 
tablished as  to  permit  the  laying  itpon  French  soil  of  any  cable  belong- 
ing to  any  company  incorporated  by  the  authority  of  the  United  States 
or  of  any  State  in  the  Union,  and  agreeing,  on  the  part  of  the  societt^, 
that  they  will  not  oppose  the  establisliment  of  any  such  cable. 

In  reply  I  have  to  say,  in  accordance  with  the  verbal  assurances  al- 
ready given  you  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  that  having  received  snch 
represeutatioDS  and  assurances  from  you,  no  opposition  will  be  made  od 
the  part  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  to  the  landing  and  work-

Sir  :  It  is  perhaps  unnecessary  for  me  to  state  to  yon,  who  was  a 
member  of  the  40th  Congress,  that  it  came  to  the  knowledge  of  that 
body  last  winter  tliat  the  Emperor  of  the  French  had  made  a  concession 
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of  the  exclDsive  right  for  twenty  yfiars  of  telegrapbic  communication  by 
mariae  cable  between  the  ehorea  of  France  and  the  Uoiteil  States,  and 
that  a  corporate  company  had  been  organized  under  the  British  laws  to 
receive  this  concession  and  to  construct  and  operate  the  cable  under  it. 
Tbia  concession  on  examination  was  fonnd  to  contain  several  objection- 
lUtle  features,  the  principal  of  which  were'  its  exclusive  character  and 
the  subjection  of  its  messages  to  the  supervision  of  officials  of  the  French 
Covemment.  The  chaii'mau  of  the  Committee  of  Foreign  Illations  in 
the  Senate  thereupon  reported  from  that  committee  a  bill,  a  copy  of 
vhich  is  herewith  inclosed,  which,  with  slight  moditicatlonB,  passed  that 
body  uuaniniously  on  the  second  day  of  March  last,  and  was  in  due 
course  sent  to  the  House  of  Uepresentatives ;  it  reached  that  body  too 
liite,  however,  to  be  acted  ou,  and  consequently  did  not  become  a  law. 
The  State  of  Massachusetts  incorporatod  a  compauy  avowedly  for  the 
parpose  of  enabling  the  company  holding  the  French  concession  to  land 
their  cable  on  our  shores  in  the  absence  of  either  special  or  general 
legislation  of  Congress  on  the  sobject.  It  being  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  President  that  an  attempt  would  be  made  to  land  and  operate 
tlie  cable  under  this  Massjicihusetta  charter,  he  deemed  it  wise,  out  of 
abundant  caution,  to  notify  all  parties  of  the  policy  of  the  United  Statea 
on  this  subject,  so  far  as  the  purposes  of  Congress  could  be  gathered 
from  the  action  of  the  Senate.  Accordingly,  letters  identical  in  terms, 
(mutntu  mutandis,  J  a  copy  of  which  is  inclosed,  were  addressed  to  the 
British  minister  and  to  the  French  charg^  d'affaires,  and  a  copy  was 
officially  communicated  to  the  governor  of  Massachusetts.  This  annun- 
ciatiou  of  the  policy  of  the  governmeut  drew  from  the  agent  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  English  company  holdiug  the  French  concession  let- 
ters, of  which  copies  are  inclosed,  wherein  the  company  agreed  to  accept 
as  the  basis  upon  which  their  operations  were  to  be  conducted  the  pro- 
visions of  the  bill  of  the  Senate,  or  of  such  other  enactment  as  may  be 
{>assed  during  the  approaching  session  of  Congress  with  a  view  to  regu- 
lating the  oi)eration  of  telegraphic  cable  companies  connecting  the 
1,'iiited  States  with  foreign  countries,  and  wherein  they  further  agreed 
to  do  their  utmost  to  induce  the  government  of  his  Majesty  the  Emperor 
of  the  French  so  far  to  modify  the  concession  under  which  the  com- 
paay  has  been  established  a^  to  permit  the  landing  upon  French  soil 
of  any  cable  belonging  to  any  company  incorporated  by  the  authority 
of  the  TJnited  States  or  of  any  State  in  the  Union,  and  further  on  their 
own  part  not  to  oppose  the  establishment  of  any  such  cable  belonging 
to  any  company  inuori>orated  by  the  authority  of  the  United  States  or 
of  any  State  in  the  Union. 

On  the  receipt  of  these  letters  the  department  addressed  a  letter  to 
the  agent  of  the  Bnglish  company,  of  which  a  copy  is  inclosed,  saying 
that  in  consideration  of  those  agreements  on  the  part  of  that  company, 
the  government  would  make  no  opi>osition  to  the  landing  and  working 
of  the  cable  before  the  meeting  of  the  approRching  session  of  Congress, 
and  the  cable  has  been  landed  and  is  now  in  operation  under  this  agree- 
ment between  that  company  and  the  government. 

The  objectionable  features  in  the  organization  of  the  present  cable 
ainipany  are,  as  I  have  already  observed,  its  exclnsiveness  and  the  sub- 
jection of  its  messages  to  the  inspection  of  French  government  officials; 
I  will  call  your  attention  briefly  to  each  of  these  points : 

1.  The  concession  grants  to  the  concessionaries  the  exclusive  right  for 
twenty  years  to  mainttiin  telegraphic  communication  by  a  marine  cable 
betweeatfae  shores  of  France  and  the  United  States.  This  is  an  assump- 
ti(H)  upon  the  part  of  France  to  control  the  maritime  waters  of  the 
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United  States  which  thiB  govemment  could  not  pasa  annoticed.  The 
Freaident  does  not  question  the  right  of  the  government  of  his  Majesty 
the  Emperor  to  impoBe  such  restrictions  as  it  sees  lit  a|M>n  telegraphic 
commutiicatiofi  between  the  shores  of  France  and  ttiose  of  any  other 
land.  He  might  deem  the  creation  of  monopolies  for  snch  purposes 
nnwise,  but  he  would  not  think  it  his  province  to  volunteer  an  opinion 
upon  the  subject  so  long  as  the  monopoly  granted  is  not  intended  to  op- 
erate within  the  twritorial  limits  of  the  United  States.  But  when,  as 
in  the  present  case,  the  Emperor's  concession  works  a  monopoly  within 
the  limits  of  the  United  States,  restricting  the  enterprise  of  American 
citizens,  and  conferring  exclusive  privileges  upon  the  subjects  of  his 
Majesty  to  the  detriment  of  our  own  people,  the  duty  of  the  govern- 
ment is  clear,  .indthat  duty  has  been  performed  in  the  manner  I  have 
already  stated.  Although  it  may  seem  su]>crfiuous  to  do  so,  I  will  also 
add,  lest  the  position  of  Congress  and  the  I^sideut  may  be  misunder- 
stood, that  not  only  Congress  and  the  resident,  but  the  whole  Ameri- 
can people,  look  with  deep  interest  upon  the  successt^d  residt  which  the 
spirit  and  enterprise  of  this  company  have  achieved.  Every  additional 
means  of  communication  between  the  two  continents,  and  everj-  new 
link  which  brings  the  nations  of  the  Old  and  of  theNewWorldinto  closer 
relations,  and  which  cheapens  facilities  of  intercourse,  iuttrease  the  wealth 
and  the  prosperity  of  both.  When  it  is  settled  that  the  success  of  tliis 
company  tloes  not  threaten  to  work  the  establishment  of  a  great  mo- 
nopoly, and  the  exclusion  of  American  citizens  from  all  participation  in 
the  honor  and  profits  of  telegraphic  communication  between  France  and 
the  United  States,  the  President  will  be  the  first  person  to  hail  with 
satisfaction  the  success  with  which  the  concession  of  the  Emperor  lias 
been  crowned.  Fortunately^  the  greatest  obstacle  in  the  way  ofa  modi- 
fication of  the  concession  has  now  been  overcome.  The  exclusive  or 
mouoi>oly  feature  in  the  existing  concession  is  not  in  the  interest  of 
either  France,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  commercial  world.  It  was 
probably  introduced  as  an  encouragement  for  the  benefit  of  the  grantees 
of  the  concession,  and  now,  by  the  voluntary  act  of  the  company,  tlie 
exclusive  privilege  which  was  granted  to  them  having  been  waived,  and 
they  having  agreied  to  use  their  influence  with  his  Majesty's  government 
to  induce  them  to  open  the  shores  of  France  to  competition  from  the 
United  States,  it  is  hoped  that  there  can  be  no  reason  why  the  govern- 
ment of  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  should  hesitate  to  rescind  that  fea- 
ture of  the  concession  and  place  the  citizens  aud  the  government  of  the 
United  States  upon  an  6<iuality  with  the  citizens  and  the  government  of 
France  in  regard  to  telegraphic  communication  between  the  two  coun- 
tries, and  to  further  modify  the  present  concession  in  the  manner  which 
I  am  about  to  prox>ose,  to  insure  the  permanence  and  the  success  of  tliia 
enterprise. 

2.  The  present  concession  is  further  deemed  objec^tionable  in  that  it 
subjects  all  messages  to  the  scrutiny  of  the  government  officials  ol 
Franco.  I  am  aware  that,  under  the  system  adopted  in  many  Eurojiean 
countries,  and  possibly  in  France,  the  telegraph  is  a  govemment  machine, 
owned  by  the  nation  and  operated  by  government  officials.  This  govern- 
ment diaciairas  in  advance  any  purpose  of  interfering  with  the  purely 
domestic  question  of  the  management  and  ox>eration  of  the  land  lines  of 
France.  If  the  Emperor  sees  fit  to  subject  all  messages  which  ap|iroach 
the  cable  at  Brest,  or  at  any  other  point  on  the  coast  of  France  with 
which  connection  may  hereafter  be  made,  to  the  scrutiny  of  the  agents 
of  the  government  of  l^Yauce,  that  is  a  matter  in  which  this  g^emment 
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mu  have  no  interest  bejoiid  tlie  iiiitural  rcgit-t  tluit  a  jioliey  Hliould  bo 
adopted  teudin);  to  dcereiise  (toiilldenee  in  the  line.  Uiit  wlipii  tlie  French 
government  as.snmeH  to  say  tliat  ii»  me.-iwt^  flliall  pass  over  tlic  cable 
to  or  from  the  Unitetl  States  whit-b  is  not  fM.TUtini2e<iby  French  officials, 
aud  that  the  agents  of  the  company  at  Brest  shall  In  no  ciise  receive  a 
message  or  deliver  one  which  has  not  been  tirst  so  S(.-mtiuized,  they  take 
a  position  in  vrhicli,  in  tlio  opinion  of  the  l*resident,  tliis  country  and 
tliia  government  are  directly  interested.  Tlie  President  will  never  claim 
fur  the  United  States  titc  nght  of  scrutinizing  the  messages  which  the 
^vemiuent  of  his  Ifajesty  the  Em^n'ror  may  m'e  lit  to  transmit  over  the 
i-al)lc  to  their  employes  iu  America  or  elsewhere ;  nor,  on  the  other  hand, 
in  he  ilistH>se<l  to  concede  to  France  such  a  riglit  over  the  messages  from 
the  government  of  the  United  States.  Unless,  therefore,  some  modiA- 
ratioii  in  the  concession  in  this  resi>eet  <;an  be  made,  the  President  will 
Sfv\  himself  ol>lige«l  to  advise  Congress  to  adopt  snch  legislation  as  will 
lueet  the  case. 

1  doubt  not,  however,  that  the  government  of  his  Miyesty  the  Emperor 
ffill  feel  disposed  to  (conform  to  these  reasonable  views  of  the  subject. 
Tliey,  as  well  as  we,  are  interested  in  placing  this  enteiiirise,  which  has 
been  conceived  and  carried  out  with  so  much  good  judgment  and  scien- 
tific skill,  and  with  such  liberal  expenditure  of  money,  upon  a  permanent 
basis,  where  it  will  command  the  (confidence  of  tbe  community  and  realize 
for  its  projectors  the  pecuniary  results  for  which  they  hope.  To  this 
pnd  you  are  authorized  (and  a  i>ower  is  herewith  inclosetf  to  you  for 
that  purpose)  to  conclude  a  convention  with  his  Majesty  the  Emperor 
of  the  French  for  the  regulation  of  telegraphic  intercourse  between  the 
l.'nited  States  and  France.  You  will  accordiqgly  take  an  early  oppor- 
tanity  to  see  the  minister  of  foreign  afi'aira  on  this  subject,  and  in  your 
ioter\'iew  you  will  lay  before  him  the  ^iews  of  the  President  ns  they  are 
Kt  forth  in  these  instructions.  You  nre  authorized,  at  your  discretion, 
to  read  this  dispatch  to  liim.  The  points  to  be  treatetl  by  you  iu  your 
D^tiations.  and  the  results  to  be  reached,  have  been  already  indicutcd^ 
namely: 

1.  Perfect  equality  between  the  two  countries  and  their  respective 
citizens,  encb  government  engaging  to  recognize  telegraphic  grants  or 
ROQcessions  for  interoceanic  communication  between  tJie  two  countries 
ffhicli  are  or  bave  been,  or  which  shall  be,  nuide  or  recognized  by  the 
other  government. 

-.  Absence  of  all  government  scnitiny  over  all  cables  and  their  opera- 
tors. 

3.  All  messages  from  each  government  to  be  privileged  messages,  to 
l>e  fonvarded  iu  advance  of  the  messages  of  other  nations  and  of  all 
l^rsons,  and  at  a  rate  to  be  from  time  to  time  fixed  by  the  two  govern- 
ments; messages  from  the  French  government  to  take  precedence  in 
t'rance  of  messages  for  the  UHite<l  States  government  in  France,  and 
"■la  rerta  in  the  United  States. 

i.  A  modification  of  the  existing  concession  to  conform  to  these  pro- 
vision)). 

•'».  It  is  provided  ju  the  concession  that  the  cable  and  the  comt>any 
Kliall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the  telegraphic  eouven- 
tioa  of  Paris.  You  will  obtain  a  copy  of  those'ndes,  (of  which  we  have 
none.)  and  if  iu  your  opinion  they  can  or  may  operate  pr^udicially  to  the 
interest  of  the  govemuient  or  citizens  of  the' United  States,  you  will  ask 
lor  a  modification  of  the  concession  in  that  resjiet^t  also. 

If  it  be  possible  to  advance  the  negotiation  so  that  a  convention  may 
4m 
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be  Bent  to  tlie  Senate  at  the  oi)eiiing  of  Cougresa  in  Beceinber,  I  hope 
it  may  be  done.  It  is  probable  that  otherwise  Ckingress  will  take  early  i 
action  on  this  matter.

Sir.  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  dispatebes 
Nos.  25  and  26,  addressed  to  Mr.  Washburne,  and  of  1  to  8,  inclusive, 
addressed  to  myself.  The  instrnctious  contained  in  Noa.  3  and  8  have 
been  complied  with. 

In  reference  to  No.  25,  of  July  30,  inclosiug  a  commission  from  the 
President  to  Mr.  Washbume,  and  Instructing  him  to  entor  into  negotia- ' 
tiona  with  the  French  government  with  a  view  to  the  celebration  of  a 
telegraphic  convention  between  France  and  the  United  States,  I  have 
the  honor  to  state  that  I  have  informed  Mr,  Washbume  of  bis  appoint- 
ment, and  of  the  desire  of  the  President  to  lay  such  a  convention  be-  j 
fore  the  Senate  at  its  approaching  session.  Mr.  Washbume  will  either; 
return  immediately  to  Paris,  or  he  will  authorize  me  to  take  the  prelim- 
inary steps  of  notifying  the  imperial  government  of  liis  ap^tointment, 
and  requesting  the  appointment  of  a  commissioner  upon  their  part,  and 
which  can  be  done  without  loss  of  time  in  Mr.  Washbnrne's  absence. 

I  fear  that  no  early  result  from  the  labors  of  the  commissioners  can  bt^ 
looked  for.  The  autumn  in  France,  aa  in  England,  is  the  season  of  rest 
for  government  officials.  The  Emperor  himself  is  gcuei'ally  absent  at 
Biarritz,  or  indulging  in  the  pleasures  of  hospitality  and  of  the  chase  at 
Compeigne-  The  present  autumn,  liowever,  may  prove  an  exception  to 
this  general  rule,  as  he  is  likely  to  be  detained  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Paris  by  the  exigencies  of  the  proposed  senatus  consultum.

3iB :  On  tUe  23d  ultimo  I  notified  the  iniiiister  of  foreign  affairs  tbat 
the  President  had  invested  me  with  authority  to  negotiate  a  treaty  with 
the  French. government  regulating  telegraph  intercourse  between  the 
United  States  and  France,  and  also  notified  him  of  my  readiness  to 
enter  upoi^  negotiations  as  soon  as  the  Emperor  should  signify  his  will- 
ingness to  negotiate,  by  tlie  appointment  of  a  plenipotentiary  for  that 
jinrpose.  I  also  suggested  that  if  such  a  treaty  were  to  be  made,  that 
the  President  would  be  pleased  to  lay  the  convention  before  the  Senate 
at  the  opening  of  the  approaching  December  sesHion.  Xot  baring  re- 
ceived any  answer  to  my  letter,  1  called  on  the  minister  of  foreign  af- 
fairs on  Thursday  last,  and  directed  his  attention  to  the  subject.  He 
said  be  had  referred  the  whole  matter  to  the  department  of  the  interior, 
to  which  it  properly  belonged,  and  that  he  would  again  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  minister  of  the  interior  to  the  subject  with  a  view  to  imme- 
diate action.  As  there  has  been  so  mnch  delay  in  this  business,  I  have 
thooght  it  proper  to  make  this  explanation  to  you.

SiK :  In  the  communication  with  which  you  honored  me  on-the  23d 
Angnst,  yon  kindly  informed  me  that  you  bad  been  invested  by  yonr 
government  with  fnl!  powers  to  negotiate  and  conclude  a  telegraphic 
treaty  between  France  and  the  United  States. 

The  government  of  bis  Mftjesty  could  only  receive  with  gratification 
a  proposition  calculated  to  favor  the  development  of  the  interconrse 
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botweeii  the  two  countries.  I  have,  therefori',  immediately  couferml 
witli  tiio  miaiattfr  of  the  iuterior,  to  cletermiue,  in  coucert  with  him,  the 
basis  of  an  nrraugemeut  responiliii;;  to  the  desire  which  you  have  done 
me  the  honor  to  expross  to  me. 

I  am  gratiftod  to  assiu-u  you  thiit  I  liojte  soon  to  be  able  to  ail\-isc  you 
of  the  appoiiitmeut  of  a  i)leiiri)oteiitiary,  tn  act,  oii  the  i)art  of  the 
FroncU  goeininoiit,  with  you  in  tlie  jirojected  coiivontiou.

SiE :  The  President  thinks  tlie  pie-si'iit  mouicut  favorable  for  the  iieRO 
tiation  of  a  joint  convention  by  the  uiaritiine  powers  of  the  world  fur 
the  protectiou  of  submarine  cables. 

Tlie  United  States  have  a  luieuliar  interest  iu  fostering  the  oonstrut- 
tion  of  these  iiidispensaljle  avenues  of  intelligence,  and  in  pi-otecting 
them  against  \k-ant()n  injury.  Its  domains  extend  from  ocean  to  oeeau, 
and  its  comment'  plies  at  regahir  int<'r\-als  alike  from  the  porta  of  tho 
Atlantic  and  of  the  Pacific  to  tlie  ports  of  Euroiw  and  of  Asia.  Its 
citizens  on  the  shores  of  both  oceans  are  in  constant  commnnioation 
with  eiu'h  other  across  the  continent  both  by  the  rail  and  the  telegraph. 
This  central  position  in  the  commerce  of  the  world  entitles  the  United 
States  to  initiate  this  movement  for  the  common  benefit  of  tho  comniercp 
and  civilization  of  all. 

The  features  which  the  I'rcshlent  desires  to  incori>orat«^  into  the  i>ro- 
pose^l  convention  are : 

1st.  8aital>le  provisions  for  the  ]»rotectiou  of  such  cable  lines  in  tintf 
of  peace  and  of  war  against  willful  or  wanton  destruction  or  injury,  i 
We  have  seen,  during  the  present  year,  the  submarine  cable  eouuectinft  ■ 
Cuba  with  the  United  States  severed,  and  communication  througli  it 
interrupted.  Tlie  I*resident  proi>oses  to  prevent  similar  destruction  and 
injury  hereafter  by  a  joint  declaration  that  siicb  acta  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  acta  of  piracy  and  punished  as  auch. 

2d.  Suitable  provi.'sious  to  encourage  the  future  construction  of  surli 
lines.  Experience  has  already  shown  that  the  assumption,  by  one  natiou, 
to  conti-ol  the  connections  with  the  shores  of  another,  will  lead  to  com- 
plications that  may,  unless  arranged,  result  in  preventing  all  direct  tele- 
grapluc  communication  between  the  two  countries..  The  President 
deems  tlmt  this  can  be  l>est  prevented  in  future  by  providing  that  here- 
after no  exclusive  concession  shall  he  made  without  the  joint  action  of 
the  two  govemments  wliose  shores  are  to  be  connected.  In  this  way 
the  capital  of  both  countries  will  be  enlisted,  and  at  the  same  time  pos- 
sible causes  of  diflereuce  will  be  reinove^d. 

3d.  Proiisions  against  scrutiny  of  messages  by  government  officials. 
The  President  thinks  that  the  right  to  establish  such  a  scrutiny  in  favor 
of  the  iMjwer  controlling  either  end  of  the  cable  is  calculated  to  lead  to 
trouble,  and  had  therefore  better  be  prevented. 

A  draught  of  a  convention  embodying  tliese  points  has  been  preparetl. 
and  is  herewith  inclosed.  It  will  be  unileratood,  however,  that  this  is 
submitted  siaiply  as  a  basis  for  future  discussion,  should  the  leading: 
powers  concur  with  the  United  States  in  considering  thesul>ject  one  for 
iQt«matioual  consideration  andjurisdiction. 
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The  L'lVsuU'iit  desires  that  the  rei>reseiitatives  at  Wusbington  of  Great 
Britaiti,  France,  PortH{!;al„Sl>aiii,  Italy,  North  Germany,  Aiietria,  Bnssia, 
itclginni,  Holland,  Sweden  and  Norway,  Dcuiuark,  Turkey,  Greece, 
Venezuela,  Brazil,  the  Argentine  Confederation,  Colombia,  Bolivi;i,  Peru, 
Ecuador,  Mexico,  and  Chili  may  be  ompowei-ed  to  enter  jointly  and  sim- 
ultaneously into  negotiations  witb  the  United  States,  and  with  each 
iitber,  with  a  view  of  concluding  a  Joint  convention  for  the  purposcH 
lierciiihefore  referred  to,  and  instructions  identical  with  these  are  issued 
to  the  i-epresentative  of  the  United  States  at  each  of  those  iwwers.  You 
viiU,  tii>ou  the  re<-ei|>t  of  this,  proimse  to  the  cabinet  of  Franco  to  give 
to  itx  minister  at  Washington  powers  to  enter  into  kucIi  negotiations 
with  the  United  States,  and  with  the  representatives  of  sucli  other  pow- 
ers as  may  be  empowered  for  that  pnriMJse,  and  to  conclude  with  them 
sncli  a  joint  convention,  and  you  an^  at  liberty,  in  your  discretion,  to  ftir- 
iiish  to  the  minister  for  foreign  utlitirs  a  copy  of  these  instructions  and 
their  inclosure.

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The  United  States  of  America  and ,  each  desiring  to 

iucrease  the  means  of  telegraphic  (^onimnuication  thi'ough  submarine 
cables,  and  also  to  i)rev(iTit  the  willful  injuiy  of  snch  cables  in  jiarts  be- 
yond the  jurisdiction  of  national  antliorities,  and  also  to  better  protect 
the  same  in  ]iarts  within  snch  jurisdiction,  have  resolved  to  make  a  joint 
couventiou  for  tlmt  puii»ose,  and  to  that  (md  tliey  have  apiiolnted  as 
their  jdenipotontiariea,  the  I'resideiit  of  the  United  States  of  America 

and 

wlio,  after  having  communicated  toeacli  other  their  respective  full  pow- 
ers, found  in  good  and  due  form,  have  nf^reed  upon  and  concluded  the  - 
following  articles : 

Abticle  I.  No  exclusive  concession  or  grant  of  a  monopoly  for  a 
submarine  cable  shall  hereafter  be  made,  or  renewed,  by  either  of  the  liigli 
contracting  parties,  without  the  consent  of  the  other  party  with  whose 
territoriea  such  concession  or  grant  contemplates  a  connection. 

Article  II.  No  lines  shall  be  laid  between  the  territories  of  any  two 
of  the  contracting  parties,  without  the  consent  of  both  parties  whose 
territories  are  to  be  directly  connected  by  it. 

Abticle  III.  Each  contracting  party  engages  tlmt  the  proprietors  of 
snbmariue  cables  which  have  been  or  may  be  laid  under  grants  or  con- 
cessions, made  by  itself  or  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  its  laws, 
sliall  be  at  liberty  hereafter  to  receive,  transmit,  and  deliver  messages 
without  interference  or  scrutiny  by  its  agents  or  oflBcers. 

Article  IV,  Messages  fix>m  each  government  and  their  diplomatic 
representatives  are  to  be  privileged  messages,  to  be  forwarded,  in  ad- 
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vance  of  all  private  messages,  in  the  order  of  priority  in  which  they  are 
received. 

Ahticle  V,  Tlie  contracting  parties  furtlier  agree,  that  willful  de- 
struction of,  or  injory  to,  subiunrine  cables  or  lines  in  any  of  the  follow- 
ing caaes,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  an  act  of  piracy:  and  that  the 
person  or  persona  convicted  thereof  may  be  adjudged  to  be  a  pirate  or 
pirates,  and  may  be  punished  accordingly;  and  that  laws  shall  be 
en[icted  by  each  of  the  contracting  parties  to  secure  a  trial  in  snch  case, 
and  a  punishment  in  case  of  conviction.  The  caae»  of  willful  destruction 
and  injury,  which  are  to  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  acts  of  piracy,  are: 
lat  Willful  destruction  or  injury  to  any  existing  line  or  cable  upon  the 
high  seas  at  a  distance  of  more  than  one  marine  league  from  the  Bhore. 
2d.  Such  willful  destruction  or  injury  within  one  marine  league  of  the 
shore  to  any  line  or  cable  hereafter  to  be  laid,  under  a  grant  or  f^nces- 
sion  hereafter  to  be  made  by  either  of  the  contracting  parties.  3d.  De- 
struction or  injury  within  one  marine  league  from  the  shore  to  any  line 
or  cable  hereafter  to  be  laid,  with  the  consent  of  both  uations  under 
grants  already  made.  4th.  Such  willful  destruction  or  injury  within  one 
marine  league  of  the  ahore  to  any  existing  line  or  cable,  unless  such 
destruction  or  iiyury  shall  be  made  in  obedience  t«  a  lawful  mandate  of 
a  constituted  authority  of  the  country  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  act 
is  committed. 

Abticlb  VI.  In  case  of  war  the  provisions  of  this  convention  shall 
remain  iu  force. 

Abticle  VII.  Such  ofTcuses  committed  on  the  high  seas  shall  be 
punishable  within  the  dominion  of  cither  of  the  govemmenta  parties 
hereto  J  all  other  audi  ofi'enaoa  ahall  be  punishable  in  the  country  within 
which  the  otTenso  is  committed. 

Article  VIII.  The  provisions  of  Articles  IV,  V,  VI,  and  VII  of  thiw 
convention  are  applicable  only  to  such  submarine  cables  or  lines  as  are 
or  may  be  laid  connecting  the  ten-itories  of  two  or  more  of  the  govem- 
menbs,  parties  to  this  convention,  or  who  shall  hereafter  signify  their 
adherence  tliereto. 

Abticlb  IX.  This  couveution  shall  be  ratified  by  the  several  parties, 
the  ratification  by  the  United  States  being  subject  to  the  advic«  and 
consent  of  the  Senate.  The  ratification  shall  be  exchanged  at  Wash- 
ington within  months  from  the  date,  and  sooner  if  possible ;  and 
the  convention  shall  continue  in  force  as  to  all  the  parties  for  ten  years, 
and  thereafter  for  twelve  months  after  actual  notice  to  all  parties  of  a 
purpose  by  any  party  to  abrogate,  in  each  which  case  it  shall  be  abro- 
gated only  as  to  the  party  giving  the  notice.

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REPORT 

THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  NAVY. 


8iH :  I  respectfully  Bnbmit  the  following  report  of  tbe  Navy  Depart- 
ment, and  the  branch  of  the  public  service  under  its  supervision,  ilurinf^ 
the  Ififlt  year. 

The  head  of  this  department  has  been  twice  changed  since  the  send- 
ing in  of  the  last  niinuiil  report,  and  tbe  report  for  this  year  must  there- 
fore include  the  operations  carried  on  during  that  time,  as  well  under 
ihe  superintendence  of  Mr.  Welles,  (the  former  Secretary  of  the  Xavy,) 
as  under  that  of  my  immediate  predecessor,  Mr.  Borie,  and  myself. 

Of  the  period  extendingfrom  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  to  the 
coming  in  of  tbe  present  administration,  the  detailed  reiwrts  of  the 
several  bureaus  are  naturally  incomplete,  and  I  am,  of  course,  without 
authoritative  information  of  tbe  ideas  which  at  that  time  governed  the 
operations  of  the  department.  It  becomes  me,  therefore,  to  speak  of  it 
only  in  general  terms,  and,  showing  simply  the  condition  of  the  navy  at 
the  couimuncoment  of  thi^j  administration,  state  only  i-esults  us  the 
surest  test  of  principles  and  practice. 

NAVAL  FORCE   IN  MAECn,  1809. 

WTien  my  immediate  predecesaor  came  into  office,  on  the  9th  day  of 
March  last,  the  uavy  of  the  United  States  consisted  of  tno hundred  and 
three  (203)  vessels  of  all  classes,  and  in  every  condition. 

These,  measured  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  thousand  four  hundred 
and  forty -two  (183,442)  tons,  and  were  ealculateil  to  carry,  when  in  com- 
niisoion,  thirteen  hundred  and  sisty-six  (l,3G(i)  guns,  exclusive  of  how- 
itzers. 

Of  these  sbijts  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  (lol)  were  wooden,  and  fifty- 
two  (.)2)  were  iron-clml  or  monitors. 

Of  the  wooden  ships  thirty-two  (.t2)  were  sailing  vessels;  fifty-three 
(■"W)  were  steamers,  with  some  auxiliary  snil-power ;  forty- four  (44)  were 
steamers,  without  any  efficient  sail-power ;  and  twenty-two  (22)  were  with- 
out sail  power  of  any  kind. 

The  iron-clails  are  all  steamers,  relying  wholly  on  steam  under  all  cir- 
cumstances. 

Of  all  these  classes  only  forty-three  (43)  vessels,  including  store-ships, 
mounting  three  hundred  and  flfty-six  (3jC)  guns  of  every  calibre,  were 
attached  to  fleets  or  returning  therefrom.  Six  (6)  more,  monnting  thirty- 
six(36)guns,  were  in  commission  for  special  8^^^'ice;  and  six  (6)  others  at 
the  various  stations  as  retreiving-abips.  These,  together  with  iburteen 
(H)  tngs  and  small  vessels,  attaclie<l  to  tbe  various  navy  yards  and  sta- 
tionn,  constituted  the  whole  force  of  tbe  navy  at  that  time  eftcctive  for 
immediate  ser^-ice. 
U  has  since  been  found  necessary  to  oEfer  for  sale,  on  foreign  stations, 
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three  {3)  of  these  vessels,  wliicU  were  coiidt- miied  as  unfit  for  sen'ice  anil 
unsafe  to  send  home ;  and  twenty-five  (25)  more  of  them  have  been 
ordenMl  home  to  the  various  navy  yards  for  ivpair  and  alteration,  or  sale. 
But  one  ship,  the  Juniata,  at  Philadelphia,  was  under  rei>air  at  the  time 
of  the  coming  in  of  the  present  administration. 

The  remainder  of  the  navy  not  in  commission  consisted  of — 

First  Forty -six  {4(i)  iron-clads  and  monitors  of  everj-  elassj  laid  np  at 
various  stations,  none  of  which  could  be  got  ready  for  service  without 
thorough  overhauling  and  expensive  repairs  to  hulls,  turrets,  and 
machinery,  thirty-two  (32)  of  which  had  b^-en  condemned  and  ordered  lo 
be  sold,  as  not  adapted  to  our  service;  twenty-six  {iiti)  of  them  never 
having  been  in  commission. 

Second.  Twenty -two  (22)  vessels  of  everj'  class  yet  on  the  stocks,  and 
on  which  work  bad  been  suspended. 

Tliird.  Sixty-six  (66)  vessels  laid  up  in  ordinary,  or  unfit  for  active 
service  in  the  future. 

CBUISISG  STATIONS  AND  DUTIKS,  ASD  POECE  OF  EAHn,  IN  MARCH,  1869. 

For  the  better  distribution  of  our  force  the  field  of  our  naval  opera- 
tions ia  divided  into  five  cruising  stations,  known  respectively  as  the 
North  and  South  Atlantic,  the  Pacific,  the  Euro(>ean,  and  the  Asiatic. 

The  extent  and  limits  of  these  stations  are  careAilly  defined,  and  may 
be  readily  traced;  and  to  each  are  assigned  such  proportions  of  the 
avaihible  force  as  the  extent  and  circumstances  of  each  may  &om  time 
to  time  require. 

The  North  Atlantic  Station  embraces  the  entire  eastern  coast  of 
North  America,  and  that  of  South  America  as  far  as  C!ai)e  Orange,  near 
the  mouth  of  the  Amazon,  extending  ea.stwanl  to  the  forty -third  degree 
of  longitude  west  from  Greenwich.  To  the  squadron  on  this  station  is 
committed  the  protection  of  all  our  outwanl-bound  and  returning  Atlan- 
tic commerce,  when  west  of  the  forty-third  degree  of  west  longitude;  onr 
coasting  trade  on  the  Atlantic  and  the  Gulf,  and  that  which  we  canyon 
with  the  West  Indies,  Mexico,  the  northern  countries  of  South  AmerliM 
aut\  the  Istlimua. 

It  consisted  on  the  9th  of  March  last  of  six  (C)  vessels,  monnting  in  all 
twenty-eight  (28)  guns,  the  whole  under  the  command  of  Kear- Admiral 
Holf. 

The  South  Atlantic  Station  embraces  the  east  coast  of  South 
America  from  Cape  Orange  to  Cape  Horn,  extending  across  from  tbp 
former  point  to  St.  Paul  de  Loando,  and  along  the  southwest  coast  of 
Africa  to  the  Cajie  of  Good  Hope.  The  squa^lmn  in  charge  of  our  im- 
portant inferests  in  these  waters  waSj  at  the  date  la.st  mentioned,  under 
the  command  of  Rear-Admiral  Davis,  and  consisted  of  six  (6)  vessels, 
mounting  in  all  fifty-six  (56)  guns. 

The  Pacific  Station  is  one  of  great  extent  and  importance,  embran- 
ing  the  entire  western  coast  of  both  North  and  South  America,  extend- 
ing westward  to  the  one  hundred  and  seventieth  degree  of  west  longitude, 
and  thence  along  the  e<iuator  south  of  it  to  the  one  hundred  and  fltteenth 
degree  east,  taking  in  New  Zealand,  Austmlia,  and  New  Guinea,  together 
with  the  Feejee  and  other  gi-onpa  of  the  South  Pacific  Ocean.  The  naval 
force  on  this  station  is  looke<i  to  for  any  needed  protection  to  the  inter- 
eats  of  the  govermiieut  and  our  people  in  all  the  waters  of  the  Pacifir; 
to  our  trade  along  the  great  isthmus,  and  the  whole  coast  of  South 
America;  our  whaling  and  fishing  fleets  in  the  North  Pacific;  our  grow- 
ing commerce  with  the  Sandwich  Islands,  China,  and  Jajtaii;  our  newly 
acquired  interests  in  Alaska  and  the  adjacent  islands;  and  to  oar  traders,

representatives,  and  missionnries,  Rontt^^rcd  among  the  barliarous  or  half 
cirilized  tribes  which  people  the  Pacific  gionps. 

On  the  date  last  mentioned,  tliis  station  was  divided  into  two  squad- 
rons, denominated  tlie  North  Faciflts  and  the  Soutli  Pacific  squadrons, 
ratniunnded  respectively  by  Rear-Admiral, Craven  and  Keiir-Adniiral 
Turner — the  North  Pacific  squadron  consisting  of  eight  (8)  vessels, 
mounting,  in  all,  seventy-eight  (78)  guiis;  and  the  Soutli  Pacific  sciutvd- 
<lroD,  consisting  of  six  (6)  vessels,  mounting,  in  all,  forty -nine  (49)  guns. 
Since  the  coming  in  of  the  present  administration,  for  the  purpose  of 
readier  communication,  and  to  give  to  the  small  force  in  this  ext^Dde<l 
field  greater  efficiency^  and  facility  for  combined  action,  these  two  sta- 
tions have  been  consolidated  into  one;  withasingleficet  of  two  divisions, 
eaeb  mider  the  immediate  command  of  a  commodore,  with  the  whole 
tinder  the  general  command  of  a  rear-admiral. 

The  European  SxATioff  embraces  the  Atlantic,  with  its  connecting 
waters,  north  of  the  equator  and  as  far  west  as  the  forty-third  degi-ee 
n-e.st  irom  Greenwich,  and  includes  the  whole  west  coast  of  £uro))e ;  the 
Mediterranean  and  its  communicating  seas,  and  the  coast  of  Africa  as 
iar  as  St-.  Paul  dc  Loaudo.  The  squadron  commanded  by  Eear-Admiral 
Kiidford,  and  consisting,  at  the  date  aforesaid,  of  seveu  (7)  vessels,  mount- 
ing, in  all,  eighty-five  (85)  guns,  represented  the  naval  power  of  our 
country  on  the  coasts  and  in  the  jioi-ts  of  all  the  great  nations  of  West- 
vni  and  Southern  Europe,  as  well  as  those  of  Northern  Airica. 

The  Asiatic  Station  euibraces  the  eastern  coast  of  Asia  around  to 
Hindostun,  and  thence  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Ilope;  taking  in  Java, 
Sitmatra,  Borneo,  the  Pliilippine  Islands,  Japan,  and  the  waters  of 
^Wsteru  aud  Southern  Asia,  and  Western  Africa.  Our  growing  trade 
ill  the  East,  and  the  infiueucc  of  our  government  for  the  spread  of  com- 
merce and  civilizatiou  among  the  i)eople  of  Eastern  and  Soutliern  Asia, 
were  protected  in  these  waters  by  a  squadron  made  up,  on  the  date  last 
tnentioned,  of  ten  (10)  vessels,  mounting  sixty  (00)  guns,  under  command 
of  Kear- Admiral  Rowan. 

IMADEQUACT  OP  FORCE. 

It  will  be  seen  at  a  glance  that  these  cruising  stations  comprise  within 
their  iiraits  most  of  the  ports  and  sea-coasts  of  the  known  world ;  and 
that,  in  thus  establishing  them,  our  government  has  attempted  to  extend 
iw  influence  aud  protection  over  every  field  into  which,  allured  by  trade 
or  science,  or  inspired  by  religion,  an  Ainericiin  citizen  has  been  able  to 
penetrate. 

This,  in  time  of  peace,  is  .in  appropriate  duty  of  our  navy,  and  its 
IwiieBts  will  be  in  proportion  to  the  liberal  spirit  of  the  government, 
and  the  tone  of  the  service  to  which  its  illustration  is  committed. 

But  it  is  also  apparent  that  the  means  employed  were  utterly  inade- 
quate to  the  ends  to  be  attained,  aud  that  our  small  fleet  on  these  sta- 
tions, consisting  of  forty-three  (43)  vessels,  mounting  three  hundred  and 
tifty-six  (356)  guns,  with  a  tonnage  of  forty  thousand  aud  fltty-two 
(40,05a)  tons,  was  too  small  in  number,  and  too  weak  in  character,  force, 
and  condition  to  perform  the  service  required  by  the  ideas  of  the  goveni- 
ment  and  the  expectations  of  our  i>eoplc.  Cruising  on  the  same  seas 
and  with  duties  not  more  various  and  extended,  France  has  over  one 
handnxland  fifty  (150)  ships  in  cominissiou,  of  a  tonnage  of  250,000  tons ; 
while  England  has,  crowded  into  the  same  area,  no  less  than  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety-one  (191)  ships,  with  a  tonnage  of  328,000  tons,  with  her 
flying  squadron  ready  to  reinforce  her  power  whenever  occasion  may 
require.  , 
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The  fleets  of  other  natiuQS  rival,  and  some  Burjiass  ours  in  their  num- 
ber, Bize,  and  character ;  and  iti  fact,  our  iwsitioii  on  the  seati  was  main- 
taioed  only  by  the  spirited  and  untiring  energy  of  our  officers,  and  a 
pervading  belief  in  the  latent  resources  of  oar  coontry  and  the  energies 
of  oar  people. 

CONDITION  AND  EPPICIEKCT  OP  SHIPS  ON  STATIONS. 

Of  the  forty-three  (i3)  vessels  which  composed  these  several  fleets  not 
more  than  eighteen  (18)  were  in  condition  for  real  service;  some  have 
been  condemned  as  unsemvortby,  and  almost  all  required  considerable 
repairs  to  bring  them  to  their  most  efficient  state. 

The  efficiency  of  this  small  force,  moreover,  was  much  lessened  by  the 
fact  that  most  of  them  were  steamers,  withont  adequate  sail  power.  The 
practical  disadvantages  of  relying  wholly  or  even  largely  on  these  for 
cruising  vessels  will  be  easily  seen;  tlieir  comiilicated  msichinery,  worn 
by  constant  use,  is  exposed  to  derangement  on  foreign  seas;  they  arc 
more  easily  disabled  in  battle  or  storm ;  and,  what  is  eveu  more  imimrtant, 
they  aflbrd  no  school  of  seamanship  to  oSicers  or  men.  Lounging 
through  the  watches  of  a  steamer,  or  acting  as  firemen  and  coal-heavers 
will  not  produce  in  a  seaman  that  combination  of  boldness,  strength, 
and  skill  which  characterized  the  American  sailor  of  the  elder  day ;  and 
the  habitual  exercise,  by  an  officer,  of  a  command,  the  execution  of 
which  is  not  under  his  own  eye,  is  a  i>oor  substitute  for  the  school  of 
observation,  promptness,  and  command,  found  only  on  the  deck  of  a 
sailiug  vessel.  Besides,  few  war  steamers  carry  coal  for  more  thsin  tea 
days  use,  and  as  a  large  portion  of  even  this  time  must  be  consumed  in 
seeking  a  new  supply  j  the  disadvantages  as  well  as  the  great  expense  of 
cruising  under  these  circumstances  are  apparent,  particniariy  on  foreign 
stations,  where  our  depots  are  necessarily  few  and  the  cost  of  fuel 

MONITOB  FLEET, 

Our  effective  force  was  still  further  reduced  by  the  fact  that  our  mou- 
itors  and  ironclads,  laid  up  since  the  war,  had  received  in  the  meantime 
little  care.  They  were  found,  when  the  attention  of  the  department  was 
directed  to  them,  in  a  state  of  rapid  deterioration.  Hulls,  turrets,  aiid 
machinery,  the  most  costly  and  jiowerful,  eximsed  without  care  to  the 
action  ofthe  elements,  were  fast  losing  their  %'alue;  and  of  the  whole  fleet 
of  monitors,  relied  U])on  by  the  coiuitry  tor  defense,  not  oue  could  have 
been  ready  iu  time  to  resist  a  sudden  attack. 

A  board  for  the  "inspection  of  steam  machinery,"  of  which  Rcar- 
Admiral  Goldsborough  was  president,  was  constituted  by  Mr.  Boric,  and 
fnun  their  repoit,  hereto  attached,  it  will  be  .seen  that  many  other  of  our 
vessels  are  entirely  ousuitcd  for  naval  purimses. 

These  statements,  I  may  be  i>ermitted  to  say  without  impnting  bliimc 
to  any  oue,  exhibit  our  navy  at  a  low  ebb ;  a  condition,  the  cause  of 
which  may  doubtless  be  found,  in  the  vast  expenditure  of  material  during 
the  great  war ;  in  the  exhaustion  which  followed  it ;  and  in  a  sense  of 
the  burdens  it  had  imposed,  aflfeeting  alike  the  department,  Uongitss, 
and  the  people. 

WHAT  HAS  SINCE  BEEN  DONE. 

With  such  material  in  this  condition  the  department,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  administration,  found  itself  charged  with  the  duty 
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of  maintaining  tlie  naval  power  of  the  government  Id  every  part  of  the 
vorld;  reqniied  to  protectr,  on  everj*  sea,  the  interesta  of  the  dominant 
anil  responsible  nation  of  the  Western  Coutinent,  whose  boundaries 
stretch  to  the  shores  of  either  ocean,  whose  people  aspire  to  rival  those 
of  the  whole  world  in  every  field  of  ent£ipri8e|  and  whose  government 
is  pledged  to  the  interests  of  freedom,  civilization,  and  progress ;  and  at 
tlie  same  time  to  be  prepared  with  reserved  power  and  the  means  of  ap- 
plying it,  available  in  every  emergency  for  defense  and  aggression. 

To  restore  our  small  force  to  an  effective  condition,  and  to  make  it 
aviiilable  in  the  beet  manner  in  its  large  and  growing  field  of  operations, 
in  the  shortest  possible  time,  with  the  material  at  hand,  and  without 
additiou  to  the  national  expenses,  was  the  first  duty  which  presented 
itself;  and  to  its  accomplishment  all  the  energies  of  the  department  have 
been  bent. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  work,  pressing  upon  it  with  such 
Digency,  and  involving  so  many  conditions  of  professional  knowledge, 
the  Secretary  endeavored  to  avail  himself  of  the  best  professional 
ability  at  his  command  in  every  bureau  and  department  of  the  service. 
TLus  assisted,  the  department  undertook  the  task  of  reorganizing  the 
matenal  of  the  navy,  as  far  as  was  consistent  with  existing  laws  and  the 
state  of  the  naval  appropriations ;  and  I  think  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
results  will  fulfill  all  reasonable  expectations,  and  fully  justify  the  wisdom 
of  its  policy. 

It  will  appear  from  the  foregoing  statements,  that  while  there  were 
no  ships  at  the  yards  at  home  ready  for  sea,  or  which  could  be  made 
effective  without  considerable  exi>enditure  of  both  money  and  time,  a 
large  proportion  of  those  on  foreign  stations  needed  extensive  repair 
and  alteration. 

To  meet  these  difhculties,  work  was  renewed  vigorously  at  all  the 
navy  yards,  and  as  fast  as  jiossible  onr  ships  in  ordinary'  w^re  pat  in 
condition  for  service. 

Those  in  commission  have  undergone  the  same  process  as  fast  as  th^ 
could  be  spared  from  their  stations. 

More  than  one-halt'  of  the  whole  Paeific  fleet  have  been  or  are  being 
repaired  at  Mare  Island.  ^Nearly  alt  the  vessels  of  the  Korth  Atlantic 
deet  have  been  sent  home  from  time  to  time  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  Guerriere  an<l  the  Kansas  from  the  South  Atlantic,  and  the 
Ticouderoga  and  Canandaigua  from  the  Kuropeau  Squadron,  are  also 
now  in  han<l.  The  work  has  also  been  renewed  and  actively  pushed  on 
all  t be  available  ships  at  the  various  yards.  By  this  means  we  have 
Wn  able  already  to  reinforce  our  various  squadrons  to  some  extent. 
The  Severn,  the  Seminole,  the  Saugas,  the  Hantasket,  and  the  Dictator, 
liave  been  added  to  the  North  Atlantic  Squadron,  which  has  also  been 
strengthened  by  the  Powhatan  and  the  Tusoamra,  sent  from  the  Pacific 
deet  as  the  only  available  means  for  that  purpose  then  at  the  command 
of  the  depitrtmeut. 

The  Lanciister,  completely  fitted  out,  has  been  sent  to  the  South  At- 
lantic, relieving  the  Uuerriere,  ordered  home  for  repairs,  and  theJuniata, 
tlie  Sabine,  and  the  Supply,  have  sailed  in  like  condition  to  reinforce 
the  European  Squadron. 

To  secure  the  greatest  amount  of  efRcieiiey,  with  greater  economy  at 
the  same  time,  all  the  steamers  susceptible  of  it,  which  have  been  repaired 
or  fitted  out,  have  been  given  full  sail  power  and  re-rigged,  so  that 
without  interfering  with  their  speed  or  efiectiveness  under  steam,  they 
are  now  entirely  independent  of  it,  and  are  able  to  cruise  wherever  re- 
quired, or.  If  need  be,  to  go  round  the  world  without  deterioration  of 
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boilers  or  machinery,  and  without  conBiiming  their  coal,  which  is  ttins 
reserved  for  times  of  necessity  or  dauger.  The  ship -rig  considered  the 
most  efficient  for  cruisers  has  been  already  given  to  foi^-  vessels  of  this 
class,  which  have  been  or  are  now  being  altered. 

The  success  of  those  which  have  been  completed,  including  among 
their  number,  as  marked  instances,  the  Severn,  Juniata,  Mohican,  Nan- 
tasket,  Eesaca,  Lancaster,  and  Swatara,  has  i11n3trat«d  the  wisdom  of 
the  plan.  The  capacity  of  these  vessels  for  every  service  is  proved  by 
trial  to  have  heen  greatly  improved,  without  loss  of  speed  or  efficiency 
when  under  steamy  and  the  department  is  convinced  that,  by  this 
system,  combined  with  a  judicious  and  practical  selection  of  simpler  and 
more  effective  engines,  boilers,  and  propellers,  the  efficiency  of  our  force 
will  be  doubled,  and  at  the  same  IJmemuch  money  saved.  Many  of  onr 
foreign  coal  stations  have  already  been  discontinued,  and  orders  have 
been  issued  to  the  commandants  of  the  squadrons,  directing  them  not  to 
permit  the  consumption  of  coal  for  any  purpose  which  could  be  as  well 
performed  under  sail,  and  requiring  a  report  to  the  department  of  any 
deviation  from  the  general  rule,  with  the  reasons  for  it  in  each  instance. 

The  result  has  already  been  a  large  saving.  Several  of  our  most 
effective  cruisers  have  consumed  no  coal  since  the  receipt  of  the  order. 
It  can  he  shown  by  figures,  that  this  system  of  giving  and  rer|uiriiig 
the  general  use  of  full  sail  power,  beside  its  effect  to  make  sailors  of 
both  officers  and  men,  will,  on  the  vessels  intended  to  be  kept  in  com 
mission,  (calculating  that  they  cruise  but  two-thirds  of  the  time,)  make, 
in  the  item  of  coal  alone,  as  consumed  under  the  old  system,  a  saving 
of  more  than  two  millions  of  dollars  per  annum. 

Our  monitors  and  ironclads  were  also  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
mechanics  and  put  in  thorough  repair.  Four  of  the-  largest  have  gone 
into  commission,  as  part  of  our  available  cruising  force,  and  the  rest  are 
kept,  at  Small  expense,  in  complete  order,  so  that  the  whole  fleet  can  be 
ready  for  sernce  in  a  week's  time. 

Of  course  so  much  work  could  not  be  done  without  considerable  ex- 
penditure of  money,  but  by  close  economy,  and  a  system  of  strict 
accountability,  the  sum  of  this  expenditure  has,  np  to  the  present  time, 
been  kept  considerably  below  the  amount  of  the  exi>enses  of  the  depart- 
ment for  the  same  period  of  the  last  year. 

Since  the  Ist  of  March,  1869,  no  less  than  eighty  (80)  vessels  of  every 
class  have  been  repaired  or  altered,  or  put  in  process  of  repair  at  the 
various  navy  yards,  yet  the  books  of  the  Treasury  will  show  a  deercas? 
in  tlie  expenditures  of  the  department  for  that  time,  as  compared  with 
the  corresponding  period  of  1868,  of  three  million  five  hundred  and 
twenty-one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars  and  ninety- 
two  cents,  ($3,521,822  92.)  The  stutement  hereto  annexed,  entitled 
"  Exhibit  of  expenditure,"  will  show  the  ships  repaired,  and  the  montbly 
expenditure  of  the  department. 

.   THE  PRESENT  FOECE  AMD  ITS  EMTLOTMENT  ON  THE  VABIOT7S  STATIOKS, 

The  North  Atlantic  Squadron  now  consists  of  the  Powhatan. 
Tuscarora,  Severn,  Albany,  Nantaaket,  Xipsic,  Seminole,  Swatara,  and 
the  tugs  Speedwell  and  Standish,  together  with  the  two  heaA'j  iron- 
clads, the  Saugus  and  Dictator;  twelve  (12)  vessels,  including  tugs,  and 
mounting  in  all  seventy-six  (70)  guns.  It  is  comniaiide«l  by  Kear-Ad- 
miral  Charles  H.  Poor,  who  relieved  Bear-Admiral  HofT  on  the  1.5th 
day  of  September  last. 

For  the  reaaons  hereinbefore  referred  to,  the  department  was  not  able,

at  first,  to  show  the  force  in  the  West  Indian  waters  which  the  protec- 
tion of  our  interests  there  seemed  to  demand.  Some  outrages  on  Ameri- 
can citizens  by  the  Spanish  authorities  of  the  island  were  reported,  in 
conse^iuence  of  which  Rear-Adniiral  HofF,  then  in  command,  was  directed 
to  proceed  to  Santiago  de  Cuba  to  investigate  the  matter  and  take 
measares  for  the  better  protection  of  American  citizens  and  interests. 
He  executed  tliisduty  with  promptness  and  di»!cretion ;  hisrepoi-ts  hare 
been  made  the  basis  of  negotiation  for  redress;  and  ainco  this  timely 
show  of  power  no  further  aggressions  are  reported. 

The  present  commander  of  the  N^orth  Atlantic  squadron  lias  been 
directed,  while  preser\'ing  strict  neutrality  between  the  contending 
powers  in  Cuba,  to  pennit  no  iiynstice  to  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
to  prevent  interiference  with  onr  commerce,  and  at  once  to  repel  and 
punish  any  disrespect  or  violation  of  our  flag. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  the  yellow  fever  our  vessels  have  been 
nwessarily  kept  ootside  the  principal  port  of  Cuba,  but  they  rendezvous 
at  Key  West,  whence  they  can  communicate  by  telegraph  both  with 
Havana  and  the  Navy  Department. 

Some  of  the  ves-sels  of  this  squadron  have  also  been  cruising  among 
the  West  India  Islands,  more  particularly  in  the  waters  of  Hayti  and 
San  Domingo.  Part  of  this  island  has  been,  during  the  past  season,  in 
a  state  of  i-evolution,  and  it  was  much  regretted  that  the  department 
could  afford  only  pnrtial  protection  to  our  interests  in  that  quarter,  by 
wnding  vessels  from  time  to  time  as  they  could  be  spared  from  other 
and  more  important  duty. 

At  Aspinwall  a  vessel  has  been  constantly  kept  to  look  after  the  per- 
sons nnd  property  of  our  citizens  at  that  point  and  on  the  isthmus. 

The  SorTH  Atlantic  Squaoron  now  consists  of  the  Lancaster, 
(flag-ship,)  Qniunebaug,  Wasp,  and  Portsmouth,  four  vessels  mounting 
forty-three  (43)  gnns,  and  under  the  command  of  Rear-Admiral  Joseph 
Lauinan.  It  is  highly  imjiortant  that  this  fleet  should  be  increased,  as 
there  is  not  at  this  time  on  that  station  sufficient  force  to  guard  our 
citizens  and  commerce  on  the  coast  of  Brazil,  and  in  the  regions  of  the  La 
Plata. 

In  consequence  of  the  war  existing  between  Brazil  and  Paraguay,  the 
navy  has  been  frequently  called  upon  to  afi'ord  ])rotection  to  American 
citizens  and  interests  in  that  latitude,  and  the  department  desires  to 
send  there,  aa  soon  as  practicable,  vessels  of  light  draught,  which  will 
be  able  to  ascend  the  ri\er8  of  the  Argentine  Confederation  and  Para- 
guay. 

The  Pacific  Fleet,  under  command  of  Eear- Admiral  Tiimer,  with 
Commodore  Wm.  Eodgers  Taylor,  and  Commo<lore  D.  McDougal,  com- 
manding the  respective  squadrons,  consists  now  of  fourteen  {14}  vessels, 
tie  Kearsarge,  Lackawanna,  Osaipee,  Mohican,  Resaca,  Cyane,  James- 
town, Saginaw,  Dacotah,  Saranac,  Nyack,  Onward,  and  the  Guerriere, 
(refitting,)  with  the  Pensacola  as  flag-ship,  mounting  in  all  one  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  (129)  guns.  Of  these,  the  ten  (10)  last  named  have  been 
or  are  being  thoronghly  repaired  and  altered  in  the  manner  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  and  the  fleet,  though  smaller  in  number,  is  already  much 
more  eflective  for  the  duties  of  that  station. 

A  ship  of  war  lias  b*n  stationetl  on  the  const  of  Alaska  since  that 
coantrj-  was  ceded  to  us;  and  the  sloop  of  war  Cyane,  with  a  pro])erly 
equipped  steam  launch,  has  also  been  sent  there  as  additional  force 
during  the  coming  winter. 

An  astronomic^d  party  was  conveyed  to  Behring  Strait,  in  the  Mo- 
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hicao,  and  an  iateresting  a4»!ount  of  their  observations  will  be  found  in 
the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Naval  Observatory. 

The  rear-admiral  commaodiDg  the  station  has  visited  the  Sandwicli 
IslHDda  during  the  last  summer,  for  the  purpose  of  communication  with 
oar  minister,  and  looking  after  American  interests  in  tliat  locality. 
He  has  been  also  charged  with  the  superintendence  and  completion  of 
the  surveys  of  the  Midway  Islands,  for  which,  and  for  the  j)urpo8e  of 
remo\ing  obafcructious,  Congress  made  an  appropriation  at  its  last  ses- 
sion. The  department  has  entered  into  a  contract  for  the  execution  of 
this  work  with  Mr.  G«orge  W.  Townsend,  of  Boston. 

The  naval  operatious  ou  the  Pacific  for  the  last  year  will  be  found, 
together  with  those  ou  the  other  stations,  detailed  at  length  in  the  state- 
ment entitled  "Operations  of  fleets,"  attached  to  this  rejMrt,  and,  with- 
out repeating  it  here,  I  will  only  say  tliat,  tliough  the  arduous  duties  of 
the  stations  have  been  well  performed,  covering  the  extent  from  Alaska 
to  Cape  noni,  and  including  the  islands  of  the  Pacific,  it  still  is  evident 
that  our  force  in  the  Pacific  ia  inadequate  for  the  duties  required  of  it 

Our  trade  on  that  ocean  is  constantly  and  rapidly  increasing,  andonr 
citizens  are  found  located  everywhere  ou  its  shores  and  among  its 
islands.  All  the  groups  are  visited  by  our  whalers,  and  many  Christian 
missionaries,  who  are  entitled  to  the  protection  of  our  government,  are 
scattered  among  them.  The  regions  of  the  South  Pacific  have  not  been 
risited  by  an  American  vessel  of  war  since  the  e\i))oriug  exi>edition 
under  Captain  Wilkes;  and  the  great  Polynesian  Archipelago,  holding 
out  many  inducements  to  our  commerce,  has  been  but  partially  explored 
and  surveye<1.  Applications  come  constantly  from  our  ministers  and 
representatives  on  the  Pacific,  urging  tlie  necessity  of  sending  vessels 
to  various  ports,  but  we  are  rarely  able  to  respond  to  their  api>eals. 

The  sloop  of  war  Kearsarge  was  sent  to  make  a  limited  rei^nnoiit- 
sance  of  the  Pacific  Islands,  with  onlers  to  extend  her  cruise  as  far  as 
Australia,  where  she  was  last  heard  from.  The  satisfiiction  caused  by 
tlie  apiteurauce  of  this  vessel  at  the  points  where  she  touched,  gives  a 
true  and  high  idea  of  the  value  of  such  cruises. 

The  Janu-stowQ  was  subsequently  sent  with  orders  to  visit  the  Fee- 
jee  Islands  and  the  Caroline  Group,  for  the  piiritose  of  investigating 
rei>orted  outrages  oit  American  citi7.eus,  and  looking  after  the  interests 
of  the  UnitMl  States  in  that  quarter. 

The  department  trusts  that  it  may  soon  lie  able,  with  the  a])probation 
and  nssi.stance  of  Congress,  to  meet  mure  fully  the  requirements  of  this 
station. 

Tub  Kubopuan  Squadbon,  under  comnmnd  of  Rear- Admiral  Rad- 
ford, has  been  reinlbi'ced  by  the  Juniata  and  Supply,  and  the  Sabine 
hits  been  attached  to  it  lor  the  present ;  it  consists  now  of  these  vessels, 
with  the  Kichinond  and  I'lymontb,  and  the  Franklin  as  flag-shij) — six  (t>) 
vessels,  mounting  one  hundred  and  six  (lUU)  guiw.  This  is,  of  course, 
but  a  small  force  lV>r  a  station  so  conspicuous  and  imiwrtant,  but  we 
have  not  lieen  able  further  to  increase  it.  As  soon  as  the  resoni-ces  of 
the  department  will  permit,  this  squadion  should  be  largely  strengthened. 

The  Asiatic  SijUADBON  consists  of  the  Piscataqua,  (fiag-shii>,) 
Oneida,  Monocacy,  Iroquois,  Ashuelot,  U nadilla,  and  Maumee;  and  the 
Benieia,  Colorado,  and  Alaska  are  also  fitting  out  for  that  station ; 
making  in  all  ten  (10)  ships,  mounting  seventy-two  (''2)  guns.  It  is 
commanded  by  Kear-Admiral  Stephen  C.  Rowan.  I  regret  to  say  that 
three  (3)  of  these  ships  have  been  condemned  as  entirely  uuseaworthy. 
unfit  for  cruising  except  in  rivers,  and  unsafe  to  l>e  sent  to  the  United 
States;  and,  as  there  is  no  opportunity  of  rejuviring  them  in  those  waters, 

Goiwlc 
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Die  admiral  id  commaDd  bas  recommended  that  they  be  sold  on  the 
BtatioD.  The  departmeQt  has  therefore  directed  that,  when  it  shall  be  do 
loDfrer  ])oa8ible  to  use  them  with  safety,  their  armameot  and  stores  be 
removed  nad  sent  home,  and  tlie  vessels  themselves  sold  to  the  best 
advanbige.  This  order  has  already  been  carried  out  in  the  case  of  the 
Aroostook,  which  was  also  condemned. 

The  completion  of  the  Pacific  railroad  mnst  largely  increase  our 
intercourse  with  the  Ea«t,  and  as  the  presence  of  a  Btrong  naval  force 
constitutes  our  most  powerftil  appeal  to  Asiatic  respect,  it  is  deemed 
advisable  to  keep  on  this  station  as  large  a  squadron  as  possible,  not 
ouly  for  the  protection  of  our  citizens,  but  to  iDcrease  the  prestige  of  our 
representatives  in  that  quarter. 

During  the  civil  war  iu  Japan  the  presence  of  our  war  vessels  was 
(eit  to  produce  a  very  beneficial  effect;  carefully  observing  a  neutral 
policy  themselves,  they  gave  security  to  our  citizens  and  prevented 
uuch  threatened  injury  to  American  interests.  Bear-Admiral  Bowan 
has  been  directed  to  afford  every  facility  at  his  command  to  our  citizens 
Tho  are  endeavoring  to  obtain  from  the  Chinese  government  i>ermission 
to  lay  an  electric  telegraph.  Should  they  obtain  the  desired  permission, 
an  olBc^r  will  be  detailed  to  represent  the  United  -States  in  the  under- 
taking. 

Elsewhere  on  this  station  every  attention,  within  the  limiteil  means 
at  (.-oinmau<l,  has  been  given  to  American  interests.  The  squadron  has 
been  constantly  employed  to  its  fullest  capacity.  Every  effort  is  being 
made  to  reinforce  it  with  elficient  vessels  as  fust  as  they  can  be  fitted 
out,  but  we  shall  not  tie  able  with  our  present  means  to  give  it  the 
strength  which  the  station  requires. 

INCREASE  OF  QUE  FOECB  ON  FOREIGN  STATIONS. 

Such  is  the  condition  and  employment  of  our  navy  at  the  present  time, 
differing  from  what  it  was  at  the  commencement  of  this  administration, 
only  iu  the  advance  of  the  ships  and  material  ou  hand  fVom  a  state  of 
deterioration  to  a  condition  of  eiBciency  and  improvement. 

This,  while  it  was  all  that  the  department  could  do  under  the  present 
anihority  and  appropriations,  is  by  no  means  all  that  I  conceive  to  be 
necessiiry  for  the  safety  of  the  great  interests  involvtil,  or  even  for 
national  defense  iu  time  of  danger.  The  service  nee«ls,  and  the  i>osition 
of  our  country  i-eqnires,  a  great  increase  in  the  effective  force  of  the 
navy;  not  so  much  in  the  number  of  the  ships  that  constitute  it  as  in 
the  number  and  character  of  those  employed.  I  recognize  the  necessity 
for  (;tose  economy  in  expenditure  under  the  present  cireuinstauces  of  the 
country',  but  the  naval  expenses  make  but  a  small  part  of  the  imtional 
appropriations,  and  the  tnie  wealth  of  the  country  will  not  be  increased 
by  neglecting  the  means  of  national  safety  and  honor,  nor  money  sitved 
by  reusing  adequate  protection  to  commercial  enterprise. 

In  a  country  ])eopled  like  ours,  and  separated  by  the  sea  from  i)owcrful 
neighbors,  we  need,  in  times  of  domestic  peace,  ouly  the  organizaition 
aud  nucleus  of  a  land  foree ;  but  with  the  prosperity  which  follows 
domestic  peace  comes  the  demand  for  protection  to  the  commerce  which 
it  fosters  and  the  wealth  it  accumulates. 

Our  prosperity,  either  as  a  producing  or  as  a  manufacturing  people, 
L*  measured  by  our  coinmerce  with  countries  beyond  the  sea;  and  wise 
Matesmansbip  and  true  economy  alike  require  adequate  protection  for 
this  means  of  national  wealth,  both  on  the  ocean  where  it  is  employed 
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and  in  the  porta  where  it  is  organized  and  whence  it  isanes,  and  in  which 
its  immedintfi  results  are  acc-umuhited. 

We  have  already  oi)ened  steam  comniuDication  between  Europe  and 
the  East  across  our  continent  and  through  our  ports  on  either  oceau. 
Id  this  ag&  time  is  an  essential  element  of  wealth,  and  we  may  reasoii- 
ably  expect  that  the  route  which  connects  the  trade  of  the  East  witli 
the  markets  of  Europe  in  forty  days  will,  if  fairly  fostered  and  iiro- 
tected,  practically  supersede  that  which  consumes  twice  that  period.  Tbe 
nation  controlling  the  trade  of  the  East  has  always  been  the  leading  oae 
is  the  commerce  of  the  world;  looking  to  this  as  the  source  of  national 
wealth  and  maintaiuing  a  powerful  navy  for  its  protection.  As  our  trade 
in  this  direction  increases,  we  should  gradually  prepare  to  protect  it  on 
the  waters  of  both  oceans;  and  our  responsibility  will  be  largely  increased, 
if  we  shall  be  able  to  open,  under  the  auspices  and  jirotection  of  our 
government,  (and  we  cannot  commit  it  to  any  other,}  ship  communica- 
tion across  the  great  Isthmus. 

To  afford  reasonable  protection  to  our  commerce  we  must  biivc  some 
shiiis  able  to  cope  with  those  of  other  maritinte  nations.  Our  navy, 
during  tlic  war,  assumed  large  propmtions  in  respect  of  numbers  iiiid 
expense,  and  it  was  effective,  for  the  ocitasitm,  against  an  enemy  having 
little  naval  power;  but  it  was  made  up  largely  of  vessels  purchased  or 
built  to  meet  the  emergency.  A  large  proportion  of  it  was  not  adapted 
to  cruising  pnrjioses,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  monitors,  which 
were  not  built  aa  sen-going  vessels,  it  would  ha\'e  been  almost  powerless 
against  such  fleets  of  sea-going  iroit-ela^ls  as  cither  Englaud  or  France 
could  bring  into  action,  on  the  ocean,  or  on  our  owu  shores. 

It  is  the  habit  of  every  foreign  imtion,  making  any  pretension  to 
maritime  power,  to  keep  ou  every  station  one  or  moi-e  powerful  sea- 
going broadside  iron-clads,  against  the  force  of  which  our  wooilen 
vessels  on  the  same  statiou  would  be  powerless.  In  the  event  of  a  war 
our  ships  would  be  uselessly  sacrificed,  or  obliged  to  find  safety  in  neu- 
tral ports,  or,  abandoning  the  sea,  and  leaving  our  commei-co  to  its  tate, 
to  seek  on  our  owu  shores  the  protection  of  onr  monitors  and  forts. 

It  is  not  doubted  that  any  war  with  a  foreign  enemy  must  be  a  mari- 
time one.  The  American  i)eople  are  accustomed  to  success  on  the  ocean; 
and  they  would  hare  little  cause,  and  less  inclination,  to  forgive  a  policy 
which,  at  the  first  sign  of  a  foreign  war,  sent  our  navy  hun'ying  iguo- 
minionsly  to  our  shoi'es. 

Yet  we  have  not,  at  this  timc^  on  any  foreign  station,  a  squadrun 
whose  combined  force  would  avail  for  a  day  against  the  powerful  sea- 
going ironclads  which  both  France  and  England  have  on  the  same 
stations. 

These  are  not  agreeable  facts  to  contemplate,  or  to  state,  but,  after 
giving  the  subject  mucii  investigation  and  reflection,  I  have  felt  it  to  be 
my  duty  to  siate  the  truth  frankly,  through  you,  to  the  representatives 
of  the  people,  that  they  may  determine  how  much  and  how  prompt 
action  the  situation  requires. 

It  is  true  our  best  monitors  wonld,  if  brought  into  action,  be  pow- 
erful against  anything  that  floats,  but  these  are  steam  batteries,  uot 
sea-going  crnisers.  Home  of  them  have  illustrated,  by  successful  exjiei  i- 
ment,  their  capacity  for  a  sea  voyage  uuder  favorable  circumstances; 
and  the  department  has,  for  want  of  any  more  available  forr«,  lately 
put  some  of  them  in  commission  tbr  duty  on  the  homeorSorth  Atlantic 
station,  but  they  could  not  be  used  with  advantage  as  erniserson  foreign 
stations.  They  require  several  vessels  to  accompany  them,  and,  being 
entirely  without  sail-power,  must  be  towed  as  soon  as  their  coal  Is  es- 
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Iiausted.  They  wonld  be  always  dangerous  to  health  in  tropical  seas ; 
and  with  broken  or  disordered  machinery  they  wouW  be  helplesa  in 
mifi-ocean. 

Tbey  are  valuable  for  auxiliary  dcfeuae  of  our  own  shores,  but  should 
Dot  be  relied  upon  beyond  them. 

A  cruising  vessel,  suitable  for  our  re^juiremeats,  should  be  able  to  de- 
pend on  her  own  resources  without  looking  for  aid  other  than  that  8be 
carries  within  herself.  She  should  have  ample  steam-power  to  carry  her 
rapidly  in  chase  or  in  action,  and  should  possess  at  the  same  time  the 
qualities  of  a  first-rate  Hailing  vessel,  able  to  keep  the  eea  at  will  with- 
out consuming  her  coal.  She  should  earrj~  a  broadside  battery  of  heavy 
pins,  and  be  herself  imper^')0U8  to  the  heaviest  ordnance  afloat. 

England  and  Frauce,  rivaling  each  other  in  ingenuity,  energy  and 
liberality  iu  this  direction,  have  both  succeeded  in  constructing  some 
beautifnl  si>ecimens  of  iron-clad  sailing  vessels,  with  auxiliary  steam 
power,  effective  for  every  warlike  purpose,  and  able  to  keep  the  sea 
under  all  circumstances.  They  have  high  8pee<l,  and  one  of  them  would 
be  a  teiTible  foe  for  a  squadron  of  wooilen  vessels.  In  the  meantime 
we  have  built  no  ships  of  that  kind,  but  we  have  watched  with  interest 
»ll  tlie  naval  experiments  of  Europe,  and,  familiar  with  their  details 
and  results,  we  know  their  strength  and  their  weakness. 

Uader  these  conditions,  we  can  be  sure  that  every  step  we  take  is  a 
wise  exi>eriment  of  a  reiu  improvement.  The  time  has  come,  I  think, 
when  we  should  begin  ta  use  the  knowledge  we  have  been  seeking ;  auu 
I  therefore  earnestly  urge  the  propriety  of  commencing  at  once  the 
bnildtng  of  sea-going  ironclads,  suitable  to  cruise  on  foreign  stations, 
and  able  to  protect  our  commerce  and  vindicate  our  principles  in  any 
emergency.  We  should  aim  to  have  one  or  more  of  these  ships  on  each 
foreign  station,  and  to  be  prepared  with  the  necessary  reliefs.  This  will 
uhiiuately  require  no  less  than  ten  iu  all;  and,  without  attempting  to 
boild  them  all  at  once,  we  sbould  (admonished  of  the  urgency  of  the 
case,  and  of  the  time  necessarily  consumed  iu  their  construction)  com- 
mence immediately  on  no  less  than  four — one  for  the  Asiatic,  one  for 
the  Pacific,  and  two  for  the  European  squadron — following  these,  aa 
rapidly  as  circumstances  will  admit,  with  those  necessary  fur  the  other 
squadrons  and  their  reliefs.  I  recommend  that  plans  for  the  boilers  and 
engines  of  these  vessels  be  submitted  by  persons  outside  of  the  navy, 
the  best  of  which  may  be  adopted. 

These,  with  some  additions  to  our  wooden  vessels,  and  the  refitting 
on  the  plan  adopted,  and  the  proper  employment  of  such  effective  ships 
as  we  now  have,  and  with  onr  monitors  and  torpedoes  for  harbor  de- 
fense, will  give  us  the  nucleus  of  a  uavy,  not  indeed  proportioned  to  our 
commerce  or  approaching  the  force  of  other  maritime  powers,  but  sufB- 
dent  to  command  respect  abroad,  and  to  afford  time,  in  case  of  sudden 
war,  to  organize  and  apply  the  resources  of  our  country  and  the  energies 
of  our  people. 

For  your  further  information  and  that  of  the  representatives  of  the 
people  on  this  subject^  I  herewith  transmit,  iu  the  paper  entitled  "Mer- 
cantile and  naval  tonnage,"  a  detailed  statement  of  our  mercantile  and 
naval  tonnage,  and  the  relation  which  it  bears  to  that  of  some  other 
maritime  powera 

On  the  30th  of  June,  1868,  while  our  ships  of  war  in  commission  num- 
bered fifty-seven,  (57.)  mounting  five  hundred  and  ninety-two  (502)  guns, 
with  a  tonnage  of  fifty-flve  thousand  four  hundred  and  lifty-flve,  (55,455,) 
or  only  about  one-eightieth  (^)  of  our  whole  mercantile  tonnage,  those 
of  France  iu  commission  numbered  one  hundred  and  filty,  (150,)  and  had 
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a  tonnnf^o  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (250,000)  tons,  or  one- 
eighth  (i)  of  their  mercantile  marine,  and  those  of  England  in  commissioa 
numbered  one  hnndred  and  ninety-one  (191)  vessels,  mounting  twenty- 
five  hundred  ami  sixty-six  (2,566)  guns,  and  had  a  tonnage  of  three 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  thousand  six  hundred  and  fourteen,  (3;i8,GU,) 
or  one- seventeenth  {-^j)  of  their  mercantile  marine, 

This  comparative  stat«ment  represents  our  commerce  in  its  present 
depressed  state. 

Both  France  and  England,  since  the  date  at  which  the  comparison  is 
made,  have  added  largely  to  the  number  and  power  of  their  respcetive 
naval  establishments,  but  we  have  not  increased,  nor  until  very  lately 
even  preserved  ours. 

H03IE  DEFENSB. 

But  the  subject  of  protection  to  our  commerce  and  influence  on  foreign 
seas,  by  no  means  comprehends  all  that  the  department  feels  called  npon 
to  represent  in  connection  with  the  questiou  of  the  size  and  character  of 
our  navy. 

The  matter  of  national  defense  is  still  more  important,  and  comes 
home  as  closely  to  the  interest  and  the  piide  of  the  whole  people.  Any 
comprehensive  plau  of  a  naval  establishment  must  incUide  some  praeti- 
cal  provision  for  the  defense  of  the  numerous  seaports  scattered  along 
our  coast,  and  the  great  rivers  and  bays,  on  whose  shores  are  concen- 
trated so  much  of  the  national  and  individual  wealth. 

Our  monitors  have  been  already  alluded  to  as  a  ready  and  eAwti^e 
means  of  harbor  defense,  and  this  tliey  will  doubtless  be,  to  the  extent 
of  their  number  and  capacity.  But,  unless  completely  and  certainly 
invulnerable,  they  are  comparatively  useless,  and  we  must  therefore 
keep  pace  with  the  late  improvements  in  onlnance.  Most  of  them  are 
capable  of  bearing  the  additional  armor  necessary  to  give  the  strength 
required,  but  this  will  of  course  require  a  new  and  considerable  outlay 
of  money. 

TORPEDO  CORPS. 

■Another  comparatively  inexpensive  but  most  effective  means  of 
defense  has  not  escaped  the  attention  of  the  department.  I  refer  to  the 
nub-marine  torpedo.  The  terrible  destructive  power  of  this  instrument 
was  shown  during  our  late  war.  Since  that  time  considerable  attention 
has  been  given  to  this  subject  by  officers  of  the  navy,  particularly  by 
those  stationed  at  the  Naval  Academy. 

Shortly  alter  my  appointment  as  head  of  the  department,  a  torpedo 
corps  was  established  under  the  Bureau  of  Ordnance  to  make  experi- 
ments, take  charge  of  the  apparatus,  and  perfect  a  system  for  the  appli- 
cation of  this  means  of  defense  to  our  coasts  and  harbors. 

This  is,  of  course,  not  a  subject  for  public  illustration,  but  euoiigh 
experiments  have  already  been  made  to  show  how  valuable,  as  well  as 
terrible,  is  this  means  of  defense ;  and  to  convince  all  having  knowledge  of 
it  that  when  it  shall  have  been  further  perfected,  and  its  use  systema- 
tised,  the  torpedo  will  be  one  of  the  most  effective  weapons  of  marine 
warfare.  To  insure  safety  and  success  in  their  use  under  every  coiulition 
requires  a  knowledge  of  the  scientific  principles  applicable  to  their  con- 
struction and  use,  with  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  localities  to 
be  defended.  The  torpedo  corps  has  thei^fore  been  selected  with  can-, 
and  the  experiments  are  conducted  under  the  superrision  of  au  officer

of  acientiflc  ability.  As  soon  as  a  torpedo  is  constnicted  and  tlie  par- 
ticular locality  and  manner  of  its  use  determined,  it  can  be  stowed  away 
as  DTI  inespeusive  but  most  efTectire  weapon  of  war. 

This  means  of  defense,  properly  applied  in  conjunction  with  a  system 
of  harbor  obstructions,  backed  b.v  monitors,  and  supported  by  the  forts 
and  water  batteries  which  command  the  narrow  entrances  to  our  prin- 
cipal harbors,  would  defy  any  power  which  could  cross  the  ocean  to 
attack  them. 

These  localities  have  been  the  subject  of  careful  inspection  by  both 
branches  of  the  military  service,  and  both  are  thus  prepared  with  the 
knowledge  which  only  actual  inspection  can  give.  . 

I  commend  this  subject  through  yon  to  the  attention  of  Congress, 
and  I  trust  they  will  afford  the  mean's  to  pursue  and  perfect  the  system. 

In  the  pai»er  herewith  transmitted,  entitled  "  Plan  of  naval  estiiblish- 
ment  in  time  of  peace,"  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of  what  is 
believed  to  be  the  most  economical  and  efficient  organization  of  the  force 
neoessary. 

This  force,  there  estimated  as  low  as  one-fiftieth  (j>j)  of  oar  mercan- 
tile marine,  or  at  about  one  gunboat  of  six  hundred  tons  to  sixty  thou- 
sand tons  of  commerce,  is  less  in  the  number  of  ships  than  that  which 
we  now  have. 

To  carry  oat  the  suggestions  I  have  made,  both  for  foreign  and  home 
defense,  will  not  of  necessity  entail  a  very  heavy  immediate  expense. 
It  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  board  on  steam  machinery,  before 
referred  to,  that  we  have  now  on  hand  a  large  number  of  costly  vessels 
and  a  vast  amount  of  expensive  machinery,  not  adajttcd  to  the  naval 
service  and  comparatively  useless  in  its  reorganization.  By  the  sale  of 
these  articles  as  rapidly  as  it  can  be  done  to  advantage,  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  cost  of  the  proposed  improvements  can  be  ultimately  repaid 
to  the  treasury. 

Besides,  by  making  onr  force  more  effective  in  character  and  organi- 
zation, we  shall  be  able  to  ke^p  a  less  number  of  vessels  in  commission 
in  proportion  to  our  coast  line  and  commerce,  and  espense  will  be 
decreased  by  the  decrease  of  the  number  of  ships,  men,  and  officers 
employed. 

Tliese  means,  with  the  proposed  annual  saving  iu  the  use  of  coal, 
should  quickly  reimburse  for  present  outlay. 

OCEAN  STRAMEBS. 

There  is  another  element  of  defense  against  the  time  of  danger,  per- 
haps as  effective  as  any  other,  available  to  wise  and  liberal  statesman- 
ship. Nations,  like  men,  hesitate  to  attack  those  who  are  prepared  to 
do  them  serious  injury,  and  in  the  means  of  destructive  aggression  ia 
often  found  the  surest  defense  against  all  who  have  anything  to  lose. 
Such  means  would  be  at  hand,  if  we  bad  lines  of  ocean-going  steamers 
wtablished,  running  out  of  our  port.s  in  the  peaceful  pursuit  of  commer- 
riftl  enterprise,  but  carrying  our  own  flag,  and  available  to  our  govern- 
ment in  time  of  need. 

The  attention  of  thoughtful  men  has  been  much  directed  to  this  sub- 
ject, and  all  are  looking  to  the  national  government  for  encouragement. 
To  provide  and  protect  the  great  means  of  commercial  interconrse,  both 
domestic  and  international,  is  one  of  the  direct  purposes  of  government, 
for  which  it  is  established,  and  to  which  its  resources  may  proi)erly  be 
directed.  Enterprises  of  such  magnitude  are  undertaken  at  great  ex- 
pense and  risk  of  capital.    Important  elements  of  the  public  wealth  and 
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prosperity,  they  are,  in  their  nature,  subject  to  the  vicissitades  of  public 
policy.  They  thus  assume  a  natioual  character,  and  are,  I  think,  Hie 
proper  subjects  for  government  aid  and  direction. 

It  will  nut  become  me  to  discuss  in  this  report  the  many  argmneDtfiof 
national  prflsi>erity  and  pride  which  press  the  subject  upon  us,  but  1  may 
be  permitted  to  urge  it  as  an  important  element  of  national  safety.  In 
support  of  this  view,  I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are  now  nin- 
niag  from  the  ports  of  Sew  York,  Boston,  and  Baltimore  for  those  of 
Europe,  over  sixty  {60)  powerful  sci-ew  steamers,  averaging  nearly  three 
tbousaud  (3,000)  tons  each.  These  steamers,  carrying  the  English  aod 
French  and  German  flags,  are,  most  of  them,  the  results  of  wise  lil>eral- 
ity  on  the  part  of  tlieir  respective  govenimeDts ;  and  they  now  absorb  a 
very  large  proportion  of  the  carrying  trade  across  the  Atlantic  Their 
average  time  in  crossing,  to  and  fra,  in  all  weathers,  is  not  more  than 
eleven  days.  Any  one  of  them  could  be  quickly  converted  into  an  effi- 
cient and  iKtwerful  ship  of  war,  capable  of  carrying  fnll-sail  power  and 
keeping  the  sea  for  any  length  of  time.  Here,  then,  is  a  heavy  tonua(;e 
of  possible  war  vessels,  larger  than  that  of  our  whole  navy  on  the  1st  of 
January,  1868. 

Had  our  mercautile  marine  possessed  such  lines  at  the  breakmg  out 
of  the  late  war,  we  might,  instead  of  permitting  the  rebels  to  introduce 
a  vast  amount  of  war  material  before  we  could  collect  the  means  to  pre- 
vent it,  have  quickly  closed  every  southern  port 

A  comparatively  small  force  of  this  kind,  appropriately  armed  and 
let  loose  on  the  ocean,  under  the  command  of  bold  and  intelligent  offi- 
cers, would  be  a  dangerous  foe  to  the  commerce  of  any  country.  Our 
own  was  substantially  driven  from  the  seas  by  two  or  three  roughly 
equipped  vessels,  much  inferior  in  power  to  those  of  which  I  have 
spoken.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  giving  up  this  field  to  the  occa- 
pation  of  other  nations,  and  yielding  to  them  the  commercial  advan- 
tages which  naturally  belong  to  our  own  position  and  resources,  we  at 
the  same  time  relinquish  our  own  weapons  and  arm  our  possible  enemies. 

We  are  looking  with  confidence  for  a  large  increase  in  the  commerce 
of  the  East,  which  will  require  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  present 
means  of  rapid  transportation  on  both  oceans ;  and,  in  the  interest,  sim- 
ply of  the  naval  establishment  and  of  so  much  of  tlie  national  defense 
as  depends  upon  it,  I  earnestly  urge  that  measures  be  taken,  at  this 
juncture,  to  induce  our  own  merchants  and  ship-builders  to  enter  into 
this  field  of  enterprise. 

Inducements  should  be  held  out  to  those  who  are  willing  to  undertake 
it,  to  build  steamers  on  plana  approved  by  the  Navy  Department,  sub- 
ject, in  case  of  necessity,  to  be  taken  by  the  government  at  an  appraised 
value. 

Those  on  the  route  between  California  and  Japan  should  be  able  at 
all  times  to  protect  themselves  against  pirates  and  privateers,  and  oil 
should  be  of  a  class  avaUable  in  war. 

I  do  not,  of  course,  suggest  any  particular  plan  on  this  subject^  and 
I  speak  of  it  only  to  show  how  much  the  naval  establishment,  in  com- 
mon with  every  other  nattonid  interest,  will  be  affected  by  its  proper 
solution. 

NAVY  YABDS. 

Among  the  most  important  elements  of  a  naval  establishment  are  the 
yards  where  its  material  is  collected,  and  its  ships  built  repaired  and 
equipped.    When  these  are  not  of  a  character  to  enable  this  work  to  be 
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done  well  and  rapidly,  the  establishmeot  is  weak  in  an  important  point, 
The  great  maritime  powers  of  Europe  Iiace  immense  establislimentu, 
boilt  and  maintaiued  at  great  expense,  and  furnished  with  every  means 
for  the  rapid  construction  and  fitting  out  of  their  fleets. 

The  first  official  act  of  my  immediate  predecessor  was  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  board  to  examine  and  report  the  condition  of  our  yards ;  and 
I  have  myself  visited  and  inspected  most  of  tliose  on  the  Atlantic  coast. 
They  are  generally  of  small  capacity,  and  ill  adapted  to  meet  the 
i«4)Direments  of  modern  naval  construction.  Some  were  established  at 
a  comparatively  early  date,  apparently  without  providing  for  the  future, 
and  are  not,  iu  their  present  position,  susceptible  of  much  improvement ; 
aud  others,  though  of  larger  capacity,  are  at  present  poorly  supplied 
Kith  the  means  of  rapid  work. 

We  have  seven  regularly  established  navy  yards.  Not  more  than  four 
of  these  are  capable  of  fitting  out  more  than  two  or  three  vessels  at  one 
time.  In  all,  we  feel  the  want  of  more  docka  In  our  seven  navy  yards 
vf  have  but  three  dry  docks.  This  want  would  be  severely  felt  in  time 
of  war,  as  the  floating  docks  used  by  the  mercantile  marine  are  not  suit- 
able for  taking  a.  heavy  armored  ship  out  of  the  water ;  and  nothing  is 
reaUy  safe  for  a  vessel  of  war  but  a  regular  dry  dock,  into  which  she 
can  enter  with  armament  and  stores  on  board,  without  straining  or  dan- 
ger. While  I  mention  these  things  as  a  proper  subject-matter  of  reiwrt, 
1  do  not,  at  this  time,  propose  any  large  expenditure  for  the  improvement, 
in  these  particulars,  of  the  yards  in  actual  operation  on  ttie  Atlantic 
coast  They  are  generally  available  for  the  present,  and  the  most  press- 
ing need  is  elsewhere. 

The  report  of  the  board  appointed  to  examine  the  condition  of  the 
na\-y  yanls  is  herewith  transmitted.  It  will  be  found  to  be  very  instruc- 
tive, and  to  the  information  and  suggestions  therein  contained  careful 
consideration  should  be  given.  Never  before  has  so  much  and  soch 
accurate  information  on  this  subject  been  in  the  possession  of  the  de- 
partment. 

There  are  a  few  points,  however,  to  which  I  desire  to  direct  particular 
attention. 

Pensacola. — The  first  is  the  necessity  of  some  action  for  increasing 
onr  facilities  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  The  yard  at  Fensacola  was  so  far 
destroyed  during  the  war  as  to  be  now  almost  wholly  useless,  a>id  we 
are  without  a  deiwt  on  the  Gulf  where  vessels  can  he  refitted.  The 
station,  which  includes  the  West  Indies  and  the  Gulf,  is  one  of  great 
and  growing  importance.  In  the  present  condition  of  things,  a  vessel 
on  that  station  needing  any  repair  is  obliged  to  be  sent  to  the  navy 
yards  of  the  North, 

3Iare  Island. — The  navy  yard  at  Mare  Island  is  onr  only  yard  on  the 
Pacific  coast,  and  on  it  we  should  he  able  to  deiiend  for  the  maintenance 
of  our  whole  fleet  on  that  ocean  and  in  the  East.  This  yard  is  very 
favorably  situated,  of  large  capacity,  and  capable  of  being  made  the 
great  naval  station  of  the  western  coast.  Much  loss  of  time  and  money 
is  iucnrred  in  sending  ships  around'  Cape  Horn,  and  prompt  measures 
should  be  taken  to  estabUsh  at  Mare  Island  a  working  yard,  and  depot 
of  naval  supplies  sufiicient  for  the  building,  furnishing,  and  refitting  of 
onr  ships  in  the  Pacific. 

League  Island, — The  third  point,  pressing  on  this  subject,  is  the  neces- 
sity of  commencing  at  once  to  prepare  our  great  freshwater  inival  depot 
at  that  part  of  the  Philadelphia  station  known  as  League  Island.  This 
is  not  only  desirable  in  view  of  the  present  condition  of  the  yard  at

Phila<1e1pliia,  but  is  rendered  necessary  by  the  present  character  aod 
future  Decessities  of  tbe  navy. 

Ships  are,  of  course,  better  constructed  and  equipped  at  large  estab- 
lishments, possessing  complete  accommodations  and  facilities  for  the 
economical  arrangeincRt  and  application  of  material. 

Tbe  great  defect  in  the  situation  of  moRt  of  our  yards  is  their  want  of 
land  area  and  available  water  trout  sufficient  to  do  even  their  present 
work  to  atlvantape. 

This  is  particulai'ly  the  case  with  that  portion  of  the  naval  station  at 
Phila<lelp)iia  where  the  work  is  now  done.  The  water  front  of  the 
I>resent  working  ground  is  so  small  that  four  ships  can  hardly  lie  there 
without  being  iu  the  way  of  each  other.  Buildiugs  and  macbineiyof 
every  description  are  crampeil  and  crowded  together,  interfering  with 
their  proi»er  use,  causing  great  espeuse  of  both  time  and  money,  and, 
from  the  close  proximity  of  workshops  and  inflammable  material,  exposing 
the  whole  to  great  risk.  In  case  of  fire  nothing  but  the  most  favorable 
circumstances  would  prevent  a  general  destruction  of  everything  in  tbe 
yard ;  and  great  vigilance  is  required  and  constant  expense  incurred  to 
guard  against  a  general  conflagration  of  houses,  ships,  and  material. 

Moreover,  this  portion  of  the  station  is  sitimted  in  the  midst  of  a  great 
city,  stopping  its  growth  in  one  direction  and  interferiug  with  its  im- 
provement, and  itself  subjected  to  all  the  inconveniences  incident  to  ita 
lK>stion  as  an  independent  establishment  iu  the  midst  of  a  municipality 
with  adverse  interests  and  under  different  government 

Like  difficulties  have  been  felt  at  the  Brooklyn  yard,  but  those  at 
Philadelphia  are  much  greater.  These  inconveniences  in  the  working 
of  a  station  of  such  absolute  importance  as  that  of  Philadelphia  are  most 
serious.  Tbey  are  great  at  all  times  and  tbey  will  be  more  severely  felt 
as  iron  comes,  as  must  now  be  the  case,  to  be  more  generally  used  as  a 
material  for  naval  construction.  In  view  of  the  necessity  of  fresh  water 
for  their  preservation,  the  Philadelphia  station  is,  for  the  repair  and 
ordinary  of  iron  ships  of  every  class,  far  the  best,  if  not  the  only  practical 
one  on  the  Atlantic  coast.  Situated  on  a  great  fresh  water  river,  one 
hundred  and  twenty  miles,  by  its  course,  from  the  sea,  in  the  heart  of  a 
populous  country,  at  the  great  centre  of  iron  and  coal,  and  with  water 
sufficient  for  the  draught  of  the  largest  ships,  it  presents  at  once  every 
condition  of  convenience,  economy,  and  defense. 

The  only  difficulty  for  the  present  and  for  the  future  is  found  in  the 
size  and  situation  of  that  part  of  the  station  which  we  are  now,  for  want 
of  legislative  action,  obliged  to  use  as  the  working  yard. 

I  should  not  feel  authorized  to  speak  so  strongly  on  this  subject  were 
it  not  that  we  now  actually  own,  as  a  part  of  the  same  general  station, 
this  island,  of  an  area  of  six  hundred  (600)  acres,  between  the  lines  of 
mean  low  tide,  cut  off  by  navigable  water  from  the  main  land,  with  a 
water  front  on  ttic  Delaware  alone  of  two  and  a  half  (2  j)  statute  miles, 
with  a  depth  of  water  of  thirty  (30)  feet,  and  with  great  natural  facilities 
for  basins  and  docks,  enjoying  all  the  advantages  before  enumerated, 
and  subject  to  none  of  the  inconveniences  experienced  at  that  portion 
of  the  station  now  in  active  use. 

This  position  was  approved  by  the  department  after  close  investiga- 
tion by  officers  of  every  class:  and  the  land  itsclt^  the  gift  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  and  purehased  by  her  at  great  expense  as  a  meaanre  of 
relief  to  herself  and  to  the  government,  was  given  and  accepted  with 
theidea.of  tninsfering  to  that  point  all  the  naval  operations  of  the 
station.    This,  the  department  has  been  and  is  anxious  to  accomplish ; 
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but  it  needs  an  appropriation  for  the  preparation  of  the  new  yard,  and 

withoDt  this  it  caonot  move. 
In  the  mean  time  it  wonid  be  foolish  for  the  department,  even  if  it  felt 

authorized,  to  expend  money  on  the  permanent  improvement  of  the 
present  working  yard  at  Philadelphia ;  and  nothing  can  be  done  either 
in  the  rearrangement  of  buildings  or  the  providing  of  the  irajiroved  tools 
and  machinery  proper  for  the  work  required. 

The  aunnat  expeuses  of  this  yard  are,  for  these  reasons  and  those  before 
gireo.  much  increased ;  and  it  is  not  doubted  that  the  savioga  from  this 
source,  and  from  the  expense  now  incurred  of  maintaining  two  estab- 
lishmenta,  with  the  money  which  can  be  realized  from  the  judicious  sale 
of  the  land  now  occupied  in  theheartoftbe  city,  will  go  very  far  towards 
repaying  the  expense  of  establishing  the  yard  at  League  Island. 

I  tniat,  therefore,  that  authority,  if  it  be  necessary',  will  be  given  to 
the  department  to  transfer  the  working  yard  of  the  Philadelphia  station 
to  L?ague  Island,  as  rapidly  as  is  cousisteat  with  the  interests  of  the 
service,  and  to  dispose  of  the  present  yard  as  portions  of  it  shall  be 
vacated ;  and  that  an  adequate  appropriation  will  be  made  for  the  work 
necpssaiy  to  be  done  before  any  jiart  of  the  present  yard  can  be  sold. 

The  sur\'ey  of  the  island,  and  a  plan  for  its  improvement,  is  herewith 
ttan  emitted. 

Xew  London. — Eighty  three  (83)  acres  of  land  on  the  Thames  River, 
near  Sew  London,  were  some  time  since  given  by  the  State  of  Connect-i- 
cat,  and  accepted  by  the  government  wi&  a  view  to  the  establishment 
of  a  naval  station  at  that  place. 

In  conformity  with  this  understanding,  the  department  has  placed  a 
proper  naval  ofiBcer  in  command  there,  bnt  it  is  able  to  do  nothing 
Uvards  actually  establishing  the  new  station  without  an  appropriation 
for  that  purpose. 

The  land  referred  to  is  well  situated  on  the  bank  of  the  Thames  River. 
It  19  favorable-,  in  its  general  character,  for  the  object  designed,  and  it 
has  a  water  firout  of  fifty-two  hundred  and  eighty  (5,280)  ffeet,  running 
lack  from  the  river  six  hundred  (600)  feet,  and  a  depth  of  water  in  the 
channel  of  over  thirty  (30)  feet. 

It  is  situated  iuthe  midst  of  an  industrions  community,  whose  labor  is 
skillful  and  cheap,  and  on  a  fine  harbor  easily  accessible  in  all  weathers 
and  froni  almost  every  point. 

This  land  was,  as  I  have  said,  given  and  received  for  the  porposes  of 
a  new  naval  establishment,  and  in  this  spirit  the  department  presents  it 
for  the  consideration  of  Congress,  and  such  appropriation  as  present 
circumstances  may  warrant. 

Other  yards. — There  are  two  other  points  which  require  consideration 
and  action  as  soon  as  the  condition  of  affairs  will  admit. 

The  first  is  the  propriety  of  increasing  the  size  of  the  yard  at  Oosport, 
ia  Virginia.  This  yard  is  in  a  most  favorable  location,  with  a  beautiful 
harbor  easily  defended.  The  ground  ai^acent  to  it,  running  up  the 
river,  could  be  purchased  on  better  terms  now  than  is  likely  to  be  the 
cane  again,  and  would  be  very  valuable,  giving  the  government  the  land 
on  both  sides  of  the  channel. 

The  other  is  the  very  great  convenience  and  economy  which  would 
ultimately  result  &om  the  establishment  of  a  navy  yard,  for  repair  and 
ivAtting  at  least,  somewhere  on  our  southern  Atlantic  coast.  All  our 
ships  cruising  in  the  West  Indian  and  South  American  waters  are  obliged 
to  resort,  at  great  diaailvantage,  to  our  northern  yards  for  all  needed 
refitting  or  repair.  Though  this  subject  does  not  at  this  time  press  with 
as  strong  a  necessity  as  many  others,  yet  it  is  of  great  importance,  and 
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may  become  mucli  more  so  in  view  of  a  possible  ship  canal  tbrongh  t!ie 
Isthmus,  and  the  consequent  great  increase  in  the  trade  and  importance 
of  the  West  India  Islands. 

Many  improvements,  and  some  ultimate  changes,  are  required  in  otlier 
yards,  the  partieulars  of  which  will  be  found  iu  the  report  of  the  chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks,  herewith  transmitted.  In  connec- 
tion with  the  navy  yards,  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  a  matter  which, 
though  not  of  great  national  importance,  affects  seriously  a  large  cliiKS 
of  deserring  persons.  The  act  of  July  14, 1862,  prohibits  in  effect  the 
payment  of  any  wages  to  workingmen  except "  for  the  time  during  whicU 
they  are  actually  engaged."  This  provision,  which  does  not  interfere 
with  salaried  employes,  seriously  affects  workingmen  who  are  ready  to 
work,  but  are  deprived  of  the  opportunity,  on  each  of  the  many  recurring 
days  of  nationtd  moumiug  or  ceremony. 

This,  though  apparently  a  small  matter,  is  of  real  importance  to  those 
■who  are  dei)eudeut  upon  the  wages  they  receive  each  day  for  the  daily 
sapport  of  their  families,  aud  who,  by  reason  of  their  engagement  wilh 
the  government,  are  deprived  of  other  employment.  I  trust  the  law 
will  be  so  modified  as  to  jiermit  the  department  to  make  the  workmen 
some  allowance  on  days  of  uuaccustomed  and  compulsory  leisure.

I  also  call  attention  to  the  lands  reserved  by  the  government  for  the 
supply  of  timber  to  the  navy.  From  this  source  we  drew  our  supplieeof 
live  oak  in  former  times.  Ko  adequate  protection  has  been  given  to  it 
of  late  years.  Much  of  it  was  destroyed  during  the  war;  aud  of  that 
which  escaped,  large  quantities  have  been  indiscriminately  cut  by  tres- 
passers, and  sold  to  the  government.  This  timber  is  of  the  greatest 
value,  and  its  loss  cannot  be  again  supplied.  Once  destroyed,  we  have 
no  other  timber  to  take  its  place.  The  old  "Constitution,"  built  of  this 
material  more  than  seventy  years  agOj  is  still  in  commission,  with  half 
her  more  important  original  timbers  in  her,  while  fleets  of  white-oak 
vessels  have  long  since  gone  to  decay.  It  mast  not  be  supposed,  that 
with  the  use  of  iron  in  shipbuilding,  the  necessity  for  indestructible 
timber  will  no  longer  exist.  The  fact  is  that  it  must  still  be  used  to  a 
great  extent  in  the  construction  of  cruising  vesssls,  even  though  buitt 
of  iron.  From  it  are  made  the  immense  frames  which  are  built  to  sup- 
port the  iron,  and  give  buoyancy  to  the  ship. 

The  supplies  of  seasoned  timber  laid  up  in  our  yards  have  been  almost 
entirely  consumed,  aud  we  should  take  every  means  to  preserve  aud 
secure  that  which  remains  on  the  government  lauds. 

The  department  has  lately  detailed  an  officer  to  look  after  these  lanila, 
but  nothing  but  stringent  laws,  strictly  enforced,  will  secure  the  re- 
mainder of  the  old  timber,  aud  protect  the  new  growth. 

NATAL  ACADEMT. 

The  standing  of  the  N'aval  Academy  continues  to  be  maintained. 
The  sj'stcm  of  mental  and  physical  training  there  pursued  is  of  the 
highest  order,  covering  every  branch  of  practical  and  professional 
knowledge,  aud  fitting  the  student  for  all  the  varied  duties  of  his  pro- 
fession. The  graduates  bring  to  the  service  minds  disciplined  and  en- 
riched by  regular  and  well  directed  study,  and  bodies  strengthened  by 
manly  exercise.    In  mental  and  physical  accomplishment,  in  tone  niul 
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gpirit,  in  character  and  capacity,  they  do  honor,  as  a  class,  to  the  insti- 
tution and  to  the  country. 

Kg  change  has  been  made  in  the  system  of  education  since  the  last 
report.  The  number  of  graduates  at  the  close  of  the  last  year  was 
(wventy-five;  the  number  of  those  admitted  during  the  present  year 
was  eighty-six  j  the  total  number  of  midshipmen  now  at  the  Academy  ia 
tiro  hundred  and  forty-eight.  The  Vice- Admiral,  for  the  last  four  years 
in  charge  of  the  Academy,  and  who  has  inspired  it  with  the  energy  of 
bis  own  character,  has  been  this  day  relieved  by  Commodore  John  L. 
Worden,  who  takes  charge  as  superintendent. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  for  the  last  year  is  herewith  trans- 
mitted. 

SEAMEN  AHD  PETTY  OFFICERS. 

But  it  is  not  worth  while  to  maintain  expensive  navy  yards,  build  fine 
ships,  and  carefully  educate  our  officers  of  higher  grades,  unless  we  pay 
closer  attention  to  the  character  and  training  of  our  petty  officers  aud, 
seamen. 

The  naval  service  everywhere  presents  conditions  of  life,  duty,  and 
diwipline  differing  IVotn  those  of  every  other  pursuit. 

The  nature  of  naval  operations,  and  the  circumstances  under  which 
they  are  performed,  reqnire  and  produce  these  conditions  among  every 
))eo[>le  and  under  every  form  of  government.  They  combine  to  estab- 
lish a  distinct  class,  with  strong  features  of  resemblance  all  over  the 
world,  and  everywhere  differing  from  the  body  of  the  country  they  repre- 
sent. The  best  characteristics  of  this  class,  both  officers  and  men,  are 
clearly  the  results  of  the  discipline,  trainiug,  and  traditions  of  tlie  ser- 
vice in  which  they  have  been  reared ;  and  wherever  these  traits  are 
most  distinctly  recognized,  there  the  service  is  ever  most  efficient. 

We,  iu  common  with  all  other  maritime  nations,  have  established 
schools  of  instruction  and  preparation  for  officers,  and  have  produced 
as  a  result  a  corps  which  will  compare  most  favorably  with  any  in  the 
Torld. 

But  we  have  neglected  and  are  neglecting  the  means  necessary  to 
bring  forward,  educate,  and  attach  to  our  service  a  comi)etent  and  effi- 
cient body  of  American  seamen. 

I  deem  it  absolutely  necessarj'  for  the  maintenance  of  the  high  char- 
acter of  our  naval  service  that  some  well-defined  systeni,  calculated 
to  create  and  secure  a  class  of  petty  oflQcers  and  skilled  seamen,  upon 
which  the  navy  can  rely  to  man  its  fleets  in  time  of  war,  should  be  at 
once  adopted,  and  carefully  and  rigidly  applied  to  the  service. 

England  and  France  have  long  since  recognized  this  necessity,  and 
each,  though  in  different  form,  best  suited  to  the  cliaracter  of  their  gov- 
ernment^ has  successfully  provided  suitable  plans  to  accomplish  the 
desired  result.  We  can  profitably  study  and  learn  much  from  the  prac- 
tical working  of  both  the  French  and  English  systems. 

England,  with  a  navy  many  times  larger  than  ours,  by  means  of  ber 
training  ships,  continuous  service,  good  conduct  Itadges^  long  service 
medals,  gratuitous  outfits,  longevity  i)ay,  and  liberal  pensions,  has  now 
a  fidi  and  unfailing  supply  of  excellent  seamen  during  peace,  and  an 
aileqnate  re8er\'e  to  draw  from  in  time  of  war. 

France,  with  a  naval  force  in  time  of  war  quite  eqiuil  to  that  of  Great 
Britain,  has  her  maritime  conscription,  suited  alone  to  that  country,  but 
»liich  fully  supplies  her  navy  with  good  men. 

Beyond  the ''  honorable  discharge"  which  seems  to  have  been  bestowed 
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indiscriminately  bitberto,  ami  a  balf-way  pension,  oar  navy  holds  ont  no 
iaducement  for  sailors  to  skip,  especially  while  the  merchant  service 
tempts  tbem  with  increased  pay,  more  liberty,  and  the  chance  of  promo- 
tion to  the  positions  of  petty  officers. 

It  is  necessary  to  devise  some  further  means  by  which  to  make  oar 
iiaval  sen'ice  [wpnlar  with  seamen,  and  to  enable  us  to  expand  ade- 
qnately  in  case  of  war. 

Of  late  years,  great  attention  has  been  paid  abroad  to  the  training  of 
boys  for  seamen  and  petty  officers.  The  system  adopted  has  been  long 
enough  in  operation  to  enable  its  fiill  benetits  to  bo  understood.  Both 
England  and  France  are  now  veaping  its  advantages,  in  the  posBesBion 
of  a  flue  body  of  petty  offtcers  and  leading  seamen,  who,  retured  in  the 
uavy  from  their  yonth,  are  familiar  with  its  discipline  and  its  traditions, 
who  belong  to  the  service  as  much  as  do  the  officers,  and  who  look  to  it 
as  their  occupation  for  life. 

On  several  occasions  we  have  attempted  to  introdnce  the  apprentice 
system  into  our  navy,  but  it  has  never  made  any  great  headway.  Never 
properly  fostered  and  encouraged,  it  was  diverted  from  its  intended 
object,  and  latterly  substantially  broken  up  by  the  law  limiting  tbe 
number  of  seamen  in  the  navy  to  8,000. 

The  importance  attached  abroad  to  the  training  of  boys  for  the  naval 
service  is  manifest  by  the  number  of  vessels  employed  for  that  objevt. 
England  has  thirty-one  national  vessels  devoted  to  the  purpose  of  nun- 
tical  education,  aiming  mainly  at  obtaining  goo<l  petty  officers  and  sea- 
men. It  is  only  the  most  iut«lligent  and  enterprising  of  tbe  naval 
apprentices  who  work  their  way  to  the  positions  of  boatswains  and  guD- 
ners,  the  extent  of  their  ambition. 

I  would  not  blindly  follow  the  example  of  any  nation,  but  some  attCB- 
tion  should  be  given  to  the  subject  of  bringing  the  personnel  of  oni 
navy  up  to  a  higher  standard. 

In  the  French  navy  the  crews  are  native  bom,  and  in  that  of  England 
they  are  made  up  of  English  and  Americans,  while  the  co8mo)>olitan 
character  of  the  crews  of  some  of  our  ships  shows  the  native  element 
poorly  represented. 

It  is  important  that  a  navy  so  small  in  number  as  ours  Bhonld  con- 
tain superior  material  of  all  kinds. 

Those  "waifs  of  the  ocean"  who  are  now  in  any  navy,  and  now  in  any 
merchant  service,  have  little  or  no  love  of  country^  or  feeling  of  attach- 
ment for  the  flag.  They  aie  only  held  in  the  service  by  the  slender  tie 
of  temporary  convenience,  necessity,  and  subsistence,  often  snnderedby 
desertion  or  discharge,  never  to  be  renewed.  This  class  now  so 
exceeds  and  preponderates  over  that  known  as  our  "old  roan-o'-war's- 
men"  as  to  give  a  very  undesirable  character  to  the  service. 

For  the  improvement  of  the  personnel  of  the  navy,  I  would  suggest 
that  some  plan  be  devised  to  attach  permanently  to  the  service  the  best 
men  now  in  it,  fast  falling  away  through  carelessness  and  neglect,  and 
to  raise  upandetlucate  a  new  class  of  men  for  warrant  and  petty  ofBcers; 
aiming  to  secure  by  this  means  a  sufficient  number  of  native-born  sen- 
men  to  supply  current  wants,  and  to  have  a  large  reserve  always  ready 
for  emei^ucy. 

In  our  coast  squadron,  suggested  in  the  plan  of  naval  establishment 
hereto  annexed,  we  should  endeavor  to  combine  a  training  school  and  a 
fleet  for  home  defense — familiarizing  our  officers  with  our  coasts  and 
harbors,  and  providing  a  disciplined  cordis  of  petty  officers  and  seamen 
to  man  our  iron-clads  for  coast  defense  at  the  shortest  notice.    This 
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squadron  would  also  form  a  resen'e  from  wbicli  our  ships  could  be 
maoDed  as  tliey  were  fitted  out  for  service  abroad. 

It  is  also  highly  iniportuut  that  some  plan  should  be  devised  by  which 
all  seameD  belonging  to  the  Uiiited  States  may  be  "  registered  "  in  snch  a 
manner  that  they  could,  in  lime  of  war,  be  at  once  designated  and  called 
apon.  ^'ot withstanding  all  the  laws  enacted  for  their  benefit  and  the 
"protection"  they  receive,  the  United  States  government  has  no  control 
over  our  seamen  in  time  of  war.  A  civilian  may  be  enrolled  in  the 
militia,  and  is  subject  to  call,  but  no  authority  exista  by  which  a  sailor 
could  he  called  to  go  on  boai-d  ship  to  protect  our  harbors,  were  an 
enemy  thundering  at  our  gates. 

Durinj;  the  rebulliou  our  navy  required  some  sixty  thousand  men,  and 
the  government  only  succeeded  in  getting  vessels  t«  sea  at  gieat  cost. 
Bonuties  were  paid  at  the  rate  of  three  or  four  hundred  dollars  per  man, 
advances  made  on  pay,  and  local  and  State  bounties  added.  The  whole 
amomited,  in  some  cases,  to  over  oue  tfaousaud  dollars  for  a  single  sea- 
maa.  The  precedent  thus  estabUshed  will  be  referred  to  hereafter.  It 
therefore  becomes  necessary  that  some  means  should  be  demised  to  bring 
the  seamen  in  this  country  to  its  protection  in  time  of  war.  The  people 
vould  not  object  to  the  payment  of  suitable  bounties,  and  making  proper 
proWdon  for  the  family  of  the-  sailor,  provided  the  government  could 
cert^aly  secure  hia  ser\'ice8  when  required. 

To  this  end  every  seamau  ou  the  se^iboard  and  on  the  lakes  should  he 
registered,  and  means  taken  to  secure  their  service  to  the  country,  on 
some  settled  terms,  in  time  of  war. 

1  take  occasion,  in  this  coiineotion,  to  draw  attention  to  out  mercan- 
tile marine,  and  to  urge  some  action  by  Congress  to  protect  our  seamen 
from  "runners"  and  "laud-sharks" — terms  not  inapplicable  to  a  class  of 
men  engaged  in  furnishing  seamen  to  merchant  vessels.  No  elaxsof 
men  are  more  cruelly  treated.  The  evil  is  ou  the  increase,  and  a  snita- 
ble  remedy  can  only  he  furnished  by  national  legislation. 

The  system  adopted  by  law  in  England  has  the  effect  of  securing  for 
their  mercantile  marine  the  best  British  and  American  seamen,  and 
leaving  the  worst  to  seek  senice elsewhere.  The  English  law  to  which 
I  refer  ha^  been  in  operation  upwards  of  twelve  years.  One  effect  of  it 
has  been  to  abolish  "  boarding  and  shipping  masters,"  who  shipi>ed 
dmnken  and  worthless  men.  No  seaman  can  now  be  shipped  in  the 
British  mercantile  marine  unless  he  can  show  an  honorable  discharge 
from  his  last  ship.  This  rule  is  strictly  enforced.  Under  the  operation 
of  this  law,  our  native-bom  seamen  are  largely  leaving  our  merchant 
ships  and  seeking  service  abroad,  where  they  get  letter  pay  and  have 
better  association.  This  is  a  matter  of  great  imi>ortance  to  us,  as  it 
directly  affects  our  commercial  interests,  ajj  well  as  the  material  from 
vhich  we  are  to  draw  our  naval  force. 

By  adopting  as  far  as  practicable  a  system  of  registry  and  enrollment 
for  active  and  reserve  seamen,  induced,  if  need  l>e,  by  liberal,  periodi- 
cal advance  of  clothing  and  money,  and  a  judicious  system  of  "fur- 
loughs" and  "pensions,"  "long-service  honors"  and  rations,  and  boun- 
ties when  necessary',  we  may  do  much  towards  the  speedy  restoration  of 
the  personnel  of  our  navy;  and  by  adding  to  this  a  regular  system  of 
training  fur  petty  officers  and  first-class  seamen,  its  ancient  prestige  and 
gloty  may  be  maintained  and  increased. 

NUMBER  op  MEN. 

Great  inconvenience  has  been  experienced  from  the  restriction  of  the 
aomber  of  men  of  all  classes  la  the  service  to  eight  thousand.    This 
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nnmber  was  required  to  man  the  ships  in  commission;  and,  hampered 
by  the  law,  the  depaitment  could  not  provide  men  to  he  ready  for  relief 
when  needed.  Orews  had  to  he  diBcharged  hefore  those  who  were  to 
take  their  i>lace  could  be  enlisted:  and  ships  ordered  home  trom  their 
stations  before  the  manuing  and  organization  of  those  which  were  to 
relieve  them. 

The  loss  of  efficiency  through  this  is  readily  seen,  and  the  inconven- 
ience will  be  more  severely  felt  if  the  number  of  our  ships  in  commission 
is  increased. 

The  estimates  for  the  next  year  are  made  on  the  basis  of  twelve  thon- 
sand  (12,000)  men,  as  the  smallest  number  for  the  proper  performance 
of  the  work  required.    I  trust  that  this  increase  will  be  authorized. 

IKTBE-OCBANIC   CANAL. 

The  great  imimrtaiice  of  the  constmction  of  a  ship  canal  across  tlie 
Isthmus  of  Darien  haa  been  constantly  before  the  attt-ntion  of  the 
department,  ^ow  that  the  Suez  canal  has  been  ot>ened  for  navigation, 
we  arc  doubly  stimulated  to  such  efforts  as  will  lead  to  the  success  ol 
our  own  great  euterprisc.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  offer  argument 
upon  the  value  of  such  a  work  in  its  effect  u])ou  commerce,  and,  through 
coumierce,  uiK>u  civilization  throughout  the  world.  Tlio  public  mind 
fully  accepts  and  appreciates  its  value.  But  we  have  rtmched  the 
utmost  limit  of  utility  in  the  mere  study  and  discussion  of  the  subject. 
The  time  has  come  tor  action  in  the  field ;  and  we  are  well  informed  as 
to  the  ditection  which  this  should  take. 

The  successftU  surveys  hitherto  made  on  that  part  of  the  great  isth- 
mus lying  between  Tehuantepec  on  the  north,  and  the  province  of  Choco 
on  the  south,  have  furnished  us  with  valuable  information.  Several  of 
these  have  been  aecompauicd  by  pi-ojects  for  an  inter-oceanic  canal,  which 
have  been  for  a  long  time  before  the  world.  The  best  evidence  of  their 
inability  to  command  public  confidence,  is  that  not  one  of  them  has  been 
earned  into  execution,  although  several  exeiti>d  hope,  and  were  received 
with  favor.  It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  until  we  know  the  whole  ground, 
we  shall  never  be  able  to  determine  the  best  route.  When  that  route  is 
known,  the  most  thorough  examination  of  the  ground  will  alone  serve 
to  settle  the  question  of  feasibility  so  far  as  that  question  dejieuds  upon 
cost.  It  would  be  nuitter  of  lasting  regret,  if  the  i>eople  an<l  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  were  anticipated  in  this  great  work.  Inves- 
tigations should  be  at  once  commenced  and  directed  to  that  jmrt  of  the 
isthmus  of  which  we  arc  still  almost  wholly  ignorant. 

The  department  is  preparing  a  plan  of  immediate  operations,  under 
the  appropriation  heietofore  made,  by  which,  it  is  hoped,  valuable 
results  will  be  ubtaiued  during  the  present  season. 

The  first  rei>ort  of  the  oSlcer  iu  charge  of  this  subject  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

ADTISOKT  BOARD. 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  a  bill  was  passed  through  one  house 
■but  not  acted  upon  in  the  otlier,  which  i)rovi(ied  for  a  board  of  experts 
to  review  the  action  of  the  bureaus,  and  to  advise  the  Secretary  in  regard 
to  the  building,  furnishing,  and  etpiipment  of  the  ua^y. 

My  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  subject,  and  I  am  of  opinion 
that  some  systeni  of  the  kind  proposed  would  be  of  great  value  for  the 
inforuiatiou  of  the  Sccrctarj',  on  matters  purely  professional,  and  for  the 
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porpoee  of  harmoniziog  and  concentrating  the  work  of  the  varions 
bnmiua.  These,  under  the  system  of  independent  action  formerly  pur- 
iiied,  were  often  antagonistic  in  their  ideaa  and  not  unfrequeutly  came 
intn  direct  conflict  with  each  other, 

Tbe  provisions  of  the  bill  referred  to,  with  some  general  modifications 
as  to  the  comjiosition  of  the  hoard  and  the  manner  of  its  appointment, 
Tould,  I  think,  meet  the  wants  of  the  department  on  this  subject, 

The  t>oard  should,  however,  be  wholly  advisory,  and  without  the 
power  of  interfering  with  the  action  of  the  Executive  or  his  responsible 
representative. 

BELATITE  BANK. 

The  subject  of  relative  rank  in  the  various  corps  of  the  naval  Ber\'1ee 
is  one  of  much  interest  and  some  difficulty.  Some  of  these  corps  are 
dissatisfied  with  their  imsition  under  the  law  as  it  now  stands,  but  there 
is  no  power  in  the  department  to  change  this,  even  should  the  propriety 
of  such  action  be  admitted  by  all.  Hank  can  only  be  fixed  by  law. 
Tliis  subject,  involving  at  tbe  same  time  so  many  considerations  of  dis- 
cipline, efficiency,  and  feeling,  is  now  pressing  for  wise  and  dispassion- 
ate legislation,  ha\'ing  in  \iew  only  the  best  interests  of  the  service. 

A  board,  composed  of  officers  of  high  rank  and  long  experience,  rex>- 
retienting  equally  the  various  personal  interests  involved,  has  been  con- 
stituted by  the  department  to  consider  and  report  some  proper  system 
for  the  regulation  of  this  matter.  Pending  the  report  of  this  board  I 
d&'^ire  to  express  no  opinion  on  the  subject-matter  of  their  considera- 
tion. Should  they  be  able  to  arrive  at  a  proper  conclusion,  the  result'of 
Ibeir  labors  will  be  at  once  communicated  to  Congress  for  their  informa- 
tion. 

EETIBED  OFFICERS. 

Much  injustice  to  the  many  distinguished  officers  on  the  retired  list  is 
now  done  by  the  operation  of  the  act  of  March  2, 1867,  requiring  he 
advance  of  all  officers  on  that  list,  as  their  respective  grades  on  the 
active  list  are  promoted.  Many  officei3  retired  years  ago  on  account  of 
the  condition  of  their  health,  or  for  the  good  of  the  service,  are  now 
reguiarly  promoted  under  this  law,  and  take  rank  with  those  who  have 
gone  on  the  list  disabled  by  service  or  covere4l  with  honorable  wounda 
Some  of  those  formerly  retired,  by  long  service  in  other  times  or  gallant 
eonduet  during  the  late  war,  well  deserve  the  honors  of  their  profession } 
hut  it  is  not  so  with  all. 

The  physical  and  mental  condition  of  some  officers  renders  their  pro- 
motion worse  than  folly.  It  has  occurred,  that  under  the  operation  of 
the  law  refeiTed  to,  the  department  was  required  to  send  an  appointment 
of  liigh  grade  to  an  officer  long  ago  retired  as  a  midshipman,  who  had 
rendered  no  serrice  since,  and  who,  confined  as  a  driveling  idiot  in  an 
asylum,  could  neither  value  nor  understand  the  document  which  con- 
tained the  expression  of  official  confidence  and  favor. 

It  is  hoi>ed  that  this  law  will  be  so  far  modified  as  to  leave  some  dis- 
cretion in  the  application  of  its  provisions. 

In  the  year  18tJ5,  a  board  composed  of  Admirals  who  had  commanded 
winadron's  during  the  war,  with  Admiral  Farragiit  as  president,  was 
wmvened  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  ta  report  the  names  of  such 
officers  as  they  deemed  worthy  of  advancement,  under  the  act  of  April 
21, 1864.    The  board,  after  careful  consideration,  made  a  report  strictly 
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according  to  the  letter  of  their  iiistractions,  and  their  selection  voald, 
it  is  believed,  have  been  satisfoctory  to  the  navy  at  larfje.  The  recom- 
mendattons  of  the  lK>ard  were,  however,  not  aoqiiieBced  in,  and  the  ad- 
Taiicemeut  was  miide  quite  independently  of  their  action.  The  result  is 
that  many  officers  coiiuider  themselves  as  unjnslly  treated,  and  a  feeling 
of  discontent  exists,  most  undesirable  in  the  service.  Some  of  the  cases 
affected  by  this  action  have  been  already  acted  on  by  the  admiuistratioa. 
But  it  is  felt  that  the  real  merit  of  each  case  can  only  be  properly  judged 
of  by  those  who  were  personally  coguizant  of  all  its  circumstances,  and 
that  too  many  considerations  would  be  lost  sight  of  in  the  lapse  of  time 
to  permit  of  direct  a<:tion  by  the  department  without  the  risk  of  further 
mistakes. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  department  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  board 
of  officers,  removed  by  high  rank  from  all  personal  interest  on  this  ques- 
tion, to  examiue  the  cases  complained  of,  and  to  report  their  conclusions 
for  such  action  by  the  Executive  and  Congress  as  to  them  may  seem 
proper. 

Promotion  for  distinguished  bravery  has  hitherto  been  confined  to  a 
single  class  of  officers.    This  is  not  as  it  should  be. 

Distinguished  gallantry  and  good  conduct  in  battle  should  be  held  to 
entitle  any  officer  of  any  class  who  exhibits  it  to  promotion  in  bis  corps. 

NATAL  PENSION  FUND. 

The  pension  roll  on  the  Ist  of  November,  1860,  was  as  follows :

In  the  \mt  report  the  then  Secretary  of  the  Navy  called  the  attention 
of  Congress  to  the  operation  of  the  act  of  July,  1868,  practically  repudi- 
ating a  ]>ortion  of  the  interest  on  the  bonds  of  the  United  States  in 
which  this  fiind  is  invested. 

As  the  present  trustee  of  this  fiind,  I  desire  again  to  present  tbe  sub- 
ject to  their  consideration,  as  exhibiting  an  attitude  which  seems  to  be 
unworthy  of  a  great  nation  toward  its  defenders. 

The  report  of  the  board  appointed  to  examine  and  report  upon  the 
condition  of  the  naval  pension  fund,  and  the  laws  relating  thereto,  is 
herewith  transmitted. 

EXPENSES  AND  ESTIUATEB. 

The  sum  of  twenty-seven  million  eight  hundred  and  eighty  thoosand 
six  hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  ($27,880,658)  was  expended  up  to  the 
Ist  of  December,  of  which  amount  seven  million  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-ninethousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-threedollars  (^$7,799,373) 
bas  been  refunded  to  the  treasury,  leaving  the  actual  expenditures  since 
the  last  report,  December  1, 1868,  twenty  million  eighty-one  thousand 
two  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars,  (20,081,285.)  The  appropriations 
for  the  year  ending  the  30th  of  June,  1870,  were  fifteen  million  eight 
hnndred  and  seventy  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty -one  dollars  and 
sixty  cents,  ($  15,87 0,.'>31  60,)  a  sum  scarcely  larger  than  that  which  was 
usually  apprepriated  for  the  support  of  the  naval  establishment  previous 
to  the  war,  when  our  navy  was  comparatively  small}  before  costly  and 
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expensive  steam  macbinery  was  largely  in  use,  and  the  great  expeDse  of 
fad  iDCurred;  when  labor  and  materials  were  far  below  the  present 
gtaadard,  and  the  hours  of  work  one-fifth  greater.  With  the  greatly 
increased  demand  for  expenditure  in  every  field  of  operatiun  the  actual 
retnnis  for  money  are  now  scarcely  one-half  of  what  they  formerly  were. 

It  ia  presumed  that  the  appropriations  for  the  present  year  were  con- 
trolled by  the  fact  that  some  surplus  then  remained  at  the  command  of 
the  department,  and  that  they  did  not  really  represent  the  understood 
requirements  of  the  service. 

The  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1871,  are  based  on  a 
force  of  twelve  thoasand  (12,000)  men  (an  increase  of  one-third)  as  the 
reiy  smallest  with  which  the  present  navy  can  be  operated  to  advantage, 
ud  are  as  follows :

EESPONSIBILITT  OP  DISBUESmG  OFFICERS. 

The  laws  regnlating  the  responsibility  of  officers  disbursing  the  money 
appropriated  to  the  naval  service  are  inadequate. 

The  department  has  endeavored  to  remedy  this  defect  by  stringent 
regulations,  and  the  requirement  of  prompt  returns ;  but  further  legis- 
latioD  on  the  subject  is  needed  for  the  security  of  the  government,  and 
the  attention  of  Congress  is  called  to  the  subject. 

There  are  many  other  subjects  of  local  and  general  interest  pressing 
npon  the  attention  of  the  department,  but  for  which  I  have  not  found 
plaice  for  special  mention  in  this  report.  Some  of  them  are  particularly 
referred  to  in  the  reports  of  the  several  bureaus,  and  others  will  be  here- 
after communicated. 

BUREAUS. 

The  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Construction  and  Repair  estimates  for  cur- 
rent wants,  and  asks  an  additional  and  si>ecial  appropriation  to  collect 
supplies  of  timber  to  be  seasoned  for  future  use. 

The  chief  of  tbe  Bureau  of  Ordnance  reports  that,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  "a  special  board,  deteriorated  cannon  and  ordnance  stores  at 
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northern  nnvy  yards  have  been  and  are  beinj;  sold,  and  the  proceeds 
deposited  in  tlie  treasury.  An  estimate  for  thirty  guns  of  fiftJeeo-irich 
calibre  is  submitted.  Xone  other  are  Fecjuired.  He  calls  attention  t« 
estimate  for  a  niter  depot,  and  to  the  question  of  additional  magazines 
remote  from  cities  and  towns,  and  nrges  action  at  an  early  date.  The 
interests  of  the  country  deiuand  that  every  new  improvement  iu  ord- 
nance or  war  materials  should  be  carefully  investigated,  and,  where 
shown  to  be  valuable,  speedily  adopted.  Temporary  structures  for  mag- 
azines and  workshops  have  l>een  erected  on  Goat  Island,  near  Newport, 
for  the  torpeilo  cori)8,  and  the  sum  a^ed  for  in  connection  therewith  is 
deemed  netjessary. 

The  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  states  that  additional  apimra- 
tus  is  needed  for  the  Naval  Observatory,  and  special  estimate  for  this  is 
'  made  and  favorable  action  asked.  In  regard  to  the  Nautical  Almanac, 
it  is  suggested  that  almanacs  of  at  least  three  years  advance  date  should 
be  supplied  to  vessels  hound  on  long  voyages,  and  considerable  progress, 
it  is  stateil,  has  been  made  to  meet  this  want. 

For  charts  and  sailing  directions  the  navy  is  mainly  dependent  upon 
foreign  supply.  An  additional  appropriation  should  be  made  to  enable 
the  hydi-ographic  office,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  do  away  with  this  neces- 
sity. The  bureau  has  already  published  valuable  results  from  surveys 
made  by  our  own  vessels,  and  should  be  enabled  to  continue  and  i>erfet't 
them.  The  army  code  of  signals  for  general  use,  in  connection  with 
the  pn'sent  naval  code,  having  been  adopted,  a  department  of  that  char- 
acter has  beeu  established  and  is  engaged  in  perfecting  this  branch  of 
the  service. 

The  apprentice  system  is  regarded  as  having  Jailed  to  accomplish  the 
object  desired,  because  boys  arc  entered  with  the  idea  of  becoming  offi- 
cers, and  after  the  number  allowed  by  law  have  been  selected  and  ad- 
mitted into  the  Naval  Academy,  the  others  become  dissatisfied  and  use- 
less. The  chiefs  of  the  Bureaus  of  Na^-igation,  and  Equipment  and 
Becruiting,  harmonize  in  opinion  that  the  taw  in  relation  to  a])prentices 
and  minors  should  be  amended. 

The  chiefoftheBureauofEquipment  and  Becruiting  details  the  opera- 
tions at  the  several  yards  in  equipping  vessels  for  sea  under  the  new 
rules  now  established.  Vessels  are  now  taken  in  hand  as  soon  as  put 
out  of  commission,  completely  refitted  and  equipped,  and  if  not  requireil 
for  immediate  use,  properly  stored.  This  practice  promotes  economy 
and  etaciency.  Attention  is  called  to  the  Boston  and  Washington  navy 
yards,  and  certain  improvements  in  reference  to  rope  walks  and  anchors 
are  recommended.  The  insufficiency  of  the  law  in  regnnl  to  contracts 
for  coal  and  other  supplies  suggested.  A  modification  of  the  law  is  also 
suggested,  regulating  the  number  of  men  in  the  navy,  allowing  an  excess 
when  s[K>cially  required.  The  present  law  iu  regard  to  desertions  should 
be  so  amended  that  a  deserter  may  be  apprehended  at  any  time,  and 
compelleil  to  serve  out  his  term  of  enlistment. 

There  is  u  lack  of  professional  assistance  to  the  bureau.  An  officer 
not  below  the  grade  of  commander  should  be  authorized  by  law  us  an 
assistant  to  the  chief  of  the  bureau. 

The  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks  refers  to  the  inefficiency 
of  our  navy  yards,  which  was  so  painfully  obvious  during  the  rebellion, 
when  the  aid  of  almost  every  ship  yard  and  machine  shop  in  the  e^jun 
try  had  to  be  called  in.  He  also  refers  to  the  different  yards  in  detail, 
and  asks  approjjriations  for  theii'  improvement,  and  in  cont^tusion  siiys 
"the  ajipropriationa  asked  are  only  for  objects  deemed  iQdisi>eusably 
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necessary,  no  appropriatioDS  for  tlie  puipose  baviug  been  made  for  the 
last  three  years!" 

The  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Provisions  aud  Clothing  earnestly  recom- 
mends  that  a  supply  of  clothing  be  advanced  to  men  enlisting  free  of 
cost;  and  suggests  an  increase  in  the  ration  in  some  particulars. 

The  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Steam  Engineering  reviews  the  condition 
of  his  department  at  the  time  he  took  charge.  The  appropriations  avail- 
able for  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  18ti8-'09  and  1869-'70,  together, 
amonnted  to  about  $800,000.  Ilad  the  intentions  of  his  predecessor 
been  carried  out,  $424,0(18  would  have  been  paid  to  contnictors  and 
$;U.i,lKKi  for  tools  and  machinery — thus  leaving  only  $.10,000  for  all  the 
work  of  the  bureau.  By  aatisfactorj-  arrangements  contracts  have  been 
cancelletl  and  some  $loO,000  reser\'ed  for  more  immediate  uecessities. 
The  engines  and  machinery  scattered  about  the  countrj-  have  been  taken 
iu  charge  and  stored  in  the  navy  yaols.  Tools  contracted  for  have  been 
tlelivered,  and  arrangements  made  to  defer  payment  until  Congress 
slionld  make  necessary  appropriation.  The  funds  thus  saved  and  ren- 
dered available  have  been  devoted  to  the  necessary  refitting  and  repair- 
ing of  the  machinery  of  ships  required  for  service. 

All  the  yards,  except  Pensacola,  have  been  inspected  in  tlieir  eiigineer- 
uig  departments.  The  bureau  has  made  no  contracts  for  supplies  for 
past  and  present  fiscal  years,  owing  to  the  smallness  of  the  appropria- 
tions. The  estimates  for  the  next  year  for  all  objects  under  the  bureau 
amount  to  $l,80i),um 

The  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  submits  the  statistics 
of  the  number  of  cases  treated  and  various  forms  of  disease  prevailing 
in  the  navy,  also  a  stat^imeut  of  the  iusane  of  the  navy,  and  the  coudi- 
tinn  of  the  naval  hospital  fund,  the  balanec  on  hand  October  1, 18^, 
being  $428,825  25.  Attention  is  called  in  detail  to  the  repairs  and  im- 
provements necessary  at  the  several  hospitals. 

The  commandant  of  the  Marine  Cori>3  reports  that  on  inspection,  the 
corps  is  found  In  a  high  state  of  efQciency  aud  discipline.  There  are 
2,300  enlisted  men  in  this  service,  1,000  of  whom  are  on  board  vessels 
iu  commissiou. 

The  marines  are  often  called  on  to  assist  the  civil  authorities  in  the 
principal  cities,  and  on  several  occasions  during  the  present  year  have 
been  thus  used  at  New  York  and  Philadelphia. 

The  estimates  for  the  quartermaster's  department  of  the  Marine  Corps 
show  a  reduction  of  over  $112,000,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

All  the  bureaus  urge  the  necessity  for  addition  to  their  clerical  lore's 
and  in  this  the  department  entirely  concurs.  The  reduction  made  last 
year  in  the  working  force  is  found  to  have  been  too  great,  and  great 
difficulty  is  experienced  in  getting  through  with  the  active  work  of  the 
deiKirtment,  greatly  increased  as  it  has  been  by  the  introduction  of  the 
new  regulations  and  requirements  of  duty. 

The  present  requirement  of  full  reports  and  direct  accountability  in 
all  subjects,  and  the  system  of  personal  review  of  the  action  of  the 
various  bureaus,  has  greatly  increased  the  work  iu  the  Secretary's  office 
proper. 

Since  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  Assistant  Secretary,  the  office  of  chief 
clerk  of  the  department  has  much  increased  in  importance.  As  the 
direct  representative  of  the  Secretory  iu  charge  of  all  matters  not  pro- 
fessional in  their  nature,  the  work  of  this  officer  is  one  of  large  responsi- 
bihty  and  very  great  labor.  The  duties  have  been  well  and  prompt^ 
performed,  and  the  estimated  increase  in  the  salary  is  recommended. 
Cnder  the  present  allowance  of  but  three  watchmen  for  the  wliole  de- 
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partment,  the  men  are  overworked  and  the  building  and  archives  are  in 
constant  danger  of  flre. 

CONCLDSIOH. 

I  have  thought  it  proper  in  the  first  report  of  yonr  administration  to 
explain  fully  the  present  condition  of  the  naval  establishment,  and  to 
poiut  out,  with  some  particularity,  the  general  principles  which  I  think 
should  be  adopted  for  its  improvement. 

In  doing  so,  I  liave  been  led  to  discuss  some  questions  of  public  policy 
which  have  relation  to  the  field  of  naval  seTvice,  and  which  must  he 
considered  iu  judgiug  of  its  present  and  determining  on  its  future  cod- 
dition.  I  am  not  unmindfal,  however,  of  the  fact  that  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  country  demands  the  strictest  ecouomy  in  every  branch  of 
the  public  service;  and  many  of  the  suggestions  which  I  have  felt  it  my 
duty  to  make,  must  be  uuderstood  as  pointing  to  that  for  which  we 
should  strive,  rather  than  that  which  we  may  at  once  accomplish.  With 
the  necessary  iuformation  and  proper  suggestions  before  them,  Congress 
must  be  the  final  judge  of  what  the  situation  demands,  aud  the  resources 
of  the  country  will  permit. 

What  the  department  has  done  during  its  brief  period  of  your  admin- 
istration is  before  you.  Squadrons  reorganized,  ships  refitted,  expendi- 
tures redaced,  economy  required,  and  responsibdity  enforced:  this  is 
what  it  has  attempted.  It  umst  be  left  to  your  judgment,  and  to  that  of 
the  country,  to  say  if  it  has  accomplished  auytbing  of  its  work. 

For  whatever  has  been  done,  simple  justice  demands  that  I  shoold 
express  how  much  we  are  indebted  to  the  practical  wisdom  of  my  tmme 
diate  predecessor,  to  the  skill  and  esertions  of  the  chiefs  and  officers  of 
the  several  bureaus,  aud  to  the  comprehension,  energy,  and  ability  of 
the  distinguished  officer  detailed  by  you  for  my  assistance,  to  whom  the 
department  and  his  country  are  so  much  indebted.

OPERATIONS  OF  THE  FLEETS. 

Sorth  Atiantic  Jteet — Bear-Admiral  Henry  K.  Hoff  cominanded  the 
Sorth  Atlantic  fleet  until  AugHSt.  With  some  few  exceptions  the  fiag- 
diip  Albany  was  stationed  in  the  harbor  of  Havana  until  June,  the  state 
of  affairs  on  the  island  of  Cuba  rendering  it  important  to  American 
interests  that  the  commanding  officer  of  the  fleet  should  be  in  that 
vicinity. 

In  April  he  visited  the  Southwest  Pass  of  the  Mississippi  in  the  exe- 
cntiou  of  his  instructions  to  arrest,  as  far  as  in  his  power,  expeditions 
on  foot  to  violate  our  neutrality  taws,  and  in  June  made  Key  West  his 
headqaarters,  the  sickly  season  in  Havana  having  set  in. 

July  10  he  proceeded  to  Santiago  de  Cuba,  taking  with  him  the 
Gettysborg  and  monitor  Saugus,  and  investigated  the  circumstances  of 
the  execution  of  two  American  citizens  at  that  place,  and  returned  to 
Key  West  via  the  south  side  of  Cuba  and  Cape  San  Antonio,  July  23. 

August  17  he  arrived  at  Sfew  York,  in  the  Albany,  agreeably  to  orders, 
aod  was  detached  from  the  command  of  the  fleet. 

Hissuccossor,  Bear  Admiral  Charles  H.  Poor,  hoisted  his  flag  on  board 
the  Powhatan,  at  Kew  York,  September  15 ;  arrived  at  Key  West  via 
Havana,  October  8,  and  has  since  then  visited  Havana  and  Mataozas. 

Commander  W.  W.  Queen,  commanding  the  Tuscarora,  and  senior 
officer  on  the  station,  had  charge  of  the  fleet  from  the  departure  of  Bear- 
Admiral  Hoff  to  the  arrival  of  Bear- Admiral  Poor.  August  24  he  sailed 
from  Key  West  in  the  Tnscarora  for  St  Domingo  City,  on  special  service, 
and  returned  September  29.  The  Tnscarora  is  at  present  stationed  at 
Aspinwall. 

The  Gettysburg  having  returned  from  the  station  for  repairs,  &c.,  was 
pat  out  of  commission  at  ITew  York,  October  21,  Her  service  was  prin- 
cipally in  the  waters  of  Cuba.  From  March  uutil  June  she  was  stationed 
at  AEq)inwall,  and  in  July  visited  some  of  the  Haytien  ports. 

The  Penobscot,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,'cruised  on  the  Colom- 
bian coast.  Febmary  3  she  arrived  at  Havana,  and  until  June  was  em- 
ployed in  Cuban  wat«rs.  She  was  put  out  of  commission  at  Portsmouth, 
K.  H.,  July  9. 

The  Nipsic  was  on  service  in  Haytien  waters  until  the  middle  of  Jan- 
uary; from  January  to  March  at  Aspinwall ;  and  April,  May,  and  June 
on  the  Cuban  coast  She  arrived  at  Washington  July  21  for  repairs  and 
a  new  propeller. 

TheYantic  remained  at  Aspinwall,  with  the  exception  of  a  visit  to 
Carthagena,  from  November  10  to  January  18 ;  cruised  on  the  Haj-tien 
coast  until  the  middle  of  May;  returned  to  Aspinwall  in  June ;  left  late 
in  August ;  on  duty  in  the  waters  of  Haj-ti  September  and  October ; 
and  arrived  at  New  York  November  6,  having  lost  her  commanding  offi- 
cer and  others  by  fever. 

The  Harragansett  was  commissioned  at  New  Yori£,  January  16 :  joined 
the  fieet  in  March ;  cruised  on  the  Cuba  and  Florida  coasts  until  late  in 
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Jaoe;  and,  yellow  fever  appearing  on  board,  was  ordered  to  Portsmontti, 
S.  H.,  and  put  out  of  commiseion  Jul;  d. 

Tlhe  Saratoga  was  temporarily  attached  to  the  fleet,  (May  10  to  June 
11.)  but  ordered  to  New  York  and  put  out  of  commission  on  account  of 
yellow  fever. 

The  Seminole  reported  for  duty  in  the  fleet  at  Key  West,  August  14, 
having  been  on  special  service  to  St.  Domingo  and  St.  Thomas,  and 
sailed  August  18  tor  Aspinwall. 

The  Saugus  arrived  at  Key  West  July  3  from  Hampton  Boada,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  a  visit  to  Santiago  de  Cuba,  has  been  stationed  on 
the  Florida  coaat. 

The  Dictator,  Nantaaket,  and  Severn,  have  recently  been  added  to  tin 
fleet,  and  the  Albany  sailed  from  New  York  November  10  to  rejoin  it 

South  Atlantic  Jieet. — In  October,  1809,  Bear- Admiral  Charles  H.  Davis 
gave  General  McMahon  passage  in  the  flag-ship  Guerriere  from  Bio  de 
Janeiro  to  the  La  Plata,  and  thence  to  the  Paraguayan  lines  in  the 
Wasp,  to  which  his  flag  was  temporarily  transferred.  The  Wasp,  accom- 
panied by  the  Pawnee,  Quinnebaug,  and  Kansas,  arrived  off  Ro«u-io  in 
November.  The  Pawnee  and  Quinnebaug  remained  at  that  pointy  and 
the  Wasp  and  Kansas,  continuing  up  the  river,  December  3d,  came  to 
anchor  off  Angostura,  Paraguay.  After  an  interview  between  Bear- 
Admiral  Davis  and  President  Lopez,  and  completion  of  preparations 
for  the  reception  of  General  McMahon,  the  latter  was  landed  December 
12,  and  received  by  several  officers  of  President  Lopez's  staff.  The 
same  evening  Hear-Admiral  Davis  repassed  the  lines  in  the  Wasp, 
leaving  the  Kansas  at  Corrieutes,  to  receive  expected  dispatches  for 
General  McMahon  and  convey  them  to  him,  and  arrived  at  Montevideo 
December  18. 

The  Guerriere  sailed  from  Montevideo  the  15th,  and  arrived  at  Bio 
de  Janeiro  the  21st  of  January:  returning,  left  Bio  the  lltb,  and 
reached  Montevideo  the  21st  of  February.  Bear- Admiral  Davis,  on  the 
17tb  of  June,  placed  the  fleet  in  charge  of  Captain  M.  B.  Woolsey,  senior 
officer  of  the  station,  and  returned  in  the  Guerriere  to  New  York,  arriv- 
ing 18th  July. 

The  Kansas,  finding  it  impossible,  under  the  situation  of  affiurs  be- 
tween the  opposing  armies,  to  communicate  with  General  McMahon,  left 
Paraguay  in  January,  and  reached  Montevideo  March  8,  having  been 
aground  several  weeks.  August  5  she  sailed  for  the  United  States,  and 
arrived  at  New  York  September  9. 

The  Wasp  visited  Asunsion  again,  in  February,  to  investigate  the 
rei>orted  pillaging  of  the  United  States  legation  and  the  destruction  of 
the  archives,  and  to  endeavor  to  communicate  with  General  McMahon. 
The  investigation  was  conducted,  and  every  effort  made  to  communicate 
with  the  minister.  Communication  was  impracticable,  in  consequence  of 
the  position  taken  by  .the  allied  forces,  and  the  Wasp  left  Asunsion 
March  8,  touched  at  Gorrientes  and  Bosario,  and  arrived  at  Montevideo 
the  16th  of  that  month. 

The  Pawnee  and  Quinnebaug,  after  the  service  up  the  Paraguay,  as 
heretofore  stated,  returned  to  Montevideo.  The  former  arrived  at  New 
York  June  20. 

The  Portsmouth  joined  the  fleet  in  April.  She  has  been  used  by  Cap- 
tain Woolsey  as  his  flagship,  and  has  visited  the  principal  ports  on  the 
coast  of  Brazil. 

Bear-Admii-al  Joseph  Lanman,  the  present  commander  of  the  fleet, 
sailed  in  his  flag-ship,  the  Lancaster,  from  Hampton  Boads,  the  21st  of 
October  last. 
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Paeifie  fieet. — Until  the  :!8th  of  June  there  were  two  distinct  com- 
mands  on  the  Pacific  station — the  North  Pacific  squadron,  under  Kear- 
Admiral  T.  T.  Craven,  and  the  South  Pa<ufic  squadron,  under  Eear- 
Admiral  Thomas  Turner. 

lu  Xovember,  1868,  Rear-Admiral  Craven  sailed  ftx)m  San  Francisco 
in  the  Pensacola,  visited  the  principal  ports  in  the  Gulf  of  California, 
also  Aeapuico,  and  returned  December  9. 

In  April  he  transferred  his  flag  temporarily  to  the  Ossipee.  The  Pen- 
sacola made  a  second  cruise  to  the  Mexican  coast,  and  returned  June  11. 

The  Oaaipee,  firom  November  13,  1868,  to  April,  1869,  was  stationed 
amoug  the  Sandwich  Islands.     She  returned  to  San  Francisco  April  19. 

The  Mohongo  arrived  at  San  Francisco  from  the  Sandwich  Islands 
Jfovember28.  In  January  and  February  she  erniaed  in  the  Gulf  of 
California,  and  returned  to  San  Francisco  March  4;  March  12  left  again 
on  a  similar  cruise,  and  returned  May  19.  Her  officers  and  crew  were 
bansferred  to  the  Mohican,  and  she  was  put  out  of  commission  May  27. 

The  Cyane  left  Panama  March  26,  arrived  at  San  Francisco  June  14, 
and  was  put  out  of  commission. 

The  Jamestown  sailed  from  San  Francisco  February  17,  visited  some 
of  the  Mexican  ports,  and  arrived  at  Panama  May  24. 

The  Lackawanna  was  put  out  of  commission  at  San  Francisco  in  Feb- 
raary  last,  having  returned  December  31  from  a  cruise  on  Mexican 
coast. 

Tlie  Kesaca  sailed  from  San  Francisco  December  15,  visited  Aeapulco 
aad  Mazatlan,  and  returned  in  April  for  repairs. 

The  Saginaw  left  San  Francisco  December  1, 1868,  for  Sitka,  arrived 
December  22,  remained  several  months  in  the  waters  of  Alaska,  and  re- 
tamed  to  San  Francisco  in  April. 

Rear-Admiral  Turner  sailed  from  Callao,  in  the  Powhatan,  December 
4, 1868,  visited  Pisco  and  Coquimbo,  and  arrived  at  Valparaiso  Decem- 
ber 2i  In  January  visited  Loto  and  Tatcahuano,  and  returned  to  Val- 
paraiso the  12th  of  February.  In  April  proceeded  to  Talcahuano,  taking 
with  him  most  of  liia  fleet,  which  he  dispatched  to  different  jiarts  of  the 
nation,  and  returned  in  the  Powhatan  to  Valparaiso.  Havinf;  been 
ordered  to  command  the  Pacific  fleet,  he  left  Callao  in  mail  steamer  for 
San  Francisco  May  28.  and  arrived  June  28.  The  Powhatan  sailed  for 
Sew  York  June  1,  arri  sd  September  11,  and  was  ordered  to  the  North 
Atlantic  fleet. 

The  Tuscarora,  in  February,  was  sent  from  Callao  to  Buena  Ventura, 
to  investigate  the  circumstances  connected  with  the  imprisonment  ot 
the  UnitM  States  consul  at  that  port  and  insult  to  the  consular  flag. 
She  arrived  there  2AA  February,  remained  several  days  and  returned  to 
Callao,  thence  to  Valparaiso.  May  12  she  left  the  latter  irort  for  the 
Sorth  Atlantic  station,  and  anived  at  Key  West,  Florida,  July  28. 

The  Daeotah  was  stationed  in  the  vicinity  of  Callao  until  ordered  to 
San  Francisco  for  repairs  and  alteration.  She  arrived  at  Mare  Island 
Jnly  26. 

The  Kearsarge  cruised  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  off  the  coasts 
of  Peru  and  Chili.  April  17  she  sailed  from  Talcahuano  for  the  Mar- 
•itiesas,  Society,  Navigators,  and  Feejee  Islands^  New  South  Wales,  and 
Jfew  Zealand,  to  look  after  American  interests  m  those  distant  regions. 
She  was  at  the  Marquesas  June  6;  the  Society  from  the  13th  to  the  24th 
Jane;  the  Navigators  from  the  4th  to  10th  July;  the  Feejees  ftom  the 
ISlh  to  the  24th  of  July;  and  arrived  at  Sidney,  New  South  Wales, 
August  12. 

The  Nyack  was  under  repairs  at  Callao  for  several  months.    Since  the 
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date  of  their  completion  iu  April,  she  has  been  stationed  on  the  Peni- 
riau  and  Cliiliau  eoast». 

The  Onward  has  been  cruising  on  the  South  American  coast,  and  has 
been  recently  ordered  to  Panama  to  receive  the  stores  from  the  nav^ 
store-house,  which  is  to  be  distoutinued. 

June  28,  Gear-Admiral  Turner  hoisted  his  flag  on  the  Fensacola,  at 
Sau  Francisco,  and  took  command  of  all  the  vessels  which  had  consti- 
tuted the  illorth  Pacific  and  South  Pacific  squadrons.  In  August  he 
visited  Esquimault,  Steilacoom,  Olympia,  and  Port  Ton-nsend. 

The  Pensacola  requiring  I'cpairs,  lie  trausferred  his  dag  to  the  Mo- 
hican October  4,  and  proceeded  to  the  Sandwich  Islands;  arrived  there 
October  31,  and  expected  to  remain  until  December  1, 

The  Mohican  sailed  from  San  Francisco  June  29  for  Plover  Bay,  Si- 
beria, conveying  thither  the  party  which  had  been  detailed  by  the  de- 
partment to  take  obsen'ations  of  the  eclipse  of  the  sun.  She  arrived 
at  her  destination  July  30,  departed  August  7,  and  reached  San  Frao- 
Cisco  September  21. 

The  Cyane  was  recoinmiBsioned  at  Mare  Island  September  13,  and 
sailed  on  the  20th  for  Sitka,  having  been  specially  iitted  out  and  pro- 
vided for  service  in  the  waters  of  Alaska. 

The  Saginaw  left  San  Francisco  July  28  for  the  Mexican  coast,  and 
returned  November  11.  She  is  now  being  prepared,  and  vill  soon  be 
ready,  to  proceed  to  the  Midway  Islands,  where  she  is  to  remain  in  con- 
nection with  part}-  to  be  engaged  in  deepening  the  entrance  to  the  har- 
bor at  those  islands. 

The  Resaca  left  San  Fi-ancisco  October  30  for  Panama. 

The  Jamestown  sailed  from  Pamima  August  20,  on  a  cruise  to  the 
Feejee  and  Caroline  Islands  to  investigate  complaints  made  by  citizens 
of  the  United  States  of  unfair  treatment  and  violence,  and  to  look  after 
our  interests  generally  in  that  quarter.  On  completing  this  duty  slie 
returns  to  the  coast  of  Chili. 

The  special  assignment  of  vessels  for  the  north  and  sonth  squadrons 
of  the  Pacific  fleet  lias  not  yet  been  made. 

Commodore  TN'miam  Rogers  Taylor,  commanding  the  north  squadroii, 
at  present  has  his  flag  on  board  the  Ossi[>ee,  which  vessel  is  repairing 
at  IMare  Island. 

European  fleet. — Commodore  A.  M.  Pennock  was  in  charge  of  the 
European  fleet  from  October,  18C8,  to  February  28,  1869. 

In  November,  1808,  he  visited,  in  the  Ticonderoga,  Barcelona.  Iu  De- 
cember, he  transferred  his  flag  to  the  Frolic,  proceeded  from  Marseilles 
to  Malaga,  returned  to  Villetranche,  via  Leghorn,  January  25th;  shiftwl 
his  flag  back  to  the  Ticonderoga,  and  repaired  with  that  vessel  to  Lislmn, 
to  meet  liear-Admiral  Radfoi'd. 

Tlie  Ticonderoga,  in  January,  was  dispatched  to  the  Grecian  Archi- 
pelago to  investigate  the  report,  which  proved  untrue,  that  the  Ameri- 
can flag  had  been  improperly  used  by  Greek  vessels  in  that  quarter- 
She  retunieil  to  Nice  January  18. 

Bear- Admiriil  Radfoi'd  arrived  at  Lisbon  February  28,  from  New  York, 
in  the  Franklin.  In  pursuance  of  instructions,  he  ordered  the  Ticoii- 
dei-oga.  Frolic,  and  Swatara,  to  the  United  States.  The  Ticonderogn 
arrived  at  Boston,  April  26,  the  Frolic  at  New  York,  May  1,  and  the 
Swatara  at  Philadelphia^  May  25. 

Tlie  places  of  these  vessels  were  supplied  by  the  Franklin,  Richmond, 
and  Plymouth ;  the  Richmond  having  arrived  out  in  February,  the  Pl.v- 
mouth  in  Z^Iarcli,  the  Juniata  in  September.  Leaving  Lisbon  April  ii, 
the  Franklin  touched  at  Cadiz,  Gibraltar,  and  Algiers,  and  arrival  at 
Toulon  May  11.    She  left  Toulon  in  June,  visited  in  succession  Viile- 
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franche,  GeDoa,  Naples,  Trieste,  and  Tanis,  and  Tetiimed  to  Marseilles 
the  19tli  of  September. 

Marcb  15,  the  Richmond  left  Lisbon  for  a  cruise  to  Athens  and  other 
ports  in  the  archipelago,  and  the  east.  Touched  at  Gibraltar,  Cartagena, 
Algiers,  Falmaa  Bay,  TaniB,  Malta,  Athens,  Smyrna,  Syria,  Milo,  Alex- 
andria, Tripoli,  Messina,  Naples  and  Spezia,  and  arrived  at  Lisbon  24th 
June. 

The  Plymouth  sailed  from  Lisbon  April  i,  and  vas  stationed  on  the 
Spacish  eoost  until  July.  Since  then  she  has  visited  Naples,  Leghorn, 
Athens,  Smyrna,  Beyront,  Jaffa,  Alexandria,  TripoU,  Messina,  Palermo, 
and  Marseilles.  She  has  recently  been  ordered  to  England,  to  accom- 
pany the  remains  of  the  late  George  Peabody  to  the  United  States. 

The  Juniata  waa  at  Barcelona  18th  October. 

The  store-ship  Guard  arrived  October  12  at  New  York,  and  was  put 
oat  of  commission. 

The  Cauandaigna  left  Gibraltar  for  home  November  11, 18C8;  touched 
oa  the  way  at  the  Cape  de  Verds,  Monrovia,  Cape  Palmas,  St,  Paul  de 
Loanda,  Ascension  and  Barbadoes,  and  arrived  at  New  York  February 
U. 

The  store-ship  Supply  is  on  the  eve  of  sailing  from  Boston  for  Spezia 
with  stores  for  the  fleet. 

Atiatic  fleet. — The  vessels  of  the  Asiatic  fleet  have  been  stationed  in 
Ibe  waters  of  Japan  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  as  the  civU  war  in  the 
empire  required  close  attention  from  the  commanding  ofQcer  of  the  fleet 
aod  those  under  him  to  insure  respect  and  protection  to  American  inter- 
ests, citizens^  and  property. 

Sear-Adnural  Stephen  C.  Bowan,  commanding  the  fleet,  from  Novem- 
ber, 186S,  to  May,  1869,  cruised  in  his  fiag-sbip  the  Delaware,  on  the 
coast  of  China,  passing  to  and  from  the  ports  of  Shanghai,  Amoy,  Houg 
Kong,  and  Whampoa.  May  15  he  left  Shanghai,  arrived  at  Nagasaki 
Jane  8,  and  has  since  then  been  engaged  on  the  coast  of  Japan. 

The  Oneida  left  the  coast  of  Japan  in  February  for  Hong  Kong; 
sailed  from  the  latter  March  6  tOr  Siam;  visited  Bangkok  and  Saigon; 
retomed  to  Hong  Kong  April  15;  and  in  May  resumed  her  station  in 
Japanese  waters. 

The  Monocacy  in  January  conveyed  Minister  Resident  Yan  Valkeu- 
borg  from  Yokohama  to  Yeddo  and  back;  in  February  arrived  on  the 
coast  of  China ;  and  iu  April  gave  passage  to  Minister  Resident  Browne 
bom  Hong  Kong  to  Shanghai,  touching  on  the  way  at  Swatow,  Amoy. 
Foochow,  and  Ningiio,  and  reaching  Shanghai  the  27th  of  that  month. 
In  June  she  returned  to  Japan,  which  has  since  been  her  station. 

The  Iroquois  visited  the  islands  of  Manilla  and  Formosa,  and  returned 
to  Hong  Kong  January  17,  She  proceeded  in  April  to  the  Japanese 
Coast,  where  she  was  at  the  date  of  last  report. 

The  Aibuelot  in  December,  1868,  arrived  in  Japan  from  China,  and 
has  been  stationed  on  the  coast  of  the  former. 

The  TTnadilla  has  been  iu  service  in  China  during  the  year;  the  Man- 
niee  in  Japan  until  July — subsequently  in  China ;  and  the  Aroostook, 
since  January  last,  in  Japan.  The  three  vessels  last  mentioned  have 
scarcely  been  fit  for  coast  service— have  been  condemned,  and  the 
Aroostook  has  been  sold. 

The  Idaho,  store  and  hospital  ship  for  the  fleet,  was  stationed  at  Nag- 
asaki nntil  September,  when  she  left  for  San  Francisco  via  Hong  Kong, 
Imt  being  overtaken  before  reaching  the  latter  port  by  a  severe  typhoon 
and  seriously  disabled,  she  returned  to  Yokohama. 

The  Shenandoah  arrived  at  Boston  from  the  Asiatic  station  April  36, 
having  touched  en  route  at  Batavia,  Cape  Town,  and  St.  Helena.  i 
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REPORTS  OF  BUREAUS. 


BUREAU  OP  EQUIPMENT  AND  RECRUITING. 

BuEEAU  OP  Equipment  and  Bbckuiting, 

JlTary  Department,  Washington,  October  13, 1S69. 
SiE :  I  bave  the  bonor  to  sabutit  the  foUowing  report  of  tbe  opera- 
tioDS  of  tbis  burean,  together  with  saggestions  relative  to  certain 
changes  whicb,  it  is  believed,  would  fticilitate  its  working  in  the  future ; 
and,  also,  estimates  of  the  amonnt  required  for  tiie  fls^l  year  ending 
June  30, 1871. 

aEKEEAL  OPEBATIONS  AT  THE  TABIOUS  TABD8. 

The  general  operations  of  eqaipment  at  the  varions  navy  yards  have 
been  confined,  during  a  large  part  of  the  year,  to  preparing  for  sea  ves- 
sels which  were  required  to  relieve  others  ordered  home  from  foreign 
squadrons.  Twenty-five  vessels  were  thus  equipped,  of  which  five  were 
entirely  fitted  with  standing  rigging  of  wire  rope ;  three  with  new  hemp 
rigging ;  and  tbe  others  by  repairing  that  of  wire  or  hemp  which  they 
already  bad. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  a  change  in  the  rule  with  regard  to 
preparing  vessels  for  sea  somewhat  stimulated  operations.  It  hwl  been 
the  custom,  on  the  return  of  a  vessel  from  a  cruise,  to  lay  her  up  and 
store  her  equipments;  and,  generally,  nothing  was  done  toward  pre- 
pairing  her  for  another  cruise  until  it  waa  knotcn  that  she  was  to  be  re- 
quired for  one,  in  the  immediate  future.  This  system  was  productiveof 
great  embarrassment.  Wheu  the  time  arrived,  it  was,  in  the  absence  of 
any  previous  survey,  always  uncertain  what  amount  of  repairs,  and  con- 
sequently, what  length  of  time  would  he  necessary  to  equip  her.  As  a 
rule,  emergeucies  requiring  a  vessel  for  immediate  use  passed  before  she 
could  be  got  ready ;  or,  in  order  to  prevent  this,  such  portions  of  the 
equipments  of  various  other  vessels  as  could  be  made  to  answer  had  to 
be  used. 

Under  the  present  rule,  as  soon  as  a  vessel  goes  out  of  commission, 
the  work  of  refitting  her  is  commenced,  and  it  is  steadily  continued 
until  her  equipments  are  ready  for  use.  They  are  then  stored,  and 
when  the  vessel  is  want«d,  the  brief  time  necessary  to  put  them  on 
board  and  fit  them  in  place  can  be  determined  to  a  day. 

The  adoption  of  this  rule  conduces  directly  both  to  economy  and  ef- 
ficiency. By  obviating  the  fitful  employment  of  labor,  it  makes  it  less 
expensive  to  the  govexnment,  while  the  work  is  better  done  and  the 
accounts  are  more  accurately  kept.  When  it  has  been  carried  out  as  it 
is  intended  to  be,  with  regard  to  all  vessels  now  in  ordinary,  the  force 
of  workmen  can  be  permanently  reduced,  and  the  stock  of  material  to 
be  kept  on  hand,  subject  to  deterioration,  or  becoming  antiquated,  can 
be  brought  to  its  minimum. 

The  laborof  equipping  vessels,  especially  as  regards  rigglngand  sails, 
is  performed  at  a  great  disadvantage,  owing  to  the  insufficient  accom- 
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modation  and  conveuie&cies  of  tbe  rigging  and  Bail-lofts  at  most  of  the 
na^7  yards.  The  sail-loft  at  Boston,  and  the  rigging  and  sail-loftB  at 
>'oifolk,  are  the  only  proper  establishments  of  the  iiind.  The  rigging- 
loft  at  Boston,  particularly,  is  of  insufficient  capacity  to  stretch  the  rig- 
jing  of  vessels  of  large  size.  -An  estimate  is  submitted  by  the  Bureau 
of  Yards  and  Docks  for  the  construction  of  the  necessary  buildings, 
vbich  it  is  hoped  may  be  granted. 

WIRE  BONl. 

The  results  of  experience  in  the  use  of  wire  rope  continue  to  justify  its 
adoption.  Opinion  has  turned  almost  universally  in  favor  of  it,  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  standing  rigging  of  vessels.  With  regard  to  its 
adaptation  for  the  lighter  rigging,  as  to  vhich  opinion  remains  some- 
what divided,  as  weU  as  to  the  best  method  of  manufacture,  prepara- 
tiOD,  and  application,  experiments  continue  to  be  made  in  practice,  and 
mach  valuable  information  is  obtained  and  applied. 

OFEBATIONS  OF  THE  SOPE-WAI.K  AT  BOSTON. 

The  cordage  of  the  navy,  of  hemp  of  various  kinds,  has  been  almost 
eDtirely  supplied  from  the  government  rope-walk  at  Boston.  But  the 
operations  of  this  establishment  would  be  greatly  facilitated  by  the  com- 
pletion of  the  tarring  house,  the  estimate  for  which  was  stricken  from 
the  appropriation  under  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks,  at  the  last  ses- 
non  of  Congress.    The  amount  for  this  purpose  is  again  asked  for. 

There  have  been  purchased  during  the  past  year  of  Bussian  hemp 
336,000  pounds,  at  a  cost  of  |67,.W0;  of  Manila,  nonej  of  American, 
none;  as  noue  has  been  offered.  The  supply  of  the  last  is  now  exhanst^ 
ed.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  insure  a  supply  of  the  Manila  hemp  of 
better  quality,  and  at  a  lower  price  than  heretofore,  and  to  render  it  inde- 
pendent of  the  speculations  and  fluctuations  of  the  American  market. 

Of  hides  for  rope  there  have  been  purchased  about  18,000  pounds,  at 
a  cost  of  $1,234  57. 

Of  rope  from  American  and  Bussian  hemp  there  have  been  manu- 
factm«d  225,900  pounds,  at  a  total  cost,  when  finished,  of  $67,754 ;  of  roi)e 
from  Manila  hemp  303,351  pounds,  at  a  total  cost  of  $55,0t>7;  and  of 
hide  rope  11,630  pounds,  at  a  total  cost  of  $11,630. 

ANCHORS,  OALLETS,  ETC. 

Id  respect  to  anchors,  chains,  galleys,  &c.,  experiments  are  also  con- 
docted,  as  opportunity  offers,  and  improvements  made,  as  information, 
BO  obtained,  indicates  them.  The  operations  of  the  government  eBtab> 
lishment  for  their  manufacture,  at  Washington,  have  been  continued, 
to  the  extent  required  to  supply  deficiencies  of  such  articles. 

Decided  improvements  are  needed  in  this  establishment,  a  full  state- 
ment of  which,  by  an  experienced  engineer,  is  appended  to  this  report, 
and  is  urged  upon  your  attention. 

Au  imimrtant  matter,  in  this  connecrion,  is  that  of  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  a  man  of  the  very  best  ability  to  conduct  the  operations  of 
heavy  forging.  The  difficulties  to  be  surmounted  in  this  kind  of  work 
are  very  great,  and  are  a  subject  of  complaint  in  every  shop  of  the  kind 
in  the  country.  Proprietors  are  ever  on  the  lookout  for  men  oi  ability 
and  experience  in  overcoming  these  difficulties,  and  pay  them,  without 
hesitation,  liberal  salaries.    It  is  certain  that  the  services  of  a  proper 
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person  can  be  obtained  only  for  a  mach  higher  salary  than  is  at  present 
allowed.  The  bureau  estimates  for  the  pay  which,  it  is  beUeved,  may 
be  au  indncement  to  some  competent  person  to. undertake  the  dcties. 

PUECHASBS  AND  EXPBNDITUEEB, 

The  purchases  and  expenditures  of  the  bureau  have  been  governed  bj 
a  strict  regard  to  economy,  and  to  the  use  of  all  stock  on  hand  before 
procuring  additional  supplies.  In  the  purchase  of  canvas  and  coal,  the 
bureau  is  frequently  embarrassed  by  the  bids  of  persons  who  are  not 
producers  of,  or  dealers  in,  these  articles  especially.  Kavy  canvas  is 
only  made  to  order,  and  is  siibject«d  to  a  very  rigid  test  and  inspection. 
It  is,  therefore,  more  difiQcult  to  supply  than  the  canvas  used  in  the  mer- 
cantile marine.  Licensed  getieral  dealers,  either  ignorant  or  regardless 
of  this  fact,  make  offers  and  obtain  contracts,  for  the  supply  of  the  article, 
at  prices  at  which  they  find  they  cannot  furnish  it,  of  proper  Quality. 
As  a  consequence,  great  delays  often  occur  in  filling  the  requisitioits 
made  upon  them,  and  work  is  brought  to  a  stand-still  while  waiting  for 
deliveries. 

In  the  iusi)ection  of  coal  the  standing  of  the  producer  and  dealer  is  a 
matter  of  importance,  as  furnishing  a  guarantee  of  its  qualitj',  and  that 
cargoes  are  of  the  same  character  throughout.  Fictitious  bids  for  this 
article,  also,  have  been  a  source  of  delay  and  annoyance.  To  avoid 
these  difficulties,  it  is  recommeuded  that  the  law  in  relation  to  contracts 
be  so  amended  as  to  prohibit  the  entertainment  of  bids  made  by  persona 
who  are  not  producers  of,  or  8j>ecial  dealers  in,  these  articles  respectively. 


A  contract  has  been  made  for  the  supply,  during  the  present  fiscal 
year,  of  fifteen  thonsand  tons  of  coal  at  Pliiladelphia,  at  five  dollars  and 
forty- seven  cents  per  ton. 

Proper  coal  sheds  are  much  needed  at  several  of  the  navy  yards,  and 
should  be  provided  as  soon  as  possible.  As  a  consequence  of  the  8te[>s 
taken  by  the  department  to  give  all  vessels  full  sailing  power,  and  the 
orders  given  for  its  iise^  except  in  cases  of  necessitj',  some  reduction  in 
the  consumption  of  this  expensive  article  has  already  been  achieved, 
and  a  much  greater  one  is  anticipated.  In  view  of  this  fact,  the  following 
coal  depots  have  been  discontinued,  or  are  to  be  after  the  expenditure 
of  the  stock  on  hand  at  each,  viz:  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  and  St.  John's, 
Newfoundland;  Cai>e  Ilaytien ;  Curat^ao;  Point  ^  Pitre  (Guadeloupe;) 
Lisbon;  St.  Paul  de  Loando  and  Fernando  Po,  (West  coast  of  Afrita;) 
Honoluin,  Sandwich  Islands. 

The  saving  to  the  government  in  this  article  will  be  verj-  great;  and 
this  alone  will  compensate,  in  a  short  time,  for  any  expenditure  in  alter- 
ing spars  and  sails,  to  achieve  the  desired  end.  But  the  revival  of 
professional  exercises  for  the  crews,  and  the  acquisition  of  professional 
experience  by  those  younger  officers  of  the  navy  who,  in  consequence  of 
the  general  reliance  njwn  steam  of  late  years,  have  not  had  the 
opportunity  of  obtaining  it,  will  be,  to  the  navy,  an  advantage,  whose 
value,  as  well  as  that  of  others  resulting  from  the  release  from  deiwiul- 
ence  upon  steam  alone  as  a  motive  power,  can  hardly  be  estimated  in 
money. 

HUMBBE  OP  MEN  EMPLOYED. 

The  number  of  men  employed  in  the  navy  has  been  kept  within  the 
liaiit  prescribed  by  law;  but  only  by  the  exercise  of  great  care,  and  an 
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nmoaat  of  clerical  labor  wliicli  is  especially  onerous,  under  the  recent 
reduction.  Wben  vessels  are  to  be  relieved  and  sent  home  &om  foreign 
stations,  if  otberg  were  to  be  equipped  and  manned  to  take  their  places, 
prior  to  their  dei)artiire  for  home,  the  number  of  men  allowed  would  be 
exceeded,  for  a  period  of  time  covering  the  passage  of  one  vessel  to,  and 
the  other  from,  a  foreign  station — amounting,  not  uiif'requeutly,  to  eight 
or  ten  months.  This  excess  would  be  increased  bj'  the  gradual  charac- 
ter of  eidistments,  whereby  portions  of  crews  are  often  under  pay,  as 
part  of  the  allowed  force  of  the  navj-,  long  befoi'c  the  remainder  are 
recruited  and  become  a  part  of  its  effective  force.  The  same  is  true  with 
regard  to  men  sent  out  to  foreign  stations  to  re-enforee  reduced  crews. 
>~osuch  excesses  are  provided  for  in  the  law,  as  it  now  stands;  and,  in 
order  to  avoid  them,  when  vessels  are  to  be  relieved,  they  must  be  sent 
borne  and  put  out  of  commission  before  eulistments  for  the  relieviug 
vessel  begin.  The  result  is  that  the  naval  force  which  can  be  kept 
afloat  is  much  smaller  than  would  appear,  by  calculating  the  numbei*  of 
vessels  which  could  be  mauned  from  eight  thousand  five  hundred  men. 
And  even  this  force  is  made  still  smaller  by  the  subtraction  of  the 
crews  of  recei%ing-8hip8,  Naval  Academy,  and  practice  ships.  It  hap- 
pens sometimes  that  tlie  terms  of  service  of  portions  of  crews  do  not 
expire  when  the  vessel  to  which  they  belong  is  put  out  of  commission. 
Beiug  frequently  unable  to  dis|>ei)se  with  the  services  of  these  portions, 
it  becomes  uecessary,  in  order  to  avoid  delay  in  filling  the  complements 
of  other  vessels,  to  send  them  on  another  cruise,  without  even  a  short 
leave  of  absence,  and  often,  thereafter,  to  detain  them  beyond  (he  expi- 
tation  of  their  terms  of  enlistment — a  growing  evil,  and  one  which 
causes  great  dissatisfaction  among  the  men,  and  operates  unfavorably 
ou  recruiting.  Besides,  the  men  so  retained,  (as  is  the  case  now  with  a 
ctiushlerable  number,)  receive,  by  law,  an  increase  of  twenty-flve  per 
cent,  of  their  previous  pay,  which,  of  course,  still  further  subtracts  from 
the  number  that  might  be  maintained  ib>m  the  sum  appropriated. 

Voluminous  reconls,  returns,  &c.,  showing,  at  all  times,  tlie  exact 
Dnuiber  of  men  in  service,  the  current  enlistments,  and  the  future  expi- 
ration of  terms  of  serricc,  are  requu^d,  iu  order  to  avoid  either  exceeding 
tlie  prescribed  limit,  or  falliug  so  far  below  it  as  to  delay  vessels  whose  ser- 
vicesare  needed.  The  records  must  be  kept,  iu  any  event,  for  the  purjiose 
of  verifying  claims  for  pay,  pension,  &c.,  &c.;  and,  although  they  might 
not  be  Very  materially  reduced,  yet  some  of  the  returns,  under  circiim- 
stances  of  a  less  rigid  restraint  to  a  particular  number  of  men,  might  not 
be  required  so  fre(iueutly  as  at  present,  when  the  bureau,  ui  order  to 
keep  within  the  law,  must  have  the  information  for  use  altnost  daily. 
Ill  other  respects,  also,  the  law  operates  disatlvantageuusly  and  expen- 
sively. It  is  therefore  recommended  that  it  be  so  modified  as  to  allow 
the  temirorarj'  excesses  which  may  be  necessary  to  cover  the  cases 
referred  to. 

HECEUITING. 

To  the  difficulties  met  with  in  recruiting  men  for  the  na^-y,  the  bureau 
would  again  refer.  The  vicions  system  of  sailor  boaniing-houses,  and 
its  connection  with  and  influence  upon  recruiting  for  the  navy,  as  well 
as  for  the  merchant  service,  have  been  referred  to  in  my  former  reports, 
and  are  too  well  knowu  to  call  for  a  new  description  here. 

Efforts  have  long  been  made  by  ship-owners,  merchants,  x>hilanthro- 
pists,  mnnicipal  and  State  autliorities  to  correct  this  abuse,  and  on  the 
part  of  the  government  to  resist  its  operation  and  effects,  byit  without 
material  success ;  and  the  navy  remaius  nearly  as  de|>eudent  ou  it  as 
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ever.  Even  if  a  man  enlists  without  the  intervention  of  the  landlords 
of  these  houses,  and  has  no  dehts  for  money  loaned  or  board  and  cloth- 
ing fumiahe<l  by  them  to  liquidate,  he  is  still  required  to  have  an  outfit, 
which  he  must  draw  from  the  pajTuaster  of  the  receiving  ship,  and 
which  being  charged  to  him,  constitutes  an  iudebteduess  to  the  govem- 
ment,  as  the  advance  allowed  does  in  the  former  ca^e. 

A  discouragement  to  enlistment  is  thus  presented  at  the  outset,  and 
this  is  aggravated  by  the  man's  knowledge  that  until  this  iudebtedne^ 
is  canceled  he  cannot  have  an  hour's  liberty  on  shore,  and  will  have  no 
pocket-money  to  purchase  little  comforts  which  he  does  not  find  on  ship- 
board, but  will  be  strictly  watched  and  guarded  to  prevent  desertion. 
After  enlistment  the  same  conditions  are  a  cause  of  discontent,  make 
his  ship  a  prison  instead  of  a  home,  and  operate  as  a  premium  to  deser- 
tion, if  he  serves  out  his  term  of  enlistment,  be  takes  his  discharge 
with  a  resolve  never  to  re-enlist ;  and  unless  lie  falls  into  the  hands  of 
the  landlords,  he  generally  executes  his  resolve ;  so  that,  sooner  or  later, 
the  landlords  are  sure  to  intervene  between  the  sailor  and  the  govern- 
ment^ and  they  will  not  enlist  men  without  the  customary  advance,  &c. 

If,  instead  of  this  state  of  things,  men  could  be  furnished,  gratis,  with 
an  outfit  on  enlistment,  so  as  not  to  be  deprived,  iu  consequence  of  their 
indebtedness,  of  liberty,  and  made  to  feel  themselves  prisoners ;  if  they 
could  be  enlisted  for  a  longer  period,  so  that  on  their  return  from  s 
cruise  they  could  be  provided  with  a  home  on  the  receiving  ship  near- 
est to  their  place  of  abode,  and  thus  rendered  content  with  short  leaves 
and  a  portion  of  their  pay ;  if  they  could  be  made  to  look  upon  service 
iu  the  navy  as  a  constant  employment,  and  upon  the  government  as 
their  guardian  and  protector;  and  if  they  could  be  made  sure  of  the 
benefits  of  continued  service,  it  is  believed  that  a  great  deal  would  be 
achleve<l  in  the  right  direction. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  each  recruit  receive,  in  lieu  of  all 
advances,  a  bounty  in  the  shape  of  an  outfit  of  clothing,  or  when  this  is 
not  needed,  an  equivalent  in  money,  to  be  credited  to  his  account; 
and  that  he  be  also  furuished  with  his  mess  utensils.  He  will  then  at 
once  have  something  to  lose,  instead  of  everything  to  gain,  by  desertion, 
and  will  be  made  contented  by  an  evidence  of  regard  for  his  comfort 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  term  for  which  a  man  may  enlist 
be  extended  to  twenty  years.  These  provisions,  with  the  new  ttatares 
introduced  into  the  system  of  advancement  in  the  service,  and  that  of 
the  continuous  service  certificates  recently  adopted,  (which  will  then  be  ' 
rendered  in  fact  what  they  are  now  only  iu  name,)  it  is  hoped  will  render 
possible  a  more  cheerful  report  in  the  future.  But  without  some  action 
to  associate  in  the  mind  of  the  sailor  service  in  the  navy  with  greater 
pecuniary  advantage,  personal  comfort,  hope  of  advancement,  and  cer- 
tainty of  care  and  protection  from  his  greatest  enemies,  the  landlords, 
no  improvement  can  be  expected. 

DESEBTIONS, 
It  remains  to  consider  the  matter  of  desertion,  which  is  still  a  great 
and  embarrassing  evil.  The  measures  recommended  will,  if  adopted,nn- 
doubtedly  do  much  to  diminish  it ;  but  it  is  necessary,  in  addition,  to  < 
provide  more  thoroughly  for  the  punishment  of  this  crime.  If  furnished 
with  the  necessary  comforta  on  board  ship,  and  encouraged  to  good  be- 
havior, the  sailor  should  not  be  dissatisfied  if  the  penalties  consequent 
upon  misconduct  are  more  rigorously  enforced.  Under  present  laws,  the 
time  during  which  a  man  may  absent  himself  counts,  in  reckoning  his 
time  of  service,  the  same  as  if  he  had  not  deserted;  and,  in  some  cases, 
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a  man  migbt  not  render  more  tban  two  days'  service  under  a  three  years* 


It  ia  recommended  th^t  the  law  be  so  amended  that  a  deserter  may  be 
apprehended  at  any  time,  uo  matter  bow  long  sabaequeut  to  his  deser- 
tion, and  obliged  to  remain  in  the  service  until  he  has  actually  served 
ont  tbe  full  term  for  which  he  enlisted.  This  is  the  law  goveruing  en- 
listiueats  in  the  army,  and  it  is  found  te  operate  advantageously.  It  is 
farther  recommended  that  the  law  in  relation  to  minors  be  more  exactly 
defined,  so  as  specifically  to  authorize  the  enlistment  of  persons  over 
eighteen  years  of  age,  and  make  the  oath  of  tbe  recruit  conclusive  as  to 
his  age. 

DDTDBS  OF,  AJJD  LABOR  IN,  THE  BUREAU. 

One,  and  the  primary,  dnty.  of  this  bareau  is  the  development  of  intel- 
ligent and  progressive  systems  for  the  equipment  of  vessels  in  tbe  navy, 
and  for  the  eulistment  and  organization  of  t^e  personnel  necessary  to 
man  them ;  so  that,  whatever  the  naval  establishment  might  be  in 
amount,  it  should  be  as  perfect  In  its  appointments  and  as  little  expen- 
sive as  possible. 

Tbe  first  essential  to  tbe  attainment  of  this  object  is  tbe  proper  pros- 
ecution, in  each  of  its  branches,  of  the  correspoudence  with,  and  duties 
relating  to,  the  numerous  navy  yards,  stations,  squadrons,  and  reudez- 
vons,  and  the  collection,  from  all  sources,  of  usethl  information.  Tbe 
second  is,  tbe  preservation  and  compilation  of  the  records  thus  made, 
w  that  the  iuformation  and  experience  acquired  may  be  made  available 
apd  useful. 

The  assistance  of  a  sufficient  professional  and  clerical  force  is  there- 
fore indispensable,  and  the  most  cursory  examination  of  the  variety  and 
iuiportiince  of  the  objects  and  duties  which  engage  its  attention  and 
require  its  intelligent  action,  will  sutBce  to  show  tliat  this  force  should, 
of  necessity,  be  comparatively  large.  Jt  may,  and  ought  to  be,  in  its  pro- 
fessional character,  supplied  from  officers  of  the  navy,  who  alone  cau  be 
thoroughly  conversant  with  such  of  the  duties  as  are  connected  with 
their  own  daily  experieuce.  In  its  clerical  character,  it  should  be,  to  a 
great  extent,  supplied  from  persons  in  civil  life  who  are  trained  to  basi- 
ness  habits,  which  have  not,  heretofore,  necessarily  constituted  a  part  of 
the  educiition  of  naval  officers. 

The  first-mentioned  portion  of  this  force  has  never  been,  until  very 
recently,  and  then  only  partially,  supplied,  and  the  entire  professionnl 
work  of  the  bureau  devolved  on  its  chief.  This  is  a  greater  labor  than 
any  one  person  can  properly  perform,  even  if  the  direction  of  the  other 
labors  did  uot  require  his  attention;  but,  with  the  other  demands  upon 
his  time,  anything  approacbiug  to  a  proper  satisfaction  of  these  is  im- 
possible ;  to  say  nothing  of  the  necessity  of  haviug  an  officer  conveisant 
with  the  duties  of  the  bureau,  to  supply  bis  place  in  case  of  illness  or 
necessary  absence.  Having  no  professional  assistant,  no  oi>pOTtunity  is 
afforded  him  for  that  personal  inspection  of  the  operation  of  the  de- 
partments nnder  the  charge  of  the  burean  at  the  various  navy  yards,  so 
necessary  to  a  proper  direction  of  tbem,  except  by  neglecting,  for  a  time, 
his  office  duties. 

The  detail,  very  recently,  of  one  officer  for  duty  in  the  bureau  has,  in 
some  measure,  overcome  this  difficulty.  But  as  the  commission  of  Chief 
of  Bureau  is  a  special  one,  no  officer  so  detailed  can,  as  a  mere  matter 
of  course,  assume  the  duties  iu  case  of  the  illness  or  absence  of  tbe  chief 
U'maelf ;  he  must  be  specially  designated  by  the  President  for  every  such 
oi;caBioD — a  condition  materially  detracting  from  the  asefuloess  of  the 
iletail,aud  which  shoold  beremedied.  C^OO^^Ic 
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The  civil  portion  of  the  service  has,  to  some  extent,  been  provided ; 
bat  the  bnreaa  is  again  compelled  to  call  attention  to  its  InfinflQciencj'. 
This  is,  in  point  of  fact,  two  distinct  bnreans,  with  Tolnminous  cor- 
respondence and  records  niider  each ;  and  under  each,  the  amount  of 
work  is  qnite  equivalent,  to  say  the  least,  to  that  of  any  other  burean. 
The  clerical  force  has  always  been  so  inadequate  aa  to  almost  entirely 
preclude  compilation  of  the  greater  portion  of  the  reports  and  returns, 
and  the  copying  of  the  correspondence  into  the  proper  record  books, 
leaving  the  bureau  dependent,  for  reference  to  its  most  important  let- 
ters, for  several  years  after  they  are  written,  on  "  press  copies"  of  them, 
hastily  and  often  very  imperfectly  taken  at  first,  and  liable  to  fade  so  as 
to  soon  become  qnite  Ole^ble.  Without  this  correspondence  and  these 
records,  it  would  be  utterly  impossible  to  comply  with  the  laws  inrettard 
to  appropriations,  accounts,  pensions,  enlistments,  discharges,  &c,  to  fol- 
low out  the  history  of  any  matter  under  the  bureau,  or  to  furnish  infor- 
mation required  by  the  Pension  OflBce  and  other  branches  of  the  govern- 
ment, many  letters  from  which  are  now  lying  unanswered  since  the  un- 
fortunate reduction  in  July  last. 

The  necessity  for  a  laborer  (the  appropriation  for  whpm,  though  allowed 
heretofore,  was  stricken  out  by  Congress)  is  equally  great.  There  are 
six  apartments  to  be  cared  for,  cleaned,  heated,  &c.,  and  other  constant 
work  for  a  porter  or  laborer.  At  present  this  necessary  work  is  per- 
formed by  a  laborer  who  is  paid  under  another  bureau,  which  has  two. 

While,  therefore,  the  bureau  is  able  to  report  that  its  work  has  been 
prosecuted  with  the  utmost  diligence,  and,  fortunately,  so  as  not  to  retard 
materially  its  corrent  operations,  it  is  compelled  to  recommend,  most 
urgently ; 

First.  That  an  enactment  by  Congress  be  asked  for  (such  as  has  been 
heretofore  passed  in  the  cases  of  some  other  bureaus,  whose  labors  are 
less  than  those  in  either  branch  of  this)  authorizing  the  detail  of  an 
officer,  not  below  the  rank  of  commander,  for  duty  in  the  bureau,  to 
assist  the  chief  in,  and  in  case  of  his  illness  or  absence  to  sacceed  to, 
his  duties,  so  as  to  relieve  the  first-mentioned  difflcolty. 

Second.  That,  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  and  for  at  least  such  pe- 
riod as  will  suffice  to  put  the  records  of  the  bureau  in  proper  condition, 
the  re -establishment  of  its  former  cleric^  force,  and  an  increase  over  it, 
as  set  forth  in  the  estimate  herewith  submitted,  be  authorized  and  ap- 
propriated for. 

Third.  That  the  former  appropriation  for  a  laborer  to  the  burean  be 
restored. 

The  efficiency  o£  the  bureau  would  thus  be  greatly  increased.  In  a 
short  time,  the  economy  of  its  operations  would  be  promoted  to  an  ex- 
tent much  more  than  sufficient  to  counterbalance  the  small  additional 
expenditore  in  salaries,  and  as  soon  as  the  work  in  arrears  coidd  be 
brought  up,  and  the  records  compiled,  a  smaller  force  would  suffice  to 
prevent  the  recurrence  of  the  embarrassments  described. 

The  bureau  might  add  a  notice  of  several  plans  for  the  future,  such 
as  the  preparation  of  a  uniform  system  of  wateh  and  station  bills,  of 
seamanship  exercises  and  instruction,  and  others  which  it  has  now  and 
has  for  a  long  time  had  in  view,  and  which  will  be  immediately  and  sub- 
stantially forwarded,  to  the  great  benefit  and  improvement  of  the  ser- 
vice, whenever  the  force  will  admit.  But  it  ventures  to  hope  that  the 
explanation  alreadymade  will  insure  the  desired  iucrease  at  an  earlyday.

BCBEAC  OF  SAVIGATIOW, 

JTany  Department^  October  20,  1869. 
Sir  :  I  have  tbe  honor  to  submit  the  foHowing  report  from  the  Bureau 
uf  Xavigatiou  for  the  paat  year,  together  with  eatiiQEites  for  its  support, 
Hod  for  the  expenditures  that  will  probably  be  required  iu  that  division 
iif the' Ds^al  service  committed  to  its  immediate  charge,  for  the  fiscal 
year  endiug  June  30,  1871.  iDcluded  iu  thia  report,  aiid  trausmitt«d 
herewith,  are  the  reports  aud  estimates  of  the  Superiiiteudeuts  of  the 
Saval  Observatory  and  Nautical  Almanac,  and  the  report  of  the  officer 
inrbarge  of  the  Hydrographie  Office. 

I.  NAVIGATION. 

SarigatUm  auppHeg. — The  use  of  lard  oil,  alluded  to  in  the  previous  re- 
IKirt  from  this  bureau,  lias  proved  to  be  quite  satis^tory  for  illuminat- 
ing purposes  on  board  ship.  No  Apertnoij  has  beeupurehased  for  two  years 
past;  and  the  conclusion  appears  to  be  practically  reached,  that  Ifurd  oil 
may  be  used  with  about  equal  efficiency  and  facility,  aud  with  a  coosid- 
erable  saving  of  first  cost.  Some  experiments  are  also  being  made  with 
llie  use  of  olive  oil  for  the  same  purpose,  this  being  obtained  at  still 
rlieaper  rates  than  lard  oil,  at  the  prices  of  the  past  season ;  but  the  re- 
lulta  eaonot  be  definitely  anuounc^d  at  present. 

Themanufactureofiunfin^appearsto  be  permanently establishetlin  this 
wnwtry.  With  the  enconragement  afiforded  by  this  bureau  and  other 
departments  of  the  government,  under  ttie  autliorization  of  the  act  of 
CoDgress  of  March  2,  1865,  the  American  bunting  now  supplied  will 
i-umpare  quite  favorably  iu  every  requisite  with  the  best  English  fabric. 
A  utieful  improvement  has  lately  been  effected  by  the  same  manufac- 
inrer,  iu  the  making  of  boat  flags,  or  the  smaller  sizes  of  Americau  en- 
sigus.  Instead  of  being  sewed  up  in  parts  of  each  color,  as  formerly 
made,  requiring  cousiderable  labor,  and  resulting  in  a  more  or  less  clumsy 
nag,  particularly  when  of  small  dimensions,  they  are  now  faraished 
to  the  navy  dyed  in  pattern,  so  as  to  require  but  three  pieces  in  making 
u|i.  They  are  thus  less  costly,  neater  in  appearance,  and  equally  dura- 
We  in  fabriQ  and  color,  while  flying  more  easily  in  a  light  breeze.  The 
reproach  that  we  must  go  abroad  for  the  material  of  which  the  national 
fDsigu  is  made,  no  longer  exists. 

The  treatment  of  compasseg  and  chronometers  remains  the  same  as 
elated  in  the  previous  report.  The  means  now  taken  to  examine,  test, 
and  adjust  these  instruments,  so  important  to  the  navigator,  not  only 
wnea  to  insure  their  serviceable  condition  when  issued  to  our  ships  of 
""ar,  bat  is  tending  to  elevate  the  standard  of  their  manufacture  in  this 
iiiantry.  It  ia  already  gratifying  to  know,  from  the  results  of  experi- 
•riice  in  their  use,  that  Americau  chronometers,  as  supplied  by  our  best 
makers,  will  compare  well  in  actual  seTrice  with  the  best  of  those  ob- 
tained ftvm  abroad.  And  a  similar  opinion  may  be  expressed  with  re- 
«|>eft  to  American  compasses,  especially  ofthe  most  improved  form  of  tbe 
liquid  compass  as  now  made  in  this  country.  The  increasing  testimony 
Irtr  several  years  past  in  the  quarterly  reports  from  officers  afloat,  shows 
that  the  liquid  steering  compasses  possess  adequate  sensibility,  with  the 
added  quality  of  superior  steadiness,  aud  without  being  any  wise  defl- 
<-ient  in  directive  power. 

Slxperiments  are  now  being  made  with  liquid  azimuth  compasses  of 

«!•  C.oiwlc 
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the  same  maker  on  board  ship,  with  a  yiew  to  ascertain  their  relative 
fitness  for  use  at  ser.,  io  comparison  with  the  dry  azimuth  compass  still 
in  use  in  the  navy. 

Efforts  are  being  directed  from  time  to  time  towards  the  improvempnt 
of  the  various  nautical  instrumenta  and  apparatus  used  in  the  na\y. 
With  unimportant  exceptions,  and  then  partly  as  samples  of  Knglitth 
and  French  makers,  no  instruments  or  apparatus  are  now  imported,  al- 
though, prior  to  the  war,  nearly  all  our  nautical  instruments  were  pur- 
chased abroad. 

We  are  still  mainly  dependent  for  onr  charts,  sailing  directions,  and 
some  other  nautical  publications,  upon  foreign  importation,  mainly  from 
England,  nearly  all  of  which  l>eing  issues  from  the  Uydrographic  Office 
of  the  Britirth  Admiralty,  a  few,  however,  being  obtained  from  the  French 
d^p6t  of  charts  in  Paris.  The  necessity  for  doing  this  in  the  equipment 
of  our  navy  is  a  reproach  to  our  national  independence ;  white  it  migbt 
be  attended  with  serious  inconveniences  in  the  event  of  national  com- 
plications, not  only  to  the  navy  itself  but  to  our  whole  commercial  ma- 
rine. Some  progress  is  being  made  through  the  recent  establishment  of 
the  Uydrographic  Office,  towards  removing  this  reproach  and  the  danger 
alluded  to ;  but  it  will  require  a  nnmber  of  years  to  be  completely  done, 
unless  the  operations  of  that  office  can  be  adequately  enlarged  by  addi- 
tional appropriations. 

II.   HYDBOOBAPHV. 

During  the  past  snmmer  a  hydrographical  survey  of  a  portion  of  the 
waters  bordering  on  Alaska  Territory  has  been  made  by  Commander  K. 
W.  Meade,  jr.,  United  States  Navy.  With  these  data,  and  those  derived 
from  previous  surveys  in  Behring's  Sea  and  contiguous  waters,  by  Com- 
mander (now  Commodore)  John  Rodgers,  United  Stiites  Navy,  in  1855. 
and  some  fromothersources,  a  directory  and  chart  ofthesoutlieastcoast 
of  Alaska  has  been  2>repared  and  published  for  the  use  of  the  navy  and 
commercial  marine. 

Surveys,  more  or  less  limited,  have  also  been  made  during  the  past 
year,  as  opportunities  were  i)reHeuted,  by  different  vessels  of  the  Asiatir 
aquadron ;  from  all  of  which  valuable  information  of  portions  of  tlie 
eastern  archipelago  has  been  obtained ;  relative  to  which  region,  much 
of  it  is  too  little  known,  while  all  is  of  rapidly  increasing  intere-stto 
American  commerce.  Several  charts  with  hydrographii;  notices  em- 
bodying the  results  of  these  surveys  have  already  been  published,  ami 
issued  from  the  Hydrographic  Ofiice. 

In  all  cases,  the  data  transmitted  by  naval  officers  as  results  of  these 
surveys  are  made  available  with  the  least  loss  of  time,  by  being  pub- 
lished for  the  use  of  navigators,  either  in  the  production  oi'  a  new  chart 
or  in  correcting  old  ones, 

Under  your  recent  order  to  supply  all  vessels  fitting  for  sea  with  the 
necPSflary  apparatus  for  hydrographical  surveying,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  much  more  may  be  done  by  our  national  vessels,  without  interfer- 
ence with  other  duties,  in  procuring  information  for  the  improvement  of 
navigation.  Some  additional  outlay  for  hydrographical  instniments  will 
be  needed  in  order  to  properly  equip  the  vessels  charged  with  this  duty. 

m.  NATAL  OBSBRTATOEY. 

Tlie  new  wooden  building  for  the  large  transit,  for  which  an  appro- 
priation of  five  thousand  dollars  was  made  at  the  first  session  of  th^ 
forty-first  Congress,  is  nearly  completed  and  ready  for  use. 
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Some  additional  apparatus  in  needed  for  the  meteorolngutal  observa- 
tions, wliich  have  so  long  and  regularly  beeu  made  at  tlie  Observatory. 
The  special  object  in  asking  for  new  apparatus  is  to  enable  the  Observa- 
torj-  to  a\-ail  itself  of  the  recent  improvements  in  observing,  esi>ecial1y 
intliat  feature  by  which  the  apparatus  is  made  4;ODtinuously  sel/record- 
iitfl,  aon'  so  important  an  addition  to  the  completeness  and  accuracy  of 
this  class  of  physical  observations. 

To  this  recommendation  of  the  superintendent,  for  which  estimates 
DK  appended  to  his  report,  not  being  included  in  the  regular  estimates 
of  Ibe  bureau,  yonr  attention  is  ivspectfully  invited. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  sn|>erintendent  that  mneb  pains 
were  taken  to  secure  widely  separated  points  of  observation  of  the  total 
fdipse  of  August  7.  Kot  satisfied  with  sending  a  cori)s  of  observers 
to  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and  Bristol,  Tennessee,  other  observers,  with  the 
ni«essary  instrnnients,  were  also  sent  to  San  Francisco,  where,  under 
the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  a  vessel  of  the  Pacific  fleet 
Taa  placed  at  their  disposal  by  Admiral  Turner,  commanding,  for  trans- 
portation to  Eehring's  Sea,  Though  but  jjartially  successful  there,  on 
account  of  passing  clouds,  some  quite  satisfactory  results  were  obtained; 
while  their  success  on  this  side  of  the  continent  left  little  to  be  desired. 
A  full  report  of  results  will  be  submitted  as  soon  as  prepared. 

IV.  NAUTICAL  ALMANAC. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  extending  the  advance  date  of  the 
S'autical  Almanac  It  is  quite  desirable,  for  the  convenience  of  navi- 
gators, when  fitting  for  long  voyages,  that  almanacs  of  at  least  three 
foil  yeara  shall  be  8U])pIied  in  a^lvance  of  date.  The  English  almanac 
la  still  somewhat  in  advance  of  our  own  publication.  It  is  hoped,  bow- 
ever,  that,  with  the  regular  continuance  of  the  almanac  computations, 
an  equal  advance  may  at  least  be  gained  and  subsequently  inaintniiie<l 
for  the  American  almanac. 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  an  appropriation. of  five  thousand 
dollars  was  made  for  observations  of  the  total  eclipse  in  August  of  this 
^ear.  By  a  judicious  distribution  of  the  considerable  number  of  seieii- 
titic  observers,  who  volunteered  from  different  parts  of  the  country  for 
CO  operation  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  Nautical  Almanac,  aided  by 
imexwptionable  weather,  results  of  unusual  completeness  were  obtained 
vhich  promise  to  be  of  great  interest,  and  a  substantial  acquisition  to 
science.  A  full  report  of  the  results  of  these  obser\'atious  is  preparing 
fur  publication. 

T.  nYDROaEAPUlC   OFFICE. 

The  report  of  the  oflBcer  in  charge  of  the  Ilydrographic  Ofiice  exhibits 
the  operations  of  that  oftice  during  the  past  year.  An  increased  atten- 
tion is  given  to  the  chart  rooms,  with  a  view  to  maintaining  a  full  sup- 
ply of  all  needed  charts,  as  soon  aa  published,  whether  l>y  this  office  or 
by  foreign  governments,  and  to  keep  tbem,  through  all  accessible  means, 
corrected  to  date. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  that  report,  that  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  charts,  from  new  and  revised  plates,  have  been  published  during 
the  past  year. 

Ah  already  alluded  to  under  a  previous  head,  it  is  highly  desirable 
that  the  (iterations  of  this  office  should  be  expanded,  so  far  at  least  as 
to  provide  for  a  steady  and  more  rapid  advance  towards  the  complete 
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emancipation  of  our  naval  and  commercial  marine  fivm  tfae  preeentde- 
peudeuce  uu  foreign  sources  of  supply  for  tbeir  cbarte  and  sailiug  direc- 
tious.  An  appropriation  of  a  few  tbousand  dollars,  additional  to  that 
now  made,  irould  probably  enable  this  work  to  go  on  as  rapidly  as  woold 
be  expedient  consistently  with  the  requisite  care  in  revision  and  in  the 
incorporation  of  new  material. 

The  estimates  for  the  support  of  the  Hydrographic  Office  are  comprised 
in  the  fourteenth  specification  of  the  general  estimates,  ^o.  2,  for  nari- 
gation  and  narigation  supplies. 

VI.   THE  NAVAL   SIGNAL  SYSTEM. 

It  being  proposed  to  adopt  the  army  code  of  signals  which  was  found 
HO  useful  in  commuuicatiug  between  the  two  branches  of  the  service 
during  the  war,  for  general  use,  in  connection  with  the  present  naval  sig- 
ual  code.  Commodore  8.  P.  Lee  was  placed  in  charge  of  that  department, 
and  is  now  making  arrangements  witli  General  Myer,  chief  signal  offi- 
cer of  the  army,  for  the  proper  teaching  and  organization  of  a  signal 
coi-ps  in  the  navy,  similar  to  that  now  so  successfully  employed  in  the 
army.    The  new  signal  book  is  now  in  tlie  bands  of  the  printer. 

VTI.   NAVAL  APPRENTICES. 

The  utter  failure  in  the  object  sought,  namely,  to  improve  tbe  class  of 
enlisted  seamen  by  "  the  introduction  of  thoroughltf  drilled  and  educated 
apprentices  in  the  navif,^'  is  due,  primarily,  to  the  fact  that  when  the  re- 
sult of  the  annual  examination  for  tbe  admission  of  ten,  out  of  abonl 
five  hundred,  to  the  academy,  was  known,  the  remainder  naturally  be- 
came dissatisfied  and  took  no  further  interest  in  learning  the  duties  of 
seameti,  and  deserted  in  large  numbers.  While  an  apprentice  system 
may  work  well  in  any  of  the  older  countries,  overburdened  with  iwpnla- 
tiou,  like  England  and  France,  the  inducements  ii^  most  of  tbe  other 
walks  of  life  in  our  own  are  so  great,  that  the  life  of  a  common  sailor  u 
generally  looked  upon  as  the  last  to  be  chosen. 

The  bureau  is  of  the  opinion,  In  harmony  with  that  expressed  by  tbe 
chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Equipment  and  Recruiting,  that  the  law  in  rela- 
tion to  the  enlistment  of  minors  should  be  more  exactly  defined,  so  m^ 
to  specifically  authorize  the  enlistment  of  persons  over  eighteen  yean 
of  age,  and  make  the  oath  of  the  recruit  conclusive  as  to  his  age.

CoHHODOBE:  I  have  the  houor  to  present  the  following  report  of  the 
operfttioQB  of  this  establUhmeut  for  the  past  year,  with  estimates,  also, 
of  the  arnoaat  required  for  its  support  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  Jnne 
30, 1871. 

ASTEOHOMICAL  WORK. 

The  equatorial  instrument,  in  charge  of  Professor  Asaph  Hall,  United 
States  Kavy,  was  employed,  as  in  preceding  years,  in  the  observation  of 
asteroids,  occnltations,  comets,  &c.,  until  the  first  of  May  last,  at  which 
time  Professor  Hall  was  detailed  hy  the  department  and  ordered  to 
Behring  Strait,  to  observe  the  total  eclipse  of  the  sun  of  the  7th  of 
Aagust,  and  the  work  of  the  instrument  was  temporarily  suspended. 
It  will  be  resumed  on  the  retnm  of  that  officer,  now  daily  looked  for. 

In  view  of  the  comparatively  small  size  of  the  equatorial  telescope, 
and  its  inferiority  to  many  of  its  kind  in  this  country,  there  is  among 
those  acquainted  with  the  wants  of  the  Observatory  a  strong  desire  that 
it  might,  as  an  important  national  establiubmeut,  be  furnished  with  the 
brst  instruments  that  can  be  procured;  and,  sharing  in  this  desire,  I  am 
iiiduced  to  repeat  here  the  recommendation  on  the  subject  in  my  report 
of  last  year. 

"At  the  present  time  the  deficiency  of  the  Observatory,  which  would 
be  noticed  with  most  surprise,  is  the  absence  of  a  telescope  at  all  com- 
parable with  many  owned  by  colleges,  observatories,  and  private  indi- 
ndoals  throughout  the  country.  This  will  seem  the  more  remarkable 
ance  the  most  successful  living  constructor  of  telescopes  is  an  Ameii- 
oan— Alvan  Clark,  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Clsrk  has  con- 
utmcted  not  only  nearly  all  the  beat  instruments  lately  erected  in 
Ainerica,  hut  some  of  the  finest  in  Europe.  It  is  nnderstood  that  he 
has  tteen  for  some  time  desirous  of  receiving  an  order  for  the  largest 
refractor  in  the  world;  but  the  great  cost — $40,000  in  gold — has  hitherto 
deterred  individuals  from  giving  the  order,  But  it  seems  eminently 
desirable  and  proper  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  should 
employ  at  its  Observatory  such  an  instrument  of  the  highest  power. 
CoDsidering  that  any  smaller  iustrument  than  that  pro|)osed  would  soon 
be  superseded,  that  several  institutions  of  learning  in  the  country  are 
endeavoring  to  procure  one  of  this  high  character,  and  considering  that 
not  more  than  one  such  can  probably  ever  be  undertaken  by  Mr.  Clark, 
it  will  be  seen  that  delay  endangers  our  being  able  ever  to  command  it. 
As  the  construction  of  the  instrument  will  occupy  some  four  years,  it  is 
not  necessary  that  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  cost  should  be  appro- 
priated in  any  one  year." 

Impressed  with  the  conviction  that  the  opportunity  thus  offered 
fliould  be  availed  of  by  the  government,  I  recommend  that  Congress  be 
asked  to  make  an  appropriation  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  and  the 
Mperintendent  of  the  Obsert-atorj-  authorized  to  contract  with  Mr. 
Clark,  in  that  sum,  for  the  finest  instrument  that  eminent  artist  is  capa- 
ble of  producing :  the  amount  so  appropriated  to  be  paid  in  four  annual 
installments,  each  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  (gold.) 

Tranait  circle. — This  instrument  has  been  in  charge  of  Professor 
Simon  Sewcomb,  United  States  Jfavy,  who  has  also  superintended  the 
erection  of  the  new  wing  of  the  Observatoiy. 

lu  my  last  annual  report,  the  very  grave  defects  of  the  obser\nng 
nwm,  in  wluch  this  instrument  was  mounted,  were  set  forth,  and  an  ap- 
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propriation  of  five  tliou»aiid  dollars  to  build  a  new  one,  with  a  proper 
tbiiiidation  for  the  mstnimetit,  was  recommended. 

The  reqoisite  appropriation  was  made  by  Congress,  and  in  April  last 
proiKtsals  to  build  the  wing  were  duly  advertised  for,  and  work  was 
commenced  about  the  end  of  May.    It  is  now  nearly  completed. 

The  amhitex^tural  qualities  of  the  new  room  h)t%'e  not  yet  been  tested, 
but  there  is  no  doubt  tli^t  for  purely  astronomical  purposes  it  is  tb<? 
best  meiidian  obserriug  room  in  the  world. 

Of  the  live  observers  employed  with  the  instrument  at  the  date  of  ray 
last  reiwrt,  one,  I'rofessor  Eastman,  was  transferred  to  the  east  wing  in 
January  last,  another,  Professor  Harkness,  hits  been  disabled  froni 
observing  by  ill  health  during  a  large  part  of  the  year;  and  the  jnnior 
aid  had  nut  suflicient  exjierieiice  to  make  the  more  difficult  observatioiiH. 
Observations  have  therefore  been  generally  confined  to  the  more  neces- 
sary ones,  namely,  those  of  the  sun,  moon,  larger  planets,  and  fund»- 
inental  stars. 

The  work  of  copying  the  observations  from  the  note-books  for  the 
press  has  t>een  <ione  by  Captain  Whiting  and  Professoi  Beecher. 

In  June  last  the  instrument  was  dismounted  to  allow  its  piers  to  be 
used  in  the  new  wing.    The  work  of  remounting  it  is  about  to  commence. 

Certain  defects  have  been  found  to  exist  in  the  object  glass  of  this 
telescope^  which  can  only  be  removed  by  re-grinding,  and  I  have  accord- 
ingly asked  for  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose. 

Theiranaii  instrument  and  the  mural  eirele  have  continued  in  charge 
of  Professor  M.  Yarnall,  United  States  Savy,  who  was  assisted  in  the 
work  of  the  former  instrument,  ftoni  the  1st  of  January  until  the  1st 
of  July,  by  Professor  J.  R.  Eastman,  United  States  Navy,  and  after  that 
time  by  Mr.  Edgar  Frisby,  *'  aid." 

These  instruments  were  employed  in  obaer^ing  stars  whose  place;* 
were  wanting  either  in  right  ascension  or  declination,  for  the  general 
catalogue;  and  since  the  dismounting  of  the  transit  circle,  in  observing 
the  moon  and  such  of  the  planets  as  came  to  our  meridian. 

The  observers  were  engaged  with  the  transit  instrument  for  a  few 
nights  in  exchanging  time  signals  for  difference  of  longitude  between 
Washington  and  Des Moines,  Iowa,  and  between  Washington  and  Bris- 
tol, Tennessee ;  the  results  of  which  will  presently  be  stated. 

Mr.  M.  II.  Doolittle,  the  senior  assistant  ol>server  or  *'  aid,"  has  hiid 
charge  of  the  mural  circle,  under  direction  of  Professor  Yamal],  and  i.s 
espe(;ially  4;nmmended  for  industry  by  that  oflicer.  He  was  assisted  after 
the  first  of  May  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Bardwell, "  aid." 

Professor  Yarnall  has  been  engaged,  during  office  hours,  in  reducing 
and  preparing  for  the  press  the  transit  observations  of  1808,  which  re- 
main only  to  be  copied  on  sheets,  when  they  will  be  ready  for  publication. 
He  has  also  been  engaged  in  collating  and  preparing  stars  for  publica- 
tion in  the  general  catalogue,  the  epoch  of  the  catalogue  (1S6U)  beiug 
diiferent  from  that  (1870)  to  which  the  current  observations  are  reduced. 

The  observations  to  be  made  with  the  transit  instrnmcnf ,  for  the  cata- 
logue, are  now  nearly  completed,  as  far  as  observing  Is  concerned,  but 
much  time  will  be  needed  to  finish  the  reduction  of  the  observations  and 
transfer  them  to  the  catalogue. 

The  observations  with  the  mural  eintle  are  not  so  nearly  finished,  and 
exclusive  attention  wilt  be  given  to  that  instrument  aft«r  such  obser\n- 
tions  us  remain  to  be  made  with  the  transit  instrument  shall  have  been 
finished. 

Meteorology. — Professor  Eastman  has  had  the  sapervision  of  the  me- 
teorological observations  made  during  the  year. 
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The  inatnim«nt3  used  are  a  mercurial  barometer,  dry,  wet  bulb,  and 
iwlar  tliermometerA,  ratn-gauge,  aud  wind-vane ;  aUo  a  mercurial  barom- 
eter, by  Green. of  New  York,  employed  as  a  Htandard,  and  two  registering 
thermometers  indicating  maximum  and  minimum  temperature. 

The  observations  have,  as  usual,  been  made  every  tliree  hours,  nigbt 
and  day,  by  the  watchmen,  Messm.  Hays,  Horigan,  aud  Cahill,  under 
the  direction  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  work. 

Owing  to  more  pressing  dutieis,  only  the  observations  for  1867  have 
been  prepared  for  the  press  during  the  year,  which  was  done  with  the 
assistance  of  Professor  Nourse. 

1  have  submitted  an  estimate  for  the  purchase  of  certain  meteoro- 
logical instruments,  nith  which  it  is  desirable  to  furuish  the  Observa- 
tory. 

Chronometers. — The  labors  of  the  officers  on  duty  in  the  chronometer 
ilepartnieiit  have  been  unremitting,  aud  when  it  is  considered  that  all 
the  ships  of  the  navy,  going  to  various  ])art8  nf  the  world,  are  supplied 
wttli  chronometers  from  this  establishment,  the  importance  of  these 
labors  can  hardly  be  overrated. 

The  system  of  keeping  a  complete  reconl  of  all  the  chronometers  has 
l)eeu  continued,  and  the  late  increase  of  officers,  so  much  wanted  hereto- 
fore, has  enabled  us  to  make  satisfactory  progress  in  the  history  of  all 
the  chronometers  from  the  earliest  period  possible. 

Commander  William  N.  Jeft'ers  was  ordered  on  duty  here  in  December 
last,  and  took  charge  of  the  chronometers,  relieving  Commander  A.  W. 
'lohnsoa,  who  was  <letached  the  same  mouth. 

The  following  officers  have  also  been  on  duty,  as  assistants  in  this  de- 
partment: (ISCJ*,)  Lieutenant  Commander  J.  H.  Sands,  from  19th  Sep- 
imbertoSlst  December;  (18l»9,)  Lieutenant  Charles  J.  Train,  from  1st 
-lanuary  to  30th  April ;  Lieutenant  Commander  E.  J.  Dichman,  from  1st 
Miiy,  (under  orders  to  Naval  Academy,  on  1st  October;}  Commander  J. 
Young,  from  15th  May;  Commander  W.  C.  West,  from  22d  May;  aud 
Lienteuaut  Commander  J.  H.  Sands,  from  28th  July. 

It  is  desirable  that  at  least  three  of  the  grade  of  officers  who  are  to  be 
navigation  officers  at  sea,  should  serve  at  least  one  year  each  at  the 
ubservatory,  to  become  conversant  with  the  care  of  chronometers  and 
the  requirements  of  the  Observatory,  in  the  correct  record  of  their  per- 
formance. 

Id  order  to  increase  the  knowledge  of  thermometric  laws,  and  to 
enable  the  navigator  of  each  ship  to  keep  an  exact  record  of  the  tem- 
|)eratnre  of  the  cbrononieter-room  on  shiiiboard,  a  registering  thermom- 
eter, previously  carefully  compare<l  with  the  stitndard,  is  sent  with  each 
issue  of  chronometers  to  every  ship. 

It  is  a  matter  of  gratification  to  be  able  to  inform  the  bureau  that  the 
<'bronometer8  manufactured  in  this  country  are  superior,  in  point  of 
fluish  and  apiieanince,  to  the  instruments  made  abroad,  and  in  point  of 
accuracy,  our  home-made  instruments  are  equal  to  the  best  and  superior 
to  the  ordinary  foreign  chronometera  For  the  obser^'Ution  of  the  time 
of  the  solar  eclipse,  for  which  the  greatest  possible  accuracy  aud  regu- 
larity of  rate  was  required,  chronometers  were  used  made  by  T.  S.  &  J. 
D.  Xegus,  of  Sew  York. 

The  number  of  chronometers  now  on  hand  in  the  receiving  cases  is 
one  hundred  and  nine,  {lO'J,)  of  which  nearly  all  are  ready  for  immediate 
issue.  They  are  wound  daily  at  noon,  and  compared  witii  a  standard 
flock  keeping  mean  time,  the  error  of  which  is  ascertained  every  five 
•lays;  and  every  ten  days  the  error  aud  rate  of  each  chronometer  are 
computed  and  entered  in  the  rate  books;  from  which  the  performance 
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of  any  cbronometw  can  be  obtained  at  any  time.  Upon  retnm  from 
sea,  each  instniment  is  carefully  examined,  and,  if  found  defective,  ]» 
sent  to  the  chronometer-maker  for  cleaning  or  repairs. 

Every  day  a  time-ball  is  dropped  at  the  exact  moment  of  mean  noon, 
by  means  of  an  electrical  cflniiection,  giving  the  exact  time  to  Waahing- 
ton  and  the  surrounding  conntrj-. 

ITELEGBAPHIC  APPASATUS  AND  CONNECl'IONS. 

The  electro- magnetic  and  telegraphic  apparatus  connected  with  the 
Observatory  is  under  the  charge  of  Professor  William  Uarkness,  United 
States  Navy,  assisted  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Gardner,  the  iDstrumeutmaker. 
and  has  worked  well. 

There  are  three  lines  of  telegraph  running  out  of  the  building.  The 
first  line  runs  to  the  Navy  Department,  where  it  controls  a  clock,  whicli 
is  made  to  beat  in  unison  with  the  maible-case  me^n  time  clock  of  the 
Observatory,  by  means  of  the  apparatus  invented  by  Mr.  R.  K  Jones,  of 
Wolverhampton,  England.  Correct  time  is  thus  furnished  to  the  de- 
partment, the  working  of  the  apparatus  continuing  in  all  respects  satis- 
factory. 

The  second  line  of  telegraph  runs  to  the  Washington  Fire-alarm  Tele- 
graph Office.  It  puts  us  in  connection  with  the  fire-bells,  and  is  used  to 
furnish  correct  time  to  the  city  by  strikiug  them  daily  at  seven  a.  m., 
twelve  m„  and  six  p.  to. 

The  third  line  of  telegraph  belongs  to  the  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company,  and  is  a  loop  from  the  wire  which  they  designate  as  No.  7 
south.  By  means  of  it  are  distributed  the  time  signals  which  serve  to  ' 
regulate  the  clocks  of  nearly  all  the  railroads  in  the  southern  States. 
They  are  sent  during  the  four  minutes  between  11.07  a.  ra.  and  12.01  p. 
m.  as  follows :  Daily  to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  railroad,  Baltimore 
City,  and  the  other  principal  cities  on  their  line,  as  &r  as  New  Orleang. 

By  the  kindness  of  the  Western  Union  Telegrajih  Company,  we  have 
had  the  free  use  of  their  wires  to  determine  the  longitude  of  four  point'* 
during  the  past  year. 

At  the  request  of  the  Spanish  government  time  signals  were,  between 
September  8  and  September  21,  18(>8,  exchanged  on  four  nights  with 
Lieutenant  0.  Pi\jazon,  of  the  Spanish  navy,  stationed  in  the  arsenal 
grounds  at  Havana,  Cuba.    These  signals  place  the  station

Ou  the  night  of  April  7,  1SG9,  time  signals  were  exchanged  with  a 
United  States  Coast  Survey  party  stationed  at  Staunton,  Virginia. 

On  five  nights,  between  July  2fi  and  August  7,  time  signals  were  ex- 
changed with  the  observatory  party  sent  to  Des  Moines  to  obser^-e  the 
eclipse  of  August  7.    These  signals  place  the  station  at  Des  Moines

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THE  TOTAL  ECLIPSE  OP  THE  BUN  OP  AUGUST  T. 

Early  in  spring  preparfitions  began  to  be  made  here  for  the  observa- 
tioD  of  the  total  eclipse  of  the  snii  of  the  7th  of  AaguHt,  an  event  of  rare 
occurrence,  and,  from  the  important  results  to  be  derived  from  accurate 
observations,  exciting  among  astronomers  the  liveliest  interest. 

The  first  party  sent  out  from  the  Observatory  consisted  of  Professor 
Asaph  Hall,  United  States  Ifavy,  and  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Bogers,  of  the  Hy- 
dragraphic  OBBce,  -who  were  detailed  by  the  department  early  in  May, 
and  ordered  to  proceed  to  Behring  Strait,  to  a  station  there  to  be  se- 
lected. The  party  reached  San  Francisco  in  June,  and  sailed  on  the 
last  of  that  month  for  the  strait  in  the  United  States  steamer  Mohican. 

Accounts  from  San  Francisco  inform  ns  that  the  expedition  arrived  at 
Plover  Bay  in  ample  time,  and  that  every  prejiaration  was  made  for  the 
observations,  which  were  only  partially  successftil  on  account  of  the 
obscnration  of  the  sun  by  clouds  during  the  time  of  the  eclipse.  I  feared 
this  from  the  first,  but  observations  at  that  location  were  so  important 
as  to  prompt  us  to  risk  the  chance  of  failure. 

On  the  14th  of  June  the  department  also  detailed  Professors  New- 
coDib,  Harkness,  and  Eastman  to  proceed  to  Bes  Moines,  Iowa,  a  point 
on  the  line  of  totality,  and  select  a  suitable  station  for  the  purpose  of 
obsenicg  the  eclipse. 

Mr.  Bardwell,  aid,  was  sent  to  Bristol,  Tennessee,  for  observations  at 
that  point. 

Surgeon  General  Barnes  kindly  detailed  Assistant  Surgeon  Brevet 
Major  Edward  Curtis,  of  the  army,  a  gentleman  skilled  in  photography, 
toaccompany  our  Des  Moines  party.  Previous  to  their  departure,  a  little 
temporary  frame  building  was  erected  in  the  grounds,  as  a  practice  ob- 
Kcrvatory  for  photographing,  &c.,  in  which  was  mounted  the  equatorial 
telescope  of  the  Naval  Academy,kindly  loaned  by  Vice- Admiral  Porter, 
forobservations  of  the  eclipse.  Arrived  at  Des  Moines,  the  party  selected 
stations,  set  up  their  instruments,  and  made  all  the  needful  preparations. 

The  weather  on  the  day  of  the  eclipse  was  favorable,  and  the  observa- 
tions were  most  successfully  made. 

The  officers  of  the  exjiedition,  since  their  return  to'  the  Observatory, 
have  been  engaged  upon  their  reports,  the  preparation  of  which  involves 
Home  labor;  and  it  will  yet  be  some  days  before  they  are  finished.  The 
results  will  prove  highly  interesting  to  the  scipntiflc  world,  and,  showing 
the  large  share  the  Observatory  hns  had  on  this  important  occasion,  will 
sustain  the  reputation  the  institution  has  already  attained. 

THE  LIBEABY. 

Tha  library  is  in  charge  of  Professor  J.  E.  Nourse,  United  States  Navy. 
The  annual  volume  of  astronomical  and  meteorological  observations  for 
the  year  186(>,  forming  a  quarto  of  472  pages,  issued  from  the  government 
press  in  May  last.  The  iliBtribution  of  these  volumes  was  begun  on  the 
day  of  their  delivery  to  the  Observatory.  Five  hundred  copies  in  all 
werepublished.  The  demand  for  the  observations  by  observatories  and 
other  scientific  institutions,  and  by  individuals,  has  left  on  hand  a 
smaller  number  than  ought  Justly  to  be  reserved  for  the  future  supply 
of  new  observatories  and  institutions.  The  number  of  copies  has  been, 
therefore,  increased  for  the  volume  now  in  press. 

The  Observatory  is  again  indebted  to  the  kind  offices  of  the  resident 
foreign  legations,  the  Department  of  State  and  the  Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion, for  the  safe  and  prompt  delivery  of  the  volumes  sent  abroad.  The 
calls  continue  for  the  separate  reports  upon  the  meteoric  shower  of  So- 
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vember,  1808,  the  West  India  cyclone  of  1867,  and  upon  the  rontes  for 
inter-oceanic  canals  and  railroads. 

The  additions  to  tlie  library,  through  its  exchanges  with  other  instita- 
tions,  and  with  individuals  eminent  for  scientitic  research,  at  home  and 
abroad,  have  be«D  of  a  very  valuable  character,  and  are  still  st«adily 
increasing  in  number. 

In  ease  of  a  vacancy  in  the  number  of  professors  attached  to  the  Ob- 
servatory, the  lav  of  April  17. 1866,  prohibiting  the  further  appointment 
of  prot^ssors  of  mathematics  in  the  navy,  would  cripple  the  Observatory 
to  supply  his  place  without  further  legislation. 

I  would  suggest  some  modification  of  the  law  in  re^anl  to  the  profes- 
sors at  the  Observatory,  who  are  the  astronomers  and  obseriers;  and 
further  to  provide  an  increase  of  pay  for  every  five  years  of  service  at 
this  iiistitntion,  in  that  capacity,  as  compensation  for  faithful  and  effi- 
cient service,  and  to  hold  out  some  inducement  or  promotion  to  retain 
an  efficient  corps  of  astronomers. 

In  speaking  of  the  work  of  the  Observatory,  I  must  not  omit  to  commend 
the  three  assistant  observersor  "  aids,"  allowed  by  law  to  the  Observatorj', 
for  their  zeal,  intelligence,  and  indnstry,  in  performing  all  the  duties  as- 
signed them.  These  gentlemen,  before  being  appointed,  were  required 
to  undergo  a  strict  examination  as  to  mathematical  attmnment'S  and 
knowledge  of  general  science,  and  to  prove  their  litness  for  appointment 
by  a  high  standard.  They  are  frequently  required  to  perform  the  duties 
of  observer  as  well  as  computer,  the  more  experienced  observing  on 
alternate  nights  with  the  professors.  Considering,  therefore,  the  valup 
of  their  services,  I  earnestly  recommend  a  small  increase  of  the  pay  of 
the  three  assistant  observers  or  "  aids."  They  now  receive  at  the  rate 
of  $1,333  33  each,  per  annum;  ($4,<H)0  for  the  three.) 

I  recommend  that  their  pay  be  graduated  or  classilled  as  follows : 

First  aid  or  assistant  observer $l,(iOO  per  annum. 

Second  aid  or  assistant  obser\'ef l,;*!©  per  annum. 

Third  aid  or  assistant  observer 1,400  per  annum. 

The  rewarding  of  meritorious  service,  wherever  and  by  whomsoever 
performed,  is  a  just  principle,  always  recognized  and  observed  by  onr 
government  when  a  proper  occasion  for  its  exercise  is  presented.  I  be- 
lieve the  recommendation  above  affords  such  an  occasion,  and  I  hope  it 
will  meet  with  favor.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work  of 
(his  office  duruig  the  past  year,  together  with  estimates  for  the  fiscal 
yniM  ending  June  30, 1871 : 

The  chief  work  to  be  done  and  the  methods  by  which  it  is  accom- 
plished, and  the  principal  duties  of  the  office,  continue  substantially  the 
same  from  jear  to  year. 

The  small  almanac  for  1871,  prepared  for  the  use  of  navigators,  was 
printed  and  ready  for  distribution  in  February  last ;  and  the  complete 
fjibemeris  for  the  same  year  in  August. 

Searly  all  the  epheraeris  for  1872  ia  completed,  and  in  the  hands  of 
tbe  printer ;  the  small  almanac  for  that  year  will  be  out  before  December, 

The  ephemeris  of  the  sun  and  part  of  that  of  the  moon,  lov  1873, 
are  completed,  and  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  other  por- 
lions  of  tbe  volume  for  that  year.  But  the  reductiou  of  tbe  appropria- 
tion for  the  last  fiscal  year  has  delayed  the  work,  so  that  the  desired 
advance  has  not  been  accomplished. 

The  tables  for  facilitating  the  reduction  of  places  of  the  fixed  stars, 
which  have  been  used  in  manuscript  for  several  years,  have  been  com- 
jJeted  and  printed,  and  will  afford  valuable  aid  to  astronomers  in  future 
work. 

Two  supplements  to  the  ephemeris  of  1869,  giviug  respectively  tables 
anil  formula-  for  predicting  the  times  and  phases  of  tbe  solar  eclipse,  on 
Angnst  7,  for  any  place,  and  suggestions  for  observing  the  eclipse,  have 
also  been  published ;  also,  a  supplement  to  the  ephemeris  fur  1870,  con- 
taining tables  of  occultations  of  stars  by  the  moon  which  are  visible  la 
the  territ(»ry  west  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

This  office  contributes  the  ephemeris  of  eight  only  of  the  one  hundred 
and  eight  small  planets  which  have  been  discovered  between  the  orbits 
of  Mars  and  Jupiter.  It  is  very  desirable  that  Ajneriean  astronomers 
should  provide  for  a  much  larger  number  of  them. 

Tbe  work  of  revising  the  elements  and  the  tables  of  the  four  larger 
planets,  proposed  and  commenced  by  Professor  Peirce,  has  made  some 
progress  under  the  superviaioD  of  Professor  Wiulock,  formerly  super- 
intendent of  this  office,  and  the  first  stage  completed.  It  is  hoped  that 
more  may  be  a^'complished  during  the  present  fiscal  year,  although  only 
a  part  of  the  time  of  two  assistants  can  be  devoted  to  this  work. 

The  revision  of  the  tables  of  the  moon,  becoming  each  year  more 
necessary  to  the  accuracy  of  a  large  part  of  the  ephemeris,  continues 
suspended,  A  special  appropriation  of  $u,OUO  a  year  wonld  be  needed 
to  undertake  it  with  any  reasonable  prospect  of  com]iletion. 

Nearly  six  thousand  copies,  chiefiy  of  the  small  ephemeris,  have  been 
fiold  during  the  year,  indicating  an  increasing  demand  for  the  work. 
Tbe  large  ephemeris  is  supplied  to  the  ships  and  stations  of  the  navy, 
and  distributed  to  observatories,  astronomers,  and  to  colleges  and  other 
institntions  whose  professors  are  engaged  in  astronomical  work. 

The  total  eclipseof  the  sun,  on  the  7th  of  August,  was  a  phenomenon  of 
special  interest,  attracting  the  attention  not  only  of  astronomers,  but 
the  cultivators  of  other  branches  of  science.  The  appropriation  for 
observations  of  this  eclipse,  aided  by  the  great  liberality  of  tbe  trustees 
of  tbe  Pennsylvania  College,  at  Gettysburg,  the  Phila^lelphia  Central 
High  School,  and  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  at  Philadelphia,  in 
Cranting  the  use  of  their  valuable  telescopes;  and  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Central,  the  Pittsburg,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago,  the  Chicago,  Burlington 
wiU  Qoincy,  and  the  Burlington  and  Missouri  railways,  in  granting  free 
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transportation  for  observers,  assistants,  and  instraments,  enabled  me  to 
provide  for  obsenrations  at  Burlington,  Mt.  Pleasant,  and  Ottamva, 
lowa^  near  the  central  line,  and  at  Kewanee,  Illinois,  and  Monroe,  Mis- 
Boori,  near  the  limits  of  sliadow. 

The  weather  at  all  these  stations  was  remarkably  and  nnexpectedly 
flue,  and  the  operations  of  the  several  parties  eminently  suceessful. 
These  will  constitute  the  subject  of  a  special  report. 

The  rich  materials  contributed,  especially  in  photography,  by  the  par- 
ties organized  by  Professor  Henry  Morton,  of  Philadelphia;  in  spectral 
analysis,  by  Professor  C.  A,  Young,  of  Dartmouth  College ;  and  in  gene- 
ral obsei'\'ations  and  notes  and  descriptions  of  the  corona,  by  Dr.  B.  A. 
Gonld,  well  deserve  publication  commensurate  ■nith  their  value.

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  bureau  tbe  following  report 
of  the  operations  of  this  office  during  the  past  year: 

CHAET  BOOMS. 

The  activity  of  foreign  governments,  especially  of  the  Britisli  goveru- 
ment,  in  the  work  of  surreys,  has  rendered  necessary  the  imirartatioii 
of  a  large  number  of  Briti^  admiralty  charts,  in  order  that  the  charts 
supplied  to  our  government  vessels  should  be  up  to  date.  A  carefiil  in- 
ventory of  the  charts  in  the  British  admiralty  chartrroom  has  been 
taken,  and  their  dates  compared  with  the  latest  catalogue ;  wherever  » 
chart  of  later  date  has  been  required,  it  has  been  ordered  from  the 
admiralty  publisher,  and  our  government  vessels  will  thus  have  the 
benefit  of  the  latest  foreign  publicatious. 

The  British  admiralty  chart-room  being  thus  supplied  with  the  latest 
publications,  it  has  been  the  effort  to  suppress  the  issue  to  navy  vessels 
of  all  French  charts  which  are  covered  by  English  publications,  and  by 
this  mejins  it  is  expected  to  reduce  the  number  of  charts  now  issued  to 
each  vessel,  without  impairing  the  practical  value  of  her  supply, 

Tbe  additional  force  of  officers  allowed  during  the  past  year  to  this 
office  has  permitted  this  work  to  progress  rapidly,  and  it  is  believed 
that  in  the  course  of  two  months  the  shelves  in  the  British  admiralty 
chart-room  will  be  fully  supplied  with  the  latest  publicatious. 

The  work  of  keeping  the  charts  on  hand  corrected  to  date  will  require 
the  constant  attention  of  assistants,  and  I  recommend  that  tlie  officers 
assigned  to  this  duty  should  not  be  changed  more  frequently  than  may 
be  rendered  necessary  by  the  exigencies  of  the  service. 

In  addition  to  tbe  work  in  the  chart-rooms,  already  mentioned,  the 
work  of  disposing  of  the  charts  that  were  used  during  the  rebellion  has 
been  accomplished ;  the  boxes  containing  these  charts  had  accumulate*! 
in  large  numbers,  but  have  all  beeu  unpacked  and  the  charts  properly 
disposed  of. 
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HYDBOGBAPmC  NOTICES. 

These  notices  are  published  at  the  time  of  the  discovery  of  new  rocks 
or  shoals,  and  as  guides  for  the  navigation  of  localities  which  are  im- 
perfectly known.  Several  notices  have  originated  from  this  of&ce  dnr- 
JDg  the  past  year.  Those  published  by  foreign  governments  have  been 
('ommuaicated  to  this  office  and  republished.  As  the  information  is 
received  it  is  entered  on  the  charts  to  which  it  applies,  and  is  communi- 
cated to  our  squadrons  abroad,  and  to  all  prominent  dealers  in  the  coun- 
try, to  the  Chambers  of  Commerce,  and  to  others  interested  in  nautical 
'  matters. 

The  nnmber  of  notices  of  this  description  that  have  been  issued  from 
this  office  during  this  year  (original  and  re-published)  is  twenty-seven. 

NOTICES  TO  MABnTEES. 

These  notices,  subject  to  the  same  system  of  exchange  with  foreign 
{."oveniments  as  the  hydrographic  notices,  refer  especially  to  changes 
luade  in  lights  and  buoys,  and  are  utilized  in  tbc  same  manner  as  the 
li.vdrographic  notices,  by  being  entered  on  the  charts.  These  notices 
fruin  abroad  are  republished  by  the  Light-house  Board,  and  this  office 
is  supplied  with  copies,  which  are  distributed  in  the  same  manner  as  are 
the  hydrographic  notices. 

By  means  of  the  hydrographic  notices  and  notices  to  mariners,  the 
t'liarts  are  kept  up  to  date  during  the  year,  and  if  on  the  issue  of  the 
iiew  year  catalogue  it  is  found  that  the  corrections  have  been  so  extea- 
sive  as  to  cause  a  new  chart  to  be  issued,  it  is  imported  and  substituted 
for  the  old  one. 

PUBLICATIONS  OP  CHARTS. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  correcting  the  plates  purchased  by 
llie  Savy  Department  from  Messrs.  E,  &  G.  W.  Blnnt  has  been  pushed 
forward  rapidly.  The  charts  formerly  issued  by  this  firm  were  in  very 
general  use  by  our  merchant  marine,  and  their  transfer  to  the  govern- 
ment carried  with  it  the  respousibility  of  their  issue  to  this  impoitant 
I'lass  of  navigators.  Before  issuing  them,  however,  with  the  authority 
i>f  a  government  publication,  it  was  found  necessary  to  correct  them ; 
this  work  has  been  pushed  forward  with  great  vigor,  and  I  am  happy  to 
report  that,  with  the  exception  of  three  sheets  of  the  West  Indies  series, 
th*y  are  all  ready  for  issue. 

These  publications,  together  with  all  original  publications  of  the 
office,  are  sold  to  dealers  at  the  rate  prescribed  by  Congress,  namely, 
the  price  of  paper  and  printing,  and  thus  these  valuable  charts  are 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  mast«rs  of  our  merchant  vessels  at  a  very 
small  expense  t«  them.

INSTKUMENTS. 
Tbe  work  of  repairing  compasses,  sextants,  octants,  and  spy-glasses, 
liaa  progressed  as  rapidly  as  could  be  expected  with  the  small  force  that 
is  employed.  The  force  is  sofRcieot  for  tlie  current  work  of  the  navy, 
bat  the  accumulation  of  damaged  instruments,  returned  to  this  office 
after  the  rebellion,  is  so  great  as  to  compel  me  to  recommend  that  more 
force  should  be  employed  in  this  division  of  the  office  work. 

COSCLUSION. 

Form-books  for  surveyors  have  been  prepared  at  this  office,  and  are 
now  ready  for  issue  to  the  navy;  and,  in  concluding  this  report,  I  re- 
spectfully ask  tiie  attention  of  the  bureau  to  the  necessity  of  making 
surveys  abroa^l.  Some  good  work  has  been  done  by  the  present  Asiatic 
squadron  on  the  unknown  coast  of  Korea,  and  we  have  the  satisfaction 
<rf  seeing  the  names  of  the  Shenandoah  and  Wachusett  as  pioneers  on 
this  virgin  coast ;  but  much  information  is  wanted  on  the  subjects  of 
reported  dangers  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  even  in  the  track  of  vessels 
bound  to  our  own  coast.  The  increasing  interests  of  the  United  States 
ID  this  region  render  it  a  national  duty  to  subject  these  waters  to  a  thor- 
ough exploration.

BuKEAu  OP  Ordnance, 
if  dry  Department,  October  23,  1869. 

Sm :  I  have  the  honor  to  sabmit  the  aniinal  report  of  the  Bureau  of 
Ordnance,  together  with  its  estioiates  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1871. 

The  expenditures  during  the  ciirreut  year  have  been  confined  to  the 
ordinary  reqoiremetits  of  the  service,  in  preparing  the  batteries  of  ships 
ordered  to  sea,  and  in  the  repairs  and  preservation  of  the  stock  of  ma- 
terials and  buildings  at  the  navy  yards  and  stations. 

Under  authority  of  the  department  my  predecessor  directed  a  board 
of  survey  upon  all  cannon  and  ordnance  stores  at  tbe  northern  navy 
yards,  vhich  had  deteriorated  to  sncb  an  extent  as  to  be  no  longer  serv- 
iceable, with  the  view  of  disposing  of  them  at  public  sale. 

This  duty  has  been  most  thoroughly  performed  during  the  summer, 
aiidalot  of  old  material  has  thus  been  disposed  of  at  New  York,  amonnt- 
ing  in  the  aggregate  to  thirty  thonsand  five  hundred  dollars,  ($30,500.) 
He  condemned  stock  at  the  other  yards  will  be  sold  in  tike  manner, 
and  the  proceeds  deposited  in  the  treasury  to  the  credit  of  navy  ord- 
nance according  to  law. 

At  present  the  bureau  has  but  one  existing  contract,  viz,  for  two 
thonsand  (2,000)  barrels  of  cannon  powder,  ma<Ie  necessary  by  the  de- 
pletion of  the  magazines  in  supplying  vessels  ordered  to  sea  during  the 
spring  and  summer. 

>'o  cannon  of  any  description  are  being  made  for  tbe  navy,  there 
being  a  stock  of  all  calibers  on  hand  snfllcient  to  supply  immediate 
Tante,  excepting  15-inch,  and  in  the  estimat«s  submitted  X  have  inserted 
an  item  for  thirty  (30)  guns  of  that  calibre. 

Tbe  manufacture  of  howitzers  of  430  pounds  has  been  found  necessary 
to  arm  the  boats  now  bailt  for  the  navy,  which  are  too  sharp  to  afford 
booyancy  enough  to  carry  the  heavy  guns  of  750poands.  These  latter, 
hoirever,  can  easily  be  carried  by  the  launches  of  large  ships. 

Some  modification  of  the  iron  broadside  carriages  has  recently  been 
made,  which  the  bureau  believes  will  overcome  all  the  objections  which 
have  been  urged  against  them ;  and  these  modifications  will  be  applied 
to  all  the  carriages  in  service  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Pivot  carriages  of 
iron  for  the  11-inch  guns  will  also  be  added  in  the  armament  of  ship»— 
two  of  this  class  being  now  under  construction  at  the  Washington  navy 
yard  for  tbe  Nipsic  and  Kansas. 

I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  department  to  the  item  in  tbe  esti- 
mates submitted  for  a  new  nitre  depot,  which  I  have  briefly  explained 
in  the  appended  remarks.  The  files  of  the  bureau  afford  abundant 
information  to  enable  the  department  to  decide  intelligently  upon  this 
abject,  which  is  of  vast  importance  to  tbe  country,  and  deserves  the 
serious  consideration  and  favorable  action  of  Congress. 

I  also  respectfully  refer  the  department  to  the  question  of  additional 
magazines  for  the  navy,  to  be  located  in  the  interior  ot  the  country  away 
&tim  the  neighborhood  of  targe  cities  or  towns,  but  at^acent  to  railways 
or  water  communication  with  our  principal  stations.  This  subject  has 
already  been  presented  to  Congress,  and  an  otKcial  report  made  to  the 
Senate  by  a  commission  duty  appointed  by  act  of  Congress.  It  is, 
however,  respectfidly  suggested  that  the  attention  of  the  naval  com* 
ntittees  be  again  called  to  ttiis  important  matter,  in  order  that  some 
action  may  be  taken  at  an  early  day.    The  data  necessary  to  enable  the 
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bureau  to  act  promptly  ia  already  collected,  so  far  as  the  details  of  con- 
struction and  equipment  of  tlie  magazines  is  concerned. 

The  lioard  on  breecli-Ioa<ling  muskets  for  the  navy,  which  was  organ- 
ized by  my  predecessor  under  authority  of  the  department,  has  nearly 
completed  its  labors  and  will  shortly  make  its  report  to  the  bureau. 

The  board  has  not  confined  its  trials  to  any  particular  kind  of  arm  or 
style  of  breech-loading,  but  has  carefully  and  systematically  examined 
all  systems  that  have  been  presented.  It  is  believed  that  good  resnlts 
will  he  obtained  from  this  investigation,  and  I  shall  take  pleasure  in 
submitting  the  rci>ort  to  the  department  as  soon  as  it  is  received  from 
the  hoard.  I  have  also  included  in  the  estiiDates  a  small  item  for  esperi- 
mental  purposes,  which  I  trust  Congress  will  allow.  The  interests  of 
the  country  demand  that  every  new  improvement  in  ordnance  shonld 
be  carefully  investigated  in  order  that  we  may  keep  pace  with  otlier 
nations  in  the  preparation  for  battle.  To  neglect  so  manifest  a  duty 
will  be  fatal  in  an  emergency,  and  this  may  arise  when  least  expected 
and  without  affording  time  or  means  for  preparation. 

The  order  of  the  department  directing  the  preliminary  arrangements 
to  be  made  for  the  establishment  of  a  torpedo  corps  has  been  obeyed  to 
the  extent  of  occupying  Goat  Island,  in  ttie  harbor  of  Newport,  Rhode 
Island,  and  erecting  thereon  temporary  structures  for  magazines  and 
workshops. 

The  sum  asked  for  the  further  extension  of  the  contemplated  system 
has  been  carefully  eomiiuted  by  the  officer  assigned  by  the  department 
as  the  head  of  the  corps,  and,  in  the  judgment  of  the  bureau,  is  needed 
for  the  very  important  objects  to  be  attained. 

That  the  torpedo  is  destined  to  be  used  by  all  nations  in  future  vtaf, 
is  <«rtain ;  and  this  not  only  for  special  work  in  guarding  rivers  and 
harbors,  but  also  in  the  active  operations  of  battle  on  the  high  seas. 
It  is  therefore  our  duty  to  keep  pace  with  other  maritime  powers  in 
everything  relating  to  the  development  and  use  of  this  dangerous  and 
destructive  clement  of  warfare. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  department  to 
the  estimates  for  the  support  of  the  bureau. 

Congress,  in  making  appropriations  for  the  present  fiscal  year,  refused 
to  provide  for  more  than  one  clerk  (at  $1,400  per  annnm)  besides  the 
ohief  clerk.  The  result  has  been  of  serious  detriment  to  the  public  serv- 
ice, from  the  physical  inability  of  two  clerks  to  perform  the  duties  of 
an  office  embracing — 

1.  Correspondence  and  business  with  the  department  and  its  various 
bureaus. 

2.  With  all  the  navy  yards  and  stations. 

3.  With  all  the  squadrons  and  single  ships. 

4.  The  detitUs  of  ordnance  equipment  generally. 

5.  Miscellaneous  correspondence  and  business  with  the  public. 

C.  The  at\justment  and  settlement  of  accounts;  and,  flniUIy,  the  flUng, 
recording,  registering^  indexing,  and  general  preservation  of  all  papers 
and  documents  resulting  from  the  above  brief  summary  of  duties. 

The  result  is  moat  embarrassing  and  unsatisfactory,  and  it  is  with 
extreme  difficulty  and  lalK>r  that  even  the  cuireut  work  is  kept  under 
control.  I  earnestly  recommend,  therefore,  this  particular  item  of  the 
estimates  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  department ;  and  also 
suggest  that  authority  be  asked  to  employ,  from  time  to  time,  additional 
ten)i)orarj-  assistance  in  the  office  as  the  public  interest  may  require. 

I  have  asked  for  four  clerks,  besides  the  chief  clerk,  as  hitherto  pro- 
vided by  law.     It  would,  however,  be  highly  beaeflcial  to  the  public 
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iDlerests  and  enable  the  bureau  to  perform  its  duties  more  satisfactorily 
if  Congress  can  be  induced  to  authorize  at  once  the  re-employment  of 
the  number  of  clerks  hitherto  employed  in  the  bureau,

dated  May  II,  1869,  had  prepared  the  following  report  in  regard  to  the  adviHability  of 
preparing  another  building  for  the  storage  of  nitre,  to  meet  contingencies  which  luay 
arise  in  ftitnre,  which  sepms  to  cover  the  subject  fully : 

Extract. — "  The  war  of  the  rebellion  disclosed  the  creat  liability  to  whicih  the  Union 
interest  was  exposed  by  relyine  upon  the  usual  supply  of  nitre  from  Hindostan. 

"  In  the  first  place,  too  supply  was  limited  to  the  ordinary  consumption,  was  uaeqnsl 
to  the  great  increase  in  demand  when  war  arose,  and  the  price  was  not  only  augmeuted, 
*"'*  "■  ""W  difficult  to  obtain  what  was  iieeiled  ir  " '  "~"- — 


"Under  these  circunist-ances,  I  thought  of  obtaining  nitre  from  other  sources,  and 
initiated  the  present  mode  of  supply — that  is,  by  separating  the  nitre  combined  with 
soda  aud  nniting  it  with  potush,  which  was  successfully  executed. 

"A  deimt  won  subsequently  provided  near  Maiden,  and  there  are  now  stored  then 
3,659  tons. 

"  It  seems  advisable  to  make  further  provision  to  complete  the  plan,  for  which  par- 
pose  another  depot  should  be  provided,  as  the  present  one  contains  quite  as  much  a«  it 
is  advisable  to  accumulate  in  one  place ;  chiell;  because,  when  the  whole  stock  is  bronghl 
together,  accident  or  design  would  dissipate  it  in  an  instant,  and  leave  us  unprovided. 
The  conveulence  of  communicating  with  the  different  powder  works  is  also  to  be  con- 
sidered. 

"I  recommend,  therefore,  that  a  site  for  another  depot  be  chosen  in  the  interior  of 
the  middle  States,  and  convenient  of  access  by  railroad  and  canal." 

In  regard  to  the  character  of  the  building,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  one  similar  hut 
larger  than  that  lately  completed  by  the  llight-house  Board  at  the  liKht-house  depot, 
Tompkinsville,  Stnten  Island,  for  the  storage  of  oil,  will  be  most  suitable,  and  Just 'nhat 
is  wanted,  as  it  is  thoroughly  protected  from  fire.  A  plan  of  it  is  on  file  in  this  hnrran. 
The  cost  of  the  situ,  vault,  and  buildings  for  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  depot,  1  esti- 
mate will  be  (75,000. 

Item  3 — Is  explained  in  the  preceding  article  relating  to  the  advisabUity  of  building 
another  nitre  depot. 

lUn  4. — The  magazines  are  qnito  depleted,  and  the  amount  of  powder  estimated  for 
(5,000  barrels)  is  considered  necessary  to  meet  the  current  demands  of  the  service  and 
the  gradual  refilling  of  the  magazines. 

Kenw  5,  6,  7,  aud  6. — These  amounts  are  less  than  asked  for  by  the  navy  yards  in  tJieir 
sevcnil  estimates,  aud  are  exceeded  by  the  current  e5i)endituree  for  the  objecte  named. 
They  are  the  lowest  estimates  that  can  be  safely  made.

This  is  a  new  estimate-  The  closing  operations  of  the  war  for  the  Union  developed 
th«  naefulDees  of  torpedoes  for  either  attack  or  defense,  and  as  this  has  not  only  become 
■ppsreut  to  OQTselvee,  hut  to  foreign  governments,  who  are  ofiering  large  premiums  for 
tie  invention  of  effective  and  manageable  torpedoes,  it  has  been  deemed  not  only 
■driaable,  but  necessary,  that  we  should  take  measures  to  iiuprove  upon  the  knowledge 
already  gained;  and  to  that  end  the  nucleus  of  a  torpedo  corps  has  been  establisbed, 
and  viperiments  with  torpedoes  used  by  the  rebels  and  oatselvea,  and  some  others 
vliich  have  lately  been  designed,  will  soon  be  commenced. 

To  folly  establish  the  machinery,  with  suitable  facilities  for  the  manufacture  of  and 
uperimentUig  with  torpedoes,  an  appropriation  of  $103,793  is  deemed  necessary.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  your  order  of  the  2d  instant,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  the  annual  report  of  operations  at  the  several  navy  yards 
daring  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th  June,  1869,  and  eoiuing  under  the  eog- 
uizanceofthiabiircau,  together  with  estimates  for  improvements, repairs, 
&c.,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th  Junej  1871. 

The  report  of  the  boi)rd  of  naval  omccrs  of  high  rank,  assigned  b; 
the  department  to  the  duty  of  examining  and  reporting  upou  our  nnvy 
yards  and  to  recommend  improvements,  has  not  yet  reached  me.  The 
subject  is  one  requiring  great  consideration,  and  the  report,  wheii 
received,  will  be  of  great  vahie  as  an  emiwdiment  of  a  well-digested  aud 
siiAiuient  plan  for  tlie  improvement  of  our  navy  yards,  whicli  are  now  so 
inadequate  to  mi^t  the  necessities  that  a  war  may  at  any  time  impose 
apon  us. 

So  appropriations  have  been  made  by  Congress  for  the  improvement 
of  tlie  navy  yards  during  the  past  three  years,  aud  hut  comparatively 
small  amounts  for  the  preservation  aud  repairs  of  the  large  amount  of 
property  contained  in  them.  As  a  consequence,  the  operations  upon 
many  important  works  of  improvement  have  been  snspeiide<l  and  tbej 
have  sustained  the  usual  injury,  and  yet  remain  incomplete. 

The  insufficiency  of  our  navy  yards  was  painfully  obvious  during  the 
late  rebellion,  when,  in  contending  with  an  enemy  almost  without  a  navr, 
the  departjnent  was  yet  obliged  to  call  to  its  aid  the  services  of  almost 
every  ship-yard  and  machine-shop  of  any  magnitude  in  the  country.  Of 
the  present  improved  naxy  yards,  none,  except  Mare  Island,  are  of  suf- 
ficient area  to  meet  what  will  be  required  in  the  event  of  a  war,  even 
with  an  inferior  power,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  Norfolk  yard, 
none  of  them  are  so  situated  as  to  be  susceptible  of  the  requisite  enlarge- 
ment, without  incurring  enormous  exi)en8e. 

The  iiurchase  of  Seavey's  Island,  at  Portsmouth,  New  Hampsliire,  lias 
made  an  addition  to  the  area  of  that  yard  which  will  probably  afford  all 
the  space  required  for  improvements  at  that  station,  but  large  appro- 
priations must  be  obtained  before  the  necessary  buildings,  docks,  &c., 
can  bo  completed. 

The  Boston  yard  is  insufficient  in  area  for  that  important  station,  and 
the  exigencies  arising  from  so  thorough  a  change  in  the  constructioD 
and  e(|uipment  of  vessels  of  war  that  have  occurred  since  the  establish- 
ment of  the  yard,  and,  indeed,  within  the  past  few  years,  can  no  longer  be 
adequately  met.  The  failure  in  the  past  to  make  the  necessary  appro- 
priations for  the  purchase  of  additional  water  front  makes  it  a  matter  of 
grave  consideration  what  can  be  done  that  mil  adequately  pro\ide  for  the 
want-s  of  the  future.  No  estimate  is  made  at  this  time  for  the  imrcha-se 
of  additional  land  or  water  front,  for  various  reasons. 

Tlie  State  of  Connecticut  has  conveyed  to  the  government  a  tract  of 
land,  having  a  water  front  on  the  River  Thames  of  one  mile  and  a  mean 
breadth  of  six  hundred  and  seventy  (ti70)  feet.  This  location  is,  geograpLi- 
cally,  well  situated  to  prevent  the  occupation  of  Long  Island  Sound  ami 
to  guanl  New  York  City  against  the  apjiroach  of  a  hostile  naval  force 
from  that  direction.  It  is  a  subject  of  regret  to  this  bureait  that  a  close 
survey,  just  completed  by  the  Coast  Survey,  shows  the  channel  way 
narrow,  and,  along  the  greater  xiart  of  the  wa1>er  front,  further  from  the 
shore  line  than  was  supposed. 
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To  make  a  confflderable  naval  station  near  New  London,  seoma,  in 
tierj- imint  of  view,  advanta^ceons.  In  order  to  do  so,  Lowever,  it  would 
he  wortli  while  to  have  a  full  survey  made,  extending  from  Just  above 
the  t«wn  to  at  least  one  mile  above  the  present  proposed  site  for  the 
yard,  so  as  to  be  able  to  select  the  point  natorally  the  most  advantageous 
antl  looking  to  the  construction  of  an  extensive  fresh-water  basin  for 
irou-ctads. 

In  the  construction  of  works  of  great  magnitude  too  much  care  can- 
Qot  be  taken  in  fixing  upon  the  site  ha\ing  the  greiitest  natural  advan- 
tages, even  when  most  favorably  located.  The  cost  of  works  of  this 
description  is  great,  and  is  added  to,  almost  beyond  belief,  when  the 
location  is  disfulvautaf^ons.  At  the  present  time  no  appToi)r)atiou  is 
asked  for  beginning  the  work. 

The  location  of  the  navy  yard  at  Brooklyn,  New  Tork,  has  long  been 
considered  unfortunate.  The  water  I'rout  available  is  quite  limited,  the 
Wallabout  Channel  narrow  and  subject  to  extraordinary  deposits  of  dirt 
ami  washings  in  by  sewers,  so  as  to  render  the  continual  use  of  dredging 
machines  necessary,  at  a  large  annual  cost,  in  order  to  maintain  a  re- 
quired depth  of  water.  At  this  imt>ortaiit  station  in  the  harbor  of  the 
uoQimereial  metropolis  of  the  nation,  there  are  always  numbers  of  ves- 
sel8  of  war  necessarily  crowded  together  and  exposed  to  imminent  dan- 
ger from  fire,  the  yard  being  adjacent  to  buildings  of  various  charac- 
ters, among  the  number  a  large  gas-house. 

The  fact  that  a  very  large  tract  of  land  has  its  natural  drainage 
through  the  yard,  the  right  of  way  for  this  drainage  reserved  for  the 
city,  anti  the  formation  of  the  surrounding  land  such  as  to  render  it  im- 
possible, except  at  an  enormous  expense,  to  discharge  the  contents  of 
the  public  sewers  outside  the  limits  of  the  yard,  is  now  a  grave  injury. 
Vessels  newly  coppered,  lying  near  the  discharge  of  these  sewers,  require 
almost  entire  recoppering  in  a  few  months,  causeil  by  the  action  of  the 
a<-ids  from  mannfacturing  establishments,  and  other  chemical  agents. 

At  my  request  General  Sherman  was  good  enough  to  detail  some  of 
the  ablest  engineer  officers  belonging  to  the  army  tor  the  purpose  of 
examining  into  what  can  be  done  t«  mitigate  the  disadvantages  which 
weigh  upon  this  naval  station.  As  yet  the  bureau  is  not  informed  as  to 
tlieir  opinion. 

Uniler  all  the  circumstances  it  would  seem  judicious  to  have  a  care- 
fid  examination  made  of  the  adjacent  waters,  to  ascertain  if  some  other 
site  cannot  be  found  more  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  the  navy.  It  is 
hardly  a  matter  of  doubt  that  a  far  better  site  can  be  selected.  The 
present  site  is  valuable  for  city  purposes,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  pro- 
ceeds of  its  sale  would  be  quite  sufficient  to  defray  the  expense  attend- 
iug  the  establishment  of  a  new  yard  with  capacity  commensurate  to  the 
prosi)ective  wants  of  the  country. 

The  protection  of  the  city  of  New  York  is  of  paramount  impoi-tance, 
and  to  that  end  in  the  futurethenavyyanl,  as  located,  seems  inadequate 
of  sufficient  extension.  In  the  present  relation  of  ves.sels  in  defense  as 
against  vessels  attacking  the  city,  a  matenal  advantage  would  be  ob- 
tained by  locating  the  navy  yard  so  that  its  defense  would  not  be 
involved  in  that  of  the  city,  but  consist  of  interior  lines;  the  vessels 
employed  to  aid  in  the  actnal  defense  of  the  city  and  within  the  harbor 
would  then  be  able  to  proceed  to  their  work  without  embarrassment 
or  delay  and  would  operate  with  entire  assurance. 

The  navy  yard  nt  riiiladelphia  has  leas  area  than  any  other,  and  as 
League  Island  has  been  accepted  for  ii  navy  yard,  and  the  title  perfected, 
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no  estimates  are  submitted  for  the  present  yard,  except  such  as  are 
deemed  necessary  for  the  auuual  repairs  of  the  existing  works. 

For  commeDcing  operatiuus  at  League  Island  no  estimate  at  this  time 
J8  submitted.  It  is  suggested  that,  before  active  operations  are  com- 
menced, in  the  way  of  the  erection  of  buildings,  docks,  &c.,  a  complete 
plan  of  the  yard  should  be  prepared,  so  that  any  and  all  work  done  on 
the  island  may  be  done  with  a  view  to  carry  out  a  fixed  and  well-digested 
plan.  As  no  appropriations  are  now  asked  that  do  not  look  to  the  pres- 
ent or  almost  immediate  usefulness  of  the  expenditure,  none  are  asked 
for  commencing  the  work  on  League  Island,  as  the  formation  of  a  large 
□aval  establishment  is  necessarily  an  affair  of  time  and  considerable 
expenditure.  This  will  not  prevent  the  commencemeDt  of  the  qaay  wall, 
construction  of  wharves,  and  filling  in  as  soon  as  appropriations  are  maOe, 
and  which  should  be  sufficiently  large  to  push  the  work  vigorously. 

The  yard  at  Washington  has  only  a  small  area,  too  small  for  an  esten- 
eiv.e  establishment.  Of  late  years  it  has  been  more  of  a  rejiairing  and 
Dianufacturiug  than  a  building  yard,  and  is  deemed  better  adapt^  for 
the  former  purposes  than  the  latter.  For  either  pnrpose  the  area  is  too 
small,  and  an  estimate  is  again  submitted  for  its  enlargement. 

The  navy  yard  at  K^orfolk,  which  was  destroyed  during  the  rebellion, 
in  natural  advantjiges  is  superior  to  any  other  on  the  Atlantic  coast 
Some  of  the  buildings  have  been  rebuilt,  but  much  remains  to  be  done 
to  render  the  yard  capable  of  meeting  the  demands  of  the  service  upon 
80  important  a  position.  The  area  of  the  yard  is  too  limited,  but  its 
surroundings  are  such  that  a  sufficient  qtiantity  of  land  adjoining  can 
be  obtain^  at  reasonable  prices.  It  is  deemed  of  much  importance 
that  measures  should  be  taken  at  an  early  day  to  secure  the  necessary 
laud  to  enlarge  this  yard  to  a  capacity  equal  to  the  wantu  of  the  service 
for  all  time.  The  yard,  together  with  adjacent  lands  and  shore  lines, 
ftimish  sites  for  dry  docks,  wet  basins,  and  all  the  requirements  of  a  navy 
yard  on  the  largest  scale,  and  being  in  a  locality  where  all  the  neccd- 
sary  materials  for  constructing  vessels  can  be  readily  obtained,  it  pre- 
sents a  most  favorable  position  for  the  establishment  of  a  great  naval 
station.  It  is  not  now  proposed  to  ask  appropriations  for  this  pui^iose, 
but  the  importance  of  enlarging  and  building  up,  on  a  proper  scale,  this 
admirable  point  for  its  purpose,  should  be  regarded  as  national. 

The  navy  yard  at  Fensacola  was  also  destroyed  during  the  war,  and 
but  little  has  yet  been  done  toward  its  reconstruction.  This  yard  is 
situated  near  the  entrance  to  Pensacola  Bay  and  exposed  to  injury  from 
vessels,  ousid^  of  the  harbor,  having  guns  of  long  range.  The  location, 
for  this  reason,  is  objectionable,  but  in  view  of  its  being  the  only  st^itiou 
OB  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  it  requires  at  this  time  to  be  made  available  for 
repairs.  The  great  importance  of  having  a  well-equipped  yard  on  tlie 
Gulf  of  Mexico  suggests  that,  before  heavy  expenditures  are  made  towani 
reconstructing  this  yard,  it  is  worth  while  to  institute  an  examiuatioD 
to  ascertain  if  some  more  favorable  location  cannot  be  fouud. 

The  works  upon  the  navy  yard  at  Mare  Island  have  progressed  as 
rapidly  as  the  means  furnished  by  Congress  would  permit,  and  the  yard 
now  has  facilities  for  the  performance  of  a  considerable  amount  of  work. 
Many  other  buildings  and  other  improvements  are  needed,  this  being 
Che  only  station  on  the  Pacific  coast.  The  island  is  large  enough  to 
accommodate  all  the  buildings,  docks,  and  other  improvements  neces- 
sary for  a  large  naval  establishment.  The  present  high  prices  of  labor 
and  materials  render  it  necessary  to  confine  the  operations  to  such  ob- 
jects as  ai-e  indispensably  necessary  for  the  present  wants  of  the  sen-ice. 

The  station  at  Sackett's  Harbor,  the  area  of  which  ia  bat  three  aud  a 
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half  acres,  was  established  dnriug  the  war  of  1813,  siace  which  time  it 
has  beeu  retained  without  a  likelihood  of  prospeetive  value  even  in  the 
erent  of  a  war  with  Great  Britaio. 

The  station  at  Key  West  is  now  used  entirely  as  a  depot  for  coal,  and 
is  essential  for  vessels  of  war  that  may  be  employed  in  the  a^iacent 
waters.  ^No  appropriation  is  ashed  for  its  maiuteuauce,  the  wha^  rent 
being  sufBcient  to  keep  it  in  repair. 

The  station  at  Mound  City,  established  during^  onr  civil  war,  was  found 
of  great  use  at  that  time,  and  has  been  continued.  It  is  a  question  nt 
what  points  the  supplies  and  outfits  can  be  most  conveuiently  and  ad- 
vantageously located,  that  will  be  necessary  to  the  different  classes  of 
vessels  which  would  be  built  in  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi,  in  the  event 
of  a  war  with  any  great  power.  The  material  and  skilled  labor  are  here 
abnndaut  tor  the  construction  of  armored  vessels  of  any  class,  and  my 
attention  has  been  directed,  by  Vice-Admiral  Porter,  to  the  excellent 
material  and  construction  of  the  vessels,  built  on  these  waters,  which 
vere  attached  to  his  command  during  a  part  of  the  time  of  the  con- 
tinnance  of  our  civil  war. 

Tlic  following  will  show  the  amounts  expended  at  the  varions  navy 
^ards  and  stations  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th  June,  1869,  with 
estimates  for  improvements  and  repairs  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  30th 
June,  1871. 

In  preparing  these  estimates  it  has  been  the  aim  of  the  bureau  to 
recommend  appropriations  for  such  objects  only  as  are  deemed  indis- 
[lenaably  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  service  with  economy 
and  promptness,  and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  no  appropriations  have 
been  made  for  improvements  during  the  past  three  years,  it  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  Congress  will  exercise  that  degree  of  liberality  toward  the  . 
naval  service  that  its  great  importance  merits.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  instructions  of  the  2d  September,  1860, 
I  respectfully  state  that,  for  the  purposes  of  this  bureau,  there  will  be 
required  for  the  flscal  year  ending  June  30, 1871,  tho  sum  of  J8,06d,lG0, 
u  shown  in  the  accompanyiug  papers  marked  A,  B,  and  C. 

The  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  this  bureau,  a«  given  in  the  tabular 
statement  marked  A,  is  iu  accordance  with  the  taws  therein  referred  to. 

The  estimate  of  the  pay  of  civil  officers,  iospectors  of  timber,  clerks, 
and  draughtsmen,  in  the  tabular  statement  marked  B,  is  for  the  services 
of  persons  who  cannot  be  dispensed  with  while  any  work  is  being  done 
in  the  navy  yards.  Correct  accounts  of  material  and  labor  must  be 
kept,  and  a  proper  supervision  must  be  given  to  the  work,  iu  which  the 
employment  of  incompetent  persons  would  be  a  great  loss  to  the  gov- 
ernment. Capable  persons  can  be  obtained  for  less  at  an  annual  salary 
than  at  a  daily  pay. 

The  estimate  marked  C  is  for  the  maintenance  of  the  navy  in  eom- 
misaion,  for  tlie  preservation  of  the  vessels  in  ordinary,  the  material  and 
labor  expended  in  navy  yards  and  abroad,  the  purchase  of  tools  and 
appliaoees,  embracing  the  launching  of  the  five  ships  now  nearly  com- 
pleted on  the  stocks,  which  will  be  needwl  in  order  to  keep  the  proposed 
nniDber  of  men  afloat.  These  vessels  are  built  of  unseasoned  timber, 
and  their  time  of  usefulness  will  be  very  short. 

This  estimate  embraces  ouly  the  current  wants  of  the  service ;  but  an 
additional  and  special  appropriation  will  be  needed,  if  it  shall  be  de- 
tenuiued  Co  collect  supplies  of  timber  that  may  become  seasoned  for 
future  use. 

As  the  durability  of  a  wooden  ship  depends  much  on  the  character  of 
the  material  of  which  the  frame  is  composed,  it  is  very  desirable  that 
the  stock  of  live  oak  shall  be  increased. 

As  it  becomes  necessary  to  launch  the  ships  on  the  stocks,  their  places 
should  be  supplied  by  others,  that  they  may  hare  sufficient  time  to 
season,  which  is  necessary  even  with  the  best  timber  that  can  be  had.

BUREAU  OF  STEAM  ENGINEKEING. 

Navy  Dbpabtment, 
Bureau  of  Steam  Engineering,  November  3,  1869. 

Sib  :  I  was  appoiDt«d  to  take  charge  of  this  bureau  March  17, 1869, 
at  which  date  seventeen  wooden  ships  had  returned  from  aea  and  were 
laid  Qp  at  the  various  navy  yards,  their  machinery  unfit  for  Bervice,  two 
only  of  this  number  being  under  repairs,  viz.,  the  Juniata,  at  the  Fliila- 
delphia  navy  yard,  and  tiie  Lancaster,  at  the  navy  yard,  Norfolk.  Of 
the  sea-going  iron-clads  not  one  was  in  a  condition  to  be  sent  imme- 
diately to  sea.  The  machinery  of  a  large  number  of  the  vessels  in  the 
several  squadrons  was  also  reported  as  requiring  repairs  more  or  less 
extensive.    Many  of  these  vessels  have  since  returned  home. 

All  work  in  the  navy  yards  pertaining  to  keeping  the  machinery  of 
vessels  in  a  fit  condition  for  service,  except  on  the  Juniata  and  Lancas- 
ter, had  been  for  sometime  suspended,  and  all  vessels  were  being  laid  up 
in  the  condition  in  which  they  returned,  Jn  point  of  fact,  there  was  not 
a  sufficient  number  of  men  employed  in  the  engineering  department  of 
any  of  the  yards  to  prevent  the  machinery  from  deteriorating.  Had  this 
state  of  affairs  continued,  it  is  evident  that  the  machinery  of  all  the 
vessels  then  at  the  navy  yards,  and  of  other  vessels  returning  from 
active  service  and  laid  up,  would  have  become  totally  disabled. 

The  appropriation  for  the  bureau  for  the  fiscal  year  1869— *70  was 
only  $050,000,  while  the  unexpended  balance  of  previous  axipropriatious 
was  very  small,  making  the  available  means  of  the  bureau  for  the  re- 
maining portion  of  the  fiscal  year  1868-'69,  and  for  the  fiscal  year  1869-*70, 
about  1800,000.  From  this  amount  it  was  the  intention  of  my  prede- 
cessor to  pay  for  machinery  being  constructed  under  contracts  made 
during  the  war  and  not  yet  completed,  viz.,  one  pair  of  engines  known 
as  the  100-inch  diameter  of  cylinders,  and  boilers  for  the  same ;  one 
pair  of  engines  known  as  the  CO  by  36-inch  cylinders,  with  accom- 
panying boilers — these  engines  and  boilers  were  being  built  by  the  Corliss 
Steam  Engine  Works,  at  Providence)  Bhode  Island,     Messrs.  John 

Goiwlc 
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Boach  &  Son,  of  the  Morgan  Iron  Works,  of  New  York,  were  building 
three  seta  of  engines  and  boilers  of  the  60  by  36-ineh  cylinder  class,  and 
D.  >[cLeod,  esq.,  of  the  South  Brooklyn  Iron  Works,  one  set  of  engines 
uid  boilers  of  the  same  class.  Upon  the  completion  of  these  engines 
■od  boilers  according  to  the  terms  of  the  several  contracts  there  would 
have  been  due  the  builders  $i24,06S.  There  were  also  being  built,  under 
contract  with  several  parties,  machinery  and  tools  for  the  various  navy 
yards,  on  which,  upon  completion  of  the  work,  there  would  be  due 
$345,992,  making  an  aggregate  of  $770,060  for  engines,  boilers,  tools, 
&C.  Out  of  the  funds  of  the  bureau  this  left  only  $30,000  available  for 
tlie  repairs  of  machinery'  of  vessels  on  foreign  stations  and  at  the  yards, 
the  purchase  of  oil,  stores,  tools,  &c.,  and  for  the  pay  of  the  mechanics 
and  laborers  employed  in  the  engineering  departments  of  the  several 
yards. 

Witii  these  tacts  before  me  the  attention  of  the  bureau  was  first 
dii«cted  toward  obtaining  information  as  to  what  progress  had  been 
made  in  the  work  under  contract,  the  amounttobe  done,  what  )>ayment8, 
if  any,  were  due,  and  the  best  disposition  that  could  be  made  of  the  ma- 
chinery. With  these  objects  in  view  the  department  ordered  a  board  of 
officers  to  visit  the  estabhshments  of  the  several  contractors  and  to 
report,  in  accordance  with  instructions,  whatever  information  on  the 
above  points  it  obtained.  Upon  the  reception  of  the  report  of  this 
board  it  was  determined,  under  instructions  from  the  department,  to 
stop  all  further  work  on  the  engines  and  boilers,  remove  them  from  the 
workshops  of  the  contractors  in  their  then  unfinished  condition  to  the 
navy  yards,  cancel  the  contracts,  and  settle  with  the  contractors.  This 
fonrse  was  adopted,  first,  for  the  reason  that  none  of  these  engines  or 
boilers  were  needed  or  likely  to  be  for  a  long  time.  Second,  the  money 
that  would  be  required  to  meet  the  future  payments  on  these  contracts 
could  be  more  advantageously  used  in  luaking  necessary  repairs  to  ma- 
chinery already  afioat.  The  sum  of  $259,068  40  was  found  to  be  due  on 
this  machinery  when  work  was  ordered  to  be  suspended,  upon  deciding 
to  pay  which  the  contracts  were  settled  and  cancelled,  and  the  ma- 
chinery removed  to  the  navy  yards,  at  a  cost  of  $15,475.  This  left  an 
unexpended  balance  from  this  source  of  $149,524  60,  to  be  devoted  to 
the  more  immediate  and  preWng  necessities  of  the  service. 

In  relation  to  the  tools  building  for  the  several  navy  yards  that  had 
been  contracted  for  previous  to  the  4th  of  March,  1869,  it  was  decided 
by  the  department  to  allow  the  contractoift  to  complete  and  deliver 
them,  but  the  payments  to  be  tleferred  nutil  Congress  shonld  make  the 
necessary  appropriations  therefor.  With  the  funds  rendered  available 
by  cancelling  the  contracts  for  machinery  and  deferring  the  payments 
on  tools,  the  bureau  proceeded  with  all  due  vigor  ta  repair  the  machinery 
of  vessels  laid  up,  and  of  others  ordered  to  be  prepared  for  service. 

Since  the  dat«  referred  to  at  the  beginning  of  this  report,  fifteen  vessels 
have  returned  from  the  diftereiit  squadrons  and  been  placed  under 
repairs  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  and  four  at  Mare  Island,  ou  the  Pacific 
coast,  making  thirty-six  in  all  undergoing  repairs  at  this  time  in  the 
various  navy  yards.  In  addition  to  these,  the  machinery  of  nine  iron- 
clads aud  also  of  seven  new  vessels,  which  were  in  an  advanced  state, 
has  been  completed  ready  for  sea.  Of  the  vessels  under  repairs,  nine 
have  had  their  boilers  condemned  aud  removed  and  new  ones  onlei-ed  to 
he  placed  on  board,  while  extensive  repairs  have  been  and  are  being 
made  to  their  machinery. 

The  steam  power  of  the  frigate  Colorado  has  been  increased  by  the 
addition  of  two  extra  boilers,  selected  from  those  in  store,  and  two  aus- 
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iliary  boilers,  also  selected  from  those  on  hand,  are  being  prepared  for 
eacb  of  the  frigates  Minnesota  and  Wabash,  while  their  engines  are 
being  tlioronghly  refitted  and  repaii'ed. 

Three  of  the  four  iron-elads  now  on  the  stocks  at  the  navy  yards,  tiz^ 
the  Colossus,  at  Xew  York,  the  Massachusetts,  at  Portsmouth,  Sew 
Hampshire,  aud  the  Oregon,  at  Boston,  have  been  received  in  au  nn- 
fiiiislied  condition,  and  the  contractors  settled  with.  It  is  estimated  tliat 
an  expenditare  of  $70,000  will  be  required  to  complete  the  machiuerj- of 
each  of  these  vessels.  In  the  case  of  the  fourth,  the  Nebraska,  at  the 
Philadelphia  navy  yard,  the  contractors  for  her  machinery — Messrs. 
Pusey,  Jones  &  Co.,  of  Wilmington,  Delaware — will  have  unsettled 
claims  amounting  to  (40,000,  should  it  be  decided  to  carry  their  contract 
to  completion. 

It  is  reasonably  certain  that  a  large  number  of  the  vessels  on  foreign 
stations  will  also  require  new  boilers  and  extensive  repairs  to  their  ma- 
chinery on  their  arrival  home. 

By  order  of  the  department  four  of  the  eight  boilers  of  the  Tennes-see 
(formerly  the  Madawasea)  have  been  removetl,  and  orders  have  been 
given  to  remove  four  of  the  eight  boilers  from  the  Florida,  (formerly  the 
Wampanoag,)  for  the  purpose  of  affording  additional  room  for  the  storage 
of  coal  aud  stores,  and  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  crew. 

By  order  of  the  department  the  four-bladed  screw  propellers  have 
been  removed  from  the  Severn,  Guerriere,  Pensacola,  Ossii>ee,  Ticon- 
deroga,  Shenandoah,  f^antasket,  Swatara,  Kesaca,  Congress,  California, 
Tennessee,  Nipsic,  and  Kansas,  and  instead  thereof  two-bladed  screws 
were  substituted  iu  all  except  the  Severn,  to  which  vessel  a  Mangio 
screw  was  applied.  These  changes  were  made  with  a  view  of  increasing 
the  efficiency  of  the  vessels  under  sail,  reaerWng  the  reduced  steam 
power  to  be  used  in  entering  and  leading  port  and  in  calms.  The  trial  of 
the  Mangin  screw  as  applied  to  the  Severn  having  proved  unsatisfoctoiy, 
it  has  been  removed  and  a  two-bladed  screw  put  on. 

In  view  of  the  decreitsed  amount  of  work  i>ei'formed  in  the  navy  yards, 
resulting  from  the  reduction  of  the  hours  of  labor  from  ten  to  eight 
under  tlie  recent  act  of  Congress,  and  the  difficulty  of  procuring  skilld 
and  reliable  workmen  at  some  of  the  yards,  the  burean  entered  uilo 
contract  with  Messrs.  Merrick  &  Sons,  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  com- 
plete repair  of  the  machinery  of  the  Brooklyn  and  its  erection  on  hoard 
the  ship.  In  its  decision  of  this  matter  the  bureau  was  also  con- 
trolled to  some  extent  by  the  desire  to  have  a  practical  test  as  to  whether 
the  repairs  to  the  machinery  of  naval  ves.sels  could  not  be  made  in  less 
time  and  at  less  cost  by  well-known  reputable  engine  establishments 
tliau  if  done  in  the  government  workshops,  especially  where,  as  in  this 
case,  the  repairs  are  extensive. 

It  will  be  found  to  be  true  economy  to  place  the  machinery  of  every 
naval  vessel  in  complete  order,  and  at  all  times  to  maintain  it  in  that 
con<lition  ready  for  any  emergency- 
All  the  navy  yards,  except  the  Pensacola  yard,  have  been  visited  hy 
the  chief  of  the  bureau,  the  engineering  department  of  each  inspected, 
and  the  vessels  under  repairs  examined.  This  became  necessary  in 
order  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  the  faeilities  for  doing  work  at  each  yanl, 
and  of  the  manner  in  which  the  several  departments  were  being  con- 
ducted. 

The  usual  yearly  contracts  for  supplies  for  the  engineering  department 
of  the  navy  were  not  made  daring  the  fiscal  year  18(>8-'69,  nor  has  any 
been  made  for  the  present  fiscal  year,  in  consequence  of  the  smallnesaof 
the  appropriation.    The  consumption  has  been  restricted  wherever  pos- 
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sibk,  and,  with  some  necessary  purchases,  the  supplies  left  from  previous 
yvats  have  thus  far  sufficed. 

The  estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year  will  be  fonnd  in  the  accompaoying 
pnpers,  marked  A,  B,  and  C.  These  eatimatea  are  the  lowest  for  which 
tli«  necessary  operations  of  the  bureau  can  be  performed,  and  include 
no  provision  for  extraordinary  contingencies,  nor  do  they  include  any 
proriaion  for  the  deficiency  needed  tx>  carry  on  the  work  until  July  1, 
1S70.

BUREAU  OF  PROVISIONS  AND  CLOTHING. 

Bttbeau  op  Peovisiohs  and  Clothino, 

Washington,  November  1,  1869. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  sahmit,  in  compliance  with  instructiona,  es- 
timates  marked  A,  B,  C,  and  D,  and  schedules  and  statement  marked  £, 
F,  and  G,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1871.  No  estimate  is  made 
for  clothing,  as  the  balance  on  hand  is  considered  sufficient  for  the  nest 
fiscal  year. 

I  deem  it  proper  to  renew  the  recommendation  of  my  predecessor  in 
office  for  an  increaw  of  the  salaries  of  the  clerks  to  paymasters  of  navy 
yards  and  stations,  and  to  paymasters  and  inspectors  in  charge  of 
provisions  and  clothing  at  navy  yards  and  stations,  so  as  to  place  them, 
in  regard  to  pay,  on  an  equality  with  other  clerks  in  navy  yards,  whose 
duties  are  not  more  arduous  or  responsible  than  theirs. 

Ttie  recent  order  of  the  department  requiring  semi-monthly,  instead 
of  monthly  payments,  to  the  mechanics  and  others  employed  in  navy 
yards,  has  greatly  increased  the  labor  of  paymasters'  clerks. 

The  policy,  and  indeed  justice  of  suppljing  sailors,  on  their  enlist- 
ment in  the  navy,  with  an  outfit  of  clothing,  free  of  cost  ta  them,  has 
been  before  so  forcibly  represented  to  the  department,  that  I  only  deem 
it  necessary  to  allude  to  it.  The  necessity  of  making  some  provision  of 
this  kind  for  the  sailor  is  daily  becoming  more  apparent,  and  1  most 
earnestly  recommend  the  measure  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the 
department,  as  one  well  calculated  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the 
naxy. 

It  is  proposed  to  issue  to  the  crews  of  vessels  on  some  of  our  foreign 
stations  coffee  in  the  berry,  in  lieu  of  the  ground  coffee  generally  in  use 
in  the  navy.  But  as  coffee,  in  the  process  of  roasting,  loses  considera- 
bly in  weight,  I  would  suggest  that  the  ration  of  coffee,  when  issued  in 
(he  nnroasted  berry,  be  increased  to  one  and  one-fourth  ounces ;  the  ra- 
tion of  ground  coffee  being  one  ounce  per  day  for  each  person.    Coffee

SiE:  I  have  the  honor  to  sabmit  the  following  report,  together  ^itb 
estimates  of  the  amount  required  for  the  Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Sur- 
gery for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1871. 

The  estimates  presented  iiiclade  the  necessary  cost  of  supplying  tlie 
civil  force,  and  tlie  furniture  for  two  new  hospitals  now  in  procew*  of 
construction,  one  at  Annapolis,  Maryland,  and  the  other  at  Mare  lelaittl, 
Calittomia;  both  of  which  will  be  completed  within  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing  June  30, 1871. 

In  March,  1867,  the  last  appropriations  were  made  for  "  surgeons' 
necessaries  and  appliances,"  and  for  "contingent."  Up  to  the  presfDt 
time  the  unexpended  balances  under  those  appropriations  have  bern 
sufficient  for  the  demands  upon  them,  and  will  continue  to  meet  tbe 
wants  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  although  a  larger  demand  is  made 
upon  the  appropriation  "  surgeons'  necessaries  and  appliances,"  by  t)ie 
recent  practice  of  furnishing  the  oMcera'  families  witli  mediciuea  and 
medical  attendwice. 

Pursuing  tbe  system  heretofore  adopted  of  per-capita  estimates,  and 
assuming  tbe  number  to  be  employed  dnring  the  term  covwed  by  the 
estimates  to  be  twelve  thousand,  an  appropriation  will  be  required  of 
seventy-two  thousand  dollars,  upon  the  basis  of  an  expenditure  of  six 
dollars  per  man,  for  all  causes  involving  the  disborsement  of  the  funds 
of  this  bureau.

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At  tbe  close  of  the  year  1867  there  remained  ander  treatment  700 
cases;  during  the  year  1868  there  occurred  16,457  cases  of  dimease,  injiuj, 
&c.,  making  a  total  of  17,157  cases  treated  during  the  year,  of  which 
number  181)  died,  16,456  were  returned  to  duty  or  discharged  the  aetrice. 
leaving  442  cases  under  treatgient  at  the  end  of  the  year  1SG8. 

The  average  strength  of  the  navy  (officers,  seamen,  marines,  engincti 
service,  and  coast  survey  included)  for  the  year  1868,  as  nearly  as  can 
be  ascertained,  was  about  15,492. 

The  proportion  of  cases  admitted  to  the  whole  number  of  persons  in 
the  service  was  ahont  1.1;  or  each  person  was  on  the  eick  list  lyj^  times 
daring  the  year.  The  proportion  of  deaths  to  the  whole  number  in  tit« 
service  was  .012,  and  the  percentage  of  deaths  to  the  whole  number  of 
cases  is  .011,  or  less  than  two  per  cent. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes,  reported  at  the  Xavr 
Department,  from  October  1, 1808,  to  September  30, 1809,  is  203.

NATAL  HOSPITALS. 

Fortfimouth,  Nete  Sampxkire. — The  sick  quarters  at  this  place,  together 
with  the  medical  store-room  now  in  process  of  erection,  at  a  cost  of  $5(M), 
will  answer  the  wants  of  the  sick  on  this  station. 

During  the  month  of  June  ultimo  it  was  deemed  advisable  by  the 
department  to  tmnsfer  the  quarantine  hospital  buildings,  located  <"> 
Seavey's  Island,  to  Wood  Island,  in  Portsmouth  Harbor,  and  to  boilil 
a  new  kitchen  for  the  liospital.  The  work  Wiis  accomplished  at  a  cost 
of$2,.'jr.2. 

Chelsea,  Manaachmetts. — During  the  year  a  building  in  which  to  treat 
contagious  diseases  has  been  erected  on  the  grounds  attached  to  tlie 
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hosi>it»l,  which  will  accommodate  tweuty-flve  patients  with  their  neces- 
sary Httendants. 

The  work  of  laying  out  the  cemetery  has  also  been  completed,  and  the 
ronds  leading  to  it  from  the  hospital  hare  been  thoroughly  repaired. 

The  farm  at  this  establishment  is  rapidly  becoming  excellent  and 
profitable,  and  during  the  past  season  yielded,  besides  a  considerable 
quantity  of  the  ordinary  garden  vegetables,  thirty  tons  of  hay,  one 
faniidred  bushels  of  oats,  and  six  liandred  bushels  of  potatoes. 

For  the  necessarr  repairs  of  all  kinds  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1871,  there  will  be  required  §8,000. 

iVetP  York. — During  the  year  the  laundry  attached  to  this  hospital, 
the  steam  boiler  in  the  kitchen,  the  steam  boiler  for  heating  the  build- 
ing, the  floor  of  the  mess-roomi,  and  the  floor  of  the  main  balconies,  have 
be^Q  placed  in  thorough  repair. 

The  cemetery  grounds,  walls,  &c,,  attached  to  this  hospital  are  in 
a  condition  discreditable  to  a  government  establishment;  hen(«  nego- 
tiations are  now  being  made  that  will  properly  define  the  limits  of  the 
laud  owned  by  the  United  States,  and  its  claiui  to  the  land  so  defined 
clearly  established,  when  a  fence  siiflicient  for  the  proper  protection 
of  tbe  cemetery  will  be  erected  so  as  to  include  all  the  land  fit  for  such 
jiuqwses.  The  marshy  land  excluded  by  this  arrangement  will  be  care- 
folly  surveyed  and  measured, 

Tlie  walls  of  the  hospital,  copings,  terraces,  &c.,  require  renovation, 
as  a  precaution  against  early  decay ;  for  this  purpose  and  for  the  neces- 
sary repairs  of  all  kinds  there  will  be  required  $10,000. 

Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania. — At  this  place  a  stable  and  an  ice-house 
have  been  built.  The  roadways  around  the  hospital  have  l>ecn  laid  out 
and  graveled,  and  tbe  grounds  placed  in  a  finished  condition. 

The  snrgeon's  house  has  also  been  repaired. 

The  walls  of  the  main-entrance  hall,  corridors,  wash-room,  &c.,  on 
tlie  lower  floor  of  the  hospital,  require  to  be  painted,  as  well  as  the 
floors  of  the  basement  corridors;  for  which,  together  with  the  necessary 
repairs  of  all  kinds,  there  will  be  required  $3,800. 

Annapolis,  Maryland. — For  the  outfit  of  this  establishment  when  com- 
pleted, and  for  the  necessary  grading,  fencing,  &c.,  there  will  be  required 
«10,000. 

Washington,  D.  C. — The  wards,  halls,  stairways,  and  heating  apparatus 
of  this  hospital  have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  the  biuldiugs  and 
grounds  are  in  good  condition. 

The  unexpended  balance  under  appropriation  "  Naval  hospital,  Wash- 
ington, D.  0.,"  will  answer  all  demands  of  this  establishment  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1871. 

Xo^ollc,  Virginia. — A  new  bath-honse  bridge  has  been  built,  the  roof 
of  the  hospital  repaired,  and  the  wards  plaster«d. 

For  the  necessary  repairs  of  all  kinds  to  this  hospital  and  its  appur- 
tenances there  will  be  required  $7,500. 

Penmcola,  J'/ortda.-=The  temporary  buildings  used  for  hospital  pnrposes 
at  this  station  continue  to  answer  all  requirements. 

Mare  hland,  California. — For  the  necessary  outfit  of  this  establishment 
Then  completed,  and  for  fencing,  sodding,  roadways,  &c.,  there  wiU  be 
reqnired  $10,000. 

NAVAL  LABOEATOBY,  MEW  TOEK. 

For  the  cnrrent  repairs  to  this  establishment  and  its  appurtenances, 
and  for  the  purchase  and  repair  of  machinery,  apparatus,  furnitoro,  &c., 
there  will  be  required  $8,500.  (  'nnalp 
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1  regret  to  report  that  the  medical  corps  of  the  navy,  in  a  corpa  of 
200,  has  52  vacaiiciea — only  one  out  of  53  resignations  baring  been  filled ; 
and  few  yonng  medical  men  capable  of  passing  the  moderate  esamina- 
tionn  of  the  examining  board  are  applying  for  the  wrvioe. 

What  api»ear  to  me  to  be  the  causes  of  the  difiQculty,  and  tlie  means 
of  removing  it,  I  will  have  the  honor  to  make  the  subject  of  a  special 
reiwrt.

3lB:  It  givea  me  pleasure  to  report  to  t!ie  department  that  during  the 
past  year  the  various  duties  assigned  to  the  officers  aad  enlisted  meu  of 
the  inariDe  corps  hare  been  so  performed  as  to  meet  the  approbation  of 
the  officers  in  command  of  our  several  naval  stations,  and  also,  so  fiir 
u  I  hare  learned,  on  board  our  ressels  in  commission. 

Tlie  troops  at  the  several  stations  have  been  twice  inspected  during 
the  jear.  Once  by  the  adjutant  and  inspector  of  the  corps  in  June  last, 
and  recently  by  myself;  and  on  both  occasions  tliey  were  found  in  a 
high  state  of  efficiency  and  discipline,  and  the  barracks  and  public 
property  under  their  charge  in  the  usual  good  condition. 

The  general  return  of  the  corps,  which  is  transmitted  herewith,  shows 
that  at  the  present  time  there  are  about  twenty-three  hundred  enlisted 
men  in  service.  Of  this  number  about  one.  thousand  are  on  board  our 
vessels  in  commission,  and  the  remainder  on  shore  at  the  several  naval 
stations. 

Ibe  number  of  men  at  the  principal  stations,  I  regard  a^  much  too 
BDia]]  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  required  of  them,  and  at  the 
Mine  time  to  supply  the  details  for  service  afloat;  and  in  my  judgment 
the  public  interests  require  that  there  shonld  be  at  least  one  hundred 
additional  privates  at  each  of  the  navy  yards  at  Boston,  Jfew  York,  and 
Philadelphia,  and  at  the  headquarters  of  the  corps.  On  two  or  three 
occasions  during  the  present  year  the  marines  at  Philadelphia  and  New 
York  were  called  upon  to  aid  the  civil  authorities  in  enforcing  obedience 
to  the  laws,  which  duty  was  performed  with  promptness  aud  efficiency. 
TUe  men  at  the  several  stations  are  always  fully  equipped,  and  ever 
held  in  readiness  for  immediate  service,  and  as  the  troops  of  the  regu- 
lar army  are  required  for  service  at  tbe  South  and  West,  it  is  presuned 
the  marine  corps  will  be  again  called  upon,  ia  any  future  emergency  of 
this  character.  For  this  reason  alone,  if  none  other  existed,  two  ftall 
aud  efficient  companies  of  men  should  always  be  available  at  each  of 
the  yards  named.  The  headquarters  of  the  corps,  being  the  school  of 
instruction  for  the  young  officers  and  recruits  entering  the  service, 
should  at  all  times  have  a  full  battalion  of  men  fit  for  duty,  otherwise 
the  military  instruction  of  officers  and  men  must  necessarily  be  imper- 
fect. 

The  barracks  at  headquarters  have  undergone  a  most  thorough  repair 
dnring  the  past  summer,  and  are  now  in  better  condition  than  they  have 
been  for  the  past  forty  years.  lu  their  repair  the  utmost  economy  has 
been  observed,  much  of  the  labor  having  been  performed  by  the  enlisted 
men,  and  the  entire  superintendence  and  direction  of  tbe  work  under 
the  control  of  the  commandiug  officer  of  the  post,  Brevet  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Heywood,  who  deserves  great  credit  for  bis  imremitting  atten- 
tion to  this  duty,  as  well  as  for  the  good  judgment  displayed  in  making 
repairs  where  most  required. 

The  quarters  are  not  now  what  they  should  be,  yet  with  ordinary 
attention,  will  be  comfortable  and  pleasant  abodes  for  the  troops  for 
many  years  to  come.  , 
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The  marines  at  the  Norfolk  station  are  still  quartered  oa  Iwnrd  the 
■  diamautled  Irigate  St.  Lawrence,  which,  as  a  temporary  proviRioo,  affords 
them  very  gowl  accommodation ;  but  in  my  Judgmeut  the  efficiency  aad 
soldierly  bearing  of  the  men,  as  well  as  their  social  and  physical  com- 
fort, would  be  much  improved  by  their  being  quartered  od  shore,  witliin 
a  sufBcient  space  for  a  parade  groimd,  for  their  exclusive  use.  As  this 
navy  yard  is  again  becoming  one  of  the  principal  naval  depots,  I  would 
respectfully  renew  my  recommendation  that  Congress  be  asked  to 
authorize  the  construction  of  a  barracks  at  this  station,  enpable  of 
accommodating  four  hundred  men,  either  within  the  yard  itself,  or  con- 
tigiions  thereto,  as  the  department  might  deem  best. 

The  quarters  of  the  men  at  the  navy  yard  at  Pensacola  are  very  tem- 
porary, and  unsuited  for  the  purpose,  and  should  it  be  the  intention  of 
the  department  to  restore  this  yard  to  its  former  condition,  I  vould  also 
recommend  the  reconatmction  of  the  barracks  on  the  old  site,  which  is 
a  most  excellent  one  for  the  purpose.  Tlie  quarters  at  the  other  stations 
are  in  good  repair,  and  will  require  but  ordinary  attention  to  keop 
them  so. 

The  estimates  for  the  support  of  the  corps  for  the  coming  fiscal  year, 
arc  based  upon  the  same  number  of  men  as  estimated  for  last  year. 
The  amount  required  for  the  paymaster's  department  is  therefore  about 
the  same  as  that  of  last  year,  while  the  estimates  for  the  quartermas- 
ter's department  show  a  reduction  of  $112,561  00  in  consequence  of  a 
reduction  of  the  price  of  provisions  and  clothing. 

In  all  public  expenditures  during  the  past  year,  I  am  satisfied  the 
utmost  economy  has  been  observed.

REPORT  OP  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  NAVAL 
ACADEMY. 

Sib:  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  myaoiiDal  report  aa  Soper* 
intendeot  of  the  United  Sbvtes  Naval  Academy. 

The  Naval  Academy  has  Ijeeu  in  existence  upwards  of  tweoty-tliree 
years,  and  may  now  be  considered  one  of  the  permanent  institutioos  of 
the  country,  and  it  seems  to  be  yearly  gaining  ground  in  the  affections 
of  the  people. 

Although  it  has  undergone  several  revolutions,  quite  enough  to  dis- 
oi^uize  any  institution,  yet  I  aui  happy  to  say  it  has  recovered  all  its 
lost  ground,  and  is  now  capable  of  a  favorable  comparison  with  any  in- 
stitution of  the  kind  in  the  world. 

Ha^-iug  been  at  tlie  head  of  the  academy  for  the  last  three  years,  and 
engaged  in  its  reorganization  upon  a  somewhat  improved  plan,  I  should 
]x  able  to  speak  understandingly  of  its  merits  and  detects. 

Since  its  re-establishment  at  Animpolia,  at  the  close  of  the  war,  four 
different  boards  have  attended  to  witness  the  annual  esamiuations,  and 
have  thoroughly  investigated  the  system  of  instruction.  Many  of  the 
gentlemen  composing  these  boards  were  highly  educated  and  scien- 
tific men,  and  most  of  them  were  i)er8ons  of  enlarged  views  and  general 
iafurmation. 

Ever)-  opimrtunity  was  given  them  to  esamine  into  the  affairs  of  the 
academy,  for  the  officers  were  always  anxious  to  have  defects  pointed 
out  that  they  might  be  correctetl. 

All  these  boards  made  favorable  reports,  the  result,  it  is  believed,  of 
their  honest  eouvictiou. 

When  it  is  consideretl  that  the  annual  expense  of  keeping  up  the 
N'aval  Academy  is  not  more  than  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  small  gun- 
boat, it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  institution  will  continne  to  receive  from 
Congress  the  same  consideration  that  has  heretofore  been  bestowed 
apoii  it. 

It  has  always  been  my  aim  to  make  the  Naval  Academy  a  flrst-class 
institution,  one  the  country  could  be  proud  of,  and  from  which  yoang 
men  should  go  foi-th  with  an  education  that  would  fit  them  for  all  the 
iJuties  of  life. 

It  has  been  with  feelings  of  great  pride  that  I  have  heard  foreign 
officers,  who  have  visited  our  country,  remark  that  there  is  no  naval 
edacational  establishment  in  Euroi>e  that  can  compare  with  the  Naval 
Academy. 

Nothing  goes  so  far  to  impress  foreigners  with  our  power  as  to  witness 
the  manner  in  which  West  I'oint  and  the  Naval  Academy  are  conducted, 
and  the  system  of  education  adopted  in  these  institutions.  It  was  owing 
to  the  practical  teachings  of  the  Naval  Academy  that  we  were  able 
during  the  late  war  to  rapidly  build  up  so  large  a  imvy,  and  in  a  short 
time  drill  the  hardy  officers  of  the  mercantile  marine  into  good  practical 
naval  officers. 

In  case  of  a  foreign  war  the  same  good  results  would  take  place;  for 
the  officers  of  the  navy  are  in  fact  a  large  corps  of  instructors  Id  profias- 
sional  knowledge,  wliich  they  have  a  happy  feculty  of  imparting  to 
others.  C.l)Oi"'[c 
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A  large  majority  of  the  instructors  at  the  academy  are  naval  officers, 
and  during  the  last  three  years  drawing,  French,  and  Spanish  have  been 
taught  by  line  officers,  one  of  whom  has  beeu  at  the  head  of  the  de- 
partment of  drawing. 

It  is  not,  however,  practicable  wholly  to  dispeuBe  with  the  aid  of 
civilian  instructors.  There  must  bo  a  certain  number  of  persons  perma- 
nently attached  to  the  Naval  Academy,  for  officers  of  the  navy  are 
changetl  everj'  three  years.  Were  this  system  of  change  applied  to  all 
teachers,  in  a  few  years  the  routine,  records,  and  various  other  matters 
of  importance  would  be  lost  sight  of  in  the  different  changes  mode  at 
the  academy. 

It  would  be  difUcult  to  carry  ou  the  same  Bystem  from  year  to  year. 

It  is  considered  that  the  present  status  of  professors  and  assistant 
professors  at  the  Naval  Academy  is  about  what  it  should  be.  There  i» 
now  a  majority  of  naval  officers,  but  there  are  a  certain  number  of 
civilian  assistant  professors  in  the  different  departments  that  cannot  be 
di9]>en8ed  with. 

This  matter  has  been  examined  into  by  the  several  boards  of  visitora 
at  the  academy,  and  they  have  invariably  expressed  the  above  opiniou. 

Boards  of  examiners  have  made  reports  from  time  to  time  that  better 
hospital  accommodations  should  be  furnished.  At  present  the  hospital 
Is  only  prepared  to  accommodate  eight  patieuts,  and  that  with  two  iu  a 
room.  This  is  not  a  desirable  arrangement,  especially  if  one  of  the  tvo 
should  bo  delirious. 

There  are  no  hospital  accommodations  whatever  for  sailoi'S  or  other 
cmployi^s  of  the  academy.  In  case  of  sickness,  these  persona  have  to 
sling  in  hammocks  on  board  ship,  amid  all  the  noise  incident  to  Naval 
Academy  life.  In  this  resi}ect  the  commonest  institution  in  the  conntrj* 
is  on  a  better  footing  than  the  Naval  Academy. 

A  properly  arranged  hospital  has,  however,  been  commenced  in  tiie 
grounds  belonging  to  the  academy,  and  this  great  want  will  in  abont 
one  year  more  be  provided  for. 

The  attention  of  the  Navy  Department  has  frequently  been  called  to 
the  foct  that  the  grounds  lying  contiguous  to  those  of  t^e  academy 
shonld  be  purchased.  There  is  a  space  next  to  the  academy  now 
actually  iuclosed  by  the  government  grouuds. 

The  assemblage  of  houses  iu  this  space  is  thus  prevented  from  ex- 
panding ;  but  the  government  can  make  no  improvements  on  their  lands 
until  the  above-mentioned  proi>erty  is  purchased.  This  can  be  done  for 
a  sum  that  I  do  not  deem  unreasonable,  cousidering  the  wants  of  the 
academy  and  its  value  to  the  countrj-. 

This  land  once  purchased,  the  academy  will  have  all  the  domain  that 
it  is  desirable  it  should  possess. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  institution  will  continue  to  recommend  itself 
to  the  good  will  of  Cougress. 

The  sy8t«m  now  in  force  I  am  satisfied  is  about  the  right  one,  althou;;!) 
changes  may  be  made  from  time  to  time  to  insure  greater  efficiency. 

It  shonld  be  remembered  that  the  oflicers  educated  here  go  forth  to 
represent  the  United  States  iu  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  whenever 
they  are  met  with  abroad  they  are  taken  as  the  exponents  of  the  char- 
acter of  American  citizens. 

It  is  desirable,  then,  that  the  Naval  Academy  should  receive  the  fos- 
tering care  of  Congress,  and  officers  who  graduate  here  should  leave 
with  the  best  education  tbe  government  can  give  them. 

It  is  also  desirable  that  all  the  officers  of  the  academy  should  reside 
within  its  walls,  not  only  for  their  own  comfort  and  convenieno^,  bnt 
also  for  the  promotion  of  discipline. 
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I  recofflmeiid,  therefore,  an  appropriation  to  increase  the  officers'  qnar- 
ters  from  year  to  year. 

I  would  farther  recommend  that  professors  and  assistant  professors 
sbonld  receive  a  small  addition  to  their  pay  for  every  five  years  of  ser- 
vice. It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  comi»et«nt  persona  will  remain  in 
these  subordinate  positions  all  their  lives,  ■without  some  increase  of 
compensation  for  len^h  of  service. 

The  annual  examination  commenced  on  the  20th  of  May  last,  and  was 
concluded  on  the  4th  of  June. 

The  several  classes  of  midshipmen  nnmbered  two  hundred  and  filly- 
thiee  members,  aa  follows :  First  clasB,seventy-eightmembers;  second 
class,  seventy  members ;  third  class,  fifty-flve  members ;  fourth  class, 
fifty  members. 

Of  this  number  seventy-five  members  of  the  first  claiis  graduated  and 
were  detached  from  the  academy  for  duty  in  active  service. 

The  remainder  who  passed  sacceasful  examinations  were  ordered,  to 
duty  in  the  practice  ships  Savannah,  Macedonian,  and  Dale. 

The  midshipmen  of  the  several  classes  being  embarked  for  the  sum- 
iner  cmise,  the  practice  ships,  under  command  of  Captain  N.  B.  Harri- 
BOD,  commandant  of  midshipmen,  sailed  from  the  Kaval  Academy  on  the 
l^h  of  June  last,  with  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  midshipmen  on  board, 
and  after  visiting  the  ports  of  Cherbourg  and  Brest  in  France,  Ports- 
mouth, England,  and  IiSinchal  in  Madeira^  both  vessels  being  in  com- 
pany dnring  the  entire  cruise,  and  at  all  times  within  signal  distance, 
arrived  iu  Chesapeake  Bay  on  the  18th  of  September,  and  in  Annapolis 
Roads  on  the  2oth  of  the  same  month.  The  cruise  was  pleasant  and 
instructive  both  to  the  ofhcers  and  midshipmen,  and  the  coudnct  of  the 
latter,  with  a  few  exceptions,  was  excellent. 

The  Dale,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Commander  Edward 
Terry,  ha\'ing  eight  members  of  the  present  first  class  attached  to  her, 
remained  at  Uie  academy  until  the  midshipmen  admitted  in  June,  forty- 
four  in  number,  were  embarked,  and  sailed  on  the  10th  of  July ;  cruised 
OD  our  coast,  and  arrived  in  Annapolis  Aoada  on  the  23d  of  September 
last. 

The  number  of  candidates  for  admission  to  the  academy,  who  reported 
in  June,  was  sixty-one ;  number  rejected  by  medical  board,  three ; 
nmnber  rejected  by  academic  board,  twelve ;  number  who  left  pending 
examination,  two ;  found  qualified  for  admission,  forty-fuur. 

The  number  who  reported  in  September  for  examination  was  sixty- 
two  ;  number  rejected  by  medical  board,  seven ;  number  rejected  by 
academic  board,  twelve;  found  qualified  for  admission,  forty-three. 
Total  number  qualified  in  June  and  September,  eighty-seven,     •        • 

The  United  States  ship  Sabine  sailed  from  Boston,  July,  1869,  with 
the  graduating  class  of  midshipmen  on  board,  on  a  cruise  of  instruction' 
The  ship  was  directed  to  spend  six  months  in  the  Mediterranean,  vis- 
iting all  the  principal  naval  depots,  thence  to  proceed  to  Eio  de  Janeiro 
and  the  Cax>e  of  GUiod  Hope,  returning  home  in  time  for  the  graduating 
class  to  pass  their  final  examination  in  1870. 

The  reports  from  the  commanding  ofQcer  of  the  Sabine  of  the  pro- 
gress of  the  midshipmen  are  highly  flattering. 

The  new  midshipmen's  quarters,  which  were  appropriated  for  by  Con- 
gress in  1867,  are  now  occupied  by  the  midshipmen.

EEPOBT  OP  THE  BOARD  OF  VISITORS,  1869. 

United  States  Naval  Acabemt, 

AnnapolU,  Md.,  June  4, 1869. 

SiB:  The  ondersigned,  apitoiiited  to  attend  at  the  iN^aTal  Academy 
durmg  the  May  examinatiOD,  aa  a  Board  of  YiBitors,  for  the  purpose  of 
witnessing  the  examinatioos  of  the  graduating  and  other  classes,  and  of 
examining  into  the  state  of  the  police,  discipline,  and  general  inanagetnent 
of  the  institution,  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows: 

The  bonrd  assembled  May  20th,  the  day  designated,  held  a  session  on 
each  secnlar  day  up  to  this,  the  day  of  graduation,  attended  fdl  public 
exercises  of  tlie  midshipmen,  and,  either  as  a  board  or  by  committees, 
witnessed  a  portion  of  nearly  every  examination  of  all  the  classes.  ^> 
have  not  failed  to  observe  carefally  the  general  tone,  beanug,  and  air  of  all 
conneeted  with  the  institution,  in  all  exercises  and  at  all  hoars,  whether 
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QD  or  off  dat^r,  nor  to  look  into  the  condition  of  the  gronnds,  boildings, 
apparatus,  and  appurtenances  of  all  kinds,  for  evidence  as  to  the  thorongh- 
nessand  vigor  of  the  government.  Since  the  late  war  the  grounds  have 
been  enlarged,  both  by  purchase  and  by  filling  upon  the  water  &ont. 
The  chapel,  new  quarters,  and  several  other  boildings  have  beeu  erected. 
The  former  residence  of  the  governors  of  Maryland  has  been  purchased 
and  converted  into  a  commodious  library  and  superintendent's  otBces, 
aad  the  grounds  have  been  greatly  improved. 

lu  whatever  aspect  it  is  viewed,  the  lustitutioa  exhibits  clearly  the 
effects  of  the  profound  interest  Vice-Admiral  Porter  has  felt  in  It,  and 
of  his  very  vigorous  and  able  administration  of  its  afifaira.  The  officers 
and  mid^pmeu  manifest  a  justifiable  pride  in  the  prosperity  of  the 
academy,  are  jealous  of  its  honor,  and  sincerely  desire  its  continued 
advancement.  The  general  impression  ve  have  received  is  exceedingly 
favorable.  Tite  academy  appears  to  be  answering  well  the  purposes  of 
its  foundation.  We  learn  fiom  the  records  that  during  the  superintend- 
ency  of  Vice-Admiral  Porter  the  purchases  of  land,  including  the  old 
Eovemor's  residence,  the  St.  John's  College  lot,  and  the  Strawberry  Hill 
^rm,  have  amounted  to  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  acres,  costing 
aboat  sixty-five  thousand  dollars.  Under  special  appropriations  there 
have  been  erected  the  steam  building,  the  chapel,  and  the  new  quarters; 
and  we  team  that,  by  savings  from  the  annual  appropriations  for  the 
academy,  (under  the  heads  of  "  for  various  purposes,")  there  have  been 
boilta  block  of  two  tenements  for  ofScers'  quarters,  the  laboratory  boild- 
icg,  and  a  small  edifice  used  as  a  photographic  gallery.  Other  build- 
ings are  in  progress.  The  amount  of  money  expended  since  the 
Tar,  upon  all  buildings,  including  the  wholly  new,  and  the  alterations, 
is  about  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  Between  the 
new  and  old  lands  of  the  academy  lies  a  section  of  the  town  containing 
perhaps  twelve  acres,  covered  by  a  clieap  and  not  very  desirable  class> 
of  tenements.  Looking  to  the  future  of  the  institution,  the  board,  with- 
oDt  hesitation,  recommends  that  this  tract  of  land  be  purchased.  The 
possessions  of  the  academy  will  then  be  in  one  body,  with  a  sufficient 
area  for  all  time  for  labor  and  recreation. 

The  classes  in  practical  seamanship  naturally  attracted  our  early  atten- 
tion. The  oral  and  written  examinations  were  satisfactory,  and  not  less 
so  were  the  practical  exercises  in  all  that  pertains  to  handling  saile  and 
spars.  The  Introduction  of  steam  has  only  added  to  the  requisites  of  a 
good  officer.  It  has  not  dispensed  with  the  necessity  for  any  of  the  skill 
in  handling  sailing  vessels,  that  brought  so  much  glory  to  the  American 
navj-  in  earlier  days.  This  is  obvious  to  the  midshipmen  themselves,  as 
their  zeal  in  this  branch  shows.  It  is  also  clear  that  the  academy  can 
only  give  a  theoretical  basis,  with  a  limited  amount  of  practical  training. 
The  regidations  of  the  academy  already  provide  that  no  midshipman 
siiall  be  entitled  to  his  final  examination  for  promotion  to  the  grade  of 
ensign  until  he  shall  have  served  at  sea  one  year  as  a  midshipman  and 
engineer,  after  passing  his  gi'aduating  examination.  Inasmuch  as  send- 
ing them  on  a  year's  cruise'in  one  vessel  continues  the  style  of  instruc- 
tion they  received  in  practice  ships  as  under  graduates,  and  inasmuch  as 
many  of  our  vessels  iu  active  service  have  no  midshipmen,  the  board 
suggests  that  the  graduating  class  be  distributed  among  those  vessels, 
there  to  perform  the  actual  and  necessary  duties  of  midshipmen  for  at 
least  a  year,  or  until  they  are  required  In  a  higher  grade,  to  which 
they  should  attain  ouly  after  a  rigid  examiuatiou.  With  not  more  than 
f^m  six  to  twelve  on  a  vessel  in  active  service,  it  is  thought  that  they 
would  supply  a  want  that  is  felt,  be  more  nsefiil  to  the  government 
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and  at  the  same  time  be  acquirinf;  more  practical  experience  tban  hj 
the  other  method.  The  theory  and  practice  of  gunuery  muat  be  atttact- 
ive  to  the  yonth  who  desires  to  be  worthy  of  his  profession,  and  tbe 
board  was  gratifle<l,  but  not  sarprised,  by  the  successful  examinations 
la  the  recitation  room,  and  theadmirable  target-tiring  with  theheavygnas 
of  the  "  Sautee.''  The  mortar  practice  was  also  good.  The  drill  on  shore 
with  Bixteen  boat  howitzers  showed  perfect  familiarity  with  the  wtrt, 
and  was  a  brilliant  exhibition  in  maneuvering  and  firing.  The  board 
also  witnessed  a  satisf^tory  exhibition  of  naval  tactics,  representing  ia 
Hmall  boats  the  different  orders  of  steaming  and  sailing  fleets,  divisioDB. 
and  squadrons,  to  be  obsen'cd  for  battle  and  other  purposes,  and  of 
changes  from  one  order  t«  another.  The  midshipmen  appeared  before 
as  as  a  battalion  of  infantry,  on  dress-parade  and  in  battaliim  exercises, 
performing  all  the  ordinary  changes  of  front  and  formation,  marcUing 
and  charging  in  column  and  line,  and  winning  from  us  and  all  spectators 
the  most  enthusiastic  praise. 

Beyond  expressing  its  approval  of  the  conrse  of  instraction,  and  its 
satisfaction  with  the  resnits,  the  board  has  nothing  special  to  remarli 
concerning  the  examinations  in  mathematics,  astronomy,  navigation, 
surveying,  and  natnral  and  exi)erimental  philosophy. 

The  department  of  steam-engineering  present*  more  of  novelty.  Vic*- 
Admiral  Porter  constructed  the  edifice  known  as  the  "steam-building," 
in  which  a  marine  engine,  complete  in  all  its  parts,  even  to  the  screw- 
propeller,  kept  ready  for  use,  and  freely  open  to  the  midshipmen,  under 
competent  supervision,  affords  them  every  facility  for  practical  stodj. 
The  department  is  well  supplied  with  models  and  drawings,  and  contains 
boilers  in  several  stages 'of  construction.  The  graduates  were  ver^ 
thoroughly  examined,  orally  and  in  writing,  upon  all  the  ordinary  prot 
lems  of  steam,  and  were  required  to  show  that  they  could  personally 
run  and  govern  the  engine.  The  textbook  in  use,  "Main  and  Brown 
upon  the  Steam  Engine,"  an  English  work,  is  manifestly  unfit.,  bein|! 
deficient  in  some  respects  and  eiToneons  in  others;  and  we  are  informed 
that  much  time  is  consumed  in  correcting  its  errors  and  lecturing  upon 
important  topics  which  it  does  not  touch.  Many  parts  of  the  engine  are 
designated  by  names  not  in  use  in  this  country*.  The  subject  of  heat  is 
very  briefly  treated,  and  the  theory  advanced  is  not  accepted  at  the 
present  day.  It  contains  no  analysis  of  American  coals,  nor  any  table 
showing  their  relative  efficiency.  The  dozen  lines  devoted  to  anthracite 
coal  contain  several  inaccuracies.  It  confesses  that  its  rules  for  finding 
the  efficiency  of  engines  are  of  little  use.  It  has  no  lists  of  our  ship^ 
and  its  long  list  of  British  ships  contains  the  names  of  many  that  are 
not  in  the  service;  and  its  tables  of  engines  in  ships  make  no  mention 
of  the  boilers  attached,  which  are  the  real  esi>onent8  of  the  power  of 
the  machine.  We  do  not  doubt  that  some  capable  officer  could  Ite 
selected  to  prepare  a  text-book  on  the  subject,  which  would  be  veir 
ralaable  not  only  to  the  academy  but  to  many  other  American  schooK 

We  doubt  if  any  institution  in  the  world  affords  equal  facilities  for 
the  theoretical  and  practical  study  of  steam  and  the  steam-engine;  aod 
it  has  occurred  to  iis  that  they  might  be  made  of  much  more  advanta^ 
to  the  navy  and  the  country.  We  think  that  further  efforts  should  be 
made  to  carry  into  effect  the  spirit  of  the  act  of  Congress,  "providing 
for  the  education  of  naval  constructors  and  engineers."  The  navy  will 
annually  require  additions  to  the  engineer  corps,  and  the  officers  of  that 
corps  could  not  be  better  trained  elsewhere.  If  the  regulations  for 
admission  of  cadet  engineers  are  such  as  to  defeat  their  object  eutitvl)'> 
th^  can  easily  be  modified. 
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In  the  department  of  ethics  and  English  etndies  we  see  nothing  call- 
lag  for  special  remark,  in  addition  to  general  commendation.  The  boaird 
YBfi  veiy  mnch  pleased  with  the  oral  and  written  examinations  npmt  the 
CoDStitntaon  of  the  United  States,  the  law  of  nations  generally,  and  the 
relative  rights  and  duties  of  belligerents  and  neutrals  in  time  <rf  ww.  It 
freqnently  haxiiiens  that  our  naval  officers  appear  as  tiie  sole  represent-  • 
atives  of  the  government  in  circumstances  requiring  the  most  prompt 
aod  energetic  action  aa  well  as  careful  and  accurate  judgment;  and  it  is 
important  that  all  who  hoite  to  deserve  tlio  command  of  ships  should  be 
veU  grounded  in  the  general  principles  of  the  laws  likely  to  come 
in  question  in  such  emergencies.  In  connection  therewith,  the  board 
freely  praised  the  progress  of  the  graduates  in  the  French  and  Spanish 
languages.  Of  course,  in  these  as  in  many  other  branches,  it  can  <mly 
be  expected  that  the  academy  will  start  the  scholar  upon  his  course, 
bot,  so  for  as  the  work  is  attempted,  it  is  certainly  very  well  done.  All 
the  drawings  of  the  midshipmen — aright  line,  sketching,  perq>ective, 
topographical,  chart,  and  mechanical — were  exhibited  to  the  board.  The 
general  average  is  exceedingly  good,  and  there  are  many  examples  of 
mariced  excellence.  In  committing  to  the  government  the  absolute 
control  of  several  hundred  youth,  the  country'  has  a  right  to  expect  a 
careful  regard  to  their  moral  and  religious  culture.  The  obvious  difS- 
cultiea  of  the  case  in  a  state  without  a  church  are  met  as  well  as  they 
can  be.  In  the  regular  course,  provision  is  made  for  famiUar  lectures 
by  the  chaplain  upon  "  the  grouud  of  moral  obligation ;  our  relati<mB  to 
God,  and  consequent  duties;  personal  duties;  the  chieirelations  of  men 
to  each  other  in  society,  and  the  duties  thence  arising."  Divine  senice 
i£  performed  on  Sunday,  in  the  tastefhl  and  *commodioas  chapel  on  the 
gromids,  at  which  "it  is  desiretl  that  all  shall  attend."  The  stn- 
dents  are  excused,  upon  a  written  request  from  their  parents  or  guard- 
ians, based  upon  reasons  of  conscience,  but  they  are  required  to  attend 
other  serrices,  if  mich  are  held  in  the  town,  in  accordance  with  their 
Tiews.  Daily  prayers  in  the  chape),  fifteen  minutes  before  breakfast, 
are  ordered  by  the  Kogulations;  but  for  various  reasons,  which  we  are 
informed  are  temporary,  this  has  given  place  to  a  brief  invocation  at  the 
table.  "We  think  it  preferable  that,  in  a  place  where  the  honor  of  obedi- 
ence and  a  faithful  discharge  of  duty  are  so  well  taught  in  other  reapec-ts, 
this  daily  actof  worship  should  not  be  overlooked;  and  we  are  convinced 
that  it  is  not  well  to  prescribe,  as  we  find  it  is  done,  that  at  all  other  hoars 
on  Sunday  save  those  occupied  at  the  ehai^el,  students  "  shall  conform 
to  the  prescribed  hours  of  study."  The  judgment  of  the  wisest  physi- 
ologists, as  well  as  the  moral  and  religions  sense  of  the  country,  requires 
that  Sunday  shall  be  a  day  of  rest  from  nil  uimecessary  labor.  We  do 
not  believe  that  this  infringement  of  the  rule  finds  due  compensation  in 
the  additional  progress  made  in  study.  The  Monday  morning  recitations 
do  not  commence  nntil  eight  o^clock,  and  they  can  easily  be  so  arranged 
that  Rnffieient  preparation  can  be  made  on  that  morning.  Conscientiona 
scmples  are  carefully  regarded  in  other  respects,  and  tiiey  should  be  in 
this,  in  accordance  with  the  customs  of  colleges  generally. 

Very  praiseworthy  attention  is  paid  to  pliysical  health  and  train- 
ing. Hoars  of  stndy  and  exercise  are  rigidly  prescribed.  The  rooms 
are  plainly  furnished.  Subsistence  is  determined  upon  by  a  board  of 
three  officers  selected  by  the  superintendent,  and  is  furnished  by  a 
commissarj'  of  long  experience.  An  officer  presides  at  the  mess  table 
as  inspector  and  "  officer  in  charge."  Bathing  at  regular  intervals  is 
required,  and  the  best  facilities  are  f^imished  at  other  times,  at  a  trifling 
chai^.    The  police  of  the  ground  and  building  is  admirable.    Tobaeoo 
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in  eveiy  form,  imd  iotoxicating  liqnora  of  every  description,  are  posi- 
tively forbidden. 

JBegolar  iustnictioti  is  given  in  dancing,  boxing,  and  small  and  broad 
sword  exercise,  and  all  are  required  to  sabinit  to  gymnastic  training. 
Ball-playing  and  roving  are  encooraged,  as  the  board  had  escelleut 
evidence.  The  result  of  all  this  eare  is  a  remarkably  fine  phyeical 
development,  with  instances  of  superior  gymnastic  skill  and  strength,  and 
a  very  satisfactory  general  condition  of  health.  During  the  year,  out  of 
nearly  four  hundred  students  and  officers  therehas  been  an  average  of  only 
about  two  per  cent,  excused  from  duty  by  reason  of  ill  health,  which  ha« 
usually  been  of  a  slight  and  temporary  character,  The  Begolations 
speak  of  the  importance  of  the  art  of  swimming,  to  which  all  wonld 
yield  a  rea<ly  assent;  but  we  find  that,  owing  to  the  multiplicity  of  other 
duties,  and  the  occurrence  of  the  annual  cruise,  from  June  to  Octoh«r, 
no  instruction  and  no  opportunities  are  afforded.  This  seems  to  the 
board  a  defect  in  the  system  of  physical  culture  otherwise  almost  with- 
out fault,  and  the  board  invites  attention  to  the  matter.  The  hospital 
is  unexceptionable  so  far  as  it  goes ;  but  the  board  is  decidedly  of  the 
opinion  that  it  is  greatly  insufficient.  It  can  properly  accommodate 
only  twelve  patients,  and,  including  the  detachment  of  marines,  the 
varioos  crews  of  vessels  generally  at  this  station,  and  the  empioy^Bof 
all  descriptions,  there  are  many  hundreds  of  persons  who  can  claim 
attention  &om  the  medical  department.  It  is  proposed  to  remedy  thi.s 
as  the  Boards  of  Visitors  have  repeatedly  recommended,  by  the  erection 
of  a  new  hospital  upon  the  grounds  lately  purchased. 

We  renew  the  recommendation  of  previous  boards,  that  the  principal 
naval  officers  of  the  academic  staff  be  kept  on  their  duty  here  for  foni 
years  instead  of  three,  with  a  change  of  one-fourth  of  the  detail  auunallT, 
in  order  that  there  may  be  with  a  class,  up  to  its  graduation,  a  portion, 
at  least,  of  the  instructors  with  whom  it  commenced  its  course. 

It  is  possible  that  the  academy  may  soon  furnish  annually  moK 
officers  tiian  the  diminished  navy  reqiures  in  time  of  peace.  The  board 
would,  nevertheless,  maintain  at  least  the  present  number  of  stndenls. 
Probabilities  favor  the  supposition  that  if  this  nation  should  soon  again 
be  involved  in  war,  the  chief  contest  would  be  upon  the  sea.  In  case  of 
a  surplus  above  the  immediate  necessities  of  the  service,  the  nile^ 
restraining  resignation  might  be  relaxed,  and  some  plan  might  be  devieed 
of  giving  an  indefinite  leave  of  absence  without  pay,  subject  to  a  call  W 
duty  in  an  emergency. 

Speaking  in  the  interest  of  the  academy,  the  board  hear  with  great 
regret  a  rumor  that  Vioe-Admiral  Porter  may  leave  the  superintendeDcy 
at  the  close  of  this  academic  year.  His  services  here  have  been  of 
inestimable  value,  and  cannot  be  forgotten.  He  has  infused  into  every 
department  vivacity,  energy,  a  just  pride,  and  a  determined  spirit  of 
progress,  and  deserves  the  cordial  thanks  of  every  friend  of  the  inBtitn- 
tion.  ThecommRndaot  of  midshipmen,  Captain  ^.  B.  Harrison,  deserves 
an  acknowledgment  of  the  industry,  sagacity,  and  sound  judgment 
with  which  he  has  performed  his  laborious  duties.  His  supervision  is 
unceasing,  and  he  enforces  the  rigid  discipline  of  the  institution  with  a 
tact,  without  sacrificing  fidelity,  which  excludes  all  appearance  of 
harshness.  It  has  appeared  to  the  boani,  from  the  observations  of  iis 
comparatively  short  stay,  that  he  is  assisted  by  a  body  of  gentlemrn 
exceedingly  well  qualified  for  instmction  and  government.  All  tht 
officers  have  been  very  active  and  conrteons  in  exhibiting  and  explaining 
all  things  that  come  within  our  dnties.  We  have  endeavored  to  over- 
look nothing,  and  have  stood  ready  to  ft^ukly  criticise  and  recommend 
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changes  if  occasioD  should  offer.  We  close  by  sayisg,  in  all  lieartiuess 
and  aincerity,  that  your  departmeut  and  the  country  have  just  reason 
lo  be  prond  of  the  Naval  Academy.

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BEPOBT  OF  BOARD  ON  STEAM  MACHUJEEY  AFLOAT. 

Washington,  D.  C,  September  29, 1869. 

Sir  :  The  board  appoiiit^l  by  th«  departmeut  to — 

First.  Examine  tlie  Rteam  engiues  atioat  in  our  natioDal  vessels,  and 
make  itself  acqnaiDted  with  the  exact  condition  of  their  boilers  and 
machinery,  so  aa  to  state  which  are,  and  which  are  not,  fit  for  service; 

Second.  Examine  particularly  into  those  of  the  new  vessels,  of  the 
Wampauoa^  and  smaller  class,  in  order  to  ascertaia  whether  some  of 
their  boilers  and  Binoke-stacks,  and  also  other  partfi,  such  as  superheat- 
ers, &c.,  cannot  be  dispensed  with,  and  yet  reserve  to  those  vessels  a 
fair  speed  under  steam,  on  their  bein^  provided  with  full  8nil-i>over. 
and  arranged  to  accommodate  a  sufliciency  of  coal  and  provisions;  and 
whether  there  be  any  menns  of  uiakiug  these  engines  more  direct-avtiiit: 
than  some  of  them  now  arc ;  and  to  make  reconnnendations  in  regard 
to  the  proper  disposition  of  the  coal  bunkers  on  board  of  the  vessels  iu 
view,  as  the  department  believes  that  they  have  been  very  improiterly 
plaiMKl,  and  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  comfort  of  their  crews; 

Third.  Ascertain  if  all  our  steam  vessels  can  be  fitted  with  but  one 
Hmoke-Btack,  and  that  telescopic;  or,  where  this  is  impracticable,  if  all 
the  tlues  cannot  be  turned  into  one  standing  smoke-pipe,  which  will  he 
clear  of  the  main-sail  when  the  ship  is  under  sail,  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations on  the  subject ; 

Fourth.  Keep  iu  ^iew,  in  suggesting  alterations,  that  it  is  very  de^r- 
aole  to  improve  the  quarters  of  oOtcers  and  men ; 

Fifth.  Iteport  to  the  department  such  vessels  as  may  be  found  nnfit 
for  the  uaval  service,  and  whether  tbey  should  be  sold ; 

And  sixtl).  Itei>ort  ui)on  any  matters  omitted  in  the  instructions  to 
the  board  that  may  be  deemed  necessary — having  visited  the  navy  yards 
at  New  York,  Norfolk,  Philadelphia,  League  Island,  Boston,  Portsmouth, 
and  Washington,  and  made  at  each  the  iiivestigatioua  enjoined  npon  it,     I 
has  now  the  honor  to  submit  its  report. 

NEW  YORK. 

At  this  navy  yard,  engines  afloat  were  found  on  board  of  the  'Wampa-     . 
noag,  Madawaska,  Nesliamiuy,  (Colorado,  Minnesota,  Roanoke,  Sui<qne-     I 
hanna — classed  as  fir3t<rat«s;  Mosholu,  Monongahela,  Hartford,  Caufui- 
daigua — classed    as    second-rates;   Memphis,   Algonquin,   Waclm.setl, 
Frolic — classed  as  third-rates;  Pequot,  Huron,  Shawmut,  Clinton,  Eofket, 
Maria,  Oatalpa — classed  as  fourth-rates;  Bell,  a  picket  boat,  and  the     ■ 
floating  dr^'-dock.  | 

WAMFANOAQ,  NOW  FLORIDA. 

This  veasel  is  classed  as  a  flrst-rate;  was  built  at  the  New  York  nnvj 
yard  in  1864,  and  cost,  according  to  an  official  statemeut  made  by  Ibe 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Rciireseutatives,     I 
|1,575,&43  84.     Her  steam  machinery  was  furnished  by  the  Novelty 
Works  at  New  York. 
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She  haa  a  pair  of  horizontal  geared  eogines,  direct-acting  on  the  cnutk- 
Bb^  with  a  link  motion,  catting  off  bj  lap  on  main  valve,  and  with 
surface  condensers.    The  gearing  is  iu  the  proportion  of  41  to  84. 

The  cylinders  are  100  itiebes  in  diameter,  and  have  a  stroke  of  fotir 
feet.  The  distance  between  the  centers  of  crank  plus  is  2?  fSeet  10  inches: 
aad  the  distance  between  the  ends  of  crank-shaft  bearings  is  41  feet  3 
inches. 

The  cabical  space  occupied  by  the  engines  alone,  including  the  pass- 
agevay  on  the  starboard  aide  of  them,  and  meaauring  from  their  extreme 
points  forward  and  aft,  ia  17,437  feet  6  inches.  It  is  certainly  inexpe- 
dient to  render  these  engines  more  direct-acting  thui  they  now  are.  She 
tuu  eight  main  boilers,  all  of  the  Martin  type.  Four  of  them  are  iu  the 
forward  fire-room,  and  each  of  these  has  seven  fnmaces.  The  remaining 
foor  are  in  the  alter  fire-room,  two  of  which  oidy  have  seven  furnaces 
ntch,  the  other  two  having  bnt  six  furnaces  each.  Besides  these  main 
boilm  tor  generating  steam,  there  are  foor  small  ones  for  superheating 
it,  each  having  one  furnace,  and  horizontal  instead  of  vertical  tul>es. 
These  are  i>lBced  next  to  the  engines. 

The  whole  number  of  furnaces  amounts  to  fifty-eight,  and  their  grate 
snr&ce  amouuts  to  1,128  square  feet. 

There  is  one  standing  Rmoke-pipe  to  each  pair  of  main  boilers,  and 
therefore  four  of  them  in  all. 

The  weight  of  the  eight  main  lioilers  is  733,629  pounds;  the  weight  of 
ihe  foDr  sui}erheating  Ixiilers  is  79,842  ^munds ;  and  the  weight  of  grate 
bars  and  bearers  for  all  of  the  boilers  is  72,500  pounds. 

The  weight  of  the  two  aftermost  main  boilers  is  145,883  pounds,  and 
the  weight  of  the  two  tbrwardmost  168,030  pounds. 

The  total  weight  of  engines,  including  all  their  appendants — ^boilers 
TJtfa  wHter  in  them,  smoke-pipea,  ahafting,  screw,  and  all — is,  as  nearly 
as  can  be  ascertainetl,  l,2(iO  tona. 

The  screw  has  four  blades,  and  it  is  arranged  to  uncouple.  Its  diam- 
eter is  19  feet,  and  it  has  an  expanding  pitch,  the  mean  of  which  being 
25  feet. 

Four  of  the  coal  bunkers  are  on  the  berth  deck,  two  on  each  side,  and 
they  together  occupy  a  space  of  8,400  cubic  feet,  and  can  accommodate 
'M  tons  of  coal.  The  bunkers  in  the  hold  are  calculate<l  to  accommo- 
date 550  tons. 

The  engines,  boilers,  and  everything  connected  with  tbem,  are  com- 
paratively new;  and,  as  they  have  been  but  little  used,  aud  have  been 
tept  well  preserved,  they  are  a»  tit  now  as  they  ever  were  for  service. 

As  to  the  vessel  herself,  her  frames  are  of  live  oak.  All  the  materials 
used  in  her  construction  are  of  superior  quality,  and  the  workmanship 
bestowed  on  them  speaks  for  itself.  Better  than  either  perhaps  cannot 
he  Been  anywhere. 

She  has  a  length  on  ber  load-line  of  335  feet;  an  extreme  breadth  of 
45  feet  2  inches ;  and  a  depth  of  hold,  measuring  irom  the  under  side  of 
lover-deck  planking,  of  16  feet.  Her  proportion  of  breadth  to  length, 
■berefore,  is  as  1  to  7.417 ;  and  of  depth  to  breadth,  as  1  to  2.823. 

Her  draught  of  water  to  the  load-line  is  18  feet  6  inches  forward;  19 
feet  10  inches  aft,  and  19  feet  2  inches  amidships ;  or  her  proportion  of 
mean  draught  to  breadth  is  as  1  to  ii.356. 

When  she  was  launched  her  displacement,  or  weight  of  hull,  after 
deducting  37  tons  for  the  extra  weights  on  board,  was  Ibnnd  to  be  1,976 
tons:  and  her  displacement  to  the  load  draught,  or  that  to  which  she 
was  broaght  when  fltt«d  out,  is  4,370  tons ;  the  difference  between  the 
two  being  2,395  tons;  and  this  expresses  the  weight  that  the  hull  did 
then  accommodate,  and  all  that  it  can  accommodate  to  the  load  draught. 
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The  area  of  immersed  midship  section,  in  sqnare  feet,  is  735 :  and  by 
comparing  this  with  the  area  of  grate  surface  given  above^  it  will  be  seen 
that  she  has  I.S3  of  grate  snrface  to  1  of  immersed  midship  section, 
which,  for  a  vessel  of  war  to  answer  the  ends  of  a  sea-cmiser,  is  verj' 
remarkable.  In  cases  of  this  sort  the  rule  has  been,  and  still  is,  to  fli 
the  proportion  the  other  way,  or  to  make  the  area  of  the  immersed  sec- 
tion exceed  that  of  the  grate  Biirface,  And  this  considerably.  It  may  br 
well  to  cite  a  few  instances  from  a  nnmber  the  board  has  cousnlted:

And  besides  these  instances  of  vessels  of  war,  it  may  not  be  nninter 
esting  to  quote  also  the  following  steam  packets,  plying  between  ^'ev 
York  and  Europe,  and  of  note  for  the  good  time  they  make  in  perEwm- 
ing  their  trips :

The  Wampanoag  has  her  bodies  carried  oat  so  as  to  be  extremely  sharp 
forward,  and  correspondingly  fine  aft.  Her  rig  is  that  of  a  bark,  but  her 
Bp>ars  are  so  proportioned  and  distributed  that  her  sails  cannot  be  other- 
wise than  of  small  general  account. 

She  is  arranged  to  stow  iu  her  hold  4,000  gallons  of  water ;  three  chain 
cables  each  120  fathoms  long;  and,  according  to  an  ofiQcial  statement 
made  by  her  late  commanding  officer,  bread  for  sixty-five  days,  and  jiro- 
\isions  of  al!  other  kinds  for  forty-five  days,  for  a  crew  of  375  all  toW. 
Besides  these  articles,  she  can  receive  in  her  hold,  as  it  is  partitioned, a 
snpply  of  the  various  others  which  belong  there. 

Comparatively  her  keel  is  of  little  depth. 

The  battery  of  this  vessel  consists  of  ten  9-inch  smooth-bores,  tliw 
CO-pounders,  rified,  two  24-pounder  howitzers,  and  two  12-i>oundei 
howitzers ;  and  tbe  aggregate  weight  of  atl  the  ordnance  on  board  of  her, 
including  equipmentJi  and  stores,  anionuts  to  111.044  tons. 

The  weight  of  her  masts  and  spars,  sails,  inchidiug  tipare  ones,  and 
rigging  of  all  kinds — standing,  running,  yard  gear,  aadraiscellaoeons— 
amounts  to  101.75  ton&  ,  -  r 
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The  vright  of  her  ground  tackling  of  every  kind,  incladinfi:  kcdgea, 
boat  SDchors,  grapnela,  baoys,  chaia  cableB  and  their  tools,  boat  chaina, 
bending  shackle,  and  also  manilla  Btream,  and  hawBers  and  towlines, 
amuiiDtS  to  60.38  tons. 

The  weight  of  her  boats,  inclading  steam  launch,  oara  and  apars,  and 
also  of  her  water  tanka,  casks,  and  water,  and  of  ner  farniture,  includ- 
ing  ladders,  gratings,  mess  chests,  &c.,  amounts  to  29  tons. 

The  weight  of  stores  delivered  by  constructors'  department,  and  mia- 
ceUaneoos  stores,  and  of  a  crew  of  375,  with  their  effects,  amounts  to 
63.3  tons. 

Summing  up  these  weights,  and  increasing  the  aggregate  by  2,010 
tons— that  is,  1,260  for  the  weight  of  engines  and  appendants,  and  750 
for  that  of  coal— the  total  amount  will  be  2,305.67,  or  less  by  29.33  tons 
than  the  hall  is  calculated  to  accommodate. 

Bnt  this  balance  should  be  increased  by  the  difference  between  the 
freight  of  the  screw  in  air  and  water,  including  its  oater  bearing  and  the 
projection  of  the  shaft,  or  by  about  1^  ton,  and  should  therefore  stand, 
at  most,  at  31  tons.  This  result,  however,  does  not  include  provisions, 
bnt  it  does  show  the  margin  of  weight  left  for  them. 

The  weight  of  one  month's  rations  for  one  man  is  71.8725  pounds,  and, 
consequently,  31  tons,  or  69,440  pounds  of  rations,  will  feed  a  crew  of 
375  men  2.6  months.  Even  this  limited  supply  of  provisions  is  only 
reached  by  applying  the  weight  of  enough  of  them  alone  to  correspond 
vjth  tbe  balance  in  view,  whereas,  in  fact,  clothing,  small  stores,  and 
candles  should  enter  into  the  account.  In  regard  to  the  weights  of 
these  the  board  is  not  informed;  but  it  knows,  however,  that  a  supply 
of  them  for  375  men,  for  six  months,  requires  a  space  of  405.5  cubic  feet,, 
^opposing  their  stowage  to  be  as  close  as  iMissible,  which,  it  may  be 
oWrved,  ia  a  very  bad  exiKMlient  in  the  event  of  a  variety  of  articles 
being  placed  in  the  same  compartment;  but  this  becomes  a  necessity  in 
eases  of  cramped  room.  The  Wampanoag  has  to  stow  200  tons  of  coal 
on  the  berth  deck,  and  this  to  the  serious  discomfiture  of  her  crew. 

It  may  be  remarked  here  that  a  vessel  of  war  with  us  should  be  de- 
signed to  accommodate  properly  a  very  large,  instead  of  a  very  small, 
Mipply  of  provisions  and  stores,  for  tbe  simple  reason  that  we,  unlike 
Great  Britain,  for  instance,  have  no  colonies  scattered  over  the  track  of 
onr  commerce  whereat  to  recniit  them ;  and  hence,  in  a  time  of  war,  our 
cniJBers  must  rely  largely  on  their  own  resources;  and,  indeed,  this 
reason,  independently  of  other  prominent  considerations,  applies  to  the 
necessity  of  rendering  our  vessels  generally  both  fast  and  manageable- 
under  canvas,  as  well  as  under  atenm. 

To  onr  cruisers,  at  least,  it  ia  obvious  that  neither  canvas  nor  steam 
dioiiltl  be  applietl  as  a  mere  auxiliary;  but,  on  tbe  contrary,  that  both 
fhoiild  be  BO  applied  that  either  will  affoi-d  the  best  possible  results 
that  the  circumstances  attending  their  combined  use  will  pennit.  This 
cardinal  conaiderarion,  it  would  seem,  cannot  be  too  strongly  iini»ressed 
upon  our  designers. 

Owing  to  tbe  acute  shape  of  the  Wampanoag  forward,  not  a  single 
gun  can  be  used  on  her  gun  deck  in  giving  chase  to  an  enemy  ahead: 
and  even  the  use  of  stern  gnns  on  board  of  her  is  essentially  hampered 
owing  to  the  want  of  jiroper  room. 

lo  this  age  of  ordnance,  when  a  single  shot  may  jtrnve  sufflcrient  to 
"end  an  enemy's  ship  to  the  bottom,  as  wns  the  case  with  the  Alabama 
in  her  contest" with  the  Kearsftrge,  bow  and  stern  gnns  are  of  much  more 
imjwrtance  than  ever,  and  therefore  for  no  purjMJse  whatever  should 

their  use  be  embarrassed,  much  less  relinquished.    On  the  cootrai^,  it 
10  N  ool' 
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should  be  amplified  to  the  attennost  that  things  will  allow,  aod  bo,  if 
possible,  that  the  lines  of  fire  of  two  of  either  may,  when  wanted,  cross 
each  other  at  comparatively  a  short  distance  Irom  the  vessel,  and  Uie 
shorter  the  better.  No  naval  mind  can  assent  for  a  moment  to  any  shape 
or  arrangement  of  model  which  involves  doing  away  with,  or  lessenbg 
the  use  of,  either  in  our  cruising  vessels. 

There  are  other  considerations  concerning  the  shape  of  the  Wampa- 
noag  to  which  the  board  bega  leave  to  sllnde : 

No  wooden  vessel  of  war,  of  her  great  length  and  small  proportionate 
depth,  however  well  put  together,  can  probably  endure  rough  seas  with- 
out evincing  sooner  than  common — and  perhaps  much  sooner — a  palpable 
want  of  longitudinal  rigidity,  and  the  elfect  of  this  upon  long  shafts  and 
their  bearings  would  at  least  prove  a  source  of  perplexity,  and  a  detri- 
ment to  steaming,  to  say  nothing  of  other  ill  consequences. 

Moreover,  a  vessel  of  large  displacement  in  amount,  made  upj  too,  to 
an  exorbitant  degree  in  the  way  of  length,  as  is  the  case  with  her. 
requires  much  time,  comparatively,  in  turning;  and  hence  arises  a  cor- 
responding difficulty  in  manceuvering  either  to  gain  or  maintain  a  giren 
position,  or  to  bring  the  battery  as  a  whole  promptly  in  bearing  on  an 
object. 

The  whole  essence  of  naval  tactics  is  to  bring  as  much  of  oar  ava 
power  of  battery  to  bear  against  as  little  possessed  by  an  antagonist  a8 
possible,  and  to  keep  this  advantage  to  the  uttermost;  but  a  vestal 
slow  in  turning  is  not  the  one  to  accomplish  this  end,  unless,  indH^. 
her  antagonist  be  equally  tardy. 

Id  a  contest  between  two  vessels  of  war,  both  having  the  same  poorer 
of  battery  and  the  same  properties  of  endurance,  but  differing  only  iu 
the  quality  of  turning,  the  advantage  lies  with  the  one  that  can  hrinp 
her  guns,  iu  general,  soonest  into  play^  and  if  the  difference  in  point  W 
great,  the  latter,  although  she  may  be  inferior  in  battery,  may  still  have  ' 
the  advantage  on  her  side. 

The  disadvantages  arising  from  slowness  iu  turning  may  be  diminisheil  : 
somewhat  by  using  pivot  guns,  but  of  these  the  Wampanoag  has  but  oor.  | 
a  60-pounder  ride,  and  it  is  mounted  on  her  topgallant  foi'etrastle;  nor,  | 
as  things  are,  can  she  mount  another  anywhere  on  her  gun  deck.  ' 

Again,  a  simple  experiment  may  serve  to  show  at  once  sevraid  other 
objections  to  this  vessel's  form : 


Let  Figure  A  represent  a  vessel  made  of  tin,  having  the  form  of  twi» 
wedges,  each  equal  to  the  other  iu  every  particular,  united  base-wis^:  , 
and  the  dimensions  of  tweiitj-fonr  inches  long,  three  inches  broad  i" 
the  middle,  and  two  inches  dee]) ; 


Figure  B,  the  section  of  A  plainly  indicated,  which  is  th<>  > 
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fliinl  of  the  length,  and  which,  therefore,  ia  eight  inches  long,  t^ree 
indies  broad  in  the  middle,  two  inches  deep,  and  two  inches  square  at 
«*cliend: 


It  will  be  found,  npon  trial,  that  A,  intact  or  as  a  whole,  and  B,  but  a 
section  of  A,  have  essentially  the  same  inherent  stability,  the  difference 
between  them  being  scarcely  perceptible.  But  the  broadside  surface  of 
A  is  three  times  that  of  B,  one  being  18.372,  and  the  otlier  16.121  uqnare 
iochesj  and  therefore  tlte  force  of  the  wind  and  seas  acting  upon  the 
broadsides  of  both  will  be  in  the  same  proportion,  or  as  3 : 1  j  and  yet 
Ihe  stability  or  force  to  resist  the  capsizing  tendency  is  the  same  in 
either  case.  It  may  be  remarked  that  the  combined  effect  of  wind  and 
seas  npon  a  vessel's  broadside,  in  times  of  tempest,  is  not  to  be  disre- 
garded, for  it  has  donbtless  proved  disastrous  in  the  extreme  in  an 
ontold  number  of  instances. 

Aad  it  will  also  be  found,  upon  trial,  that  C  has  no  inherent  stabUity, 
or,  at  least,  none  at  all  appreciable.  The  extremities  of  any  ordinary 
sea-going  vessel,  united  in  the  same  way,  might,  and  doubtless  would, 
exhibit  a  similar  absence  of  inherent  stability,  bnt  not,  however,  if  they 
together  embraced  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  vessel's  length, 
much  less  two-thirds  of  it. 

This  remarkable  feature  is  evidently  confined  to  vessels  of  great  pro- 
iwrtionate  length,  or.  which  is  the  same  thing,  of  little  proportionate 
beam,  and  ha^'ing  tneir  forward  and  after  twdies  carried  out  to  an 
eitreme  of  sharpness. 

It  is  quite  true  that  the  form  of  Figure  A — selected  because  of  its  con- 
venience and  sufflciency  in  making  the  experiment  in  view — does  not  rep- 
resent that  of  the  Wampanoag,  nor  indeed  that  of  any  other  sea-going 
vessel ;  but  it  nevertbeless  serves,  as  well  as  though  it  did,  to  establish 
iiinclusively  that  a  vessel  of  great  proportionate  length,  narrowing  her 
breadth  of  beam  inordinately  toward  both  ends,  has  but  vei-j'  little 
inherent  stability  in  proportion  to  her  broadside  surface ;  and  that  quite 
early,  comparatively,  in  this  process  of  narrowing,  points  are  rea<;bed, 
forward  and  aft,  beyond  which  there  is  no  accession  of  that  stability 
fnruishbd  by  the  remaining  long  ends. 

It  is  fair  to  infer,  from  these  premises,  that  a  vessel  of  the  sort  is 
iooately  liable  to  much  rolling  motion ;  that  about  the  paits  forwai'd 
auil  aftj  where  an  accession  of  inherent  stability  ceases  to  take  place, 
and  owing  to  the  remaining  length  of  ends  beyond  those  parts,  slie  is 
innately  subject  to  be  greatly  straiued  in  a  sea-way;  that  an  irifgnlar 
nr  Murgiug  motion,  in  a  heavy  .sea-way,  must  necessarily  ensue;  and 
that  her  proportions  throughout  are  far  from  being  those  most  con- 
ducive to  safety  under  trying  circumstances. 

The  weight  the  vessel  is  to  earrj-  will,  of  course,  confer  an  artificial 
stability,  and  this  to  a  large  amount ;  and  it  is  possible  that  it  may  be 
ilistribnted,  in  part,  so  as  to  obviate  materially  the  excess  uf  motion 
incident  to  form ;  but,  after  all,  there  is  no  great  room  for  the  exercise 
•if  discretion  in  its  distribution  on  board  a  vessel  of  war,  more  particu- 
larly if  she  be  a  steamer. 
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And,  agaiD,  a  vessel  like  the  Wampanoag.  on  prenenting  her  broad- 
side, offers  an  immense  target  to  au  antagonist,  imrtioularly  in  a  lateral 
sense ;  and  it  is  liighly  probable,  fh)ni  what  haa  been  shown,  that  her 
properties  of  motion  will  prove  much  less  favorable  to  the  use  of  guns 
than  if,  without  any  disturbance  of  displacement  as  to  quantity,  she  vrere 
fashioned  more  in  accordance  with  general  usage,  as  applied  to  veiideU 
intended  for  general  war  purposes. 

It  will  be  perceived,  from  the  data  already  given,  that  the  englDfs 
and  appendants,  together  with  the  coal  necessary  to  steaming,  or  to  last 
onlj  between  five  and  six  days  at  maximnm  work,  which  is  all  she 
stows,  take  up  eighty-four  per  cent,  of  all  the  weight  the  hull  can  accom- 
modate to  the  load-line,  and  thug  that  but  sixteen  per  cent,  of  it  is  left 
as  a  margin  for  the  weight  of  everything  else  to  go  on  boaixl — masta, 
rigging,  sails,  cables,  anchors,  ordnance,  i)rovisions,  water,  &c. 

She  undoubtedly  proved,  in  the  course  of  her  trial  trips,  to  be  veiy 
fhst  under  her  full  steam  power,  for  she,  as  her  log  shows,  did  go,  oq  an 
average  for  twenty-four  consecutive  hours,  16.95  knots,  her  maxininta 
speed  during  the  period  being  ITJ  knots,  and  her  consumption  of  coal 
5.71  tons  per  hour. 

This  was  on  the  12th  of  February,  1868.  The  wind  was  fair  throagh- 
out,  with  a  force  of  from  three  to  four.  It  could  scarcely  have  beeu  of 
any  service  on  the  occasion,  and  no  canvas  was  used.  All  of  her 
boilers — eight  main  and  four  superheating — were  brought  into  plaj; 
and,  judging  &om  the  total  amount  of  coal  burnt,  which  was  one  him- 
dred  and  thirty-seven  tons,  they  were  all  probably  urged  to  the  utter- 
most. But  this  quality  of  a  very  high  velocity  nnder  steam  alone  iK 
really  about  all  that  has  been  est-ablished  as  to  her  merits  as  an  efflcieot 
vessel  of  war. 

It  is  beyond  question  that,  in  effect-,  nothing  haa  been  spared  to  attm 
this  single  end ;  or  rather,  that  ever;  other  substantive  attribute  of  an 
efficient  vessel  of  war  for  general  sea  purposes  has  been,  to  a  greater  or 
less  degree,  literally  sacrificed  to  secure  it. 

Her  four-Uaded  screw  and  small  show  of  keel  nullify  the  use  of  can- 
vas independently  to  any  advantage  of  moment;  and  the  quantity  with 
which  she  is  provided  is  of  small  proportionate  area,  and  improiwrly 
distributed.  As  a  consequence,  in  the  event  of  accident  to  her  ma- 
chinery or  a  giving  out  of  coal,  Iier  condition  would  be  next  to  helpless. 
Every  cruiser  of  our  navy  to  be  efficient  should  be  airanged  so  as  to 
spread  proiwrly  a  due  proportion  of  canvas,  and  to  move  and  work  well 
nnder  it ;  but  this  is  very  far  from  being  the  case  with  the  Wampanoag. 
In  fact,  the  reverse  is  much  nearer  the  mark.  Had  she  been  given 
ample  spars  her  velocity  under  8t«am  might  have  been  somewliat 
reduced,  and  it  is  quite  certain  they  could  not  have  been  pro|>erly 
placed  unless  the  existing  amount  and  consequent  distribution  of  ma- 
chinery had  been  made  to  yield  to  the  purpose,  which  again  might  have 
led  to  another  reduction  of  steam  velocityj  and  therefore,  it  is  supjws- 
able,  was  not  to  be  admitted  by  the  intentions  of  those  who  controlled 
exclusively  the  planning  of  matters.  There  is  scarcely  a  point  about 
which  our  navo)  archit«cts  should  be  more  jealous  than  the  placing  of 
masta  properly,  and  experience  proves  that  there  is  no  absolute  neces- 
sity for  them  to  give  up  the  required  positions  to  the  arrangement  of 
steam  machinery.  Suitable  masts  and  suitable  machinery  can  always 
be  accommodated  in  a  vessel  suitable  for  a  cniiser  or  general  war  ]mr 
poses  without  interfering  prejudicially  with  each  other ;  and  where  this 
accommodation  does  not  exist  the  plaiu  inference  is  that  an  egregiutis 
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error  has  been  committed  in  planning  tlie  vessel  and  machinery  each  to 
the  other. 

Her  weight  of  battery,  compared  with  her  displacement,  is  insignifi- 
cant, and,  notwithstanding  the  few  guns  she  is  calculated  to  support, 
even  their  use,  as  a  consequence  resulting  from  her  great  length  aud 
eitreiue  sliarpness,  as  shown  above,  is  materially  restrained. 

Her  accommodations  for  provisions  are  very  insnfBcient,  and  so  too 
for  water. 

With  tanks  less  than  enough  to  hold  thirty  gallons  for  each  person 
on  board,  a  crew  will  frequently  have  to  tirink  distilled  water  while  yet 
insipid  from  its  temperature  and  want  of  aeration.  Instead,  therefore, 
of  ouly  four  thousand  gallons  for  a  crew  of  three  hundred  and  seventy- 
five,  abont  twelve  thousand  should  be  the  quantity. 

Her  accommodations  for  chain  cables  are  also  insufficient,  as  those  on 
board  are  entirely  too  short  for  a  vessel  of  her  length  to  he  moored  with 
convenience.  Two  of  them  at  least  should  not  be  less  ia  length  than 
one  hundred  aud  sixty -five  fathoms  each,  and  even  longer  would  he  still 
better. 

Her  accommodations  for  a  crew  are  strikingly  confined,  and  in  warm 
dimates,  with  all  steam  np,  would  prove  anything  hut  comfortable,  if 
not  almost  uninhabitable.  In  the  event  of  an  epidemic,  or  of  having  to 
receive  a  number  of  prisoners,  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  any  arrange- 
meat  that  could  be  made  to  reduce  the  risk  of  lives  in  the  former  case, 
or  to  avoid  insupportable  discomfiture  in  the  latter. 

In  a  word,  cramped  room  for  everything,  except  the  steam  machinery, 
is  the  rule  throughout  the  vessel. 

In  this  state  of  things,  looking  upon  her  as  a  whole,  and  especially  in 
the  light  of  a  naval  vessel  lor  general  naval  pnrposes,  it  seems  impossi- 
ble to  resist  the  conclusion  that  she  is  a  sad  and  signal  failure,  aud  nt- 
tetiy  nnfit  to  be  retained  in  the  service ;  and  that,  therefore,  she  would 
prove  a  happy  riddance  upon  any  terms  that  would  requite  the  value  of 
lier  convertible  materials. 

Although  her  defects  are  fundamental,  aud  cannot  he  eradicated 
(Wntially,  still,  if  she  must  be  retained  and  used  as  a  vessel  of  war, 
^e  can  be  made  somewhat  better  than  she  is  for  the  purpose ;  but, 
i^ly,  she  is  too  much  of  an  abortion  to  be  worthy  of  the  large  expense 
that  would  have  to  be  incurred. 

Ponr  of  her  eight  main  boilers— the  two  forwardmost  and  the  two  af- 
termost— and,  consequently,  their  appendants  of  two  standing  smohe- 
pipex,  &c. — van  be  removed,  and  then  the  vessel  can  he  given  a  fair 
speed  under  steam  ;  for  on  the  8th  aud  dth  of  February,  1868,  as  her 
lo*  attests,  under  only  four  main  and  two  superheating  boilers,  and  no 
canvas  whatever,  she  did  go  twelve  and  a  half  knots,  and  did  average 
eleven  and  a  half  knots  for  twenty-five  consecutive  hours.  Her  con- 
fflmption  of  coal  then,  per  hour,  was  1.805  ton.  The  wind,  at  first., 
was  nearly  ahead,  and  had  a  force  of  from  two  to  three ;  but  subse 
lueutly  it  became  fair,  with  a  force  which  increased  from  four  to  seven, 
and  caused  the  ship  to  roll  heavily. 

By  comparing  the  average  velocity  attained  on  this  occasion  with 
that  attained  ou  the  occasion  given  above,  (when  she  was  under  ail  of 
her  boilers,)  it  will  be  found  to  be  almost  seventy  per  cent.;  and  by  com- 
paring the  coal  consumed  per  hour  on  this  occasion,  with  what  was 
ronaumed  per  hour  on  that,  it  will  be  found  to  be  short  of  thirty-two 
per  cent;  or,  to  express  these  results  more  concisely,  and  in  round 
terms,  under  four  boilers,  and  with  one-thinl  the  coal,  she  went  tvo- 
thirds  as  fast  as  she  did  under  eight. 
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By  removing  the  four  boilers  in  view,  an  increased  space  in  the  lioIdH 
for  Htovage,  of  sixteen  thousand  five  linndred  and  twenty-two  cnbic  feet 
exclnsive  of  alley-way,  will  be  obtained,  and  also  an  increased  space  for 
the  accommodation  of  officers  and  crew,  equivalent  to  what  is  now 
occupied  by  the  hatchways  over  these  boilers. 

All  of  the  bunkers  on  the  berth-deck  may  also  be  removed  and  put 
below,  and  thus  this  deck  may  be  rendered  inflnitely  more  comfortable 
for  the  accommodation  of  ofBcers  and  crew  than  it  now  is ;  and  as  they 
occopy  a  space  of  eight  thousand  four  hundred  cubic  feet,  by  dedott- 
ing  this  from  the  room  afforded  by  the  removal  of  the  boilers,  it  will  be 
seen  that  a  clear  space  of  upwards  of  eight  thousand  cubic  feet  will  still 
remain  for  the  stowage  of  an  additional  sapply  of  provisions,  water, 
&G.,  and  for  enlarging  the  chain  lockers. 

The  arrangeiDents  exinting  on  board  this  vessel  for  superheating  steam 
amount  to  nothing  less  than  an  expensive  failnre.  They  involve  much 
weight  and  space,  and  afford  no  benefit  comparable  to  the  much  cheaper 
and  simpler  system  of  resorting  to  the  uptakes,  if,  indeed,  they  do 
afford  any  benefit  whatever.  These  also  may  be  removed ;  but  as  tlie 
boilers  answer  remarkably  well  as  auxiliaries,  or  donkeys,  fixed  aa  tbey 
are — which  is  about  all  they  are  good  for — it  would  be  well,  perhE4>6,  to 
let  two  of  them  remain. 

The  room  in  the  holds  to  be  gained  by  these  changes  will  increase 
the  present  available  space  for  stowage,  so  as  to  admit  the  carrying  of 
quite  six  months'  provisions  and  st^ires  for  four  hundred  men,  and  tliis 
atier  taking  &om  it  what  is  necessary  to  accommodate  a  proper  quantity 
of  water,  and  a  proper  length  of  chain  cables. 

On  removing  the  boilers  mentioned,  she  may  then  be  given  full  sail 
power ;  that  is,  about  thirty-five  sqoaro  feet  of  canvas  to  one  of  tlie 
immersed  section,  with  the  masts  placed  so  as  to  bring  the  center  of 
effort  abont  to  its  due  position ;  but  it  would  be  an  idle  expedient  to  do 
this,  unless  the  present  propeller  were  changed  to  one  of  only  tvo 
blades,  or  to  what  is  understood  as  such,  and  the  keel  were  made  much 
deeper  than  it  is. 

To  have  her  masts  placed  aright,  supiK>sing  her  present  rig  to  be 
altered  to  that  of  a  ship,  all  three  will  have  to  be  shifted  materially 
further  forward  than  they  now  are ;  the  foremast  9'  3";  the  mainmast  IS*; 
and  the  mizzen-mast  13'. 

The  shifting  of  the  mainmast  to  the  required  position  will  i>eriia|>.s 
involve  the  removal  of  one  of  the  nine  sections  of  gearing,  or  one  of 
the  gang  of  drivers  and  pinions,  in  order  to  get  room  to  place  two  ^out 
iron  stanchions  to  support  the  step ;  but,  with  the  boilers  reduced  iu 
number  one-half,  it  is  not  apprehended  that  any  difficulty  will  arise  by 
resorting  to  this  measure. 

The  step  may  be  supported,  however,  in  another  way,  and  perha))s 
as  well,  and  that  is  by  a  system  of  wrought-irou  beams  supported  by 
vertical  iron  staachious  placed  both  abaft  and  forward  of  the  gearing. 

The  two  remaining  smoke-pipes  may  be  rendered  telescopic. 

The  present  poop  deck  and  top-gallant  forecastle  may  be  brought  to- 
gether so  as  to  form  a  complete  light  spar  deck,  and  this  will  probably 
streogthen  the  ship  in  the  sense  of  her  length,  and  ease  her  rollinjr 
motion ;  and  it  certainly  will  attbrd  l>etter  protection  to  her  battery,  .luil 
add  much  to  the  comfortable  accommodation  of  officers  and  crew. 

The  weight  of  the  things  mentioned  that  may  be  removed,  and  siii>- 
posing  that  a  two-bladed  screw  will  be  lighter  than  the  present  one  b>' 
some  three  tons,  it  would  seem,  will  be  perhaps  not  tar  £rom  three  hon- 
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dred  tons  j  and  if  this  is  exceeded  by  the  weight  involved  in  hriiiging 
about  a  whole  apar  deck,  increasing  the  keel,  the  spars  and  sail»,  the 
amoant  of  provisions  and  water,  the  length  of  chains,  and  the  render- 
ing of  smoke-pipes  telescopic,  the  ship  will  then,  of  course,  be  brought 
down  in  the  water  lower  than  to  her  normal  load  draught,  and  this  is  a 
matter  which,  for  various  important  considerations,  demands  careful 
Htteution. 

Deep  loading  not  only  retards  velocity,  but  it  is  a  prolific  sonrce  of 
disastpr,  and,  unfortunately  for  property  and  lives,  it  is  too  often  disre- 
^rded.  No  steamer,  although  she  does  relieve  herself  of  weight  by 
coDanming  coal,  should  be  put  to  sea  loaded  so  as  to  compromit  proper 
baoyaucy,  for  there  is  no  telling  how  soon  she  may  have  to  encounter  a 
heavy  gale  of  wind;  and  in  the  case  of  a  vessel  of  war  it  may  and 
probably  will  be,  that  the  use  of  coal  is  not  to  take  place  at  once,  bat  to 
be  tbe  exception  and  not  the  rule. 

Although  the  Wampanoag's  arrangements  may  he  modified  as  jast 
stated,  yet  in  truth  hat  little,  comparatively,  will  be  gained  by  it,  con- 
sidering the  expense  that  will  have  to  be  incurred,  and,  above  all,  the 
condition  in  which  she  will  still  be  left.  It  is,  in  short,  utterly  imprac- 
ticable to  render  her  a  vessel  of  war  worthy  of  our  navy.  Her  case  is 
so  bad  as  to  t>e  beyond  cure,  n:id  to  make  palliatives  appeur  as  though 
they  were  labor  lost. 

It  nevertheless  may  sen'c,  like  most  others  of  the  sort,  as  a  source 
from  which  important  lessons  can  be  drawn,  and  among  them  it  im- 
presses the  exi>ediency  of  consulting,  instead  of  ignoring,  experienced 
and  intelligent  navEd  minds  as  to  the  properties  to  be  secured  in  the  con- 
Snictiou  and  arrangements  of  a  vessel  of  war.  And  it  suggests  too 
that  a  settled  rnle  should  exist  as  to  what  proportion  of  the  whole 
weight  a  vessel's  hall  is  to  sustain  may  be  taken  up  by  steam  machinery 
and  coal ;  what  by  the  other  driving  power  of  canvas ;  what  by  ord- 
nance; what  by  provisions  and  stores ;  and  so  on  to  the  end  of  every- 
thing to  go  on  board.  In  this  way  of  distribution,  and  in  this  way 
alone,  may  harmonious  results  be  obtained ;  and  it  will  efitpctnally 
goard  against  excesses,  and  consequent  exclusions,  if  properly  fixed. 

The  same  rule  may  not  apply  equally  well  to  all  vessels,  but  still  it 
may  be  made  to  apply  sufficiently  well  to  all  of  the  same  rate  or  class ; 
nor  is  there  any  insuperable  difiQcntty  in  arranging  as  many  rules  as 
there  are  rates,  each  in  general  accord  with  the  other. 

To  do  this  properly,  however,  tonnage  should  not  he  the  criterion  of 
rates.  From  the  way  it  is  deduced,  it  signifies  nothing  of  the  slightest 
consequence  to  naval  ends,  nor  can  it  serve  to  compare  accurately  size 
or  burden.  The  sooner,  therefore,  all  reference  to  it  is  abolished,  the 
better.  AraUable  displacement  should  be  resorted  to  in  its  stead ;  that 
is  to  say,  the  weight  to  be  admitted  into  the  naked  hull  to  bring  it  down 
to  the  estAblished  load  line,  which  is  to  be  got  at  by  the  simple  process 
of  taking  the  dtfierence  t)etween  the  displacement  on  being  launched 
and  on  l^ing  loaded.  Ballast  is  purposely  left  out  of  view,  because  no 
naval  vessel  with  steam — and  none  others  need  be  thought  of^— should 
require  any.  If  it  must  be  used,  however,  in  a  certain  case,  either  to 
confer  artificial  stability  or  otherwise,  its  weight  should  obviously  be 
added  to  that  of  the  hull  in  determining  the  amount  of  available  dis- 
placement. 

The  rule  in  view  should,  of  course,  be  held  open  to  modification  from 
time  to  time — to  tlie  progress  of  impTovements  in  steam,  ordnance, 
masting,  &c;  but  it  should  neither  be  established  nor  altered  without 
the  mature  reflection  of  a  board  of  competent  officers. 
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It  conid  scarcely  foil  to  prove  of  great  benefit  in  orgsniziiig  the  mo- 
Uriel  of  our  navy^  and  it  certainly  would  prove  an  eflectual  stoppei 
against  any  more  luatances  of  giving  up  to  wooden  cruisers,  claaaed  as     ' 
first  rjite,  84  per  cent,  of  the  available  displacement  to  the  ends  ot 
steam,  or  52.01  per  cent,  of  it  to  the  machinery  and  boilers  alone.  i 

The  main  boilers  of  the  Wampanoag,  as  stated  heretofore,  are  all  of    ' 
the  Martin  type.    This  type  of  boiler,  it  would  seem,  has  met  with  little     | 
or  no  favor  ontside  of  our  navy^  and,  as  compared  with  the  ordinar; 
boiler  witli  horizontal  tubes,  it  is  objected  to  as  being  of  no  greater     . 
economy  on  the  average,  of  much  greater  weight  and  cost,  incapable  of 
being  forced  to  an  equal  extent,  and,  when  forced,  constantly  liable  t« 
serious  derangement.  ' 

The  e.s8ential  difference  between  the  two  as  to  constmction  is  that 
one  has  vertical  tubes,  with  the  water  passing  through  them,  and  tlie  ' 
other  horizontal  tubes,  with  the  fire  passing  through  them.  The  former 
has  the  greatest  proportionate  amount  of  heating  surface,  and  on  diis  ' 
account  economizes  the  use  of  coal  to  a  moderate  degree ;  but  it  involves 
more  material  and  more  labor  than  the  latter ;  and  if  to  this  be  added 
the  charge  for  patent,  it  wilt  be  seen  that  it  must  both  weigh  and  cost 
more.  It  has,  however,  one  advantage  of  note  over  the  latter;  and  that 
is,  it  can  be  cleaned  easier  and  better.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is  no 
plugging  a  defective  tube  with  steam  up,  or  without  letting  the  water 
down ;  nor  can  it  be  forced  to  a  desirable  extent  in  a  time  of  need  with- 
out giving  rise  to  infiupjKjrtable  difficulties. 

In  these  particulars  a  decided  advantage  lies  with  the  ordinary  boiler 
having  horizontal  tubes,  and  this  might  well  amonnt  to  the  difference 
between  overhauling,  or  escaping  from,  an  antagonist,  and  not  doing 
so ;  or  between  getting,  and  not  getting,  stranded  on  a  lee  shore.  On 
the  whole,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  days  of  the  Martin  boiler  are  num- 
bered as  to  its  continuance  in  our  navy. 

But,  in  truth,  neither  of  these  boilers  is  what  is  wanted  for  naval 
purposes,  for  both,  considering  the  existing  state  of  ordnance,  and 
without  anticipating  what  it  may  yet  become,  have  the  top,  or,  in  other 
words,  the  space  for  steam,  entirely  too  high  fur  safety  in  battle ;  and  it 
is  of  vital  importance  that  this  signal  objection  should  be  remedied  to 
the  uttermost ;  and  that  It  can  he  remedied,  to  a  material  degree,  ad- 
mits of  no  question.  The  tubes  can  be  placed  between  the  furnaces, 
instead  of  above  them,  with  the  lower  ones  brought  down  nearly  as 
low  as  on  a  line  with  the  bottom  of  the  ash  pits — and  the  lower  the 
better — without  giving  rise  to  any  substantive  detriment  whatever,  for 
the  experiment  has  t^en  abundantly  tried ;  and  thus  the  top  of  the 
holler^  or  space  for  steam,  can  be  lowered  accordingly.  It  is  true  that 
lowering  the  height  involves  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  length,  in 
order  not  to  lessen  cubical  volume ;  but  then  again,  and  fortunately, 
bunkers  can  be  placed  on  the  top,  as  well  as  at  the  side,  of  boilers  eo 
arranged,  and  thus  in  the  most  convenient  position  possible  for  an 
access  to  coal,  and  at  the  same  time  in  the  very  best,  perhaps,  for  pro- 
tecting the  boilers  against  descending  or  plunging  projectiles;  and  as 
to  any  absolute  loss  of  cubical  space  in  the  hold,  the  probability  is 
there  will  be  a  gain.  Boilers  and  bunkers  of  sufficient  power  and  size 
have  to  take  up  the  same  amonnt  of  cubical  space,  however  they  may 
be  shaped  or  wherever  they  may  be  placed;  and  it  is  by  stowage -only 
that  any  gain  of  room  is  to  be  acquired. 

A  compact  distribution  is  always  of  much  consequence,  but  it  requites 
discretiou  to  bring  about  the  beat  results  as  to  space  and  otmveuieuce. 
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WbUe  allndlDg  to  this  emhject  of  boilers,  the  board  begs  to  remark 
that,  in  the  coarse  of  its  examiiiatiouB,  it  was  struck,  not  unfrequeutly, 
with  the  bad  order  in  which  they  were  found,  and  this  evidently  owing 
to  sheer  neglect'.  In  various  instances,  which  will  be  mentioned  here- 
after, they  were  found  covered  with  rust  internally  to  a  highly  destme- 
live  extent,  and  as  if  little  or  no  pains  had  been  taken  to  guard  against 
its  accumulation  and  consuming  effect.  But  a  remarkable  case  of  an 
opposite  kind  was  presented  by  the  apx>earance  of  the  boilers  of  tii6 
Dictator,  which,  although  the  vessel  had  been  laid  up  for  some  four 
years,  and  nothing  had  been  done  to  them  during  the  time,  were  found 
to  be  in  excellent  order  as  to  an  exemption  from  rust.  On  inquiry',  it 
was  ascertained  that  when  she  was  laid  up  they  were  carefully  cleaned, 
and  then  given  internally  as  good  a  coat  of  common  fish  oil  as  could  be 
accomplished  by  hand ;  but  it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  every  minute 
part,  particularly  tlioae  that  were  hidden,  could  have  been  reached  by 
Ihis  mode  of  applying  the  oil,  or  that  they  can  possibly  be  reached  in 
tliis  way.  But  the  difficulty  may  be  easily  and  thoroughly  overcome  by 
Bimply  filling  one  boiler  with  as  much  c^  as  it  can  contain,  and  then 
pamping  the  same  into  another,  and  so  on  indefinitely,  taking  care,  of 
eoarae,  in  each  application  that  the  boiler  be  completely  filled.  The 
board,  after  what  it  has  witnessed,  strongly  rec«mmends  this  course  to 
the  consideration  of  the  department,  feeling  well  assured  that  it  cannot 
&il  t«  be  productive  of  great  economy  in  the  preservation  of  boilers  on 
board  vessels  in  ordinary.  Before  applying  the  oil,,  care  should  be 
taken  to  render  the  boiler  fit  for  a  cruise  by  extending  to  it  all  needfnl 
repairs,  and  having  these  tested,  as  to  proper  execution,  by  subjecting 
them  to  an  adequate  amount  of  water  pressure.  After  this,  a  thorough 
cleaning  and  drying  should  take  place;  and  then,  on  using  the  oil^  it 
would  be  well  to  give  it  a  sufficient  pressure  to  insure  its  reaching 
every  spot  of  the  interior  surface. 

It  would  not  do,  perhaps,  to  treat  donkey  boilers,  intended  to  be  used 
io  distilling  water,  with  fish  oil,  lest  there  might  be  too  much  difficulty 
in  getting  rid  of  its  smell  and  taste. 

The  subject  of  the  best  material  for  spars,  both  masts  and  yards,  as 
to  steamers,  or  of  that  which  unites  pre-eminently  strength,  lightness, 
aiid  durability,  and  which,  when  applied,  can  as  well  as  any  other  en- 
dore  wounds  &om  shot,  admit  of  prompt  repair,  and  also  of  prompt 
extrication  in  the  event  of  going  by  the  board,  is  one  of  much  interest 
to  naval  purposes.  tJntempered  steel,  it  would  seem,  stands  out  in 
prominent  relief  in  these  particulars,  and  as  though  ere  long,  or  as  soon 
ae  it  can  be  afforded  among  ourselves,  excellent  throughout  in  quality, 
aad  within  bounds  as  to  cost,  it  will  be  found  advantageous  to  resort  to 
it  as  a  Bubsritute  for  wood. 

Its  inherent  strength  will  probably  enable  a  mast  of  it  to  withstand 
wounds  in  general  quite  as  well  as  though  made  of  any  other  available 
material ;  and  a  shot,  or  a  series  of  them,  that  would  carry  it  away, 
would  be  pretty  certain  to  prove  equally  disastrous  to  a  mast  of  any 
other  kind.  There  can  scarcely  be  a  doubt  that  it  would  admit  of 
easier  effectual  repair  than  a  mast  of  wood. 

On  being  carried  away,  the  quantity  of  water  it  would  immediately 
receive  would  probably  dispose  it  to  sink  at  once,  and  thus  to  do  what 
would  be  most  desirable  iu  a  crisis  of  the  sort,  for  a  floating  8i>ar  would 
be  certainly  very  apt  to  be  a  much  greater  obstacle  to  resuming  the  use 
of  tbe  propeller,  and,  iu  a  heavy  8e»-way,  more  ii^nrioua  in  every  other 
respect. 
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Beaiden,  with  maste  of  steel,  the  upper  onea  may  he  rendered  teles- 
copic, and  thus  s^nt  up  and  down  with  vastly  greater  expedition  than 
any  other  arrangement  will  admit.  In  preparing  for  battle,  more  par- 
ticularly on  a  sudden  emergency,  or  in  steaming  against  adverse  winds 
and  seas,  this  would  prove  higUy  advantageous. 

Chief  Engineer  Dungan  has  already  turned  his  attention  to  the  mnt- 
ter  in  view,  and  he  has  saceeeded  in  bringing  about  a  mode  which 
entitles  him  to  much  creilit. 

With  a  modification  of  some  few  minor  details,  there  can  hardly  be  a 
doubt  that  his  arrangements  will  be  found  all-sufflcient. 

By  them  the  topmasts  and  topgallant-masts  may  be  sent  up  and  down 
togetlier,  or  the  topgallant-niasta  ma;  be  housed  separately,  and  so,  loo, 
fidded. 

The  simple  machinery  he  proposes  is  to  be  worked  either  by  steam  or 
by  hand,  whichever  may  be  preferreil  on  an  occasion  or  for  a  vessel. 

As  to  propellers,  the  board  urgently  recommends  that  in  every  in- 
stance where  one  of  three  or  more  blades  has  been  given  to  a  vessel 
intended  to  use  her  canvas  independently,  it  should  be  removed  and 
replaced  by  another  of  two  blades,  either  split  or  otherwise,  as  may  be 
found  most  atlvantageous ;  and  that  in  no  instance  should  a  propellei 
be  made  to  trice  up  if  the  arrangement  must  lessen  the  efficient  use  of 
stem  gnns. 

Furthermore,  it  recommends  that  in  alt  instancea  where  the  spars 
have  obviously  been  misproportioned  and  misplaced— and  there  are 
many  of  them — or  where  either  has  taken  place,  the  error  should  be 
remedied,  as  far  as  it  can  now  be,  at  the  earliest  moment. 

It  is  of  primary  importance,  as  already  mentioned,  that  e^  of  our 
cruisers  should,  under  caovas  alone,  both  sail  and  work  well ;  but  (bis 
is  simply  impossible  while  using  propellers  with  more  than  two  blades, 
or  spars  of  insufficient  proportions,  stuck,  as  it  were,  anywhere  to  aiut 
the  convenience  of  improi>erly  arranged  steam  machinery.  It  is  ftbsard 
to  expect  it.  A  propeller  of  any  sort,  and  at  best,  is,  unavoidably,  a 
detriment  to  sailing  properties;  and  therefore,  on  this  account,  in  tbe 
case  of  ft  screw  vessel  inteudect  to  have  full  sail  power,  the  least  liberties 
are  to  be  taken  in  proportioning  and  distributing  spars;  but  with  ns  it 
would  seem  tbe  very  reverse  has  been  the  rule.  Witness  the  Tioonde- 
toga,  Canandaigua,  et  sic  de  cceteria. 

Shallow  draughts  with  sh^ow  keels  are  utterly  iDconsistent  with 
good  sailing  results. 

Until  our  vessels  are  arranged  properly  for  sailing  it  ia  unreasonable 
to  exact  or  expect  a  maximum  economy  of  coal. 

It  is  not  going  too  far  to  assert  that  already,  owing  to  improi>eT  pro- 
pellers and  improper  masting,  a  vast  amount  of  money  has  been  ex- 
pended for  coal,  every  dollar  of  which  might  have  been  saved  under 
sensible  arrangements  in  these  particulars ;  and  a  very  large  proporlioit 
of  tbe  expenditure  was  necessarily  made  to  procure  coal  produced 
abroad,  or  not  by  ourselves ;  and  this  is  stall  the  case. 

MADAWASKA,  NOW  TBNlfKWBE. 

She  is  classed  as  a  flrst-rate,  was  built  at  the  Xew  York  navy  yard  in 
1865,  and  cost,  according  to  an  official  statement  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Bepresentatives,  $1,673,080  5'2. 

The  case  of  this  vessel  ia  essentially  that  of  tbe  Wampanoag.  Tber 
.11*6  twin  ships— both  the  unfortunate  offspring  of  an  irretrievable  bluD- 
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der  oA  initio — or  rather  they  are  duplicates  of  each  other,  in  every  par- 
tiealar,  as  to  hall. 

Her  engines,  however,  and  also  her  screw,  are  of  a  different  kind ; 
Deverthelesg,  on  the  whole,  she  is  scarcely  less  worthless  aa  a  vessel  of 
war.  The  former  are  not  geared,  and  they  are  of  the  Ericsson  vibrating 
lover  type,  with  cylinders  the  same  in  diameter  and  stroke  as  those  of 
the  Wampanoag ;  and  the  latter  has  four  blades,  a  diameter  of  nineteen 
feet,  and  a  pitch,  which  is  invariable,  of  thirty-Sve  feet. 

The  boilers  are  the  same  in  number,  size,  and  type,  as  those  on  board 
the  Wampanoag,  and  they  are  as  bonntifnlly  provided  with  smoke-pipes 
of  a  standing  order.  The  arrangements  for  superheating,  too,  are  just 
tlie  same  in  both  instances. 

The  engines,  together  with  all  their  appendants,  are  in  good  condition, 
Bad  as  fit  now,  probably,  for  service  aa  they  ever  were. 

All  the  modifications  allnded  to,  in  the  case  of  the  Wampanoag,  can 
be  carried  out  perhaps  equally  well  on  board  this  vessel,  and  with  n 
prospect  of  about  the  same  restdta,  eseept  that  it  is  impracticable  to  step 
the  mainmast  any  farther  forward,  owing  to  the  disposition  of  the  steam 
machinery.  But  by  giving  her  the  rig  of  a  ship,  with  spars  proportioned 
to  spread  a  due  amount  of  canvas,  and  placing  thefore  and  mizzen  masts 
materially  farther  forward  than  where  they  now  are,  the  center  of  effort 
may  be  brought  much  nearer  to  a  proper  position  than  it  is  at  present 

It  seems  from  this  vessel's  log  that,  when  she  underwent  trial,  a  num- 
ber of  the  engine  journals  became  heated ;  and  it  would  be  well^  there- 
fore, to  bear  this  in  mind,  in  the  event  of  again  putting  her  engines  to 
work. 

KESHAMIKT,  saw  ITBTADA. 

She  is  classed  as  a  first-rate,  and  was  built  at  the  Pluladelphia  navy 
yari  in  1865.  She  is  still,  however,  in  an  uncompleted  oondition.  The 
ainoant  of  money  expended  upon  ber,  exclasive  of  what  has  been  paid 
on  the  score  ot  equipments,  is  41,266,874. 

This  vessel,  although  of  the  same  length  on  the  load  line  as  the  Wam- 
panoag and  Xadawaska,  has  even  less  breadth  and  deptli — counting  the 
latter  from  the  under  side  of  lower  deck  planking — and  her  frames  are 
of  white  oak.  The  difference  in  extreme  breadth  is  eight  inches,  but  on 
the  forecastle,  at  thirty  feet  from  the  bow,  it  amounts  to  upwards  of  five 
feet.    The  difference  in  depth  is  eleven  inches. 

Already,  although  never  employed  for  a  moment  at  sea,  she  exhibits 
a  marked  twist,  or  cant,  of  hall,  and  her  original  lines  have  doubtless 
become  altered.  It  is  very  evident  that  in  building  this  vessel  sufficient 
means  were  not  taken  to  secure  enough  strength,  or  else  that  it  was  im- 
possible to  secure  enongh,  either  in  consequence  of  the  materials  used  or 
owing  to  her  form. 

She  presents  even  a  much  worse  case  than  either  the  Wampanoag  or 
Madawaska,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  board  that  she  is  utterly  ua- 
vorthy  of  repairs,  and  ought  to  be  sold  immediately. 

Her  engines  and  superheating  arrangements  are  the  same  as  those  of 
the  Wampanoag ;  but  her  boilers  are  not  the  same,  as  they  have  hori- 
zontal tubes.  In  number,  however,  they  are  alike,  and  in  number  of 
standing  smoke-pipes  there  is  no  difference.  All  are  in  very  good  order, 
and  as  fit  for  service  as  at  first.  Her  screw  is  tbe  same  as  that  of  the 
Wampanoag. 
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Arrangements  bave  been  made  to  place  bunkers  on  the  berth-deck) 
bat  as  yet  they  have  not  been  carried  out. 

The  modifications  mentioned  in  regard  to  the  Wampanoag  are  aUke 
applicable  to  this  vessel,  provided  she  must  be  retained  and  repaired. 
Her  repairs,  tiiougU,  even  now,  would  involve  a  large  expeuditnre  of 
money ;  and  it  may  be  well  doubted  whether  any  white  oak  cessel,  as  a 
general  rule,  ought  ever  to  be  repaired  at  all  extensively,  with  the  view 
of  her  continuance  in  our  navy. 

It  ifould  not  be  hazarding  much  to  predict  that  she  is  ab«ady  decayed 
in  many  places,  besides  being  sorely  twisted  as  stated  above. 

This  vessel,  besides  being  built  of  white  oak,  is  not  even  copper-fastened. 
She  is  fastened  with  treenails. 

The  predominant  idea  in  getting  her  into  existence  seems  to  have  been 
the  production  of  a  sort  of  overgrowu  Indian  canoe  in  shape  and  light- 
ness^ and  thus  to  obtain  speed  at  all  hazards,  no  matt«r  what  might  be- 
come of  other  indispensable  qualities ;  and  the  result  has  been,  as  it 
were,  scarcely  auything  less  in  effect  than — ^pardon  the  expression— » 
slnnk  foal. 

Her  designer,  a  man  of  marked  ability  as  a  naval  architect,  and,  in- 
deed— without  meaning  to  be  invidious — certainly  at  the  very  head  of 
bis  profession  in  this  country,  was,  no  doubt,  pressed  to  yield  his  own 
solid  judgment,  as  to  her  model  and  construction,  to  the  importunity  of 
others,  and  in  a  way  difficult,  if  not  almost  impossible,  to  resist.  He  is 
not,  therefore,  in  common  fairness,  to  be  held  to  a  stnct  accountability 
for  her  palpable,  terrible  failure  in  embryo. 

The  real  source  of  the  difficulty  in  her  case,  and  in  that  of  others  of 
similar  size  and  shape,  is  to  be  traced  to  the  egregious  error  of  assuming 
the  want  of  vessels  of  their  type,  and  the  possibility  of  their  production 
to  answer  the  ends  of  efficient  vessels  of  war,  and  this  never  proceedtid 
from  his  clear  and  ample  brain. 

Without  doubt  he  was,  however,  compelled,  in  a  sense,  to  lend  him- 
self to  it,  although  his  known  modesty  and  delicacy  towards  others  may    > 
induce  him  not  to  admit  the  fact.  I 

This  vessel  presents  a  lamentable  and  glaring  instance  of  a  waste  of 
efforts,  and  a  downright  squandering  of  means ;  amd  the  wrong  of  squan- 
dering property  is  equal  to  the  folly. 

COLOEADO. 

She  is  classed  as  a  first-rate,  aud  was  bnilt  at  Oosport  in  1855. 

The  boilers  placed  on  board  this  vessel  are  three  in  number,  all  en- 
tirely new,  and  of  the  Martin  type.  Two  of  them — the  main  boilers- 
have  eight  fumaceseach;  and  the  other — an  auxiliary  or  donkey — has  one 
furnace.  In  all,  therefore,  the  number  of  furnaces  amounts  to  seventeen. 
A  superheater  is  provided,  and  it  is  conveniently  placed  in  the  uptake  at 
the  base  of  the  smoke-pipe,  and  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  anything,  or 
occupy  space  available  for  any  other  useful  purpose.  The  original  .boil- 
ers now  replaced  by  these  new  ones  were  also  of  the  Martin  type,  and 
had  sixteen  furnaces,  but  they  were  constantly  found  not  to  affiird  steam 
enough  to  enable  the  engines  to  be  used  to  the  best  advantage.  The 
same  deficiency  of  boiler-power  was  experienced  on  board  the  Minne- 
sota, and  also  the  Boanoke  before  her  conversion,  their  boilers  and 
engines  being  duplicates  of  those  on  board  the  Colorado. 

Owing  to  the  comparatively  small  amount  of  stowage  now  required 
for  fresh  water,  space  enough  is  left  to  increase  the  boiler-power  of  the 
Colorado  conveniently,  and  without  occupying  room  necessary  to  tic-   ' 
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commodate  a  sufficiency  of  provisions,  stores,  and  ontfits  in  her  holds. 
The  board  therefore  suggests  that  three  more  hoilera  be  added  to  those 
now  OQ  board,  one  of  which  to  be  another  auxiliary  like  that  already 
prodded,  and  the  other  two  to  be  of  two  fnrnaces  each ;  the  former  to 
be  placed  opposite  tfl  the  present  auxiliary,  and  the  latter  opitosite  to 
each  other  at  the  forward  ends  of  the  main  boilers.  This  will  increase 
tbe  Dumber  of  furnaces  from  seventeen  to  tweuty-two,  and,  probably,  the 
Telocity  of  the  vessel  under  full  steam  about  one  knot  per  hour. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  two  boilers  of  two  furnaces  each,  aboDt 
eight  feet  of  the  after  part  of  both  the  forward  bunkers  will  have  to  be 
bikeu  away,  bat  the  after  bankers  can  be  extended  aft  consiilerably 
more  than  eight  feet,  and  thas  the  amonut  of  coal  to  be  carried  can  be 
increased  rather  than  diminished. 

The  ship,  heretofore,  when  down  to  her  load  line,  Invariably  trimmed 
by  the  head,  and  therefore  it  would  not  be  expedient  to  extend  the  for- 
irard  hunkers. 

As  to  the  machinery  of  the  Colorado,  a  new  crank-shaft  is  reqaired. 
One  of  the  main  pistons  requires  tming  op  in  a  lathe,  and  its  rings, 
follower,  and  follower  bolts,  require  to  be  refitted.  New  brasses  are 
necessary  for  all  the  bearings,  also  new  heaters  for  the  feed-wat«r,  and 
new  pijies  for  the  boilers  and  engines, 

The  smoke-pipe  is  intended  to  be  telescopic. 

The  bulkheads  and  braces  of  the  coal  bunkers  need  repairs. 

The  screw  itself,  being  shipped,  is  not  visible,  but  there  i a  no  doubt, 
(Kta  inquiry,  that  it  is  in  good  order. 

With  the  exception  of  the  repairs  indicated,  the  boilersaud  machinery 
are  fit  for  service. 

MINNESOTA. 

She  is  classed  as  first-rate,  and  was  built  at  Washington,  D.  C,  in 
1855. 

Her  original  boilers  still  remain  on  board.  They  are  four  in  number, 
of  foar  furnaces  each,  and  of  the  Martin  type.  They  have  undergone 
e^ctetisive  repairs  heretofore.  Their  water  bottoms  and  tul>e8  of  compo- 
sition are  now  good,  but  other  parts  are  defective.  The  ash-pit  doors 
are  deficient  in  size,  and  the  furnace  doors  are  badly  fitted.  The  seams 
of  laps  formed  by  the  comparatively  new  water  bottoms  and  the  old 
parts  of  the  boilers  leak  considerably,  and  in  some  places  of  the  laps 
nietal  enough  is  not  left  for  caulking.  There  are  some  leaks  in  the  steam 
chimney,  and  a  new  npi>er  course  is  required  in  the  telescopic  smoke- 
pipe.  These  boilers  can  be  i-epaired  so  as  to  last,  [lerhaps,  eighteen 
months  or  so  longer,  but  for  a  fiiU  cruise  the  board  would  recommend 
new  ones ;  and  whenever  the  latter  be  substituted,  it  would  recommend 
that  they  be  two  of  ten  furnaces  each,  and  two  (auxiliary)  each  of  one 
fiuuace. 

It  is  proper  to  state  that  the  boilers  on  board  tbe  Minnesota  are  in  a 
had  condition  as  to  cleanliness. 

Tlie  engines  are  in  good  general  condition,  bat  require  overhauling  to 
prepare  them  for  a  cruise. 

Many  of  the  valves  and  cocks  connected  with  the  boilers  require  re- 
newing, having  been  ground  in  so  often  that  they  have  become  very 
thin. 

The  bunkers  require  an  overhauling  of  braces,  but  otherwise  they  are 
in  good  condition. 

The  screw  itself  requires  that  its  driving  faces  in  tbe  tenon  <rf  tbe  hub 
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should  have  new  cheek  piecea,  and  these  should  be  fitted  when  tiie  ship 
is  again  docked. 

Iq  other  respects  than  those  stated,  the  boilers  and  maehinery  are  fit 
for  serrice. 

BOASOKG. 

She  is  classed  as  a  flrst-rate,  and  was  built  at  Goaport  in  1855. 

The  original  boilers,  four  in  number,  each  of  four  furnaces,  aud  of  the 
Martin  tjytej  still  remain  on  board.  lu  addition  to  these,  she  has  an 
auxiliai'y  boiler  of  two  furnaces,  also  of  the  Martin  type,  which  was 
placed  on  board  mainly  for  turret  purposes,  when  the  vessel  was  con- 
vevted  to  an  iron-clad. 

lu  regard  to  the  main  boilers,  the  tubes,  which  are  of  composition 
metal,  are  defective  at  their  ends,  and  in  many  of  the  tube  boxes  the; 
have  been  removed.  Several  of  the  bridge  walls  have  been  cut  out.  The 
water  bottoms  are  much  worn  and  corroded,  and  all  the  braces  reqaire 
a  thorough  overhauling.  Considering  the  age  and  condition  of  these 
boilers,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  board  that,  if  the  vessel  should  be  re- 
quired for  anything  more  than  mere  temporary  service  in  harbor  defense, 
new  ones  would  be  necessary.  To  repair  them  even  for  such  temporary 
service  will  involve  new  tubes,  water  bottoms  to  be  filled  with  cement, 
some  new  front  sheets  to  the  shells,  some  new  braces,  new  steam  and 
water  pipe-s,  and  a  general  overhauling  of  appendants.  The  auxiliai^ 
boiler  has  iron  tubes,  and  from  long  continued  incessant  use  and  cor- 
i-osion,  it  is  now  essentially  unfit  for  ftirther  service.  It  should  be  re- 
plaeed  by  a  new  one. 

The  engines  require  a  new  main  crank-shaft,  valves,  and  cocks,  an 
overhauling,  and  various  minor  repairs. 

Both  boilers  and  engines  need  immediate  attention  to  preserve  them 
from  utter  ruin  by  corrosion,  In  point  of  cleanliness  they  are  in  a  very 
bad  condition. 

The  turret  machinery  requires  a  complete  overhauling  and  also  imtne-    I 
diate  attention  to  guard  against  the  effects  of  rust 

The  screw  is  not  visible,  being  fixed  and  under  water,  but  iuqiiirj- 
leads  to  the  belief  that  it  is  not  in  a  bad  condition,  but,  on  the  coutrar)'. 
rather  the  reverse. 

The  bunkers  require  an  overhauling  of  braces,  but  in  other  re.'^petts 
they  are  in  good  condition. 

SUSQUEHANNA. 

Classed  as  first- rate,  and  built  at  Philadelphia  in  1S50. 

This  vessel  has  two  inclined  engines,  direct  acting,  and  cylinders  sev- 
enty ini^hes  in  diameter,  and  stroke  of  pistons  ten  feeL 

The  two  inboard  main  frames  are  delW^tive  iu  their  upper  parts.  | 

There  are  ae\'eral  patehes  about  the  cylinders  which  require  renewal; 
and  the  Hteani  and  exhaust  valves  require  overhauling.    The  hoUhn?-   ' 
down  bolts  are  many  of  them  loose,  and  the  engine  keelsons  are  decayetL  | 
The  air  and  steam  pumps  require  overhauling. 

A  new  outboard  delivery  valve-chamber  is  required  in  place  of  the  one 
uow  cracked  and  patched. 

The  main  valves  and  valve  gear  re«iuire  overhauling.  Engines  in  pres- 
ent condition  not  fit  for  8er\ice. 

There  are  at  this  time  no  boilers  on  board  this  vessel.  The  boiler 
keelsons  ai^  much  decayed. 
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The  coal  bimkeis  on  the  berth  deck  reqnjre  extensive  repairs,  and  so, 
too,  Tkith  those  below  the  berth  deck.  In  both  coses  the  iron  in  oor- 
ru^  through  in  many  placea. 

The  water-wheel  shafts,  intermediate  crank  shaft,  and  the  water- 
wheels  themselves,  reqaire  attention. 

So  far  OB  cleanliness  is  concerned,  the  machinery  and  appendants  of 
the  Susquehanna  are  in  a  bad  condition. 

M08H0LU,  NOW  SETESN. 

Claaseil  as  a  second  rate,  and  built  at  New  York  navy  yard  in  1865. 

[Hiis  vessel,  in  bull,  may  be  regarded  as  having  the  Wampanoag  or 
Uadawaska  aa  an  archetype,  except  that  she  is  rather  better  as  to  rela- 
tive breadth,  and  rather  worse  as  to  relative  depth,  whether  the  latter 
be  compared  with  her  length  or  breadth ;  but  she  has  about  the  same 
extravagant  running  off  of  ends.  Essentitdly  she  is  a  diminished  pat- 
tem  of  the  same  tribe,  but  yet  not  loaded  perhaps  with  st«am  appliances 
to  qnite  the  same  exorbitant  degree. 

Her  length  on  the  load  line  is  290  feet ;  her  extreme  breadth,  41  feet, 
itod  her  depth  of  hold  from  the  underside  of  lower  deck  plauking,  13  feet 
3  inches.  Her  proportion  of  breadth  to  length,  therefore, : :  1 :  7.073 ; 
and  of  depth  to  br^dth, : :  1 : 3.U94.  In  absolute  dimensions,  as  com- 
pared with  the  Wampanoag  or  Madawaska,  she  is  45  feet  shorter,  4  feet 
i  inches  narrower,  and  2  feet  0  inches  shallower. 

She  is  what  is  called  a  white  oak  vessel,  although  her  cants,  hawse 
pieces,  apron  and  stemson,  are  of  live  oak. 

Her  engines  are  back-acting,  with  cylinders  60  inches  in  diameter, 
and  3  feet  stroke.  They  are  not  geared,  and  they  have  a  Sewell's  snr- 
facc  condenser. 

She  has  four  main  boilers,  each  of  the  Martin  ty[>e,  and  each  with 
aeven  furnaces ;  and  besides  these  she  has  two  others  for  snper-heatiug, 
each  with  cue  furnace,  and  having  horizontel  tubes.  lu  all,  therefore, 
the  number  of  furnaces  amounts  to  thirty,  and  their  grate  aurtace 
Mionnta  to  585  S(iuare  feet,  which  exceeds  tlie  area  of  the  vessel's  im- 
mersed section,  the  proportion  being  : :  1.083 : 1 ;  which,  although  in  the 
sime.  exceptionable  way  as  in  the  case  of  the  Wampauoag  or  Madawaska, 
is  not  carried  to  the  same  extravagant  extent. 

There  are  two  standing  smoke  pii>cs,  both  forward  of  the  maia-mast. 
It  is  i>ossible  but  not  expedient  to  convert  them  into  one,  as  to  do  this 
Kould  involve  the  necessity  of  rebuilding  the  fronts  of  the  Iwilera,  ele- 
vating a  considerable  part  of  the  steam  room  above  the  water-lino,  and 
tluuiuisliing  materially  the  ventilation  of  the  fire-rooms,  not  to  say  any- 
thing in  regard  to  labor  and  expense. 

The  bunkers  in  the  hold,  as  they  are,  can  receive  310  tons  of  coal. 
Those  intended  to  be  placed  on  the  berth  deck  have  not  yet  been  put 
np. 

The  screw  is  fonr-bladed. 

The  engines,  and  all  their  appendants,  are  in  excellent  order,  and  as  lit 
for  Service  as  they  ever  were. 

Tlie  vessel  is  of  good  workmanship  and  of  good  materials  of  their 
kit|d;  and  if  it  should  be  judged  expedient  to  retain  nud  use  her  in  the 
Jiavy  until  she  runs  down  so  as  to  require  extensive  repairs,  although 
she  never  can  be  made  much  of  an  efficient  vessel  of  war  in  prnportion 
to  Uer  displacement,  which,  to  the  load  line,  is  2,920  tons,  still  slie  may 
be  rendered  materially  more  so  than  she  now  is,  by — 

1st,  Kemoving  entirely  the  two  after  boilers  and  their  appendants  of 
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one  smoke-pipe,  &&,  and  converting  the  8pa«e  of  hold  they  octmp;  into 
a  coal  bunker — ^leaving,  however,  a  passage  way  on  both  sides  3  feet 
wide  by  6^  feet  high — and  to  the  accoiumodation  of  more  provisioos 
and  stores,  more  water,  and  a  greater  length  of  two  of  the  tbree  cables 

2d.  Transportiog  the  two  small  boilers  so  as  to  place  them  coDven- 
iently  at  the  after  end  of  the  remtiining  boilers,  not  however  to  be  used 
as  originally  intended — for  which  they  are  really  useless — but  to  sab- 
serve  the  purpose  of  warming  the  vessel  tbroughout,  when  ueeessarj, 
conveniently  and  economically',  and  also  for  distilling  waiier  iii  this  way. 

They  are  excellent  auxiliaries  to  the  main  hollers  for  increasing  the 
amount  of  unsuperheated  steam  when  desirable,  and  can  be  used  inde- 
pendently for  any  purpose  to  which  it  may  be  deemed  ex!)edient  to 
apply  them.  They,  together  with  the  two  remaining  main  boilers,  will 
afford  sixteen  furnaces  in  all  for  generating  steam  for  the  engines;  or 
still  leave  about  331  square  feet  of  grate  surface,  or  a  proportion  t«  each 
square  foot  of  the  immersed  section  of  0.613,  which,  by  consulting  the 
instances  cited  in  the  case  of  the  Wampanoag,  will  be  found  to  be  al 
least  a  fair  if  not  a  high  average  quantity.  Besides,  by  an  oBiciul  report, 
it  appears  that  the  Gontoooook,  now  the  Albany,  an  exact  duplicate  of 
this  vessel  in  hull,  machinery,  and  every  other  particular,  on  the  4th  ol 
October,  1868,  in  running  from  Hampton  Roads  to  New  York  under  only 
too^nain  boilers,  and  against  a  strong  head  wind  and  sea,  did  steam  teo 
knots;  and  this,  be  it  observed,  without  bringing  either  of  her  auxil- 
iaries into  i)lay. 

3d.  Ohaiiging  the  propeller  to  one  of  two  blades. 

4th.  Adding  materially  to  the  depth  of  keel. 

5th.  Extending  the  poop  and  topgallant-forecastle  so  as  to  become  a 
complete  light  spar  deck,  and  having  the  hammocks,  when  stowed,  to  be 
about  breast-high. 

6th.  Increasing  the  number  of  tanks  so  as  to  accommodate  at  lea^ 
nine  thousand  gallous  of  water.  The  contents  of  those  now  on  bonnl 
are  but  5,876  gallons,  which  is  not  enough. 

7th.  Enlarging  the  chain  lockers  so  as  to  stow  three  chain  cables,  earh 
1|4  inches  wire,  and  two  of  them  165  fathoms  long,  and  the  other  ViO 
fathoms. 

8th.  Altering  her  rig  to  that  of  a  ship,  and  distributing  her  spars  so  as  tfl 
bring  the  center  of  effort  where  it  belongs,  taking  care  at  the  sstme  time 
that  the  spread  of  canvas  is  enough  to  enable  the  vessel  to  sail  aud 
work  well  under  it.  The  steps  for  the  fore  and  mizzen  masts  can  remain 
where  they  are,  but  that  for  the  main  mast  will  have  to  be  sliifted  twenty 
and  a  half  feet  further  forward,  and  this  can  he  accomplished  readily, 
and  so  as  to  step  the  mast  on  the  keelson,  if  the  two  main  boilers  meo 
tioited  above  be  removedi 

The  removal  of  the  boilers  in  view  will  not  disturb  the  trim  ot  thi' 
vessel  to  any  extent  of  moment,  as  may  be  seen  by  consultiug  the  plan 
exhibiting  the  present  disposition  of  all  the  boilers.  In  patting  up  the 
additional  bunker  in  the  hold,  or  the  one  to  take  up,  in  part,  the  spac^ 
which  will  be  left  by  their  removal,  arrangements  will  be  required  to 
pass  the  steam  pipe  along  through  it,  and  also  the  main  maat  down 
through  it  to  a  step  on  the  keelson,  as  this  mast  will  have  to  l)e  moved 
forward  to  about  the  place  at  present  occupied  by  the  smoke  pipe  to  l>e 
taken  away.    These  can  he  easily  executed. 

The  smoke  pipe  just  mentioned,  and  the  main  mast  as  it  now  stands, 
are  but  14  feet  apart,  but  with  the  former  removed,  and  the  latter  stepiied 
an  stated,  there  will  then  be  a  distance  between  this  mast  aud  the  one 
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smoke  pipe  to  remain  of  some  22i  feet;  and  tf  ttiift  smoke  pipe  be  ren- 
dered telescopic  aa  it  should  be,  the  maiosail  can  be  iised  aod  worked 
nithout  difficulty. 

The  modifications  here  suggested  admit  of  the  vessel's  eanying  in  her 
hold  550  tons  of  coal,  or  70  tons  more  than  she  is  now  expected  to  stow, 
taking  into  account  the  170  tons  intended  originally  to  be  stowed  on  the 
berth  deck,  and  550  tons  to  be  consumed  by  the  remaining  furnaces,  will 
probably  be  enough  to  last  for  27  days,  provided  the  steam  is  limited  to 
» moderate  pressure.  They  also  admit,  at  the  same  time,  of  her  stowing 
nil  months'  provisions,  and  stores  of  all  binds,  for  a  crew  of  300  men, 
«id  of  accommodating  officers  and  men  in  a  rationally  comfortable  man- 
ner. They  discard  entirely  the  hideous  alternative  of  bunkers  on  the 
berth  deck,  and  they  insure,  in  general,  the  board  believes,  the  best 
attAiDsble  resnlts  that  the  circumstances  of  the  caae  will  pennit,  paying 
a  due  regard  to  outlay. 

The  board  would  urge  that  the  masts  be  given  little  or  do  rake. 

An  independent,  adjustable  cut-off,  as  an  additional  modiflcation, 
vontd  no  donbt  prove  of  much  advantage  in  the  economy  of  ftael,  and 
ako  in  other  respects;  and  there  will  be  apace  enough  to  admit  it. 

MONOMaAHELA. 

Glassed  as  second  rat«,  and  was  built  at  Philadelphia  in  1862. 

Hull  has  frames  of  live-oak.  The  engines  are  back-acting,  with  single 
piUoti  rods,  having  cylinders  nominally  42  inches  in  diametur,  and 
a  stroke  of  pistou  of  30  iuclies.  The  forwRrd  cylinder,  however,  has  a 
diameter  of  421  inches,  and  has  probably  been  re-lwred.  To  put  these 
n-linders  in  good  order,  it  is  necessary  to  re-bore  them  and  to  furnish 
tbem  witJi  new  pistons  complete.  New  brasses  are  required  for  the 
oankpin  and  crosstail  journals  of  the  forward  engine;  and  the  eccen- 
tiic-rod  pins,  valve-slide  rods,  and  sliding  bar  of  this  engiae  require  to 
be  tined  up,  and  new  brasses  are  necessary  for  them. 

The  after  engine  crankpin  has  n  surtace  crack  extending  about  half- 
<%y  along  the  journal ;  but  a  probe  could  not  be  inserted  deei>er  than 
one-eighth  of  an  inch,  and  therefore  it  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  of  serious 
coiuequence.  The  main  slide  valves  require  facing.  The  reversing 
cvlioder  and  all  the  valve  ge^r  require  overhauling.  The  collar  thrust 
ius  three-sixteenths  of  an  inch  end  play,  and  needs  adjustment.  The 
main  crauk-shi^  jonmals  are  iu  good  condition,  but  the  shaft  itself  is 
ont  of  line.  The  eccentric  straps  have  fore  aud  aft  play — should  be 
tmed  up  and  refitted. 

Id  a  word,  the  engines  require  a  general  overhauling,  and  are  not  fit 
for  service  in  their  present  condition.  It  is  probable  that  the  engines 
and  boilers  will  have  to  be  removed  when  the  hull  is  repaired. 

The  boilers  are  of  the  Martin  type,  and  three  in  number:  two  main, 
vith  seven  and  six  furnaces  respectively,  and  one  auxiliary,  with  one 
fimutce.  Some  new  tubes  are  required,  and  some  pf  the  braces  require 
Dew  rivets ;  also,  the  f^imace  and  ashpit  door  frames,  where  broken, 
BhoDid  he  repaired. 

All  the  co^s,  valves,  and  pipes  coonected  with  the  boilers  want  over- 
bsoliiig.  The  water  bottoms  of  the  main  boilers  are  now  covere<l  with 
cement ;  new  ones  are  recommended.  The  boilers  are  not  fit  for  service 
in  present  condition. 

She  has  a  Sewell's  surface  condenser,  but  no  superheating  apparatus. 
The  cmidenser  and  appendants  need  overhauling. 

Her  smok&pipe  ia  telescopic,  but  its  hoisting  gear  does  not  work 
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well,  and  would  auswer  mucb  better  if  arranged  like  that  of  the  Canan- 
daigna. 

The  Bcrew  is  in  good  order. 

The  bunkers  require  repairs,  and  they  will  probably  have  to  be  taken 
down  when  the  hull  is  repaired. 

HARTFORD. 

Glassed  as  a  second  rat«,  and  built  at  Boston  in  IddS. 

Two  horizontal  cylinder  engines:  after  one  62^^^  Inches  in  diameter, 
and  forward  one  but  62  inches  in  diameter ;  stroke  of  piston  34  inches 
double  piston  rods,  direct  acting. 

The  main  crauk-shaft  journals  are  in  bad  condition,  and  the  shaft 
itself  is  worn  down  and  requires  liuing  up.    Sew  brasses  are  oecessarj'. 

The  main  cross-bead  journals  are  cut,  and  require  truiug  np;  and 
new  brasses  at  both  ends  of  the  connecting  rod  are  required. 

The  cut-off  valves  require  to  be  faced,  stems  trued  up,  and  new  nuts 
fitted.  New  saddle  plates  on  backs  of  main  valves  and  new  packing 
rings  are  necessary. 

Eccentrics  require  truiug  up,  and  to  have  new  straps  fitted.  The 
ecceutric-rod  pins  in  the  links  are  loose,  and  the  holes  in  the  links  and 
rods  should  be  reamed  out.    New  pins  are  needed. 

The  feed-pump  plungers  want  truing  up,  and  the  stuffing  boxes  want 
bushing. 

The  main.valve  rock  shaft  of  the  forward  engine  is  badly  cut  id  it» 
forwarti  journal,  and  requires  truing  up  and  new  brasses. 

The  reversing  cylinder  needs  to  be  re-bored,  and  its  piston  to  be  re- 
faced,  with  the  follower  fitted  to  it  and  its  rings.  ' 

The  engines,  therefore,  are  not  fit  for  service  in  their  present  condition. 

The  boilers  are  three  in  number:  two  main,  of  six  furnaces  each,  and 
one  auxiliarj^  of  one  furnace.     All  are  in  such  bad  condition  from  long 
use  that  new  ones  should  be  substituted  in  tbeir  places.     The  boaril    , 
recommends  an  iucrease  of  boiler  power,  viz:  two  main  boilers,  of  seven    \ 
furnaces  each,  and  two  auxiliaries,  each  witli  one  furnace,  thus  aug- 
menting the  whole  number  of  furnaces  from  thirteen  to  sixteen. 

This  vessel  has  now  two  jet  condensers,  but  the  board  recommends  a 
surface  condenser  in  lieu  of  them. 

8he  has  one  telescopic  smoke-pipe,  and  it  is  in  fair  order. 

Her  coal  bunkers  are  in  a  bad  condition,  and  need  extensive  repairs 
to  fit  them  for  service. 

The  hoisting  apparatus  of  the  screw  requires  repairs. 

CANANDAianA. 

Classed  as  second  rate,  and  built  at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  in  1862. 

Engines  back-acting,  not  geared.  Cylinders  nominally  42  inches  in 
diameter,  with  a  stroke  of  pistons  30  inches ;  but  the  after  cylinder  is 
42j^  inches  vertical  diameter,  and  42^  inches  horizontal  diameter;  and 
the  forward  one  is  42y^j  inches  vertical  diameter,  and  42J  inches  hori- 
zontal diameter.  The  afler  cylinder  requires  re-boring,  and  new  piston 
follower  and  rings.  The  forward  piston-rod  follower  is  also  in  bad  con- 
dition, and  requires  to  be  refaced  and  fitted  to  the  piston;  and  the  pis- 
ton itself  and  rings  need  truing  up.  The  follower  is  split,  and  does  not 
fit  the  piston. 

The  main-valve  packing  rings  of  the  forward  engine  reqaire  tming 
□p,  and  the  springs  require  cleaning,  as  they  are  now  very  rusty.    The 
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nnt  on  the  valve  end  of  main  Hteam  valve^s  fttem  needs  a  steady  pin  to 
sfcure  the  stem  from  working  out. 

The  after  engine  crank-pin  lias  two  siirtace  cracks,  but  they  are  not 
r^anled  as  serious, 

Tbe  bolts  seeming  the  guards  of  the  air-pnmp  valves  need  jam  nuts  to 
fix  them  properly. 

TTip  band  gear  for  working  engines  is  connected  with  poppet  valves. 
The  cro»s-head  pin  of  forward  engine  is  badly  cut,  and  must  be  trued 
ap,  and  uew  brasses  must  be  made. 

There  is  no  bearing  on  the  collar  thrust^  as  the  ball  thrust  has  been 
iloiDg  all  tbe  work.    The  two  should  be  at^usted  to  di\ide  the  work. 

Tlie  engines  are  not  fit  for  service  at  present,  but  may  be  made  so  by 
t«|tairs. 

The  boilers  are  three  in  number:  two  main,  of  seven  and  six  furnaces, 
and  one  auxiliary,  of  one  furnace,  or  fourteen  furnaces  in  all.  There  ia 
no  superheating  apparatus. 

The  boilers  are  no  longer  fit  for  service,  and  therefore  new  ones,  or 
else  extt:usive  repairs  on  the  old,  are  required.  To  replace  them  by  new 
ODes  would  be  preferable. 

Tbe  condenser  is  of  the  Sewell's  surface  kind,  and  it  baa  several  fol- 
lower »nd  main  tube  sheet  bolts  broken  off. 

The  board  recommends  that  this  vessel  should  be  provided  with  a  new 
(liattiliug  apparatus,  to  be  connected  with  a  new  steam  pump|  a  fHction 
brake  on  tbe  screw  shaft,  to  prevent  its  revolving  when  reqmred  to  con- 
iiM  ujth  the  crank  shaft;  and  that  the  two  blower  engines  and  fans  be 
litken  away. 

The  isuioke-pipe,  which  is  telescopic,  is  in  good  condition. 

The  coal  bunkers  require  extensive  repairs. 

The  screw  is  fixed  or  standing,  and  has  four  blades.  With  this,  and 
mastetl  as  tbe  shi£)  is,  it  is  simjily  iiniwssible,  ui  the  judgment  of  the 
Iward,  to  realize  e>  en  tolerable  results  from  cauvas  alone ;  and  tbe  dif- 
liculty  in  her  case  is  that,  owing  to  the  present  disposition  of  steam 
machinery,  no  really  proper  cure  of  masting  can  be  effected,  and  even  if 
Iliis  did  not  exist,  still  the  number  of  blades  of  the  screw  would  remain 
as  a  serious  obstacle  in  the  way.  And  she  is  but  one  of  a  number  of 
ulhets  ill  this  category. 

MEMPHIS. 

Classed  as  a  third  rate,  and  built  at  !N'ew  York  In  1862. 

This  captured  blockade  runner  has  an  excellent  iron  hull,  and  she  is 
provided  with  engines  built  in  Dnidmrton  in  18G'2,  having  two  inverted 
cylinders,  each  46  inches  diameter  by  36  inches  stroke  of  piston,  and  one 
surface  condenser. 

The  engines  are  in  good  order  and  fit  for  service,  but  the  condenser  is 
not  so,  as  it  leaks  about  the  pttckiog  of  the  tuttes,  and  it  has  no  followers 
to  secure  the  packing.    Many  of  tbe  tubes,  too,  are  unfit  for  further  use. 

She  has  two  main  boilers  of  three  furnaces  each,  and  one  small  ausil- 
iarj'  boiler,  with  a  steam  pump  on  the  spar  deck.  All  are  in  a  fit  condi- 
tion for  service. 

Tbe  smoke-stack  is  a  standing  pipe  with  a  damper,  and  It  is  in  good 
condition,  * 

As  this  vessel  is  not  suitable  to  uaval  ends  for  any  other  purpose  than 
that  of  a  transport,  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  board  that  she  ought  to  be 
Hold. 
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ALGONQUIN. 

Classed  as  third  rate,  and  built  at  New  Tork  in  186i. 

Tbiii  vessel  lias  frames  of  white-oak.  In  the  opioion  of  the  board  she 
is  worthless  as  a  vessel  of  war,  and  therefore  should  be  sold  without 
hesitation. 

She  is  provided  with  Dickenson's  engines  and  boilers,  and  they,  for- 
tunately, it  is  understood,  do  not  belong  to  the  government.  The  boilers, 
certainly,  although  coiupiuutively  new,  are  utterly  unfit  for  service,  and 
the  engine  is  so  likewise. 

WACHUSETT. 

Glassed  as  third  rate,  and  built  at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  in  1861. 

Her  engines  have  horizontal  cylinders — back  acting,  with  double  piBtoo 
rods.    The  cylinders  are  SOJ  inches  in  diameter. 

The  saddle  plates  are  grooved,  and  require  tmingnp;  and  the  main 
valves  and  seats  need  to  be  refaced.  The  stems  and  nuts  of  the  catoff 
valves  are  rusty. 

There  is  a  heavy  strap  on  after  crank  of  forward  engine,  and  a  crack 
in  the  crank  pin  extending  through  into  the  crank.  A  new  crank  shaft 
is  required. 

The  eccentrics  and  straps,  main- valve  links,  pins,  and  blocks  are  mncb 
worn.  In  short,  all  the  valve  gear  requires  overhauling,  and  new  parts 
to  be  substituted  in  lieu  of  those  which  are  defective. 

The  main-pistoD  springs  are  very  defective,  and  a  new  set  is  required 
in  both  pistons. 

Some  of  the  follower  bolts  are  broken,  and  new  ones  are  required  in 
their  places. 

The  cross-bead  journals  require  filing  up ;  the  forward  one  is  round, 
but  the  after  one  is  ^of  an  inch  oval.  The  brasses  are  somewhat  scored, 
and  a  new  set  of  cross-head  brasses  are  needed. 

The  bilge  pumps  are  worked  from  an  eccentric  on  the  main-crank  shaft, 
which  needs  refitting,  and  the  pumps  themselves  need  overhauling. 

There  is  a  shoulder  at  the  ends  of  the  cylinders  which  should  be  chip- 
ped ofi*. 

The  condenser  is  of  the  Sewell's  surface  kind.  The  followers  through 
which  the  tubes  pass  should  be  fitted  anew,  and  these  should  l>e  counter- 
bored  BO  as  to  prevent  the  tubes  from  working  through. 

There  is  a  double-acting  circulating  pump  for  the  salt  water,  and  also 
for  the  fresh,  which  has  some  of  the  foot  and  delivery  valves  worn  out. 

The  board  recommends  a  band  pump  in  the  fire  room  for  pumping 
water  overboard  Irom  boilers,  when  not  under  steam;  and  that  iron  grat- 
ings should  be  placed  over  engine  and  fire  room  hatches.  New  fire-room 
plates  are  required  in  place  of  those  broken. 

The  Wachusett  has  two  main  boilers  and  one  auxiliary.  Of  the  former, 
the  starboard  one  has  seven  fuma«»s,  and  the  port  six.  The  auxiliary 
has  one  furnace.  All  the  boilers  are  of  the  Martin  type.  In  theit  pres- 
ent condition  these  boilers  are  not  fit  for  service,  and  to  repair  uiem 
properly  will  require  new  water  bottoms,  many  new  braces  and  stay  bolts, 
and  that  all  leaky  seams  should  be  made  tight,  and  a  new  crown  she^^t 
put  in  the  uptake  of  the  auxiliary  boiler.  The  appendants  of  the  boilers 
also  require  considerable  repairs — ^the  furnace,  a^-pit,  and  uptake  doon: 
the  fe^  and  blow  valves,  .ind  cocks ;  the  stop  and  safety  valves,  and 
many  of  the  pi]>es  and  gauges — all  need  overhauling. 

The  coal  bonkers,  too,  n^d  repairs  to  fit  them  for  service. 
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The  smoke-pipe,  which  is  telescopic,  is  in  goml  condition. 
Tlie  screw,  being  under  water,  was  not  \'i8ible,  but  there  is  no  reason 
to  doabt  its  being  in  good  order. 


Classed  as  third  rate,  and  was  captured  in  1864. 

Her  engines  are  two  side  levers,  with  short  D  slides,  a  variable  grid- 
irou  cutoff,  jet  condensers,  and  a  vertical  lifting  air  pomp.  Diameter 
of  cylinders  64  inches ;  stroke  of  piston  6  feet 

The  main  steam  pistons  should  be  made  tight;  the  main  and  cut-off 
steam  valves  refaced:  the  x>arallel  motion  adj  nsted ;  the  pins  and  journals 
trued  np;  the  cut-on  gear  overhauled,  and  the  engines  lined  up. 

The  engines  are  fit  for  temporary  service  in  their  present  condition, 
trat  would  be  materially  improved  by  the  above  repairs. 

The  boilers  about  the  uptakes  and  top  of  steam  drums  are  thin,  and 
need  some  new  sheets  of  irou;  also,  hard  patches  should  be  substituted 
for  the  soft  ones  that  have  been  used.  The  crown  sheets  require  scaling, 
and  the  fornaee  doors  new  lining  plates.  A  new  set  of  grate  bars  is 
wanted.  The  boilers  are  fit  for  temporary  service  as  they  are,  but  should 
be  lepaired  as  indicated  before  being  employed  on  a  cruise  of  any  extent. 

The  coal  bunkers  need  some  slight  lepairs,  but  they  axe  still  fit  for 
gerrice. 

The  smoke-pipes  are  in  good  condition. 

The  feathering  wheels  are  also  in  good  condition. 

As  this  steamer  is  really  not  lit  for  a  vessel  of  war,  it  occurs  to  the 
board  that  the  best  course,  to  pucsne  in  regard  to  her  would  be  to  sell 
her  at  once. 

Her  hull  is  of  irou,  and  it  is  undoubtedly  strong  and  substantial. 

PBQUOT. 

Classed  as  fourth  rate,  and  was  built  at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  in  1863. 

This  vessel  has  two  segmental  engines,  provided  with  a  surface  con- 
denser, aud  two  boilers  of  the  Martin  type,  with  six  furnaces  each. 

The  smoke-pipe  is  standing. 

The  engines  and  boilers  are  in  fair  condition,  and  can  be  made  fit  for 
Bervice  by  simply  incurring  a  small  expense  iu  the  way  of  cleaning, 
adjusting,  and  packing. 

The  vessel  herself  Is  unworthy  of  repairs,  aud  ought  to  be  sold  as  early 
as  practicable. 

HUBON. 

Glassed  as  fourth  rate,  aud  was  built  at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  in 
1861. 

Single  piston  rod,  back-acting  engines.  Two  horizontnl  cylinders,  the 
forward  one  being  30g  inches  in  diameter,  and  the  after  one  30,^  inches. 
StrokeofpistonlSinches.  The  out-boanl  cylinder  heads  are  both  broken 
in  the  flanges,  and  new  ones  are  required.  The  cylinders  themselves  are 
grooved,  aud  need  re-boring. 

Owing  to  a  want  of  attention  when  the  vessel  was  laid  up,  the  valve- 
faces  and  seats  are  nisty. 

The  main  crank-shaft  journals  are  in  bad  condition  from  mst,  and  are 
Komewhat  cut.    They  need  polishing  up  in  lathe,  and  new  brasses. 

The  after  slide  of  forward  engine  cross-head  is  strapped,  but  otherwise 
it  appears  in  good  order. 
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The  valve  sliding-bar  guide  rods  are  set  fast  with  rust.  The  main 
stop-valve  stem  of  the  after  engine  is  bent  and  requires  to  be  stniigbt 
ened.  The  hot-well  gauges  are  defective,  and  the  independent  steam 
pomp  and  the  bilge  pamps  need  overhimling  and  repairs. 

The  distilling  apparatus  also  ueeds  overhauling. 

The  links  and  attachments  are  much  worn,  and  the  boles  in  them  for 
eccentric-rod  pins  shonld  be  reamed  out,  and  new  pins  should  be  fltte<l. 
Also,  new  link  blocks,  and  new  brasses  for  straps  at  stub  end  of  eccen- 
tric rods,  should  be  provided. 

The  forward  link  is  sprung  and  should  be  repaired. 

The  cross-head  journal  of  forward  engine  requires  to  be  trued  uji. 

The  boilers  are  two  in  number,  of  the  Martin  type,  and  have  two  fur- 
naces each. 

The  furnace-door  frames  are  broken,  and  there  are  no  frames  for  the 
ash-pit  doors. 

The  uptake  doors  and  frames  are  in  fair  condition.  There  are  a  num- 
ber of  patches,  bard  and  soft,  on  the  sides  of  the  furnaces  and  on  tht 
water  bottoms. 

A  large  number  of  the  tubei?  are  leaky,  and  the  tube  spaces  are  nearly    '■ 
choked  up  with  salt  and  ashes. 

The  boilers  are  nut  fit  for  service  as  they  are,  and  to  make  them  bo 
new  water  bottoms,  many  new  tubes,  new  bridge- wall  plates,  and  a  gen- 
eral overhauling  of  cocks,  valves,  pipes,  and  gauges  will  be  necessary. 

The  smoke-pii*  is  standing,  and  has  some  defective  sheets. 

The  board  recommends  that  this  vessel  should  be  sold,  as  she  is  unfit 
for  naval  purposes. 

SHAWMUT.     •  I 

Classed  as  fourth  rate,  and  was  built  at  Kittery,  Maine,  in  1863.  { 

The  engines  have  a  single  piston  ro<1,  and  are  back-avting.  They  hare 
two  horizontal  cylinders,  each  30  inches  in  diameter. 

Stroke  of  piston  24  inches. 

The  cylinders  are  cut,  and  require  re-boring.  The  main  valves  and 
seats  need  to  be  faced,  and,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board,  new  vahM 
with  packing  rings  in  steam  chest  cover  are  required,  and  they  shonlii 
be  adjnstoble,  and  not,  as  at  present,  of  Waddell  plates.  The  crank 
shaft  requires  to  be  trued  op  in  lathe,  and  the  journals  of  it  and  erank 
pin,  and  also  of  main  cross-head,  require  new  brasses. 

New  gibs  on  crossliead  aud  on  crosstail  are  needed:  and  the  main- 
valve  links  should  be  dressed  out,  and  new  blocks  should  be  fitted.  All 
the  valve  gear  requires  overhauling,  aud  the  main-stop  valves  should  be 
made  tight.  The  Sewell's  surface  condenser  has  leaks  about  the  tubes 
which  should  be  stopped. 

The  boilers  are  two  in  number,  of  the  Martin  type,  and  have  six  fur- 
naces each. 

No  auxiliary  boiler,  and  no  superheating  apparatus. 

The  boilers  require  several  hard  patches  in  place  of  the  soft  ones 
which  have  beeu  jjut  on,  and  many  leaky  socket  bolte  to  be  remove*!,   i 
aud  new  ones  to  be  substituted. 

The  tubes  and  seams  should  be  made  tight.  The  boilers  require 
scaling.  ! 

These  repairs  are  not  extensive,  but  they  should  be  done  before  the   I 
boilers  can  be  regarded  as  fit  for  service.    The  valves,  cocks,  and  alt 
appendants  of  the  boilers  should  be  overhauled. 

There  is  one  standing  smoke-pipe,  with  a  damper,  and  it  is  in  good 
condition,  ' 
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The  bnukera  need  some  new  braces,  and  the  iron  caBing  about  the 
boilerssome  new  plates. 

The  screw  is  fixed,  and  has  four  blades.  It  uncouples,  and  is,  no 
Oonbt,  fit  for  service  as  to  condition. 


Classed  as  fonrth-rate,  and  purchased  in  New  York  in  1864, 

She  has  a  vertical  inverted  cj'linder  en^ne,  the  diameter  of  cylinder 
being  16  inches,  and  the  stroke  of  piston  17  inches.  No  condenser ; 
screw,  four  bladed. 

Slie  has  one  cylindrical  boiler,  with  a  horizontal  fine  and  return 
tubes,  and  two  furnaces.     Smoke-pipe  standing. 

Her  bunkers  contain  teu  tons  of  coal.  They  have  bidkfaeads  of  wood, 
vhich  ought  to  be  replaced  with  iron. 

Her  small  steam  pump  is  in  good  order,  and  it  has  a  fire  hose  attach- 
ment.   There  is  no  distiller. 

Engines,  boilers,  and  screw  are  in  good  condition,  and  fit  for  service. 


Classed  as  fourth-rate,  and  purchased  at  New  York  in  1863. 

Has  one  inverted  vertical  cylinder  engine,  the  diameter  of  cylinder 
being  25  inches  and  stroke  of  piston  24  inches.  It  is  high  pressure,  or 
non-condensing,  and  is  in  goo<l  condition  and  fit  for  service. 

The  boiler  has  one  fine  with  return  tubes,  and  two  furnaces.  It  is 
in  good  order,  and  ready  for  sendee.  The  standing  smoke-pipe  is  also 
in  good  order. 

She  has  one  independent  steam  pump  for  use  in  case  of  fire,  and 
another  of  smaller  dimensions  to  feed  the  boiler.  Both  are  in  good 
order. 

The  screw  has  four  blades,  and  is  in  good  order. 


Classed  as  fourth-rate,  aud  built  at  Brooklyn,  New  York,  in  1865. 

Has  one  vertical,  inverted  cylinder  plac&d  over  the  crank,  and  one 
boiler  with  horizontal  fire  tubes,  and  three  furnaces.  The  engine  and 
boiler  are  in  good  condition,  and  fit  for  service. 

The  coal  bunkers  and  standiug  smoke-pijie  are  also  in  good  condition, 
and  fit  for  service. 

The  screw,  being  Hubmerged,  was  not  examined:  but  the  board,  from 
what  it  could  gather,  has  no  reasou  to  doubt  that  it  is  in  good  order. 


Classed  as  fourth-rate,  and  purchased  at  Philadelphia,  in  1864. 

Has  a  vertical  direct-acting  engine,  diameter  of  cylinder  34  inches, 
Ktroke  of  piston  36  inches.  She  has  a  jet  condenser,  and  a  four-bladed 
screw. 

The  condition  of  the  engine,  condenser,  and  screw  is  good  and  efficient. 

The  boiler  has  one  cytindrical  horizontid  fine  with  return  tubes,  and 
two  furnaces.  It  is  new  aud  in  good  condition.  The  standing  smoke- 
pil>e  is  also  in  good  condition. 

There  are  two  coal  bnukers,  one  on  each  side  of  the  boiler,  and  they 
each  contain  thirteen  tons ;  but  they  have  bulkheads  of  wood,  which,  in 
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the  opinion  of  the  board,  ought  to  be  replaced  with  iron,  in  order  to 
guard  more  effectually  a^nst  fire. 

She  IB  provided  with  two  steajn  pumps  and  one  distilling  apparatus. 
The  former  are  efBcient  as  fire  pumps.    All  are  iu  good  order. 


She  is  a  picket-boat,  purchased  at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  in  1864. 

Has  a  horizontal  tabular  boiler,  with  a  pair  of  vertical  engines  bolted 
to  its  fi'ame — one  ou  either  side;  all  built  in  London  in  1864. 

The  engines  are  iu  working  condition,  but  now  require  a  general  over- 
hauling— lost  motion  to  be  taken  ap  on  all  the  Journals;  new  brasses  t« 
various  bearings ;  new  Uukbloeksand  plus;  steam-pipe  joints  renewed; 
new  glass  water  gauge,  and  an  additional  gauge  cock,  as  there  are  bat 
two  at  present. 

The  feed  pipes,  too,  are  leaking,  and  some  new  pipes  are  necessaiy. 

The  twin  screws  of  the  boat  are  in  good  order,  but  the  screw  ^alU 
ueed  lining  up. 

The  boiler  leaks  in  its  water  bottom,  and  a  new  standing  smoke-pipe 
is  required,  as  the  present  one  is  broken  and  worn  very  thin. 

The  steam  pump  needs  overhauling,  and  the  steam  gauge  testing.  In 
other  respects  machinery  and  boiler  are  fit  for  service. 

FLOAxma-  DBY  doce: 

This  was  completed  during  the  late  rebellion,  about  1865.  It  never 
has  been  used  but  to  take  up  one  comparatively  small  vessel — tie 
Memphis,  perhaps.  There  is  not  depth  of  water  enough  in  the  Wall- 
about,  or  elsewhero  about  the  New  York  navy  yard,  to  admit  of  its  be- 
ing generally  used.  Indeed  it  is  very  doubtful  if  it  ever  will  be  used 
again  during  its  lifetime.  It  exhibits  now  the  aspect  of  a  mass  of  mate 
rials  subject  to  rapid  deterioration.  In  the  opinion  of  the  board,  it  is 
an  appendage  to  the  yard  really  worthless,  and  therefore  that  it  oogbt 
to  be  sold  for  what  it  will  fetch.  ! 

The  steam  machinery  and  boilers  are  in  good  condition. 

NOEFOLK. 

At  this  navy  yard  engines  afloat  were  found  on  board  of  the  Lancas- 
ter, classed  as  second-rate;  Wiuuipec,  Saugus,  Seminole,  Qalena,  classed 
as  third-rates;  Saco,  Snowdrop,  Periwinkle,  Jean  Sands,  Mayflover, 
Standish,  classed  as  fourth-rates;  steam  launch. 

LAN0A3TEB. 

Classed  as  second-rate,  and  built  at  Philadelphia  in  1S58. 

Has  two  horizontal  cylinder,  direct-acting  engines,  built  by  Beanie, 
Jfeafie  &  Le\'y,  at  Pliiladelphia,  in  1858.  I 

Two  jet  condensers,  and  a  "percolator"  for  depriving  the  feed  waterof  \ 
the  boilers  of  its  foreign  matter.  i 

Engin^  have  an  independent,  nonstable  cut-off;  they  are  now  under 
repair,  fitting  for  sea. 

Four  boilers  of  the  Martin  type,  with  brass  tubes,  and  horizontal  su- 
perheating tubes  at  the  base  of  the  smoke-pipe.  This  superheating 
attachment  should  be  made  so  as  to  iiermit  its  being  shut  off  and  the 
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steam  taken  direct  fitim  the  boilers,  in  case  of  accident,  to  the  super- 
heating tubes.    There  are  heaters  for  the  feed  wat«r. 

One  telescopic  smoke-pipe,  in  good  order. 

Screw  has  two  blades — hoisting. 

Coal  buukers  unflnisbed. 

The  boilers  are  new,  and  also  many  portionsof  tbe  engines,  which  are 
still  under  repair,  as  the  vessel  ia  being  fitted  ont  for  a  cruise. 

WTNKIPEr — IBON  DODBLK-ENDEB. 

She  is  classed  as  a  third-rate,  and  was  bnilt  at  Boston,  Uassachnsetts, 
10  1865. 

Has  oue  inclined  direct-acting  engine,  with  Stevens's  cut-off  and 
Setreirs  surface  condenser;  two  independent  Sewell  steam  pumps. 

Two  main  boilers,  containing  seven  Inrnaces  each,  and  two  snper- 
lieatiiig  boilers  of  one  furnace  each.    All  have  horizontal  hre  tubes. 

Oue  standing  smoke-pipe,  in  good  order. 

Two  overhanging  water  wheels,  in  good  condition. 

Coal  bunkers  in  complete  repair. 

The  machinery  and  boilers  are  in  good  condition,  and  fit  for  service. 

This  vessel  is  not  fit  to  be  retained  in  the  navy. 


Konitor,  classed  as  third-rate. 

She  has  two  vibratiug-lever  engines  of  the  Ericsson  patent,  bnilt  by 
Harlan,  Holliugsworth  &  Co.,  of  Wilmington,  Delaware,  in  1864,  with 
Stimers's  patent  surface  condenser,  and  an  independent  duplex  Worth- 
ington  engiDe  for  air  and  circulating  pump ;  also  an  additional  Worthing- 
toD  pump  for  general  pur]K>ses. 

Two  boilers  of  the  horizontal,  return  tubular  type^  arranged  with 
tabes  with  four  sizes,  as  patented  by  Stimers,  each  with  six  furnaces 
and  two  auxiliary  boilers,  with  one  furnace  each.

Fixed  screw  with  four  blades,  12j  feet  diameter,  21  feet  pitch.  So 
proper  uncoupling  appai-atus  for  screw. 

Thmst-block  hol<ling-down  bolts  are  not  secure. 

Tlu-ee  vertical  tubular  Martin  boilers,  containing  twelve  furuaces  in 
all.  One  of  the  main  boilers  has  sis,  the  other  five,  while  the  donkey 
boiler  has  one  furnace.  The  braces  of  the  main  boilers  are  much  weak- 
ened by  oxidation,  and  the  steam  pressure  in  them  should  not  be  idlowed 
to  exceed  twenty  pounds  per  square  inch  above  the  atmosphere. 

One  teles(X)pic  smoke-pipe,  in  good  order. 

Coal  bunkers  in  good  oixler. 

We  reeomniend  a  clutch  coupling  between  the  screw  and  crank  shaft, 
and  a  friction  brake  on  the  screw  sliaft. 

Machinery  and  boilers  are  performing  service,  with  ship  in  o 
sion. 
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Classed  as  third-rate,  and  was  built  at  Mystic  Bridge,  Conuecticat^  in 
1862. 

Has  two  Ericsson  vibrating  lever  engines,  with  homontal  cylinders 
48  inches  in  diameter,  and  a  stroke  of  piston  of  3  feet. 

Single  piston  rods;  slide  cut-off  valves ;  independent  steam-reversing 
cjiiuder ;  gridiron  slide  throttle  viilvo ;  two  Stimera's  surface  condensers. 
Clrcnlatiug  and  air  pumps,  worked  from  roc;k  shaft  of  each  engine. 

Screw  has  four  blades,  12  feet  diameter,  20  feet  pitoh.  So  uncoupling 
apparatus  between  screw  and  crank  shaft. 

Two  horizontal  tubular  boilers,  three  furnaces  in  each.  No  ausiliari; 
"boiler.     Fan  blast ;  two  blower  eugines.

Boilers  are  built  without  man-holes  in  spaudrils  between  fiimaces, 
making  their  interior  surface  difficult  of  access  to  clean  or  repair.

Details  of  the  engines  which  require  repairs ;  Outboard  delivei-y  valve; 
link  motion,  steam  pistons,  indicator  pipes  and  gear,  new  brasses  to 
donkey  pump  and  pump,  counter,  condenser,  cocks  in  glass  wat<'r 
gauges,  and  pipes,  cocks,  and  valves  connected  with  the  boilers — all  to 
be  overhauled.

SNOWDBOP. 

Classed  as  fourth-rate,  and  purchased  in  Buffalo,  New  York,  in  iSfiS. 
She  has  one  trip-hammer  engine,  24  inches  diameter,  30  inches  stroke; 
cylinder  valre,  Ruffalo  cut-off,  and  jet  condenser. 
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Carries  ordinarily  35  pounds  steam ;  24  inches  vacuum ;  makes  from 
SO  to  90  revolutions,  and  about  9  knot«. 

Eii^nes  in  good  t.'Otidition. 

Two  donkey  pumps;  one  arranged  for  fire  and  pumping  sbip,  tlie  other 
fur  pumping  boiler. 

Oue  boiler  with  two  furnaces.  Baek  flue  and  return-tube  boiler  in 
prett)'  good  condition.  Door  linings  require  renewal^  as  do  four  or  five 
leaky  rivets  in  water  legs.    Tubes  are  in  good  conditmn. 

One  standing  smoke-pipe,  in  good  oixlor. 

Coal  bunkers  hold  about  eighteen  tons  of  coal;  they  require  iron 
bulkheads  in  fire-room. 

A  new  cock  is  required  on  surface  blowpipe,  and  a  new  plug  ftom 
three-way  cock  from  donkey. 

Screw  is  fixed  aud  has  four  blades. 

Machinery  aud  boiler  are  fit  for  service. 

PEErWINKLE. 

Classed  as  fourth-rate. 

One  uiverted  cylinder  engine,  48  inches  by  48  inches,  built  by  Neafle 
&  Levy,  of  Philadelphia,  in  1864. 

Hasa  slide  valve  and  independent  adjustable  cut-off;  ajet  condenser, 
but  can  be  worked  high  pressure;  four-bladed  screw^  nine  feet  in 
diameter.  The  engine  is  easily  worked,  and  uuder  perfect  coutrol;  is 
in  complete  order,  and  highly  recommended  by  those  in  charge. 

Has  one  horizontal  return  tubulaf  boiler,  with  four  furnaces.  The 
water  bottoms  are  getting  thin  and  beginning  to  give  some  trouble. 
Five  tube-s  have  been  found  defective,  and  are  plugged  up;  these  should 
be  replaced  with  new  ones. 

One  8t.inding  smoke-pipe,  in  good  order. 

The  coal  bunkers  should  have  iron  bulkheads  in  fire-room. 

About  twenty' pounds  steam  is  usually  carried  in  the  boiler,  and  the 
boat  is  said  to  make  twelve  knots  easily. 

Machinery  and  boiler  are  performing  service. 

JEAN  8AI4DS. 

Classed  as  fourth-rate,  and  was  purchased  at  Brooklyn,  New  York,  in 
18ti4. 

This  vessel  is  in  nse  as  a  steam  lighter  and  anchor  boy. 

She  has  one  inverted  vertical  cylinder  engine,  jet  condenser;  Sew- 
ell's  steam  pump,  connected  to  pnmp  water  from  bilge  or  into  boiler, 
and  for  nse  as  fire-pump,  in  good  order. 

Engine  was  built  at  Continental  Works  at  Greenpoint,  by  I.  Bowland, 
ill  1865. 

Boiler  is  cylindrical,  with  fines  and  return  horizontal  tubes,  and  ver- 
tical superheating  tubes  in  steam  drum  at  base  of  smoke-pipe.  Boiler 
has  two  furnaces. 

One  standing  smoke-pipe,  in  good  ortler. 

Coal  bunkers  of  wood ;  but  the  board  recommends  iron  in  place  of 
them,  as  a  security  against  fire. 

Machinery  and  boilers  iu  good  condition,  and  fit  for  service. 

MAYFLOWER. 

Iron  tug,  classed  as  fouri;h-rate,  and  built  by  James  Tetlow,  Chelsea, 
Massachusetts,  in  1865.  . 
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One  inverted  vertical-cylinder  engine,  with  an  independent  Bteam- 
reveraing  cylinder;  no  independent  cat-oflf. 

Two  piston  rods,  two  valve  stems  on  main  slide. 

Engine  is  difficult  to  work  by  hand. 

Onejet  condenser.  One  Sewellsteam  pump,  connected  topamp  water 
into  boilers,  or  &om  bilge;  and  for  use  as  a  fire  pump. 

In  the  main  jonmal  of  the  crank  shaft,  and  in  the  forward  crank, 
there  are  holes  caused  by  defective  welding,  but  not  serious  enongh  to 
condemn  the  shaft. 

Two  boilers,  two  furnaces  in  each,  with  return  horizontal  fire  tabes; 
no  superheating  att.achment.  The  steam  space  in  these  boilers  is  in- 
sufficient, causing  them  to  foam  seriously;  and  we  reconunend,  to  remedf 
this  evil,  an  addition  of  six  feet  to  the  height  of  the  present  steam 
drum. 

With  the  above  exception,  and  some  defective  tabes,  the  boileis  are 
in  good  condition. 

One  standing  smoke  pipe  in  goodorder. 

The  screw  has  four  blades. 

Coal  bunkers  are  In  good  order. 

The  machinery  and  ^iler  are  fit  for  service. 


Iron  tug,  classed  as  fourth-rate,  and  built  by  James  Tetlow,  Cbele^ 
Massachusetts,  in  1865. 

Has  one  vertical  inverted-cylinder  engine,  with  independent  steam- 
reversing  cylinder ;  no  independent  cut-ofil  Duplicate  of  the  machin- 
ery in  the  Mayflower. 

Has  a  jet  condenser,  and  a  distilling  apparatus. 

The  screw  is  four-bladed  and  fixed. 

There  are  two  boilers,  containing  two  furnaces  each,  with  return  hor- 
izontal fire  tubes. 

One  standing  smoke-pipe  in  good  order. 

Coal  bunkers  in  good  condition. 

The  machinery  is  fit  for  service. 

The  boilers  are  now  being  repaired  with  new  tubes  and  an  additional 
steam  drum. 

STEAM  LAUNCH  NO.  4. 

She  has  one  vertical  inverted-cylinder  engine — non-condensing.  Cjl- 
inder  nine  inches  diameter,  stroke  of  pist^in  nine  inches.  Engine  i^ 
geared  so  that  screw  makes  two  revolutions  to  each  double  stroke  of 
the  piston.    One  independent  steam  pump. 

The  screw  is  fixed,  and  has  four  blades. 

One  cylindrical  boiler  with  one  fnmace,  and  horizontal  flre  tnbes. 

One  standing  smoke-pipe  in  good  order. 

The  board  found  machinery  and  boiler  in  service,  and  in  good  coudi- 
tion. 

PHILADELPHIA. 

At  this  navy  yard,  engines  afloat  were  fonndon  board  of  the  Dictator, 
classed  as  firBt-rate ;  Cambridge,  Juniata,  Miantonomob,  classed  as  sec- 
ond-rates ;  Canonicus,  classed  as  third-rate ;  Piuta,  Glance,  Sorrel,  Pil- 
grim, classed  as  fourth-rates;  dredging  macluue;  dry-docks;  stf^ni 
launch. 
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DICTATOR. 

Classed  na  flrat-rate,  and  waa  built  at  New  York,  in  1864. 
Single-turret  iron  monitor  ram,  with  two  fifteen-inch  guns  in  the  turret. 
Vessel  con Btmcted  to  act  as  a  ram  at  each  end.  Spar  deck  and  sides 
TOTered  with  armor  plating;  no  anchor-well  in  bow;  bomb-proof  pilot 
boose  over  turret,  ventilating  pipes  over  engine  room,  and  just  abaft  the 
forward  ram. 

Machinery. — Two  main  engines  of  the  Ericsson  vibrating-lever  type ; 
cylinders  one  hundred  inches  in  diameter,  and  stroke  of  piston  four  feet. 
Half  trunk  pistons.  Two  jet  condensers ;  independent  cut-off  gear ;  two 
air  pomps,  worked  ttom  main  engine  rock-shafts ;  one  direct-acting  hori- 
sontal  vacnnm  engine,  with  an  independentjetcondenserforcondensing 
the  esbaust  steam  from  all  the  anxiliary  engines,  and  general  purposes; 
three  direct-acting  blower  engines  for  ventilation  of  the  ship,  and  increas- 
ing the  draught  in  the  boiler  furnaces ;  two  pumping  engines  con- 
nected for  fire  pumps,  or  to  pump  water  from  or  into  the  boilers, 
from  the  bUge,  or  into  the  reversing  or  cut-off  cylinders;  two  vertical 
cylinder  directacting  engines  for  anchor  hoisting;  one  rotary  steam 
engine  for  hoisting  ashes  from  the  fire-room:  one  rotary  engine  for 
working  one  of  the  gnns  in  the  turret ;  and  two  direct-acting  horizontal 
cylinder  engines  for  turning  the  turret. 

Boihra.—&ix  of  the  vertical  water  tube  variety,  Martin's  patent,  with 
Sfty-six  furnaces  la  all,  arranged  in  two  tiers,  one  above  the  other,  and 
placed  three  on  each  side  of  the  vessel,  with  a  fore  and  aft  fire-room  be- 
tween them.  Four  of  these  boilers  contain  t«u  furnaces  each,  while  the 
two  next  the  engine-room  have  eight  furnaces  each.  They  have  no 
sii|ierheat1ug  apparatus.  The  boiler  tubes  are  of  iron. 
One  smoke-pipe  in  good  condition. 

Eleven  water-tight  coal  bunkers  of  iron  in  good  condition. 
One  fonr-bladed  screw  in  good  condition. 

Condition. — The  cut-oflf  valve  eccentrics  are  of  brass,  with  wnraght- 
iron  straps.  These  eccentrics  were  slightly  cut,  but  have  been  scraped 
to  a  good  surface. 

Engines  and  boilers  having  been  tested  with  steam  on  the  22d  Jnne, 
in  presence  of  the  board,  were  found  efficient  and  fit  for  service. 

Examined  the  boilers  with  a  view  to  determine  the  practicability  of 
reducing  their  height  by  remoring  fnmaces.  The  object  of  the  proj^sed 
change  in  these  boilers  is  to  disi)ense  with  a  tier  of  furnaces,  as  to  fire 
both  tiers  requires  more  men  than  can  be  berthed  in  this  vessel.  The 
change  will  also  have  the  effect  of  diminishing  the  weight  of  the  boilers, 
therein  improving  the  trim  of  the  vessel ;  of  diminishing  tbeir  tendency 
to  foaming ;  and  of  increasing  their  efficiency  by  giving  additional  space 
to  introduce  a  superheating  apparatus,  thereby  greatly  increasing  their 
economy  in  the  combustion  of  coal. 

By  bringing  the  vessel  into  proper  trim,  her  speed  will  nadoubt«dly 
be  increased.

Classed  as  second-rate,  and  was  built  at  Philadelphia  in  1867. 

Baa  two  horizontal-cylinder  back-acting  engines,  cylinder  60  inches, 
and  stroke  of  pistons  3  feet.  Composition  pistons  in  main  cylinders; 
doable  piston  rods.  'So  independent  cut-offi  Waddell  plates  nuder 
main  vuves. 
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Main  crank-pin  brasses  of  tlie  forward  engines  were  cracked  daring 
the  trial  of  tbe  machinery,  but  uew  ones  have  l)e«ii  ordered  to  replace 
them. 

One  Sewell's  aurfaee  condeuser.  Two  Sewell's  steam  pnmpa,  So.  S. 
In  tlie  port  steam  pump  we  found  all  the  follower  bolts  of  the  water  pis- 
ton broken  except  one. 

One  distiller — vertical  tubes,  through  which  the  condensing  water 


Boilers. — Fonr  main  boilers,  containing  seven  furnaces  each,  with 
return  horizontal  Are  tubes.  Two  superheating  boilers  with  flues  and 
horizontal  tubes  placed  between  the  main  boilers  and  the  engines.  So 
superheating  apparatus  in  the  uptakes.     No  ash-pit  doors. 

Two  standing  smoke-pipes  with  steam  jets  in  them.  Plaster  of  Paiis 
cemeut  required  about  smoke-jiipe  hatch  coamings. 

One  four-bladed  screw. 

Coal  bunkers  on  berth  deck,  as  well  as  below  it. 

Condition. — All  parts  of  the  machiuery,  boilers,  and  bunkers,  new ;  in 
good  condition  (with  exceptions  named)  and  fit  for  service. 

The  remarks  made  in  the  case  of  tbe  Severn,  and  the  modifications 
suggested,  apply  equally  to  this  vessel,  as  they  are  essentially  duplicatt^ 
of  each  other. 


Classed  as  second-rate,  and  was  built  at  Philadelphia  in  18C1. 

Machinern. — Two  horizontal-cylinder  back-acting  engines,  single  pis- 
ton rods.  Diameter  of  cylinders  42  inches,  stroke  of  piston  30  Indies. 
No  independent  cut-ofi'. 

Packing  rings  on  saddle  plates  of  main  valves,  not  at^ustable  by  thoi«  ^ 
in  charge,  while  under  steam,  which  is  a  defect. 

One  Sewell's  surface  condenser.  Two  Sewell's  steam  pumps,  So.  ."i. 
Four  cylindrical  distillers.     One  syphon  steam  pump,  No.  5. 

In  main  engine  air  and  circulating  pumps,  one  is  used  as  a  circulatiii;;  | 
pump,  and  the  other  is  used  as  au  air  pump,  which  is  a  bad  arrangement,  j 

Boilers. — There  are  three  vertical  water  tubular  boilers:  atarhoani 
main  boiler  has  seven  furnaces,  port  one  six  ftimaces,  and  the  auxiUarv 
boiler  has  one  funiace — making  fourteen  furnaces  in  all.  The  boilei's 
have  no  ash-pit  doors.  These  boilers  have  recently  received  extfii- 
sive  repairs  J  an  entire  new  set  of  composition  tubes,  and  new  watir 
bottoms;  and  all  the  stays  overhauled. 

-  Holes  in  the  tube  sheets  for  96  tubes  have  been  plugged  up,  as  tlit-re 
was  no  room  to  get  them  in. 

There  is  one  telescopic  smoke-pipe,  with  a  steam  jet  in  it  for  increa^

Condition. — The  repairs  on  the  machiuerj"  and  boilers  in  this  vessv-l 
are  nearly  finished,  and  when  completed  all  parts  will  be  ready  for  ser- 
vice.

MTANTONOMOH. 

Ironclad,  classed  as  third-rate,  and  was  built  at  Brooklyn,  New  York, 
in  1864. 

Two  tnrrets,  each  built  of  ten  1-inch  plates,  with  base  ring  64  inclies 
thiek  by  12  inches  deep.  The  armament  is  four  15-inch  guns.  \Voodeu 
hull;  deck  armor  plates  covered  with  plank. 
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Maettinery. — ^This  vessel  bas  twin  screws  driven  by  two  pairs  of  hori- 
zontal cylinder  bnck-acting  engines;  single  piston  rods;  no  independ- 
eut  cut-off.  Wnddell  plates  under  tlie  ntaiu  slide  valves.  Cvlindcrs  are 
3U  inches  in  diameter  by  2  feet  stroke  of  piston.  The  air  and  firciilatiDg 
pumps  have  the  same  piston,  two  of  them  for  each  pair  of  engines. 

Sis  oscillating  engiues  used  as  blower  engines,  two  in  en|riQe-rooin8, 
tffi)  on  berth  deck,  and  two  in  steerage;  and  two  pairs  of  direct -acting 
engines  for  turning  the  turrets — all  In  condition  fit  for  service,  having 
nvently  been  repaired.  All  these  small  engines  exhaust  into  the  star- 
board main  condenser — should  also  connect  with  the  port  main  condenser. 
lioilers. — Four  vertical  water  tubular  boilers  of  the  Martiu  tyiM),  four 
fninaces  iu  each ;  no  superheating  apparatus. 

Condition — Machinery. — Valves  in  good  order,  pump  pistons  in  good 
order,  and  newly  fitted.  Main  ityection  valves  leaking  badly — require 
grioding  in  their  seats.  The  after  journal  of  port  main  crank  shaft  is  badly 
cut;  kygest  diameter  is  8  inches;  smallest  Tf^  inches.  This  bearing 
was 21  inches  long;  its  effective  length  has  been  reduced  by  cutting  to 
Ulinches.  The  forward  journal  of  starboard  main  crank  shaft  is  also 
badly  cut;  itji  largest  diamet«r  being  8  inches,  and  smallest  7^,  and 
tlie  middle  bearing  iu  this  crank  shaft  is  also  in  bad  condition. 

These  crank-shaft  journals  have  been  nearly  ruined,  evidently  by  sheer 
t^relessness ;  allowing  them  to  become  extremely  hot,  and  then  running 
llie  engines  while  they  were  in  this  condition.  As  the  journals  were 
originally  much  longer  than  the  usual  pro[K>rtion,  the  crank  shafts  can 
be  still  made  effective  by  trueing  them  up,  and  fitting  new  brasses  about 
the  bearings. 

Two  surface  condensers.  The  packing  at  the  ends  of  many  of  the 
tul>ea  requires  renewal,  and  many  of  the  tubes  being  split,  new  ones  are 
required.

The  iron  tubes  in  these  boilers  are  worn  so 
tliin  by  use  that  they  are  no  longer  fit  for  service,  and  as  there  is  a  sufli- 
eleiit  number  of  old  composition  tubes  in  store  in  the  yard,  (Philadel- 
[ihia,)  which  can  be  used  by  cutting  off  the  defective  ends,  we  recommend 
that  they  be  taken  to  replace  these  iron  tubes.

The  vessel  generally  Tc<iuires  a  thorough  overhauling  to  render  her  fit 
fur  service,  as  also  all  her  machinery.

One  dujtlex  Worth- 
intrton  pump  with  four  pumping  cylinders. 

Two  Kuowles's  patent  steam  pumps,  connected  to  pump  water  into 
boilers,  and  as  fire  or  bilge  pumps.     Two  direct-acting  vertical  cj'liiider

Boilers. — ^There  are  two  maiu  hoilera  with  return  horizontal  differential

Condition. — ^The  engines  have  been  tried  under  steam,  and  found  effect

Boilers  have  ju8t  been  repaired,  and  are  reported  in  good  condition  bj 

the  inspecting  engineer,  having  l^en  thoroughly  tried  nnder  steam.

Screw  fixed;  in  good  order.

One  vertical  inverted-cylinder  engine,  20  inches  diameter,  20  inches 
stroke  of  piston.  Slide,  steam,  and  independent  exhaust.  Link  motion, 
high  prensure.  Built  by  Beamy,  Son  &  Archbold,  Chester,  Pennsyl- 
vania, 1863. 

Xo  distiller.  Steam  pump,  Xo.  5,  shonld  have  suction  hose  for  pump- 
ing water  from  other  vessels.  Piston  requires  overhaoling,  springs  being 
loose.    One  N^o.  5  Sewell  pump,  and  one  N'o.  2. 

Boiler. — One  horizontal  return  tubular  boiler,  flues  fh>m  snrfiiice.  Two 
ftamaces.

Classeil  as  first-rate;  built  at  Philadelphia  in  18G4. 

Machinery. — Two  horizontal  cylinder  back-acting  engines;  double  pis- 
ton-rods; no  independent  ciit-oft';  link  motion. 

Independent  hand-gear  for  working  the  engine.  Two  main  slide 
, steam  valves,  working  independently  in  each  steam  chest. 

Steam  reversing  cylinder. 

Sfachinery  built  by  Merrick  &  Son,  Philadelphia,  1866. 

One  Allen's  surface  condenser,  in  good  4»>udition.  Wood  packinjr. 
"Independent  centrifugal  circulating  pump,  worked  by  four  oscillHtiiiiC 
engines,  two  at  each  end  of  the  pump;  this  proved  inefiicient.  Four 
independent  steam  pumps,  Sewall  &  Oameron's,  connected  for  fire  ami 
^neial  pumping  purposes;  require  general  overhauling. 

Condition. — This  vessel  is  admitted  on  all  hands  to  be  a  signal  failure 
in  hull;  but  as  to  machinery,  when  the  new  crankshaft  now  made  aiul 
lying  at  the  Philadelphia  navy  yanl  comes  to  be  substituted  for  the  one 
-in  place,  and  some  minor  repairs  have  been  made,  it  will  be  in  goo<I 
order  and  fit  for  service. 

The  hull  of  this  vessel  should  be  disposed  of,  and  the  steam  machinery 
removed  and  retained  for  use  in  the  service. 


Iron  monitor,  classed  as  first-rate.  Built  at  Brooklyn,  New  York, 
1864. 

Hull  on  inside  requires  paint  to  preserve  it.  Spar  deck  requires,  to 
■preserve  it,  a  coating  of  stuff  and  sawdust. 

Kngines. — Two  Ericsson  vibrating  lever  half-trunk  en^nes;  ver- 
tical cylinders,  100  inches  in  diameter,  four  feet  stroke  of  pi»toii ;  in<le- 
pendent,  fixed  cut-off.  These  engines  are  unfinished;  initin  cnjtinft 
frames  and  pillow  blocks  are  in  place,  but  brasses  are  not  bored  out: 
ondensers  and  air  pumps  in  place,  but  no  air-pumi>  valves. 
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Cotidition  of  engines,  i&c. — Air  pumps  bare  their  outboard  connections 
complete;  and  the  main  throttle  valves,  coaaecting-rods  and  brasses, 
and  ail  safety-valve  cheats  and  valves  are  all  complete.  Water  closet, 
outboard  pipes  and  cocks,  and  all  outboard  couucctioiis  are  complete 
Tith  blank  dangea. 

No  crank-sbatt,  ao  main  rock-sbaft,  no  pilot-house,  no  anchor-hoist- 
ing gear  or  engines.  No  blower  engine,  blower  or  ventilator  pipe  over 
eagine-room ;   no  ventilating  pipe  forward — are  in  the  vessel. 

Main  balance  wheel  is  in  ship,  and  cut-off  cylinder  is  also  in  sliip,  but 
not  in  place. 

Main  and  cut-off  steam  valve  seats  and  faces  are  rusty — nee<l  taking 
ontand  cleaning;  the  main  cylinders  ou  interior  surfaces  and  surface 
of  trunks,  and  main  piston  rings  are  also  rusty. 

Main  throttle- valve  chests  are  in  place.  All  uptake  doors  are  in 
place  on  bolters,  but  feed,  blow,  stop,  and  safety-valve  chests  are  not 
fitted  to  them. 

Two  blowers,  and  two  vertical  cylinder,  direct^acting  engines.  Two 
torret  engines — ^horizontal  cylinders,  direct  acting. 

Turret  shaft  not  in  place,  and  some  portions  of  turret  gear  are  miss- 
ing. Turret  plates  for  one  turret,  and  plates  for  smoke-pipe,  all  rusty, 
ami  stowed  on  berth  deck  forward. 

One  blower  in  after  turret  compartment,  but  no  blower  engine,  and 
DO  turret  gear. 

Boilers. — Six  Martin  vertical  tubular  boilers,  containing  fifty-six  fur- 
naces, arranged  in  two  tiers,  one  furnace  above  another  in  a  fore-and- 
aft  firei-oom,  all  new  and  in  good  condition ;  bat  their  pipe  and  valve 
conneetioQB  have  not  yet  been  made. 

Furnace  doors  and  grate  bars  are  stowed  in  fire-room,  and  some  grate 
bars  are  also  stowed  on  berth  deck  forward. 

So  smoke-pipe  erected. 

Coal  bunkers  are  all  water-tight  and  complete,  with  apparatus  for 
filling  them  with  water  when  coat  is  e>^peuded  from  them.  These  are 
in  good  condition. 

One  four-bladed  cast-iron  screw  in  good  order. 

This  vessel,  as  yet,  has  no  turret  erected. 

Her  hull  is  of  masterly  workmauship,  and  it  is  twenty -five  feet  longer 
tban  the  Dictator's. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  board  it  would  be  well,  when  her  completion  is 
taken  in  hand,  to  take  away  one  tier  of  furnaces  from  her  boilers,  and 
introduce  superheating  arrangements  in  the  uptakes — to  have  but  one, 
instead  of  two  turrets,  and  that  to  be  twenty  inches  in  thickness,  and 
large  enough  to  receive  two  20-inch  guns,  using  any  sur]dus  buoyancy 
that  may  remain,  as  a  consequence  of  these  alterations,  by  adding  to 
the  thickness  of  the  deck  armor. 

Thus  arranged,  with  a  due  regard  to  her  trim  by  a  proper  disposition 
of  weights,  she  certainly  would  be  a  very  formidable  vessel,  and  prob- 
ably prove  a  knot  faster  than  the  Dictator. 

It  would  not,  perhaps,  cost  more  to  complete  her  as  suggested,  than 
according  to  the  original  plan. 


Single-turret  monitor,  classed  as  third-rate.  Built  at  Brooklyn,  Sew 
York,  im-I. 

Iron  hull ;  oak  deck  beams.  Many  parts  of  the  hull  are  rusty,  and 
require  cleaning  and  painting. 
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Machinenj. — One  pair  of  Ericsson's  vibrating  lever  engines:  indepcml- 
ent  fixed  cnt-ofl';  gridiron  slide.  Two  ports  in  cut-oil'  valve  seat,  17 
inches  long  by2g  inches  wide.  One  duplex  Worthington  pump,  valve 
seat  cut.  Two  Worthiugton  pamps,  all  in  good  condition.  One  An- 
di-ews's  centrifugal  pump,  (Jriven  by  oscillating  engines.  One  jet  cou- 
densei-.  Two  d'^ect-acting  blower  engines.  Air  pump,  double-acting, 
■worked  by  port  main  engine  rock  shaft. 

Boilers. — Two  Martin  Iwilers,  three  furnaces  in  each,  iron  tubes.  Bra- 
cing and  tubes  very  weak  from  oxidation.    Boilers  not  tit  for  service. 

One  standing  smoke-pipe  in  good  order. 

One  foiu'-bladed  iron  screw,  condition  not  ascertained,  vessel  being 
afloat. 

Coal  hunkers  in  good  order. 

Articles  required,  repairs  necessary,  &c. — Both  cylinder-heads  of  maiu 
engines  are  broken  thi-ough  the  flange;  new  ones  required. 

Lower  turret  engine  to  be  overhauled;  it  is  rusty  inside  and  out. 

Tour  studs  for  port  piston. 

Three  studs  for  follower  of  starboard  main  engine. 

One  brass  and  cap  for  valve  rock  shaft,  starboard  engine,  gone ;  new 
one  required. 

Delivery  valve  seat  of  duplex  pump  cut. 

Bolts  in  seats  of  air-pump  receiving  valves  are  much  worn;  require 
new  ones. 

Double-acting  air-pump,  barrel  badly  cut;  requires  re-boring. 

All  outboard  pi)>es  have  blank  flanges  inside  of  the  ship,  and  are 
plugged  ap. 

Blowers  and  blower-pipes  are  nearly  ruined  by  oxidation. 

AncUor-lioisting  gear  to  be  overhauled. 

Turret  supported  on  fore-and-aft  bulkheads,  connected  to  athwart- 
Bliip  bulkheads  extending  to  each  side  of  the  ship,  which  la  a  good 
arrangement. 

The  moving  parts  of  the  machinery  are  disconnected,  and,  with  excep- 
tions named,  are  in  good  condition. 

NANTUCKET. 

Single-turret  iron  monitor,  twin  screws,  classed  as  third-rate.  Built 
at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  in  1863. 

Machinery. — Has  two  of  Ericsson's  vibrating  lever  engines,  with  hor- 
izontal cylinderB,  J  trunks;  gridiron  slide  valves,  and  independent  lixe<l 
cut-offs.  The  main  cylinders  are  in  good  condition,  as  are  also  the  rock 
shaft  and  connecting  journals,  main  shaft  journals,  valves,  and  eccen- 
trics, together  with  their  connections  and  journals.  The  engines  arc 
disconnected  and  have  been  overhauled;  pistons  are  out  of  cylinders: 
some  bolts  are  required  to  secure  trunks  to  body  of  pistons;  piston  rings 
are  cleaned,  black-leadeil,  and  in  good  order. 

There  are  two  steum  pumps  of  Knowles's  patent,  tbe  piston-rings  and 
springs  of  which  are  repoi-ted  to  be  at  the  navy  yard. 

One  duplex  "Worthington  pump  in  bad  condition;  all  the  bolts  and 
nuts  in  water  valve-chests  are  nearly  gone  by  oxidation. 

One  Andrews's  centrifugal  pump,  driven  by  a  pair  of  oscillating  en- 
gines; these  engines  are  in  good  condition.  Two  direct-acting  blower 
engiiiCH,  connected  to  fans  in  turret  chamber,  and  two  direct-acting  ou- 
giues  for  turning  the  turret. 
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Boilers. — ^There  are  two  lAartiu  boilers,  with  three  fiirnaees  in  each, 
iron  tubes.  These  Iwilers  are  in  bad  condition,  and  entirely  unfit  for 
service  autil  repaired. 

Tbe  coal  bunkers  are  in  good  condition. 

One  standing  smoke-pipe  in  good  order. 

One  propeller,  which  coidd  not  be  examined. 

General  condititm. — Deck  plates  of  vessel  and  iron  plates  of  hull  in 
bad  condition.  Found  one  deck  beam  in  engine-room  broken,  and  many 
mined  by  dry  rot. 

Tiie  entire  interior  plating  of  hall  is  very  rusty.  Joiner  work  in  bad 
condition. 

Spar  deck  leaking  through  plating  and  deck  planking  in  many  places. 
Found  fungi  growing  between  spar-deck  beams  and  planks. 

Ventilation  pipes  ruined  by  rust;  new  ones  required  if  vessel  is  re- 
paired. Turret  and  blower  engines  and  fans,  and  turret  gear,  require 
overiiauling,  being  rusty.  Centrifugal  pump  fans  are  in  bad  condition;

Sides  of  hull 
have  been  raised. 

Machinery. — Has  two  inclined  direct-acting  engines,  designed  by  A. 
C.Stimers;  slide  valve;  no  indejiendent  cnt-off;  cylinders  ^li  inches  in 
diameter,  and  30-inch  stroke.  Each  engine  oi>erates  a  separate  pro- 
peller.   Alt  portions  of  the  engines  are  in  good  condition. 

The  condenser,  which  is  of  the  Stimers's  patent,  is,  to  all  appearance, 
in  good  condition. 

Two  of  Andrews's  centrifugal  pnmps,  each  driven  by  a  pair  of  oscillat- 
ing engines ;  the  engines  ate  in  good  order.  Two  Sewell  pumps,  size 
&~o.  5,  in  good  order. 

Boilers. — There  are  two  Stimers's  differential  tabular  boilers,  with  two 
fomaces  at  each  end  of  each  boiler,  and  the  tubes  between  each  pair  of 
fhmaces.  These  boilers  are  in  excellent  condition,  but  the  brown  zinc 
puiut  in  them  is  scaling  off  and  is  no  protection.  The  tultes  are  of  iron. 
One  smoke-pipe  in  good  condition.  Coal  bunkei-s  in  good  order.  Twin 
screws,  four-bladed,  of  iron. 


Light-dranght  iron  vessel,  twin  screws,  fitted  as  torpedo  boat,  and 
classed  as  tliird-rate.    Built  at  Wilmington,  Delaware,  in  18C3. 

Bomb-proof  pilot-house  10  inches  thick.  One  llineh  pivot  gun  for- 
ward of  pilot-house  on  spar  deck,  unprotected.  Vessel  used  as  ofiicers' 
quarters  in  back  channel,  with  roof  and  rooms  over  spar  deck. 

Machinery. — Two  inclined,  direct-acting  engines;  no  independent  cut- 
off; link  motion;  jet  condenser;  adjustable  collar  thrust;  two  air 
immps  worked  by  main  engines;  two  Worthington  independent  steam- 
pnmps ;  one  Andrews's  centrifugal  pump  on  berth-deck. 

Main  valves  work  under  a  saddle-plate,  which  is  kept  on  by  springs. 
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Engine  firames  are  a  part  of  the  vessel.  Engines  can  exliaustthrongli 
deck. 

One  Boot's  engine  for  working  torpedo  machinery.  Two  direct^acting 
blowei-  engines,  with  two  blowers. 

Machinery  built  by  Harlan,  HoUingaworth  &  Co.,  Wilmington,  Dela- 
ware, 1864. 

Soilerg. — Two  boilers,  four  furnaces  in  each ;  Stimers's  differential 
tubes — new  and  in  good  condition. 

One  smoke-pipe  in  good  condition. 

Two  four-bladed  iron  screws. 

Coal  bunkers  in  good  order. 

Condition. — The  centrifugal  pnmp  (Andrews's)  and  the  direct-acting 
blower  engine  are  in  good  condition.  The  Root  engine  needs  cleaniug 
and  repairing.  All  the  other  machinery  needs  cleaning,  packing,  con- 
necting, and  adjusting  to  lit  It  for  service. 


Light-draught,  armored  vessel,  twin  screws,  classed  as  third-rate 
Built  at  Xew  York,  1805. 

Platform  for  one  pivoted  11-inch  gun,  unprotected  on  spar  deck.  Has 
torpedo  apparatus,  but  no  rail  or  gun  on  vessel.  No  turret.  One  bomb- 
proof pilothouse  10  inches  thick. 

Machinery. — Two  inclined  engines,  one  on  each  side  the  vessel,  each 
driving  an  independent  screw.  Diameter  of  cylinder  22  inches;  stroke 
of  piston  30  inches.  So  independent  cut-off;  link  motion;  two  air 
pumps,  worked  from  main  engine  crossheads;  one  jet  condenser.  Two 
Woodward  steam- pumps,  12  inches  diameter  of  cylinder.  Two  direct- 
acting  blower  engines,  each  driving  one  Dimpfel  fan.

IfOTE. — Bell  of  Yazoo  is  hung  on  this  vessel.

Light-draught  iron  vessel,  siu^e  turret,  twins  crews,  classed  as  thirU- 
rate.    Built  at  Boston,  Massachusett-s,  in  1865. 

Two  11-inch  guns.  Turret  thickness  is  eight  plates,  each  one  inch 
thick.

One  fixed  smoke-pipe  not  fit  for  service  on  account  of  shot-holes  and 
oxidation  ;  new  one  required. 

One  foiir-bladed  screw,  the  condition  of  which,  being  under  water, 
Taa  not  ascertained. 

Condition. — ^The  deck  beams  and  decks,  side  armor,  and  all  joiner 
iTork  of  hull  require  extensive  repairs;  the  iron  ])lating  of  hull  is  very 
nisty  inside  and  out,  and  requires  cleaning  and  painting. 

Tlie  15-inch  gun  has  an  indentation  on  its  muzzle  ring  and  muzzle, 
caused  by  a  shot  striking  it;  and  one  of  the  casing  plates  has  holes 
broken  through  it  by  pieces  of  the  same  shell,  which  is  said  to  have 
eiploded  in  the  turret. 

Moving  parts  nre  disconnected.  Bearing  snrfaces  protected  with 
wbite  and  black  lead  and  tallow.

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Machinery. — Two  Ericsson's  horizontal  cylinder,  half-trunk,  Tibratiog 
lever  engines,  cylinders  40  inches  diameter,  stroke  of  piston  20  inches. 
Jet  coudeiiser,  independent  fixed  cnt-off,  one  double-acting  air-pump 
■worked  by  iwrt  main  engine ;  one  auxiliary  condenser  with  au-pump 
■worked  by  a  duplex  Wortliington  engine,  to  receive  eshanst  steam  from 
small  engines;  two  inde])endeut  Worthington  steam- pnmpa ;  one  An- 
drews's centrifugal  pump,  driven  by  two  oscillating  engines|  two  ditfct- 
acting  turret  engines ;  and  two  dii'ect-aeting  blower  engmes,  driving 
two  Dlmptiel  fans.

ConditUm. — Hull  requires  general  cleaning  and  painting  to  preserve 
it,  and  all  leaks  to  be  made  tight. 

Spar  deck  and  backing  of  side  armor,  with  deck  beams,  to  be  renewed; 
some  of  the  deck  beams  are  defective,  others  can  be  used  again.  Joiner 
work  requires  general  rejtairs,  and  all  the  mncliinery  requires  a  geuenil 
overhauling.

One  15-inch  and  one  11-iuch  gun  in  the  turret.  Spar  deck  covered  witL 
armor  plating ;  side-armor  plating  o  inches  thick. 

Anchor-well  in  bow,  and  overhang  at  stern  over  screw  and  rudder. 
Pilot-house  8  inches  thick. 

Machinery. — Two  Ericsson's  horizontal  cylinder,  half  trunk,  vibrating 
lever  engines;  cylinders  40  inches  diameter,  stroke  of  piston  20  inches. 
lndei>eudent  fixed  cut-off,  jet  condenser;  one  double-acting  air-pump 
worked  by  port  main  engine;  one  auxiliary  condenser  with  air  pump 
worked  by  a  duplex  Worthington  engine,  to  receive  exhaust  steam  from 
small  engines;  two  independent  Worthington  steam  pumps;  one  An- 
drews's centrifugal  pump  driven  by  two  oscillating  engines ;  two  direct- 
acting  turret  engines,  and  two  direct-acting  blower  engines,  driving  two 
Dimptel  fans. 

Boilers. — ^Two  vertical  water  tubular  boilers,  Martin's  patent,  three 
furnaces  in  each.  i 

One  foui^bladed  screw,  the  condition  of  which,  being  under  water, 
was  not  asceitained. 

Condition. — Flange  of  main  valve  seat,  starboard  main  engine,  broken : 
requires  rapaii-s.  Duplex  Worthington  discharge  valve  seaVa  cut,  miJ 
require  general  overhauling.  Boilers  have  a  great  number  of  paN'ht's 
in  ash-pit  and  crown-sheets  of  furnaces.  Tubes  have  alxtut  /^  ineli 
scale  in  them — they  are  of  irou.  Upper  portions  of  boilers  appear  good. 
but  the  bracing  is  of  one-inch  round  iixm,  aud  defective.    Dock  leaks. 
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Deck  beama  over  engines  and  boilers  ace  defective.  Joiner  work  in  fair 
rondition.  All  blowers  are  very  rusty  iuside.  Galley  requires  repairs. 
Side  armor  aud  armor  platin;;  of  deck  liave  recently  been  painted. 

Smoke-pipe  can  be  repaired  by  riveting  on  sheets  over  shot-holes.

Jkfauitou,  uow 
Worcester;  Algoma,  now  Beuicia;  Alaska,  Tieonderoga,  Slieuandoah, 
anil  Agauienticns,  now  Terror,  classed  as  aecond-rat«3.  Wyoming, 
Shawnee,  now  Eolus;  Wassuc,  now  Stroniboli;  aud  Xuiitasket,  classed 
as  third-rates.  Cobasset,  Palos,  Blue  Light,  aud  Leyden,  classed  as 
Canrth-rates.    Equipmeut  Launch,  Dredging  machiue,  Steam  Launch. 

AitMONOOSUC,  NOW  IOWA. 

Classed  as  first-rate,  and  was  built  at  Boston,  Massachusetts,  tu  IBGl, 

Maekineri/. — The  maiu  engines  consist  of  two  horizontal  cylinders,  each 
100  inches  in  diameter,  with  4  feet  stroke  of  piston  and  double  piston 
rods.  These  engines  act  directly  on  the  crank  shaft,  which  transmits 
the  power  applied  to  it  through  spur  gearing  to  the  screw  shaft,  which 
revolves  2y^i,  times  while  the  crank  shaft'  is  making  one  revolution. 
The  main  valves  are  provided  with  a  link,  but  have  no  iudepeudeut 
cul-ofi". 

Tlie  engines  are  provided  with  two  Sewell's  surface  coudensers,  iude- 
peiident  of  each  other,  and  their  circulating  and  air  pumps  are  worked 
from  the  main  engines. 

Id  addition  to  tbe  main  engines  there  are  four  of  the  Sewell  and  Cam- 
eron pateutsteam  pumps,  with  couueetions  fur  fire  and  general  pnmpiug 
Iiur|K>ses;  aud  two  vertical  cylinder,  direct  acting  reversiug  engines,  to 
I'ucilitjite  the  working  of  maiu  valves. 

Boilers. — Are  twelve  in  number,  eight  of  them  being  of  the  Martin 
t>l)e,  with  vertical  water  tubes,  and  four  superheating  boilers  with  hori- 
zontal iron  tubes  of  the  Islienvood  type.  These  boilers  are  placed  six 
forward  and  six  aft.  of  the  maiu  engines,  in  two  indei>eudent  fire  rooms, 
with  two  standing  smoke-pipes  over  each  fire  room. 

The  four  maiu  boilers  in  the  forwani  room  contain  seven  furnaces 
each,  as  do  also  tbe  forward  two  of  the  main  boilers  iu  the  after  tire 
room ;  but  the  two  after  main  boilers  iu  the  after  fire  room  have  but  six 
luniaces  each. 

The  snjter heating  boilers  are  placed  two  in  each  fire  room  next  the 
main  engines,  and  contjiiu  one  furnace  each,  makiug  a  total  of  5S 
furnaces  in  nil,  discharging  their  products  of  combustiou  into  four  inde- 
peudent  smoke-pipes. 

Conditiim. — The  boilers  are  very  dirty  on  their  interior  surfaces,  large 
quautiticH  of  rand  being  collected  in  them,  with  sticks,  &c.,  and  require 
a  thorough  cleaning  to  preserve  them. 

ilain  valve  faces  and  seats  are  rusty.    We  found  the  after  circulating 
pump  half  filled  with  water.    The  main  cylinders  ai-e  slightly  cut  on 
their  interior  surface  in  tbe  lower  half  of  each  cylinder,  but  are  round, 
and  otherwise  iu  good  order. 
Four  stauding  smoke-pipes,  in  good  condition. 
Due  fixed  fonr-bladed  screw,  in  good  order. 
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C(mI  bunkers. — Those  below  tlie  Iwrth-deck  are  new  and  in  good 
order ;  none  bave  yet  been  erected  on  the  berth-deck. 

The  machinery  and  boilers  in  tbia  vessel  are  new  and  fit  for  service. 

She  is  essentially  of  the  same  type  as  the  Florida^  and  ber  steam 
maebiuery  is  also  essentially  the  same,  and  the  remarks  mode  in  regard 
to  that  vessel  apply  alike  to  ber. 


Classed  as  first-rate,  and  built  at  Philadelphia  in  IS.'iS. 

Machinery. — Two  horizontal  cylinders,  back-acting  engines,  cylinders 
72  inches  in  diameter,  single  piston  rod,  harp  connections  to  main  cioss- 
heads,  independent  adjustable  cut-oflF,  jet  condenser. 

Boilers. — There  are  no  boilers  or  coal  bunkers  in  the  vessel. 

Conditum. — The  hull  is  being  repaired.  The  main  cylinders  and 
engine  frames,  with  the  coudeusera  and  air  pumps,  are  in  the  vessel, 
while  most  of  the  moving  parts  have  been  removed  to  the  shops  in  the 
yard  for  repairs,  and  many  parts  are  missing  which  will  have  to  be 
replaced  anew. 

All  parts  reqnire  general  overhanling  to  fit  them  for  service,  and  im- 
mediate cleaning  to  preserve  them. 


Classed  as  first-rate,  and  built  at  Brooklyn  in  1855. 

Mackinerg. — Three  horizontal  cylinders,  double  piston-rods,  direct-act- 
ing engines.  Main  steam  cylinders  a  fraction  over  72  inches  in  diame- 
ter, the  cylinder  of  the  forward  engines  being  72g  inches,  and  haviug 
apparently  been  re-bored. 

Enguies  have  independent  gridiron  slide  cut-ofTs;  jet  condensers. 

In  addition  to  the  main  engines  there  are  four  steam  pumps  iu  the 
vessel — two  of  the  Sewell  &  Cameron  patent,  one  of  the  Dudgeon  type, 
and  one  small  Wortliington'  pump  to  feed  the  auxiliary  boiler. 

Boilen. — Are  four  iu  number,  each  containing  six  furnaces,  and  are  of 
the  Martin  type,  with  vertical  water  tubes  of  composition.  They  bave 
no  superheating  apparatus. 

Two  telescojiic  smoke-pipes. 

One  two-bladed  hoisting  screw,  bat  the  propeller  well  has  been  filled 
up. 

Condition. — There  is  a  leak  tliroogh  the  stern  fhimes  of  the  hall,  near 
the  inboard  end  of  the  st^^m-bcaring  pi{^ie.  The  main  steam  cylinders 
are  cut  and  worn  slightly  out  of  round.  All  the  moving  parts  of  thy 
engines  have  been  disconnected,  and  are  scattered  about  in  different 
parts  of  the  ship  and  in  the  navy  yard.  Those  pieces  on  board  tiie  ship 
are  in  very  bad  condition  from  rust  and  want  of  care. 

The  crunk-pin  of  the  forward  engine  is  untrue.  Crank-pin  of  after 
engine  has  several  slight  longitudinal  cracks  in  it,  one  of  them  extrud- 
ing near  the  whole  length  of  the  joiu'nalj  but  we  do  not  think  them 
serious  enough  to  condemn  the  shaft. 

The  main  journals  and  most  of  the  journals  about  the  engines,  as 
well  as  tlie  valve  seats  and  faces,  are  rusty  and  requii-e  general  cleaning- 
Many  of  the  iron  piiies  are  so  much  iiijured  by  rust  as  to  be  ruined; 
some  of  them  about  the  condenser  are  rusted  entirely  through. 

The  main  engines  and  appendants  require  a  general  overhaiding,  and 
all  defective  parte  to  be  replaced  anew  to  fit  them  for  service. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  jet  condensers  sow  ia  the  vessel  be 
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replaced  by  sorTace  condensers,  with  independent  eircniatiiig  pampa, 
■11(1  a  superheating  apparatus  fitted  in  the  uptake  of  the  boilers  at  tim 
base  of  the  smoke-pipe.  This  will  reduce  the  teudency  of  the  boilers  to 
foam,  and  increase  the  effleieucy  aud  economy  of  the  engines. 

Tliere  is  one  auxiliary  horizontal  tubular  boiler,  with  one  furnace — ^ne 
return  tubes — and  an  indei>endent  smoke-pipe,  connected  to  fiirniah 
stetnn  for  the  pumping  eiigiuvs.  These  engines  and  this  boiler  also  need 
geueml  overhanliug  to  fit  tbem  for  service.  The  steam  heaters  are  badly 
corroded;  the  clutch  coupling  is  set  fast  by  rust,  and  the  coupling  gear 
is  brokeu. 

Many  new  pipes  are  required  about  the  engines  and  boilers.  Th« 
boilers  also  require  extensive  repairs,  caulking  leaky  seams,  patches, 
&e.;  and  the  boilers  need  scaling  before  these  repairs  are  made,  and 
after  that  to  be  thoroughly  coated  with  flsh  oil. 

Tlie  coal  bunkers  are  defective  about  the  lower  sheets,  which  reqnira 
to  be  replaced  with  new  ones.  The  smoke-itipes,  with  their  hoisting 
gear,  also  require  repairs  and  general  overhauling. 

Condition  of  the  screw  not  ascertiiiued. 

MANITOU,  NOW  WOECESTEB. 

Classed  as  second-rate^  and  built  at  Boston,  Massacbnsetta,  iu  1866. 

Has  new  spar  deck  being  built. 

Machittery. — Two  Isherwood's  back-acting  engines,  horizontal  cylin- 
tiers,  UO  iucbes  diameter  by  36  inches  stroke  of  pist<m;  double  piston- 
roils;  link  motion;  no  indepeudent  cut-off;  Sewell's  surface  condenser; 
indepeiideut  air  and  circulating  pumps;  steam  reversing  gear;  cluteh 
couiiliiig;  ball  and  iwUar  thrust  bearings.  Waddell  plates  ha^e  pack- 
ing rings  in  them;  Bristol's  rollers  under  main  valves,  two  stems  on 
each  main  valve;  composition  pistons;  two  Sewell  pumps  and  two 
iteam  syphon  pumps. 

JioUen. — Four  main  and  two  superheating  boilers.  Main  boilers  are 
of  the  Martin  type,  with  bra.'ss  tubes;  and  the  two  sux>erlieating  boilen 
are  Isherwood's,  with  horizontal  fire  tubes.  Heven  furnaces  iu  each 
main  boiler,  aud  one  furnace  in  each  superheating  boiler,  making  thirty 
foroaces  in  all. 

Two  smoke-pipes,  one  hoisting  section  in  each. 

Otie  fonr-bladed  screw. 

Coal  bunkers  are  erected  on  berth  deck,  all  new  and  fit  for  service. 

CoHdition, — This  machinery  and  these  boilers  are  new,  but  require  a 
thorough  cleaning  and  proper  laying  np  to  preserve  thein.  Some  of  tha 
taalD  brasses  and  journals,  as  well  as  the  main  cylinders,  are  slightly 
^at;  but  there  are  no  serioas  defects,  and  all  parts  of  the  Diachinery 
are  6t  for  service  in  their  present  condition. 

Dimentiotu,  &c.. — Length,  20U  feet;  breadth,  41  feet;  depth,  13  feet 
10  inches.    Built  itt  white  oak ;  no  live-oak  toppings. 

Tbe  proportions  of  this  vessel  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  Severn  in 
leo^h  and  breadth,  but  in  depth  seven  inches  more.  The  engines,  iAO, 
are  essentially  the  same,  and  also  the  superheating  aiTangements,  and 
tbene  are  of  no  account.     Both  smoke-pipes  are  telescopic. 

The  remarks  made  in  the  case  of  the  Severn  are  alike  applicable  to 
this  vessel.

Glassed  as  second-rate,  and  built  at  Eittery,  Maine,  in  1868. 
Mcxkinery. — ^Two  horizontal  back-acting  engines,  donble  piBt<Hi-red8' 
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Isherwood's  design ;  link  motion;  no  independent  cnt-off;  SewelPs  sur- 
face condenser;  steam  reversing  gear;  tliree  Sewell  &  Cameron  im- 
proved vertical  steam  pumps;  four  steam  syphon  pumps. 

One  two-bladed  hoisting  screw.  Clutch  coupling  iu  shaft  alley.  Une 
shafting  fitted  with  adjustable  bearings  and  short  length,  to  I'acilttMte 
work  should  it  be  necessary  to  remove  crank  shaft  or  screw. 

Boilers. — Four  boilers  of  live  furnaces  each,  IMartin  type,  with  super- 
heating horizontal  tubea  in  uptake.    One  fore-and-aft  fire  room. 

Two  smoke-pipes,  with  one  hoisting  section  in  each. 

Coal  bunkers  new  and  in  good  order. 

Cmidilion. — ^This  is  the  best  machinery  of  its  class  we  have  examined. 
Svery  portion  of  it  is  thoroughly  accessible,  and  arranged  in  a  must 
convenient  manner. 

This  vessel  bus  white-oak  frames,  with  live-oak  toppings.  Her  pro- 
portion of  breadth  to  length  is  as  1  to  6.592;  and  of  depth  to  breadth, 
«ounting  the  former  &om  the  under  side  of  lower  deck  planking,  as  1  to 
"2.904. 

She  is  verv'  sharp  forward  and  aft,  and  no  bow  or  stem  gnns  can  be 
applied  on  gun  deck.  The  center  of  effort  of  her  canvas  is  twenty-four 
feet  forwanl  of  her  middle.  Her  after  smoke-pipe  comes  foul  of  the 
mainsail,  and,  although  telescopic,  it  should  have  three  joints  mstead 
of  only  two.    As  a  vessel  of  war  she  is  not  to  be  commended.

-  Condition, — Miichinery  and  boilers  in  this  vessel  are  new,  and  when 
the  work  of  erecting  and  connecting,  which  is  now  in  progress,  is  fin- 
islied,  all  parts  will  be  fit  for  service  and  in  excellent  condition.

One  Sewell's  surfacecoudenser;  thr«^  Wood- 
ward's steam  pumps ;  clutch  coupling. 

One  fixed  four-bladed  screw. 
'  Boilen. — ^No  boilera  or  smoke-pipe  in  vessel. 
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Condition. — Macliinery  is  all  being  diflconDected  for  a  general  orer- 
haaling.  Cylinders  to  be  re-bored,  &e.,  before  the  macbiueiy  cau  be 
made  fit  for  sen'ice.

Classed  as  a  flrst-rate,  and  built  at  Portsmouth,  ISew  Hampshire,  ia 

The  machinery  itself  of  this  vessel  is,  iu  all  respects,  a  duplicate  of 
that  of  the  Mosholu,  or  Severn,  class;  and,  therefore,  the  superheating 
arrangements  are  equally  wortliless. 

The  boilers,  however,  although  the  same  in  number,  and  intended  to 
afford  steam  to  an  equal  amount,  have  horizontal  flre-tnbes,  those  of  the 
main  being  of  composition,  and  those  of  the  superheating  being  of  iron. 

The  smoke-pipes,  two  in  number,  are  telescopic,  each  having  one  hoist- 
ing section. 
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Bhe  has  coal  bnokeni  or  the  berth  deck,  as  well  aa  in  the  hold;  and, 
ia  the  course  of  a  trial  of  her  steuni  appolatmeuts  at  the  wharf,  45  tons 
of  coal  were  consumed  in  21  hours,  the  stsrew  making  47  revolutions. 

Her  screw  is  fixed,  and  four-bladed,  with  a  clutch  coupling  on  the  Bcre> 
shafL 

Its  mean  pitch  is  29  feet,  and  its  diameter  is  17  feet  6  inches. 

All  the  steam  appliances  of  this  vessel  are  new,  andj  generallj,  in 
excellent  condition.    They  are  ready  for  service. 

The  main  cylinders,  and  some  ol'  the  main  crank-shaft  jonmals,  are 
slightly  cut,  but  not  so  as  to  be  of  consequence. 

The  main  pistons  are  of  composition. 

Some  of  themaiu  brasses  would  be  benefited  by  new  oil  grooves;  and 
the  barrels  of  the  hoisting  gear  for  the  smoke-pipes  should  be  grooved, 
iu  order  to  prevent  the  hoisting  rupe  from  riding. 

This  vessel  is  built  of  white  oak,  and  she  has  a  spar  deck. 

Herlength  on  the  load  line  is  313  feet  6  inches ;  and  her  extreme  breadth 
is  46  feet.  Tlie  proportion  of  breadth  to  length,  therefore^  is  as  1  is  to

With  the  additional  keel  contemplated,  her  mean  draught  to  the  load 
line  will  be  18  feet  8|  inches.  The  present  keel,  clear  of  rabbet,  is  16 
inches  aft,  and  6  inches  forward. 

Her  displacement  to  the  loid  draught  is  3,925  tons;  area  of  immersed 
part  of  greatest  cross  section  646  square  feet;  and  area  of  grate  surface 
685  square  feet.  The  proportion  between  these  areas  is  as  1  is  to  O.9O50, 
or  in  an  opposite  way  as  to  excess  fhim  what  it  is  in  the  cases  of  the 
Wompanoag,  Madawaska,  Mosholu,  &c. 

She  is  now  arranged  to  carry  603  tons  of  coal,  and  to  spread  23,830 
.  square  feet  of  canvas,  taking  all  her  sails  into  the  account. 

Her  armament  consists  of  three-  rifle  guns  on  the  spar  deck,  pi\'ot 
mounted,  one  a  60-pouuder,  and  the  remaining  two  30-pounders;  nnd 
eighteen  broadside  gnus  on  the  guu  deck,  two  of  which  are  100  pouod- 
ers,  and  the  rest  9-inch. 

She  is  21^  feet  shorter  on  the  load  line  than  the  Wampanoag,  and  yet 
10  inches  broader;  aud  she  is  23^  feet  longer  on  that  line  than  tlie 
Hosbolu,  and  5  feet  broader. 

Her  displacement  is  445  tons  less  than  that  of  the  Wampanoag,  and 
1(005  tons  more  than  that  of  the  Mosholu;  and,  as  stated  above,  she  and 
this  latter  vessel  have  steam  appliances  of  the  same  power  and  weigbt, 
Hiiless  there  may  be  an  unimportant  difference  in  the  weight  of  the  main 
boilers,  owing  to  their  difference  in  the  arrangement  of  tubes. 

She  is  better,  for  a  vessel  of  war,  in  the  proportion  of  breadth  to 
length,  than  either  of  those  vessels,  and  doub^ess  possesses,  relatively, 
more  inherent  stability;  but  still  she  is  sadly  defective  in  depth,  aud  in 
extravngajit  sharpness  of  ends. 

She  is  arranged  to  accommodate  three  months'  provisions,  and  11,518 
gallons  of  water. 

On  the  whole,  slie  is,  at  best,  but  a  poor  specimen  of  an  efficient  ves- 
sel of  war,  and  really  not  worthy  of  material  alterations,  except  that  it 
would  be  well  to  alter  her  screw  to  one  of  two  blades.

Condition. — Some  of  the  composition  tubes  are  leaking.  Auxiliary 
boiler  w»iita  repiiirs — soft  patches  to  be  replaced  with  new  ones.  Gear- 
ing driving-wheel  sections  are  loose;  but  on  main  shaft,  the  interme- 
diute  shnft  piuions  are  of  composition,  and  are  tight.  Oue  section  has 
been  removed.    Gearing  requires  repairs. 

The  forward  pinion  of  the  screw-shaft  of  the  starboard  engine  is  loose;

Boilers  require  thorough  cleaiiiug,  and  all  leaks  to  be  made  tight. 

fiatio  of  gearing  is  2^  to  1.  This  geitring  requires  a  thorough  over- 
hanling;  and  an  eutire  new  set  of  cogs;  defective  sections  of  pinions  to 
be  replaced  with  new  ones,  and  all  shafting  to  be  lined  up. 

The  machinery  will  not  be  fit  for  service  until  the  required  repairs  are 
made. 

The  main  engines  in  this  vessel  are  not  independent,  both  being  con- 
aected  to  the  same  crank  shaft',  and,  consequently,  the  screws  cannot 
be  worked  iudependeutly.  This  takes  away  one  of  the  important  advan- 
Upes  of  the  twin  screw  system. 

The  spars  of  this  vessel  are  entirely  inadequate.

One 
Jewell's  surfiice  condenser;  one  Woodward  steam  pump;  one  syphoa 
Bteam  pump,  and  one  distiller. 

Boilers. — Two  boilers,  two  fhrnaces  each,  of  the  Martin  type,  with 
vertical  water  tubes  of  composition;  no  imiterheating  attachment. 

One  four-bladed,  fixed  screw;  coupliug  gear  on  screw  shaft.

Boilers. — One  flue  and  return  tubular  boiler,  iron  tubes;  two  funiaces. 

One  four-bladed  propeller,  composition. 

One  standing  smoke-pipe. 

Condition. — All  bearings  in  good  condition,  machineiy  being  trued 
and  overhauled. 

Boiler  has  lately  been  repaired ;  the  tubes  are  slightly  pitted;  steam 
space  is  too  small;  boiler  foams  very  badly. 

This  machinery  will  not  be  fit  for  service  until  the  repairs  now  in  pro- 
gress are  completed.

Boiiert. — ^Two  cylindrical,  horizontal  tnbalar  boilers,  one  furnace  each. 

Condititm. — Machinery  is  fit  for  sen'ice. 

Boilers  are  iu  good  order. 

Dock  is  fit  for  service,  bat  requires  cleaning  and  painting  to  preserve  it.

Link  motion;  no  independent  cnt-off;  clutch  coupling.  Sewell'sBor- 
&ce  condenser ;  gives  27  inches  vacuum.  One  Sewell's  steam  pnnip. 
An  old  distilling  apparatus,  which  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  one. 

Ship  caniea  bat  twelve  hondred  gallons  of  water ;  oaght  to  cany 
thirty  gallons  per  man.

— Ma^^liinery  and  boilent  require  general  re)>aira  to  fit  tbem 
forsenice;  and,  besides  »  new  screw  aud  a  new  end  to  serew-shalt,  the 
Talre  seats  aud  faces  should  be  trued  up,  and  the  engiues  lined  up 
anew. 

Some  portions  of  the  decks  require  canlking,  aAd  all  the  outside 
planking  above  water-line. 

Seams  are  open  between  planks  under  starboard  quarter. 

Steenng  gear  thumps  fi-om  lout  uiotiou. 

Ship  rolls  deeply ;  does  not  pitch  much ;  tacks  well ;  does  not  wear 
qaickly.

Iron  tug,  classed  as  fourth-rate,  and  built  at  Chester,  Pennsylvania, 
in  1865.  Now  being  fitted  out  as  a  torpedo  boat.  Built  by  Iteamy, 
Sou,  &  Archbold,  Chester,  Pennsylvania,  1864. 

Madiinery. — Une  vertical  inverted  cylinder  engine,  44  inches  dia- 
meter of  cylinders ;  3U-inch  stroke  of  piston  ;  link  motion ;  no  independ- 
eut  cut-ofl';  steaui-reversing  apparatus;  jet  condenser.  One  Sewell's 
steam  pump,  connected,  for  tire  and  general  pumping  purposes. 

Boitera. — No  boilers  or '  smoke-pipe  on  bonnl,  being  now  at  the  shop 
for  repairs. 

One  four-bladed  iron  screw,  and  iron  coal  bunkers,  all  in  good  order. 

Conditimi. — The  machinery  itself  is  in  good  condition,  and  tit  for 
service. 

TBIAHA. 

Iron  tng,  classed  as  fonrtli-rate. 

Machinery. — One  vertical  inverted  cylinder  engine,  double  piston  rods. 
Diameter  of  cylinder  44  inches,  stroke  of  piston  'M  inches ;  link  motion ; 
no  independent  cnt-off.  One  tjewcll  steam  pump,  connecteil  to  drive  a 
fan,  and  for  general  piimpiug  purposes. 

Boilers. — ^Two  boilers  of  two  furnaces  each,  with  flues  and  return 
borizoQtal  tubes  of  iron. 

Steam  chiuiuey  has  lately  been  raised  and  boiler  repaired. 

One  standing  smoke-pipe  in  good  order. 

Iron  coal-bunkers  in  gowi  condition. 

Condition. — Ma«-.hinery,  boilers,  aud  screw  fit  for  service,  having  lately 
been  reiiaired. 


Wooden  tng,  classed  as  fourth-rate.  Purchased  at  Washington  in 
1863. 

JfacAiMrjr. — One  vertical  inverted  cylinder  engine ;  link  motion ;  no 
independent  cut-off. 

High 
pressure. 

One  Woodward  steam  pump  in  engine  room,  and  two  Woodward 
pnmps  for  fire  and  general  purposes. 

Boiler. — One  of  cyliudrical  form,  with  two  fnmaces,  and  with  flues 
and  return  tubes.

Condition. — Boiler  and  engine  in  good  condition.

— One  inverted  vertical  cylinder  engine,  diameter  of  cylin- 
der 2ti  inches;  stroke  of  piston  2i  inches;  link  lootioD;  independeut 
cut-off;  jet  condenser.  One  Worthington  steam  pump  iu  engine-room, 
and  one  Worthington  steam  pnmp  forward  for  fire  purposes. 

Boiler. — Oae  cylindrical  boiler  of  two  furnaces,  with  flues  and  retnm 
tubes. 

One  standing  smoke-pipe  in  good  order.

Side  wheel;  classed  as  fourth-rate.  Purchased  at  Boston,  Massachn- 
setts,  1804. 

Machinery. — Beam  engine,  28  inches  diameter  by  7  feet  €  inches  stroke 
of  piston;  driving  side-wheels.     Jet  condenser.    Lifting  air  pump. 

Boiler. — No  boiler  in  vessel,  having  been  removed  for  repairs. 

Condition. — Not  fit  for  service  until  repairs  are  completed. 

In  conclusion,  and  in  view  of  the  latitude  given  to  the  board  in  its 
instrQction9,it  may  not  bethought  irrelevant  to  the  matter  of  this  reiwrt 
for  the  board  to  mention  that,  of  all  the  vessels  visited,  not  one,  in  its 
judgment,  considering  the  combination  of  qualities  which  alone  can  con- 
stitute etBcacy  in  a  vessel  of  war,  and  this  more  particularly  in  connec- 
tion with  the  amount  of  displacement  occupied,  and  what  would  there 
fore,  and  of  right  should,  be  expected — no,  not  a  single  one,  startling  as 
it  may  appear — effectually  fit,  in  these  times,  to  cruise  at  large  in  war 
with  an  impunity  commensurate  with  her  class,  or  to  cope  with  the 
cruisers  now  possessed  by  the  more  formidable  naval  powers  of  Europe. 

Defectiveness  of  model,  affording  but  little  inherent  stability  in  com- 
parisou  with  the  extent  of  broadside  surface,  little  relative  buoyancy  iu 
a  sea-way,  and  lessening  durability  by  compromitting  longitudinal 
strength ;  hampering  the  use  of  broadside  guns,  and  occasioning  a  roll- 
ing motion  to  expend  shot  with  much  more  of  noise  than  effect;  forbid- 
ding the  use  of  bow  guns  on  gun  decks  entirely,  and  of  stem  ones  also, 
except  in  a  very  restrained  degree;  accommodating  but  comparatively 
a  minimum  quantity  of  provisions  and  stores  at  most;  impairing  sailing 
qualities  by  shallowness  of  hold  and  want  of  keel,  the  former  causing 
also  an  exposure  of  boilers  iu  battle,  which,  of  all  things,  ought  to  be 
avoided;  and  accommodating  ofQcers  and  crew  at  best  but  badly,  is 
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-with  US  a  stereotyped  fottlt,  and  it  is  oue  of  iotense  magnitude  at  least 
io  regard  to  effective  ships.  And  tlien  again,  this,  bad  as  it  is,  is  glar- 
ingly aggravated  by  ill  arrangements  otherwise  to  secure  even  tolerable, 
much  less  the  best,  results  from  both  steam  and  sails,  in  view  of  their 
combined  use,  and  the  circumstances  attending  it. 

Of  all  the  vesseln  visited  by  the  board,  the  Wabash,  Minnesota,  Colo- 
lado,  and  Lancaster,  are  on  the  whole  better  than  the  rest  tor  the  pur- 
pose mentioned;  but,  besides  being  deficient  in  steam  power — more 
particnlarly  the  former  three — and  also  in  other  respects,  they  are  now 
qnite  old  in  design,  if  not  in  age,  and  compare  unfavorably  with  such 
vessels,  for  instance,  as  the  Orlando,  Mersey,  Galatea,  Ariadae,  Diadem, 
Doris,  &c.,  of  England,  and,  of  course,  are  not  to  be  mentioned  in  com- 
parison with  the  plated  cruisers  held  in  Europe.  In  short,  they  have 
had  their  day,  and  have  now  become  much  surpassed  by  others. 

Since  these  ships  were  constructed,  many  millions  have  been  applied 
by  ua  to  the  bnilding  of  other  wooden  vessels;  but,  alas!  a  chronic  fail- 
ure to  prodaee  even  their  equals  iu  sufficiency,  except  in  the  single  case 
of  the  Franklin,  has  been  the  invariable  result;  and  really,  to  speak 
frankly,  it  is  mortifying  and  humiliating  to  witness  the  amount  of 
scarcely  more  than  naval  trash  that  has  been  turned  out,  and  of  which 
our  navy,  as  to  vessels,  is  now  in  a  largo  degree  composed,  whatever 
may  have  been  put  fortL  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Oqt  conotry  abounds  with  admirable  mechanics,  and  with  the  most 
choice  materials  for  constructing  vessels  of  war  of  all  kinds;  and  if  we 
do  not  produce  at  least  as  good  results  as  are  to  be  found  elsewhere,  the 
fault  is  not  to  be  ascribed  to  any  want  in  these  particulars.  It  mast 
obviously  lie  in  a  defective  system  of  administration. 

Since  the  days  of  the  Board  of  Kavy  Commissioners,  when  onr  navy, 
as  to  ships,  was,  relatively,  much  better  off  than  it  is  at  present,  there 
has  been,  until  mthin  the  last  few  months,  a  settled  indisposition,  ap- 
parent to  all,  to  invoke  the  experience  of  the  navy,  either  as  to  ships  or 
any  other  matters  of  prominent  naval  importance.  Ithas  been  held  vir- 
tually at  bay,  or  as  though  nothing  of  consequence  could  be  derived  from 
it;  and  to  this  course  of  procedure  may  be  ascribed,  to  a  veiy  large 
decree,  the  existing  state  in  which  our  navy  is  found. 

That  boaixi  was  established  early  in  1815,  because  of  a  development 
particularly  manifested  during  the  war  with  England,  which  commenced 
in  1S12;  and  this  was  that  our  navy  could  not  be  administered  properly 
without  the  organized  aid  of  professional  ability  and  experience. 

Tbe  law  enacted  in  regard  to  it  provided  t^at  it  should  be  attached 
to  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Xavy,  and,  under  his  superintendence, 
discharge  all  the  ministerial  duties  of  that  office  in  relation  to  the  pro- 
curement of  naval  stores  and  materials,  and  the  construction,  armament, 
e:|uipment,  and  employment  of  vessels  of  war,  as  well  as  all  other  mat- 
ters connected  with  the  naval  establishment  of  the  United  States.  These 
very  duties,  it  may  be  observed,  omitting  the  qualification  implied  by 
tbe  word  ministerial,  are  precisely  those  prescribed  by  the  organic  law  of 
Hits  establishing  the  Navy  Department,  to  be  executed  by  the  Secretary 
himself,  under  the  orders  of  the  President ;  and,  in  fact,  they  are  all  it  does 
enumerate;  and  the  iterated  dictum  of  our  courts,  long  ago  given,  is  that 
■'the  official  duties  of  the  heads  of  executive  departments  are  not  merely 
ministerial;  they  involve  the  exereise  of  judgment  and  discretion."  The 
law  of  1815,  therefore,  it  would  seem,  required  superintendence  rather 
than  execution,  on  the  part  of  the  Secretary,  in  regard  to  the  discharge 
of  these  duties,  and  left  to  him,  in  effect,  more  of  his  time  to  be  devoted 
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to  cabinet  matters,  the  patronage  of  his  department,  and  to  the  re9e^ 
tion  Dceessary  to  the  best  exercise  of  his  judgment  and  discretion. 

In  thia  state  of  things  it  was  that  tlie  board  went  to  work,  and  then 
our  navy  was  but  of  small  proportions.  The  board  was  composed  of 
three  oiticers  of  the  bighe»t  rank,  selected  for  tiieir  fltiieHS. 

In  comparatively  a  little  while  it  bronpht  about  a  great  change  for  the 
better,  and  won  the  respect  and  confltlence  of  all  aa  a  body  effecting, 
and  well  calculated  to  effect,  much  good  generally  to  the  navy.  The 
officers  of  the  present  day,  although  some  of  them  may  not  know  or  tn\ 
it,  owe  much  to  its  exertions.  It  existed  upwards  of  twenty-seven  yeans, 
and  during  the  time  the  navy  was  largely  amplified,  and  therefore  the 
labors  of  the  board  increiised  correspondingly.  As  early  as  April,  1816, 
or  scarcely  more  than  a  year  after  the  board  was  first  organiz^,  the 
building  of  nine  ships  of  the  line  and  twelve  fVigates  was  authorized  by 
Congress.  In  a  wonl,  iu  the  course  of  its  career,  and  towards  ite  eon- 
elusion,  it  was  so  over-crowded  with  the  management  of  details  that  it 
failed  to  bring  about  the  best  results  in  regard  to  a  number  of  them, 
became  unpopular,  and  the  present  bureau  system  was  snbstitntcdin 
its  stead.  A  more  disastrous  step,  concerning  our  naval  atlairs,  eoiild 
not  well  have  occurred,  as  the  sequel  has  but  too  abundantly  proved. 
Hiid  the  board  been  continued  with  the  addition  of  the  bureaus,  tribn- 
tury  to  its  authority,  all  difficulties  would  have  been  removed,  and  the 
arrangement,  in  effect,  most  approved  by  the  other  imvies  of  the  world 
would  have  taken  place;  and  until  this  is  done  in  some  form  or  other,  as 
it  must  of  necessity  be  sooner  or  later,  and  the  earlier  the  better,  no 
other  remedy  will  be  found  adequate  to  the  end  of  exorcising  our  i>er- 
nicious  nav^  sores. 

The  present  lamentable  condition  of  our  nary  aa  to  ships,  to  say 
nothing  of  other  matters  intolerably  flagrant,  and  not  to  be  endured  if  our 
navy  is  to  be  well-ordered,  is  really  a  consequence,  in  a  very  large  degree, 
of  our  present  bureau  system. 

This  remark  is  made  with  no  idea  whatever  of  impugning  iudividnalB 
who  are,  or  who  ever  have  been  connected  with  the  bureaus  in  any  form 
or  way;  bnt  to  apply  solely  and  exclusively  t«  the  system  itself.  They, 
of  course,  are,  or  were,  but  its  adjuncts,  voluntary  or  otherwise,  as  the 
casemay  be,  or  may  have  been,  and  therefore  are  not  to  be  thought  for  a  ^ 
moment  in  the  least  responsible  for  either  its  origin,  contionancc,  or  ' 
value.  ' 

By  this  system,  both  in  effect  and  practically,  there  is  an  obvious  want 
of  unity  of  action  to  bring  about  even  tolerable  results  as  to  common 
ends;  and,  indeed,  this  is  inherent  to  the  system  itself.  Each  head  of 
a  bureau  very  naturally  attends  but  particularly  to  his  own  specialty, 
and  he  does  so  independently  of  the  rest,  or  with  no  more  of  concert 
than  may  suit  his  own  eonceptiou  or  inclination :  and  there  is  no  organ- 
ized protessional  supervision  exercise<l  as  to  his  determinations;  or,  so  to 
speak,  each  string  of  the  instrument  is  attuned  to  a  distinct  pitch  of  it^  i 
own,  but  still  there  is  no  congenious  base  to  eitlier,  much  less  common 
to  all;  and  base  is  the  mother  of  harmony.  ' 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  not  difficult  to  perceive  that  whether, 
for  iusCaiice,  the  guns  or  engines  are  to  dt  the  ship  suitably,  or  the  ship 
herself  only  one  or  the  other,  or  perhaps  neither,  properly,  are  points 
not  nnlikely  to  hover  enigmatically  until  the  mischief  becomes  jmA 
remedy.  And  in  another  way,  and  that  concerning  the  personnel  of  the 
service,  if  it  be  permitted  to  allude  to  the  subject,  the  bureau  system 
has  led  to  very  unhappy  consequences.  Each  head  of  a  bureau,  repre- 
seutiug  a  particular  class  of  officers,  very  naturally  prefers  that  body  to   ! 
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any  otlier;  aod  very  Daturally,  too,  feels  iticlioed,  if  not,  as  it  were, 
obliged  to  avail  of  his  position,  and  secure  for  it  whatever  he  can  in  the 
vayof  whiit  lie  himself  thinks  it  ought  to  have.  But  it  is  simply  impos- 
sible for  several  of  them  to  be  doiu^  the  same  thing,  and  probably  at 
the  same  time,  each  shaping  his  demands  from  a  distinct  standpoint 
aod  for  a  different  class,  without  giving  rise  to  conflict  and  discord.  At 
any  rate  the  eSect  has.  been  to  bring  about  a  broad  breach  of  harmony 
amoiig  the  officers  of  the  service,  or  a  8tat«  of  feeling  distrejising  to  wit- 
ness, and  very  injurious  to  order  and  discipline. 

Besides  the  system  in  view,  in  fiict,  has  occasioned  other  serious  mis- 
fortunes to  tlie  service;  although,  to  be  sure,  it  Hndoubte«lly  has  been 
the  means  of  some  benefits;  but  the  evils  resniting  fivm  it  are  greatly 
in  the  ascendant. 

Bureaus  are  not  only  convenient  but  necessary  to  good  management, 
snpiKtsing  them  to  be  used  as  amenable  to  an  organized  professional 
authority  of  superior  consequence;  or,  as  they  are  used  invariably  in 
other  navies  that  are  well  constituted.  In  this  view  of  the  case,  we 
have  not  a  sufficient  number  of  them.  In  the  French  navy,  remarkable 
for  tbe  excellence  of  its  organization,  admiuiatration,  accountability,  and 
economy,  there  are  five  "directions,^  and  twenty -one  bureaus,  exclusive 
of  one  '^direction^  and  four  bureaus  to  attend  to  colonial  concerns, 
beaded  by  a  council  of  admiralty,  the  president  of  which  is  the  minister 
of  Diarine;  and  in  the  English  navy  there  are  ten  "departmeHta."  as  they 
are  termed — bureaus,  in  fact,  headed  by  a  board  of  commissioners  for 
eiecutiug  the  office  of  lord  high  admiral  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  &c. 

Our  system  has  now  existed  for  just  about  the  same  period  of  time  that 
the  board  of  navy  commissioners  lasted,  and  ample  opportunity  has  been 
afforded  to  judge  calmly  and  impartially  of  its  operation.

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EEPOKT  OP  NAVAL  BOARD  ON  YARDS  AND  DOCKS. 

Katal  Boahd  on  Yards  and  Docks, 

WaaMngton,  D.  €.,  October  C,  1S69. 
Sir  :  In  complianco  with  the  instructions  of  the  Xsvvy  Department  of 
March  11,  1S(S9,  we  have  examined   tlie  navy  yards  at  PortRoioutb, 
Boatoo,  N^ew  York,  PMladeljihia,  Wasbin^^on,  and  Norfolk,  and  re^mrt 
as  follows  : 

NATT  YARD,  PORTSMOUTH,   MEW  HAMPSHIBE. 

The  improTemeDts  proposed  are  mostly  for  Xavy  Yard  Island ;  will 
answer  well  for  naval  purposes  when  the  navy  yard  is  extended  over 
Searey's  Island,  and  meanwhile  are  insuflflcient. 

This  navj'  yard  is  much  exposed  to  attack  by  ironclads.  Seavey's 
Island  is  high  and  rocky,  lies  between  it  and  the  sea,  and  may  be  useful 
to  its  defense. 

The  extension  of  the  navy  yanl  over  Seavey's  Island  had  twtter  be 
deferred  nntil  the  defense  of  the  harbor  is  properly  providetl  for. 

"In  conseqnence  of  the  very  exposed  position  of  the  navy  yard,  it  was 
thonght  by  the  department  neces.sar>'  to  mount  a  few  guns  on  Seavey's 
island  for  the  better  protection  of  the  harbor."  {Extract  from  the  annual 
report  of  Bear- Admiral  Joseph  Smith,  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and 
Docks,  October  17,  1863.) 

NAVY  YARD,  BOSTON,  MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  rope-walk  occupies  space  and  bnildings  much  needed  for  otlier 
porposes  in  the  equipment  and  construction  departments  of  this  yard. 
The  efficiency  of  this  navy  yard  ought  not  to  be  impaireil  by  a  manu- 
factory for  the  general  service. 

The  rope  maile  at  this  rope- walk  is  for  the  naval  service  generally. 

A  good  modem  rope- walk  might  be  advantageously  placed  on  part  of 
the  naval  hospital  grounds  at  Chelsea. 

This  is  an  old-fashioned  and  insufficient  rope-walk.  It  has  but  ninety 
Kpindles ;  from  three  hundred  and  fifty  to  four  hnndred  are  thought  neces- 
sary. In  1803,  working  day  and  night,  it  made  one  thousand  four  hun- 
dred tons  of  cordage  tor  the  navy,  but  the  government  is  thought  to 
ha^-e  bought  during  the  late  war  twice  as  much  as  it  made.  Steam  was 
mostly  used  on  the  blockade. 

A  fire-proof  spinning  factory  is  required,  with  additional  spinning, 
preparatory,  and  laying-up  machines,  engines,  shafting,  boilers,  and  ap- 
portenances ;  also  machinery,  shafting,  &<;.,  for  making  wire  rope. 

Snffl<;ient  improved  machinery  for  cutting  and  skirring  hides  should 
be  provided  to  admit  of  making  hide  rope  in  antnmn,  when  the  fresh 
hides  are  strong.  In  summer  they  are  subject  to  injury  from  rot,  and  in 
winter  ftom  frost.  It  would  tie  better  to  build  and  fit  up  a  new  rope- 
walk  of  large  capacity,  and  with  the  modern  improvements,  timn  to  en- 
large this  one. 

If  this  manufactory  is  to  be  kept  here  its  second  story  should  be  ex- 
tended the  full  length  of  the  buildiug,  and  improved  ventilation  given 
to  the  hackling  department,  which  is  now  hurtful  to  the  lungs  of  the 
workmen. 

It  is  necessary  to  extend  the  navy  yard  at  Boston.  The  naval  hos)>itAl 
grounds  on  the  opi>osite  side  of  the  Mystic  River  contain  about  eighty- 
six  acres,  and  that  part  of  it  along  the  water  front,  where  not  too  high

groand,  may  l>e  improved  to  the  channel,  made  verj-  useful  for  naval 
purposes,  and  should  he  bo  applied. 

Probably  the  best  addition  which  this  important  navy  yard  can  receive 
will  be  from  the  pnrchaae  of  the  flats  in  the  Mystic  River  lying  between 
the  na\'y  yard  and  t)ie  naval  hospital  grounds,  and  with  a  chaunel  od 
each  side,  which  can  he  made  deep  enough.  The  area  of  these  tlalB  \s 
about  one  hundred  and  twenty  acres.  Tlie  site  is  owned  by  a  conipany 
called  the  Mystic  River  Railroad  Corporation.  Tlie  manager  of  the  cum- 
pany  declined  to  stat«  the  value  of  this  right.  It  is  only  improved  by 
a  small  extent  of  quay  wall. 

Wet  basins,  &c.,  are  needed  for  securing  and  fitting  ont  ships.  When 
they  inconveniently  occupy  the  limited  water  front  of  the  na\-y  yard 
they  are  exposed  to  injury  Irom  storms,  large  rise  and  fall  of  tides,  and 
from  ice. 

These  flats  would  afford  a  convenient  site  for  a  system  of  wet  basiiis, 
wharves,  storehouses,  more  building  slips,  aud  a  depot  for  coal,  where 
a  supply  may  be  kept  which  iu  war  time  would  be  a  provision  ngainitt 
the  loss  of  colliers  on  the  coast,  and  where,  with  proj>er  facilities,  sevend 
men-of-war  may  quickly  coal,  aud  several  colliers  discharge  at  ijie  same 
time. 

With  these  fiats,  and  the  water  tVont  of  the  naval  hospital  gromids, 
both  ]>roperly  improved  and  occupied  for  naval  purposes,  tUe  navy  yard 
establishment  at  Boston  may  be  made  efBcient. 

In  this  connection  it  would  be  desirable  to  purchase  the  Chelsra 
bridge,  and  subject  the  use  of  it,  if  it  cannot  be  removed  above  the  pro- 
posed nnprovementa,  to  naval  necessity  there. 

Launch  of  the  line-of  battle  ship  Virginift,  which  has  been  on  the  storki 
and  has  occupied  one  of  the  three  ship-houses  here  since  1820,  is  of 
sound  live  oak  frame,  and  wanted  as  a  receiving  ship  at  Boston. 

BATT  TAHD,  NEW  YORK. 

This  city,  the  richest  aud  largest  in  our  country,  is  accessible  from 
sea  by  Sandy  Hook  aud  Hell  Gate.  Kew  York  Harbor  is  subject  to 
blockade,  aud  the  city  to  attack,  by  ironclads.  The  Western  powers  »f 
Europe  have  large  and  efiScient  naval  establishments,  many  and  pow- 
erful armed  aud  armored  vessels,  and  their  jealousy  of  us  is,  and  vill 
be,  greater  than  it  was  before  the  integrity  of  our  country  was  tried  and 
confirmed. 

Our  navy  yards  are  small  and  iMx>rIy  provided  j  we  have  but  few  effi- 
cient vessels.  The  defense  of  our  seaboard  cities  against  blockade 
depends  on  naval  resources,  and  their  defense  now  more  on  floating  than 
on  fixed  defences.  Our  navy  yards,  aided  by  the  mechanical  aud  com- 
mercial resooi'ces  of  our  great  cities,  must  supply  the  floating  defense. 

We  require  men-of-war  with  fine  steam  and  sailing  capacity,  and  car- 
rying large  batteries  of  heavy  gnus ;  armored  vessels  with  ordnance  of 
the  largest  caliber,  aud  armored  vessels  of  strength  and  speed  to  ram, 
and  others  to  apply  torpedoes  with  certain  effect;  of  the  last  two  clasAfs 
there  should  be  many  more  than  any  assailing  power  could  destroy  or  : 
resist. 

The  navy,  in  the  future,  is  to  be  the  chief  and  cheap  defense  of  the  , 
cities,  coasts,  and  commerce  of  this  great  and  growing  coDtinental 
country. 

Common  sense  and  patriotism  require  that  our  small  navy  yards  be 
immediately  improved  to  the  full  extent  of  their  capacity,  and  that 
ample  floatiug  defense  for  our  cities,  navy  yards,  harbors,  and  coasts 
shall  be  provided  with  all  practicable  dispatch.  .  . 
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The  improvements  which  we  have  recommended  for  thia  most  import- 
ant, but  sadly  neglected,  navy  yard,  may  and  should  be  made  in  from 
fuarto  eight  years. 

Brooblyn.and  Charlestown  experience  inconvenience  in  loss  of  rev- 
enae,  and  from  the  occupation  of  water  front  by  the  navy  yards. 

Vihea  New  York  and  Boaton  embrace  tliese,  and  tlie  other  adjoining 
cities  and  towns,  the  space  occupied  by  tbtv  navy  yards  will  be  small  in 
conijKtriaoa  with  the  size  of  these  great  cities;  and  then  the  navy  yards 
will  only  be  regarded  in  the  beneficial  light  of  snpplying  means  of  pro- 
tecting the  great  cities  and  to  keep  their  ixirta  open. 

It  is  necessary  to  acquire  a  convenient  site  where  wet  basins  may  he 
made  for  the  satety  and  convenient  care  of  vessels  iu  ordinary. 

flliere  it  is  practicable  to  enlarge  the  chief  navy  yards  by  acquiring 
lu^oiniug  or  convenient  territory,  it  should  be  done  withoat  delay.  The 
nii\'al  hospital  gronnds,  containing  thirty -three  acres,  will  make  a  very 
necessary  and  convenient  addition  to  this  navy  yard. 

Saval  hospitals  may,  with  the  facility  of  navy  yard,  city  and  country 
nitroads,  be  advantageously  located  in  pleasant,  airy,  cheerfal,  and 
healthy  grounds  in  the  country.  The  sick  from  the  public  vessels  may 
be  sent  by  steam-tugs  to  the  navy  yards,  and  theuce  by  comfortaible  oars 
to  the  hospitals. 

NAVY  YARD,  PHILADELPHIA,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  removal  of  the  navy  3rard  from  the  city  to  League  Island  makes 
it  iiQnecessary  to  propose  any  thing  in  regard  to  the  old  na\-y  yard. 

In  respect  to  League  Island,  it  is  important  that  the  quay  wall  to  be 
built  around  it  should  be  so  extended  as  t^  inclose  several  hundred 
acres.of  land  outride  of  the  present  temporary  walls. 

The  excavation  for  wet  basin  in  the  back  channel,  and  for  the  neces- 
sary improvements  on  the  island,  will  supply  much  of  the  material  re- 
quired to  All  up  this  extension. 

The  rest  can  be  conveniently  got,  and  in  part  by  dredging  where  it 
will  improve  the  navigation. 

The  location  of  this  island,  its  extent,  level  surface,  soil  easily  worked 
and  safliciently  firm,  isolation,  (an  excellent  feature  in  a  navy  yard,  pre- 
rentiug  depredation,  hazard  of  fire,  and  promoting  safe  and  easy  police,) 
its  convenient  access  to  the  resources  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  the  coal 
and  iron  of  Pennsylvania,  afford  the  site  for  making  this  one  of  the 
greatest  navy  yards  in  our  great  country. 

The  defense  of  Philadelphia  requires  that  the  work  of  improvement 
Aonld  be  begun  as  soon  after  the  survey  of  it  is  made,  as  a  full  and 
perfect  plan  of  a  flrst-class  navy  yard  can  be  prepared  for  it. 

NAVY  YABD,  WASHINGTON,  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

This  is  one  of  our  old  and  necessary  navy  yards.  It  is  situated  on 
tide-water,  at  the  head  of  navigation,  and  is  further  inland,  less  aecess- 
itile  to  assault  from  sea,  nearer  the  mountains,  and  more  defensible  by 
fixed  and  floating  defenses,  and  by  obstructions,  than  any  of  the  above- 
named  navy  yards.  It  is  convenient  to  the  supplies  of  timber,  iron,  and 
coal  from  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  and  tlie  Virginias.  The  old  "na\-y 
I'ommissioners"  appreciated  and  improved  it.  They  gave  New  York 
and  Washington  the  same  number  of  ship-houses. 

The  proposed  extension,  on  each  side,  amounting  to  sixty-six  (66) 
acres,  can  be  made  now  to  great  public  advantage,  and  for  a  moderate 
price.    It  is  most  earnestly  recommended  that  this  be  done  withoat 
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delay.  Tlie  navy  also  needa  tlie  opposite  shore  to  Poplar  Point-,  extend- 
ing inlaud  to  a  depth  convenient  for  naval  purimses. 

The  cnpacity  of  this  yard  for  building,  repairing,  and  equipping  yph- 
sels,  especially  for  building  and  repairing  irou-clada,  ahould  be  improved 
without  ilelay. 

The  cons  till  etion,  proof,  and  trial  of  ordnance  for  the  navy  require, 
and  should  be  provided  with,  a  large,  appropriate,  and  separate  estab- 
lishment. This  navy  yard  is  convenient  and  useful  to  the  Navy  D^ 
partnient  for  many  experimental  purposes. 

The  channel  of  the  Eastern  Branch  of  the  Potomac,  especially  in 
front  of  the  navy  yard,  requires,  in  consequence  of  the  nccumnlatwl 
deposit  of  many  years,  to  be  made  deeper  and  broader.  This  can  lie 
readily  done.  About  half  of  the  flats  on  the  opposite  shore  should  be 
filled  up  by  dredging  the  channel  side  of  them. 

There  are  one  or  two  places  in  the  Potomac  which  can  be  convenienlly 
improved  by  dredging,  to  the  benefit  of  commerce,  navigation,  and  de- 
fense. The  pride  of  the  country  is  high  in  the  capital  of  the  Unioa 
which  so  much  has  been  done  to  preser\'e.  The  naval  portion  of  the 
public  establishment  here  should  have  the  size  and  im]>rovement  re- 
quired to  make  it  efficient. 

NAVY  YARD,  NORFOLK,  VIEGIKIA. 

This  is  considered  the  t>est  site  on  the  Atlantic  sea-board  for  a  large 
navy  yard. 

The  judgment  of  Commodore  Decatur  occasioned  its  selection.  It  is 
the  only  navy  yard  on  the  southern  sea-coast. 

It  is  situated  near  the  capes  of  Chesapeake  Bay,  on  the  Elizabeth 
Biver,  and  its  nearest  part  is  about  five  miles  above  the  locality  con- 
venient for  obstructions  and  their  defense  against  surprise  and  assault 
by  sea. 

Though  near  the  sea,  it  is  as  inaecessible  to  attack  as  if  it  were 
far  inland,  possessing  every  advantage  required  for  defense  by  sea  and 
by  land. 

The  situation  is  healthy,  in  a  temperate  climate,  in  the  sea  air,  and  on 
a  firm,  sandy  soil  abounding  in  pines. 

The  harbor  is  accessible  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  and  is  one  of  the 
best  on  the  Atlantic  coast  of  the  United  States.  It  is  free  from  all  ob- 
atruction  and  damage  from  ice. 

An  extent  of  Iniul  and  of  water  front,  with  deep  water,  desirable  for 
a  great  modem  navy  yard,  can  now  be  had  on  tlie  unimproved  banks  of 
the  Elizabeth  Kiver. 

The  Dismal  Swamp  will  afford  at  small  cost  fresh  water  for  a  great 
extent  ''f  basins,  in  which  scores  of  iron-clods  may  be  kept  without 
rusting,  floating  in  fresh  water,  (free  from  all  impurity,)  or  blocke<i  up 
dry  and  ventilated,  ready  for  sudden  service,  especially  for  the  defense 
of  our  great  sea-board  cities,  the  national  capital,  and  the  State  and 
commerf-ial  capitals  of  Virginia  and  Maryland. 

The  Chesai>eake  Bay,  with  its  fine  navigable  rivers  and  the  railroads 
made  and  making,  connect  it  safely  and  conveniently  with  the  timber, 
iron,  and  coal  regions  of  both  Virjanias,  Maryland,  and  Pennsylvania. 
Its  central  and  favorable  position  on  the  coast  connects  it  by  safe  and 
easy  water  communication  with  the  live  oak,  pine,  and  other  ship  tim- 
ber* of  Florida,  Georgia,  and  the  Carolinas,  and  with  the  naval  Te8ource!i 
of  the  northern  cities. 

(lOod  mechanics  are  attracted  here  by  the  mild  oMmate,  cheap  homes, 
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and  the  steady  employment  which  experience  has  shown  that  the  oeces- 
sit.r  of  the  governmeDt  requires  aud  supplies. 

Here  may  be  large  and  useful  arseuals  for  the  construction,  repair, 
rquipmeiit,  and  safe-keeping  of  armed  aud  armored  vessels  of  wood  and 
iroa;  for  the  fabrication  and  delivery  of  cannon  and  munitions  of  war; 
n)I>e  of  hemp  and  wire;  and  for  the  storage  of  the  great  quantity  of 
material  needed  for  the  number  and  hinds  of  vessels  which  war  and 
peace  now  require. 

We  earnestly  recommend  the  immediate  purchase  for  naval  purposes 
of  both  banks  of  the  Elizabeth  Btver,  from  the  ua\'yyard  to  the  locks 
of  the  Dismal  Swamp  canal,  tbr  the  breadth  of  one  mile  from  the  mid- 
dle (rf  the  river. 

Tbis  important  sit«,  worthy  of  defense,  aud  on  good  lines  by  sea  and 
land,  may  now  be  got  for  the  low  price  of  farm  land  in  that  region. 

Its  natuTfd  features,  proximity  to  the  sea,  central  position  on  the 
coast,  mild  climate^  secure  defense  by  sea  and  land,  large^  accessible 
harbor,  safe  from  wind,  sea,  and  ice,  grand  extent  of  fit  and  inexpensive 
land,  supplying  the  most  abundant  and  couvenient  water  front,  and 
almost  natural  basins,  like  Paradise  Creek,  are  extremely  favorable  for 
ihe  construction  of  a  great  and  national  navy  yard  for  all  the  purposes 
vhidi  modern  naval  warfare  requires. 

The  government  has  declared  the  importance  of  this  navy  yard  by  the 
large  fortifications  erected  at  Fortress  Monroe  and  the  Bip  icaps. 

OEITBBAIi  BESUSKS. 

The  department  syatem. — The  department  system  is  a  good  one  for  the 
naty  yards.  Under  it  there  is  more  official  iuformatioii,  responsibility, 
aod  efficiency,  better  sitpplies  are  obtained,  and  they  ase  better  kept, 
aod  tiiere  is  more  economy  in  the  use  of  public  property  than  existed 
under  the  old  way. 

There  was  then  a  general  store  with  a  politician  for  a  nominal  store- 
keeper, who  was  usually  represented  by  his  own  depoties;  and  thero  was 
a  clerk  of  the  yard,  a  person  of  political  influence,  who  mustered  at  one 
place  all  the  workmen  of  the  yard,  with  a  certain  loss  of  time,  and  an  un- 
■vrtainty  as  to  the  presence  of  some  whose  names  were  called  in  the 
crowd.  Now,  each  department  inspects  and  keeps  its  proper  supplies, 
musters  its  own  men,  and  has  other  checks  to  make  sure  of  their  preseuce 
and  attention.  Each  department  is  meant  to  bear  ajust  relation  to  the 
vhole  establishment,  and  is  capable  of  ready  and  convenient  expansion 
ia  time  of  war. 

Cnmmandant, — The  commandantof  the  navy  yard  receives andexecutes 
the  orders  of  the  Navy  Department  and  its  bureaus,  and  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  executive  officer  Buperiutenda  all  the  departments  of  the 
navy  yard. 

It  would  be  convenient  in  practice  if  the  executive  officer  ranked  the 
lieads  of  these  departments. 

Tardx  and  docks. — A  line  officer  of  good  administrative  ability,  rank- 
ing, when  practicable,  next  after  the  executive  officer,  should  specially 
represent  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks  in  each  navy  yard.  He  should 
have  charge  of  the  present  duties  of  that  department;  of  the  i>o1ice  and 
fire  organizations  in  the  navy  yard  and  afloat ;  of  all  vessels  in  ordinary, 
wd  of  moving  them ;  of  the  dock -yard  gang,  and  of  all  the  transporba- 
tion  in  the  navy  yard.  When  worksof  naval  improvement  are  required 
on  plans  furnished  by  the  Bureau  of  Yards  and  Docks  be  will  execute 
them  with  knowledge  of  the  wants  of  the  naval  service,  zeal,  fidelity, 
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Slid  responsibility.  A  commander,  lieutenant,  master,  and  boatswain 
should  be  attached  to  this  department  to  give  it  efficiency. 

Congtruetion,  die. — Tbe  army  ofiiiiers  baild  their  fort«,  and  the  navy 
oflScers  should  build  their  ships.  They  must  understand  better  than  a 
citizen  who  has  never  sailed  or  fought  a  ship,  or,  perhaps,  been  toseaiu 
his  life,  what  an  efficient  uian-of-war  should  be  in  sea-going  and  fighting 
qnalities.  It  is  recommeuded  that  i<o  more  appointments  of  naval  con- 
structors be  made,  and  that  the  duty  of  construction  and  repairs  shall, 
as  vacancies  occur,  be  performed  by  selected  and  trained  navy  offleets. 

The  public  interest  requires  that  informed  and  resiKiusible  officers, 
coming  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  in  pi-oportion  to  [lopulation,  and 
educated  for  the  naval  purposes  of  the  country,  should  do  the  duty  of 
naval  adudnistration  iu  all  its  parts  in  the  statious  ashore  and  afloat,  in 
the  squadrons,  and  in  the  navy  yurds.  As  all  this  duty  is  improving  to 
the  young  officer,  and  beneficial  to  the  service,  not  less  than  two  or  three 
officers  sbonld  be  attached  to  each  department  of  the  navy  yards,  and 
the  relief  of  officers  should  be  so  arranged  that  at  least  one  expeiieuced 
officer,  familiar  with  the  situation  and  its  duties,  should  always  be 
present  on  duty. 

Purchasing  officers. — Purchasing  officers  shoald  be  stationed  in  the 
navy  yards,  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  commandant,  uid  is 
couvenieut  communicatioa  with  the  heads  of  departments;  then  there 
would  be  no  loss  of  time  iu  communicating  with  them;  they  would 
promptly  receive  their  instructions,  and  be  ma<le  acquainted,  by  explana- 
tion and  sample,  with  the  kind  and  quality  of  articles  require<l,  and  they 
can  exhibit  the  state  of  the  market  and  explaiu  their  purchases  to  the 
heads  of  the  departments  requiring  the  article,  and  to  tbe  officers  in- 
specting it.  From  the  navy  yards  they  can  readily  reach,  when  aeceasaij, 
the  large  dealers  in  the  cities,  and  dispense  with  the  largo,  costly,  and 
unnecessary  establishments  formerly  used  by  the  political  navy  agent, 
aud  now  by  these  purchasing  officers. 

It  is  of  grave  importance  to  the  public  interest  to  have  this  daty  pe^ 
formed  by  informed  and  responsible  naval  officers,  acting  under  a  sense 
of  duty  and  the  obligations  of  discipline. 

Fire  and  police. — The  government  has  a  vast  amount  of  valuable 
property  exposed  to  loss  from  fire  in  the  navy  yards.  It  undertakes  to 
insure  itself.  A  small  part  of  what  it  would  cost  to  insure  this  property 
would  provide  steam  engines,  liydmnts,  hose,  and  efficient  fire  and  police 
organizations  within  the  navy  yards.  Ample  meaiis  are  econoDiical  in 
the  quick  suppression  of  fire. 

Where  there  is  a  sufficient  pressure  of  water  from  the  ooteide  water 
works  it  should  be  taken  by  pipes  and  hose  into  all  tbe  storehouses  now 
witbout  it ;  into  the  offices  and  snob  ship-houses  as  have  platforms  and 
galleries  from  which  tbe  hose  can  be  led  out.  It  would  be  projwr  also 
to  have  outside  hydrants  at  convenient  distances  from  the  buildins^ 
and  a  snffioieut  number  of  steam  fire-engines,  of  the  first  class,  dis- 
tributed in  each  yard,  with  horses  readj-  to  move  them  in  case  of  suow 
and  mud. 

Where  there  are  no  oatside  water-works  more  steam  engines  are  re- 
quired, and  more  bose  to  take  water  from  the  navy-yard  cistenis,  which 
should  furnish  a  good  supply,  aud  from  the  harbor  or  river  water  In  fhmt 
of  the  yards. 

Each  navy  yard  should  have  for  the  vessels  in  ordinary  and  in  tbe 
stream  a  well  provided  and  organized  fire  tug.  The  steam  fire-engioes 
and  tng-boat  should  be  always  ready  for  immediate  use.  Hand-engines 
should  be  only  kept  to  pump  out  cellars  and  places  where  the  aand,  Sk., 
might  iigure  a  st^m  engine.  C    (itioli' 
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A  good  orgftDizatlon  fbr  the  police  of  the  navyynrds  and  the  preven- 
tiou  or  suppression  of  fires,  may  be  made  by  a  coinbiaatiou  of  marines, 
watchmen,  and  experts. 

Navy-yard  watchmen  should  be  men  of  well  known  good  character 
and  capacity.  This  organization  sboald  be  in  tlie  i>avy  yards  in  fidl 
force  except  in  working  honrs  when  a  sufflcieut  part  of  it  should  be 
present,  and  receive  aid  from  an  organization  of  the  mechanics,  a»  now. 
Good  airangements  to  prevent  fires  or  to  put  tliem  out  admits  of 
closing  the  gates,  excluding  unnecessary  persons,  thieves,  and  incendi- 
aries, the  preservation  of  good  order,  and  the  prompt  application  of 
sn&icient  means, 

Buildingg,  &c. — These  should,  to  the  utmost  practicable  extent,  be 
made  of  brick  or  stone,  be  fire-proof,  and  have  slate  roofs  with  dormer 
viiidows  constructed  to  give  good  light  and  ventilation,  and  not  to  be 
obstmcted  by  snow.  Great  cf>re  should  be  taken  to  have  the  light, 
draft  for  smoke,  and  the  ventilation  of  the  workshops  perfect.  All 
foundations  should  be  built  in  tbe  strongest  manner. 

The  buildings  at  the  Norfolk  navy  yard,  made  wholly  of  brick,  were 
far  less  injured  by  the  fire  than  those  partly  of  granite.  It  is  important 
hereafter  to  have,  as  far  as  may  be  practicable  io  regard  to  present  im- 
[mvementa,  extent  and  shape  of  gronnds,  &c.,  the  works  of  constrac- 
tion  iu  tbe  several  navy  yards  made  on  settled  general  plans  which  the 
Bnreau  of  Yards  and  Docks  should  receive  Itom  a  board  of  survey  for 
the  navy,  and  file  at  each  navy  yard, 

HereaAer  the  structures  should  be  alike  for  like  purposes  in  navy 
ywtls  of  corresponding  class,  and  they  should  be  the  best  of  their  kind 
for  the  uae  intended  in  respect  to  appropriate  location,  size,  equipment, 
convenience  of  labor,  light,  and  ventilation,  and  relative  proportion  to 
the  rest  of  the  establishment.  Machinery  in  n  second  story  must  inter- 
fere with  the  light  and  ventilation  of  the  shop  below,  and  when  both 
stories  are  occupied  by  workmen,  and  worked  to  their  full  capacity,  the 
shaking  of  the  upper  shop  may  be  injurious  to  the  building  and  occasion 
imperfect  work.  It  is  generally  best  where  there  is  room  and  means,  to 
have  one-story  workshops. 

No  department  of  the  j'ard  should  have  an  nndue  share  of  it.  Work- 
shops and  storehouses  should  not  occupy  in  our  small  navy  yards  water 
front  required  for  building  and  laoncbiDg  slips,  dry  docks,  and  for  ves- 
sels fitting  out  or  dismantling. 

With  a  proper  steam  railway  system  it  is  not  inconvenient  or  expen- 
sive to  move  material  from  the  shops  and  stores  located  back  in  the 
yards,  to  the  vessels  building,  repairing,  or  equipping  at  the  water 
&ont. 

Orade,  drain,  and  pave  the  navy  yards. — Establish  the  grade  for  the 
entire  area  of  each  navy  yard,  and  pave  and  drain  every  street.  All 
sewers,  when  they  cannot  be  taken  outside  of  the  navy  yards,  should  be 
conveniently  located,  built  well,  and  under  the  sti'eets. 

Railways,  cars,  and  engines. — Complete  this  cheap  and  effective  system 
of  transportation  and  disi>ense  with  the  slow  and  expensive  use  of  carts 
and  horses,  oxen  and  large  wheels.  Provide  suitable  burden  or  ]ilatr 
form  cars,  and  engiuea  to  move  them,  and  lay  the  additional  tracks  re- 
quired to  connect  all  the  workshops  and  storehouses  of  every  kind  with 
the  wharves,  dry  docks,  and  ship  houses. 
Every  street  should  have  a  railroad. 

There  sbo\Ud  be  weighing  scales  at  convenient  places  on  the  railroad 
tracks.

218      EEPORT  OP  THE  SECBETAHY  OP  THE  NAVY. 

Inspecting  supplies, — Each  bureau  should  publish  complete  directions 
for  iii3]>e(;titig  and  testing  all  the  navy  supplies  it  receives;  and  each 
department  in  every  navy  yard  should  be  provided  witb  all  necesBary 
means  t«  make  &ir  and  sufBcient  tests. 

Manufacture  and  care  of  rope. — The  navy  should  manufacture  all  the 
rope,  cordage,  and  lines  it  uses.  Cordage  made  in  the  Boston  navy  yard 
has  been  tbuud  by  frequent  comparative  tests  to  exceed  the  ordinary 
market  rope  in  strength  fifty  per  cent.  Instead  of  advertising  for  aud 
buying  rope  in  market  it  should  be  required  from  the  navy  rope-walk. 

Cordage  and  fitted  rigging  (especially  wheu  tarred)  deteriorates  in  a 
vann,  dry  atmosphere  rapidly.  It  should  not  be  kept  in  lofts  close 
under  hot  roofs,  nor  exposed  to  the  sun's  rays  in. stores  opposite  win- 
dows. It  keeps  best  in  a  cool  cellar  not  too  dry  nor  yet  so  damp  as  to 
cause  mildew.  We  recommend  the  open  purchase,  by  a  responsible  and 
informed  officer,  in  the  Kussian  andManillamarkets,  of  the  foreign  hemp 
which  is  yet  indispensable  for  the  use  of  our  navy,  and  when  practica- 
ble, to  ship  it  by  a  returning  navy  st«re-sliip. 

In  this  way  the  Itest  article  may  be  got  at  the  lowest  price,  and  spec- 
ulators prevented  from  imixtsiiig  exorbitant  prices  on  the  government  . 
for  tbeir  risk  in  imirartiug  the  quality  required  for  the  navy. 

It  is  understood  that  the  English  and  French  governments  pursue 
this  course,  taking  choice  in  the  market  next  after  the  Bnssian  goveni- 
ment. 

Dredging  machinej-y. — The  navy  yards  should  be  well  supplied  with 
dredging  machinery  and  appurtenances  of  the  best  kind  for  keeping 
deep  water  iu  the  clianncl  in  front  of,  and  in  the  approaches  to  them. 

The  material  got  by  dredging  will,  for  some  time  to  come,  be  needed 
for  filling  up  low  places  in  the  navy  yards,  aud  can  be  advantageondy 
used  for  this  purpose. 

Timber  sheds. — It  is  of  great  importance  to  the  public  interest  to  have 
an  ample  supply  of  good  ship  timber,  obtained  at  tair  prices,  stowed 
and  seasoned  in  the  navy  yards. 

Unseasoned  or  defective  timber  occasions  great  loss  by  the  rapid 
decay  of  our  ships.  It  is  true  economy  to  have  plenty  of  well  constructed 
timber  sheds,  and  it  is  thought  advantageous,  when  it  is  practicable 
to  do  so,  to  have  them  placed  lengthwise  on  north  aud  south  lines,  so 
t!iat  the  timber  on  each  side  of  them  may  be  subjected  to  like  exposure 
aud  seasoning. 

Timber  sheds  seem  to  be  a  much  better  provision  for  stowing  and 
seasoning  good  timber  cut  iu  season  than  wet  docks. 

Owing  to  the  want  of  sufBcient  and  proper  stowage  in  the  Ttavy  yards 
for  valuable  ship  timber,  much  of  it  is,  by  exposure  to  the  weather,  in- 
jured and  lost. 

Officers'  qttarlerH. — It  is  essential  that  all  the  leading  and  as  many  of 
the  officers  attached  to  a  navy  yard  as  can  be  provided  for,  should 
reside  in  it,  so  that  they  may  be  readily  available  for  service  day  and 
night.  Quarters  for  officers  should  be  coustnicted  on  a  fixed  plan  and 
specifications.  They  should  not  be  inconveniently  large  or  expensively 
furnished. 

It  is  better  to  accommodate  every  officer  at  a  small  expense,  than  a 
few  officers  at  a  large  exi>ense  of  space  and  building.  If  the  pattern  of 
the  honse  and  furniture  is  fixed  by  rule  it  will  be  apt  to  give  satisfiic- 
tion,  be  economical  and  useful. 

Wet  basiwi. — Wet  basins  are  much  needed  for  the  care  and  pre- 
servation of  vessels  in  ordinary.  There  is  not  room  at  any  of  the  navy 
yards  to  keep  them  on  the  water  front,  where  they  are  also  exposed  to 
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injniy  fVom  storms  and  in  some  cases  from  rise  and  fall  of  tide,  and  from 
monng  ice. 

TeteffrapA. — There  Bbould  be  telegraph  and  flre-alarm  communication 
between  the  offices  of  the  commandant,  heads  of  departments,  and  the 
iwlice  stations  in  every  navy  yard. 

Heads  of  mechanical  departmenla. — The  competent  and  faithful  heads 
of  mechanical  depnrtments  in  all  the  navy  yards  should  be  appointed 
vamint  officers  of  the  navy,  to  hold  their  apiraii  it  meats  during  their 
efficiency  and  good  behavior,  subject  to  the  responsibility  of  officers,  and 
free  fix>m  the  presanre  of  local  political  control  over  them. 

Stores — tkeir  transfer  or  sale. — The  war  left  an  excess  of  supplies  in 
some  navy  yards  and  a  deficiency  in  others;  also  an  excess  in  some  and 
a  deficiency  in  other  departments  of  the  same  navy  yard.  The  quantity 
of  supplies  kept  in  a  navy  yard,  or  department  of  it,  shonld  be  in  pro- 
liortioD  to  its  issaes. 

Surveys,  where  the  quantity  and  quality  of  supplies  are  not  kno\vn, 
traDsfera,  where  the  returns  show  excess  in  one  yard  or  department,  and 
want  or  scarcity  in  others,  and  sales  when  there  is  an  excess  of  perish- 
able articles  which  cannot  be  distribnted  advantageously,  will  promote 
the  public  interest.  Provisions  over  a  year  old  should  not  be  sent  to 
sen. 

The  bureaus,  and  the  heads  of  departments  under  them  in  the  na\-y 
yards,  should  exchange  lists  and  adjust  this  subject,  which  could  be 
better  done  by  a  common  head — a  board  of  survey  for  the  navy. 

E%ifiws  in  store,  &c. — Good  engines  stowed  in  the  navy  yards  should 
be  erected  ander  cover,  complete  in  everj-  part,  turned  and  oiled.  The 
boilers,  smoke-stacks,  &c.,  should  be  kept  under  cover  and  well  painted. 
Where  the  boilers  are  necessarily  exposed  to  tlie  weather,  they  should 
be  kept  blocked  up  from  the  ground,  well  painted,  and  all  their  open- 
ings well  closeil. 

Qa». — The  workshops,  store-houses,  and  offices  should  be  Stted  up 
vith  gas  ready  for  use  when  night  work  is  required.    ■ 

Every  navy  yard  slioiild  be  well  lighted  all  over  every  night,  from 
suDsct  to  sunrise,  as  a  cheap  and  good  means  of  police. 

Water-closets  and  urinals. — Water-closets  and  urinals  should  be  put 
np  in  a  good  manner  for  keeping  them  clean,  and  in  sufficient  numbers 
Id  all  the  workshops,  and  in  other  near  and  convenient  places,  to  answer 
the  wiuits  of  the  workmen  when  the  yards  are  worked  to  their  full 
capacity. 

Cbaris. — A  complete  set  of  charts  should  be  kept  ready  for  conven- 
ient reiierence  in  the  navigation  department  of  every  navy  yard. 

Flags. — All  of  our  national  flags  should  show  the  full  number  of  stars 
required  by  law. 

Scrap  iron  and  composition, — It  is  better  to  use  much  of  this  material 
than  to  sacrifice  it  at  public  sale,  and  when  it  has  been  suftered  to  accu- 
mulate in  a  na>"y  yard  the  better  part  of  it  should  l)e  at  once  put  into 
sbane  for  return  into  store  and  reissue,  and  the  rest  sold. 

Employ^. — The  title  and  compensation  of  persons  employed  in  differ- 
ent departments  of  the  same  na^-y  yanl,  and  in  corresponding  depart- 
ments of  the  diflferent  navy  yards,  of  equal  class,  differ  in  some  cases. 

A  bosu^  of  survey  for  the  navy  should  regulate  this  subject. 

Engines  and  boilers  stoired  in  the  navy  yards. — See  list  annexed. 

The  board  is  of  opinion  that  the  engine  of  the  Wampanoag  class  is 
not  suitable  for  a  vessel  of  war.  Of  the  three  qualities  required,  i>ower 
is  the  only  one  which  it  api^ears  to  possess. 

With  regard  to  the  engines  of  the  vessels  of  the  Mosbola  class,  the 
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1)oard  is  of  opinion  that  it  may  answer  temporarily  to  retain  those  for 
wliivh  vessels  have  been  bnilt.  We  recommend  that  the  geared  engine 
100  inches  bj-  4  feet,  and  the  engine  60  laches  by  3  fe«t,  for  which  two 
engines  there  are  no  vessels  built  or  building,  and  the  tlve  (5)  engiues 
for  "donble  enders"  be  broken  up  and  the  material  put  into  coaveuieot 
shape  for  reissue  and  turned  into  store,  except  such  parts  aa  may  be 
needed  as  duplicates  for  engines  in  use. 

The  four  (4)  50-inch,  and  the  two  {2)  30-incb  engines  are  economical 
and  efBcient,  and  should  be  kept  until  the  type  of  vessels  required  for 
naval  purposes  is  determined  by  the  proposed  board  of  survey  for  the 
navy, 

A  set  of  uniform  regulations  for  the  navy  yards  will  be  forwarded 
when  prepared. 

The  board  makes  its  thankful  acknowledgment  to  the  commandants, 
other  officers,  and  heads  of  departments  of  the  navy  yards  for  informa- 
tion and  facilities. 

Chief  Eugiueer  Alexander  Henderson  and  Ensigu  G.  8.  Davol  have 
pertbrmed  their  duty  very  much  to  our  satisfitction. 
Mr,  Henderson  has  acted  as  voluntary  draughtsman  to  the  board, 
Bespoctfnlly  sabmitted.

Navy  Department,  March  11, 18C9. 

Sib  :  You  are  hereby  appointed  seuior  officer  of  a  board  to  examine 
into  the  condition  of  oiu*  navy  yards,  after  the  completion  of  yourpreii- 
ent  duty. 

The  following  named  officers  have  been  directed  to  report  to  you  at 
the  New  York  navy  yard,  where  you  will  commence  your  labors :  Bear- 
Admiral  Stribling  and  Commodore  S.  P.  Lee. 

It  is  desirable  lirst  to  ascertain  the  condition  and  wants  of  our  ua\'y 
yards,  so  that  they  may  be  rendered  efficient  in  time  of  war. 

It  is  also  desirable  to  have  the  permanent  peace  establishment  and 
the  expenses  of  the  yards  reduced  to  the  lowest  siyile  consistent  with 
efficiency  and  economy.  Kot  a  single  person  should  be  retained  in  the 
yards  whose  serricea  can  be  dispensed  with. 

You  will  report  to  the  department  on  the  preservation  and  care  of 
public  property  at  the  yards. 

Chief  Eugiueer  Heudersou  has  been  directed  to  report  to  yoa,  to  as- 
sist the  board  in  the  examination  of  engines  that  are  stowed  away  in 
the  different  yards,  but  not  as  a  member  of  the  board. 

You  will  state  what  these  engines  are,  their  capacity,  and  what  sized 
vessels  they  wore  built  for;  also  by  what  authority  they  were  constructe*!, 
at  what  time,  whether  tJiey  are  suitable  for  ve^els  of  war,  taking  into 
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conoidemtion  power,  economy,  and  efficiency,  and  if  not,  if  any  portions 
of  them  can  be  used  in  voustructiu^  otiier  engines,  or  if  anything  in  the 
Engineer  department  can  be  disposed  of  with  advantage  to  the  govern- 
ment. You  will  examine  closely  into  the  present  organization  of  the 
}*ardB,  and  recommend  if  anything  more  simple  and  eQlcicnt  can  be  de- 
lised. 

It  ia  desirable  to  bring  everj-  department  of  the  yards  under  the  imme- 
diftte  authority  of  the  commandniit. 

Yon  wilt  furnish  list*  to  include  every  iiei-soD  now  employed  iu  the 
]'&nl6,  and  »  list  of  reductions  you  propose. 

You  will  reifort  If  there  is  any  public  property  which  it  is  desirable  to 
Bdl. 

Y'oa  will  examine  the  condition  of  the  dry-docks,  and  state  whether 
they  are  capable  of  repairing  our  naral  vessels  iu  war  time.  You  will 
also  make  such  recommendations  as  you  may  deem  proper  in  regard  to 
jiroTiding  additional  dry -docks  for  the  nse  of  the  navy. 

Yon  will  draw  up  a  uniform  set  of  regulations  tor  the  govemmeut  of 
the  different  yardn,  and  transmit  them  to  the  department. 

Besides  the  matters  above  enumerated  your  duties  will  require  yon  to 
examine  into  everything  coming  under  your  notice,  iu  order  to  bring 
about  a  better  system  of  economy  than  now  exists. 

To  enable  the  board  to  obtain  full  infonuation  on  all  sul>)ects  the 
commandauts  of  the  several  yards  will  be  associated  with  yon,  and  will 
furnish  you  with  such  a  namber  of  draughtsmen  and  writers  as  you  may 
require. 

For  the  present  your  investigations  will  be  confined  to  the  navy  yards 
at  Portsmouth,  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Washiagton,  and  Nor- 
folk. 

You  will  furnish  your  report  with  the  least  possible  delay,  in  succinct 
fonn,  and  tabulated  so  that  it  can  be  referred  to  without  difficulty.

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REPOET  OF  A  BOARD  OF  NAVAL  OFFICERS  ON  THE  SUB- 
JECT OF  NAVY  PENSIONS. 

"Washington,  D.  C,  November  29, 18C9. 

The  law  of  April  12,  1800,  orgnDizing  tbe  navy  of  the  UuitM 
States,  provided  "  that  all  money  uvcmiiig  or  already  atenied  to  the 
United  States  from  the  sales  of  prizes  shall  be  and  forever  remain  for  the 
payment  of  [tensions  and  half-pay  to  ofHeers,  seamen,  and  marines  enti- 
tled to  receive  the  same;  pledgetl  the  public  faith  to  make  up  any  defi- 
ciency, and  devoted  the  surplus,  if  any,  for  the  making  of  further  pro- 
vision for  the  comfort  of  the  disabled  officers,  seamen,  and  marines, 
and  of  others  not 'disabled,"  This  law  also  provided  that  the  amount  of 
disability  pensions  should  not  exceed  oue-half  the  monthly  x>ay  of  the 
disabled  jterson. 

Pensions  payable  from  the  navy  pension  fund  were  first  granted  to 
tbe  widows  or  orphans  of  ofBeers  of  the  navy,  or  marines  killed  or,  dying 
by  reason  of  wounds  received  in  the  line  of  duty,  by  the  law  of  Janu- 
ary 2(1,  IHVJ,  and  the  amount  of  each  pension  was  to  be  the  half-pay  of 
the  person  killed  or  dying  from  wounds, 

Tlie  wives  and  children  of  seamen  and  marines  were  included  as  pen- 
sioners on  tlie  naval  i>ensiou  fnnd  at  half  the  pay  of  the  jterson  killed 
or  wounded  fatally  in  the  line  of  duty,  by  the  law  of  March  4, 1814,  and 
by  this  law  all  {tensions  were  made  retroactive  so  far  back  as  to  the  18tb 
Jntie,  1812.    The  duration  of  all  pensions  was  limited  to  live  years. 

These  laws,  without  material  mudifieation,  remained  in  o{>eration  until 
^17,  the  pensions  being  e.\tended  by  legislation  at  the  expinvtion  of 
everj-  five  years. 

Tbe  pension  fund  increasing  iinder  the  restrictions  of  tbe  laws  above 
quoted,  brought  up  the  question  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  surplus, 
and  the  liberal  view  was  adopted  of  extending  its  benefits  to  the  widows 
and  or|>ban»  of  persons  dying  while  in  the  naval  service,  without  regard 
to  the  mode  of  death. 
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Accordingly  the  law  of  March  3, 1837,  was  enacted,  which  grantol 
pensions  without  reserve  to  the  widows  {during  life  or  until  iutermar- 
riage)  and  to  the  ori)han8  (during  miuority)  of  officers,  seumen,  aud 
marineK,  whose  husbands  or  fathers  have  died  or  may  hereat^et  die  in 
the  naval  service. 

This  e<iuitable  provision,  made  twenty-two  years  after  the  accumula- 
tion of  the  naval  jiension  fund,  came  almost  too  late  for  the  general 
comfort  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  those  whose  ser\ic*8  had  created 
it;  nor  were  its  benefits  long  enjoyed,  as  the  law  was  repealed  in  Angusl. 
1842,  owing  to  the  exhanstion  of  tbe  fund  from  causes  not  within  naval 
control. 

Subsequent  laws,  requiring  appropriations  from  the  treasury,  were 
passed  from  time  to  time,  greatly  restricting  the  cases  in  which  pensions 
could  be  granted  and  limiting  the  terms  for  which  tbey  were  to  endure, 
to  the  distress  of  many  destitute  widows  and  or|)baus,  until  the  break- 
ing out  of  the  late  rebellion,  and  the  creation  of  a  new  prize  food  by 
naval  captures,  rendered  the  passage  of  a  more  general  peusiou  law 
desirable. 

Accordingly  the  act  of  July  14, 18G2,  was  passed,  and  under  this  law 
and  the  regulations  in  resi^ct  t«  it,  provisions  are  now  granted  for  dis- 
ability incurred  while  in  the  line  of  duty  to  persons  in  tbe  naval  ser- 
vice, and  to  the  widows,  children,  and  dependent  mothers  or  sisters  of 
persons  in  the  navy,  who  have  died  since  March  i,  18CI,  or  shall  here- 
after die  by  i-eason  of  wounds  received  or  of  disease  contracted  wliile 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States  and  iu  the  line  of  duty. 

This  law  of  July  1*)  18C2,  fixed  the  rat-e  for  total  disability  at  a  scale 
that  is  verj-  remote  from  the  half-pay  standard  of  the  law  of  1800;  and 
makes  that  scale  the  allowance  for  the  pensions  of  widows,  orphans,  and 
dejieiident  mothers  or  sisters. 

While  not  disposed  to  lay  much  stress  upon  the  low  rate  of  the  disa- 
bility pensions,  tbe  board  thinks  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  hav« 
the  pensions  for  widows,  orphans,  and  dependent  nmthers  or  sisters  fixed 
upon  a  scale  commensurate  to  the  amount  of  the  pension  fund  ami 
upon  the  rate  of  present  balf-pay,  as  was  adopted  by  the  earliest  pea- 
sion  laws. 

But  the  restrictions  of  the  act  of  July  14, 1802,  are  greatly  increased 
by  the  second  section  of  the  act  of  July  27,  18C8,  which  makes  it  impos- 
sible for  pensions  to  inure  to  the  widows,  orphans,  dependent  mothers 
or  sisters  of  persons  dying  in  the  line  of  duty  in  the  naval  service,  unless 
the  name  of  the  husband,  father,  son,  or  brother,  was  borne  upon  tbe 
books  of  some  ship  or  other  vessel  of  the  United  States,  at  sea,  or  in 
harbor,  actually  in  commission,  or  unless  he  was  on  his  way  by  directiou 
of  competent  authority  to  the  United  States,  or  to  some  other  vessel  or 
station,  at  the  time  of  i-eceiviug  wounds  or  contracting  disease. 

The  operation  of  this  law  is  most  unequal,  and  defeats  the  universally 
benevolent  intention  which  is  supposed  to  govern  all  pension  systems. 

Deaths,  wounds,  injuries,  or  disease  occurring  in  tbe  line  of  duty  on 
board  of  a'  receiving  ship  made  fast  alongside  a  navy  yjtrd  will  make 
cases  for  pension,  because  the  names  of  her  officers  and  crew  are  borne 
upon  her  books.  Tlie  same  causes  occurring  in  the  navy  yard  will  not 
entitle  to  any  claim  for  pensions,  because  the  names  of  officers  and  men 
are  not  borne  on  any  ship's  books. 

Nor  can  claims  for  pensions  arise  elsewhere,  or  on  shore,  unless  the 
person  injured  or  deceased  is  on  his  travels  by  order  of  conii>eteiit 
authority  to  some  ship  or  station,  or  to  the  United  States  from  abroail 
by  sea,  in  which  case  or  cases,  pensions  may  inure  without  reference  to 
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a  ship's  books.  On  arriving  at  a  station  to  be  employed  thereat  on  dnty, 
the  benefit  of  pensions  cea.se  so  Ion;;  as  thus  eniployet). 

One  way,  and  the  board  suppose  it  to  be  a  legal  one,  to  equalize  the 
working  of  this  law,  would  be  to  cause  the  names  of  all  ofHcers  and 
enlisted  men  to  be  at  all  times  home  on  fhe  books  of  some  ship,  rcceiv- 
iDg  or  other  el  ass. 

The  law  itself  could  be  equitably  amended  by  adding  to  its  final  clause 
the  words  "or  was  otherwise  on  duty,  by  direction  of  comi»etent  author- 
ity," which  would  include  all  cams  of  death,  wounds,  injuries  or  diseasea 
that  could  ensue  in  the  line  of  duty. 

But  even  with  this  amendment,  which  would  accomplish  much,  the 
iiftval  pension  law  would  still  remain  shorn  of  the  genenil  and  gen- 
erous provisions  of  the  law  of  1837,  The  re-enactment  of  that  law, 
basiDg  the  amount  of  pension  upon -the  present  rates  of  half  pay,  is 
recommended  by  the  board  to  establish  once  more  a  just  distribution  of 
the  pension  fund,  or  of  a  portion  of  it,  and  to  provide  adequately  fur  the 
Rn|iport  and  comfort  of  those  [tersons  for  whose  benefit  the  fund  was  cre- 
ated. 

The  amount  of  naval  pension  fund  December  31, 13GS,  according  to 
the  rejiort  of  the  late  Secretary  of  the  Xavy,  was  tburteeii  millions  ot 
dolLirs;  all  of  it  having  aocrued  dnriug  the  late  rebellion  from  the  sale 
of  prizes  captured  by  naval  vessels. 

The  entire  fund  was  invested  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  law 
of  July  1,  1864,  which  directed  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  as  trustee  of 
tbe  naval  pension  fund,  to  invest  it  in  tlie  registered  securities  of  the 
I'uited  States,  subject  to  his  onler,  for  the  purpose  of  such  immediate 
investment,  and  which  directed  further  that  the  interest,  i)ayable  in  coin, 
shall  be  m  paid,  when  due,  to  the  onler  of  the  Secretary  of  tbe  Navy,  to 
be  exclmnge<l,  when  paid  in  coin,  for  so  much  of  the  legal  currency  of 
tbe  United  States  as  may  be  obtained  therefor  at  the  current  rates  of 
premtunis  on  gold,  and  deposited,  when  so  converted,  in  the  treasury 
of  the  United  States,  to  the  credit  of  the  naval  pension  fund. 

The  income  arising  from  fourteen  millions  of  dollars  thus  invested 
would  be  large  enough  to  provide  sufficient  pensions  for  the  widows,  or- 
phans, and  dependent  mothers  or  sisters  of  pei-sons  dying  in  the  naval  ser- 
vice, without  regani  to  the  mwle  of  death,  to  provide  forthe  disability  pen- 
sions and  to  leave  a  surplus.  A  [Htrtion  of  this  surplus,  or  all  of  it,  if 
required,  might  be  used  in  fulfilling  the  letter,  as  well  as  the  spirit,  of 
the  laws  of  1800  and  1862,  by  making  further  provision  for  the  comfort 
of  the  disabled  officers  and  seamen,  by  procuring  a  large  tntct  of  land 
on  the  shores  of  one  of  our  naiigable  salt  water  bays,  iu  sight  of  ship- 
ping, whereon  to  erect  a  sailors'  home  auiong  surroundings  that  a  sea- 
man can  enjoy. 

Bnt  most  unexpectedly  to  the  naval  service,  and  most  ceriainly  not 
in  harmony  with  the  public  faith,  the  law  of  July  1, 18G4,  was  repealed 
by  that  of  July  23, 1808,  which  reduced  the  interest  on  the  government 
bonds  belonging  to  the  pension  iiind,  from  six  per  cent,  gold  to  three 
per  cent,  cnrjeucy. 

The  bonds  owned  by  the  naval  pension  fund  are  not  therefore  allowed 
V^en  one-half  the  interest  pledged  ou  their  face,  and  the  fund  itself 
is  placed  on  a  dlEFereut  footing  from  all  other  holders  of  bonds  of 
the  United  States. 

The  board  feci  that  it  expresses  the  common  hope  of  the  service  in 
stating  its  belief  that  the  faith  of  the  government,  so  often  pledged  to 
maintain  the  naval  pension  fund  in  its  integrity,  will  be  fully  redeemed 
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by  Congress  in  the  re-eiiactoient  of  the  law  of  July  1, 1864,  and  in  tbe 
reiwal  of  the  law  of  18C8,  {July  23.) 

An  matters  now  stauil  the  income  of  the  fund  barely  pays  the  present 
liioit«<l  and  meager  pensions,  as  will  appear  from  the  exhibit  as  stated 
in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  ol  the  Navy  for  December,  186S :

Tliis  law  of  July,  1862,  does  not  jirovide  for  pensions  to  the  widows, 
orphans,  depeudeut  mothers  or  sisters  of  officers  above  the  rauk  of 
captain.  " 

The  scale  it  establishes  is  not  equal  to  the  pension  rates  of  fifty  years 
ago,  and  is  by  no  means  commensurate  with  tbe  amonnt  of  the  pension 
fund,  or  adequate  for  the  support  of  the  pensioners. 

The  board  finally  recommend  a  return  to  the  practice  of  former  times, 
in  deciding  in  the  first  instance  upon  claims  for  i>ensions  as  provided  iu 
the  pension  law  for  April  10, 1806. 

The  provisions  of  that  law  required  the  affidavit  of  the  commanding 
oflBcer  of  any  ship,  vessel  or  craft  to  prove  the  fact  of  wounds  received 
while  in  actual  service  against  the  enemy,  or  of  two  other  "  credible 
witnesses,"  and  "the  nature  of  a  disability  and  its  degree  to  be  proved 
by  the  affidavit  of  some  respectable  physician  or  surgeon." 

Under  existing  regulations  a  medical  certificate  determines  the  ques- 
tion upon  which  uavai  pensions  are  to  be  issued,  either  in  cases  of  death, 
wounds,  injuries,  or  disease,  and  medical  authority  decides  whether  or 
not  these  incidents  occurred  while  in  the  line  of  duty. 

Death  is  suffered,  wounds  and  injuries  are  received,  and  disease  is  in- 
curred, by  persons  in  the  naval  service  while  under  the*  command  of 
some  military  superior,  in  the  line  of  duty;  and  it  appears  to  the  i>oard 
that  it  is  notonlyemiQentlyappropriate,sofaraB  circumstances  are  coo- 
cerned,  but  that  it  is  absolutt^ly  requisite,  in  order  to  present  a  proi>er 
statement  of  each  case  from  the  beginning,  that  commanding  officers 
should  be  required  bylaw  to  furnish  certificates  in  all  cases  of  persons 
killed  in  battle,  or  wounded,  it^nred,  disabled,  or  dying  £ran\  disease 
while  in  the  naval  service,  so  as  to  exhibit,  in  the  first  instance,  a  case 
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for  iiension,  eitUer  on  tbe  part  of  widows,  orphtins,  dependent  mothers 
or  sisters,  if  any  such,  or  ou  the  part  of  wounded  or  disabled  ofiBeers  or 
uien ;  and  that  a  metlit^l  certificate  Bhoald  be  required  to  establish  the 
nature  and  degree  of  a  disi\bility,  and  to  furnish  a  professional  history 
of  cases  of  disease. 

If  any  case  should  ai-ise  in  which  the  certificate  of  a  eommanding  offi- 
cer canuot  be  had,  then  the  Secretary  of  the  Savy  should  decide  on  the 
claim.

FIRST  REPORT  ON  AN  INTER-OCEANIC  CANAL. 

Cambridgb,  Mass.,  Septetnher  30, 1869. 

Sir:  In  pursuance  of  the  instnictions  of  the  department  of  the  10th 
nltiioo,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  this,  the  flrst  of  a  series  of  reports 
on  tbe  exploration  of  the  American  isthmus. 

Tlie  subject  of  this  reixwt  ia  the  base  of  operations. 

I  have  pointed  out  in  a  former  paper  that  the  jiart  of  the  American 
isthmus  conciTuin^  which  our  knowledge  is  tlie  most  imperfect,  is  the 
range  of  the  Cordillera  embraced  in  tbeSi>auisb  province  of  Darien;  and 
I  bave  said  that  it  is  precisely  here  that  we  are  first  to  look  for  the  solu- 
tio[i  of  the  great  problem  of  an  inter-oceanic  canal. 

Tlie  reasons  for  this  o])iuion,  and  the  authorities  by  which  it  is  sup- 
ported, have  already  been  given ;  they  will  be  repeated  and  extended  in 
the  comuiuuicatiou  giving  in  detail  the  plan  of  the  first  operations  ou  tbe 
land. 

lu  the  province  of  Danen  the  mountain  range  presses  close  upon  the 
nortlieru  shore,  and  may  be  entei-ed  by  a  few  hours'  travel  from  tbe  beach, 
If  tbe  working  parties  are  tmnsportetl  in  an  ariniHt  vessel,  amply  jtro- 
vided  with  provisions,  instruments  and  tlie  means  of  self- protection,  they 
v'tll  have  the  l)aKe  of  their  openitions  so  near  at  hand  that  an  uninter- 
niptetl  communication  may  he  maintained,  and  all  required  aid  in  tbe 
vay  of  supplies  and  re-enforcements  can  be  cou\'eniently  furnished  in 
a  verj-  short  time. 

Tiiese  considerations  are  of  the  highest  importance  on  tbe  following 
accimnts : 

First.  The  well  known  unfriendly  character  of  the  aboriginal  inhabit- 
ants of  the  Coidillera. 

Second.  Our  very  ignorance  of  tbe  ground,  which,  notwithstanding 
tile  valuable  surveys  of  Arixa  and  Kemon,  and  the  journals  of  Milla, 
renders  our  first  efforts  somewhat  tentative,  and  retiuires  that  the  flrst 
reconnaissance  shall  be  comprehensive. 

Tliird.  Because  if  the  parties  were  landed  on  the  southern  side,  in  the 
Gulf  of  S.  Mi  jiiel,  they  would  be  obliged  to  carry  a  bunlensomo  supply 
of  jirovisioiis  for  their  sujtport,  an<l  to  traverse  a  plain  twenty  miles  in 
extent  befon-  arriving  at  the  foot  of  the  Conlillera;  I  will  not  consume 
the  time  of  the  department  by  supplying  examples  to  enforce  these  views, 
niiless  called  upon  to  do  so. 

The  navy  vessel  which  I  proi>ose  to  employ  is  a  side-wheel  steamer, 
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like  tlie  Gi'ttysburrr,  for  esaraple;  or,  even  tbe  Susquehanna.  Tbe 
latter  vessel  would  by  no  means  be  disproportionate  iu  size  to  tlie  mag- 
nituile  of  our  conception,  if  this  enterinise,  of  wliicli  we  are  now  only  at 
the  humble  begiuning,  slionld  result  in  voverinj;  botb  sliores  of  tbe  isth- 
mus with  fleets  of  vessels,  and  in  peopling  the  land  with  large  colooies 
of  surveyors,  engineers,  and  laborers. 

If  the  depHilnientshouldassignavesselfor  this  service,  I  am  prepared 
to  propose  a  suitable  plan  of  etiuipmeut  and  general  ontilt.    This  sub- 
ject I  will  reserve  for  a  special  comninuicatiou.

CAPTURE  OF  NEW  ORLEANS. 

(SUPFLESIENTAL   EEPOET.) 

Wasbcigton,  D.  C,  May  25, 1869. 

SiE :  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  htg^with  original  and  certified  copies 
of  a  correspondence  wliich  I  have  had  with  Admiral  D.  G.  Farragnt 
relating  to  the  battle  below  New  Orleans,  ami  to  request  that  the  letters 
uiarked  from  A  to  E  be  placed  on  the  flies  of  the  N"a>-y  l>epartment  as 
furnishing  a  correction  of  that  officer's  report,  witli  an  act^ompaDyinf; 
diagram,  heretofore  made  to  the  dejtartment. 

The  ol^ject  of  my  addressing  Admiral  Farragnt  is  now  gained,  by  the 
admission  on  his  part  of  the  correctness  of  my  statements,  that  the  fleet 
nnder  hia  command  went  up  the  Mississippi  Hivcr  to  attac^k  and  p^s» 
Forts  Jackson  and  St.  Philip  in  order  of  battle  "  line  ahead,"  or  single 
file ;  that  I  le<l  the  fleet  into  the  battle  at  the  bea«l  of  and  in  command 
of  the  vanguard  division;  and  that  tbe  Hartford,  flag-ship,  with  Admi- 
ral Farragnt  on  board,  followed  »iy  division,  he  Iwing  thus  ninth  in  line, 
and  at  the  bead  of  tiie  rest  of  tlie  fleet  in  tlie  order  represented  by  the 
list  of  vessels  wbicb  I  hereto  annex. 

After  this  frank  admission  now  made  by  my  distinguished  com- 
mander, 1  have  only  the  regret  remaining  that  tbe  ermr  into  which  he 
was  led  was  not  discovered  and  corrected  at  an  earlier  date,  thereby 
possibly  afl'ecting  my  position  in  tlie  service.

My  Drab  Admiral  :  I  feel  compelled  to  call  your  attention  to  an 

oversiglit  of  which  I  spoke   to  you  some  time  since,  and  which   ha.* 

atfonh^  me  and  other  officers  the  keenej*t  annoyance,  by  historical 

sbitcments  growing  out  of  au  omission  to  make  tbe  desired  correction. 

You  recollect  that  when  tlie  Colorado,  under  my  command,  wiis  touuil 

{after  lightening  her)  to  draw  too  much  water  to  be  got  over  the  bar 

,,:        C.oi»;lc 
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into  the  Mississippi  River,  I  ajtplied  to  you  for  the  command  of  a  division 
of  gaiiboats,  and  covet«d  the  honor  of  leading,  under  your  orders,  the 
attack  on  Xew  Orleans  and  its  detenses.  Having  been  assigned  by  yon 
to  the  command  of  a  division  of  your  fleet,  with  your  conenirence  and 
at  the  request  of  Commander  8.  P.  Lee,  I  hoisted  my  divisional  flag  on 
board  the  steam  sloop-of-war  Oneida,  commanded  by  him.  On  the 
2()th  of  April,  1862,  you  issued  a  general  order  vith  the  programme 
directing  the  fleet  to  pass  the  forts  and  ascend  the  river  in  two  columns 
abreast — you  in  your  flag-ship,  the  Hartford,  at  the  head  of  one 
column,  and  I  at  the  head  of  the  other. 

About  this  time  Commander  Lee  espressetl  a  regret  that  be  had  in- 
vited me  to  lead  my  division  in  bis  vessel,  the  Oiieida,  alleging  as  a 
i^sou  that  I  would  get  the  credit  for  what  might  be  achieved  by  his 
vessel.  Lieutenant  Commanding  Harrison  imme<liately  begged  me  to 
hoist  my  divisional  flag  on  board  of  his  little  gunboat,  tlie  Cayuga, 
and  give  him  a  chance  to  lead  the  division,  which,  on  going  on  board  of 
jour  flag-ship  and  stating  the  facts,  you  kindly  consented  to  my  doing, 
and  in  giving  the  gallant  Harrison  the  opportunity  he  sought,  the 
Oneida,  Commander  Lee,  was  assigned  a  position  further  astern. 

After  the  chain  and  booms  constituting  the  euemy'a  obstructions 
vere  cut  by  Caiitain  Bell  and  Lieutenant  Caldwell,  it  became  apparent 
that  if  the  fleet  weut  up  in  two  columns  abreast  acconling  to  your 
Tritten  order  and  jtrogramme  of  the  20th  of  April,  the  parallel  columns 
of  vessels  would  likely  get  foul  of  the  obstructions  on  either  side,  and 
the  whole  fleet  hove  into  confusion  under  the  hre  of  the  enemy's  forts, 
especially  as  you  had  determined  to  make  a  night  attack  (two  o'clock  in 
the  morning.)  Tberetore,  with  your  proverbijtl  foresight  and  saga<dty, 
you  ordered  m^  to  get  my  division  of  eight  vessels  under  way  as  soon 
as  the  dusk  of  the  evening  should  obscure  the  movement  from  the 
enemy  and  anchor  them  (line  ahead)  near  the  east  bank,  and  gave  me  a 
further  verbal  order  directing  me  that  when  the  signal  should  be  made 
(two  red  lights)  fVom  the  Hnrtford,  to  lead  up  with  my  division,  and  to 
receive  but  not  answer  the  fire  of  Fort  Jackson,  (which  I  was  directed  t« 
leave  for  you  to  take  care  of  when  you  shonid  come  uy) — as  you  exfiresaed 
it,  "  I  will  take  care  of  Fort  Jackson,")  I  was  then  t«  open  on  Fort 
at.  Pbilip  and  pass  it,  but  you  directed  that  in  case  at  any  time  you 
shonid  come  up  in  the  Hartford,  we  should  leave  room  for  yon  on  the 
port  or  west  side.  I  accordingly  passed  up  at  the  head  of  my  division, 
(in  the  Cayuga,)  receiving  but  not  returning  the  fire  of  Fort  Jackson. 
After  passing  the  obstructions  I  ordered  the  helm  put  a])ort  and  led 
close  t«  the  levee  and  under  the  guns  of  Fort  St.  Philip,  thinking  that 
the  guns  of  that  fort  would  be  trained  for  mid-river,  and  that  they 
would  consequently  overshoot  me,  (which  they  did,  their  shot  and  shell 
riddling  our  masts,  spars,  sails,  and  rigging,  with  comparatively  little 
damage  to  the  hulls.)  At  this  time  surnetbiag  occurred  to  the  Pensa- 
cola's  machinery,  which  canseil  a  detention  of  the  vessels  of  my  division 
astern  of  her ;  losing  sight  of  them,  we  in  the  Caynga  alone  encountered 
the  rebel  ironclads  Louisiana  and  Manassas  and  their  flotilla  of  gun- 
boats, and  maintained  unaided  a  conflict  with  the  gunboats  until  Boggs, 
of  the  Varuna,  came  up,  and  after  delivering  a  broadside,  which  <^me 
into  the  Cayuga  instead  of  the  enemy  in  conflict  with  us,  ho  passed  up 
the  river  out  of  sight.  The  Oneida,  Commander  Leo,  came  up  soon 
after  and  fired  into  a  steamer  that  bad  already  surrendered  to  us  of  the 
Cayugft,  (being  her  third  prize.)  I  then  ordered  Lee  to  go  to  the  assist- 
ance of  Boggs,  of  the  Varuna,  then  engaged  with  two  of  the  enemy's 
steamers  up  tlie  river,  which  had  been  drawn  ott'  from  their  attack  ou 
UB  of  the  Cayuga,  to  follow  and  bead  off  Boggs,  of  the  Varuna.    After 
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seeing  our  Cayuga's  tbird  prize  in  flames  we  steamed  up  the  river  and 
captured  tfae  Chalmctte  regiment  encamped  un  the  west  bank  of  the 
river  opposite  the  quarantine  hospital.  This  rebel  regiment  of  infantry 
I  had  tlie  honor  to  hand  over  to  you  for  your  disposition  when  you  came 
up  the  river  after  your  severe  contest  with  the  forta  and  fireshiia 
below. 

To  give  a  history  of  all  the  iucideuts  of  the  battle  withiu  my  obser- 
vation, or  the  part  which  each  vessel  of  my  division  took,  would  make 
this  communication  too  long. 

The  great  object  of  this  letter  is  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
in  the  hnrry  of  making  up  your  dispatches  after  the  battle,  you  sent 
home  the  writteu  order  of  the  20th  of  April,  which  has  been  puhlitilied 
and  has  passed  into  history,  instead  of  your  verbal  order  of  the  2l)ii, 
which  was  the  one  in  accorilaace  with  which  the  fleet  passed  up  the 
river  and  the  battle'  was  fought. 

Tliia  error  has  resulted  in  an  inestricable  historical  muddle,  aB  the 
history  of  tiie  battle  has  been  written  on  the  basis  of  the  published  pro- 
gramme of  April  ao,  never  carried  out;  the  formation  and  {wsitiou  of 
the  attacking  force  is  therefore  entirely  misunderstood  by  the  historians ; 
one  (Kev.  Mr.  Boyntou's)  history  not  even  mentioning  my  name, 
although  it  did  those  of  officers  commanding  vessels  under  me.  51y 
name  was  merely  inserted  as  commanding  a  division  at  the  instencc  of 
a  friend,  who  discovered  the  omission  too  late  to  make  a  further  con-ec- 
tion.  The  resolntiou  of  the  United  States  Senate  of  June  6,  ISGii,  ot 
which  three  thousand  copies  were  onlered  to  be  printed,  ])eri>etHate.s 
the  error  of  our  passing  the  forts  in  two  columns  abreast.  Mr.Greeley, 
in  his  "  American  Conflict,"  and  other  authors,  are  led  into  the  simo 
misstatements.  Lossiog's  Pictorial  History  erroueousl.i;  dpscrihex  the 
Cayuga  as  retiring  from  the  fight  on  account  of  her  damages,  whereas 
she  was  continually  in  action,  notwithstanding  she  was  much  cut  up 
with  forty-two  shot  holes.  The  Vuruua,  which  had  iiassed  us  wliile 
heavily  engaged,  went  up  the  river  and  drew  off  three  of  the  Cayuga's 
assailants,  the  fight  of  the  Varuna  with  two  of  which  is  treated  as 
the  great  event  of  the  battle,  while  the  leading  up  and  heavy  single- 
band  fighting  of  the  Cayuga,  (Harrison's  gunboat,)  her  taking  the  sur- 
render of  three  enemy's  steamers,  the  Chiilmette  regiment  of  infantry, 
and  cutting  the  telegraphic  communication  between  the  forts  and  New 
Orlciins,  and  other  circumstances,  are  not  mentioned. 

Now  as  I  do  not  wish  to  he  compelled,  even  in  jn^stice  to  myself  or  the 
officers  of  my  division,  to  go  into  the  system  of  correcting  historj'  by 
pamphleteering  or  newspaper  articles,  now  so  common,  1  tnu»t  ask  of  you 
to  correct  this  error,  which  I  know  you  will  not  hesitate  to  do,  Keein^: 
how  much  annoyance  it  is  giving  your  friends  and  followers ;  or  if  you 
still  have  any  delicacy  in  doing  this,  as  you  ap|ieai-ed  to  have  when  I 
spoke  to  you  before,  in  consequence  of  a  regulation  of  the  department 
that  you  seemed  to  consider  in  the  way,  may  I  ask  if  you  see  any  im- 
propriety in  my  requesting  a  boai-d  of  inquirj-,  in  order  to  get  the  fuels 
on  record,  since  the  truth  of  history,  my  <hity  to  my  officers  and  to  mj 
fomily,  requires  that  I  should  see  it  done  while  I  am  here  to  do  it

Ht  Dear  Apmtbat-  :  I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  Ist,  and  am 
really  at  a  losa  to  aoderstaiid  how  you,  or  even  historians,  can  take  the 
rieva  yoa  express  in  relation  to  the  part  in  the  memorable  flght  in  the 
UissiBsippi  in  1862. 

I  bare  jost  re-read  my  report  of  May  6,  and  your  two  reports  follow- 
ing, and  Cfuinot  conceive  how  yon  could  be  more  prominently  mentioned 
to  the  department 

In  the  former  you  are  reported  as  "  leading  the  right  colnmn  in  the 
Sunboat  Caynga,"  aa  having  "preceded  me  ap  to  Oie  quarantine  sta- 
tion," and  as  having  "  captured  the  Chalmette  regiment,^  and  every 
possible  credit  la  given  you  for  the  manner  in  which  you  conducted 
yonr  line,  and  prec^ling  us  to  attack  the  Chalmette  forts. 

As  to  historians,  I  can  of  course  do  nothing.  I  have  read  bat  one  ac-. 
conatto  which  you  allude,  (Dr.  Boyntou's,}  and  that  in  reference  to 
Mobile  Bay,  in  which  several  mistakes  occur,  going  to  prove  that  histo- 
rians are  not  always  correct. 

1  do  not  see  how  it  is  xwssible  for  me  to  give  you  greater  credit  for 
yoor  services  than  is  embodied  in  that  report  where  }~our  name  is  always 
prominent;  but  if  you  think  that  full  justice  has  not  been  done  yon, 
which  I  confess  I  regret  to  learn,  you  have  of  course  a  perfect  right  to 
make  your  appeal  to  the  department;  for  my  own  part  I  always  main- 
tain the  conviction  that  whatever  errors  may  be  made  in  the  records  of 
biatorians  and  others,  posterity  will  always  give  justice  to  whom  justice 
is  dne.

Mt  Deab  Admiral  :  I  have  received  and  carefully  read  your  letter 
of  the  3d,  in  reply  to  mine  of  the  1st  instant,  and  admit  all  you  say 
about  prominently  mentioning  my  name  to  the  department.  But  yon 
remark,  "As  to  historians  I  can  of  course  do  nothing."  This  is  so; 
bat  the  difficulty  is  that  the  historians  derived  their  erroneous  acconnt 
of  the  battle  from  your  report  of  the  6th  of  May,  1862,  and  from  the 
diagram  which  you  seut  to  the  department  as  the  true  order  of  sailing 
into  the  battle  with  the  forts.  Those  who  have  written  on  the  subject 
Me  not  to  be  blamed  for  using  the  official  reports  of  the  occurrences, 
but  in  seeking  for  the  correction  of  that  report  I  hope  to  prevent  similar 
error  and  confusion  in  the  future.  I  do  so  with  the  greatest  reluctance 
as  a  duty  to  the  officers  under  my  immediate  command,  and  to  myself, 
and  I  appeal  to  your  sense  of  justice  whether  I  could  do  less. 

Yon  stnte,  "  I  have  just  re-read  my  (your)  report  of  May  6,  and  your 
(iuy)  two  reports  following,  and  cannot  conceive  how  yoa  could  be  more 
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prominently  mentioned  to  the  department.  Id  the  former  you  are  n- 
ported  as  leading  the  right  coluinn  in  the  gunboat  Cayuga,  and  as  haring 
preceded  me  to  the  quarantine  station." 

Howcouldtherehavebeeii  alright" and aleftcolumn practically, irheu 
lied  my  divisiou  to  the  attack, and  passage  of  the  forts, an  hour  befon 
you  liflte^l  anchors  in  the  Hartford  and  your  center  division  T  What  I 
did  was  done  by  your  orders  and  inspiration,  and  to  you  the  \TOrld  hax 
given  the  credit  of  the  attack  and  success  as  fully  as  it  gave  to  Lord 
Nelaon  the  credit  of  the  battle  of  the  Nile,  but  did  it  detract  from  his 
glory  that  the  report  of  the  battle  described  }mv>  it  was  fought,  and  tlif^ 
exact  position  of  his  own  vessel  and  those  of  his  sabordinates  T 

This  matter  has  been  the  subject  of  much  discussion  among  officers 
then  commanding  vessels  in  my  division — all  say  that  no  vessel  ai  your 
center  division  came  up  abreast  of  or  lapped  their  vessels. 

Practically  the  effect  of  your  verbal  order  was  to  divide  the  fleet  into 
four  divisions,  viz : 

First.  The  mortar  fleet,  (Commander  Porter.) 

Second.  The  first  di^-ision  of  gunboats,  (under  my  command,}  to  wtiicli 
was  added  the  two  sloops  of  war,  Peasacola  and  Mississippi,  of  whicli 
the  gunboat  Cayuga,  with  my  divisional  flag,  vras  the  leading  vessel. 

Third.  The  center  division,  with  your  flag  on  the  Hartfoidj  and 

Fourth.  The  rear  division  bearing  the  dag  of  Captain  H.  B:.  Bell. 

The  first,  center,  and  rear  divisions  went  up  to  the  attack  in  singli'. 
file,  or  line  ahead ;  I  went  up  at  the  head  of  my  division  at  2  a.  in.,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  it  took  the  Pensacola  (the  next  vessel  astern  of 
the  Cayuga)  t«  purchase  her  anchors — supposed  to  be  about  twentj' 
minutes.  You  followed  without  lapping  the  sternmost  vessel  of  my 
divisiou,  and  the  division  of  gunboats  commanded  by  Captain  Bell  fol  ' 
lowed  in  the  wake  of  your  divisiou.  The  fact,  practically,  was  that  iht 
first  division,  the  mortar  fleet,  covered  the  advance ;  the  second  va» 
the  vangaiu^,  the  third  the  main  body  of  the  fleet,  and  the  fourth  the 
rear,  and  that  the  advance  being  made  up  a  river  and  line  ahead,  the 
diagram  does  not  give  any  idea  of  the  action,  other  than  to  produce  i 
confusion  and  error.  How  could  it  be  otherwise  when  no  vessel  of  the 
third  division  lapped  any  one  of  the  second  T 

1  inclose  a  copy  of  this  (to  us)  unfortunate  diagram,  as  attached  tn 
your  report  of  the  battle,  which  you  will  notice  places  the  Cajiiga  (my 
flag  gunboat)  third  in  line  of  my  division — whereas,  according  to  your 
own  statement,  (of  two  columns  abreast,)  that  gunboat  should  have  been 
recorded  as  first  in  line,  leading.  I  would  ask  of  your  triendship  anil 
your  fairness  whether  this  diagram  gives  the  faintest  idea  of  the  action, 
and  whether,  if  the  names  of  the  vessels  were  altered,  it  wonld  not 
apply  equally  well  or  better  to  many  other  battles.

Tbe  next  rebel  telegram  annoonced  the  arrival  of  the  fleet  before  the 
dty.  The  Caynga  in  the  interval  had  captured  the  Chalmette  regiment, 
Ave  miles  above  the  forts,  and  cut  the  telegraphic  communicanoB,  so 
tliat  the  fleet  were  not  again  reported  until  they  arrived  opposite  the 
city. 

Mow,  my  dear  admiral,  you  have  entirely  misconceived  tbe  object  of 
ny  addressing  yon.  It  is  not  to  complain  that  yon  have  not  mentioned 
me  prominenUy  in  your  dispatch,  bat  it  is  because  in  your  report  of  the 
battle,  dated  May  6,  and  the  accompanying  diagram,  yon  do  not  give  the 
circomstances  of  the  flgbt  as  they  occurred,  but  those  which  would  ap- 
ply to  your  former  plan,  which  was  abandoned.  From  that  report  the 
reader  would  infer  that  the  fleet  went  to  the  attack  of  the  forts  in  two 
ctdnmns  abreast,  when  it  was  done  in  single  ctdnmn,  (line  ahead.)  That 
the  Hartford  was  the  leading  vessel,  when  in  reality  it  was  the  ninth  in 
lino  astern  of  the  Cayuga,  in  a  single  line  or  line  i^ead,  and  there  was 
no  left  nor  right  of  line,  but  single  file. 

niat  you  i^ald  for  a  moment  leave  so  erroneoos  a  report  or  record 
iiDeoirect«d  is  a  matter  of  surprise  to  your  officers,  and  that  yoa  should 
not  have  made  tbe  correction  as  soon  as  your  attention  was  called  to  it 
■s  still  more  embarrassing  to  us. 

Tbisy  know  that  under  yonr  orders  I  led  the  vanguard  of  tbe  fleet^  not 
a*  Kpresented  on  tbe  diagram  yon  have  flled^  bnt  in  an  entirely  differ- 
ent (ffdw,  and  rec«ved  forty-two  certificates  in  the  way  of  rebel  shots 
sbriking  my  vessel,  in  corroboration  of  what  is  known  to  every  one  of 
oar  gallant  companions  in  that  engagement. 

I  have  delayed  my  reply  both  b^Ause  I  have  been  occupied  and  since 
have  heard  that  yoa  were  iU^  which  I  deeply  regretted,  and  because  I 
wished  to  be  certain  that  1  said  nothing  in  hast«  that  would  he  annoy- 
ing to  you  or  improper  in  me  to  say,  and  I  hope  you  will  now  see  tbe 
matter  as  I  and  others  do,  and  make  the  correction  so  necessary  to  jus- 
tice in  yonr  report  of  May  6, 1862,  and  substitute  a  diagram  of  the  ac- 
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toal  positions  ;our  vessels  and  officers  occupied  in  tlie  iioe  of  attAck,  in 
place  of  tUose  now  in  tlie  flies  of  the  Ifavy  Department.

My  Dear  Adhibal  :  I  have  received  your  two  letters,  the  first  one  of 
which  was  not  given  to  me  nntil  to-day,  aB  my  physician  has  advised  a 
total  suapension  of  business  until  I  should  bemme  fully  convalescent, 
which  I  am  happy  to  say  is  now  the  case. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  make  the  correction  you  desire  in  the  di* 
gram  of  the  Mississippi  battle,  as  I  now  fully  comprehend  what  f ou 
wish  in  this  matter. 

In  fact,  I  cannot  underatand  how  this  sketch  of  the  first  proposed  or- 
der of  battle,  wherein  you  are  placed  thiri  instead  of  at  the  head  of  the 
column,  should  have  been  attached  to  the  report  in  lieu  of  the  one  wbicli 
was  afterwards  adopted. 

By  referring  to  this  report,  you  will  observe  that  the  diagram  accom- 
panies a  general  order  issued  four  days  before  the  action  as  a  prepara- 
tory plan  of  attack,  which  was  subsequently  changed ;  but  still  I  cannot 
understand  why  even  in  this  sketch  you  should  not  have  been  placed  at 
the  head  of  the  starboard  column. 

This  diagram,  as  you  are  aware,  was  the  origiital  plau,  to  bu  changed 
as  a  matter  of  course  as  circumstances  might  justify,  and  the  vobmU 
were  placed  according  to  therank  of  the  officers  respectively  commanding 
them ;  but  should  not  have  been  made  part  of  the  report  of  the  final  action, 
as  on  reflection  I  decided  that  when  the  chains  were  parted,  the  plan  of 
"  line  ahead"  should  be  adopted  as  the  best  calculated  for  the  x>reservatioii 
of  the  vessels  and  for  avoiding  all  chances  of  fouling.  Therefore  when 
the  time  arrived  and  the  signal  given,  the  order  of  sailing  was  changofl 
to  line  of  battle,  the  verbal  instructions  to  which  you  allude  carried  out, 
and  you  led  at  the  head  of  your  division ;  and  it  has  always  afforded  me 
tbe  greatest  pleasure  to  say  that  you  performed  your  duties  most  fear 
lessly  and  gallantly. 

.  For  this  reason  I  was  at  the  outset  a  little  surprised  that  you  should 
have  apparently  complained  of  my  report;  but  my  examination  of  tb» 
printeil  diagram  has  fully  satisfled  me  of  the  justice  of  your  appeal. 

I  shall  therefore  forward  to  the  department  a  correct  sketch  of  tbe  final 
attack  as  we  passed  up  the  river.

SiB:  My  attention  having  been  called  by  Bear-Admiral  Bailey  to  an 
mcorrect  sketch  which  accompanied  my  report  of  May  6, 1862,  npon  the 
passage  of  Foi^  Jackson  and  St.  Philip,  1  hare  the  honor  to  forward 
herewith  a  corrected  diagram,  showing  the  jMMition  of  the  vessels  at 
the  time  they  passed  through  the  obstructions  after  the  chains  had  been 
separated.  This  will  demonstrate  that  Bear-Admiral,  then  Oaptoin 
Bailey,  led  the  fleet  in  the  Cayuga  np  to  the  attack  on  the  forta,  as  had 
been  previously  ordered — he  talong  St.  Philip  with  his  diTiaion,  while 
1  reserved  Jackson  for  the  remainder  of  the  squadron  under  my  com- 
maud. 

The  skeleton  lines  show  how  the  vessels  moved  up  from  the  original 
position  of  two  lines  into  the  line  ahead. 

This  correction  has  not  been  made  before,  because  I  was  not  aware  of 
tbe  existence  of  the  mistake — the  diagram  being  evidently  a  cleiieal 
Arror,  and  in  opposition  to  the  text  in  which  I  distinctly  state  that  Boar- 
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Admiral  Bailej  not  only  led,  bat  peiformed  his  daty  with  great  gal-

Sm :  The  ordinary  revenues  of  this  department  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  Jane  30,  1869,  were  $18,344,510  72,  and  the  expenditures 
$:i3,698,131  50.  For  the  vear  ended  June  30, 1868,  the  ordinary  revcnnes 
were  $16,292,600  80,  and  the  expenditures  $22,730,592  65.  The  in- 
creaHe  of  revenue  for  the  year  1869  over  the  preceding  fiscal  year  was 
$:.',051,909  92,  and  the  increase  of  expenditures  $9fi7,538  85.  The  in- 
crease of  revenue  for  1868  over  1867  was  $1,055,573  93,  and  the  increase 
of  expenditures  for  1868  over  1867  was  $3,495,109  19.  The  ratio  of  in- 
crease of  revenue  for  the  year  1869  is  12.59  per  cent.,  and  of  expendi- 
tnrea  4.25  per  eent.,  compared  with  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
year  1868.

The  number  of  packages  of  postage  stamps  lost  in  the  mails  during 
the  year  was  22,  representing  $818;  audof  stamped  envelopes  15,  repre- 
senting $259  30,  being  much  less  than  the  losses  from  like  delinqoeD- 
cies  in  1808. 

CONTRACTS. 

There  were  in  the  service  of  the  department  on  the  30th  of  June, 
1869,  7,056  contractors  for  the  transportation  of  the  mails. 

Of  mail  routes  in  operation  there  were  8,449,  aggregating  in  length 
233,731  miles,  in  annual  transportation  90,723,403  miles,  and  in  amiuai 
cost  $10,406,501.  K  the  compensation  of  railway  post  ofiBce  clerks. 
route  agents,  local  ageiite,  mail  messengers,  mail  route  messengers,  and 
baggage-masters  in  charge  of  mails,  amounting  to  $1,275,227,  be  added, 

Goo.;lc 
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the  aggregate  annaal  cost  will  be  911,681,728.  This  service  was  dinded 
as  follows :

"Celerity,  certainty,  and  security  ":  Length,  163,416  miles;  annual 
transportation,  44,993,108  miles;  annnal  cost,  $4,908,285— about  10.9 
cents  per  mile. 

There  was  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  in  length  of  routes  of 
6,803  miles:  in  annual  transportation,  6,499,078  miles;  and  in  cost, 
9140,445.  To  the  last  add  increased  cost  for  railway  post  office  clerks, 
ronte,  local,  aud  other  agents,  $160,504,  and  the  total  increase  of  cost 
Till  be  shown  to  he  $301,039. 

The  foregoing  statements  of  distances  and  costs  do  not  include  serv- 
ice for  "  special "  offices.  There  were,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  1,962  of 
tlit>se  offices,  each  with  a  mail  carrier,  whose  pay  front  the  department 
is  not  allowed  to  exceed  the  net  postal  yield  of  the  office.  "  Special " 
routes  and  their  carriers  are  included  in  the  number  of  contractors  and 
routes  as  given  above. 

OVEBLANIt  HAIL. 

The  contract  or  agreement  entered  inte  on  the  2l3t  October,  1868, 
between  the  Post  Office  Department  and  Messrs.  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co., 
fur  the  transportation  of  the  United  States  mails  between  the  western 
terminus  of  the  Union  Pacific  railroad  and  the  eastern  terminus  of  the 
GeDtral  Pacific,  for  the  term  of  one  year  ftom  0<!tober  1,  1808,  or  until 
the  two  railroads  should  meet,  at  the  rate  of  $1,750,000  per  annum,  sub- 
ject to  deduction  pro  rata  for  every  section  of  fifty  miles  of  railroad 
i.'oiupleted  and  reported  to  the  department  ready  to  carry  the  mails, 
expired  on  the  9th  of  May,  1869,  the  railroads  having  effected  a  junction 
and  reported  ready  Ut  carry  mails  through  on  the  10th.  Wlien  the 
(contract  was  entered  into,  it  was  estimated  that  the  junction  would  not 
be  formed  before  the  31st  July,  it  being  supiiosed  that  the  severity  of 
the  weather  would  compel  a  suspension  of  work  on  the  railroads  during 
the  months  of  January,  February,  and  March ;  and  it  was  further 
estimated  that  the  cost  of  the  mail  serWce  under  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.'s 
contract  would  amount  to  $670,144.  The  weather  proving  unusually 
mild,  however,  and  the  progress  of  the  roads  being  uninterrupted,  their 
completion  was  accelerated  nearly  three  months,  and  hence  the  cost  of 
the  service  under  the  contract  with  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.  was  reducetl 
$211,339  36  below  the  estimate.  The  amount  actually  paid  to  them  for 
the  whole  penod  from  1st  October,  1868,  to  9th  May,  1869,  inclusive, 
(221  days  in  all,)  after  making  deductions  for  completed  sections,  was 
$45.^,804  64. 

The  temjiorary  contract  entered  into  on  Slat  October,  1868,  with  the 
same  parties,  at  $79,000  per  annum,  for  that  division  of  the  overland 
nmil  route  extending  from  the  terminus  of  the  Kansas  Pacific  railway 
to  Denver,  numbered  14,107,  and  known  as  the  "  Smoky  Uill  route," 
expired  by  limitation  on  the  30th  June,  1869.  The  route  had  been  cur- 
tailed in  the  mean  time  so  as  to  commence  at  Cheyenne  Wells,  being 
coincident  that  far  with  the  daily  route  to  Santa  F^,  and  $14,149  deducted 
;  from  the  annual  pay,  for  thirty-six  miles  decrease,  .reducing  the  pay  to 
$64,851  per  annum.  The  route  as  thus  curtailed,  aud  numbered  17,034», 
was  advertised  under  date  of  January  6, 1869,  to  he  let  &rom  Ist  July  then 
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next,  the  department  offering  to  receive  proposals  ontil  the  7th  April 
and  to  decide  thereon  by  the  14th  of  the  same  month.  Under  this 
advertisement  several  bids  were  submitted,  the  lowest  being  834,600 
per  annum.  It  appearing,  however,  front  the  npeeific  reiwrts  of  post- 
masters, that  the  mnil  matter  conveyed  over  the  route  had  become  incon- 
Biderable,  owing  to  the  transmission  of  the  principal  maila  for  Denver 
over  the  Union  Pacific  railroad,  after  its  completion,  via  Ohcyenne  City, 
aud  that  there  were  no  post  offices  whatever  t>etween  Cheyenne  WelU 
and  Denver  on  route  17,034",  the  coutliinancc  of  the  service  was  not 
deemed  to  he  of  sufficient  importance  to  justify  the  expense  it  wonld 
involve,  and  the  route  was  consequently  left  out  of  operation  from  301b 
June,  1869. 

The  contract  made  on  the  28tJi  October,  1868,  with  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.. 
to  carry  the  maila  for  one  year  from  October  1,  1808,  on  route  17,03.), 
from  Cheyenne  City  to  Denver,  one  liundred  aud  two  miles,  and  back, 
daily,  at  80,970  50  per  annum,  expired  on  the  30th  September,  ISfifl, 
and  the  route  was  re-let  from  October  1st,  under  the  above-mentioueil 
a^lvertisement  of  January  6t.h,  to  the  same  parties,  they  being  tin- 
lowest  bidders,  at  $8,640  per  annum.  This  is  all  tiiat  remains  of  the 
old  overland  mail  service,  aud  this  will  doubtless  be  supersiMled  in  a 
few  months,  a  railroad  between  Cheyenne  City  and  Denver  being  now  in 
rapid  course  of  construction. 

EEAJXFUSTMENT  OF   PAY  ON  EAILEOAD  ROUTES. 

In  anticipation  of  the  close  of  the  contract  tenn  in  the  2few  Enghini] 
States  and  the  State  of  New  York,  and  with  a  view  to  obtain  data  ui>oii 
which  to  base  the  readjustment  of  the  rates  of  pay  for  the  transportatioB 
of  mails  on  railroad  routes  in  those  States  for  the  new  term  commencing 
July  1,  1869,  circulars  were  sent  out  in  February  last  to  the  ])roprietor« 
of  all  such  routes,  requesting  them  to  weigh  Mie  mails  they  conveyitl 
for  thirty  days  from  the  1st  March,  and  report  the  result  to  the  depart- 
ment, and  to  furnish,  also,  descriptions  of  the  accommodations  provideti 
for  mails  and  agents,  together  with  statements  showing  the  number  of 
times  per  week  the  mails  were  conveyed  in  each  direction.  The  inform- 
ation obtained  in  answer  to  this  call  is  comprised  in  table  E  of  tk 
rei>ort  of  the  Second  Assistant  Postmaster  General,  hereto  appended, 
in  which  there  are  also  embraced  returns  from  a  number  of  routes  i" 
other  States,  made  at  various  times  since  the  publication  of  a  similitr 
table  in  the  annual  rejKjrt  for  1807.  It  is  the  puriMWe  of  the  depart- 
ment in  the  future  to  make  a  similar  call  upon  the  proprietors  of  railroad 
routes  near  the  close  of  the  contract  term  in  each  of  the  four  conlnu't 
sections  into  which  the  country  is  divided,  so  that  the  readjustment  of 
pay  in  every  case  may  be  made  ui>on  new  and  corrected  returns. 

The  rat«s  heretofore  paid  tbr  railroad  mail  service  in  5ew  England 
and  New  York  have  been  carefully  compared  with  the  returns  just 
received  from  those  States;  and  in  every  instance  in  which  the  amount 
and  character  of  the  ser\-ice  have  been  ftfiind  to  be  clearly  iusujiicieut 
to  justify  the  rate  allowed,  a  commensurate  deduction  has  been  made. 
On  tlie  other  hand,  whenever  a  demand  for  increased  pay  lias  been  made 
which  the  returns  ap])eared  to  warrant,  such  increase  has  been  allowed. 
Changes  have  thus  been  made  in  the  rates  of  pay  on  more  than  fifty 
railroad  routes  iu  that  section,  comprising  over  one-third  of  the  whole 
number.  These  roads  have  been  classilletl,  and  their  pay  reat^usttHl 
and  establiahed,  in  strict  conformity  with  the  conditions  prescribed  by 
law,  to  wit :  "  the  size  of  the  mails,  the  speed  with  which  they  lu*  eon- 
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veyfd,  and  the  importance  of  the  service."  The  details  of  this  classifi- 
cation aad  readjustment  appear  in  table  F  of  the  repoit  of  the  Second 
AsdUtnnt,  also  hereto  appended,  which  embraces  also  a  number  of 
routes  in  other  States  on  which  changes  have  been  made,  on  application 
by  the  proprietors  of  the  several  roads,  at  difterent  times,  aiuce  the 
preparation  of  the  last  annual  report.  On  all  of  these  routes  together, 
78  in  number,  the  former  annual  pay  amounted  to  $742,852  03.  The 
sDnnal  pay,  as  readjusted,  now  amounts  to  $803,706  58,  showing  an 
excess  of  the  present  over  the  former  amount  of  annual  pay  of 
960,853  95. 

In  these  tables,  (E  and  F,)  as  in  similar  ones  heretofore  published, 
tiie  routes  are  arranged,  not  by  States,  but  according  to  the  rate  of  pay 
per  mile  per  annum,  the  highest  being  first.  Each  is  accompanied  by  an 
fliphsbetical  index,  for  easy  reference.  _         _ 

Great  complaints  have  been  made  by  somAtf  the  principal  railroad 
companies  in  relation  to  the  alleged  inadequacy  of  their  compensation 
for  (.'arTying  the  mails.  They  assert  that  the  rates  of  their  pay  were 
fixed  by  the  act  of  3d  March,  1845,  and  have  remained  unchanged 
for  nearly  twenty-five  years;  and  that  although  the  pay  thus  established 
was,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act,  just  and  ample,  it  now  falls 
short  of  what  they  are  fairly  entitled  to.  It  cannot  be  denied  that, 
Hince  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1845,  important  changes  have  taken  place, 
the  most  conspicuous  of  which  are  the  following :  a  large  increase  in  the 
quantity  and  weight  of  mail  matter ;  an  additional  number  of  trips  jier 
(lay  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  service ;  and  the  introduction  of  rail- 
way i»ost  offices,  requiring  much  heavier  and  more  exi>ensive  mail  ears, 
These  changes  have  imposed  additional  duties  niwn  the  railroads  cousti- 
tntiDg  the  great  trunk  lines,  and  have  largely  increased  their  expenses. 
In  jnxtice  to  this  class  of  roads,  I  respectfully  recommend  a  careful  re- 
ligion and  readjustment  by  Congress  of  railroad  compensation,  and  the 
establishment  of  such  rates  as  will  be  just  and  equitable  to  all  concerned. 

POST-EOUTE  MAPS. 

Diuiug  the  past  year,  the  preparation  and  publication  of  the  series  of 
jKHt-route  maps  of  the  United  States  have  been  continued,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Topographer  of  the  departmeut. 

The  map,  in  four  sheets,  of  the  States  of  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey, 
Delaware,  and  Maryland,  and  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  having  been 
completeil,  copies  are  now  being  furnished  to  such  postmasters  and  other 
agents  of  the  department  as  the  interests  of  the  service  require. 

Themapof  the  State  of  Maine,  which  embraces  portions  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  one  slieet  of  the  double-sheet 
map  of  the  States  of  Ohio  and  Indiana,  are  nearly  finished,  and  will  be 
ready  tor  issue  during  the  coming  wiuter. 

The  drawings  for  a  double-sheet  map  of  the  States  of  Michigan  and. 
Wisconsin  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  engraver,  to  be  com- 
pleted nextsummer.  Toeontinuethe  series  as  projected,  there  come  next 
in  order  the  States  of  Illinois,  Iowa,  Missouri,  and  Minnesota. 

With  a  view  to  the  future  construction  of  accurate  post-route  maps  of 
the  States  of  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  and  Texas,  which  have  not  been 
covered  by  the  rectangular  system  of  land  survey  of  the  general  govern- 
ment, nor  by  sutflciently  precise  and  reliable  surveys  by  the  State  or 
local  authorities,  the  Topographer  suggests  that  some  provision  be  made 
lieforehaiid  tor  the  determination  of  the  exact  position  on  the  eaith*s 
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surface  of,  at  least,  tlie  most  important  points  in  these  8t:at«8;  anil  be 
inquires  whetber,  in  case  tlie  State  tlieniaelves  shoald  continue  iDdift'tr- 
ent  to  the  subject^  an  accui'ate  siir\'ev  could  not  be  undertaken  uuder  the 
Joint  direction  of  the  engineer  officers  of  the  army  and  the  astronomera  of 
tlie  Coast  Survey  and  of  some  of  the  standard  observatories.  Tlie  sab- 
Jeot  is  worthy  ol'careflil  consideration. 

FINES  AHD  DEDUCTIONS. 

The  amonut  of  fines  imposed  on  contractors,  and  deductions  made 
from  tbcir  pay,  on  account  of  failures  and  otber  delinquencies,  during 
the  last  year,  was  104,103  81 ;  and  the  amount  remitted  was  $43,950  00, 
leaving  the  net  amount  9^0,242  82. 

HAIL  BAQS,  LOCKS,  AKB  KEYS. 

The  number,  description,  and  cost  of  mail  hags,  locks,  and  keys,  pur- 
chased during  the  year,  will  appear  in  detail  by  reference  to  a  table 
annexed.  The  amount  expended  for  new  mail  bags  of  all  kinds  w«s 
t8!>,420,  or  9.'11,403  13  more  than  the  amount  expended  the  prewdinp 
year.  The  cost  of  mail-bag  catchersj  recently  introduced  into  the  wn- 
ice,  for  delivering  and  receiving  mails  from  and  on  railway  trains  at 
fnll  speed,  was  tl,90U.  This  amount  does  not  appear  in  the  table  lattt 
mentioned,  hut  is  included  in  the  item  of  mail  bags. 

THROUGH  MAILS. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  railroad  line  to  the  Pacific,  arrangciiieiits 
have  been  made  to  have  records  kejtt  showing  the  time  oceupie<l  in  thi> 
transit  of  mails  from  Washington,  New  York,  Boston,  Chicago,  ('iucin- 
nati,  and  St.  Louis  to  Denver  City,  Salt  Lake  City,  Sacramento  City, 
and  San  Francisco,  tiiul  back.  Tlie  api>endix  contains  a  copy  of  tbe 
circular  giving  the  necesKary  instructions  to  postmasters  and  otlnTs. 
The  records  of  arrivals  on  the  Atlantic  side  during  the  month  of  Oit«- 
ber  have  reached  the  department.  They  show  that  mails  arc  carrieii 
through  from  San  Francisco  to  Washington  in  6  days,  23  horns,  and  1' 
minutes ;  to  N^ew  York,  in  6  days,  15  hours,  and  20  minutes;  to  Boston, 
in  7  days,  4  hours;  to  Chicago,  in  5  days,  7  hours,  and  30  minntes;  In 
Cincinnati,  in  5  days,  22  hours,  and  30  minutes;  and  to  St.  l»ais. 
in  5  days,  1  hour,  and  30  minutes.  The  above  flgiirea  show  tlie 
time  of  tlie  shortest  trips.  The  average  time  was:  to  Washington. 
7  days,  7  hours,  and  11  minutes ;  to  New  York,  7  days,  2  hours,  awl 
23  minutes;  to  Boston,  7  days,  10  hours,  and  25  minutes;  to  Chi 
cago,  5  days,  14  hours,  and  55  minutes ;  to  Cincinnati,  6  days,  8  hours, 
and  32  minutes ;  and  to  St.  Louis,  Q  days,  16  hours,  and  23  minuteK- 
Compared  with  the  time  from  San  Fi-ancisco,  the  time  trom  Sai-raroento 
City  is  6  hours  and  20  minutes  less ;  from  Proinontor^^',  2  days  and  I" 
minutes  less ;  from  Salt  Lake  City,  2  days  and  9  hours  less ;  from  Don 
ver  City,  1  day,  23  hours,  and  30  minntes  less ;  and  from  Omaha  Citv. 
4  days,  7  hours,  and  30  minutes  less — Salt  Lake  City  being  distant  fnim 
the  railroad  29  mile^,  and  Denver  City  102  miles.  Under  tlie  old  over- 
land mail  contracts,  the  time  from  the  Missouri  River  to  Folsom  City. 
23  miles  east  of  Sacramento  City,  was  16  days  from  Ajiril  1  to  Decem 
her  1,  and  20  days  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Mails  have  been  transmitted  twice  a  day  each  way  between  Nf« 
York  and  New  Orleans  since  the  Ist  of  March  last,  once  over  the  South- 
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aegtem  route,  via  Washiupton.  D.  C,  Lynchburg,  Va.,  and  Knox^^Ile, 
Tfiin.,  and  once  over  the  W'estem  route,  via  Louisville,  Ky.,  mid  Hum- 
boldt, Teun.  By  the  latter  route  a  portion  of  the  trips  have  been  made 
ill  shorter  time  than  by  the  Ibrmer,  the  shortest  being  78  hours  and  30 
minates  going  south,  and  7U  hours  and  lo  minutes  going  north,  while 
the  shortest  by  the  former  was  &i  hours  and  3o  minutes  going  south, 
and  83  hours  aud  20  minutes  going  uorth.  Greater  regularity  exists  on 
the  Soutktcettern  route,  however,  on  which  the  average  time  from  March 
to  September,  inclusive,  was  89  hours  and  29  minutes  going  south,  aud 
90  hours  and  59  minutes  going  north  ;  while  the  avenige  on  the  Western 
FDHteforthesameperiod  was  92  hours  and  13  minutes  going  south,  and  90 
hom^  and  14  minutes  going  north.  Taking  both  directions  together, 
there  were  carried  through,  from  March  to  September,  inclusive,  ou  the 
Soutkwestem  route,  429  mails,  at  an  average  speed  of  90  hours  and  14 
minntes;  and  on  the  Western  route,  SiiO  mails,  at  au  average  speed  of  91 
hours  aud  IS  minutes.  By  comparison  with  the  through-mail  tables  in 
the  last  annual  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  tlie  average  time  on  both 
these  routes  is  sensibly  improved. 

A  greater  expedition  has  recently  been  obtained  between  J*ew  York 
and  Chicago,  one  of  the  three  daily  trips  over  the  Alleutowu  route  (via 
Pittsburg)  l»eing  made  in  less  than  31  hours  each  way. 

SPECIAL  AGEKTS. 

The  number  of  special  agents  in  the  employ  of  the  department  dur- 
ing the  last  fiscal  year  was  tbrty-eight,  at  an  aggregate  compensation  of 
il;H,342.  Under  the  impression  that  this  force  was  excessive,  Congress, 
in  the  appropriation  aet  for  the  current  year,  appropriate*!  8100,000 
'•for  detecting  and  preventing  mail  depredations,  and  for  special  agents," 
aud  then  restricted  the  action  of  the  department  by  declaring  that  "  no 
greater  sum  shall  be  paid  special  agentJi  than  is  hereby  provided."  The 
department,  desiring  to  conform  to  the  law,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
render  the  force  of  special  agents  as  efficient  a,s  possible,  deemed  it 
necessary  to  i-eorganize  this  branch  of  the  ser\'ice.  The  following  plan 
was  adopted  and  promidgated,  to  take  ell'ect  July  1, 1869,  viz :

Anil  to  rjii'li  of  tllf  distrii'tH  in  tiie  sixtli  division  is  aatiigneil  on(>  »iM-eiaI  nftent,  with- 
out uuy  di'fit^iution  other  Iknu  tLut  in  tho  original  Itxt  of  his  1ttti-r  of  ap]H)intinrul. 

It  wilf  be  observed  tliat  the  foregoing  arraD^nietit  divides  the  force  in 
manner  following :  Five  tissistnnt  saiH'rinteudents  of  railway  mail  s*>r- 
Tiee,  cliargeii  with  the  sHpervision  of  the  tranKiwrtation  of  the  mails; 
fourteen  inspectors,  authorized  to  inqmreintothemauagementanilex- 
penditurcHof  ]ioRtofiiee»;  and  sixagents  with  general  powers  in  thesixlli 
division.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  deiiartment  has  in  its  ser- 
vice one  agent  engaged  on  the  free  delivery,  one  agent  on  the  money- 
order  HyKtitin,  and  eight  agents  in  detecting  and  preventing  mail  dep- 
redations; making  in  all  thirty-flve  men,  all  of  whom  are  under  the 
general  direetion  of  a  Siipi'rintendent  of  Itailway  Mail  Service,  ap]>oiute(l 
under  the  act  of  Slarch  3, 181)3,  section  5.  By  this  division  of  labor 
it  is  believed  that  much  more  satisfactory  results  will  be  attained.  Bnt 
as  the  Held  of  operations  of  these  officers  has  been  mueli  enlarged,  and 
their  duties  made  more  8i>ecific  and  exacting,  it  is  resiiectfully  submitted 
that  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  the  current  year  is  too  small 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  service.  It  is  therefore  recommended  eithei 
that  the  appropriation  be  increased  to  (I'J.'ijtMH)  per  annum,  or  that  the 
department  be  i)ermitted  to  charge  the  expense  of  the  five  "Assistant 
Superintendents  of  Railway  Mail  Service^  to  the  transportation  fund, 
and  the  exj)ense  of  tho  sp(.<cial  agents  in  charge  of  the  bee  dehvei^' 
andof  tbemouey-onlersysteinto  the  account  of  the  free  delivery  and  the 
money  order  system,  rcaiHTtively.  It  is  further  submitted  that  a  sum 
should  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  department  to  defray  the  ex- 
l»enses  of  such  temporary  special  agents  as  tlie  extraordinary  emergen- 
cies of  the  service  may  demand. 

RAILWAY  POST   OFFICES. 

On  the  3l)th  .Time  last,  there  were  in  operation  37  lines  of  railway 
post  offices,  extending  in  the  aggregate  over  7,201  miles  of  niilrosd  and 
steamboat  lines — being  an  increase  of  3  lines  and  182  miles  of  senice 
over  the  year  1808.  The  ninnber  of  clerks  employed  daring  the  last 
year  was  324,  at  ail  annual  cost  of  4384,300.  During  the  pre\-iou8  year, 
the  number  of  clerks  employe<l  was  297,  and  the  amount  expended  i" 
com]>eiisation  $;J2fl,700.  No  increase  was  made  during  the  hist  year  in 
the  twice-daily  service,  except  by  inlercliaiigeable  iKmches  between  the 
principal  iH)st  offices  and  between  the  several  lines.  The  railway  iwst 
office,  by  reason  of  the  additional  facilities  it  afibrtls  in  mailing  im]iort' 
ant  letters  up  to  the  moment  of  the  deimrture  of  the  trains,  and  in 
receiving,  assorting,  and  distributing  the  mails  during  their  trausil, 
thus  saving  many  honrs,  and  in  some  instances  days,  in  the  comninDi- 
cation  between  important  jmints,  has  become  an  essential  part  of  the 
Bervice.  It  is  in  fact  indis|ieuHable,  and,  as  the  popnlation  and  nealtli 
of  the  country  shall  increase,  it  will  be  necessary  to  extend  it  to  keep 
pace  with  the  wants  and  demands  of  the  iwople. 

A  list  of  railway  i>ost  office  lines  in  operation  on  the  30th  June,  1SC9. 
is  appended  hereto. 
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FOBBIGN  HAIL  SERVICE. 

The  total  number  of  letters  passing  between  the  United  States  and 
foreign  countries  (Canada  excepted)  during  tlie  last  year  was  12,5i)G,(>.^4, 
of  wliich  6,C38,8.'>8  were  sent  from,  and  5,957,796  received  iu,  the 
riiileU  States.  The  increase  over  the  number  exchanged  in  181>8  la 
1,468,122.  Estimating  the  number  exchanged  with  the  dominion  of  Can- 
ada, of  which  DO  accurate  account  is  reported,  at  3,000,000,  tlie  wliole 
number  of  letters  exchanged  in  the  mails  with  fui-eigu  countries  exc4-eiled 
1j,500,000.  The  total  postages  on  letters  exchanged  with  foreign  conn- 
tries,  estimating  the  postage  on  letters  to  and  Irom  Canada  at  $J50,000, 
amounted  to  i2,014,lS3  15. 

Tbe  aggregate  amount  of  postage,  inland,  sea,  and  foreign,  upon  the 
letter  correspondence  exchanged  with  Great  Britttiu  and  other  Earo^iean 
coQutries,  during  the  year  18(19,  Tvas  $1,503,773  05,  being  1202,09'!  71 
le«8  than  the  t>ostage  receipts  of  the  previous  fiscal  year.  Tlie  number 
of  letters  (single  rates)  exclnuiged  in  the  mails  with  the  same  countries 
vas  11,428,551,  an  increase  of  I,3.j9,S92  over  the  uuml>eF  exchanged  in 
tbe  previous  year.  Kotwithstauding  the  recent  reductions  of  postage 
to  ail  the  countries  of  Europe,  except  France,  amounting  in  most  in- 
Htances  to  fifty  per  cent.,  the  increased  correspondence  has  pro4lui-ed  a 
reveune  only  twelve  per  cent,  less  than  that  derived  from  the  higher 
rates  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  postages  upon  letters  sent  to  European  countries  exceeded  the 
postages  upon  letters  received  from  Em-ope  in  the  sum  of  $44,908  13, 
the  excess  of  letters  sent  being  about  six  per  cent  This  veiy  small 
excess  of  [wstage  on  corresi>ondence  sent  over  that  on  correspondence 
receivetl  is  a  convincing  argument  in  favor  of  simplifying  our  postal 
arrangements  with  other  countries  by  dis{>ensing  with  the  present 
complicated  and  exi>ensive  iuternationul  postage  accounts.  This  can 
be  readily  accomplished  by  adopting  the  rule  of  compulsory  pre- 
payment of  postage,  and  by  providing  (uix>n  the  general  i>rincii)le, 
now  well  established,  that  every  letter  brings  a  reply)  that  the 
postages  collected  on  all  international  correspondence  shall  belong 
wholly  to  the  dispatching  office;  that  no  charge  whatever  shall  bo  made 
at  the  oflBce  of  destination  in  the  country  wherein  the  con-espondence 
may  be  delivered;  and  that  in  all  cases  the  dispatching  oflice  shall  de- 
fray the  expense  of  intermediate  transmission.  The  inconsiderable  pe- 
cuniar}- disadvantages  which  might  result  to  either  post  department 
Duder  tbe  practical  working  of  such  a  system  would  be  more  than  com- 
pensate<l  by  the  convenience  of  the  arrangement  and  the  abolition  of 
intricate  aiid  vexatious  accounts.  This  principle  has  already  been 
adopted  in  the  conventions  with  some  of  the  countries  with  which  the 
Uuitetl  States  has  direct  tH>st{d  relations,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  post 
departments  of  others  will  also  see  the  propriety  of  adopting  it,  as  a 
means  of  simplifying  and  promoting  international  postal  exchanges. 

Tlie  excess  of  collections  in  the  United  States  over  the  irostages  col- 
lected in  Euroi)e  uimn  the  letter  correspondence  exchangwl  with  Great 
Britain,  the  North  German  Utiion,  France,  Belgium,  the  Netherlands, 
Switzerland,  and  Italy,  was  $374,924  85,  sixty-two  per  cent,  of  the  en- 
tire international  postage  charges  having  beeu  collected  in  this  country. 
Thia  result  is  owing,  mainly,  to  a  failure  to  prepay  postages  abrojid.  The 
excess  of  like  collections  during  the  previous  year  was  $474,020  30. 
Tliese  excessive  collections  of  iwstage  in  the  United  States  canse  heavy 
b;tlaBce8  against  this  department  on  settlement  of  the  quarteriy  ac- , 
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counts  with  tlie  Fes[Kctive  foreign  post  departments.     During  the  last 
fiscal  y^^atf  the  a^jgivgate  of  such  balaacea  amounted  to  $185,385  07, 

The  stcam.ship  Hues  employed  by  this  department  in  the  transi>orta- 
tion  of  the  mails  to  Gi'eat  Britain  and  the  eoutineut  of  Europe  i>erformed 
four  weeltly  services  from  New  York,  a  weekly  service  from  Quel«*  in 
summer  and  Portland  in  wiut«r,  and  three  outward  trii>s  from  Balti- 
more, receiviug  as  compensatiou  the  aea  postages  on  the  mails  con 
veyed.

The  cost  of  the  Uuited  States  transatlantic  mail  steamship  service  for 
the  fiscal  yearl8C7wa8$551,338  01;  and  for  the  year  1868,  $421,774  44- 
the  reduced  rates  of  sea  postage  established  by  the  present  postal  con 
ventiou  with  Great  Britain  having  beeu  in  operation  during  the  la-st  ^ 
months  of  the  year  1868. 

The  United  States  postages  on  the  mails  conveyed  to  and  from  the 
West  ludies  amounted  to  $88,084  24,  and  the  compensation  i)aid  fortbeir 
transportation  was  $G0,SG2  0». 

There  was  also  paid  to  the  owners  of  steamships  eonve)~ing  mails  to 
and  from  Central  America,  Mexico,  Nova  Scotia,  &c.,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  general  law  limiting  the  compensation  to  the  postages,  the 
sum  of  $12,272  20,  making  an  aggregate  expenditure  for  ocean  mail 
transportation  under  the  general  law  of  $418,341  78.  Adding  the  special 
appropriations  for  the  mail  st^'jtmship  service  to  Japan  and  China,  to 
Brazil,  and  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  which  amount  to  $725,000,  the 
toUil  cost  of  the  United  States  ocean  mail  serrice  for  the  year  1869  was 
$1,143,341  78.  The  tabular  statements  in  theappendix  furnish  detail*^ 
information  of  the  operations  of  the  foreign  mail  service  during  the 
year. 

The  appointments  of  government  agents  in  cliarge  of  the  Unite*! 
States  mails  on  board  of  the  mail  steamers  plying  between  San  Fran- 
cisco, Japan,  and  China,  and  between  San  Francisco  and  Honolulu, 
were  revoked  in  the  month  of  April  last,  and  notice  was  given  to  the  re- 
spective steamship  companies  that  thenceforth  they  would  be  required 
to  securely  transport  and  safely  deliver  the  mails  at  each  terminal  md 
intermediate  port  according  to  the  stipulations  of  their  contnicts.  As 
the  employment  of  mail  agents  on  board  of  these  steamers  api>eared  to 
be  of  little  practical  benefit,  1  considered  it  my  duty  to  discontinue  their 
services.  The  duties  which  they  discharged  are  now  perfon::ed  withoal 
charge  by  the  pursers  of  the  steamers. 
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I  hnve  not  cousidered  it  expedient,  in  tbe  present  condition  of  the 
service,  to  establish  a  general  posttil  agency  at  Shanghai,  with  branch 
agencies  at  other  port«  in  China  and  Japan,  as  antliorized  by  the  7th 
Bectiou  of  the  act  of  July  27, 1868.  The  United  States  consuls  at  Shang- 
hai and  Kanagawa  still  continue  to  act,  with  the  consent  of  the  Depart- 
meo  t  of  State,  as  resident  mail  agents  at  those  ports,  in  connection  with 
their  consular  diitios. 

Regular  monthly  trips  have  been  performed,  according  to  contract,  on 
the  United  States  stfiumship  routes  between  New  York  aod  Bio  de  Ja- 
neiro, {Brazil,)  and  between  San  Francisco  and  Honolnlu. 

Eleven  round  trips  were  perfonned  during  the  year  by  the  steamers 
of  the  Japan  and  China  line,  the  regular  monthly  service  required  by 
law  having  been  commenced  in  the  month  of  August,  1868,  and  subse- 
quently maintained  without  interruption.  The  attention  of  Congress 
was  called  by  my  predecessor,  in  his  last  annual  report,  to  the  expedi- 
ency of  providing  for  an  increase  of  service  on  this  line  on  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Pacific  railway  across  our  continent.  This  great  national 
highway  has  been  opened  during  the  last  year  to  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
placing  San  Francisco  in  direct,  speedy,  and  certain  communication  by 
rail  nith  the  commercial  cities  of  the  Atlantic  seaboard ;  and  the  period 
is  not  distant  when  our  rapidly  increasing  commerce  with  Japan  and 
China  will  require  the  employment  of  additional  steamers  on  this  route. 
The  question  of  providing  for  an  increase  of  mail  service  to  semi-monthly, 
on  such  tcrmsaswill,  undertlie  circumstances,  be  just,  as  well  to  the  con- 
tractors as  to  the  government,  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the  discre- 
tion of  Congress. 

The  necessity  of  some  legislation  to  encourage  the  re-establishment 
of  American  lines  of  transatlantic  steamers  is  apparent  from  the  fact 
that,  of  the  many  lines  of  steamships  now  profitably  employed  in  the 
carrying  trade  between  this  conntrj'  and  Europe,  there  is  Tiot  one 
steamer  bearing  the  American  flag.  It  is  humiliating  to  our  national 
liride  to  find  not  only  that  our  vast  commerce  with  Europe  is  monopo- 
lized by  foreign  steamship  lines,  but  that  even  the  inails  we  send  abroad 
have  to  be  transported  under  the  protection  of  foreign  governments. 

The  experience  of  the  last  few  years  clearly  demonstrates  that  sail- 
ing vessela  can  no  longer  successfully  compete  in  the  carrj'iug  traile  of 
the  world  with  vessels  propelled  by  steam.  This  fact  admitted,  it 
follows  that  some  legislation  is  required  to  enconrage  American 
wean  steam  navigation,  and  to  revive  the  great  maritime  interests  of 
the  country.  The  sultject  occupied  the  attention  of  Congress  at  the  last 
session;  but  the  multiplicity  of  steamship  projects  presented,  and  the 
rivalry  of  op[>osiug  interest*  seeking  government  aid,  prevented  any 
appropriate  action. 

ProtMJSitions  have  been  made  to  this  department  by  parties  repre- 
sented as  responsible  and  experienced  in  ocean  steam  navigation  to 
contract  for  the  conveyance  of  the  United  States  mails  to  Enroiwau 
ports  by  American  steamships  of  the  first  class  and  of  equal  sjieed  to 
the  fastest  steamers  now  carrying  the  mails,  at  a  compensation  limited 
to  the  amount  of  sea  postages,  upon  condition  that  the  department 
should  bind  itself  for  a  long  term  of  years,  aubject  to  the  approval  of  Con- 
grf»ii ;  and  some  have  oflered  in  this  connection  to  fix  the  rate  of  sea 
postage  at  two  cents  per  half  ounce.  But,  as  the  genei-al  law  relating 
to  coutracts  for  carrj-ing  the  mails  on  the  seas  expressly  limits  the  au- 
thority of  the  department  to  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years,  I  have 
declined  all  proposals  to  contract  for  a  longer  time,  not  desiring  in  any 
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maDiter  to  forestall  th«  actioD  of  Cougreas  apou  a  subject  of  so  much 
importance. 

If  it  be  possible,  I  should  greatly  prefer  such  legislation  by  Cod- 
gress  as  would  so  far  revive  and  encourage  onr  own  ship-buildiDg 
interests  as  to  enable  American  builders  and  mechanics  to  enter  into 
active  competition  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  st«am  vesselB 
with  tlic  builders  and  mechanics  of  other  countries.  If,  however,  it 
should  be  decided  that  this  cannot  be  done,  then  I  would  resiiectfoll; 
suggest  the  propriety  of  so  modifying  our  navigation  laws  as  to  au- 
thorize the  issuing  of  American  registers  to  such  foreign-built  stenmers 
as  may  be  purchased  and  employed  by  citizens  of  the  United  States 
under  contracts  with  this  department  in  the  transportation  of  onr 
foreign  mails. 

Should  either  of  these  recommendations  be  adopted,  and  authority 
given  to  the  Postmaster  General  to  contract  for  the  conveyance  of  mails 
by  sea  for  a  term  of  ten  or  fifteen  years,  at  a  compensation  not  to  ex«<?d 
the  ocean  postages,  it  is  believed  that  lines  of  hrst-class  American 
steamers  would  be  speedily  esUibliahed  for  the  conveyance  of  our  mails 
and  freights  across  the  Atlantic,  and  that  thereby  great  benefits  woolA 
inure  to  the  commercial  and  other  interests  of  the  United  States. 

An  additional  article  to  our  postal  couventious  with  Switzerland  and 
Italy,  respectively,  has  been  exet^nted,  which  modifies  the  rale  of  ac- 
counting on  unpaid  and  uisufflciently  prepaid  corre«|>oiidence  exchanged 
in  the  mails  with  each  of  those  countries.    Copies  thereof  are  annexed. 

The  efiforts  of  this  department  to  conclude  a  postal  convention  with 
Brazil,  i-egulating  the  reciprocal  exchange  of  correspondence  with  that 
empire  by  means  of  the  subsidized  line  of  mail  steamships  plying  be- 
tween New  York  and  Kio  de  Janeiro,  have  not  been  attended  with  the 
success  anticipated.  A  modified  prqjet  of  articles  has  recently  been 
snbniitted  by  this  department,  through  the  Department  of  State,  whicb 
it  is  lio[>ed  will  be  accepted  by  the  government  of  Brazil. 

A  proiiosition  is  under  consiileration  for  a  postal  convention  establish- 
ing a  direct  exchange  of  correspondence  between  the  United  States  ami 
the  Argentine  Bepublic. 

Prelimiuarj-  steps  have  also  been  taken  towards  a  direct  postal  ar- 
rangement with  Denmark,  including  Sweden  and  Norway,  with  the 
purpose  of  reducing  the  existing  postage  rates  on  correspondence  ex- 
changed between  the  United  States  aud  those  countries. 

The  present  postal  convention  between  the  United  States  and  France 
was  concluded  on  March  2,  1857.  It  establishes  a  combined  rate  ot 
international  postage  at  fifteen  cents  per  quarter  ounce,  equal  to  thirty 
cents  i>er  half  ounce,  a  higher  rate  than  is  charged  upon  corresjKtndenee 
between  the  United  States  and  any  other  civilized  nation  with  which 
we  are  in  direct  communication.  It  is  incomplete  in  that  it  makes  it<> 
provision  for  the  exchange  of  mailable  articles  other  than  letters.  It 
adopts  an  exceptional  standard  weight  of  one-quarter  ounce  for  the  single 
rate  of  letters,  difi'ering  from  the  uniform  standard  of  one-half  ounce 
established  with  all  other  countries.  The  postage  charge  for  letters  is 
exorbitantly  nigh,  compared  with  the  cheaper  rates  recently  adopted 
with  all  other  countries  of  Europe.  In  its  details  and  practical  opera- 
tion it  is  very  unequal,  giving  unfair  advantages  to  the  French  }>05t 
department,  and  fails  utterly  to  meet  the  advanced  opinions  of  the 
times  in  regard  to  intematioiml  postal  intercourse,  and  to  afford  the 
public  benefits  that  postal  conventions  are  intended  to  secure. 

The  necessity  of  a  revision  of  this  convention  on  a  more  liberal  basiti 
was  made  known  to  the  general  post  department  of  France  in  Decern- 
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ber,  1S6G;  and  on  the  4tli  of  February,  1867,  ofScial  intel]igeQce  waa 
commanicated  by  tlie  French  minister,  M.  Bertliemy,  through  the  De- 
prtmeut  of  Btate,  that  the  govemmeiit  of  the  Emjieror  was  also  of  the 
belief  that  a  uew  cxtuventioQ  would  be  of  advantage  to  the  two  couutries, 
accompanied  with  the  request  th»t  a  special  delegate  or  employ^  of  the 
American  post  oEQee  should  be  sent  to  Paris  with  complete  instructions 
to  confer  with  the  Director  General  of  the  French  Posts  upon  the  con- 
ditions of  agreement  between  the  two  i>ost  departments.  This  invita- 
tion was  promptly  accepted,  and  Hon.  John  A.  Kasson  was  appointed 
on  the  5th  April,  1867,  a  special  eonimissioner  on  behalf  of  this  de- 
partment to  pi-oceed  to  Paris,  and  there  negotiate  and  arrange  the  con- 
ditions of  a  more  liberal  postal  convention,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Postmaster  General  of  the  United  States.  Mr.  Kasson  left  immediately 
far  Paris,  and  entered  upon  the  negotiations  intrusted  to  him.  He  re- 
mained in  that  city  several  mouths,  laboring  faithfully  and  perseveringly 
to  accomplish  the  object  of  his  mission,  but  failed  to  obtain  any  ameliora- 
tion of  our  postal  relatious  with  Frauce,  although  he  sncceeded,  during 
thesame  visit  to  Europe,  in  negotiating  liberal  postal  conveutious,  estab- 
lishing greatly  reduced  postage  rates,  with  Great  Britain,  the  North 
German  Union,  Belgium,  the  Netherlands,  Switzerland,  and  Italy. 

Tlie  apparent  unwillingness  of  the  French  post  department  to  modify 
thi?  provisions  of  the  present  convention  in  conformity  with  the  more 
liberal  principles  adopted  in  our  postal  intercourse  with  other  countries 
of  Euroiie  induced  my  predecessor,  on  the  8th  of  January,  18U8,  tu  give 
llie  required  notice  to  terminate  that  convention  on  the  1st  Februarj', 
1869,  and  at  the  same  time  to  request  the  I^euch  post  department  to 
send  an  agent  to  Washington  authorized  to  enter  upon  the  negotiation 
of  a  new  convention.  This  invitation  was  declined  by  the  French  admin- 
istration. Afterwards,  on  the  application  of  the  French  office,  the  dura- 
tion of  the  convention  was  prolonged  until  the  Ist  of  April,  1869, 

Soon  after  assuming  charge  of  the  department,  I  learned  that  no 
progress  had  been  made  in  a^usting  the  basis  of  a  new  conv'cntion,  and 
that,  unless  a  second  extension  could  be  had,  the  subsisting  convention 
would  expire  before  any  further  action  coald  be  taken  for  its  reformation, 
bniwlled  by  an  earnest  desire  to  maintain  our  direct  postal  I'elations 
with  France  on  an  improved  basis  of  liberality,  mutually  a<lvantageous 
to  the  public  of  both  conntries,  I  proposed  to  the  French  office,  under 
date  of  10th  March,  to  further  prolong  the  duration  of  the  present  con- 
vention until  1st  January,  1870.  A  letter  ftom  the  French  Director 
General  of  Posts,  dated  3d  March,  making  the  same  proposition,  crossed 
my  own  in  transit,  and  was  received  at  this  departmeut  on  the  14th  of 
the  same  month.  A  second  extension  having  been  thus  effected,  I  im- 
mediately reopened  negotiations.  Being  ftiUy  satisfied,  from  an  exchange 
of  letters,  that  there  was  no  prospect  of  harmonizing  tlie  coiiAictiug 
news  and  propositions  of  the  two  departments  through  the  ordinary 
medium  of  epistolary  corresiwudence,  I  decided  to  make  another,  effort 
to  adjust  the  points  of  disagreement  by  direct  personal  negotiations  at 
Paris.  I  very  fortunately  had  it  in  my  power  to  avail  myself  of  the 
ser\-ices  of  Hon.  Alexander  Itamsey,  chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee 
on  Post  Offices  and  Post  Koads,  who,  at  my  solicitation,  consented  to 
undertake  these  difficult  negotiations.  He  was  accordingly  designated 
a  8i>ecial  commissioner  on  behalf  of  this  departmeut  to  negotiate  with 
the  general  i>ost  office  at  I'aris  the  basis  of  a  new  postal  convention 
with  France. 

Governor  Bamsey  arrived  in  Paris  on  the  23d  July,  1869,  and  imme- 
diately entered  upon  the  important  duties  intrusted  te  him.     Since  that 
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dnto  sovernl  proposals  and  couutcr  proposals  have  been  submitted  aud 
coimidered,  pei'tmiml  iDtervicws  liad  with  the  French  Uirector  General  of 
FostH  mid  the  Minister  of  Finauee,  for  mutual  interchange  of  opiuions 
and  explnniitioiis,  and  yet  no  progress  has  been  made  towards  thi>  cod- 
clusion  of  a  iien*  convention,  on  account  of  the  persistent  adherence  of 
the  French  postal  administration  to  impossible  propositioas  and  condi- 
tions, so  illiberal  and  nnjnst  towards  the  United  States  that  eonsidera- 
tions  of  national  self-respect  would  aJone  forbid  their  acceptflnce  by  this 
department  The  negotiations  of  Governor  Bitmaey  at  Paris,  which  have 
been  conducted  with  great  ability,  patience,  and  perseverance  on  bis  part, 
have,  I  regret  to  state,  been  terminated,  after  three  mouths'  eftiirts, 
without  any  reasonable  hope  of  an  agreement  on  the  leading  provisbiia 
of  the  proposed  new  arrangement ;  and  it  seems  probable,  therefore,  that 
our  direct  postal  relations  with  France  will  cease  on  the  1st  January 
next. 

Passing  without  comment  other  unreasonable  and  illiberal  proposi- 
tions, the  following  may  be  mentioned  as  among  the  impossible  condi- 
tions persistently  insisted  upon  by  the  French  post  department ; 

FirHt,  Tliat  France  shall  have  a  double  share  of  the  interior  rates  of 
postage — a  demand  so  extraordinary  and  so  manifestly  uryust  as  to 
require  no  argument  to  demonstrate  its  unfairness,  in  view  of  the  well- 
known  fact  that  the  expense  of  our  interior  service  is  not  only  greater 
than  that  of  Frauce,  but  its  extent  vastly  larger,  embracing  a  territoiy 
{excUi.-»ive  of  Alaska)  fourteen  times  greater  than  that  of  Frnnce. 

Second.  That  the  Uiuted  States  shall  establish  a  line  of  mail  iKUikets 
between  New  York  and  Brest  for  the  performance  of  a  regular  semi- 
monthly service  similar  to  the  service  jwrformed  by  the  subsidized  line 
of  French  packets  between  these  porta,  or  else  pay  the  entire  exi>ense 
of  the  sea  and  British  inland  trausportation  of  ail  mails  conve.ved  by  way 
of  England,  which  constitute  at  present  more  than  four-fiftbs  of  tbe 
entire  eorresiwndence  exchanged  with  France.  , 

A  postal  convention  has  been  concluded  with  Great  Britain,  establitib- 
ing  a  reciprocal  exchange  of  correspondence  between  the  United  Stati's    , 
and  the  colony  of  British  Honduras,  a  copy  of  which  is  annexed. 

The  provisions  of  onr  postal  convention  with  the  colony  of  Hong 
Kong  have  been  extended  to  book-packets,  subject  to  the  same  condi- 
tions as  newspapers  and  prices- curiTiit,  aud  to  the  regulations  govern- 
ing the  transmission  of  book-packets  between  this  country  uu^  the    , 
United  Kingdom. 

Negotiations  have  also  been  opened  with  tlie  British  post  departmeut 
for  a  further  reduction  of  the  international  letter  itostage  betwwn  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain.    The  existing  postal  convention  with    , 
Great  Britain,  which  went  into  ojicration  on  the  1st  January,  I8G8,  estab-    ; 
lishiMl  a  reduced  international  letter  rate  of  sixpence,  (twelve  cents,)  )iii«l 
provided  that  the  question  of  a  further  reduction  should  be  considered  at 
the  expiration  of  twelve  months  from  that  date.    Agreeing  with  the  verj- 
general  expression  of  opinion  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  in  favor  of  the   i 
establishment  of  ocean  penny  postage  between  the  two  countries,  I  made   | 
a  pro[H>sal,  under  dat«  of  8th  October  last,  to  tbe  general  post  office  in 
London,  to  further  reduce  the  postage  on  lettera  to  threepence  (sis 
cents)  on  the  1st  January,  1870,  of  which  one  i>enny  (two  cents)  shouM   1 
be  the  sea  postage,  and  one  i>enny  (two  cents)  the  inland  i>ostage  of 
each  country.    Intelligence  has  lately  been  commuincated  by  the  Brit-   | 
ish  minister,  through  the  Department  of  State,  of  the  readiness  of  the 
British  government  to  reduce  the  single  rate  of  jjostage  for  prepaid  let- 
ters to  the  sum  above  mentioned.    It  may,  therefore,  be  safely  announced  i 
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that  this  important  meastire,  bo  loDg  aDd  so  eameetly  desired  by  tlie 
people  of  the  United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom,  as  a  means  of  ftir- 
ther  promoting  tlieir  mutual  prosperity  and  happiness,  has  been  virtu- 
ally accompli&bed. 

The  contrast  between  the  policies  of  the  postal  administrations  of 
Great  Britain  and  France  is  most  striking.  Considering  the  probabili- 
ties of  the  future,  I  cannot  re&ain  from  an  expression,  on  the  one  hand, 
of  my  great  satisfaction  that,  on  the  Ist  January  nex^  the  people  of  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain  wil)  be  enabled  to  eiyoy  more  cordial 
and  intimate  relations  by  meaus  of  their  enlarged  postal  facilities,  and, 
on  the  other,  of  mj-  profound  regret  that,  on  the  same  day,  all  direct 
postal  communication  between  the  United  States  and  France  will  cease, 
because  of  the  unwillingness  of  the  latter  to  unite  in  any  arrangement 
that  will  afford  equal  facilities  and  reciprocal  advantages  to  both  con- 
tracting parties,  and  at  the  same  time  keep  pace  with  the  liberal  senti- 
ments of  the  day  in  relation  to  postal  intercourse  between  enterprising 
and  enlightened  nations.

The  free  delivery  system,  though  rapidly  improving,  has  not  attained 
such  a  degree  of  efficiency  ns  to  commaud  the  universal  confidence  of  tbe 
public.  Much  can  yet  be  done  to  promote  the  celerity  and  precision  of 
the  collection  and  delivery  of  mail  matter,  and  thereby  commend  it  tc 
popular  favor.  For  some  time  to  come^  the  attention  of  the  department 
should  be  directed  to  the  attainment  of  more  thorough  organization  and 
more  satisfactory  results  in  the  cities  wherein  the  system  has  already 
been  established,  rather  than  in  seeking  its  further  extension,

Of  domestic  letters,  18,227  contained  money  amounting  to  $94,710  95, 
in  sums  of  one  dollar  and  upwards.    Of  these,  16,187,  containnf 
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182,570  90,  were  delivered  to  the  writers  or  persons  addressed,  and 
2,(U0,  containing  $12,140  05,  were  filed  for  reclamation  by  the  owners 
or  were  ontstanding.  The  number  inulosing  sums  less  than  one  dollar 
was  14,323,  contaiiiing  *3,472  77,  of  which  11,566,  containing  *2,788  29, 
were  delivered  to  the  writers,  and  2,757,  containing  $684  ^,  were  filed 
for  reclamation  by  the  owners. 

The  number  of  letters  contaiaing  bank  checks,  drafts,  deeds,  &c.,  waa 
16,925,  of  the  nominal  value  of  $3,011,354:  71,  of  which  15,286,  of  the 
Qomioal  value  of  $2,799,114  51,  were  delivered  to  the  owners,  and  1,639, 
of  die  nominal  value  of  $212,240  20,  were  outstanding  or  were  filed  for 
leclamation. 

The  number  of  letters  and  packages  contaimn^  jewelry,  books,  and 
other  property  was  9,071,  of  which  6,337  were  delivered  and  2,734  were 
filed  for  reclamation.  The  number  containing  photographs,  postage 
stamps,  and  articles  of  small  value  was  114,185,  of  which  103,529  were 
delivered  and  10,656  were  filed  for  reclamation  or  destroyed. 

The  number  of  letters  classed  as  ordinary  domestic,  without  inclo- 
snres,  remailed  to  the  writers,  was  2,398,252,  of  which  2,003,524  were 
delivered  and  394,728  were  returned  to  the  ofiice  and  destroyed.  The 
number  of  letters  not  signed  by  the  writers,  illegible,  or  containing  cir- 
ciil.irs,  &c.,  and  consequently  destroyed,  was  1,188,693. 

Of  the  unmailable  letters,  286,307  were  detained  for  postage,  not  being 
prepaid  as  required  by  law.  They  were  either  wholly  unpaid,  not  pre- 
paid one  fiill  rate,  or  were  stamped  with  illegal  or  revenue  stamps ; 
70,429  were  misdirected,  the  post  office,  State,  or  some  necessary  part 
of  the  address  being  omitted ;  2,678  had  no  address  whatever,  and  2,570 
were  addressed  to  places  where  there  was  no  mail  service, 

The  number  of  applications  for  dead  letters  was  5,763,  and  in  1,206 
cases  the  letters  were  found  and  forwarded  to  their  owners.

The  largely  increased  use  of  stamped  envelopes  bearing  "  return  re- 
qnests,"  that  is,  requests  that  they  be  returned  to  the  writers  after  a 
stated  number  of  days,  has  operated  to  deci'ease  in  a  considerable  degree 
the  number  of  dead  letters.  While  the  number  and  value  of  money 
letters  received  are  about  the  same  as  of  those  of  the  preceding  year,  the 
percentage  of  decrease  la  letters  contaiuing  other  valuables  ranges  as 
follows :

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request"  system.    If  generally  used,  the  force  now  employed  in  the  dead 
letter  office  could  be  largely  re<1ucea,  if  not  altogether  dispensed  with. 
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The  department  would  thus  be  relieved  from  a  very  heavy  expense, 
■while,  at  the  same  time,  the  vexation  and  loss  to  correspondents  caas^ 
by  the  delay  and  uncertainty  incident  to  the  present  system  would  be 
almost  entirely  obviated.  At  first  it  was  required  that  there  should  be 
a  formal  request,  printed  or  written  on  the  envelope,  for  the  return  of 
the  letter  to  the  writer,  if  unclaimed.  For  the  greater  convenience  of 
the  public,  it  is  now  ]jrovided  by  law  that  any  writer  of  a  lett«r  on  which 
the  |)08tage  is  prepaid  may  secure  a  return  thereo£  without  additioDal 
l>o8tage,  after  remaining  uncalled  for  thirty  days,  by  merely  indorsing 
his  name  and  address  thereon.  This  appearing  to  he  the  simplest 
expedient  that  can  l)e  de\ised,  compatible  with  safety  and  accuracy,  tlie 
department  urges  its  universal  adoption,  with  a  caution,  however,  tliat 
every  writer  should  indorse  his  own  a^ldress,  and  not  trust  to  the  business 
card  of  a  hotel  or  firm  with  which  he  is  not  connected.  Letters  retnnied 
to  one  address  cannot  be  remailed,  even  if  the  residence  of  the  writer 
be  known,  without  additional  postage. 

POSIAI.  MOHfEY-ORDBB  SYSTEM. 

The  whole  number  of  money-order  post  oflBces  in  operation  during  the 
last  fiscal  year  was  1,468.  Two  of  these,  Boxbnry,  Mass.,  and  Fort 
Leaveuwortb,  Kan.,  were  discontinued,  circatnstuices  having  ren- 
dered them  unnecessary ;  and  219  new  money-order  offices  were  estab- 
lished July  12, 1869,  making  the  present  whole  number  1,685.

Tlie  amount  received  by  postmasters  as  fees  for  the  issue  of  orders 
was  $176,190  90.  Daring  the  previous  fiscal  year,  ended  June  30, 18IJ8, 
the  aggregate  amount  of  orders  issued  was  $16,197,858  47 ;  of  orders 
paid  and  repaid,  $16,118,-537  03 ;  and  of  fees,  $134,487. 

It  appears,  upon  comparison  of  these  sums  with  the  corresponding 
transactions  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  as  above  stated,  that  there  has  beeo 
an  increase  over  the  year  1868  of  $8,650,200  46,  or  of  53f  per  cent,  in 
the  amount  of  issues ;  of  $8,.'>3r),586  43,  or  of  53  per  cent.,  in  the  amount 
of  payments;  and  of$51,703  90,orof  41Jpercent.,iii theamountoffecs 
recei\'ed.  The  smaller  percentage  of  increase  in  the  fees,  as  compared 
with  the  issues,  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  by  the  act  of  July 
27,  1868,  the  fees  for  issuing  money-orders  were  diminished.  Before 
that  time  the  fee  for  an  onler  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  was  ten 
cents,  and  for  an  order  exceeding  twenty  dollars  twenty-five  cents;  but 
by  the  act  last  mentioned  the  fee  for  an  order  for  one  dollar  or  any  som 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  was  fixed  at  ten  cents;  for  an  order  ex- 
cee<ling twenty  dollars  and  not  exceeding  thirty  dollars,  at  fifteen  cents; 
for  an  order  exceeding  thirty  dollars  and  not  exceeding  forty  dollars,  at 
twenty  cents :  and  for  an  order  exceeding  forty  dollars,  at  twenty-five 
cents.  Ko  change  was  made  in  the  maximum  amount  for  which  an 
order  can  be  issued,  which  is  hmited  to  fifty  dollars. 
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The  average  amount  of  the  monej'-orders  issued  during  the  last  year 
was  $19  65 ;  doriog  the  year  1868  it  waa  $19  '17;  aud  duria^  the  year 
1867  it  was  $19  45— showing  that  there  has  been  but  a  slight  variatioo 
in  this  amoout  for  the  last  three  years. 

The  tendency  of  capital  towards  the  centers  of  trade  and  commerce 
is  well  illustrated  by  the  operations  of  the  money-order  system.  The 
smaller  offices  almost  invariably  issue  more  orders  than  they  pay,  while 
at  the  larger  ones  the  payments  largely  exceed  the  issues.  IJpou  a 
comparison  of  the  money-order  business  in  the  new  States  with  that  of 
the  older  States,  a  like  condition  of  things  will  be  found  to  exist.  For 
example :  In  California,  which  has  51  money-order  offices,  the  number 
of  money-orders  issued  was  30,355,  amounting  to  $1,034,789  54;  the 
nmnber  paid  was  8,688,  amounting  to  $34^'3,574  67.  In  Massachusetts, 
which  lias  54  offices,  the  number  of  orders  issued  was  45,927,  of  the 
aggregate  amount  of  $963,539  25 ;  the  number  paid  was  142,545,  amount- 
ing to  $2,270,967  45.  In  the  city  of  JSew  York,  the  payments  during 
the  year  were  $3,062,805  32,  while  the  issues  were  but  $513,290  8!). 

The  whole  number  of  duplicate  orders  for  the  fiscal  year  1869  was 
5,530.  Of  these,  5,461  were  issued  to  replace  originals  lost  in  the  mails 
or  otherwise;  56  were  in  lieu  of  orders  reudered  invalid  because  not  pre- 
seuted  for  payment  until  more  than  one  year  after  date,  aud  13  were  in 
lien  of  orders  made  invalid  by  more  than  one  iudorsemeut. 

During  the  previous  year,  3,873  duplicates  were  issued.  There  has 
been,  therefore,  an  increaj^  duriug  the  last  year  of  1,057,  or  nearly  43 
per  cent.,  in  the  number  of  duplicates,  which  is,  however,  ten  per  cent. 
less  than  the  ratio  of  increase  in  the  orders  issued.

The  sum  of  $16,392,818  13,  being  surplus  funds  which  had  accumu- 
lated at  the  smaller  offices  in  excess  of  what  was  required  to  meet  pay- 
ments, was  transmitted,  by  means  of  either  national  bank  drafts  or 
registered  packages,  to  first  class  offices  used  as  deiiositories.  The  loss  by 
registered  packages  duriug  the  year  amounted  to  $3,186  84,  of  which 
the  sum  of  $532  was  allowed,  before  the  end  of  the  year,  to  postmas- 
ters who  had  remitted  the  same;  the  sum  of  $823  84  was  allowed  after 
the  close  of  the  year,  and  is  not,  therefore,  included  in  the  present 
annual  statement  of  expenditures,  but  will  be  entered  in  the  next  re- 
port; and  the  remaining  sum  of  $l,8;fl  is  covered  by  claims  still  iiend- 
iiig.  The  total  of  allowauces  made  <luriog  the  year  for  lost  remittuuces 
wiis  $5,797 ;  but  of  this  the  sum  of  $5,265  was  on  account  of  five 
h>st  remittaiices  sent  by  the  postmaster  at  Austin,  Texas,  to  the  post- 
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master  at  New  Orleans,  Lonisiana,  in  the  first  quarter  of  1868,  which 
were  stolen  in  the  office  of  the  latter,  but  credit  for  which  was  not 
allowed  to  the  remitting  postmaster  until  after  the  commencement  of 
the  la«t  fiscal  year.  Hence  this  allowance  conBtitntes  a  part  of  the  ei- 
penditures  of  the  year  1869,  and  is  included  in  the  above  Btatemeut 
thereof. 

In  the  transmission  of  these  surplus  funds  in  registered  packages  bj 
mail,  the  department,  in  consideration  of  the  fees  received  from  the 
sale  of  orders,  aBSUUies  the  risk  of  loss.  Such  losses,  however,  rarely 
occur  in  any  but  sparsely  settled  localities,  that  have  not  yet  entirely 
recovered  from  the  effects  of  violence  and  disorder  during  the  rebellion. 

During  the  ye.tr,  payment  of  six  money-orders  was  obtaineil  fraudn- 
lontlyby  forgery  of  the  payee's  signatui'e,  or  by  means  of  false  pretenses. 
In  four  of  these  cases,  the  amount  of  the  order  was  refunded  to  the  re- 
mitter by  the  issuing  postmaster,  in  compliance  with  instructions  fi^jm 
the  department.  In  one,  the  ixistmaster  who  had  erroneously  iwid  the 
order  was  directed  to  pay  a  like  sum  to  the  true  payee.  lu  the  remain- 
lug  case,  the  i>erson  who  improperly  obtained  payment  of  the  onier 
was  comjielled  to  pay  over  the  amount  thereof  to  the  rightful  owner. 

The  transfers  made  by  postmasters  from  the  postage  to  the  money- 
order -account,  for  the  puqKtee  of  meeting  onlers  presented  for  payment, 
amounted  to  $1,326,077  41,  and  the  transfers  from  the  money-order  to 
the  postage  account  to  $1,461,078  77,  lesuing  at  the  close  of  the  year  a 
balance  in  favor  of  the  latter  account  of  $l.'t5,001  36. 

I  cannot  better  illustrate  the  great  success  and  rapid  extension  of  the 
domestic  money-order  system  than  by  a  presentation  of  its  operations 
from  its  establishment  on  the  Ist  Kovembcr,  1864,  to  the  present  time, 
a  summary  of  which  is  contained  in  the  following  table: 
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The  great  and  constant  increase,  from  year  to  year,  in  the  transac- 
tions of  the  money-order  system,  clearly  indicates  its  utUity  as  a  safe, 
convenient,  and  expeditious  mode  of  making  small  remittances,  and 
shows  that  it  is  steadily  increasing  in  favor  with  the  public,  as  practical 
experience  demonstrates  its  advantages.  I  regard  it  as  thoroughly  es- 
tablished, and  recommend  its  uuiversal  use  by  the  people  where^'e^ 
practicable. 

With  a  view  to  its  fiirther  efficiency,  I  respectfully  recommend  addi- 
tional legislation  to  authorize  its  extension  to  the  stations,  or  sub-post 
offices,  iu  the  large  cities.  This  cannot  be  done  at  present,  because  the 
postmaster,  who  has  the  control  and  supervision  of  subordinate  stations, 
is  not  empowered  by  law  to  issue  money  orders  payable  by  himself  or 
by  his  assistants.  In  the  opinion  of  the  department,  the  establishment 
of  the  money-order  business  at  stations  woidd  be  a  substantial  advan- 
tage, as  well  as  a  great  convenience,  to  residents  in  their  \icinity.  They 
would  thns  be  enabled  to  purchase  orders  and  receive  payments  without 
being  compelled  to  resort  to  the  main  office.  They  would  fiirthermorp 
be  furnished  with  a  convenient  and  secure  mode  (tf  tnuismitting  small 
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sums  of  money  from  one  part  of  the  city  to  another.  This  arrangement 
would  not  only  tend  to  exclude  money  from  local  letters,  bnt  would 
facUitate  the  transaction  of  basisess  at  the  main  otBce,  by  relieving  it, 
to  some  extent,  of  a  constantly  increasing  crowd  of  applicants  for  the 
purcliase  or  payment  of  orders.  It  has  been  for  years  in  auccessfnl 
operation  in  the  large  cities  of  other  countries,  and  there  appears  to  be 
no  ralid  reason  against  its  introduction  here. 

Detailed  regulations  for  the  execution  of  the  convention  of  October 
12, 1867,  for  an  exchange  of  postnl  orders  between  the  United  States 
and  Switzerland,  were  finally  agreed  upon  and  signed  at  Washington 
July  2,  1869,  by  the  Postmaster  General,  under  the  authority  given  by 
the  act  of  July  27,  1868,  and  at  Berne  on  the  26th  July,  1869,  by  the 
chief  of  the  federal  jwst  department  of  Switzerland.  This  first  attempt 
to  establish  an  international  money-onler  system  by  this  department 
was  put  into  operation,  by  mutual  agreement,  on  the  Ist  September, 
1869,  and,  notwithstanding  frequent  and  considerable  flnctiiationB  in  the 
valne  of  currency,  it  has  been  conducted  nithout  difiicalty,  and  thus 
tai  has  worked  satisfactorily  in  all  its  details.  The  number  of  offices  at 
present  authorized  to  issue  orders  for  sums  to  be  remitted  to  Switzer- 
land, and  to  pay  orders  for  sums  remitted  from  that  country,  is  150. 
The  amount  of  orders  remitted  from  this  country  to  Switzerland  from 
the  Ist  September  to  tlie  16th  October  was  $2^619  63,  gold  valne, 
equivalent  to  $3,515  97  in  oar  currency  at  the  time  of  transmission : 
and  the  amount  of  orders  sent  during  the  same  time  to  the  United 
States  was  $3,191  in  gold,  or  $4,200  20  in  currency.  A  copy  of  the 
courentiou,  witli  the  detailed  regulations,  and  of  the  "  instructions  rela- 
tive to  the  international  system"  issued  to  postmasters  by  this  depart- 
ment, wilt  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

MISCELLAimOUB. 

When  I  accepted  at  your  bands  the  position  of  Postmaster  General, 
I  propounded  to  myself  two  questions:  How  can  the  postal  service  of 
the  country  be  made  most  efficient!  and,  How  can  it  be  relieved  from 
the  heav^'  deficiencies  annually  charged  against  itt  Knowing  it  to  be 
yonr  desire  that  the  department  should  be  restored  to  a  self-sustaining 
condition  as  rapidly  as  a  faithful  discharge  of  its  duties  would  permit, 
I  have  diligently  sought  the  true  answers  to  the  above  questions.  Aa 
&r  aa  lay  in  my  power,  during  my  short  administration,  I  have  reduced 
the  expenditures  and  increased  the  revenues  of  the  department;  but, 
notwithstanding  my  efforts,  I  found  myself,  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year, 
confronted  with  a  deficit  of  $5,353,620  80.  Though  this  amount  is  less 
than  the  deficit  provided  for  by  appropriations,  it  is  yet  large  enough  to 
stimulate  me  to  inquire  carefully  into  the  causes  of  such  enormous 
arrears. 

The  principal  causes  operating  to  prevent  the  department  from 
becoming  self-sustiMning  are  three,  to-wii: 

1st.  The  depreciation  of  the  paper  currency. 

2d.  Unpaid  postages  on  printed  matter. 

3d.  The  franking  privilege. 

The  first  of  these  is  temporary,  and  will,  in  a  short  time,  it  is  hoped, 
cease  to  operate.  While  it  continues,  however,  it  greatly  affects  the  pro- 
portion between  the  receipts  and  exi)euditure8  of  the  department.  The 
truth  of  this  will  be  admitted  when  it  is  stated  that  the  postages  are 
fixed  by  law,  and  remain  the  same  nominally,  no  matter  what  may  be 
the  fluctuations  in  the  valne  of  the  currency;  whUe,  on  the  other  hand, 
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all  contracts  made  by  the  department,  except  those  for  railroad  trans- 
portation, are  based  on  cuireot  rates,  whatever  they  may  be.  Hence, 
when  pa[>er  currency  Ib  depreciated,  the  postages  are  reduced  in  effet-t 
by  the  exact  amount  of  tlio  depreciation ;  ao  that,  when  gold  is  quoted 
at  133^,  the  single  rate  of  letter  postage  is  no  longer  three  cents,  hut,  in 
reality,  only  two-and-a-qnarter  cents. 

Again,  the  department  is  defrauded  out  of  a  large  amount  of  postage 
on  newspapers  by  parties  who,  while  professing  to  be  sending  out  papers 
from  Itnowu  offices  of  publieatiou  to  regular  and  borui  fide  subscribers, 
ai'e,  in  tsuA,  loading  the  mails  with  "  Hpecimeu"  papers  aud  mere  business 
circulars,  disguised  in  the  form  of  newspapers.  The  act  of  March  3, 
1863,  and  the  regulations  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  require  that  all 
Buch  matter,  if  sworn  through  the  mailing  otQce,  shall  be  sent  t«the 
office  of  delivery,  and  that  the  postages,  whether  charged  at  newsjiaper 
rates  or  at  letter  rates  by  way  of  fine  for  iraud,  shall  be  collected  by  the 
office  of  delivery.  If  not  paid  for  and  delivered,  it  often  happens  that 
no  other  disposition  of  this  matter  can  be  made  than  to  return  it  to  the 
mailing  office  tor  the  prosecution  of  the  offender.  The  double  transit 
thus  eucoai-aged  is  freciueutly  attended  with  no  result,  except  that  the 
matter  is  left  in  the  office  aud  ultimately  sold  for  waste  paper.  For 
this  mischief  there  is  but  one  adequate  remedy,  and  that  is,  to  require 
prepayment  on  all  printed  matter.  A  due  regard  to  the  convenience  of 
the  publishers  of  newspapers  would  require  that  postage  on  iiewspapera 
should  be  charged  aecordiug  to  the  weight  of  packages.  To  accomplish 
this  reform,  a  considerable  reduction  ou  present  rates  might  be  conceded 
by  the  department.  To  make  the  remedy  of  prepayment  complete,  it 
would  be  ueceasarj',  furthermore,  to  confer  ample  power  on  postmasters 
at  mailing  offices  to  open  and  inspect  suspected  packages  of  newspapers, 
and  to  impose  upon  them,  if  found  to  be  vitiated  by  fhiud,  full  letter 
postage,  to  be  paid  invariably  in  advance.  This  summary  proceedmg 
should  not  relieve  the  offender  from  liability  to  prosecution  and  pumsh- 
ment  by  the  imposition  of  the  fine  already  provided  by  law. 

The  foregoing  are  evils  which,  doubtless,  ought  to  be  corrected.  It  is 
possible,  however,  for  the  department  to  endure  them,  and  yet  retain  a 
fiiir  degree  of  efficiency.  But  the  remaining  cause  of  complaint  has  be- 
come intolenible,  and  must  be  removed,  if  tiie  department  is  to  be  saved 
from  ntt«r  demoralization.  The  franking  pri\'ilege  has  grown  to  be  an 
abuse  so  monstrous  that  it  now  threatens  the  very  life  of  the  service. 

The  iKtst  office  was  established  in  Great  Britain  to  promote  "  trade  and 
commerce."  If  its  purpose  is  so  compi-ehensive  under  a  monarchy,  how 
much  more  should  it  be  made  to  contribute  to  the  general  good  in  a  re- 
public !  Our  early  legislation  on  this  subject  breathes  the  most  generous 
spurit  throughout.  The  convention  of  1787,  seeing  the  impotency  of  the 
post  office  establishment  under  the  confederation,  and  anxious  to  provide 
for  the  future  necessities  of  the  people,  enlarged  the  power  of  Congress 
BO  as  to  authorize  that  body  to  establish  "post  routes"  as  well  as  "post 
offices,"  and  thus  granted  to  the  national  legislature  full  and  absolute 
control  over  the  whole  subject  of  the  mails.  The  United  States,  ha^'ing 
assumed  theexercise  of  the  exclusive  power  thus  conferred,  designated  the 
Post  Office  Department  as  the  sole  agent  of  government  in  postal  matters, 
and,  to  make  its  authority  more  complete,  prohibited  all  private  indi- 
viduals, under  heavy  i)enaltie8,  from  interfering  with  its  duties.  Gov- 
ernment has  thus  become  the  trustee  of  the  people,  aud  has  placed  the 
Post  Office  Department  indirect  contact  with  the  people.  Under  thelawis 
establishiug  the  department,  its  revenues  are  not  drawn  from  the  public 
rteasury,  but  are  collected  directly  from  all  alike,  whether  high  or  low, 
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rich  or  poor,  who  claim  its  assistance.  Cougress  having  excluded  all 
competJIiou  by  law,  cverj'  principle  of  fair  dealing  requires  that  govern- 
ment shall  give  to  the  people  the  most  ample  and  satisfactory  recompense 
for  the  postage  they  are  obliged  to  pay.  The  people  expect,  as  of  right 
they  may,  that  the  department  will  provide  for  an  exchange  of  coire- 
spoadenee,  and  for  the  general  dissemination  of  news,  by  the  most  speedy, 
certalD,  and  secure  means  that  the  best  and  most  skillful  use  of  its  rev- 
Fnaes  can  procure ;  and  when  it  fails  to  fully  meet  so  just  an  expectation,  it 
falls  short  of  its  high  duty.  The  people  should  be  content  with  no  less 
thau  the  best  and  cheapest  ser^'ice;  and  government,  having  undertaken 
the  duty  of  providing  for  their  wants  in  this  respect,  and  prevented  all 
others  from  attemptiug  to  do  so,  is  bound  to  see  that  its  agent  is  provided 
withevery  reasonable  facility, and  that  no  obstacle  susceptible  of  removal 
shall  continue  to  stand  in  the  way.  Government  may,  and  should,  aid 
the  operations  of  its  agent,  but  it  cannot  rightftilly  fetter  or  burden 
them.  It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  all  special  privileges,  to  whomsoever 
granted,  at  tbe  expense  of  the  postal  system,  are  hostile  to  the  estab- 
lished theorj-  upon  which  that  system  was  founded  and  has  ever  since 
heen  conducted,  and  that  government  itself  cannot  justly  claim  such 
privDeges,  unless  they  can  be  shown  to  be  essential  to  the  discbarge  of 
other  obligations  which  are  paramount  to  the  duty  of  providing  a  cheap 
and  efficient  mail  service.  On  the  contrary,  the  enlightened  opinion  of 
(he  age  demands  that  the  postal  service  shall  be  administered  in  a  spirit 
(^  the  broadest  beneficence,  and  tor  tbe  equal  advantage  of  all  the  people. 
Holding  these  views  as  to  tbe  respective  duties  of  government  and 
the  department,  I  approach  the  discussion  of  the  franking  privilege. 

The  first  objection  that  presents  Itself  is,  that  it  is  a  sj>ecial  privilege 
grauted  to  a  mvored  class  at  the  expense  of  the  many.  To  this  It  is  no 
nifficient  answer  to  say  that  it  is  cxereised  solely  in  the  interest  of  gOT- 
ernment.  If  tbe  views  already  presented  are  correct,  government  has 
no  right  to  appropriate  to  itsehf,  in  part  or  in  whole,  the  benefits  of  a 
trost  the  administration  of  which  has  been  committed  to  it  for  the  ad- 
rantage  of  others;  and,  to  show  that  I  am  not  singular  in  this  0]>inioQ, 
I  intr^uce  the  following  from  the  admirable  report,  dated  December  3, 
lSci9,  of  my  distinguished  predecessor,  Hon.  Joseph  Holt : 

"There  is  no  more  reason  why  the  Post  Office  Department,  throngh 
its  contractors,  should  perform  this  service  (the  conveyance  of  govem- 
mect  correspondence)  gratuitously  for  the  govenimeut,  than  there  is  that 
the  steamboats  and  railroad  companies  of  the  country  should  transport 
its  troops,  munitions  of  war,  and  stores  without  comi)enBatiou.  What 
shall  be  the  character  and  amount  of  written  or  printed  documents  for- 
warded on  behalf  of  the  government,  and  under  what  safeguards  against 
abuse,  are  questions  whose  solution  belongs  exclusively  to  Congress, 
Md  which  it  is  not  my  purpose  at  present  to  discuss.  I  desire 
to  maiutnin  only  the  general  proposition  that  whether  the  written 
and  printed  matter  be  great  or  small,  if  it  be  dispatched  in  the 
name  and  in  the  interest  of  the  government  and  by  its  agents  accredited 
for  the  purpose,  it  should  be  charged  with  precisely"  the  same  rates  of 
postage  to  which  it  would  have  been  subjected  had  it  been  forwarded  by 
private  citizens.  The  franking  pri%-ilege,  as  accorded  to  various  officers 
of  the  government,  was  from  the  beginning,  and  still  is,  an  anomaly  in 
the  postal  system,  and  in  directconflictwith  the  true  theory  of  its  creation. 
Had  this  depart:ment,  like  the  others,  been  placed  as  a  charge  upon  the 
treasury,  and  were  it  essentially  a  political  instrumentality  and  the  prop, 
erty  of  the  nation,  it  would  be  asincougruous  for  it  to  demand  remunera- 
tion for  its  sen'ices  to  the  govemment  as  it  would  be  for  the  army  and 
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na^-^-  to  do  so;  but  this  is  not  and  never  has  been  its  actual  or  theoreticEtl 
status.  Beyond  its  political  authority  in  estabhshing  the  dei)artmeiit 
and  it«  revisory  power  over  its  administration,  the  relations  of  the  gov- 
ernment to  it  are  precisely  those  of  the  private  citizen.  This  has  hem 
distinctly  recognized  in  the  several  acts  permanently  appropriating 
$700,000  per  annum  for  the  transportation  of '  free  matter,'  This  is  not, 
in  the  language  or  spirit  of  the  act  of  1836,  a  provision  made  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  department  from  ita  own  revenues,  but  is  an  appropriation 
from  the  public  treasury,  and  is,  in  its  terms,  a  speciflc  compeusation 
for  the  transmission  of  the  correspondence  and  documents  connected 
with  the  administration  of  the  government." 

At  this  point  it  may  be  asked,  is  it  not  better  for  the  department  tliat 
govemment  should  make  good  all  deficiencies,  rather  than  simply  pay  its 
own  postf^cesl  To  this  question  the  answer  should  be  an  emphatic 
negative.  It  is  not  better  that  government  should  continue  to  blindly 
pay  all  deficiencies.  No  policy  could  be  more  unwise,  both  for  itself 
and  the  department.  It  is  unjust  to  govemmeut,  because  it  thereby 
assumes  to  pay  postages  not  only  on  its  own  matter,  but  also  on  ^ 
frandulent  matter  that  may  in  its  name  and  under  cover  of  the  connter- 
feit  franks  of  its  officials  be  foisted  into  the  mails — thus  doubling  the 
necessary  expenditure.  It  is  unjust  to  the  department,  because  in  so 
dealing  with  it  government  does  not  respond  to  its  call  as  to  the  claim 
of  a  creditor  who  has  rendered  important  services,  and  who,  in  consid- 
eration thereof,  is  entitled  to  demand  a  just  compensation,  but  ratber 
as  to  an  imbecile  at  its  gates  appealing  in  his  helplessness  for  charity. 
This  is  a  great  moral  and  political  wrong.  It  reduces  the  department 
to  a  state  of  hopeless  dependence,  and  destroys  to  a  great  extent  its 
usefulness.  It  makes  it  the  packhorse  of  every  other  branch  of  the  pub- 
lic service,  and  compels  it  to  assume,  without  a  question,  whatever  bur- 
dens may  be  laid  upon  its  l>ack.  Work  as  steadily  and  as  skillfaliy  as 
they  may,  the  managers  of  the  department  know  that  at  the  end  of  the 
year  their  aceonnts  most  show  the  inevitable  deficiency.  Is  this  jnst! 
Will  this  encourage  activity  and  vigilance!  Will  this  promote  economj 
and  efficiency  t  When  the  department,  with  its  forty  thousand  or  more 
employes,  has  labored  to  discharge  every  duty  faithfully,  has  carried  \t» 
mails  ninety-one  millions  of  miles  and  distributed  them  according  to 
order  among  forty  millions  of  people,  and,  to  accomplish  this,  has  fought 
every  inch  of  its  way  against  frauds  which  government  itself  has  licensed, 
it  is  at  least  entitled  to  a  respectful  recognition  of  its  services,  instead 
of  being  consigned  to  everiasting  insolvency. 

Turning  from  a  subject  the  consideration  of  which  discourages  every 
man  connected  with  the  service,  it  may  be  added  that  there  can  never 
be  an  intelligent  administration  of  the  department  until  an  accurate 
knowledge  can  bo  obtained  of  its  resources  and  liabilities,  its  revenues 
and  expenditures.  Tliis  is  impossible  so  long  as  the  franking  privilege 
shall  be  allowed  to  obstruct  so  many  of  the  important  avenues  to  infor- 
mation. 

So  much  for  the  "  special  privilege"  claimed  for  government. 

But  much  mure  can  be  said  iu  favor  of  extirpating  this  evil.  The 
cost  of  "  free  matter"  has  been  increasing  from  year  to  year,  until  at 
last  it  weighs  down  the  department  into  continuous  insolvency.  The 
additional  expense  to  which  it  subjects  the  service  is  counted  by  mill- 
ions, whilst  there  is  provided  to  meet  it  only  the  standing  annual  appro- 
priation of  $700,000.  It  was  stated  ten  years  ago  that  the  department 
actually  expended,  at  that  time,  iu  the  performance  of  the  duties  which 
the  franking  privilege  imposed,  little,  Lf  anything,  abort  of  $3,000,000. 
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Siuce  that  time  the  expense  has  largely  Increosecl ;  and  I  am  convinced 
tbat  it  now  exceeds  the  enormous  sam  of  $3,000,000,  of  which  about 
one-balf  is  paid  on  fraudulent  matter.  That  this  is  not  an  exagge- 
ration will  appear  from  an  examination  of  the  weight  of  mail  matter 
sent  and  received  at  the  Washington  City  post  office  from  the  11th  to 
tbe3l8t  January,  1869,as  officially  reported  to  the  department.  By  this 
return  it  appears  that  the  weight  of  free  letters  sent  was  15,38i»  pounds, 
and  of  free  letters  received  16,995  pounds,  making  for  twenty  days 
SifSSO  pounds.  Hence  an  estimate  for  one  month  is  48,570  pounds,  and 
an  aggregate  for  one  year  582,840  pounds.  It  appe^irs,  further,  that  the 
weight  of  public  documents  for  twenty  days  was  207,891  pounds,  mak- 
iog  for  one  month  311,837  ponnds,  and  an  aggregate  for  one  year  of 
3,742,044  pounds.  If,  therefore,  the  postage  value  of  this  free  matter 
be  computed  at  the  minimum  estimates  of  $1  25  per  pound  for  letters 
and  16  cents  per  pouud  for  documents,  we  have  a  postage  value  for  free 
letters  of  $738,350,  and  for  public  documents  4598,727,  being  an  aggre- 
gate of  $1,337,277,  as  indicated  by  the  returns  made  at  a  period  when 
tlie  mails  were  almost  entirely  relieved  of  the  burden  of  the  heavy 
departmental  reports.  All  this  from  the  Washington  City  post  office 
alone. 

There  is  no  sound  reason  for  believing  that,  estimating  by  weight,  the 
present  basis  of  the  postage  rates,  the  proportion  of  free  matter  is  really 
Im  than  thirty  per  centum,  as  ascertained  by  the  careful  investigations 
of  a  committee  of  the  British  Parliament;  but,  even  if  we  adopt  the 
resnlts  of  the  imperfect  uiformation  attainable  in  this  country,  and 
assume  twentj'-flve  per  cent,  of  the  ordinary  annual  expenditures  as  the 
jnst  eqnivaleut  for  the  luipaid  services  of  the  Post  Office  Department, 
it  will  appear  that  the  government  is  bound  in  honor  and  justice  to 
appropriate  $5,000,000,  instead  of  $700,000,  for  this  service. 

But  the  most  potential  reason  of  all  for  the  aboUtion  of  the  frunking 
privilege  is  found  in  the  incurable  abuses  and  finuds  which  seem  to  be 
inseparable  from  its  exercise.  Wlien  the  number  of  persons  who  are 
clothed  with  the  franking  privilege,  and  of  judges  who  are  expected  to 
pass  upon  the  genuineness  of  franks,  is  considered,  the  opportunity 
for  boundless  frauds  will  appear  to  be  almost  infinite.  The  following 
Btatement-,  made  up  from  official  sources,  will  show  how  fiir  the  privilege 
is  extended  under  existing  laws :

In  this  statement  alone  is  an  army  of  31,933,  who,  generally  speaking, 
load  the  mails  at  will  with  whatever  matter  they  jtlease.  Someof  tlieni, 
to  he  sure,  are  granted  only  a  limited  privilege,  yet,  practically,  thew- 
strictions  are  no  longer  oi)erative.  To  these  should  be  added  the  coniit 
less  host  who  address  communications  to  members  of  Congress,  dele- 
gates, the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Senate,  heads  of  departments,  heads  of  bureaus,  chief  clerks,  and  all 
others  authorized  to  frank  official  matter.  How  is  it  possible  that  any 
checks  whatever  can  be  imposed  and  enforced  against  a  privilege  so  ■ 
widely  extended  T  I 

But  the  difficulties  increase  when  it  is  further  considered  that  tbe 
judges  who  decide  upon   the   genuineuess  of  franks  are   the  entire 
corps  of  27,378  postmasters,   scattered  all  over  the  country,  none  of 
whom,  with  the  utmost  diligence,  can  hope  to  acquire  a  tolerable  famil-    j 
iarity  with  the  signatures  of  more  than  a  few  of  the  privileged.    In  the    ' 
larger  offices,  where  one  hour  is  the  longest  time  that  can  be  allowed  tor    ■ 
making  up  the  mails,  and  where  it  is  necessary-  to  receive  and  manipo' 
late  thousands  o£  letters  daily,  it  is  impossible,  even  if  the  genuine  signa-    j 
tures  were  known,  to  make  a  systematic  attempt  to  exclude  matter  im- 
properly ftnuked.    What  is  the  resultl    Boundless  frauds,  of  course,    ] 
without  a  possibility  of  detecting  them,  or  even  a  hope  of  preventing    | 
their  further  increase.    In  fact,  every  frank,  counterfeit  or  genuine,  is 
equally  effective,  and  the  extent  of  the  evil  is  limited  only  by  the  wants 
of  those  who  desire  to  impose  upon  the  Ber^'ice. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  "  there  is  no  middle  ground  between  boiuid- 
less  franking  and  no  franking."  The  trutli  of  this  observation  will  be 
perfectly  manifest  to  all  who  will  take  the  trouble  to  inquire  into  the 
subject.  With  the  appliances  now  at  the  command  of  the  department, 
or  that  can  be  devised  in  its  interest,  it  would  be  a  sheer  imimssibility 
to  eliminate  fraud  from  the  exercise  of  the  fhinking  iiririlege.  Tbe 
privilege  itself  is  the  fruitful  mother  of  fhiuds,  and  cannot  be  re- 
formed. Estimating  the  frauds  and  evasions  perpetrated  under  covo' 
of  this  system  to  be  equal  in  amount  to  the  postages  ui)on  matter  hear- 
ing genuine  signatures,  (and  this  is  no  exaggeration.)  the  total  expense  is 
swelled  to  an  amount  etgual  to  the  entire  dehcit  of  the  department  for 
the  last  fiscal  year,  Ceitaiuly,  these  stui>eiidous  frauds  should  be  pre- 
vented; and,  as  they  cannot  be  separated  from  the  practice  of  tbe  sys- 
tern,  the  only  remedy  is  to  abolish  the  system  itself. 

How  is  it  possible  for  the  department  to  escape  from  the  slough  itito 
which  it  has  been  cast,  so  long  as  government  fastens  inextricably  about 
its  neck  an  ever-increasing  weight  t  Under  the  frightfol  burden  im- 
posed by  the  franking  privilege,  no  farther  reforms  can  ever  be  maiie 
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ID  tha  way  of  reducing  domestic  postages.  An  appalling  deficit  will  be 
a  perpetual  bar  to  all  progress — all  sabstantial  improvement. 

Id  Eoglaud,  the  postal  service  was  rescued  &om  pitiable  imbecility 
and  inefflcieacy  by  the  illustrions  Rowland  Hill  and  his  associates,  i& 
1839 ;  but  it  was  necessary  first  to  destroy  tliis  badge  of  subseniency  to 
laak  and  class,  although  in  that  country  it  was  limited  both  in  the  num- 
ber of  privileged  persous  and  in  the  number  of  letters  each  could  frank 
per  day.  So  here,  as  the  initial  step  to  leform,  I  earnestly  urge  the 
total  abolition  of  the  franking  privilege. 

The  objection  that  Congress  may  desire  to  print  and  disseminate 
public  documents  should  not  avail  against  the  appeal  of  the  dei>art- 
ment  for  deliverence  from  the  frauds  that  are  fast  overwhelming  it.  If 
the  privilege  be  abolished,  official  pnblications  may  still  be  forwarded 
in  the  mails.  It  is  only  asked  that  they,  like  all  private  matter,  may 
be  cbHfgeable  with  postage.  If  it  l>e  urged  that  this  would  prevent  or 
impede  the  diffusion  of  the  knowledge  of  public  affairs  among  the  peo- 
ple, then  it  may  be  said,  in  reply,  that  if  it  be  the  purpose  of  Congress  to 
give  information  tothepeople, afar  more  tellingexpedient  may  be  resorted 
to.  An  unburdened  press,  managed  and  directed  by  private  enteq>rise, 
can  do  more  than  Congress  to  enlighten  the  masses.  Better  far  that 
the  franking  privilege  should  be  abolished,  and  that  all  newspapers  sent 
to  regular  and  bona  fide  subscribers  Irom  a  known  office  of  publication 
Bbould  be  carried  free,  without  regard  to  weight,  throughout  the  United 
States,  as  now  throughout  the  county  wherein  printed  and  published. 
The  receipts  of  the  department  for  the  last  year  from  "  newspapers  and 
pamphlets"  amounted  to  $778,882  30.  This  portion  of  its  receipts  the 
department  can  forego,  pro\ided  it  can  be  protected  against  the  iVauds, 
more  than  three  times  in  amount,  inseparable  from  the  franking  privilege. 

It  is-not  proposed  or  desired  that  government  officials  should  be 
personally  taxed  for  the  transmission  of  their  public  correspondence. 
It  is  asked,  on  the  other  hand,  that  every  department,  every  member  of 
Congress,  and  every  other  public  officer,  shall  have  a  liberal  allowance 
of  stamps  for  postages,  subject  to  a  proper  accountability,  and  that  the 
Bum  necessary  therefor  shall  be  appropriated  out  of  the  general  treasury. 

Should  Congress  conform  to  my  recommendations  in  this  respect,  I 
confidently  predict  that  millions  will  be  saved  annually  to  the  govern- 
ment, that  the  department  will  be  at  once  redeemed  from  its  present 
condition  of  chronic  bankruptcy,  and  that  the  postal  service  will  speed- 
ily become  the  potent  coadjutor  of  the  people  in  developing  and  adorn- 
ing oar  great  country, 

My  predecessor  addressed  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives a  letter,  under  date  of  9th  January  last,  in  relation  to  the  postal 
telegraph,  inclosing  an  elaborate  communication  on  the  same  subject 
from  Gardiner  G.  Hubbard,  esq.,  of  Boston,  This  is  a  subject  of  greal 
importance,  and  deserves  the  most  careful  consideration,  Several  Eu' 
ropean  nations  have  adopted  the  system  with  apparent  success.  I  shall 
defer  making  any  recommendation  concerning  it  until  a  greater  degree  o1 
efficiency  can  be  attained  in  the  service  as  at  present  constituted. 

The  commission  heretofore  appointed  by  Congrt'ss  haa  submitted  to 
me  a  codification  of  the  statutes  relating  to  the  postal  service,  which  haa 
been  referred  to  a  committee  of  competent  gentlemen  of  long  experience 
in  the  practical  working  of  the  department  for  careful  revision.  Their 
reiiort  will  be  presented  to  Congress  at  an  early  day.  The  codification, 
when  i)erfected  and  adopted  by  Congress,  will  greatly  facilitate  the  pub- 
lic business. 
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Begarding  the  present  as  a  favoralile  opportnnity,  I  call  the  attentioii 
of  Cougress  to  the  penal  laws  providing  for  the  panishmeut  of  offenses 
against  the  postal  service.  The  )>eoa1ties  prescribed  ture  in  many  cases 
too  severe,  and,  by  reason  of  their  apparent  harshness,  have  tended  to 
create  asympathy  in  the  minds  of  Jurors  and  othersin  behalf  of  this  clasaof 
offenders.  Experience  has  shown  that  the  certainty  of  puuishment, 
more  than  its  seventy,  deters  from  crime.  I  recommend  that  the  terms 
of  imprisonment  in  most  cases  be  shortened  and  graduated,  with  a  more 
carefid  regard  to  the  nature  &nd  character  of  the  offenses  whicli  the 
&amersofthe  laws  designed  to  punish  and  prevent. 

A  reorganization  of  the  department  has  become  a  necessity.  The 
recommendation  of  my  predecessor  in  that  regard  is  cordially  approved. 

It  would  be  unjust  to  close  this  report  without  making  a  proper  rwog- 
nition  of  the  important  services  of  the  heads  of  the  respective  bureans  of 
the  department,  including  the  superintendents  of  foreign  mails  and  of 
the  money-order  office.  They  are  all  gentleraeu  of  singular  fitness  for 
their  several  positions.  In  all  things  they  have  come  up  to  the  fnll 
measore  of  my  expectations,  and  I  esteem  myself  most  fortunate  in 
having  secured  their  valoable  aid.  In  consideration  of  the  abiLty, 
integrity,  industry,  and  zeal  they  have  continually  exhibited,  I  eamestly 
recommeud  such  an  increase  in  their  salaries  as  will  afford  them  the  means 
of  a  respectable  liveUhood,  their  present  compensation  being  inadequate 
for  that  purpose.

AiiTiCLR  5.  In  order  to  simplify  accounts  and  to  conform  the  exchange  of  inl 
tional  money-orders  Ui  the  iixace  of  each  administration,  and  to  the  convenienej;  of  the 
people  of  ench  country,  it  is  further  agreed  that  tho  charges  for  snch  exchange  of 
orders  sliall  bo  composed  of — 

First.  The  domestic  charge  of  the  dispatching  office,  which  shall  not  exceed  ita  nsual 
charge  upon  domeftic  money-onlers  of  the  some  amount. 

Scconif.  Till)  chiuxe  for  iutiirnotional  exchange,  which  shall  be  also  Hied  by  the  dis- 
pati'hing  administration,  subject  to  a  minimum  of  twenty  cents  in  the  United  Statm, 
and  of  oTie  frune  in  Switzcrlaud,  and  to  a  maximum  of  one  per  cent,  where  sach  rate 
exceeds  the  miuimnni. 

Third.  The  domestic  charge  of  the  receiving  country  upon  the  order  by  means  nf 
which  the  sum  is  paid  to  the  beneficiarj',  which  shall  not  exceed  it«  usual  charge  upon 
domestic  money-orders  of  the  same  omonnt. 

The  first  two  charges  shall  always  bo  prepaid  in  the  country  of  origin,  cither  at  the 
time  of  the  purchase  of  the  order,  or  by  do<litction  at  the  interuationiu  dispatching 
office,  as  the  dispatchinir  administration  may  by  regulation  prescribo.  The  third 
chur^  sliall  always  l>e  cotlceted  in  tlieeonntry  of  destination,  hydcdnctinn  at  the  inter- 
nstlouul  reeeivins  office,  or  in  such  other  mode  as  thK  rceeiving  administnition  shall 
prescribe.  The  dispatching  administration  shall  retain  tlie  first  and  second  ehar|m, 
and  the  receiving  administration  shall  retain  the  thini  charge.  Each  administration 
reserves  the  right  to  establish  a  rate  for  the  international  charge,  mentioned  in  the 
~         d  clause  of  this  article,  in  excess  of  the  maximum  there  fixed,  whenever  the  cost 


of  international  exchange  shall  temporarily  render  it  necessary.  Each  administration 
shall  communicate  to  the  other  its  tariff  of  charges  which  shall  be  established  under 
this  convenHon. 

Article  6.  The  debtor  administration  shall  also,  at  it«  own  cost,  immediately  afl«T 
the  venlioation  of  the  semi-annual  accounts,  pay  to  the  creditor  administration,  in 
London  or  in  Paris,  the  balance  found  due  ou  the  exchanges  of  the  last  preceding  half 
year,  without  any  deduction.  All  correspondence  exchanged  between  the  rBSpectire 
ttduiinistratlons  in  the  execution  uf  this  convention  ahaU  1>e  at  the  charge  of  the  dis- 
patching office.  If,  pending  the  settlement  of  an  account,  it  shall  be  ascertained  that 
the  balance  duo  from  one  administration  to  the  other  shall  exceed  the  snm  of  two 
thousand  dollars,  the  debtor  administration  shall  promptly  place  a  proximate  amonnt 
to  the  credit  of  the  other. 

Article  7.  The  provisions  of  this  convention  relating  to  money  are  eetablishod  on 
the  basis  of  gold.  If,  for  the  internal  convenience  of  either  country,  any  other  currency 
shall  be  paid  to  the  beneficiai'y  of  the  money-order,  it  is,  iu  all  coses,  to  be  made  as 
nearly  as  practicable  the  equivalent  of  gold,  according  to  the  relative  valnee  existing 
at  the  time.  If  the  sender  is  allowed  to  pay  for  his  order  iu  any  other  currency  than 
gold,  the  amount  certified  by  the  international  office  is  iu  all  cases  to  be  the  eqitivaleat 
in  )^ld.  The  equivalents  are  to  be  ascertained  under  regulations  of  the  departntent 
employing  such  currency.  The  limitation  of  the  charges  in  article  &  express^  is  also 
based  upon  gold  value,  and,  if  other  currency  is  accepted,  the  limitation  is  extended  to 
reaeh  its  equivalent  iu  such  other  currency. 

Ahticlk  a.  Any  sums  certified  as  in  article  A  prwvided,  which,  oft«r  a  reasonable 
delay,  cannot  for  any  cause  be  paid  to  the  beneficiary,  shall  be  re-«ortiAed  to  the  dis-

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patching  adiuiniBtratinn  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hendcr,  to  lie  repnid  in  tlie  manner  con- 
fonnable  to  Ibe  interior  rcsnlations  of  the  country  of  origin.  But  tlie  admiuiHt ration 
re-certifj'iiiK  tlie  Bame  reseivcH  tbe  right  to  flnt  deduct  itfi  domentic  cliarge  of  the  same 
amount  an  iJtho  rrmittunco  liad  bvon  actually  paid  to  tlic  beneficiary. 

AiiTiCLE  9.  Each  liitcrnatiunnl  office  utiall  certify  its  orders  to  the  other  In  amonnts 
deaiijnated  iu  the  denomiuatlona  of  the  money  of  the  diapatchiuK  country.  Tlifise  de- 
DMiuuatioDB  shall  be  converted  at  tlie  iuteruational  rocei%-ing  office  at  the  rate  'n'hicb 
shall  W  fixed  l>y  common  accord  of  the  two  administratious. 

Article  10.  The  two  post  detiartuienta  ahal],  by  common  accord,  establish  the  detailed 
ragulatiune  for  canyiug  this  convention  into  execution,  and  may  modify  them  from 
tune  to  time  as  thu  exigencies  of  the  survice  may  require. 

Article  11,  This  couvention  shall  take  eflfect  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  by  common  accord 
of  the  two  adminiBtrations,    It  sliall  then  continue  iu  force  until  t«rmlnatcd  by  mutual 
■gruement  or  otherwise,  until  one  year  f^om  notice  given  by  one  department  to  the 
other  of  its  desiie  to  terminate  it.

Iu  accordance  with  articles  10  and  II  of  the  convention  for  tbe  exchange  of  postal 
iDOuey-orilers  coiiclnded  October  12,  1867,  at  Benie,  lietneen  the  authorized  agent  of 
the  Post  Office  Deiiartnieut  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  delegates  of  the 
Swiss  federal  council,  the  piistal  administrations  of  the  two  countries,  for  the  purjioee 
of  putting  that  convention  iutn  execution,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  etipulatjonB, 
which  are  to  rephice  and  annul  the  regnlatious  arrangeil  at  Paris  November  30,  I8Gr. 

Artici-E  1.  Article  3  of  the  convention  of  October  1^,  1867,  shall  be  earrie<l  into  eflect 
vith  tills  undurataiKliug,  that  no  monej'-order  which  is  remitted  from  the  United  States 
to  Switzerland  sliall  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  in  United  States  notes,  and  that  no 
mouey-onler  wbich  is  rcmirted  from  Switnerlanil  Tor  payment  in  the  United  States 
shall  exceed  the  sum  of  two  huudied  aud  fifty-seven  francs  and  fifty  centimes,  or  filly 
dollars  in  gold  coin. 

AitTiCUf  2.  Article  6  of  the  coiirention  of  October  12,  1667,  shall  be  executed  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit:  Whenever  either  adminiatratiou  has  a  payment  to  malte  to  the  other, 
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wbether  of  a  balance  or  on  acconnt,  aueh  payment  shall  alwayH  be  effected  b;  mesng 
of  a  bill  of  escbange  on  Paris. 

Article  3.  The  ust  for  which  article  4  of  the  convention  of  October  13,  1S67,  pro- 
Tides,  by  means  of  which  the  exchange  offlce  of  B41e  oommnnicates  to  the  exchange 
office  of  New  York  the  amounts  deposited  in  Switzerland  to  be  paid  in  the  Unit«d 
Btates,  shall  follow  the  model  A  hereto  annexed.  The  list  by  means  of  which,  in  so 
cordunce  with  the  above-mentioned  article  4,  the  exchange  oEBce  of  New  York  commn- 
nicat«s  to  that  of  B&le  the  amonnts  deposited  in  the  United  States  to  be  paid  in  Snill- 
erland,  shall  follow  the  model  B  hereto  annexed.  Every  money-order  shall  be  entered 
on  these  lists  with  a  eonsecntive  nnml>er,  commencing  with  number  1  at  the  bi>giD. 
ning  of  the  calendar  year.  ,  Each  of  tho  two  exchange  offices  shall  forward  a  list  lo 
the  other  regularly  once  a  week,  and  by  the  last  mail  of  the  week ;  bnt  whenever  it 
appears  necessary,  two  lists  may  be  transmitted  during  the  same  week.  The  lists  slisU 
be  sent  in  duplicate,  and  shall  bear  consecutive  numbers,  commencing  with  cnch  year. 
It  is  underBl4>od  that  hoth  copies  are  !«  be  numbered  alike.  Should  it  happen  tbat  at 
the  departnre  of  the  lost  mail  of  the  week  there  are  no  deposits  to  be  commuiiieated, 
ibr  payment,)  the  weekly  list  must  neveri^heless  be  sent  in  that  maiL  But  in  sncb  s 
case  the  exchange  office  will  writ«  across  the  lists  the  words,  "No  businesa." 

Article  4.  The  receiving  offlce  will  verify  the  lists  received,  and  if  errora  are  found 
will  indicate  them  with  red  ink.  It  will  also  insert  the  items  which  are  to  be  entwrd 
by  the  receiving  offlce,  place  its  mark  of  acceptance  on  the  back  of  one  of  the  dupli- 
cates, describe  thereon  m  detail  the  errors,  should  any  be  discovered,  and  then  letum 
such  duphcate  to  the  dispatching  offlce. 

Article  5.  The  fees  for  the  exchange  of  orders  t«  be  fixed  by  the  two  nostal  admin- 
istrations, in  accordance  with  article  5  of  the  convention  of  October  12, 1867,  are  for  ths 
present  arranged  as  follows,  to  wit :

In  esse  either  of  the  two  postal  administrations  has  reason  to  modii)^  these  ratM 

within  the  limits  of  the  stipulations  of  article  5  of  the  convention  above  mentionrd, 

the  other  postal  administration  most  be  informed  thereof  in  due  season  to  enable  it  to 

notify  its  post  offices  of  tho  change  before  the  same  takes  effect. 

Articlr  6.  The  Swiss  postal  uOministratiou  will  make  out  three  copies  of  the  hslf- 

J -early  accounts  prescribed  by  article  6  af  the  convention  of  October  12,  1867,  and  will 
orword  them  to  the  postal  administration  of  the  United  States.

Article  8.  In  makins  payments  on  acconnt,  in  pursuance  of  Hie  provisions  of  articlo 
6  of  the  convention,  and  in  the  manner  prosuuted  by  article  3  of  those  rej^ulatious,  the 
Swiss  postal  administration  will  make  use  of  a  blank  corresponding  to  tile  form  D.und 
the  postal  ailministratiou  of  the  United  States  will  use  one  like  the  model  E.  Both 
of  Ihfse  forms  are  hereto  annexed. 

Amticle  9.  The  awoniits  of  the  money-onlets  whidi  cannot,  for  any  reason,  bo  paid 
io  the  beneficiaries,  and  which  are,  therefore,  in  acconlance  with  the  terms  of  article 
8  of  the  convention  of  October  12,  ld67,  to  be  repaid  to  the  postal  administration  of 
tbe  couutrywhich  remitted  them,  shall,  for  that  purpose,  he  included  in  the  half-yearly 
ucount.  The  Swiss  postal  aduiinistration  will,  therefore,  in  couformit;  with  the  regn- 
Istiiina  governing  its  domestic  money-order  system,  place  in  tbu  above-mentioned 
accounts,  to  the  credit  of  the  postal  admin istratiiin  of  the  United  States,  all  money 
oniers  received  from  the  United  States,  which  cannot  be  paid  in  Switzerland,  whethoi 
npayment  of  the  same  has  been  demanded  by  the  postal  adminixtratiou  of  the  United 
Stntes  or  not.  On  the  other  hand,  only  tlioso  moiipy-otders  in  regard  to  which  notice 
has  been  received  from  the  postal  administration  of  tbe  United  States  that  payment  ol 
the  same  could  not  be  niaite,  and  that,  therefore,  tliey  may  bo  repaid,  will  bo  admitted 
into  these  accounts  to  the  credit  of  the  Swiss  postal  administration.  It  is  the  pitivinoe 
of  each  postal  administration  to  deteruiiue  the  manner  in  which  repayment  to  the 
remitter  is  to  be  made. 

Abticlb  10.  In  the  eseciitionof  article  9  of  the  postal  convention  of  October  12, 1867, 
it  is  agreed  that  the  gold  dollar  shall  always  be  computed  as  equivalent  in  value  to 
5.15  franca.  The  final  balaiicu  of  the  semi-annual  accounts  shall  always  lie  stated  in 
the  denomiitations  of  the  money  of  that  country  in  favor  of  which  the  balance  proves 
bo  be. 

Article  11.  Both  postal  administrations  mutually  agree  to  receive  reclamations 
respecting  international  money-orders,  and  to  give  them  effect,  in  accordance  with 
existing  regulations  in  each  country. 

Ahticle  12.  Both  postal  admin istrntiona  agree  to  carry  into  ofivict  the  convention  ol 
October  12,  1867,  and  the  present  regulations,  on  and  after  September  I,  1869,  and  lu

1.  The  exchange  of  postal  orders  between  the  two  countries  is  to  beeffeot«d  throngh 
the  agency  of  two  poet  offices,  termed  "international  exchange  offices."  The  inter- 
natioDol  exchange  office  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  is  New  York,  and  that  on 
the  part  of  Switzerland  is  B&le. 

2.  Certain  money-order  poet  offices  in  this  country,  designated  for  the  purpose  by 
the  Postmaster  Gleneral,  ore  authorized  to  issue  mooey-orden  on  the  postmaster  at  New 
York,  payable  to  benetlciariee  in  Switzerland,  and  to  pay  ordere  issued  by  that  post- 
master for  sums  remitted  by  thepost  department  of  SwitEerloud  for  payment  to  bene- 
ficiaries in  tbe  United  States.  Hence,  an  international  money-order  cannot  be  drawn 
by  a  postmaster  in  either  country  directly  upon  a  postmaster  in  the  other,  but  must  be 
drawn  npon  the  International  exchange  office  of  the  conntry  la  which  tbe  order  is 
issned.  An  International  postal  order  must  not  be  drawn  for  a  larger  snm  than  Aftf 
dollars  in  United  States  currency,  and  mnst  not  contain  a  fractional  part  of  a  cent. 
The  fees  for  the  issueof  international  postal  orders  ore  the  sr""'"  ft— •'•■"">-♦!"  ".'."—- 
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fifteen  centa;  orct  $30,  and  not  exceeding $40,  tnent;  cents;  over  (40,  and  not  exceeil- 
ing  (50,  tnentf-flve  cents.  No  otbcT  currenc;  than  United  States  or  national  bauk 
Dotes  ean  be  received  or  paid. 

3.  Tlie  iBsuine  poshnnBtET  mnst  not  nndertdhe  to  decide  dcftnltivel;  upon  the  actual 
-value  in  United  Stnttia  sold  coin  of  a  certain  pura  in  currencj-  for  which  an  intenm- 
tional  order  Is  isHned.  He  isatlibcrtv,  however,  to  advice  the  rumitteroa  to  itaa|iprDX- 
imatu  value,  which  ma;  be  found  to  diHer  materially  from  the  real  value,  as  tlii'  lutt«i 
is  to  be  conixiuled  upon  the  basis  of  the  premium  upon  gold  on  the  duy  of  the  recpipt 
of  the  order  by  the  poHtiftiister  at  New  York.  Hence,  this  doparttnent  cannot  under- 
take, ou  behalf  of  a  remitter  in  this  country,  to  pay  a  detemiinat-e  sum  in  gold  in  Swit- 
zerland. As  the  premium  on  gold  is  variable,  it  is  evident  that  an  international  unler 
iasned  for  a  suiu  in  Unitml  Statps  currency  nioy,  when  received  at  the  exchange  offire 
of  Sew  York,  yield  a  sum  in  giild  greater  or  less  thon  that  considered  at  the  office  of 
issue  OS  the  equivalent  of  wicli  order.  For  the  same  reason  the  value  in  United  Slstta 
currency  of  an  order  in  gold,  certifiiNl  by  the  exchange  ofiloo  of  Billo  to  the  exchange 
otUce  of  New  York,  would  deiiend  npim  the  premium  on  gold  ou  the  day  of  the  receipt 
of  Bueh  certified  order.  This  department,  therefore,  can  only  agree  to  ean?t>  pavmeut 
to  be  mode  to  a  beneliciary  in  Switzerland  of  the  gold  value,  less  the  established  tevi, 
of  any  inteniutional  p<iHtal  order  issned  for  an  amount  in  United  States  currency,  and 
to  pny  to  a  boiieliciury  iu  this  country  the  currency  value,  less  those  fees,  of  nn  inter- 
uational  order  In  gold  irom  Switzerland.  To  guard  against  miHapprehenaiou,  postmas- 
ters will  be  careful  to  explain  this  point  fully  to  remitters  and  to  payees. 

4.  A  special  form  of  application  (Form  No.  1')  must  bo  furnished  to  the  applicant  for 
an  international  postal  order  payable  in  Switzerland.  Ou  this  form  ho  must  enter  all 
the  particulars  of  the  amount,  names,  aitdn.'ss,  &c.,  and  mnst  state  tbe  fuU  navtn  and 
exact  residence  of  the  payee,  giving  tne  town  or  village,  and  canton.  Trom  the  items 
contained  in  such  application  the  issutng  postmaster  will  fill  np  the  international  dohIbI 
order  and  coupon,  both  of  which  he  wil^  by  the  next  out-going  mail,  dispatch,  wilbaot 
■eparatiuj'  tliem,  to  the  postmaster  at  New  York.  Tbe  corresponding  certificate  of  the 
some  number  and  date  ho  will  deliver,  wheu  completed,  to  the  remitter,  as  a  receipt  for 
the  amount  p(^d  iuby  the  latter.  No  "advice"  is  used  in  the  intern  atiouol  ByBt«m,  inas- 
much as  the  order,  instead  of  being  delivered  to  the  remitter  for  truismiBsion,  is  fi^ 
warded  directly  hy  the  issuing  postmaster  to  the  "exchange"  office  at  New  York.  Tlie 
particulars  of  the  enter  are  to  be  entered  iu  the  register  of  international  orders  isBoetl, 
and  the  application  must  be  retained  on  file.  The  general  rules  in  regard  to  issning 
domestic  orders,  contained  in  the  book  of  money-onler  instructions,  ore  to  be  nbseri'ed 
iu  tbe  issue  of  international  postal  orders,  in  so  far  as  these  rules  ore  npplicahlo. 

5.  When  the  international  postal  order  and  coupon  are  received  hy  the  postmaster  at

Tbe  poHtmoHter  at  BfLle,  in  like  manner,  transmits  at  atnted 
IxriuilH  t«  tlia  poetmastcr  at  the  exclianKe  ofBce  of  New  York  a  Biinilor  bst  of  interna- 
tional onl(>rR  for  sums  received  in  Switierland  for  payuient  to  bfuetit-iaries  in  the- 
United  estates.  Hence  inter nalUmat  orders  are  not  achiaUg  mt  ftj(  mail  from  one  country 
to  the  other,  but  listii  of  siicli  onlera  are  forwarded  once  a  week,  orofteuer  if  necessary, 
bj  the  exchan)(e  office  of  eacll  country  to  the  escLange  office  of  the  other.  The  receiv- 
iun  eichanfce  office  immediately  iiwneB  an  order  in  favor  of  encli  henellciary  for  an 
amonnC  ennivatent  to  that  named  in  the  certified  list,  which  onler  is  payabli-  by  tho

3(1  centimes ;  for  every  onk-r  esceeding  800  fraucR,  40  centimes.  These  rates  of  cliarEB 
are  deducted  at  tho  receiving  interoatioual  office  of  BAle,  as  a  compensation  to  the 
Swiss  postal  administration  for  the  payment  of  the  onler.  For  the  issue  of  every 
money-order  remitted  to  the  United  States  tho  Swiss  postal  administration  is  to  receive, 
in  addition  to  the  same  rate  of  fees  as  for  its  domestic  money-orders,  tho  following 
international  rates,  which  are  to  lie  deducted  at  the  exchange  otBce  at  Bftln,  viz  :  For 
every  money-order  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  100  francs,  1  franc;  for  every  order  exceed 
ing  100  francs,  hut  not  more  than  SOO,  2  jrancs ;  for  every  order  exceeding  200  trancs, 
3  Itaiica.

8.  Uwon  the  receipt  of  an  international  order,  issued  by  the  postmaster  at  Xew  York 
npon  the  postmaster  of  a  money-order  office  in  this  country,  the  latter  will  entOT  the 
particulars  thereof  in  Lis  register  of  international  orders  received.      He  will  then 


send  a  notification  (Form  \i).  !!■)  to  tlie  payw  to  apply  for  payment  of  tbe  onler  in  per- 
sitn.  or  by  his  duly  authorized  agent,  w-ho  must  file  with  the  paying  postmaster  hia 
written  authority  from  the  payee  to  receive  payment  of  the  order,  and  execute  a  receipt 
therefor,  and  must  also  prove  his  identity  if  required  to  do  so.

abould  be  carefully  filed,  but  it  U  not  necessary  to  make  out  and  deliver  a  second  recMpt 
to  the  reiaitt«r. 

11.  The  postmaster  at  every  office  authorized  to  issue  and  to  pay  internBtional  ordrn 
will  be  ollo'ived  to  retain  a  fixed  enm,  termed  an  "  international  reserve,"  mi  that  he 
may  be  always  ready  to  meet  orders  of  that  kind  drawn  ujton  him.  Whenever  the 
amount  of  moneys  in  his  hands  received  from  the  issue  of  iutemational  orders  eiceedd 
such  reserve  by  one  huudred  dollars,  or  more,  be  will  transfer  the  excess  from  fk 
"international  money^order  account,"  to  the  "domestic  money-order  Bccount."  On 
the  other  band,  whenever  he  is  called  upon  to  pay  iut«ruational  orders  to  an  anoDHI 
exceeding  that  of  the  international  fnuds  in  bis  bands,  he  will  transfer  from  tlic  domestic 
to  the  international  money-order  account,  a  snm  of  money  ei|iial  to  the  amount  of  hU 
reserve,  and,  if  necessary,  large  enough  to  enable  him  to  pay  these  orders.  Every  tiBl»- 
fer  to  and  from  either  account  must  be  duly  entered  in  the  internalioual  weekly  state- 
ment and  cosh  book,  but  no  entry  thereof  is  to  be  made  iu  the  postage  account,  nor  is 
any  notitication  of  transfer  to  be  sent  to  the  department.

13.  PostmasterH  will  receive  for  transacting  the  international  money-order  btiainess 
tho  same  rate  of  compensation  as  for  the  numoatic  money-order  biMiueas,  vie:  one- 
tlurd  of  the  fees  received  for  issues,  and  oue-fourth  of  one  per  cent,  on  tbe  gross  smonnl 
of  orders  paid.  But  tbe  annual  salary  or  compensation  of  a  imstmaeter  from  all  sourrn 
cannot,  except  in  the  cose  of  the  postmaster  at  New  York,  eicoiulfour  thonsand  dollm. 

14.  The  domestic  monev-order  regulations  in  regard  to  incidental  expense*  and  to 
the  transfer  of  funds  and  blanks  from  a  late  to  a  newly-appointed  postmaster  ate  to  lis 
followed  in  the  trausactioD  of  the  international  money-order  business. 

15.  Attention,  promptitude,  and  accuracy  on  tbe  part  of  postmasters  ore  eeeeutiBllo 
itbe  ntlity  and  success  of  an  intematiooal  money-order  system.
